FIRST  MEETING  OF  THE  YEAR. 

Monday,  February  5,  1923. 
The   first   meeting  of  the  City  Council  of  1923 
was  bold  iii  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at 
11.30  a.  in.,   members  and   members-elect  being 
present.     Absent — Conn.  Brickie; 

Senior  member,  Coun  II  \n  VN,  took  the  chair 
and  called  the  members  to  order. 
On  [notion  ui  Coun,  LANE,  a  i imittee  of  two 

was  appointed  by  the  chair  to  escort  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  Chair  declared  the  motion  carried  and 
appointed  Coun,  Lane  and  Walsh  as  said  com- 
mittee to  escort  his  Honor  Mayor  Curley  to  the 
Council  Chamber. 

The  committee,  accompanied  by  the  City 
Messenger,  retired  at  11.32  a.  m.,  and  returned 
presently  with  the  Mayor  and  chaplain  and  suite. 

The  Mayor  then  took  the  chair,  rapped  to  order> 
and  said:  "The  audience  will  now  give  their 
attention  while  the  cnaplain,  Rev.  Arthur  T. 
Connolly,   leads   us  in   prayer." 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,   Amen. 

We  pray  Thee,  Almighty  and  Eternal  God, 
God  of  power  and  wisdom  and  justice,  through 
whom  alone  authority  is  rightly  administered, 
assist  with  Thy  holy  spirit  of  counsel  and  trutli 
the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  that  all 
their  deliberations  may  be  conducted  in  righteous- 
ness and  that  they  may  be  eminently  useful  and 
beneficial  to  the  people  of  our  1  cloved  city. 

This  blessing,  i>  God  of  love,  we  ask  of  Thee 
through  no  merits  of  our  own.  but  through  the 
superabundant  merits  of  Thy  beloved  Son,  our 
Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ,  to  Whom  be  all 
honor,  praise  and  glory,  forever  and  forever. 

Our  Father,  Who  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be 
Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be 
done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  Heaven.  Give  us  this 
day  our  daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses 
as  we  forgive  those  who  trepass  against  us.  And 
lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil.     Amen. 

The  chaplain  retired  at  11.45  a.  m. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayer  the  Mayor  said: 
"The  City  Clerk  will  read  the  communication  from 
the  Flection  Commissioners  certifying  as  to  the 
new   members  elected  to  the  City  Council. 

The  City  Clerk  read  the  certificates  certifying  to 
the  election  to  the  City  Council  for  three  years 
of  David  J.  Briokley,  William  C.  S.  Healey  and 
James  A.  Watson. 

City  Clerk  calls  roll  of  the  members-elect. 

The  Mayor  then  said:  "Councilmen-elect  Healey 
and  Watson  will  please  step  forward,  hold  up  their 
right  hands,  and  repeat  after  me  the  oath  of 
office." 

Councilmen-elect  Healey  and  Watson  assembled 
in  front  of  the  stenographer's  desk,  and  the  Mayor 
administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the  members- 
elect,  as  stated   above. 

After  taking  the  oath  the  members-elect  then 
took  their  seats  with  the  other  members,  and  his 
Honor  Mayor  Curley  then  read  his  message  as 
follows :  % 

Gentlemen  of  the  Cittj  Council: 

It  is  a  source  of  pleasure  at  this  the  initial  meet- 
ing of  the  second  year  of  my  administration  as 
Chief  Executive  to  present  to  your  honorable  body 
a  record  of  stewardship  beneficial  to  the  people  and 
gratifying  to  myself. 

The  results  achieved  have  been,  in  a  large  meas- 
ure, possible  through  the  co-operation  which  you 
have  extended  and  the  support  which  the  public 
and  press  have  given,  without  which  it  might  be 
extremely  difficult  to  face  with  any  degree  of 
optimism  the  year  of  responsibility  which  today 
commences. 

Every  pledge  given  to  the  public  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  administration  has  either  been 


fulfilled  or  has  enjoyed  such  measure  of  completion 
as  would  justify  reporting  favorable  progress 
thereon. 

Despite  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  by  substan- 
tially every  municipality  in  Massachusetts,  it  has 
been  possible  to  c  induct  the  activities  of  the  city 
without  increasing  the  tax  rate  and  without  im- 
pairing in  any  degree  the  efficiency  of  any  depart- 
ment, an  achievement  notable  for  the  reason  that 
this  is  the  first  year  in  which  it  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  past  five  years. 

The  reduction  during  the  year  that  has  just 
ended  in  the  price  of  electricity,  representing  an 
annual  saving  of  approximately  two  million  dollars 
to  the  people,  the  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas 
which  became  effective  on  February  1,  and  which 
effects  a  further  saving  of  approximately  one  half 
million  dollars  annually  in  tin  oommodity,  coupled 
with  the  adoption  of  a  five-cent  fare  on  twenty  or 
more  lines,  with  the  establishment  of  a  single  fare 
in  the  Hyde  Park  section  of  Boston,  are  results 
whose  beneficial  effects  are  appreciated  by  all  the 
people. 

The  relations  between  capital  and  labor  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  l'J22  and  which,  after  many 
months  of  bitterness  and  strife  with  injury  to 
employer  and  employee,  were  peacefully  settled, 
coupled  with  the  absence  of  labor  disputes  at  the 
present  time,  suggest  the  possibility  of  making 
Boston  a  permanent  "strikeless"  city.  The  adop- 
tion of  a  program  for  a  "strikeless"  city,  through 
the  service,  as  arbitrator,  of  municipal  or  county 
officials,  is  extremely  desirable  in  view  of  the  enor- 
mous building  program  arranged  for  the  year  1923. 

The  building  operations  in  the  City  of  Boston 
represent  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1922, 
a  grand  total  of  $62,934,937  as  contrasted  with 
$27,331,448  in  1921,  and  $9,733,852  in  1918  when 
the  low  point  was  reached.  This  expression  of 
confidence  in  the  city  and  belief  in  its  future  are 
most  inspiring. 

Commerce     and  Industry 

The  establishment  early  in  the  year  of  the  Boston 
Commercial  and  Industrial  Bureau  was  justified 
almost  immediately  by  the  results  obtained. 
Largely  through  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  grain 
shipments  through  tnis  port  have  been  resumed; 
the  wool  industry  has  I  ecu  revived;  fish  has  been 
shipped  to  California  and  lumber  returned  to 
Boston;  cocoa  beans  and  rubber  from  South 
America,  the  East  Indies  and  Java  are  being  im- 
ported directly  to  Boston  as  a  port  of  entry;  a 
selling  agency  handling  the  goods  of  forty  Boston 
concerns  has  been  established  in  Buenos  Ayres; 
two  steamship  lines,  the  Dollar  Steamship  Com- 
pany and  the  Boston  Caribbean  Steamship  Com- 
pany, have  established  this  port  as  a  terminus; 
the  Bureau  has  received  assurance  from  the 
LimtrJ  States  Shipping  I- card  that  Eistca  will 
be  made  a  port  of  origin  for  one  of  its  national 
lines  instead  of  a  poit  of  call. 

The  Bureau  has  co-operated  with  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  filing  of  a  bill  for  the 
abolition  of  the  system  of  differentials  through 
which  the  commerce  of  Boston  was  rapidly  reach- 
ing the  vanishing  point.  The  prospects  for  an 
early  and  favorable  decision  upon  tne  question 
of  the  abolition  of  the  discriminatory  system  of 
freight  differentials,  coupled  with  the  commercial 
development  that  has  taken  place  in  the  last  year, 
largely  as  a  consequence  of  the  strategic  commer- 
cial position  of  Boston,  will  result  in  a  problem 
requiring  courage  and  large  sums  of  money  to 
solve  properly,  if  commercial  supremacy  is  to  be 
again  achieved. 

I  have  a  profound  appreciation  of  the  difficulties 
that  lie  in  the  path  of  commercial  restoration. 
True,  Boston  is  the  chief  commercial  city  of 
Massachusetts,  in  fact  of  all  New  England,  but  its 
possibilities  of  necessity  must  continue  limited 
until  such  time  as  the  entire  territory  within  fifteen 
miles  or  more  of  the  State  House  constitutes  a  part 
of  the  Greater  Boston.  Even  then  its  develop- 
ment will  depend,  in  large  measure,  upon  the 
attitude  and  action  of  the  State  Government 
which,  in  the  past,  has  invariably  been  more 
political  than  helpful. 

Electrification  of  railroads  within  a  radius  of 
fifteen  miles  of  Boston,  connected  through  a  belt- 
line  system  with  wharves,  warehouses  and  a  cen- 
tral Union  station,  represent  public  improvements, 
the  total  expenditure  for  which  will  approximate 
probably  one  hundred  million  dollars,  but  which 
are  imperatively  essential  if  we  desire  to  take  out- 
place in  the  forefront  of  progressive  American 
cities. 
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Unemployment  Situation. 

The  industrial  and  commercial  depression 
reached  its  peak  at  the  beginning  of  my  adminis- 
tration and  resulted  in  a  condition  of  unemploy- 
ment without  a  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  city, 
it  being  estimated  that  at  least  65,000  men  were 
out  of  work.  To  relieve  as  far  as  possible  the 
suffering  caused  by  this  situation  seemed  to  me 
to  be  my  most  important  public  duty  and  an 
employment  bureau  was  established  through 
which  contact  between  employer  and  unemployed 
was  possible  without  expense  to  either  party. 
Employment  for  6,255  men  has  been  secured  at  a 
cost  of  $1.52  each  and  the  Bureau  is  used  exclu- 
sively by  many  concerns.  The  extent  of  the 
unemployment  among  the  war  veterans  was 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  January  pay  roll  of 
the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  for  the  month  of 
January,  1922,  reached  the  unprecedented  sum 
of  $135,670.  The  situation  was  relieved  to  a 
great  extent  by  employing  veterans  almost  exclu- 
sively on  the  $2,500,000  project  involved  in  the 
changes  at  the  Maverick  square  terminus  of  the 
East  Boston  Tunnel  and,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  nearly  2,000  men 
have  been  employed  on  this  work  from  time  to 
time.  In  addition  the  other  departments  of  the 
city  were  instructed  to  prosecute  such  construction 
work  as  the  finances  of  the  city  would  permit,  and 
to  facilitate  in  every  way  the  establishment  and 
extension  of  business  enterprises  requiring  permits 
or  licenses  from  the  city. 

By  these  methods  and  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Employment  Bureau,  the  Veterans'  Bureau  and  the 
State  Employment  Bureau,  together  with  more 
hopeful  business  conditions,  a  remarkable  im- 
provement has  been  effected.  The  most  striking 
evidence  of  the  improvement  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  pay  roll  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department 
for  December,  1922,  was  $41,464.50  against 
$135,670  in  February,  1922.. 

Streets  and  Street  Traffic. 

The  usual  number  of  residential  streets  has  been 
accepted  and  laid  out  during  the  past  year,  and  a 
beginning  has  been  made  towards  cleaning  up  the 
back  alleys  by  laying  them  out  as  public  alleys. 

A  construction  program  calling  for  the  widening 
and  extension,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  nearly 
$20,000,000,  of  Exchange  street,  Portland  street, 
Cambridge  and  Courts  streets,  Province  street, 
Tremont  street,  Summer  street,  Chauncy  street 
and  Causeway  street  has  been  presented  to  the 
General  Court  and,  if  the  necessary  legislation  is 
forthcoming,  genuine  progress  in  the  remedying  of 
the  everincrensing  congestion  in  the  business  dis- 
trict will  result. 

The  Street  Commissioners  have  been  instructed 
to  make  an  exhaustive  study,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  the  fire  under- 
writers, with  a  view  to  improving  the  traffic 
situation. 

Pension  System. 

Under  chapter  521  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  which 
was  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
pension  privileges,  which  formerly  were  granted 
only  to  firemen,  policemen,  laborers,  school 
teachers,  veterans,  school  janitors  and  attendance 
officers,  cei tain  classes  of  county  employees  and 
state  employees,  have  been  extended  to  the  remain- 
ing city  and  county  employees.  I  approved  this 
net  in  justice  to  the  8,000  or  more  employees  who 
are  entitled  to  equally  as  fair  treatment  as  the 
state  employees  and  the  other  classes  who  have 
been  riven  pensions,  although  personally  I  believe 
that  the  only  equitable  solution  of  the  whole  pen- 
sion question  is  a  universal  old-age  pension. 

Fuel  Shortagf.. 
The  City  of  Boston,  in  fact  all  Xew  England,  has 
for  many  years  been  at  the  mercy  each  winter  of  the 
elements  and  the  dealers  in  fuel.  Unfortunately 
in  1922  an  additional  force  was  added  largely 
through  the  indecision  of  the  federal  authorities  to 
compel  a  settlement  of  the  coal  .strike.  Antici- 
pating a  fuel  shortage,  provision  was  made  early  in 
the  year  to  substitute  oil  for  coal  as  fuel  in  the 
larger  and  more  important  plants  operated  by  the 
city:  and  acting  under  authority  conferred  by  the 
Legislature,  thousands  of  tons  of  coal  and  coke 
were  purchased  and  sold  direct  to  the  people  with- 
out profit  to  the  city.  The  object  in  purchasing 
the  coal  was  two-fold;  first,  to  provide  fuel,  and 
second,  to  prevent  an  exorbitant  cnarge  by  fuel 
dealers,  both  of  which  objects  have  been  accom- 
plished. 


In  addition  to  the  action  of  the  city  in  supplying 
coal  a  vigorous  campaign  has  been  conducted  by 
the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  against 
short  weight  in  ice  and  coal  deliveries.  On  coal 
alone  fifty-one  dealers  were  brought  into  court, 
found  guilty  and  fined,  and  as  a  result  of  the 
efforts  of  the  department  this  evil  has  been  prac- 
tically ended  in  Boston. 

Re    National    Bank    Tax    Cas^s. 

When  the  legislature,  in  1916,  passed  an  income 
tax  law  for  the  purpose  of  taxing  intangible 
personal  property  on  its  income  instead  of  its 
capital  value,  there  was  a  universal  feeling  of  relief 
because  the  old  tax-dodging  system  was  at  last 
to  be  discarded  while  the  new  law  gave  promise 
both  of  larger  public  revenues  and  of  more  general 
satisfaction  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  income  tax  law,  however,  was  not  applied  to 
shares  in  national  banks,  which  continued  to  be 
taxed  by  the  cities  and  towms  at  the  local  rate, 
the  same  as  real  estate  and  tangible  personal 
property.  This  system  had  been  in  operation  in 
Massachusetts  for  over  fifty  years,  without  com- 
plaint by  the  national  banks  save  in  a  single 
instance  in  which  the  complaint  was  judicially 
determined  to  be  without  foundation.  During 
this  period  the  national  banks  grew  up  and  pros- 
pered greatlv  :  they  became  the  largest  factor  in 
our  financial  system;  and  they  possessed  the  con- 
fidence and  respect  of  the  community.  The 
income  tax  law  left  them  bearing  substantially  the 
same  relative  share  of  the  genera!  tax  burden  as 
they  bore  prior  to  its  passage,  and,  in  my  opinion, 
they  had  no  real  grievance  aeainst  the  new  law. 
But  they  claim  they  are  discriminated  against  by 
the  income  tax  law.  Their  complaint  is  not  that 
the  law  favors  their  great  competitors,  the  trust 
companies,  who  are  taxed  at  the  state  rate  on  the 
full  value  of  their  capital  stock,  deducting  property 
locally  assessed,  but  that  it  discriminates  against 
them  in  favor  of  stock  and  bond  brokers  and  invest- 
ment houses  and  even  private  individuals  who  occa- 
sionally buy  a  bond  to  put  away  as  an  investment, 
because  the  tax  in  such  cases  is  on  the  income 
whereas  the  tax  on  national  bank  shares  is  on  their 
capital  value. 

At  the  earliest  opportunity  the  First  Xational 
Bank  brought  suit  against  the  City  of  Boston  to 
recover  the  taxes  it  paid  on  behalf  of  its  share- 
holders in  the  year  1917.  In  each  year  since  it  has 
brought  suits  and  other  national  banks  have  done 
likewise,  until  today  the  suits  pending  throughout 
the  state  involve  about  fourteen  million  dollars.  In 
this  city  alone,  the  suits  to  recover  taxes  paid  in  the 
years  1017-21.  inclusive,  involve  nearly  $6,500,000 
without  reckoning  interest  on  the  sums  paid.  The 
City  of  Boston  and  all  other  cities  that  have  been 
sued  are  resisting  the  attempt  to  force  the  repay- 
ment of  such  large  sums  The  first  case,  that  of  the 
First  Xational  Bank  against  the  City  of  Boston, 
has  been  heard  by  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the 
Superior  Court,  but  he  has  not  yet  filed  his  report. 
If  his  findings  are  adverse  to  the  city  and  they  are 
finally  confirmed  by  the  courts,  the  Commonwealth 
and  its  cities  and  towns  will  have  to  face  the 
problem  of  raising  money  so  as  to  return  the 
amounts  they  received  as  their  shares  of  the  bank- 
taxes.  It  is.  of  course,  uncertain  what  the  final 
decision  of  the  courts  "ill  be.  but  the  situation  is 
a  menacing  one  and  it  requires  the  gravest  con- 
sideration. 

Fortunately,  it  is  within  the  power  of  Congress 
to  permit  this  Commonwealth  and  other  states  in 
like  circumstances  to  enact  laws  which  will  validate 
the  past  assessment  and  collection  of  such  taxes, 
and  it  is  fervently  to  be  hoped  that  such  legislation 
be  passed  by  Congress,  at  this  session  if  possible. 
The  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Kellogg  of  Minne- 
sota is  the  fairest  of  its  kind.  It  permits  validation 
of  the  taxes  collected,  subject  to  certain  qualifica- 
tions which  arc  not  of  vital  consequence.  It  remains 
to  be  seen,  however,  whether  the  extensive  lobby 
which  the  national  banks  have  maintained  in  Wash- 
ington to  prevent  validation  and  to  secure  a  future 
taxing  system  even  more  favorable  to  tnem  than 
that  now  applied  to  the  state  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies, will  succeed  in  its  selfish  purpose  to  the 
detriment  of  the  general  public. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  labored  persistently 
to  secure  a  validating  bill,  and  at  its  own  expense, 
although  many  other  cities  and  towns  will  be  af- 
fected by  adverse  action  to  as  large  an  extent 
relatively  as  Boston,  considering  their  respective 
abilities  to  raise  money  by  taxation.  Such  a  bill 
has  passed  in  the  Senate  and.  with  the  co-oocration 
of  the    Massachusetts  delegation  in  the  House,  it 
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will  pass  in  that  body  and  be< •  law.     Failing 

this,  if  the  com  t  deoision  is  .•  1 1 ^ < >  a,l\  erse,  i  he  entire 
tax  inn  system  of  tnc  slate  will  have  to  I  e  reorgan- 
i  ed  and  a  huge  debt  must  be  author!  ed  for  tax 
refunding   purposes, 

Public  Health 

The  Schick  tc^t,  as  a  means  of  oombating  the 
ravages  of  diphtheria,  was  introduced  to  Boston 
largely  through  the  op-operation  of  the  educational 
authorities  and  the  physicians  of  the  oity,  It  uas 
been  applied  to  some  27,000  children  with  a  gratify- 
ing reduction  in  the  death  rate, 

The  George  I!  White  Fund  Trustees  acting  in 
oonjuetion    with    the    Health    Department     nave 

selected  a  site  for  the  first  health  unit  in  the  must 

congested  section  of  Boston,  namely,  the  North 
End.     The  oontract  for  the  erection  of  the  health 

unit  lias  been  advertised,  the  award  has  I  ee ade, 

and  Jim  Bret  unit  in  the  chain  of  six  which  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  should  I  e  completed  in  the 
late  summer,  The  establishment  of  health  units, 
through  which  a  olearing  house  for  all  nealth  activi- 
ties is  possible,  should  result  in  a  material  better 
ment  of  health  conditions  and  .a  reduction  in  the 

death  rate. 

The  Huston  City  Hospital  will  shortly  dedicate 
the  Thorndike  Memorial  Building  which  has  been 
equipped  with  the  most  approved  X-ray  apparatus 

and  with  facilities  for  research  work  which  should 
easily  place  the  institution  in  the  forefront  of  Ameri- 
can hospitals. 

The  completion  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
Building  will  enable  the  department  to  house  all 
out-patient  clinics  under  one   roof,   in   addition  to 

doubling  the  present  capacity. 

The  present  hospital  area  pies,  lit-,  a  prol  lelli  for 
the  future  which  demands  an  early  solution  I 
have  requested  the  Hospital  Trustees  to  submit  a 
building  program  which  will  anticipate  require- 
ments for  the  next  half  century  either  bj  the  en- 
largement of  the  present  hospital  mounds,  or  in 
conformity  with  the  custom  recently  inaugurated  in 
western  cities,  of  erecting  buildings  eight  or  more 

stories  in  height  rather  than  the  thieo-storv  build- 
ings which  has  been  the  prevailing  rule  of  the  de- 
partment in  the  past.  The  co-operation  of  the 
('its-  Council  is  invited  and  1  here  direct  your  at- 
tention to  the  necessity  for  recognition  of  our 
common  obligation  to  the  needs  of  the  sick  in  tire 
matter  of  public  buildings  rather  than  to  the 
further  extension  of  municipal  buildings  for  tire 
pleasure  and  convenience  of  those  who  are  well. 

The  American  College  of  Surgeons,  after  investi- 
gation, has  rated  the  institution  at  Long  Island  as 
\-1  and,  while  this  is  gratifying,  it  docs  not  lessen 
in  any  degree  the  necessity  for  providing  accommo- 
dations for  the  chronic  sick  upon  the  mainland 
rather  than  pauperizing,  as  at  present  is  the  custom. 
those  who  lack  either  finances  or  influential  freinds. 
The  decision  of  the  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston,  for 
about  one  fourth  its  actual  value,  the  Elks1  Hos- 
pital, so  called,  at  Parker  Hill,  will  render  possible 
during  the  present  year  the  transfer  of  the  chronic 
sick  to  the  mainland.  The  location  at  Parker  Hill 
is  ideal  being  centrally  located  for  the  medical  and 

Surgical  authorities  and  students  connected  with 
the  hospitals  situated  in  that  section  of  Boston 
I  look  forward  to  the  development  at  Parker  Hill 
llosoital  of  an  institution  with  medical  and  sur- 
gical service  unsurpassed  in  America. 

The  indications  are  that  the  Federal  Hospital 
which  the  Government  js  now  erecting  at  North- 
ampton will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1924, 
when  probably  the  lease  of  the  West  Roxbury 
Hospital  Buildings  will  be  terminated.  The 
transfer  of  the  unfortunate  poor  from  Long  Island, 
which  because  of  its  location  renders  existence  for 
the  individual  dreary,  drab  and  desolate,  should 
provide  a  welcome  change.  It  is  my  purpose. 
with  your  assistance,  to  establish  at  West  Roxbury 
as  many  cottages  as  may  be  necessary  for  married 
couples,  where  an  opportunity  may  be  afforded 
for  the  continuance  of  the  companionship  enjoyed 
bj  them  before  misfortune  or  adversity  became 
their  lot.  There,  by  the  side  of  the' beautiful 
Charles  river  in  the  shade  of  the  pines,  with  op- 
portunity to  see  occasionally  the  friendly  faces  of 
those  they  knew  in  more  prosperous  days,  they  mav 
in  the  sunset  of  their  days  approach  the  end  with 
hope  and  without  despair. 

Education. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  only  about  10  per  cent 
of  the  public  school  children  of  America  continue 


beyond  the  i  ighth  gra  le  schools  a  more  intimate 

ration    between    the    School    and     Library 

Departments  becomes  important  and  desirable. 
(lood  led  its  acquired  in  childhood  become  the 
second  nature  of  the  adult;  and  if  school  children 
are  trained  in  habits  of  book  reading  and  taught 
the  love  and  value  of  good  books  by  discriminating 
guides  and  teachers,  they  will  carry  the  habit 
beyond  their  school  years  and  make  it  a  means  of 
supplementing   the  education   of  the  school.,  and 

acquiring  that  broad I  more  ad  .  a  need  educa- 

liich  adversi   timstances  might  depi  h  i 

them. 

With  these  ideas  in  mini   I   have  reo mended 

to  the  School  Commit!  isirabilitv  of  co- 
operating with  the  Library  Department  in  estab- 
lishing branch  libraries  and  reading  rooms  in  school 
buildin  i  when  there  is  no  public  librarj 
owned  by  the  City  of  Boston.  The  pupils  of  the 
i  ..l  will  Boon  h-arn  to  use  this  adjunojt  to  their 
education;  under  proper  tutelage  they  will  learn 
to  differentiate  the  good  and  useful  from  the  poor 
and  nonhelpful  in  books;  and  by  the  time  they  a>e 
ready  to  go  out  into  the  world  to  work  they  will 
have  acquired  the  reading  habit;  and  continuing  it 
after  school  days,  increase  their  knowledge,  widen 
their  views,  stimulate  their  ambition,  add  to  their 
education,  and  acquire  a  respect  for  order  and 
authority  that  will  save  them  from  the  evils  and 
i  that  wait  for  chil  ben  in  the  streets. 

The  standardisation  of  school  buildings  contain- 
ing eight  rooms  or  less  as  a  means  of  speeding  up 
the  program  for  a  seat  for  each  pupil  in  a  perma- 
nent school  building  at  the  minumum  of  cost  is 
mo  i  desirable.  The  adoption  of  this  program, 
resulting  as  it  would  in  the  elmination  of  architects' 
fees  on  buildings  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
eiuht-room-or-less  program,  with  such  substitution 
of  materials  as  may  be  made  without  reducing  the 
factor  of  safety,  should  result  in  an  annual  saving  of 
approximately  $300,000  and  I  look  forward  to  an 
early  consummation  of  this  most  desirable  measure 
of  economy  and  efficiency. 

Parks  and  Playgrounds. 

The  expenditure  for  public  parks  and  play- 
grounds during  the  year  1922  was  nearly  equal  to 
the  total  expenditure  in  the  four  preceding  years 
and,  while  the  demands  for  additional  playgrounds 
are  urgent,  it  is  in  my  opinion  more  important  that 
existing  playgrounds  should  be  dex'eloped  to  the 
maximum  of  usefulness  before  further  additions  are 
made. 

The  completion  of  Columbus  Park,  which  will 
represent  a  total  expenditure  in  excess  of  one  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  will  be  a  notable 
addition  to  the  park  system  of  Boston.  This  great 
project  which  represents  an  addition  of  two  and 
one  quarter  million  square  feet  of  land  to  the  park 
area  of  Boston,  practically  all  reclaimed  from  the 
bed  of  the  ocean,  will  provide  a  recreation  ground 
unequalled  in  America. 

The  construction  of  Christopher  J.  Lee  Play- 
ground, Christopher  Gibson  Playground,  John  W. 
Murphy  Playground  and  the  proposed  recreation 
park  in  the  Fenway,  provide  concrete  "bleachers" 
to  accommodate  20,000  persons,  who,  through  the 
convenience  of  witnessing  twilight  baseball  with 
comfort,  will  unconsciously  be  induced  to  partake 
of  a  health  course  in  the  open  that  should  prove 
most  beneficial. 

The  completion  of  the  golf  course  at  Franklin 
Park  and  the  establishment  of  the  Rose  Garden 
should  result  in  an  increased  attendance  at  this 
most  attractive  park,  while  the  construction  of  an 
automobile  driveway  through  Franklin  Park  will 
render  it  more  accessible. 

Fire   Department. 

The  much-heralded  motorization  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  installation  of  the  high  pres- 
sure service,  despite  expenditures  for  both  of  these 
improvements  during  the  past,  year,  are  not  as  yet 
completed.  The  Boston  Fire  Department  is  today 
about  85  per  cent  motorized;  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  S250.000  will  be  necessary  to  complete 
the  motorization  of  the  department,  while  an 
extension  of  the  high  pressure  fire  service  mains  to 
gridiron  the  northern  end  of  the  city  will  require 
the  laying  of  six  miles  of  high  pressure  mains  at  an 
expenditure  in  excess  of  one  million  dollars. 

The  traffic  situation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mason 
Street  Fire  House  is  so  serious  as  to  render  neces- 
sary at  an  early  date  the  erection  of  a  central  fire 
station  in  the  downtown  section  of  Boston,  and 
the  abandonment  of  the  Mason  street  property. 
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This  improvement  should  result  in  more  efficient 
protection  for  the  downtown  district  at  a  minimum 
of  cost  and  should  be  undertaken  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

Election  Department. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Election  Department  as 
a  measure  of  convenience  to  the  public  to  establish 
registration  booths  in  two  sections  of  each  ward 
and  the  adoption  of  this  program  should  result  in 
increased  registration  of  voters,  as  under  the 
present  system  the  size  of  the  wards  in  some  cases 
renders  it  extremely  inconvenient  for  individuals  to 
exercise  the  right  of  franchise. 

The  system  of  opening  polling  booths  at  0  a.  m. 
and  closing  at  4  p.  m.,  which  was  adopted  prior  to 
the  establishment  of  the  eight-hour  working  day, 
in  view  of  the  extension  of  the  franchise  to  women 
and  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  voting  lists,  has 
been  outgrown  and  deprives  many  individuals  of 
the  opportunity  to  vote.  A  bill  has  been  presented 
which  I  trust  the  Council  will  support,  providing 
that  the  voting  booths  be  kept  open  from  10  a.  m. 
to  8  p.  m.  and  changing  the  voting  day  from  Tues- 
day to  Saturday.  Adoption  by  the  Legislature  of 
these  changes  should  render  unnecessary  a  further 
increase  in  the  number  of  precincts. 

Public  Wohks  Department. 
Bridge  Service. 

Abandonment  of  new  construction  coupled  with 
a  disregard  for  upkeep  made  necessary  enormous 
expenditures  during  the  year  1922,  a  large  portion 
of  which  should  properly  have  been  distributed 
over  the  four  preceding  years. 

The  temporary  bridge  on  Chelsea  street  in  use 
for  many  years  became  in  1922  a  menace  to  public 
safety  and  made  necessary  the  expenditure  of 
$600,000  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Chelsea 
South  Bridge  which  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Beacon  Street  Bridge  and  the  Cambridge 
Street  Bridge,  both  expensive  legacies,  the  con- 
struction of  which  it  would  be  unwise  to  postpone 
further. 

Boston  is  now  realizing  the  futility  of  expecting 
worth-while  results  from  cheap  construction,  and 
I  trust  has  at  last  recognized  the  necessity  for  the 
construction  in  future  of  structures  both  durable 
and  beautiful  regardless  of  cost. 

With  that  end  in  view  a  bill  has  been  presented 
for  a  new  bridge  to  replace  the  present  one  between 
Boston  and  Cambridge  at  Massachusetts  avenue, 
and  extending  over  the  Charles  river,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $7,500,000. 

The  Congress  Street  Bridge,  built  in  1875,  is 
rapidly  becoming  unsafe  for  the  traffic  which  it  is 
at  present  required  to  bear,  while  a  new  bridge  over 
the  railroad  on  Dartmouth  street,  and  one  at  Med- 
way  street,  Dorchester,  are  imperatively  required 
at  the  present  time. 

The  introduction  of  bituminous  top  for  plank 
decking  during  the  past  year  has  resulted  in  a  con- 
siderable saving,  and  it  is  proposed  that  this  policy 
shall  be  adhered  to  in  the  future.  In  1 880  an  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company,  under 
which  the  City  of  Boston  was  required,  at  any  time 
that  a  request  be  made  by  the  Railroad  Company, 
to  construct  a  retaining  wall  on  Boylston  street, 
from  the  vicinity  of  the  Hotel  Lenox  to  Massa- 
chusetts avenue.  This  was  a  burden  shifted  to 
posterity.  Unfortunately,  we  have  become  pos- 
terity, and  approximately  $150,000  will  be  required 
to  meet  this  obligation. 

Ferry  Service. 

The  abandonment  of  the  Chelsea  Ferry,  coupled 
with  the  condition  of  the  Chelsea  South  Bridge,  has 
imposed  burdens  upon  the  Ferry  Service  that  in  all 
probability  will  increase  annually  until  such  time 
as  a  freight  and  teaming  tunnel  has  been  con- 
structed between  Boston  and  East  Boston.  Until 
such  time,  however,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  provide  the  maximum  of  service  that 
present  facilities  will  permit. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  representing  an 
expenditure  of  $210,000  for  the  installation  of 
double  teaming  drops  of  modern  design  and.  pro- 
vided finances  will  permit,  an  additional  expend- 
iture will  be  made  during  the  present  year. 

At  the  present  time  the  City  of  Boston  operates 
five  ferryboats  with  but  four  teaming  driveways, 
while  all  the  drops  which  lead  from  the  streets  to 


the  boats  are  antiquated  in  design  and  equipped 
with  but  a  single  driveway,  making  necessary,  in 
the  immediate  future,  the  construction  of  five  new 
piers 

Sewer  Service. 

Early  in  1922  the  State  Inspection  Board  notified 
the  Public  Works  Department  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  replace  the  six  boilers  at  the  Sewage 
Pumping  Station  at  once,  in  fact,  insisting  that 
replacement  should  have  been  made  during  the 
preceding  two  years. 

Three  new  water  tube  boilers  are  now  being 
installed  with  an  oil  burning  equipment,  replacing 
the  coal -heating  plant,  which  new  equipment 
should  result  in  increased  economy,  while  studies 
are  being  made  for  the  installation  of  a  new  Diesel 
oil  engine  unit  with  two  electric  pumps  to  replace 
the  present  inefficient  steam-drive  system. 

The  customary  extension  of  large  conduits 
with  provision  for  new  dwellings  in  the  residential 
districts  has  been  conducted  on  such  an  extensive 
scale  that  some  thirty  construction  contracts  were 
in  process  of  completion  during  the  year. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  but  it  is  nevertheless 
true,  that,  in  the  so-called  Germantown  district  of 
West  Roxbury,  the  old  privy  system  still  obtains, 
and  it  is  my  desire,  in  the  interests  of  public  health, 
that  a  sewer  system  be  established  at  the  earliest 
date,  and  I  shall  shortly  request  the  support  of 
your  Board  for  such  appropriation  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  complete  an  additional  section  of  the  Stony 
brook  sewer  and  commence  the  installation  of  the 
long  deferred  sewerage  works  at  West  Roxbury. 

Sanitary  and  Street  Cleaning  Service. 

On  July  1,  1922,  a  new  ten-year  contract  for 
garbage  disposal  went  into  effect,  against  the  award 
of  which  on  December  31,  1921,  there  was  con- 
siderable protest  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  myself  as  to  its  being  ill-advised.  The  method 
of  disposal  and  the  equipment  under  this  contract 
are  identical  with  those  of  the  old  contract,  the 
odors  from  which  were  so  objectionable.  Some 
improvements  were  made  in  the  old  equipment 
which  reduced  the  odors  materially  when  the 
secondary  driers  are  not  in  operation. 

The  use  of  these  driers  for  salvaging  good  qual- 
ity tankage  is  essential,  however,  and  it  looks  as 
though  a  radical  change  in  equipment  and  methods 
must  be  inaugurated  to  fulfill  the  contract  require- 
ment for  an  inoffensive  and  odorless  plant. 

The  George  A.  Johnson  Company,  Inc..  of  New 
York  was  commissioned  to  investigate  and  report 
on  the  sanitary  collection  and  disposal  situation  in 
this  city  and  an  exhaustive  renort  has  recently  been 
presented  in  which  the  existing  methods  are  con- 
demned and  another  method  of  disDOsal  recom- 
mended which  may  require  an  adjustment  of  the 
existing  contract. 

If  the  present  method  of  disposal  is  continued 
improved  equipment  and  a  new  deodorizing  process 
must  be  installed  at  Spectacle  Island  to  eliminate 
the  odor  nuisance. 

Water  Service. 

The  customary  extensions  of  mains  and  services 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  greater 
attention  given  to  establishing  unyielding  supports 
for  gate  boxes,  etc.,  in  all  streets  before  repaving. 
All  new  gate  boxes  in  the  future  will  be  supported 
in  like  manner. 

A  new  policy  expected  to  save  considerable 
money  for  the  city  has  been  adopted  by  buying  all 
the  pipes,  specials,  etc.,  required  for  the  next  sea- 
son's work  during  December  and  January  when  the 
foundries  are  not  so  busy  and  cheaper  prices  can  be 
obtained.  The  former  method  of  letting  these  con- 
tracts at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  resulted  in 
an  increased  cost  and,  due  to  delay  in  deliveries,  a 
shortage  of  necessary  material  when  required  has 
been  frequent  and  held  up  urgent  construction. 

Included  in  the  materials  contracted  for  as 
above  are  piping  and  specials  for  approximately 
two  miles  of  high  pressure  fire  service,  the  money 
to  purchase  the  same  being  obtained  from  water 
revenue.  This  material  will  be  on  hand  to  start 
laying  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  It  is  intended 
to  expend  an  additional  amount  of  $1,000,000  for 
the  extension  of  the  high  pressure  fire  service. 

A  second  emergency  wagon  and  crew,  with  gate- 
operating  mechanism,  will  be  established  this  year 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
the  metropolitan  water  organization  enlisted  for 
emergencies  of  breaks  in  mains,  hydrants  or  other 
services  and  costly  failures  in  the  water  system. 

The  reorganization  of  the  Income  Branch  has 
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resulted  in  a  very  great  increase  in  the  revenue, 
through  the  collection  of  unpaid  hills  running  back 
to  1918  by  the  use  of  the  shut-off  for  delinquents. 

It  is  estimated  that  a  total  of  $500,000  has  been 
lost  to  the  city  because  of  transfers  of  property,  the 
accumulated  wafer  bills  upon  which,  in  most  cases 
for  political  purposes,  had  not  been  paid  for  a  period 
of  three  years. 

With  a  view  to  protecting  the  city,  it  is  my 
purpose  to  enforce  the  shut-off  system  for  persons 
failing  to  pay  and,  in  addition,  urge  the  passage  by 
Ihe  legislature  of  a  bill  which  has  been  presented 
making  water  bills  a  lien  upon  real  estate. 

Paving  Service. 

During  the  year  1922,  225,000  square  yards  of 
permanent  paving  was  laid,  special  provision  being 
made  for  radial  highways,  including  Chelsea  street, 
the  great  northern  artery,  Blue  Hill  avenue  to  the 
Milton  line,  and  Huntington  avenue  to  the  Brook- 
line  line.  Commendable  progress  has  been  made 
on  Stuart  street,  the  retaining  wall  being  com- 
pleted and  the  section  between  Huntington  avenue 
and  Dartmouth  street  made  passable  for  traffic, 
while  the  section  from  Washington  street  to  Park 
square,  including  the  widening  of  Eliot  street,  has 
been  repaved. 

An  unexpected  burden,  the  result  of  a  legisla- 
tive act  adopted  twenty-five  years  ago,  was  im- 
posed on  the  city  beginning  June  10,  1922,  and 
which  provides  that  the  City  of  Boston  construct 
the  area  between  the  street  railway  tracks  which 
was  formerly  taken  care  of  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
Street  Railway  Company. 

The  consolidation  of  the  South  End  and  North 
End  yards  should  result  in  increased  efficiency  in  the 
operation  of  these  districts  with  a  resultant  econ- 
omy. 

Boston  Sanatorium. 

The  splendid  results  achieved  by  the  City  of 
Boston  in  combating  the  dreaded  scourge,  tubercu- 
losis, is  apparent  from  a  study  of  the  figures  sub- 
mitted covering  a  five-year  period,  1918-22, 
inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1918  from  tuber- 
culosis was  1,186,  966  in  1919,  821  in  1920,  760  in 
1921  and  but  722  in  1922.     While  it  is  true  that 


there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  deaths 
from  tuberculosis  the  entire  country  over,  it  has 
been  more  in  evidence  in  New  England,  and  greater 
in  the  City  of  Boston  than  elsewhere,  being  largely 
due  to  the  splendid  work  of  the  Boston  Sana- 
torium, a  pioneer  municipal  institution  in  the 
combating    of    this    dreaded    scourge. 

The  introduction  of  occupational  therapy,  under 
the  direction  of  two  trained  professional  teachers, 
is  now  well  established  in  a  workshop  where  sunlight 
and  an  abundance  of  room  make  conditions  so 
ideal  that  the  mental  attitude  of  the  patients  has 
been  entirely  changed  and  this,  in  a  large  measure, 
has  been  a  material  contributing  factor  in  the 
restoration  to  health. 

The  appointment  during  1922  of  a  resident 
pathologist  renders  possible  a  more  intensive  study 
of  the  means  of  determining  the  origin  and  the 
treatment  necessary  for  the  cure  of  tuberculosis, 
while  the  appointment  of  a  social  worker  to  follow 
up  discharge  cases  is  proving  of  inestimable  benefit. 

The  most  important  need  of  the  institution  at 
the  present  time  is  an  out-patient  department  which 
should  be  provided  at  the  earliest  possible  op- 
portunity. 

Financial  Situation. 

A  new  system  of  accounting,  which  necessitated 
assuming  a  burden  of  $2,344,732.64— approximatey 
two  months  of  invoices  and  one  month  of  monthly 
pay  rolls — incurred  by  the  previous  administration, 
was  proposed  by  the  present  City  Auditor  at  the 
time  I  took  office.  Although  the  change  should 
have  been  made  in  one  of  the  previous  years  when 
the  books  showed  a  surplus  of  approximately 
$4,000,000,  I  felt  that  the  issue  might  as  well  be 
met  one  time  as  another  and  accordingly  consented 
to  the  change,  believing  the  ultimate  benefit  to  the 
city  should  outweigh  the  handicap  imposed  on  my 
administration.  Any  surplus  shown  at  the  end  of 
the  present  financial  year  will  be  a  true  surplus  and 
will  have  no  lien  upon  it  of  outstanding  bills  or  pay 
rolls.  A  bill  has  been  introduced  by  me  in  the 
Legislature  to  permit  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
to  fix  the  tax  limit  from  time  to  time,  and  it  may  be 
possible  that  the  city  will  be  relieved  of  the  neces- 
sity of  begging  the  Legislature  each  year  for 
authority  to  conduct  its  ordinary  activities.

A  very  careful 
study  of  the  same  has  been  made  by  Dr.  Francis 
W.  Peabody,  the  director,  Dr.  Paul  Butler,  chief 
of  the  X-Ray  Department,  and  the  superintendent, 
and  costs  obtained.  It  becomes  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  request  an  appropriation  for  the  purposes 
outlined  above. 

On  behalf  of  the  trustees,  I  respectfully  request 
that  you  grant  a  special  appropriation  of  §65,000 
to  install  the  necessary  laboratory,  X-ray  and  ward 
equipment,  and  furniture.

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
you  that  the  appointments  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  propose  to 
vote  for  one  and  vote  against  the  other.  I  think 
we  might  take  a  vote  on  this  thing  today  and  dispose 
of  it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  as  long  as 
we  are  going  to  tell  what  our  attitude  is,  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  both  of  them.  I  do  not  know  how 
anybody,  after  the  appearance  of  both  of  them  here, 
can  vote  for  them  when  one  said  that  he  applied 
but  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  going  to  use  it  for, 
and  the  other  fellow  openly  admitted  that  he  was 
going  to  use  it  for  anything  that  he  could.  On  the 
evidence  which  both  presented  I  do  not  feel  either 
one  of  them  should  receive  a  commission  as  a  con- 
stable of  the  City  of  Boston.  Thomas  J.  Crowley 
said  that  he  was  solicited  by  his  friend,  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  a  pretty  good  job  but  he  did 
not  know  what  he  was  going  to  do  with  it.  The 
other  fellow,  Mr.  Cohen,  in  answer  to  my  question 
if  he  would  work  for  a  detective  agency  said,  "  Yes.', 
He  said  he  would  work  for  an  installment  house,  or 
he  would  do  anything  he  could  do  with  it  practi- 
cally. One  fellow  admitted  he  was  going  to  use  it 
for  any  purpose,  and  the  other  fellow  did  not  know 
what  he  was  going  to  use  it  for,  and  in  so  far  as  the 


citizens  of  Boston  are  concerned  I  do  not  think  we 
are  doing  our  duty  in  approving  that  type  of 
constable. " 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  know 
either  Mr.  Crowley  or  Mr.  Cohen,  but  I  do  know 
that  if  there  is  an  opportunity  for  a  man  who  ap- 
pears to  be  clean,  with  a  reputation  averagely 
decent,  he  should  have  it  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  to  have  constables.  I  think  Mr.  Crowley  is 
fit  to  be  one.  I  can  imagine  how  I  would  be  if  I 
was  not  acquainted  with  the  Council  Chamber  as 
well  as  I  am  if  I  was  called  out  of  the  gallery  and 
introduced,  not  knowing  what  was  coming  or  what 
was  what.  I  probably  would  make  no  better  show- 
ing than  Crowley  did;  and  unless  something  can  be 
shown  concerning  Crowley  that  is  not  to  his  credit 
— now,  mind  you,  I  hold  no  brief  for  constables  but 
they  are  a  necessary  evil;  if  you  turn  out  one  crew 
you  take  another  crew  in,  and  you  have  got  to  have 
constables  to  serve  wTits  according  to  law — if 
Crowley  is  a  man  of  good  reputation,  why  not  give 
him  t'le  opportunity  of  starving  which  he  will  have 
to  do  in  all  probability,  in  mv  opinion,  as  a  con- 
stable. I  do  not  want  to  be  in  the  position  of 
denying  him  an  opportunity  to  earn  a  dollar  if  he 
can  earn  a  dollar  and  earn  it  legitimately,  and  I 
have  sufficient  confidence  in  the  man's  personal 
appearance  here  to  believe  that  he  intends  to  use 
his  office  to  earn  a  dollar  and  earn  it  honestly  as  a 
constable — as  honestly  as  anv  constable  can  earn. 
The  other  gentleman,  Mr.  Cohen,  I  do  not  think 
is  a  type  of  man  that  I  would  want  to  have  a  con- 
stable. Iwillb°fr  rkwit'iyou.  I  m  n  t  -  ing 
to  cast  my  ballot  in  the  box  without  him  and  the 
public  knowing  that  I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  him. 
I  do  not  think  that  he  would  make  a  good  constable. 
I  think  the  fact  that  he  was  convicted  recently  of 
an  offence  which,  s  I  admit,  is  common  among  the 
very  best  of  our  citizens — of  course,  many  are  not 
caught — at  the  same  time  he  has  been  caught  and 
convicted  and  paid  a  fine  in  New  Hampshire,  both 
in  Concord  and  Manchester.  Now  I  would  rather 
not  see  a  man  of  that  type  constable.  I  may  be  all 
wrong  about  it,  but  I  cannot  vote  for  him.  Mr. 
Crowley  I  think  presented  an  appearance  that  to 
me  made  a  bit  of  an  impression.  I  think  he  will 
regret  he  ever  applied  for  a  constable's  commission. 
I  do  not  think  he  is  a  type  of  man  that  can  make  a 
living  by  it. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  lav  on  the 
table,  which  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  BRICKLEY 
doubted  the  vote  and  askei  for  a  roll  call.  The 
roll  was  called  and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  lost — yeas  3,  nays  6. 

The  Chair  appointed  Coun.  Watson  and  Brickley 
as  a  committee  to  collect  ballots  on  the  confirmation 
of  Maurice  Cohen  and  the  appointment  was  re- 
jected, yeas  0.  nays  9.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  with- 
out my  approval,  the  order  of  your  Board  favor-

The 
district  courts  of  Roxbury,  Chelsea  and  Charles- 
town  precede  East  Boston  and  the  district  court 
of  South  Boston  follows  closely  after.  The  fol- 
lowing tabic  indicates  the  salaries  paid  to  probation 
officers  in  these  courts  as  well  as  the  number  of 
adult  cases  placed  on  probation  during  the  past 
two  years:

Dear  Sir, — I  am  returning  without  our  approval 
the  inclosed  vote  of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

By  chapter  141  of  the  acts  of  1SS0  the  Park 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston  were  author- 
ized to  lease, — 

"such  portion  of  said  Arboretum,  and  adjoining 
tracts  so  taken,  as  the  said  board  of  park  com- 
missioners may  deem  not  necessary  for  use  as 
parkways  and  grounds,  to  the  president  and  fel- 
lows of  Harvard  College,  to  be  held  by  them  to 
the  same  uses  and  purposes  as  the  Arboretum  is 
now  held  under  the  trusts  created  by  the  wills  of 
Benjamin  Bussey  and  of  James  Arnold;  and  for 
such  a  term,  and  upon  such  mutual  restrictions, 


reservations,  covenants,  and  conditions,  as  to  the 
use  thereof  by  the  public,  in  connection  with  the 
uses  of  the  same  under  said  trusts." 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  in  pursuance 
of  this  authority,  did  lease  to  the  President  and 
Fellows  of  Harvard  College  such  portion  of  the 
Arnold  Arboretum  as  was  not  necessary  for  park- 
ways and  grounds  and  the  Board  now  holds  con- 
trol over  the  roads  and  walks  of  the  Arboretum. 

By  the  vote  submitted  to  your  Honor  and  to 
this  department  for  approval,  it  is  desired  to  grant 
permission  to  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Har- 
vard College,  who  are  now  in  charge  of  the  Arnold 
Arboretum,  to  remove  the  boundary  wall  between 
the  Arboretum  and  the  adjacent  city-owned  ceme- 
tery, known  as  the  Walter  Street  Cemetery,  and 
further  to  permit  the  replanting  cf  trees  and  the 
general  maintenance  of  the  cemetery  grounds  by 
the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  Arboretum. 

By  chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1920  the 
Cemetery  Department  was  consolidated  with  the 
Park  Department  and  the  Park  Commissioners 
required  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  provided  by  statute  for  the  Cemetery 
Department. 

Chapter  375  of  the  Acts  of  1897  established  the 
Cemetery  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
section  2  thereof,  pertaining  to  all  city  burial 
grounds,  provides  that  the  Board, — 

"shall  perform  such  other  duties  relative  to  such 
cemetery  (Mount  Hope)  and  said  burial  grounds 
as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe." 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  Council  should, 
with  the  approval  of  your  Honor,  authorize  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  to  grant  the  neces- 
sary permission  to  the  Arboretum  authorities  to 
maintain  arid  replant  the  cemetery  grounds  and  to 
remove  the  wall  surrounding  it.  I  believe  that  a 
vote  of  the  city  government  is  necessary  before  the 
Park  Commissioners  may  proceed  to  authorize  the 
Arnold  Arboretum  authorities  to  remove  any  of 
the  city  property  or  to  maintain  the  cemetery 
grounds.

Gentlemen, — The  future  of  Boston,  in  fact 
of  all  New  England,  commercially  is  dependent 
upon  the  action  of  Congress  on  the  question  of 
governmental  aid  to  shipping.  That  indepen- 
dence may  be  restored  and  maintained  upon  sea 
as  well  as  upon  land,  it  is  vital  that  American 
shipping  be  placed  upon  an  equal  competitive 
basis  with  foreign  shipping. 

Foreign  shipping  today  is  so  heavily  subsidized 
and  AmericaD  shippin  is  so  hampered  not  only  by 
lack  of  subsidy  but  by  stringent  even  if  humane  nav- 
igation laws,  as  to  render  competiti  n  impossible 
without  direct  financial  governmental  assistance. 
The  value  of  supplies  necessarj  for  the  operation 
of  ships  and  to  provide  for  the  requirements 
of   passengers   and   crews   between   the   Atlantic

I  have  told  tbem  that 
we  had  some  right  to  consider  it  prior  to  the  grant- 
ing of  the  permit  by  the  Street  Commissioners, 
but  that  we  have  no  jurisdiction  now.  Out  of 
courtesy  to  the  ladies  I  presented  the  petition, 
which  I  now  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee.

COST   OF   PROPERTY    CONSTRUCTION. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  constructing  tenement 
property  has  been  more  than  doubled  in  the  last 
ten  years;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  building  of  such  prop- 
erty has  been  relatively  very  low,  and  only  of  that 
kind  of  houses  that  rent  from  $40  to  $75  per  suite; 
and 

Whereas.  Private  or  corporate  capital  has  not 
and  will  not  invest  in  the  construction  of  houses  for 
that  great  mass  of  people  who  1  efore  the  general 
increase  in  rents  were  accustomed  to  pay  from  $10 
to  Slo  per  month  for  four  to  six  room  tenements; 
therefore  be  it 

ed,    That   his   Honor   the    Mayor   be   re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  Building  Commissioner, 
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the  Planning  Board,  the  Committee  on  Rent  and 
Housing,  and  such  other  agencies  as  he  deems 
nttins,',  on  the  critical  conditions  surrounding  those 
tenants  who  can  afford  to  pay  only  small  rents;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  bis  Honor  the  Mayor  report  his 
findings  and  recommendations  to  the  City  Council 
within  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  these 
preambles  and  resolutions. 

Coun.  IIEALEY — Mr.'  Chairman,  I  do  not  im- 
agine that  very  many  words  need  to  be  spoken  on 
that  resolution.  Everybody  realizes  that  in  East 
Boston,  South  Boston,  Charlestown  and  Jamaica 
Plain  the  poor  cannot  find  other  bouses  in  which 
to  live.  Private  and  public  capital  will  not  build 
the  houses,  because  of  course  the  investment  return 
is  not  there,  I  do  not  go  the  full  distance  and  say 
the  city  or  the  state  ought  to  build  these  houses, 
but  I  have  in  mind,  however,  that  unless  something 
is  done  the  great  mass  of  those  people,  those  who 
pay  from  ten  to  fifteen  dollars  a  month  in  rent, 
perhaps  may  have  to  move  to  Boston  Common  and 
live  like  the  Arabs — in  tents.  It  is  a  critical  con- 
dition that  faces  us.  The  houses  are  not  being 
built,  and  some  of  those  already  built  are  going 
into  disrepair.  Unless  the  city  authorities  move 
in  this  matter,  within  live  years,  because  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  marriages  and  births,  these 
people  will  not  have  the  tenements  in  which  to  li\  e, 
so  that  1  have  presented  this  resolve  in  order  thai 
the  city  and  state  authorities  may  have  a  state- 
ment upon  which  to  base  their  future  conclusions 
and  their  future  workings.  There  is  no  use  to 
wait  four  or  five  years  until  the  crisis  is  at  hand; 
these  people  must  know  now  what  the  future  por- 
tends. I  don't  say  this  to  urge  the  Council  to  pass 
it,  because  I  know  that  every  man  in  the  Council  is 
heart  and  soul  in  that  particular  movement. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  that  matter  was  not  considered  during 
Mayor  Peters's  administration? 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  understand  it  was  con- 
sidered during  Mayor  Peters's  administration  with 
regard  to  the  whole  housing  situation,  but  this 
refers  to  the  housing  situation  for  the  poor.  The 
well-to-do  live  in  houses  in  which  they  pay  S40, 
$50,  $60  and  $70  a  month  rent,  but  the  poor  people 
are  not  able  to  hire  that  kind  of  tenement.  It  is 
only  by  a  process  of  evolution,  as  it  were,  that  the 
poor  may  become  rich  and  hire  those  $50  to  $70  a 
month  tenements.  Between  the  higher  paid  and 
the  lower  paid  you  may  find  sum.-  tenements  where 
the  poor  can  work  in;  but  for  the  great  mass  of 
people  there  has  been  no  construction.  I  remem- 
ber when  Mayor  Peters  asked  about  it  he  was  told 
by  a  banker  that  no  man  can  go  to  a  bank  and  get 
money  to  develop  those  broken-down  bouses,  and 
yet  those  people  must  have  houses  in  which  to  live. 
Nothing  has  been  done  by  the  city;  nothing  has 
been  done  by  the  state.  Very  properly,  I  anticipate 
that  they  hesitate  about  going  in  and  disturbing 
private  capital;  but  you  must  face  conditions  as 
they  are.  There  isn't  any  doubt  in  my  mind  that 
people  in  the  tenement  districts  arc  doubling  and 
tripling  up.  I  know  of  cases  where  seven  children 
and  the  father  and  mother  are  living  in  three  rooms, 
because  they  could  not  find  another  place  if  they 
moved  from  that  tenement.  I  know  these  con- 
ditions surround  all  the  poor  districts  of  Boston. 
We  may  just  as  well  face  the  situation  now,  and 
allow  the  men  in  charge  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  lay 
out  a  constructive  and  definite  plan,  and  say  what 
they  are  going  to  do  in  this  matter.  If  nothing 
can  be  done,  then  let  uslcnow. 

The  question  came  on  the  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  passage  of  the  order.  The  rule  was  suspended 
and  the  preambles  and  resolutions  were  passed. 


SOLDIERS'  RELIEF. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  an  order— That  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws. 
and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto,  the  amounts  set  forth  in  the  list  of  allow- 
ances hereto  annexed,  for  the  month  of  February, 
of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families  re- 
siding in  the  City  of  Boston  or  having  a  settlement 
therein,  be  hereby  approved  and  paid  until  other- 
wise ordered,  unless  the  person  named  shall  pre- 
viously become  ineligible  to  receive  said  aid.

An     Ordinance     Concerning     Park     Frontages 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows : 
Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  five  of 
the  ordinances  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-two  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  "five"  in  the  ninth  line  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "seven," 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing, "excepting  buildings  erected  on  that  part 
of  Commonwealth  avenue  from  its  junction 
with  Beacon  street  to  Arlington  street,  the 
extreme  height  of  which  buildings  may  be 
seventy  feet,  exclusive  of  such  steeples,  towers, 
domes,  cornices,  parapets,  balustrades,  sculp- 
tured ornaments,  chimneys  and  roofs  as  the 
board  of  park  commissioners  may  approve, 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Section     1.     No    building    hereafter    erected 
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or  altered  upon  land  within  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  feet  from  any  park  or  parkway  in 
the  city  of  Boston,  excepting,  however,  Bos- 
ton Common  and-  the  Public  Garden  and 
Commonwealth  avenue,  from  its  junction" 
with  Beacon  street  to  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  city  of  Newton  and  the  city  of 
Boston,  shall  be  used  for  a  livery  or  public 
stable  or  public  garage,  or  for  any  mechanical, 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  purposes,  nor 
exceed  seven  stories  in  height  above  the  base- 
ment or  cellar ;  nor  exceed  seventy  feet  in 
height  from  the  mean  grade  of  the  edge- 
stones  or  sidewalk  in  front  to  the  ceiling 
of  the  extreme  upper  story,  excepting  churches 
or  chapels ;  and  no  roof  shall  be  used  for 
laundry  or  clothes-drying  purposes,  except- 
ing bulidings  erected  on  that  part  of  Com- 
monwealth avenue  from  its  junction  with 
Beacon  street  to  Arlington  street,  the  ex- 
treme height  of  which  buildings  may  be 
seventy  feet,  exclusive  of  such  steeples,  towers, 
domes,  cornices,  parapets,  balustrades,  sculp- 
tured ornaments,  chimneys  and  roofs  as  the 
board    of    park    commissioners    may    approve. 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
upon    its    passage.

APPROPRIATION    BILL. 

The    following   was   received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  24,   1923. 
To    the    City    Council : 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 3,  chapter  486,  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the 
Mayor  is  required  to  submit  the  budget  within 
thirty  days  after,  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year,  and  I  accordingly  submit  the  accom- 
panying   budget    in    lump    sum   form. 

Boston  holds  the  unique  position  of  being 
the  only  city  in  the  state  which  has  its  limit 
of  appropriating  power  fixed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. Under  existing  law  the  city  may 
raise  $6.52  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of 
the  average  valuation  for  three  years,  less 
abatements,  for  general  municipal  purposes, 
exclusive  of  schools.  For  several  years  past 
the  Legislature  has  granted  a  higher  rate 
operative  one  year  at  a  time.  Last  year  the 
rate    was    $12.25    on    each    thousand. 

The  effect  of  the  present  law,  and  the 
comparison    with    last    year,    is    as    follows : 

Amount  available  for  appropria- 
tion inside  tax  limit,  1922-23. ...$25,455,591  59

STATEMENT    BY    COUN.    WATSON. 

Coun..  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  to 
make  a  suggestion  to  the  body  pertaining  to 
legislation  on  Beacon  Hill.  With  the  permis- 
sion of  the  Chair  and  the  members  I  would 
like   to   make    a   short  statement. 

The  PRESIDENT— Coun.  Watson  may  pro- 
ceed. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  suggest 
that  in  the  next  week  the  Council  sit  down 
in  executive  session  and  go  over  the  different 
bills  introduced  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
other  people  of  Boston  concerning  legislation 
for  the  upbuilding  and  improving  of  Boston. 
I  think  that  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in 
turning  down  practically  every  piece  of  legis- 
lation petitioned  for  by  the  city  through  its 
accredited  head  is  entirely  wrong,  and  I 
think  if  the  Council  would  sit  down  and  go 
over  the  entire  situation  concerning  bills  that 
were  introduced  and  then  attempt  to  interest 
the  citizens  in  a  movement  toward  going  to 
the  Legislature  and  seeking  a  passage  of  the 
more  worthy  of  those  bills  we  would  be  doing 
something  of  a  constructive  nature,  which  I 
think  is  necessary  at  this  time.

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  include  in  the  annual  budget  a  sum 
of  money,  which  in  his  judgment  would  be 
adequate,  for  the  beginning  of  such  a  league 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  prizes,  paying  um- 
pires, for  furnishing  baseballs  and  other 
articles   necessary  for  the  game. 

Coun.  HEALEY. — Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  be  considered  as  a  parlor  socialist, 
and  I  might  be  considered  that  if  the  order 
involved  the  expenditure  of  a  great  amount 
of  money.

Ward,  a  person  whom  T  would  not  even  deign  to 
call  by  the  name  of  man,  because  1  know  him  per- 
sonally and  I  know-  his  characteristics.  I  will 
merely  say  this,  that  throughout  the  employees  of 
the  telephone  company  he  is  known  as  a  man  who 
failed  to  contribute  and  refused  to  contribute  to 
the  support  of  his  own  mother.  If  any  credence 
is  to  be  given  to  the  writings  of  such  a  person  by 
any  member  of  this  Council,  it  is  their  lookout. 
I  merely  want  to  bring  out  that  fact,  because  of  the 
vioiousness  of  the  attack  of  this  insignificant 
person.  Then  I  have  received  another  communi- 
cation from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  who 
say,  after  all  their  whereases  and  wherebys,  "And 
be  it  resolved  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution  be 
mailed  to  each  member  of  the  City  Council,  in- 
cluding Coun.  Donoughe  of  the  Boston  City 
Council."  I  don't  know  what  their  object  is  in 
sending  me  one  of  their  communications.  Possibly 
they  feel  that  it  might  have  some  effect  on  me  in 
the  matter  of  supporting  my  own  candidacy.  I 
don't  know.  I  spent  eight  years  among  them,  and 
I  know  something  of  their  ability,  and  let  me  say 
that  I  pay  practically  as  little  attention  to  a  com- 
munication from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
when  they  attempt  to  interfere  in  a  condition  such 
as  esixts  here  in  our  Boston  City  Council  as  I  would 
to  the  vaporings  of  any  other  person  or  group  of 
individuals.  I  will  simply  dispose  of  the  matter 
by  saying  that  they  have  al  solutely  no  right  what- 
ever to  send  to  any  member  of  this  Council  any 
communication  asking  the  members  of  the  Council 
not  to  vote   for  me,   or  to  interfere  in  any  way 


whatsoever  with  the  deliberation  of  this  body. 
'Jlie  Central  Labor  Union,  by  sending  this  com- 
munication, have  proven  themselves  to  be,  or  as 

trying  to  set,  themselves   up  as  being,   one  of  the 

most,  autocratic  bodies  I  have  ever  known.  I  feel 
that  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  in  attempt- 
ing to  interfere  with  the  election  of  a  president  of 
this  body,  have  gone  entirely  outside  the  scope  of 
decency,  attempting  to  ask  or  to  dictate  to  you  men 
win. in  you  shall  vote  for  or  whom  you  shall  vote 
against.  That  i.-,  not  the  problem  of  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union.  Their  problem  is  that  of 
Labor,  taking  care  of  the  interests  of  the  people 
whom  the\-  represent.  My  record  on  Beacon  Hill, 
in  the  Constitutional  I  -onvention,  and  as  a  membet 

of  this  body,  in  so  far  as  labi  i    i cerned,  is

While  I  am  on 
my  feet  I  might  as  well  give  you  a  little  history 
of  our  Organization.      After  haying  internal  tight-; 

I'm  eight  years  within  the  so-called  fold  of  the 
electrical    workers'    org  we    went    to    q 

convention  in  St  in  their  own  organiza- 

tion of  about  100,000  individuals  we  defeated  them 

in    their    OV  cause  oureiuse  was  a 

righteous  one.  But  between  the  close  of.  one 
session    ami   the   opening   of   the   next    we    were 

counted  out  by  1,700  votes  and  those  in  control 
of  the  electrical  work,  that  bv  the  time 

the  next  convention  would  con  i  around  we  would 
be  in  control  of  our  own  body  and  would  then  give 
to  ourselves  the  right  that  we  were  seeking  from 
them  and  which  they  denied  us  for  a  selfish,  pe- 
cuniary reason.  We  knew  nothing  of  labor  con- 
ditions when  we  joined  tin-  labor  movement,  and 
we  were  advised  to  join  under  the  banner  of  the 
electrical  workers.  I  represent  the  telephone 
workers.  After  joining  the  electrical  workers  we 
found  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  away  from  them 
unlrss  they  agreed  to  let  us  go,  unless  we  could 
get  enough  votes  in  their  own  body  to  defeat 
them.  Well,  we  tried  that  policy  for  eight  years, 
and.  as  1  have  just  said,  we  were  convinced  that 
we  defeated  them  inside  their  own  fold,  and  it  was 
clear  that  we  would  positively  defeat  them  so  that 
there  would  be  no  rpiestion  at  the  next  convention. 
But  in  the  meantime  they  held  a  snecial  conven- 
tion of  their  electrical  board  and  they  threw  the 
telephone  operators  out.  of  the  labor  movement 
into  a  department  of  their  own,  so  that  their  votes 
would  not  be  against  them  at  the  next  election. 
We  said  to  them  that  we  wanted  to  be  placed  in 
flu-  same  department  that  the  operators  had  been 
placed  in  but  they  denied  us  that  right.  They 
wanted  to  keep  us  in  the  fold  so  that  they  might 
collect  the  per  capita  from  us,  but  refused  to  give 
us  any  recognition  whatsoever.  The  thing  that 
we  are  particularly  incensed  about  is  the  fact  that, 
while  we  were  in  the  movement  for  eight  years, 
contributing  our  per  capita  monthly,  thev  failed 
to  organi7e  any  telephone  workers  whatsoever, 
and  whatever  telephone  men  are  organized  wre 
organized  ourselves.  We  spent  the  money  our- 
selves to  organize  them  all  and  we  asked  for  the 
right  of  self-determination,  autonomy,  the  right 
to  a  charter  ourselves  from  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  I  have  talked  with  men  who  are, 
in  my  opinion,  some  of  the  ablest  men  who  repre- 
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sent  labor,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and 
they  agree  that  we  should  have  an  international 
organization  of  our  own.  There  is  no  one  who 
knows  anything  about  labor  organizations  who 
will  deny  that  that  should  be  so,  but  their  policy 
then  steps  in  and  says  that  until  the  electrical 
workers  release  us  we  must  remain  subservient  to 
them,  even  though  they  accept  our  taxation  and 
give  us  no  representation.  That  is  one  of  the 
principles  upon  which  our  country  was  founded. 
We  rebelled  in  the  early  days  against  taxation 
without  representation^  and  we  rebel  today 
against  the  same  conditions  in  the  labor  world. 
So  that  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  controversay  which 
has  culminated  in  these  circulars.  A  year  ago, 
when  I  was  a  candidate  for  the  presidency  of  the 
body,  a  different  line  of  attack  was  introduced. 
You  know  what  that  line  of  attack  was  then.  I 
was  subjected  at  that  particular  time,  while  a 
candidate,  to  the  same  sort  of  stuff  I  am  now  being 
subjected  to,  and  I  resent  particularly  the  com- 
munication from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union. 
As  for  the  other  communication,  while  I  think  of 
it,  I  want  to  call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  it 
is  signed  by  one  of  the  city  employees,  Mr.  Frank 
Kelley,  a  wire  inspector  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
He  is  the  president — just  think  how  inconsistent 
it  is — of  the  electrical  wire  men's  organization. 
He  has  not  run  a  wire  probably  in  fifteen  years. 
All  he  does  is  either  inspect  or  do  clerical  work  in 
the  Wire  Department.  We  held  a  meeting  in 
our  city  yesterday  and  city  employees  were  talked 
to  to  prevent  them  from  doing  just  what  this  man 
as  a  city  employee  is  attempting  to  do,  criticise 
unjustly  men  who  are  representing  Boston,  so  as 
to  try  to  drag  clown  into  the  mire  the  fair  name 
of  our  city.  I  say  that  no  man  such  as  he  is  fit  to 
be  allowed  to  work  as  a  city  employee.  I  think 
I  disposed  of  Mr.  Ward  when  I  said — and  I  got 
it  from  his  own  uncle,  who  supported  his  mother 
all  her  life — that  this  brat,  after  he  had  been  taken 
care  of  himself,  refused,  when  this  man  wanted 
to  get  married,  to  support  his  own  mother.  I  have 
no  respect  for  him,  He  is  no  part  of  a  man.  So 
those  are  the  two  men  who  signed  that  reorganiza- 
tion circular.  Miss  Annie  Malloy's  name  appears 
as  president  of  the  Operators'  Union  on  the  top 
of  the  circular.  She  is  not  even  affiliated  with 
them.  Through  the  same  autocratic  methods  her 
organization  was  thrown  bodily  out  of  labor 
circles.  Miss  Malloy  had  no  standing  whatso- 
ever when  that  communication  was  sent  out,  no 
connection  whatever  with  organized  labor,  so 
called,  and  still  they  use  her  name.  I  know  that 
Miss  Malloy  would  not  allow  that,  even  if  she 
were  a  member  of  the  so-called  committee.  She 
would  allow  no  such  communication  to  be  sent  out 
with  her  name  on  it.  I  have  that  respect  for  her, 
even  although  wc  have  differed  in  some  of  our 
affairs.  I  know  she  has  womanhood  enough  in  her 
not  to  allow  her  name  to  be  sent  out  attached  to 
any  such  circular  as  that.  In  closing,  gentlemen, 
I  simply  want  to  say  that  I  think  this  communica- 
tion, instead  of  having  the  ill  effect  that  those  who 
sponsored  it  thought  it  possibly  might  have,  is 
not  going  to  have  that  effect.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  member  of  the  Council  is  going  to  be 
influenced  in  his  judgment  one  way  or  the  other 
by  it.  In  presenting  not  alone  to  the  City  Council 
but  to  the  citizens  at  large  a  statement  of  the 
existing  situation,  in  as  fair  a  manner  as  I  possibly 
can  present  the  case,  I  have  no  doubt  as  to  what 
the  judgment  will  be.     I  thank  you. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement.  It  was  not 
my  intention  to  say  anything  concerning  the 
matter  under  discussion  or  referred  to  by  the 
councilor  preceding  me  until  he  had  spoken,  and 
then  I  thought  it  was  but  justice  to  the  parties 
who  have  directed  communications  to  me  for  me 
to  state  why  I  have  voted  as  I  have  to  date.  Two 
years  ago  there  was  a  contest  in  this  body  for  the 
presidency,  and  I  was  a  candidate.  Coun.  Dono- 
ghue  voted  for  me  from  the  beginning  of  the  year 
vintil  I  was  finally  elected,  and  I  want  to  show 
publicly  that  I  have  some  small  degree  of  grati- 
tude to  him  for  the  position  he  took  at  that  time 
While  I  respect  those  who  have  communicated 
with  me  concerning  the  presidency,  and  while  I 
want  to  say  I  believe  they  have  a  right  to  their 
views  and  to  their  opinions,  as  reasonable  people, 
I  feel  that  they  will  accord  to  me  that  same  right. 
And  so  I  now  state  why  I  have  voted  as  I  have 
voted  to  date.  It  is  because  I  desire  to  show  my 
gratitude  to  one  who  has  been  kind  to  me  when  I 
needed  his  support.

In  accordance  with  your  Honor's  instruc- 
tions I  have  thoroughly  investigated  this  re- 
quest  and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Savin  Hill  section  of  Dorchester  in- 
cludes the  area  bounded  by  Dorchester  avenue. 
Dorchester  Hay  and  Romsey  street.  The  m 
congested  part  of  this  section  lies  between 
Dorchester  avenue  and  the  tracks  of  the  Old 
Colony  Division  of  the  New  York,  New  H  < 
&  Hartford  Railroad,  a  strip  of  territory  about 
one  quarter  of  a  mile  in  width,  at  its  widest 
point.  The  remainder  of  the  section  is  in  the 
form  of  a  peninsular,  and  while  well  built,  also 
comprises  Savin  Hill  Playground  anil  James 
E.  McConnell  Park.  The  district  referred  to 
is  served  by  ten  fire  alarm  boxes  to  which  the 
following  apparatus  is  assigned  to  respond  on 
first     alarm. 

Engine  21,  Columbia  Road  and  Annabel 
sire,  t. 

Engine  17,  Meeting  House  Hill. 

Engine  48,   Andrew  square. 

Ladder   7.   Meeting   House  Hill. 

Ladder   20,    Andrew    square. 

This  is  the  same  amount  of  apparatus  that 
is  assigned  to  practically  all  boxes  outside 
the    city    proper    on    the    first    alarm. 

In  reviewing  a  request  of  this  nature  we 
should  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the 
horse-drawn  apparatus  is  now  being  replaced 
with  motor  apparatus,  and  one  of  the  great 
benefits  of  motor  apparatus  is  that  it  is 
capable  of  a  greater  radius  of  operation  than 
ever  could  be  considered  for  horse-drawn  ap- 
paratus. In  referring  to  motor  apparatus  I 
do  so  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Savin  Hill  section  is  receiving  the  same  pro- 
tection today  that  it  did  when  the  apparatus 
was  drawn  by  horses,  and  this  protection  is 
augmented  by  the  increased  efficiency  of 
motor-driven  apparatus.  There  is  only  one 
piece  of  apparatus  today  in  Dorchester  which 
is  drawn  by  horses,  and  this  piece  is  not 
assigned  to  any  of  the  Savin  Hill  boxes. 
By  comparison  with  other  sections  of  the  city 
I  believe  that  the  Savin  Hill  section  is  well 
protected.  To  illustrate  this  I  would  draw 
attention    to    the   following: 

The  main  artery  to  the  Savin  Hill  section 
is  Savin  Hill  avenue,  off  Dorchester  avenue. 
Engine  43,  at  Andrew  square,  has  the  longest 
run  to  respond  to  boxes  on  the  first  alarm, 
and  this  company,  in  an  actual  test  made 
this  week,  under  adverse  conditions,  made 
the  distance  from  Andrew  square  to  Dor- 
chester and  Savin  Hill  avenues  in  exactly  four 
minutes.  This  test  was  made  without  any 
preparations,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  under 
normal  conditions  better  time  would  be  made. 
As  stated  above,  Engine  43  is  farther  away 
from  this  corner  than  the  other  two  engine 
companies  which  respond  on  a  first  alarm. 
Engine  21  and  Engine  17  are  each  about 
half  a  mile  away,  and  would  arrive  at  the 
scene  of  a  fire  in  this  section  much  earlier 
than   Engine  43. 

In    conclusion    it    should    be    borne    in    mind 


that  in  the  establishment  of  a  fire  station 
consideration  must  be  given  to  the  entire  com- 
munity rather  than  single  sections.  Apparatus 
is  called  upon  to  operate  outside  the  im- 
mediate district  to  which  it  is  assigned.  An 
engine  company  in  the  Savin  Hill  section 
would  he  practically  in  a  pocket,  with  a  very 
limited  operating  radius,  and  with  only  one 
way  of  getting  out  when  called  to  other 
sections.  There  are  other  instances  where 
similar  conditions  exist  in  the  city  and  it  has 
i  a  problem  for  the  Fire  Department  for 
many  years  to  move  these  companies  which 
are  now  "off  center"  to  some  of  the  main 
and  more  accessible  arteries.  The  companies 
which  respond  to  Savin  Hill  section  on  the 
first  alarm  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  officials 
of  this  department  and  in  which  I  concur,  in 
good  locations,  well  distanced  apart  and  easy 
of  access.  Engine  17  and  Ladder  7  on  Meet- 
ing House  Hill  are  on  the  remodeling  pro- 
gram. The  quarters  of  these  two  companies 
tor  condition.  When  the  money 
is  provided  to  do  this  work,  and  the  proposi- 
is  thoroughly  gone  into,  it  may  be  de- 
i  move  in  the  right  direction  to 
change  the  location  of  this  house  to  a  main 
street  or  square  in  the  vicinity  of  its  present 
location.  If  this  is  done  the  protection  at 
Savin  Hill  section  will  be  correspondingly  im- 
proved. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  the 
study  that  has  been  made  of  the  situation 
it  does  not  appear  to  me  or  to  the  officials 
of  this  department  that  conditions  warrant 
the  establishment  of  a  fire  station  in  the 
Savin   Hill  section.

REMOVAL   OF   SNOW   AND   ICE   AROUND 
CATCH-BASINS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  urgently  requested  to 
instruct  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
through  his  division  superintendents,  to  start 
at  once  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  around 
the  catch-basins,  in  anticipation  of  the  in- 
evitable thaw  which   will   come. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  hesi- 
tated for  some  time  before  introducing  an 
order  of  this  sort,  because  I  did  not  want 
to  be  misunderstood.  To  bring  up  a  matter 
of  this  kind  at  this  time,  or  in  fact  at  any 
time,  savors  somewhat  of  criticism  of  the  ad- 
ministration   of     the    Mayor    and    of    his     de- 


partment heads.  I  do  not  care  to  place  my- 
self in  that  position  ;  I  don't  care  to  create 
any  antagonism  on  the  part  of  any  of  the 
department  heads.  Neither  do  I  care  to  focus 
publicity  on  them,  if  it  is  a  possible  thing 
1  > >  avoid  it.  But  it  does  seem  to  me,  Mr. 
Chairman,  as  if  the  hour  had  arrived  when 
patience  has  ceased  to  he  a  virtue  and  that 
in  justice  to  the  citizens  who  sent  me  here, 
who  sent  all  of  us  here,  something  should 
be  said  and  done,  if  not  in  criticism  or  fault- 
finding, for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  jack 
up  city  officials  so  that  something  will  be 
mplished.  The  streets  of  Boston  are  in 
a  most  deplorable  condition.  They  have 
been  that  way  almost  since  the  first  storm. 
The  Mayor  has  called  conferences  in  his 
office  and  it  is  very  clear  that  even  in  his 
mind  somebody  fell  down  on  the  first  snow- 
stoim  and  that  they  have  never  been  able 
to  catch  up.  We  have  arrived  at  a  condition 
where  it  has  cost  the  merchants  of  Boston 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars  because 
of  street  conditions.  People  are  not  able  to 
ret  around.  People  hesitate  to  come  in  from 
out  of  town.  Then,  while  the  conditions  have 
been  deplorable  from  a  business  standpoint, 
that  is  nothing  whatever  in  comparison  with 
the  conditions  from  the  standpoint  of  health 
and  comfort  of  the  community.  There  is  a 
tremendous  amount  of  sickness,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. Every  hospital,  private  and  public,  is 
Riled  away  beyond  capacity.  That  condition 
lia<  been  brought  about  very  largely  because 
of  the  condition  of  the  streets,  which  promote 
ill-health,  colds  and  other  things  that  de- 
p,  In  my  own  particular  line  of  busi- 
ness it  must  be  manifest  that  people  suffer, 
because  there  has  been  an  abnormal  demand 
for  foot  protection,  in  the  line  of  rubbers 
and  overshoes  and  for  about  four  weeks 
during  the  worst  of  the  storms  there  wasn't 
a  pair  of  rubbers  or  overshoes  available  for 
love  or  money  anywhere  in  the  eastern  part 
of   the   country. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  the  rubber  manu- 
facturers  fell   down,   too? 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  rubber  manufacturers 
have  supplied  their  normal  demand  through 
the  retail  distributors,  but  this  has  been  an 
abnormal  winter.  Of  course,  we  will  be  con- 
fronted with  that  as  a  reason  and  as  an  ex- 
cuse. I  know  that  it  has  been  an  abnormal 
winter.  There  is  no  argument  necessary  to 
dispute  that.  But  I  have  lived  in  this  latitude 
for  fifty  years  and  I  have  seen  winters  come 
and  go.  I  have  lived  through  all  those  win- 
ters without  running  away  from  anything, 
and  have  seen  some  pretty  hard  conditions  in 
that  time  But  nothing  I  have  ever  seen  has 
compared  with  the  condition  of  the  streets  of 
Boston  today.  I  noticed  conditions  after  the 
last  storm,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  think  the  last 
flake  of  snow  ceased  at  noon  time,  and  at  nine 
o'clock  that  night  on  Washington  street,  up 
by  the  Adams  House,  not  a  pound  of  snow 
had  been  removed.  I  was  curious  enough  to 
take  a  taxi  and  go  up  to  Boylston  street  and 
see  what  conditions  were  there,  and  I  saw 
conditions  also  along  Commonwealth  avenue, 
near  the  Hotel  Somerset.  The  conditions 
thee  were  the  same.  I  don't  think  that  is 
speedy  work  or  action.  If  the  men  in  the  de- 
partments are  overworked,  then  let  us  employ 
extra  help  at  such  times.  There  are  plenty 
of  people  who  will  be  glad  to  get  the  work. 
Don't  tell  me,  any  of  you,  that  the  city  hasn't 
the  money  to  do  it,  because  I  notice  that  we 
have  plenty  of  money  to  fritter  away  for 
luxuries  and  other  things  not  anywhere  near 
as  urgent  or  necessary  as  proper  care  of  the 
streets  of  Boston.  What  I  am  trying  to  ar- 
rive at  through  this  order  is  to  see  what  I 
can  do,  to  see  if  anything  can  be  done,  to 
jack  up  the  officials  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment today,  to  see  if  something  cannot 
be  done  toward  cleaning  our  streets  and  our 
catch-hasins,  something  to  take  care  of  the 
flow  of  water  that  will  be  inevitable  when 
the  rain  and  thaw  come.  If  something  is  not 
done,  and  done  quickly,  there  is  going  to  be 
a  great  deal  more  serious  sickness  in  this  com- 
munity. We  should  all  rise  to  the  emergency 
and   try   to   do  our   duty  by  the   people   of   this 
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city.  As  far  as  conditions  are  concerned,  in 
other  years  I  have  many  times  seen  as  bad 
weather  conditions  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
where  I  have  resided  for  years,  as  I  have  seen 
this  winter,  just  as  much  snow  in  front  of  my 
door  as  there  is  today,  but  this  is  the  first 
year  when  I  have  noticed  that  the  gutters 
have  not  been  cleaned  out  for  the  better  flow 
of  water.  I  have  seen  boys  going  along  on 
Dorchester  avenue  cleaning  catch-basin  en- 
trances. In  the  thaw  of  last  week  the  catch- 
basins  at  both  ends  of  my  street  were  clogged 
up,  so  that  there  was  no  flow ;  and  I  have 
seen  the  same  thing  in  other  parts  of  the 
city.  If  you  will  go  along  Tremont  street 
from  Massachusetts  avenue  to  Eliot  street 
you  will  find  that  there  is  not  a  catch-basin 
open.  Now,  this  snow  is  going  to  melt,  and 
the  water  is  going  to  run  somewhere,  and  if 
there  is  no  means  of  carrying  it  off  as  it 
runs  from  the  sidewalk  and  the  street,  it  is 
going  to  back  up,  get  into  all  sorts  of  places, 
and  cause  all  sorts  of  trouble  and  sickness.  1 
think  all  that  can  be  avoided  in  very  great 
measure  if  the  City  Council  will  call  attention 
to  conditions  and  ask  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment to  put  their  men  at  work  to  clean 
out  around  the  catch -basins  so  that  the  water 
will  have  some  chance  to  flow  off.  I  think 
we  can  safely  neglect  some  other  things  at 
the  present  time  in  order  to  do  this,  for  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  people,  and  I 
think  there  is  no  more  important  work  that 
the  Public  Works  Department  can  do  than  to 
act  in  the  -matter,  and  that  there  is  nothing 
more  important  for  the  City  Council  to  do 
than  to  interest  themselves  in  calling  attention 
to  conditions  and  trying  to  have  them  im- 
proved. Therefore,  I  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order.

I  would 
be  willing  to  allow  the  matter  to  lie  on  the 
table  for  a  reasonable  time,  but  not  in- 
definitely pending  a  report  from  them,  because 
I  am  not  sure  when  there  may  be  such  a  report 
and  I  am  not  sure  but  what  we  would  find,  fol- 
lowing what  we  have  seen  in  the  past,  that 
the  order  would  remain  in  the  files  forever.

In  order  that  it 
may  become  a  part  of  the  record,  so  that  we 
may  all  know  what  resolution  was  adopted 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union  yesterday,  and  in  order  that  it  may 
appear  as  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  City 
Council  and  be  printed  in  the  City  Record, 
I  am  going  to  read  the  resolution.  It  is  on 
the  stationery  of  the  Boston  Central  Labpr 
Union,  and  I  understand  that  it  was  brought 
in  by  the  secretary  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  in  person  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  those  in  charge  of  such  matters  in 
the   City   Clerk's   office.     1   want   to   say  that   I 


have     in     my     hands     this     letter,     on     the     sla- 
nery    of    the    Boston    Central    Labor    Union, 
and     signed     by     the    secretary    of    the    Boston 
I  entl  a]    Labor    Union  : 

ton,  March    19,    1923. 
"To   the   City   Clerk: 

"I    transmit    herewith    a    copy    of    resolutions 
adopted    by    tin-     llnston    Central    Labor    Union 
on   March    18,    1923.   which    you    are   respectfully 
requested   to   submit  to   the   City   Council. 
Yours   sincerely, 
P,  H.  Jennings,  Secretary." 

That  communication,  with  the  accompanying 
resolutions,  was  given  to  the  City  Clerk.  The 
City  Clerk,  in  turn,  in  the  meeting  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  read  the  title  of  the 
communication,  and  the  Chair  referred  it  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  It  is  the  first  time 
in  my  experience  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  that  a-  communication  coming 
from  any  body  was  not  read  in  the  Executive 
Committee  by  the  clerk  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
icil  :  no. I  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
mcil — and  I  say  this  advisedlj — without 
knowing  what  was  in  the  resolutions,  voted 
to  place  them  upon  the  files.  I  want  to  say 
that  if  every  other  member  of  the  Oil 
was  given  an  opportunity  to  read  the  r> 
tions,  I  was  not  given  that  opportunity.  So, 
in  order  to  have  it  made  a  matter  of  record, 
I  will  have  to  read  the  communication,  I 
sure     that     it    will     appear    upon    the    records  : 

"Whereas,  City  Councilor  John  A.  Donoghue 
has   seen   tit    to  make  certain   statements   before 
the    Boston    City    Council,   under   a   question    of 
oial    privilege; 

"Whereas,  In  his  statement  he  refers  to  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union  as  an  autocratic 
body,  as  a  body  of  political  parasites,  going 
id  the  scope  of  decency,  and  charges 
an  attempt  to  dictate  the  votes  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  City  Council,  said  statements 
being  printed  in  the  City  Record;  therefore 
be    it 

"Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union,  in  meeting  assembled,  reiterates  the 
stand  taken  at  its  meeting  on  March  4,  that 
Coun.  John  A.  Donoghue,  in  his  efforts  to  dis- 
rupt a  duly  accredited  labor  organization, 
through  a  secession  movement,  deserves  no 
support  from  the  representatives  of  the  people 
in   the  Boston   City   Council ;   and  be  it   further 

"Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union  condemns  the  statements  of  City  Coun- 
cilor Donoghue  made  at  the  meeting  of  the 
City  Council  on  March  5  as  entirely  un- 
warranted, untrue,  and  unworthy  of  a  man 
holding  political  office  ;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  transcribed  on  the  records  of  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union  and  a  copy  forwarded 
to    the    City    Council    of    Boston. 

"Passed   Sunday,   March    18. 

Boston   Central  Labor  Union, 
by  E.    A.    Johnson,    President. 
P.  H.   Jennings,  Secretary." 

Mr.  President,  I  want  to 'say  that  I  do  not 
cherish  this  job.  I  take  the  floor  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  upon  this  communication 
with  a  lot  of  hesitancy.  I  would  rather  have 
seen  the  contest  on  some  other  issue  than 
the  presidency  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 
I  would  rather  have  seen  an  open  fight  where 
something  other  than  that  of  a  personal 
nature  would  be  involved.  Sitting  here  at 
the  last  meeting  I  changed  my  mind  several 
times.  I  questioned  whether  I  should  have 
taken  the  floor,  or  whether  I  should  let  the 
matter  go  unnoticed.  But  after  a  week's 
thought  I  feel,  after  my  association  of  long 
years  with  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union, 
for  twenty-two  years,  having  for  a  long  time 
in  that  body  served  in  a  representative  ca- 
pacity and  as  a  delegate,  that  I  should  say 
a  word.  My  associations  with  the  members  of 
that  organization  have  not  always  been 
friendly,  individually.  I  have  received  many  a 
licking  upon  the  floor  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor   Union,   and   I  have  had   many   victories 
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upon  that  floor,  but  I  have  always  been  big 
enough  to  abide  by  the  will  of  the  majority 
of  the  organization.  I  come  here  today  in  a 
different  position  than  any  other  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  because  I  am  here  in 
a  dual  capacity,  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
city  government  and  also  a  delegate  to  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union.  In  his  remarks 
on  March  5,  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
City   Council,   Coun.   Donoghue   said : 

"I  have  got  as  good  a  record  as  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  or 
any  other  union,  in  so  far  as  my  connection 
with  labor  problems  and  my  dealings  with  the 
affairs  of  those  whom  they  are  supposed  to 
represent  is  concerned  My  record  in  that  re- 
gard is  as  good  as  that  of  any  one  who  has 
ever  come  from  their  midst.  But,  because  of 
the  fact  that  I  saw  fit  to  exercise  my  God- 
given  right  to  decide  as  to  what  would  be 
the  best  for  the  men  I  represent,  I  am  to  be 
criticised  and  castigated  by  these  political 
parasites." 

Of  course,  I  will  have  to  disagree  with  my 
brother  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
when  he  says  that  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union  and  its  delegates  are  political  para- 
sites, because  there  are  just  as  many  honest 
men  and  women  delegates  to  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union  as  in  any  gathering  that 
ever  assembled  together  under  any  roof.  We 
have  had  men  and  we  have  had  women  who 
have  been  decorated  by  governors,  by  mayors, 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who 
have  held  important  positions  of  trust,  men 
who  have  been  delegates  to  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  and  who  have  been  a  credit  to 
the  laboring  class  in  Boston  and  a  credit  to 
the  municipality  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  can- 
not stand  here  in  my  dual  capacity  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
and  a  member  of  this  body  and  allow  any- 
thing of  that  sort  to  go  unnoticed,  without 
my    voice    being    raised.     He    again    said: 

"I  spent  eight  years  among  them,  and  I 
know  something  of  their  ability,  and  let  me 
say  that  I  pay  practically  as  little  attention 
to  a  communication  from  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  when  they  attempt  to  inter- 
fere in  a  condition  such  as  exists  here  in 
our  Boston  City  Council  as  I  would  to  the 
vaporings  of  any  other  person  or  group  of 
individuals.  I  will  simply  dispose  of  the  mat- 
ter by  saying  that  they  have  absolutely  no 
right  whatever  to  send  to  any  member  of  this 
Council  any  communication  asking  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  not  to  vote  for  me,  or 
to  interfere  in  any  way  whatsoever  with  the 
deliberations   of   this   body." 

Mr.  President,  I  don't  care  what  body,  L 
don't  care  what  group  of  individuals,  may 
agree  to  get  together  and  send  a  communica- 
tion in  here,  we  should  receive  that  com- 
munication with  the  same  spirit  and  the  same 
thought  with  which  it  was  sent  here.  Of 
course,  I  don't  know  what  would  be  done 
with  the  communication  if  it  came  from  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  my  five  years  here, 
now  starting  my  sixth  year,  every  communi- 
cation that  ever  came  here  from  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  or  any  other  organization  was 
received.  Whether  we  were  of  one  mind  in 
regard  to  the  matter  or  not,  it  became  a  mat- 
ter of  record.  The  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union  is  an  organization  of  long  standing. 
Nobody,  referring  to  anything  that  has  hay>- 
pened  *  during  their  entire  existence,  since 
1875,  can  stand  up  and  say  that,  in  so  far 
as  their  delegates  are  concerned,  they  have 
not  been  as  law-abiding  as  any  other  organi- 
zation organized  in  this  city.     Coun.  Donoghue 

said Well,   I  don't  know   that  I  want   to  quote 

Coun.  Donoghue  further.  I  don't  know  much 
about  the  fight  of  the  telephone  workers  and 
the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers.  But  I  do  know  this,  that  this  is 
no  place  to  have  a  labor  fight  or  to  have  any 
fight  that  pertains  to  the  differences  between 
organizations  of  labor.  I  do,  however,  in 
order  to  straighten  out  the  matter  in  so  far 
as  the  records  of  the  city  government  are 
concerned,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and 
ability,     want     to    say    just    a    word.     Having 


been  for  many  years  connected  personally  and 
officially  with  the  labor  movement,  I  think  I 
can  say  here  without  fear  of  contradiction 
that  the  organization  that  Coun.  Donoghue 
represents,  in  the  same  capacity  as  I  repre- 
sent my  organization,  did  not  take  every 
step  inside  the  organization  to  straighten  out 
the  situation  as  the  constitution  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Electrical  Workers  gave  them  the 
right  to  do.  Of  course,  every  man  and  every 
woman  joining  a  labor  organization  takes  an 
oath  in  joining  that  organization  that  as 
long  as  they  work  within  the  callings  of  that 
organization  they  will  abide  by  the  decisions 
and  by  the  majority  vote  of  their  organiza- 
tion. That  is  what  a  man  or  woman  joining 
a  labor  organization  does,  and  that  is  generally 
true  of  a  man  joining  a  fraternal  organiza- 
tion. It  is  practically  true,  in  spirit,  if  not 
in  words,  of  a  man  joining  a  social  organiza- 
tion, and  it  is  so  of  every  man  who  holds 
public  office,  that  he  shall  abide  by  the  will 
of  the  majority.  Of  course,  if  he  is  in  the 
minority  and  does  not  like  the  action  taken, 
he  can  always  by  his  voice  and  efforts  in 
the  inner  circle  continue  to  make  his  fight 
on  his  own  policy,  trying  to  change  the  ma- 
jority to  his  side.  As  far  as  minorities  are 
concerned,  minorities  'have  ruled  the  world 
since  the  beginning.  Practically  every  man 
sitting  here  as  been  elected  to  hold  office  in 
this  body  by  minority  vote  of  the  citizens  of 
this  city.  Of  course,  if  we  all  agreed  there 
would  be  no  need  of  a  Boston  city  govern- 
ment, neither  would  there  be  any  need  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union ;  neither  would 
thre  be  any  need  of  the  individual  organiza- 
tions that  go  to  make  up  the  body  known 
as  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union.  As  I 
say,  I  have  been  for  a  long  time  a  delegate 
to  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  ;  I  also 
had  the  honor,  in  1912  and  1913,  to  be  the 
president  of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union. 
When  I  was  elected  president  of  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  I  want  to  say  that  I 
felt  that  it  was  the  greatest  honor  that  had 
ever  been  bestowed  upon  me,  more  so  than 
my  election  to  this  body,  more  so  than  my 
election  at  large  as  one  of  the  16  delegates 
who  served  in  the  Constitutional  Convention. 
I  felt  that  it  was  a  great  honor  at  the  hands 
of  the  men  and  women  among  whom  I  had 
worked,  people  who  knew  me  as  a  worker, 
and  my  election  as  the  president  of  that  body 
was  the  greatest  tribute  ever  given  to  me. 
I  do  not  think  that  the  remarks  of  the  gentle- 
man, as  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
March  5  meeting,  calling  the  delegates  of 
the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  political 
parasites,  was  becoming,  from  the  source 
whence  it  came.  As  far  as  what  may  have 
been  said  about  individuals  is  concerned,  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  not  here  to  defend 
any  individuals,  even  including  myself.  I  am 
here  to  defend  today  the  delegates  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union  as  a  whole  from 
being  slanderously  attacked  by  being  called 
political  parasites.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent. I  am  going  to  move  that  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
be  received  and  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes, 
the   proceedings   of    this   meeting. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  while 
the  meeting  was  in  executive  session  today 
I  appreciated  the  fact  that  the  members  of 
this  Council  did  not  care  to  become  involved 
in  any  resolutions  that  might  be  submitted 
by  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  or  any- 
body else  concerning  my  candidacy  for  the 
presidency  of  this  body.  Therefore,  appreciat- 
ing the  fact  that  possibly  there  might  be 
what  some  would  consider  the  chance  of 
putting  somebody  in  a  hole  on  account  of 
it,  I  moved  personally  that  the  communica- 
tion from  the  Central  Labor  Union  be  read, 
without  even  knowing  what  it  was.  without 
even  seeing  it  or  caring  what  it  said.  I  ap- 
preciate also  the  fact  that  Coun.  Moriarty, 
if  I  may  mention  his  name,  is  in  a  rather 
peculiar  position  as  a  member  of  this  Council. 
I  appreciate  his  position.  Mr.  President.  But 
my  statement  of  two  weeks  ago  relative  to 
the    communications    that    were    sent    here    at 
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that  time  made  no  reference  to  the  entire 
group,  or,  if  so,  such  was  not  intended,  but 
to  those  who  in  my  opinion  are  responsible 
for  these  resolutions.  Mr.  President,  I  refuse 
now  to  qualify  my  remarks  or  my  opinion. 
My  opinion  now  is  the  same  as  it  was  then, 
that  they  are  merely  using  the  Central  Labor 
Union  for  their  own  selfish  advantage.  I  have 
no  quarrel  with  the  Central  Labor  Union 
on  matters  pertaining  to  labor,  and  ni 
have  had.  Hut  in  this  matter,  in  my  opinion 
and  in  the  opinion  of  almost  everybody  I 
have  come  in  contact  with,  they  have  no 
right  to  interfere  and  dictate,  or  attempt  to 
dictate,  to  the  members  of  this  body  as  to 
who  shall  he  elected  president  of  tins  Coun- 
cil. What  a  terrible  thing  it  is,  after  all, 
to  he  termed  a  "secessionist"  by  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  and  for  that  reason 
to  be  condemned,  because  of  the  fact  that 
I  now  am  not  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  a  purely  voluntary  body  ! 
I  wonder  if  every  member  of  the  Big  Four 
occupies  the  same  position  that  I  occupy  ? 
They  are  not  connected  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  1  wonder  if  the  same 
thing  applies  to  the  garment  workers,  who 
sometimes  have  been  affiliated  and  at  other 
times  have  not.  been  affiliated  with  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  After  all,  what  crime 
is  it  not  to  be  affiliated  with  them?  Is  it 
any  of  the  business  of  this  body  whether  or 
not  I  belong  to  any  particular  labor  organiza- 
tion? Of  what  concern  is  it  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  City  Council?  Do  I  ask  them 
what  party  they  belong  to?  Do  I  ask  them 
what  organizations  they  belong  to?  It  makes 
no  difference  to  me,  and  it  should  make  no 
difference  to  any  member  of  this  Council.  Of 
course,  I  dont  want  to  bring  personal  issuts 
into  this  thing  unless  they  are  forced  upon 
me,  which  has  been  the  case.  I  simply  want 
to  say  that  my  associations  with  the  Central 
Labor  Union  as  a  body  have  always  been 
friendly  until  the  time  when  we  decided  that 
we  no  longer  would  remain  within  the  fold 
of  the  so-called  Electrical  Brotherhood,  and 
after  that  everything  that  ever  transpired  is 
all  wrong.  I  committed  the  most  heinous 
crime  ever  perpetrated  by  man  in  leaving 
the  International  Brotherhood  of  Electrical 
Workers !  What  a  terrible  thing  that  was  ! 
In  my  opinion,  it  is  insignificant.  The  world 
will  rotate  whether  or  not  we  are  in  the  In- 
ternational Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers. 
The  world  will  still  keep  moving.  It  is 
ridiculous  to  think  that  this  great  hullabaloo 
should  be  raised  over  the  question  of  whether 
or  not  we  must  stay  in  an  organization  sim- 
ply because  some  one  says  we  must  stay,  or 
whether  we  are  going  to  use  our  own  judg- 
ment as  to  what  we  are  going  to  do.  Beyond 
all,  it  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the 
prooeedings  of  this  Boston  City  Council. 
For  instance,  let  us  take  what  transpired 
yesterday.  The  Boston  Telephone  operators, 
those  whom  I  recognize  as  the  Boston  tele- 
phone operators,  have  been  thrown  out  of  the 
labor  movement  entirely.  They  have  no  stand- 
ing in  the  labor  movement.  I  simply  cite  that 
as  one  reason  for  my  saying  that  they  are 
autocratic  many  times  in  things  that  they 
do.  What  right  have  they  to  outlaw  the 
Boston  telephone  operators'  organization  ? — 
and  I  am  not  here  to  defend  them — I  know 
that  they  are  well  able  to  defend  themselves. 
Their  fight  is  their  fight,  and  our  fight  is 
our  fight,  and  I  choose  those  with  whom  I 
care  to  associate,  and  I  don't  take  dictation 
from  anyone.  In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  again 
that  I  appreciate  thoroughly  Coun.  Moriarty's 
position.  I  don't  wish  to  have  any  personali- 
ties involved  in  the  matter,  as  far  as  I  am 
concerned.  But  I  am  going  to  defend  my- 
self at  any  time  when  an  attack  is  made 
on  me,  whether  it  is  made  by  an  individual 
or  a  group  of  individuals. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  of  course 
the  four  brotherhoods  were  never  members  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Laboi\  The  or- 
ganization of  which  Coun.  Donoghue  is  a 
member  was  a  member  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration   of    Labor.      So    far    as    the    men    and 


women  in  the  labor  movement  are  concerned, 
they  believe  generally  that  there  should  be 
on,  parent  body  of  Labor,  and  if  there  should 
be  a  rial  fight  on  in  this  town  and  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union, 
known  by  every  member  here  as  the  recog- 
nized organization  to  represent  the  men  and 
women  in  so  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is 
concerned,  were  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
matter,  they  would  be  recognized  as  the  regu- 
lar organization  of  labor  in  this  city.  Mem- 
I"  rs  of  the  labor  movement  feel  that  you 
should  belong  to  the  regular,  buna  fide  labor 
uization,  labor  movement,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  is  recognized  not 
only  by  this  government  but  by  the  national 
government  as  the  representative  labor  move- 
ment of  this  land.  What  do  we  find?  Dur- 
ing  the  past  war  who  was  the  man  whom  the 
President  of  the  United  States  called  upon? 
He  called  upon  the  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  to  try  and  make- 
it  possible  that  during  the  war  the  labor 
movement  should  get  along  with  the  govern- 
ment and  have  no  strikes,  if  possible,  so  as 
bo  see  if  we  couldn't  bring  victory  back  to 
this  country.  Did  he  send  to  any  seceding 
organization?  No,  because  they  are  in  the 
rank  minority.  When  it  comes  to  the  tele- 
phone operators  of  Boston,  I  have  an  honor 
and  a  distinction  in  that  connection.  The 
telephone  operators  during  my  regime  as 
president  of  the  Hoston  Central  Labor  Union 
were  organized  in  this  city,  and  I  take  per- 
sonal pride  in  having  contributed  my  mite 
to  help  organize  them  and  better  their  con- 
dition. Yesterday,  one  of  the  lickings  that 
I  received  on  the  floor  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  was  by  reason  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union 
at  that  time.  But  those  girls  are  going 
right,  They  will  have  a  convention  in 
October,  and  some  of  them  are  sitting  within 
hearing  of  my  voice.  They  are  not  starting 
a  seceding  organiaztion.  They  are  going  hack 
to  their  convention,  and  they  are  going  to 
light  for  what  belongs  to  tbem  in  the  or- 
ganization. And  that  is  the  spirit  to  show. 
Fight  on  the  inside,  not  on  the  outside.  I 
was  licked  yesterday  by  a  vote  of  51  to  42, 
on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair, 
and  I  am  going  to  take  my  licking.  I  am 
not  going  to  withdraw  as  a  delegate  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union.  I  think  I  was 
right  yesterday  in  my  stand,  but  I  am  going 
to  abide  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
Bostotf  Centra]  Labor  Union.  I  say,  if  they 
saw  the  thing  differently  from  the  way  I 
see  it,  I  abide  by  the  decision  and  bow  my 
head  to  authority.  I  don't  like  to  make  any 
personal  issue  of  the  thing  and  don't  want 
to  have  it  felt  that  there  is  any  personal 
issue.  Of  course,  I  may  be  a  little  bit  different 
from  somebody  else,  may  be  different  from  many 
people.  But  I  don't  know  whether  we  would 
have  city  government,  state  government, 
national  government,  if  we  didn't  have  labor 
organizations,  and  if  we  didn't  have  religion. 
If  those  were  both  taken  away  from  our 
community,  we  would  not  have  a  govern- 
ment of  any  kind.  They  all  have  their  place. 
The  church  has  its  place,  labor  has  his  place  ; 
and  I  claim  that,  in  so  far  as  the  individual 
is  concerned,  in  matters  of  humanitarian  leg- 
islation that  has  been  placed  on  the  statute 
books  of  our  nation,  state,  and  city,  no  or- 
ganization, church  or  civic,  has  stood  more 
advance  in  the  forward  ranks  than  labor. 
If  it  were  not  for  labor,  neither  the  govern- 
ment nor  the  church  could  stand.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  when 
they  are  called  parasites,  not  as  individuals 
but  as  &  collective  body,  I  resent  it,  and  I 
feel  that  the  man  who  made  the  remark 
would  show  himself  to  be  a  far  bigger  man 
if  he  would  rise  in  his  place  and  ask  that 
that  statement  be  stricken  from  the  records. 
As  I  stated  in  my  first  remarks,  if  there  was 
any  individual  concerned  I  would  not  rise : 
but  when  he  says  that  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union  are  parasites  I  have  to  defend 
myself  and  my  co-delegates  publicly.  Those 
men  and  women,  in  my  opinion,  are  honorable, 
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are  straightforward,  and  have  a  right  to  their 
opinion  on  everything  that  is  taken  up  here, 
if  they  are  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston.

I 
am  speaking  not  from  personal  interest,  hut 
from  the  standpoint  of  my  affiliations  with 
labor,  my  affiliations  with  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union,  for  whose  members,  individual- 
ly and  collectively,  comprising  the  make-up 
of  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union,  I  have 
only  the  highest  regard. 


Chairman  HAGAN  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  Moriarty's  motion  that  tne  communi- 
cation and  resolutions  from  the  Boston  Cen- 
tral Labor  Union  be  printed  in  the  City 
Council  minutes  in  full  was  carried,  Chair- 
man Hagan  statina  that  he  wished  to  be 
recorded    in    opposition.

Gentlemen, — The  development  of  twilight 
baseball  games  throughout  the  city,  resulting, 
in  a  large  measure,  from  the  adoption  of  day- 
light saving  law,  provide  an  opportunity  for 
healthful  outdoor  recreation  not  only  to  the 
players,  but  to  the  spectators  that  is  worthy  of 
encouragement..

FLUSHING   OF  STREETS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the  advisability, 
and  if  possible  of  accomplishment,  the  City 
Council  request  him  to  have  the  streets  of 
Boston  thoroughly  flushed  by  the  high  pres- 
sure service  where  available,  and  by  hydrant 
service  wherever  possible,  for  the  purpose  of 
cleaning  the  streets  as  best  we  can  as  a 
preventative  to  sickness,  and  particularly  in 
the   congested   sections   of   the   city. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  in  offering 
this  order  I  wish  to  state  that  we  all  know 
what  the  condition  of  the  streets  have  been. 
The  rain  and  the  sunshine  have  helped  out 
some,  but  the  rain  and  the  sunshine  are  not 
going  to  be  sufficient  unto  themselves  unless 
we  co-operate  as  best  we  can.  The  thought 
came  to  me  that  in  the  thickly  congested 
districts  of  the  city  where  reluse  ami  gar- 
bage and  other  things  have  been  thrown  into 
the  streets  during  the  winter  months  because 
of  the  inability  of  the  residents  to  have 
them  removed  from  their  homes,  that  those 
streets  are  in  more  or  less  bad  condition  and 
it  is  going  to  be  a  great  cause  for  sickness 
unless  something  is  done.  Our  hospitals  are 
filled  to  capacity,  our  homes  all  have  more 
or  less  of  the  inmates  ill,  and  I  think  every 
effort  should  be  made  and  even  heroic  meas- 
ures used,  if  we  can,  by  the  flushing  of 
the  streets  to  remove  the  debris,  remove 
garbage,  remove  all  the  offensive  accumula- 
tions of  the  winter  months  as  speedily  as 
possible.  I  believe  this  can  be  accomplished 
by  the  utilization  of  the  high  pressure  serv- 
ice wherever  available,  and  by  the  use  of 
hydrant  service  where  the  high  pressure  serv- 
ice is  not  available.  I  therefore  move  sus- 
pension   of    the    rules. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


PLACING     OF     SCRUB     WOMEN     UNDER 
CIVIL     SERVICE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  urgently  requested  to 
confer  with  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
and  urge  them  to  have  the  twenty-one  women 
now  employed  as  scrubwomen  in  the  Public 
Library  placed  under  the  civil  service  rules, 
so  that  these  women  city  employees  may  en- 
joy the  same  privileges  as  to  pensions,  holi- 
days and  vacations  now  given  to  other  women 
employed    by    the    city    at   similar    work. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  came 
to  my  attention  through  a  newspaper  edi- 
torial that  led  me  to  believe,  if  they  are 
right  in  their  conclusions,  that  certain  city 
employees,  the  scrub  women  of  the  Public 
Library,    are    not    receiving    the    same    degree 
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of  consideration  from  the  city  as  are  other 
women  employed  in  other  departments  of  the 
city.  Now,  that  is  unfair,  if  such  is  the  case, 
and  it  is  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Mayor,  asking  him  to  bring  it  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Public  Library  Trustees,  that  this 
order  is  offered,  so  that  this  evil  can  be  reme- 
died. The  scrub  women  in  the  Public  Library 
should  receive  the  same  consideration  from 
the  city,  should  come  under  the  provisions 
of  the  pension,  weekly  vacation  without  loss 
of  pay,  and  other  considerations  that  are 
received  by  the  women  employees  of  the 
city.  If  that  is  denied  them  now,  it  is  un- 
fair. Perhaps  it  is  unintentional,  perhaps  it 
is  nothing  but  thoughtlessness  or  careless- 
ness, but  it  has  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion through  this  newspaper  editorial  and  I 
hasten  to  do  what  I  can  individually  to  remedy 
this   evil,   if   it  exists. 

Coun.     MORIARTY— Mr.     President,     I     will 
say    I    took    this    up    with    the    trustees    at   the 


budget  hearing  for  three  years  in  regaru  lo 
these  women,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  with 
the  change  of  makeup  of  the  trustees  that 
at  their  last  meeting  they  did  take  it  up, 
and  they  are  going  to  recognize  that  some 
of  the  women  have  been  in  the  employ  for 
twenty-five  years,  and  they  are  going  to  put 
them  on   as   regular  employees. 

The   rule   was   suspended   and   the   order   was 
passed.

RESTORATION   OF   FANEUIL   HALL. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  27,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  restoration  of  Faneuil  Hall 
has  been  an  acute  problem  avoided  by  every  ad- 
ministration for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  institution  is  a  historical  landmark  which 
we,  as  custodians,  should  protect  and  preserve. 
In  1917,  $68,000  was  provided  and  architects  of 
the  firm  of  Cram  &  Ferguson  were  selected  to  re- 
store Faneuil  Hall  to  colonial  lines. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  succeeding  administration 
it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  restoration,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
work  for  which  the  fund  was  created  four  years 
ago  was  never  done.  During  a  portion  of  these 
four  years,  due  to  the  failure  to  properly  heat  the 
building,  priceless  works  of  art  were  injured  and 
the  interior  of  the  structure  suffered. 

The  architects  estimate  that  the  probable  cost 
of  restoration  of  Faneuil  Hall,  with  fire  curtains 
and  fireproofing  sufficient  to  protect  it  even  in  the 
event  of  conflagration  in  that  section  of  the  city, 
will  represent  an  approximate  cost  of  $20u,000, 
and  I  believe  it  the  duty  of  the  city  to  provide  this 
money. 

At  present  there  is  some  $65,000  available,  and 
I  accordingly  recommend  adoption  of  the  ac- 
companying order.

FLUSHING  OF  STREETS. 
The  following  was  received :

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  communi- 
cation from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  the  same  being  a  reply  to  the  order 
passed  by  your  honorable  body  on  March  26, 
1928,  relative  to  having  the  streets  of  the 
city  flushed  by  the  high  pressure  service.

To  the   Honorable  the  Mayor : 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  March  31,  inclos- 
ing order  of  the  City  Council,  dated  March  26, 
that  your  Honor  be  requested  to  have  the 
streets  of  Boston  thoroughly  flushed  by  the 
hitfh  pressure  service  where  available,  for  the 
Pin  pose  of  cleaning  the  streets,  etc.,  in  con- 
nection with  which  you  desire  a  report  from 
this   office,   the  following   is  submitted: 

Your  Honor,  two  weeks  ago,  requested  the 
writer  to  flush  the  streets,  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Fire  Department  for 
co-operation  in  this  respect  ;  but  there  is  no 
from  flushing  streets  at  a  temperature 
lulow  -15  degrees,  which  has  not  been  avail- 
able recently.  The  domestic  service  hydrants 
were  to  be  utilized,  in  addition  to  our  flushing 
trucks   and   wagons,    to   accomplish   this    result. 

High  pressure  hydrants  should  never  be  util- 
ized for  this  purpose.  The  service  is  prac- 
tically entirely  in  the  business  district,  and  its 
exclusive  use  for  fire  purposes  is  an  estab- 
lished  policy. 

We  have  been  engaged,  for  the  past  ten 
days,  with  all  the  force  available,  in  digging 
out  the  accumulated  snow,  ice  and  dirt  in  the 
various  streets  of  the  congested  districts  so  as 
to   get   conditions   suitable   for  flushing. 

It  is  customary  for  the  street  flushing  to 
start  on  the  15th  of  April,  and  a  contract  has 
been  advertised  to  provide  three  trucks  for 
such  purpose  at  that  time.  The  department, 
last  year,  purchased  three  flushing  trucks 
which  are  available  at  present,  and  in  the 
budget  for  this  year  provision  has  been  made 
for  three  more  flushing  trucks  of  similar  type 
but  of  greater  capacity,  all  six  of  which  will 
be  available  at  all  times  during  the  year  to 
flush  the  streets  in  a  much  more  economical 
manner  than  by  hose  lines.  Previous  to  your 
Honor's  previous  administration  the  city  pos- 
sessed no  motor  flushing  trucks,  now  consid- 
ered so  essential  for  the  proper  cleaning  of 
the  streets.

GEORGE   R.   WHITE   HEALTH   UNIT. 

At  this  point  the  Mayor.  Hon.  James  M. 
Curley.  entered  the  chamber  and  addressed 
the    City    Council    as    follows  : 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman  and  gen- 
tlemen. I  take  this  opportunity  to  say  just 
a  word  to  the  members  of  the  Council  with 
reference    to   determination    of    a   site   for    the 


first  of  the  George  R:  White  health  fund 
units  in  Boston.  The  George  R.  White  Fund 
trustees  have  been  interested,  with  reference 
to  a  health  unit  in  the  North  End,  in  two 
particular  things,  first,  to  secure  such  a  lo- 
cation as  might  be  most  accessible  in  the 
North  End,  and  second,  to  secure  the  loca- 
tion, if  possible,  without  being  required  to 
expend  any  portion  of  the  income  of  the 
fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  The  com- 
pletion of  Police  Station  8  made  possible 
the  abandonment  of  the  old  police  station 
site  and  building  on  Commercial  street  which, 
because  of  the  fact  that  there  is  light  on 
all  four  sides,  seemed  to  afford  a  rather  at- 
tractive site  for  a  health  unit  and  in  addi- 
tion it  would  make  unnecessary  the  expendi- 
ture of  any  money  for  the  acquirement  of 
the  site  itself.  The  matter  has  been  under 
consideration  and  the  site  has  been  discussed 
for  a  period  of  perhaps  seven  or  eight  months. 
No  objection  was  raised  until  some  four 
weeks  ago.  In  fact,  objection  was  not  raised  . 
until  after  the  contract  had  been  awarded. 
The  architect  spent  some  three  months  on 
plans,  the  advertising  consumed  about  four 
weeks,  and  after  the  contract  was  awarded 
a  protest  was  received  against  the  site.  Ex- 
amination disclosed  the  fact — astonishing  to 
me,  and  probably  equally  so  to  every  member 
of  the  Council — that  the  residential  section  in 
the  North  End  is  less  than  half  a  mile  in 
length  and  covers  an  area  of  less  than  a  quar- 
ter of  a  square  mile.  So,  in  whatever  portion 
of  the  North  End  the  unit  might  be  located, 
it  would  still  be  accessible.  It  has  been 
pointed  out  that  there  is  possible  danger  to 
mothers  and  children  in  crossing  Hanover 
street,  an  extremely  busy  thoroughfare,  and  I 
believe  that  that  objection  is  very  well  taken. 
Last  evening  I  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  din- 
ner with  Mrs.  Bradbury,  the  sister  of  George 
R.  White,  and  discussing  the  entire  situation 
with  her.  It  was  her  opinion  that  some  other 
site  more  accessible  to  the  mothers  and  chil- 
dren of  the  North  End  might  be  determined 
upon,  and  I  assured  her  that,  regardless  of 
where  the  site  might  be  and  regardless  of 
cost,  so  far  as  I  personally  was  concerned, 
\*  was  my  desire  to  meet  her  wishes  and 
the  wishes  of  the  people  interested  in  serving 
the  district,  and  the  wishes  of  those  living 
in  the  North  End.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  a  visit  to  the  North  End  by  Mrs.  Brad- 
bury today  with  the  manager  of  the  George 
R.  White  Fund.  Mr.  Phelan.  They  spent 
two  hours  going  over  the  North  End  section 
of  the  city,  and  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mrs. 
Bradbury  was  that  the  North  End  site  de- 
termined upon  by  the  George  R.  White  Fund 
committee  or  trustees  was  not  a  suitable  site 
for  the  location  of  the  health  unit.  I  con- 
fess personally  that  I  think  there  is  every 
indication  that  within  five  years,  possibly 
ten  years,  at  the  outside,  that  entire  section 
of  Boston,  extending  to  the  center  of  Hano- 
ver street,  will  probably  be  taken  over  by 
business.  The  encroachments  of  business 
along  North  street  today  already  extend  as  far 
as  North  square,  on  one  side,  and  on  both 
sides  of  Hanover  street  the  first  floors  at  least 
have  been  turned  over  to  business.  In  all 
probability  within  ten  years  there  will  be  no 
places  of  habitation  on  the  southern  side  of 
Hanover  street.  So  I  believe  the  objection 
was  well  taken.  The  health  workers,  good 
men  and  women  who  have  given  up  many 
years  of  their  lives,  many  useful  hours  that 
they  might  have  devoted  to  more  attractive 
pursuits,  in  administering  to  the  needy  of  that 
section  of  the  city,  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  unit  should  be  located  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  congested  area  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Salem  street.  Prince  street,  that 
section,  an,  I  to  this  view  I  subscribe.  I  be- 
lieve it  might  represent  an  additional  expense 
of  perhaps  $50,000  to  S100.000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  site,  but  if  that  expenditure  were 
made,  resulting  in  the  removal  of  some  of 
the  unwholesome  tenement  property  that  still 
remains  there.  I  don't  believe  it  would  be 
an  unwise  investment.  The  entire  matter 
will  he  given  consideration.  The  views  of 
those  best  informed,  the  health   workers   in  the 
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district,  will  be  considered  as  to  what  would 
be  the  most  available  place  for  the  site.  Those 
who  should  know  most  about  the  matter  will 
be  consulted  and  their  views  will  be  considered, 
and  1  believe  that  by  next  Monday  we  will 
be  in  a  position  to  come  here  and  submit 
a  proposal  for  devoting  such  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  to  providing  a  site  that  will  be 
more  accessible  and  one  in  which  the  interest 
of  the  entire  people  of  the  North  End  sec- 
tion of  Boston  will  be  considered.  I  do  not 
feel,  however,  in  justice  to  my  associates  on 
the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  that  I  should  permit 
this  occasion  to  pass  without  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  the  trustees  have  a  profound 
appreciation  of  the  great  faith  reposed  in 
our  system  of  government  by  George  R. 
White,  a  faith  greater  than  was  ever  reposed 
in  any  municipal  government,  in  my  opinion, 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  This  great  bene- 
faction, representing  a  total  valuation  in 
excess  of  five  million  dollars,  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  a  board  of  trustees  consisting 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  President  of  the 
City  Council,  the  City  Auditor,  the  President  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  President 
of  the  Bar  Association.  It  was  an  unusual  ex- 
hibition of  confidence  in  our  form  of  govern- 
ment. We  believe  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  to 
see  that  every  provision  of  the  trust,  every 
wish  of  the  beneficiary  in  making  it,  are 
religiously  protected.  That  was  the  thought 
we  had  in  mind  when  we  considered  the  Station 
8  site,  protecting  the  income  of  the  fund  and 
making  possible  a  larger  measure  of  useful- 
ness through  the  saving  that  would  be  ef- 
fected by  the  taking  over  of  property  for  the 
establishment  of  the  health  unit,  for  which 
no  money  would  have  to  be  paid.  It  was  felt 
that  such  action  would  make  available  the 
money  that  would  otherwise  have  to  be  paid 
for  a  possible  site.  However,  the  wisdom  of 
those  best  informed  prevails,  and  I  think  it 
is  sound  judgment.  I  think  on  next  Monday 
we  will  be  prepared  to  come  in  here  with 
a  recommendation  that  you  will  be  justified  in 
accepting.  I  thank  you,  and  I  will  be 
pleased  to  answer  any  questions  anyone  may 
see   fit   to  ask.      (Applause.) 

Chairman  HAGAN — I  think  this  decision 
of  yours  regarding  the  health  unit  site  is  a 
very  wise  one.  I  believe  the  people  of  the 
district  are  very  much  opposed  to  the  selec- 
tion of  the  site  that  was  proposed,  as  mani- 
fested by  a  petition  handed  me  today  from 
a  thousand  residents  of  the  district,  including 
twenty-seven  physicians.  I  think  your  de- 
cision is  going  to  meet  with  the  entire  ap- 
proval of  those  people,  and  I  am  sure  the 
good  women  of  the  district,  working  down 
.there  as  they  are  for  the  welfare  of  the  peo- 
ple, will  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  the 
George  R.  White  trustees  at  any  and  all  times 
in   the   matter 

Mayor  CURLEY— Thank  you. 

(Mayor    Curley     retired    from    the    chamber 
at   this    point.) 


APPROPRIATION  BILL. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  9,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  bud- 
get for  the  year  1923-24  in  full  segregated 
form  in  substitution  for  the  budget  submit- 
ted on   February   24,   1923. 

The  increases  in  the  appropriations  for  Fire 
Department,     Police    Department    and     Public 


Works    Department,    while    exceedingly    large, 
are  imperatively  necessary. 

The  Fire  Department  today  is  85  per  cent 
motorized.  Complete  motorization,  in  my 
opinion,  is  necessary  before  the  two-platoon 
system  becomes  operative  and  to  completely 
motorize  the  department  this  year  requires 
an  expenditure  of  $300,000. 

The  increase  in  motor  vehicles,  with  the  cor- 
responding increase  in  accidents  and  deaths, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
makes  necessary  the  addition  of  at  least  fifty 
men  to  the  Police  Department  to  serve  largely 
as   traffic   officers. 

The    adoption    of    the    City    of    Boston    Em- 
ees    Retirement    Act,    which    became    oper- 
ative    upon     February     of     the     current     year, 
made    necessary    the    organization    of   the    Pen- 
Bureau    fur   which   provision    in    the    bud- 
get   is,   this   year,   for   the   first   time   necessary. 

The  establishment  of  the  Boston  Conserva- 
tion Bureau,  designed  to  conserve  public 
health,  limb  and  life,  is  recognized  as  a  most 
useful  and  necessary  departure  and  an  appro- 
priation   is    recommended   for   its    maintenance. 

Conditions  such  as  obtained  during  the 
past  winter,  injurious  to  business  and  the  trav- 
eling public  due  to  excessive  snowfall  and  lack 
of  proper  equipment  for  the  removal  of  the 
same,  should  not,  so  far  as  the  latter  element 
is  concerned,   be   permitted  to  again   occur. 

To  guard  against  this  contingency  the  sum 
of  $200,000  is  recommended  for  the  purchase 
of  equipment  for  snow  removal  and  other  me- 
chanical requirements  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment. 

The  substitution  of  motor  vehicles  for  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  in  the  Fire  Department  has 
been  conducted  with  such  expedition  that  in  a 
majority  of  the  fire  stations  and  police  patrol 
stations  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  building  laws, 
the  result  being  that  gasolene  propelled  appa- 
ratus is  located  in  buildings  that  are  unsuited 
for   motor   vehicles. 

To  lei.Kily  this  condition  and  place  the 
quarters  of  the  firemen  throughout  the  city  in 
a  condition  which  will  make  it  possible  without 
undue  delay  before  the  expenditure  and  instal- 
lation of  the  two-platoon  system  in  1924,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  expend  at  least  some 
$350,000  for   improvement  of  quarters. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for 
an  increase  of  $200,000  in  the  amount  of  the 
annual  appropriation  for  street  construction 
and  repair.  While  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  make  this  meagre  addition  to  the  sum  an- 
nually set  aside  for  street  construction  and 
repair,  it  is  in  no  way  commensurate  with 
the  requirements  of  the  street  program  that 
should  be  adopted  for  the  benefit  of  the  city 
and  its  people.  The  present  street  area  of 
Boston  is  in  excess  of  some  680  miles,  nearly 
two  thirds  of  which  mileage  is  unsuited  for 
motor  vehicle  traffic.  The  present  cost  of  con- 
struction would  make  necessary  the  expendi- 
ture of  some  $6,000,000  to  place  the  streets  of 
Boston  in  suitable  condition  and  unless  aid  is 
received  through  the  adoption  of  tne  gasolene 
tax  and  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
same,  it  will  be  necessary  at  some  time  in  1he 
immediate  future,  either  for  the  present  or 
some  succeeding  administration,  to  recom- 
mend and  make  available  a  sum  at  least  three 
times  as  great  as  is  now  annually  expended 
in  order  to  provide  for  present  needs  in  the 
matter    of   public   highways. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  budget  receive  early 
consideration  by  your  honorable  body,  and  I 
respectfully    recommend    adoption.

debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking  fund,  the  re- 
spective sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables 
and  schedules  herinafter  set  out  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to 
the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488 
of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or 
amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and 
debt  requirements  for  loans  issued  for  water 
purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works 
and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  that 
the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be 
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met  by  the  department  income  and  excess  over 
income  from  taxes  ;  that  the  appropriation  for 
City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  of  the  pub- 
lication and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes ;  that  the  appropriations  hereinafter 
specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining 
in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on 
January  31,  1923,  exclusive  of  the  money 
raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  re- 
quirements of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  spe- 
cial appropriation,  and  by  the  income  of  the 
financial  year,  beginning  February  1,  1923, 
and  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $29,080,429.22,  and 
that  said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which 
form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but 
shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work 
done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any 
other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  per- 
son or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of 
Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and 
that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropria- 
tion be  expnded  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  city  and  all  taxes  as- 
sessed for  meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the 
state  tax  of  the  year  1923,  or  any  other  taxes 
or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth, 
be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1923  ;  that  interest  shall  be  charged 
on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  first 
day  of  November,  1923,  in  accordance,  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  460  of  the  Acts  of  1920, 
until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed  upon 
share  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1923,  until 
paid,  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have  be- 
come due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be 
part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation 
for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by 
additional  appropriations  or  by  transfers  law- 
fully made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any 
department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items 
designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  here- 
inafter set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose 
or  item  ;  and  except  as  aforesaid,  no  salaries  or 
wages  shall  he  paid  in  excess  of  the  rates  speci- 
fied in  said  tables  and  schedules.  "

BOSTON  TAXI   CAB  RATE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Police  Commissioner  be  respectfully  requested 
to  appear  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
present  high  taxi  rate  in  Boston  as  compared 
with  other  cities. 

Coun.  HAGAN — At  the  meeting  last  Monday 
I  presented  an  order  asking  for  some  in- 
formation bearing  upon  the  high  rates  for 
taxi  service  in  Boston  compared  with  such 
service  in  other  cities  of  the  country,  par- 
ticularly New  York  and  Chicago.  At  the 
time  that  order  was  presented  I  had  no  idea 
that  I  was  going  to  start  a  tempest,  and  I 
am  sure  I  had  no  such  intention.  I  have 
been  asked  the  question  during  a  series  of 
years,     traveling     men     coming     through     this 


district  and  visiting  Boston,  and  I  have  been 
unable  to  answer  it.  So,  purely  out  of  curiosity, 
I  presented  the  order  asking  the  Police  Com- 
missioner to  give  us  that  information.  To 
my  surprise  I  have  been  informed  through 
the  advertising  columns  of  the  daily  papers 
that  I  have  made  an  attack  upon  the  taxi 
companies  of  Boston.  If  asking  a  simple, 
reasonable  question  from  the  proper  source 
of  information  is  making  an  attack  then  I 
have  done  so,  but  in  no  other  way  has  any 
attack  been  made  by  me,  because  I  did  not 
open  my  mouth  at  the  time  the  order  was 
presented.  It  was  passed  unanimously  by 
the  Council  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  without  any  debate.  Of  course,  I  appre- 
ciate the  shrewd  business  judgment  of  the 
president  of  a  taxicab  company  who  wants 
to  say  something  favorable  to  his  company 
as  against  others.  I  take  no  exception  to 
that,  but  I  do  take  exception  to  the  charge 
that  I  made  an  attack  in  public  on  the  taxi 
companies.  I  have  made  no  such  attack  and 
I  am  not  going  to  do  so  now.  There  is  no 
occasion  for  it.  What  I  am  going  to  do,  Mr. 
Chairman,  is  to  focus  the  limelight  of  pub- 
licity on  conditions  in  Boston  in  comparison 
with  other  large  muncipaJites,  in  the  Middle 
West  and  in  New  York.  It  has  been  astonish- 
ing to  find  how  many  business  people  of  Bos- 
ton, men  who  because  of  their  business  con- 
nections are  compelled  to  make  quick  transit 
from  one  point  to  another,  and  are  obliged 
to  call  upon  taxi  service,  as  shown  by  numer- 
ous letters  and  telephone  communications 
that  I  have  received,  are  bothered  by  this 
same  problem.  It  certainly  must  be  apparent 
that  it  is  one  of  grave  importance  to  the 
members  of  this  body,  representing  as  we 
do  the  citizens  of  the  entire  city.  In  a  news- 
paper article  which  appeared  in  one  of  the 
Boston  papers  a  price  list  was  submitted, 
comparing  the  prices  of  Boston  and  New 
York.  It  was  submitted  by  the  man  who 
wrote  the  letter  with  intent  to  deceive,  for 
it  was  an  unfair  list,  as  it  did  not  state 
all  the  facts.  I  have  answered  him  through 
the  columns  of  the  press,  where  I  saw  the 
communication,  and  by  a  personally  directed 
letter  to  him,  asking  him  to  let  me  know  why 
it  is  I  can  travel  from  the  Congress  Hotel 
in  Chicago  to  the  Colosseum,  a  distance 
equivalent  to  that  from  the  Parker  House  here 
to  Mechanics  Building,  for  30  cents,  whereas 
it  will  cost  me  70  or  80  cents  to  go  from  the 
Parker  House  to  Mechanics  Building,  more 
than  twice  as  much  money ;  and  if  I  went 
with  two  peop'e  from  the  Parker  House  to  Me- 
chanics Building  here,  the  price  would  be  20 
cents  extra  for  each  passenger,  whereas  five 
people  can  travel  in  the  taxicab  in  Chicago  for 
the  one  price,  30  cents.  There  is  no  extra 
charge  for  extra  passengers.  We  are  told  that 
the  price  is  only  ten  cents  here  in  Boston,  but 
I  ask  the  question,  "Why  is  it  that  the 
Checker  Company  of  Chicago  will  do  this 
work  for  30  cents,  while  for  a  similar  distance 
in  Boston  it  costs  more  than  twice  as  much 
money,  besides  having  to  pay  extra  for  ex- 
tra passengers  here  1"  In  New  York,  also, 
I  have  recently  traveled  from  Thirty-fourth 
street  to  Times  square,  twelve  blocks,  for 
40  cents,  and  I  could  perhaps  have  gone  half 
a  dozen  additional  blocks  for  the  same  price 
if  I  wanted  to.  That  I  don't  know.  How 
is  it  that  I  can  travel  twelve  blocks  in  New 
York,  with  one  passenger  or  five,  for  40 
cents,  while  to  travel  from  the  Adams  House 
here  in  Boston  just  a  short  distance,  up  to 
a  store  of  mine  that  I  have  to  visit  every 
night,  this  side  of  Dover  street,  it  costs  me 
50  cents  ?  You  know  what  a  short  distance 
the  Adams  House  is  from  a  point  this  side 
of  Dover  street.  I  had  a  friend  with  me 
last  Saturday  night.  I  was  making  my 
nightly  visit  up  there  to  my  store,  and  I 
said  to  him,  "Jump  in."  He  got  into  the 
car.  He  was  simply  going  up  to  the  Boyl- 
ston  Street  Subway  entrance,  half  a  block 
from  the  Adams  House.  I  didn't  know  that 
the  driver  would  charge  me  anything  for 
that,  thought  he  knew  me  and  that  he  would 
be    willing    to      take       along      this    friend    of 
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mine,   but   I    had   to   pay   him   20    cents   extra 
because    that    man    got    into    the    car.      When 
we   got   up   near   Dover   street   the   charge   was 
70    cents.      In    New    York    you    can    travel    a 
mile    under    the    schedule    rate,    with    as    many 
passengers     as    you     want    to     pack     into     the 
car    or    as    can    get    in,    for    40    cents.       You 
can    travel   three   miles   for    a   dollar,    and   also 
take    as    many    passengers    as    you    wish.      It 
cost    me    today    to    come    from    Dorchester    to 
the    corner    of    Dover    and    Washington    street 
a     dollar,     and     the     distance     is     considerably 
less     than     two     miles.       Yet     they     have     the 
audacity    to    try    to    convince    the    public    that 
the    Boston    public '  are    not    paying    any    more 
money    for    taxicab    fares    than    they    are    pay- 
ing   in    other   cities.      They    take    that   position 
in   "ipite   of    the    positive   evidence   to   the    con- 
tra y.      It    was    simply    that    I    might    get   the 
information    presented    to    us    officially    that    I 
offered    the    order    that    I    did    last    week    and 
am    taking    this    action    today.      We    have   not 
heard   from   the    Police   Commissioner   in    reply 
to    the    order   of   last    week.      I    have    therefore 
presented    this    order    today,    asking    the    Po- 
lice   Commissioner    who    has    authority   in    this 
matter,    as    he    grants    the    licenses,    to    come 
in  here  and  give  us  some   information.     There 
may    be    some    good    reason    why    Boston    has 
to    pay   more    for    taxicab    rates    than    is    paid 
in   other   places.      I    dont   think,   however,    that 
the    men    driving    the    ears    are    getting    more 
money   than    they    are   getting    in    Chicago    and 
the   other   cities,   and   I   know   that  the   taxicab 
companies     in     New     York     and     Chicago     are 
making  more  money   than   our  local   companies 
here,    because    they    are    going    after    volumes 
of  business  and  are  getting  it.     You  can  jump 
into    a    cab    in    New    York    or    Chicago    with 
two    or    three    friends,    and    go    from    point    to 
point    about    as    cheaply    as    you    can    take    a 
trolley,     in     going     short     distances.       I     think 
the    taxicab    people    of     Boston     are    standing 
in    their    own    light.      They    do    not    seem    to 
realize    that    they    can    get    a    good    income    if 
they    will    not    charge    excessive    rates.      They 
talk    a    good    deal    about    volume    of    business, 
but   they    don't     know     the     meaning   of      the 
phrase.       Volume    of    business    means    getting 
business  by   charging  low  prices   to  the  public. 
and    by    going    at    it    in    that    way    they    can 
make    more   money    than    they    do    now.      Since 
I    have    started   looking   into    this    matter    it    is 
astonishing     how    many    ramifications    I     have 
found    to    it.      I    found,    for    example,    what   I 
did    not    know    at    last    week's    meeting,    that 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  for  some  time 
been    looking    into    this    matter,    gathering    in- 
formation  from   different  cities.     I   asked  them 
if    they    would    let   me    have    the    data   for    my 
information,    and    I    hope    by    next   Monday    to 
have    some    definite,    authentic    information    in 
regard    to    prices    charged    in    other    parts    of 
the   country.     In   the  meantime  I   am   informed 
that    taxicab    companies    in    other    places    want 
to   come   to  Boston,    want   to   do   business   here. 
I    dont   see   why   there   should   be   any   objection 
to    that.      Competition    is    the   life  of   trade.      I 
would     like     to    find    out    what    other    taxicab 
companies,     legitimate     concerns,     properly     fi- 
nanced,   are    willing    to    come    here    with    cars, 
which    they    can    run    at   a    business    profit   and 
still    sive    to   the   Boston    public    a    rate   as    low 
as    that    charged    in    New    York,    Chicago    and 
other    places.      I    am    sure    that    I    personally 
would    welcome    that    sort    of    competition    for 
the    betterment    and    benefit     of    the    city.       I 
want    to    ask     the     Police     Commissioner    that 
question— whether    there    is    any    objection    to 
such    companies    coming    in?      While    I    don't 
know    personally      of      such    other    companies 
which    wish    to    come    in   here   and    do   busness 
1     believe    from    the    information    I    have    re- 
ceived   since    the    last    meeting    that    there    are 
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I    maintain    concerning    the    order    offered    by 
the  councilor  opposite,   but  the   thought  struck 
me    during    his    remarks,    what    are    we    going 
to    do    with    the    trucks    if    they    are   taken    off 
of   Washington,  Tremont   and   Boylston  streets, 
between    the    hours    mentioned    by    him  ?     The 
trucking   business   is    a   legitimate   business,    as 
legitimate  as  business  done  in  a  store,  and  the 
truck  men,  of  course,  are  entitled  to  the  same 
consideration.     I   believe  they   will   get   it.     The 
order   as    read    appears    to   be    harmless,    but    I 
don't  want  to   be  put  in   the  position  of  voting 
for    an    order    asking   some    one    else    to    do    or 
to   consider   something   which    is  claimed   to    be 
an     improvement,     without    at    least    believing' 
that   it   is    possible    to   bring   about   the   change 
and    without    having    good   grounds    for    think- 
ing   that    it    will    be    an    improvement.     I    am 
rather    sceptical    about   the    advisability   of    re- 
moving   trucks    from    the    street    between    the 
points      mentioned,      between      certain      hours. 
This    asks    for    a    consideration    of    the    advisa- 
bility of  prohibiting  trucking.     What  is  meant 
by    trucking?     I    don't    know    what    the    mem- 
ber  may    have    in   mind.      This   would   prohibit 
anything    but    a    vehicle    to    carry    passengers 
operating    between     Adams    square    and    Milk 
street  between  certain  hours.     That  would  pro- 
hibit  newspaper  trucks  or  teams  from  deliver- 
ing   between    particular    points    during    certain 
hours.     I    dont  know   that   I    would   favor   that. 
It    is    a    thing    I     would    want    to    look    into. 
Secondly,   where  can   they   go  to  ?     There  is  no 
highway     in    Boston     where     there     is     greater 
congestion   of   traffic   than   on   Atlantic   avenue, 
where  necessarily   those  coming  from  that  side 
of    the    city    must    turn    to.     The    same    thing 
is  true  of  Charles  street   and   Causeway  street. 
Causeway   street   now    takes   traffic    that   comes 
down    through    Tremont   street.     It    has    to    go 
in  that  direction.     But  if  everything   is   turned 
away    from    Washington    street    and    Tremont 
street,    you    will   be    driving    very    heavy   traffic 
into    Causeway    street    and    Charles    street    at 
one   time.     I    don't   feel   that   I    can   favor   this 
order   without    first   ascertaining   whether   it   is 
a  practical  proposition.      The   trucking  industry, 
according  to  the  papers,  is  already  being  legis- 
lated almost  out  of  business       It  is  being  com- 
pelled   to    pay    a    greater    sum    for    gasolene, 
and   I    understand    that    the    trucks    are    going 
to    be    charged    a    heavy    fee    or    tax    on    ton- 
nage   basis.     So,    while    we    are    limiting    them 
on    the    one    side,    we    are    adding    burdens    to 
them    on    the    other.     We    at    least    ought    to 
consider  both  sides   of  the   question.     By  prop- 
erly   treating    the    trucking    interests,    by    the 
way,  we  will  benefit  the  retail  stores,   and  any 
burden  we  may  attempt  to  put  on  them  in  the 
way  of  regulation  will  lay  an  additional  burden 
on   the   merchants   of   Boston,   just   as  much   as 
on  the  men  who  own  the  trucks.     I  would  like 
to   go   rather   carefully   on   this   proposition.      I 
don't  want   to   be    put    in    the    position   of   not 
wanting  to  do  something  to  relieve  congestion, 
and  that  is  not  and  has  not  been  my  attitude. 
I   can    point   to  my   position    in    attempting   to 
bring  about  speedy   action   on   the  widening   of 
Charles    street   which   shows   that   I   have  some 
interest  in  impioving  traffic  conditions  in  Bos- 
ton.    I   have  voted  all  along  the  line  for  every 
order  and   loan   bill   that   called   for  the  widen- 
ing   of    streets    and    the    removing    of    conges- 
tion  in  the  way  of  traffic.     But  we  should  not 
compare    Boston    to    New    York.     There    is    no 
comparison   whatever.     We   have   here   about   a 
mile   and  a  half,  I   believe,   from   Charles   river 
to    the    waterfront,    between    the    points    men- 
.  tioned   in   the   gentleman's   order,   and  we  have 
in   that   zone   I    have   mentioned    Atlantic    ave- 
nue,   Washington    street    and    Tremont    street, 
the  only  three  arteries   going   north  and  south, 
business  thoroughfares.     New  York  has  streets 
running    parallel,     radial    highways,     in     great 
number,   from   Avenue   A   to    12th    avenue.     Of 
course,    I    don't    know    New    York    as    well    as 
the   councilor   opposite    (Coun     Hagan).     I    go 
there  only  occasionally,    while    he  goes  frequent- 
ly, and  when  I  am  going  around  there  I  either 
walk   or  use   the   five-cent  fare.     I   have  found 
out   from    the    gentleman    how    to    get   a   little 
the    best     of    the    transportation     problem    by 
having   five   people   ride   in    a   taxi   for   thirty 


cents,  and  perhaps  I  can  try  that  out  some- 
time. He  has  put  me  wise  to  something  which 
I  may  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  later. 
But,  in  all  seriousness,  I  cannot  vote  for  this 
order  at  the  present  time.  I  am  against  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  because  it  is  a  very 
big  proposition.  I  was  willing  to  vote  for  the 
gentleman's  taxi  order,  because  it  is  a  matter 
that  does  not  call  for  as  great  care  in  hand- 
ling as  this  matter.  This  is  something  that 
may  do  a  great  injustice  and,  therefore,  I 
would  like  to  have  it  referred  to  some  com- 
mittee. Let  us  find  out  whether  this  is  a 
proper  and  logical  thing  to  do,  and  if  it  is 
we  can  vote  for  it.  But  let  us  not  act  hur- 
riedly. 1  do  want  information  before  I  can 
vote  for  it.  I  would  therefore  like  to  have 
it  referred  to  a  committee  for  consideration. 
Coun  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
Coun.  Watson  that  we  should  not  suspend  the 
rule  at  this  time  on  an  order  of  this  kind. 
1  think  there  is  a  great  deal  of  truth  in 
what  Coun.  Watson  has  said  ;  and  I  also  feel, 
if  we  are  going  to  investigate  this  matter 
through  the  Street  Commission,  that  we  should 
investigate  the  pleasure  cars.  Pleasure  cars 
are  the  ones  which  have  most  to  do  with  the 
blocking  of  traffic  downtown,  and  most  of  the 
pleasure  cars  are  from  outside  of  Boston. 
Only  last  week  I  was  walking  up  Common- 
wealth avenue,  and  from  Gloucester  street  to 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  beyond,  for  several 
blocks,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  there 
was  a  steady,  solid  line  of  cars  filling  the 
avenue,  evidently  mostly  out-of-town  cars, 
many  of  them  going  toward  Cambridge. 
Those  cars  come  in  town  every  day,  people 
use  them  to  go  shopping,  and  they  are  filling 
up  the,  streets.  I  certainly  think  if  the 
Street  Commissioners  are  going  to  take  ac- 
tion in  this  matter  they  must  keep  the  pleasure 
cars  west  of  Charles  street.  There  will  then 
be  a  chance  for  the  business  cars  to  do  some 
business  and  not  block  traffic.  I  believe  the 
pleasure  cars  are  the  ones  causing  the  con- 
gestion. I  believe  there  is  at  least  three  times 
as  much  trouble  from  the  pleasure  cars  on 
Charles,  Boylston  and  Tremont  streets  as  there 
is   from    the    trucks    in    those    hours. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  stated  in 
my  remarks  that  I  would  ask  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  provided  there  was  no 
objection.  I  am  perfectly  wiljing  to  have 
the  order  referred  to  some  committee.  I 
simply  wish  to  have  earnest  consideration 
given  to  it.  I  simply  wish  to  have!  the 
Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  requested  to  give  their  most  urgent 
consideration  to  the  advisability  of  prohibit- 
ing all  trucks  the  use  of  these  streets  in 
Boston  between  certain  points  at  certain 
hours.  We  would  be  led  to  believe  that  the 
best  results  are  going  to  be  obtained  by  doing 
nothing  or  going  on  just  as  we  are.  That 
thought  does  not  appeal  to  me  at  all.  I  think 
we  ought  to  do  something,  and  this  is  the 
something.  Perhaps  it  is  not  the  wisest  solu- 
tion. I  would  not  want  the  gentleman  oppo- 
site to  think  for  a  moment  that  I  am  here 
trying  to  impede  or  throw  any  obstruction 
in  the  way  of  successful  operation  of  busi- 
ness in  Boston.  Merchants  can  get  their  mer- 
chandise up  to  until  ten  or  eleven  o'clock 
in  the  morning  and  after  five  o'clock  at  night. 
It  can  be  done  when  they  make  up  their 
minds  that  it  must  be  done.  I  simply  think 
some  serious  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  matter.  I  don't  care  to  be  an  alarmist, 
but  we  are  getting  to  a  point  where  we  are 
having  many  bad  automobile  accidents  in  Bos- 
ton to  adults  and  children.  The  accidents  re- 
corded with  the  registrar,  as  can  be  found  at 
the  State  House,  are  such  as  to  attract  out- 
most urgent  attention.  If  we  should  take 
the  so-called  pleasure  cars  or  passenger  cars 
and  treat  them  as  suggested  by  Coun.  Lane, 
that  might  be  one  solution,  but  it  would  ap- 
pear to  be  at  first  blush  as  if  we  were  simply 
saying  to  the  people  who  live  outside  of  Bos- 
ton, "Stay  home,  we  don't  want  you.  You 
cannot  come  in  here  and  spend  any  money 
with  us."  Now,  the  people  who  come  here 
in   their   cars,   passenger   automobiles,   for   the 
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purpose  of  shopping,  going  to  the  theater  or 
other  things,  where  they  are  spending  money 
in  Boston,  are  helping  Boston  along  finan- 
cially to  that  extent,  no  matter  where  they 
live.  Surely  we  don't  want  to  prevent  that. 
I  certainly  don't  want  to  do  anything  that 
would  be  injurious  to  the  business  of  the 
truck  men.  But  I  do  want  to  do  something 
that  will  relieve  this  congestion,  and  sitting 
here  week  in  and  week  out  and  having  no 
solution  of  the  problem  proposed,  following 
a  do-nothing  policy,  is  not,  as  I  see  it,  the 
wise  <*vay  of  handling  the  problem.  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  have  it  referred  to  any  com- 
mittee for  every  possible  thought  and  consider- 
ation. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  say  anything,  but  the  councilor 
who  last  spoke  has  in  his  last  few  words 
practically  put  it  up  to  the  City  Council  that 
they  are  responsible  for  the  traffic  conditions 
in  Boston.  He  says  that  we  sit  here  week 
after  week  and  do  nothing,  and  I  feel  that 
it  is  not  fair  to  allow  it  to  go  out  to  the 
general  public  that  we  have  the  control  of  the 
streets,  when  the  charter  accepted  some  four- 
teen years  ago  took  everything  away  from 
this  body.  We  are  doing  a  lot  of  talking 
here.  It  may  be  that  the  commissioners  have 
already  made  some  investigation.  Perhaps 
without  even  sending  this  to  a  committee  or 
without  passing  the  order  we  may  be  able 
to  get  the  benefits  of  some  investigation  they 
have  made.  Possibly  they  will  enlighten  us 
from  what  they  have  learned  of  traffic  con- 
ditions in  our  downtown  streets.  I  feel  that 
the  right  way  to  go  about  this,  if  we  ai-e 
honest  in  our  contention,  is  to  send  for  the 
chairman  of  the  Street  Commission  and  ask 
him  some  questions  in  regard  to  the  traffic. 
We  might  find  out  that  there  have  been  in- 
vestigations, and  we  may  be  able  to  enlighten 
ourselves  through  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mission which  has  charge  of  the  traffic  regu- 
lations of  our  city.  But  to  leave  it  that  we 
have  control,  or  to  lead  the  citizens  of  Boston 
to  believe  that  we  have  control,  when  we 
have  absolutely  no  control,  is  certainly  wrong. 
Even  if  there  should  be  a  decision  to  try  to 
keep  the  trucks  off  the  streets,  it  would  not 
come  within  our  province  to  do  it.  I  think 
it  is  a  big  problem,  and  we  ought  not  to 
jump  into  it.  haphazard  at  the  present  time. 
I  feel  before  voting  upon  it  that  I  would 
like  to  make  some  investigation,  but  I  also 
believe  that  possibly  the  Street  Commissioners 
have  made  an  investigation  and  may  be  able 
to    give   us    the    informatiin    we    desire. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  ask 
to  change  the  wording  of  the  order  so  as  to 
ask  the  Street  Commissioners  to  come  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.  I  intend  to 
co-operate  with  the  members  of  the  body  in 
getting  the  results  that  I  believe  we  are  all 
aiming  at.  I  don't  feel  that  I  am  interested 
in  the  matter  any  more  than  any  other 
gentleman  here.  We  are  all  equally  inter- 
ested. When  I  said  we  were  doing  nothing  I 
did  not  mean  that  to  apply  to  the  City 
Council  of  Boston.  I  meant  that  the  city 
was  doing  nothing  to  relieve  conditions.  If 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  have  little  authority 
it  is  because  frequently  they  do  not  want 
to  take  the  responsibility  and  assume  the 
authority  that  they  could.  The  City  Council 
can  make  themselves  a  much  more  important 
body  as  citizens  of  Boston  than  they  have 
ever  been,  if  they  care  to  do  so.  However, 
if  there  is  no  objection  I  will  have  the  order 
changed  so  as  to  read  "that  the  Street  Com- 
missioners, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  appear  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the    City    Council."    and    so    forth. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman.  I  think  we 
might  refer  the  order  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee today  and  send  for  the  chairman  of 
the    Street    Commissioners. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  didn't  know  that  we 
would  have  time  to  do  that.  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  having  it  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman.  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  word  in  connection  with  the 


order  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan.  I  believe 
he  has  the  right  idea.  While  I  don't  agree 
with  his  order  entirely,  that  traffic  in  so 
far  as  it  pertains  to  heavy  trucking  should 
be  taken  from  the  streets  he  mentions  be- 
tween the  hours  of  ten  and  five,  still  I  think 
there  is  a  possibility  that  heavy  trucking 
might  be  removed  from  the  streets  he  refers 
to  during  the  busiest  hours  of  the  day,  say 
around  the  noon  hour,  between  half-past 
eleven  and  half -past  one,  and  in  the  late  after- 
noon or  evening  hours,  from  half-past  four  to 
half-past  five.  I  think  he  has  struck  a  thought 
at  least  in  connection  with  relieving  traffic 
congestion.  I  believe  we  should  have  some 
study  made  of  it  by  those  in  authority  with 
a  view  to  relieving  the  situation,  if  they  will 
but  do  so — the  Street  Commission.  I  am  in 
favor  of  having  the  Street  Commission  appear 
before  the  Council,  and  see  whether  or  not  any 
study  has  been  made  of  plans  that  might 
remedy  the  situation.  But  I  want  to  agree 
with  Coun.  Hagan  in  so  far  as  saying  that  I 
think  he  has  the  right  idea.  I  do  not  see 
that  any  passenger  cars,  so  called,  coming 
into  our  streets  during  any  hours  of  the  day, 
could  be  considered  in  any  sense  of  the  term 
pleasure  cars,  because  there  isn't  really  any 
pleasure  in  coming  through  this  section  of  the 
city  at  those  hours  of  the  day.  So  I  think 
if  any  cars  are  going  to  be  removed  it  can- 
not be  the  passenger  cars  or  pleasure  cars, 
so  called,  but  must  be  the  heavy  trucks.  I 
think  they  can  very  readily  regulate  their 
business  so  that  they  would  not  be  running 
in  and  out  of  the  busiest  streets  in  this  sec- 
tion   during    the    busiest   hours    of   the   day. 

Chairman  GILBODY — If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion the  Chair  will  refer  the  order  to  the 
Executive    Committee. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


BATHING    PRIVILEGES,    NORTH    END 
PARK. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Park  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  appear  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  and  explain  why 
the  bathing  privileges  of  the  North  End  Park 
have  been  prohibited,  and  if  conditions  there 
can  be  remedied  so  that  the  people  can  con- 
tinue to  enjoy  the  beach  and  bathing  priv- 
ileges. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  order  in 
question  calls  upon  the  Park  Commission, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appear  at 
the  next  meeting,  or  at  some  meeting  of  the 
City  Council,  and  explain  why  the  bathing 
privileges  at  North  End  Park  have  been  or 
are  to  be  prohibited.  I  read  an  account  in 
the  daily  papers  to  the  effect  that  the  present 
bathing  facilities  would  not  be  available  for 
the  people  of  the  district  this  summer.  I 
understand  that  there  are  about  3,000  people 
a  day,  young  people  and  children  particularly, 
who  patronize  this  park  in  the  summer  time. 
The  reason  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  bath- 
ing facilities  is  because  of  the  polluted  con- 
dition of  the  water.  A  newspaper  article  I 
read  gave  me  to  understand  that  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  the  Navy  Yard,  the  sewage, 
were  run  into  the  harbor.  I  believe  the  Fed- 
eral Government  is  thoroughly  well  equipped 
with  sanitary  engineers  and  can  remedy  the 
situation.  They  are  spending  millions  of  the 
people's  money  to  protect  the  health  of  the . 
people  in  different  directions,  and  I  believe 
if  proper  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on 
the  Federal  authorities,  with  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  city  officials,  the  sewage  from 
the  Navy  Yard  could  be  diverted  into  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  city  mid  not  into 
the  harbor.  It  would  cost  some  money,  but 
against  that  would  be  offset  the  value  of  the 
bathing  facilities,  the  healthful  advantages  re- 
sulting to  thousands  of  people  in  that  con- 
gested district  by  the  continuance  of  the  bath- 
ing, and  an  expenditure  of  money  that  would 
result  in  that  would  be  a  wonderful  invest- 
ment   in   health    and   in   lives   of   the  people   of 
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this  city.  I  believe,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  by  the  city  officials 
and  by  the  federal  authorities  to  relieve  thai 
condition,  arising  from  the  unsanitary  condi- 
tions from  the  Navy  Yard,  and  that  the  use 
of  the  North  End  Park  for  bathing  pur- 
poses should  not  be  prohibited.  I  am  sure 
that  if  this  happened  over  in  my  district,  in 
Dorchester,  or  if  it  happened  in  Coun.  Mori- 
arty's  district,  in  South  ISoston,  the  Strand- 
way,  and  bathing  was  to  be  dispensed  with 
on  that  account,  we  would  be  up  in  amis 
about  it.  I  certainly  hope  everything  possible 
will  be  done  to  preserve  this  advantage  and 
comfort  to  the  people  of  the  North  End  sec- 
tion of  the  city.  It  is  about  the  only  little 
comfort  of  this  sort  that  they  have.  Of 
course,  every  member  of  the  body  is  just  as 
anxious  as  I  am  to  see  that  this  North  End 
Park  is  kept  in  proper  condition  for  bathing 
and  for  the  use  of  the  people  this  summer, 
the  same  as  the  other  summers,  and  I  antici- 
pate receiving  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
everybody  with  that  result  in  view.  I  don't 
know  just  what  the  situation  is,  but  certainly 
it  is  possible  to  do  something  to  relieve  present 
conditions. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  Chairman,  at  the 
meeting  in  the  Mayor's  office  the  other  day 
it  was  decided  that  something  must  be  done, 
and  a  program  of  action  was  decided  upon. 
The  chairman  of  the  Park  Department,  who 
is  here  with  us  today,  was  then  present.  It 
was  then  decided  that  the  people  of  the  North 
End  should  have  continuous  bathing  ;  but  they 
will  not  he  able  to  have  the  beach  bathing 
they  have  had  in  the  past  because  of  the 
contaminated  condition  of  the  water.  It  was 
decided  that  bathing  accommodations  could  be 
afforded  by  tanks,  with  chlorinated  water  made 
necessary  because  of  the  filthy  condition  of  the 
water.  The  situation  there  is  simply  one  that 
must  be  faced.  The  Health  Department  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Park  Department  have 
investigated  the  matter  for  two  years.  The 
chairman  of  the  Park  Department  is  present 
today  and  undoubtedly  will  be  able  to  give 
information  to  those  who  may  wish  it,  so  that 
the  Council  will  understand  the  situation  if 
there  is  any  doubt  about  it.  The  administra- 
tion heartily  believes  in  bathing  facilities  being 
afforded  in  the  North  End,  and  is  willing  to 
appropriate  the  money  so  that  the  thousands  ol 
mothers  and  little  children  in  that  section  will 
have  such  facilities.  It  is  not  possible,  however, 
to  have  beach  bathing,  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  water  is  foul.  If  in  order,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  in  our  Executive  Committee  meet- 
ing the  chairman  of  the  Park  Department  be 
requested  to  explain  the  improvements  that 
are  anticipated  in  North  End  bathing  facilities. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr  Chairman,  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  have  the  order  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  I  would  like  to 
have  the  members  of  the  Council  understand 
that  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  North 
End  is  that  they  want  beach  bathing,  not 
tank  bathing,  and  if  beach  bathing  is  to  be 
made  available  it  must  be  through  proper 
sanitary  arrangements,  involving  the  expendi- 
ture of  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  over- 
come the  unsanitary  conditions  that  now 
pollute  the  harbor  waters.  What  should  be 
done  is  to  divert  the  sewage  that  now  fouls 
the  water  at  the  beach  into  the  regular  sewer- 
age sysem  of  the  city. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


REASONS   FOR  TAKING   LAND,   EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Chairman  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
appear  before  the  City  Council,  at  some  fu- 
ture meeting,  and  give  the  reasons  for  the 
taking  of  Eagle  Hill  Playground  and  Cottage 
Street  Playground  in  East  Boston  for  the 
building   of   schools   thereon. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  as 
far  back   as   I   can   remember  there  has   always 


been  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  city  offi- 
cials, no  matter  who  or  under  what  adminis- 
tration, to  make  a  grab  at  public  parks  and 
playgrounds  for  the  putting  up  of  public 
l. nil, linns.  The  tact  thai  the  city  owns  the 
[and  is  the  appealing  thought;  the  fact  that 
it  was  established  for  health  purposes  and  for 
the  benefit  of  a  certain  community  in  that 
regard  is  lost  sight  of.  Economy  seems  to  be 
the  watchword.  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to 
this  sort  of  false  economy.  This  Council 
worked  here  for  four  years  to  get  an  appropria- 
ation  through,  removing  the  obstacles  and  im- 
pediments to  the  establishment  of  a  play- 
ground at  Eagle  Hill  in  East  Boston.  The 
people  of  the  district  were  working  to  that 
end  as  hard  as,  even  harder  than,  any  mem- 
ber of  this  Council.  It  was  finally  ob- 
tained. That  is,  something  was  done;  not  as 
much  as  some  would  have  desired,  but  some- 
thing was  established.  I  now  understand  that 
Hie  School  Committee  are  going  to  take  the 
site  for  a  school  committee.  Why?  Because 
they  won't  have  to  buy  some  land  elsewhere 
equally  suitable — and  in  that  event  the  play- 
"1  is  lost.  The  city  established  a  play- 
ground on  Cottage  street,  in  the  Italian  sec- 
tion. It  seems  to  me  to  be  needed  there  now 
as  much  as  it  was  ever  needed.  I  have  been 
to  understand — I  may  have  been  mis- 
informed— that  there  is  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  School  Committee  to  establish  a 
school  building  there — again  with  the  idea  of 
saving  some  money  for  the  city,  but  it  is  sav- 
ing  money  unwisely. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  if  the  gen- 
tleman will  yield  for  a  moment,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  he  withdraw  the  order  and  have  it 
properly  worded.  The  School  Committee  has 
nothing  to  do  with  taking  the  land  for  that 
purpose. 

Coun.  HAGAN— The  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion. 

C  Coun.  WATSON— Well,  it  says  "the  School 
Committee."  I  think  the  wording  of  the  or- 
der should  be  changed. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  gentleman  is  right. 
The  Schoolhouse  Commission  is  the  body  I 
intended  to  refer  to,  the  body  having  the  au- 
thority. That  slipped  my  mind  for  the  mo- 
ment. In  New  York,  Mr.  Chairman,  there 
has  been  this  same  disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  authorities  to  grab  land  in  Central  Park 
and  install  public  buildings  there.  The  peo- 
ple of  New  York  have  fought  that  with  all 
their  might,  in  order  to  keep  that  breathing 
space  free  for  the  people  of  the  great  metropo- 
lis. We  here  in  Boston  all  know  if  it  were 
not  for  the  arduous  and  continual  work  of 
the  Boston  Common  Society  that  there  would 
be  a  City  Hall,  and  probably  other  buildings, 
up  there.  We  would  have  one  or  two  police 
stations,  a  fire  house,  other  things,  today  es- 
tablished on  the  Common.  But  the  Boston 
Common  Society  stands  there  with  guns 
loaded  and  have  prevented  city  officials  in 
the  past,  as  I  hope  they  will  do  in  the  future, 
from  taking  that  breathing  spot  from  the 
people  of  Boston.  I  see  a  disposition  now, 
showing  that  same  attitude,  simply  because  it 
involves  the  saving  of  a  little  bit  of  money, 
to  establish  a  fire  headquarters  on  the  Fens. 
I  am  going  to  oppose  it  with  every  ounce  of 
energy  I  possess,  for  once  they  get  their  little 
finger  in,  only  an  opening  wedge,  other  city 
officials  will  come  in  and  want  to  use  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  park  system,  so  that  by  and 
by  we  cannot  point  with  pride,  as  we  do 
today,  to  our  fine  park  system.  Don't  allow 
the  start  to  be  made.  I  appreciate  the  fact 
that  the  fire  headquarters  ought  to  be  in  an 
isolated  place,  somewhere,  not  too  far  dis- 
tant, and  away  from  the  fire  hazard,  but 
there  are  other  places  outside  of  the  public 
parks  where  that  condition  exists.  I  am  op- 
posed today  and  at  all  times  to  the  taking  of 
any  public  park,  devoted  to  the  public  use 
as  a  breathing  space,  for  the  building  of  pub- 
lic buildings.  I  believe  that  from  the  very 
moment  such  a  place  is  established  as  a  breath- 
ing spot  for  the  community  it  should  not  be 
disturbed  by  use  for  any  other  purpose.  I  ask, 
of   course,   that   the  wording   of   the   order   be 
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changed  so  that  it  will  refer  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission  rather  than 
of   the    School   Committee. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  ques- 
tion came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  as 
amended. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Chairman  I  feel  that 
there  is  certainly  a  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  the  gentleman  as  to  what  is  intended 
in  this  matter.  While  I  might  consider  my- 
self perhaps  as  more  or  less  the  father  of 
the  project  over  there,  I  have  not  cared  to 
discuss  it  until  now.  It  has  been  approved  by 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, the  School  Committee,  the  Finance 
Commission  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
These  officials,  together  with  the  people 
of  the  section,  are  strongly  in  favor 
of  the  taking  and  the  proposed  use.  Far 
from  curtailing  any  of  the  present  recrea- 
tional opportunities  of  the  people  of  the  sec- 
tion, it  is  proposed  in  connection  with  the 
project  to  afford  extra  breathing  spaces  for  the 
women  and  children  of  the  district,  facilities 
that  are  not  now  given,  and  to  also  afford 
additional  playground  facilities  elsewhere  for 
the  boys  and  men  of  the  district.  The  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed transfer  of  these  lands  in  East  Boston 
from  the  Park  Department  to  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  it  being 
understood  in  connection  with  the  transfer 
that  the  School  Committee  shall  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $50,000,  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Paik  Department,  to  be  used  for  acquiring  and 
developing  other  land  for  parks  or  play- 
grounds in  the  East  Boston  district.  The 
larger  part  of  these  playgrounds  referred  to 
that  are  not  used  for  school  purposes-  will  be 
devoted  to  the  use  of  the  women  and  children 
of  the  district  as  recreation  and  rest  areas.  So 
the  result  will  not  only  be  this  improvement 
in  school  facilities,  but  will  provide  facilities 
not  now  enjoyed  by  the  mothers  and  children 
over  there.  Through  the  purchase  of  additional 
land  to  be  used  for  playground  purposes,  base- 
ball and  otherwise,  the  grown-ups  of  the  dis- 
trict will  be  taken  care  of.  So  when 
the  matter  is  properly  understood,  you  can  see 
that,  so  far  from  curtailing  the  present  recre- 
ational facilities  of  the  district,  it  is  proposed 
to  increase  them,  besides  providing  proper 
schoolhouse  accommodations  for  the  section. 
I  know  that  when  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil understand  the  full  import  of  this  project 
it  will  have  their  hearty  support.  I  am  sure 
that  one  of  the  members  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  will  be  very  glad  to  present  the 
whole  matter  to  us,  so  that  the  members  will 
all  understand  it  in   its  true  aspect. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  my  opposi- 
tion is  because  of  the  proposed  taking  away 
from  the  people  of  anything  we  have  once 
given  to  them.  When  we  have  once  given 
them  a  playground  we  ought  to  keep  it  as  a 
playground.  If  they  need  a  site  for  a  school- 
house  in  the  district  let  us  give  it  to  them. 
But  take  nothing  from  them.  In  saying  this 
I  am  not  at  all  criticising  Coun.  Healey,  who 
I  know  is  as  earnestly  interested  as  I  am  in 
the  district,  if  anything  more  so  than  I  am 
in  the  welfare  of  the  people  there,  living  as 
he  does  in  the  district.  It  is  one  thing,  how- 
ever, to  say  that  we  are  going  to  have  addi- 
tional playgrounds,  and  another  thing  to  get 
them.  Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think,  gen- 
tlemen, that  it  takes  about  twenty  years  to 
develop  a  playground  in  the  City  of  Boston  ? 
It  takes  some  two  or  three  years  of  agita- 
tion and  fighting,  in  the  first  place,  to  get  a 
location.  Then  it  requires  an  appropriation 
to  put  the  thing  through,  and  you  have  play- 
grounds today  in  the  City  of  Boston  thai  were 
established  ten  or  a  dozen  years  ago  that  are 
nothing  but  mud  holes.  They  have  never  been 
developed.  1  think  it  will  astonish  you.  if  you 
look  into  the  matter, — and  this  can  be  con- 
firmed through  the  chairman  of  the  Park  De- 
partment, who  is  here  today, — to  know  how 
many  so-called  playgrounds  you  have  where 
there  has  been  no  development  to  make  them 
suitable  for  playground  purposes.  We  have 
got  these  playgrounds  now  in  East  Boston. 
They     are     going     to    have    some    more,     very 


likely,  in  the  future.  But  Mr.  Healey  and  I 
will  not  be  here  when  the  time  comes,  when 
they  have  such  additional  playgrounds  and 
when  they  are  properly  developed  for  play- 
ground purposes.  I  am  afraid  it  is  going  to 
be  in  the  next  generation.  I  don't  like  to 
take  anything  away  from  the  people  now. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
councillor  agree  that,  if  the  East  Boston  rep- 
resentatives are  unanimously  in  favor  of  this, 
if  the  great  body  of  people  in  East  Boston 
are  in  favor  of  it,  if  the  Park  Department, 
the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  Mayor  are  in  favor  of  it,  East 
Boston  does  not  need  an  outside  mentor  or 
adviser  in  the  matter,  a  matter  which  con- 
cerns them  and  is  very  close  to  their  hearts? 
Dees  the  councilor  understand  that  the  70,000 
people  of  East  Boston,  while  we  respect  his 
view,  feel  that  this  is  a  matter  which  they 
ought  to  decide  for  themselves.  Does  the  coun- 
cilor understand  that  this  matter  has  for 
months  and  months  and  months  been  before 
the  people  of  East  Boston  for  discussion,  that 
they  have  arrived  at  a  decision  in  the  matter 
as  affecting  their  section,  that  they  are  really 
the  ones  who  should  decide  the  matter,  and 
that  the  people  of  East  Boston  are  satisfied 
with  the  proposed  disposition  of  those  two 
playgrounds,  a  project  which  has  the  backing 
of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  the  School 
Committee,  the  Park  Department,  and  the 
support  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I  thought  when 
I  made  that  explanation  that  it  would  have 
sufficed.  I  don't  want  the  councilor  to  feel, 
because  I  seem  to  speak  with  some  heat,  that 
I  am  unduly  resenting  his  attitude.  I  simply 
wish  to  impress  upon  him  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  East  Boston,  the  ones  to  be  satis- 
fied, are  satisfied  with  the  proposed  disposi- 
tion of  those  playgrounds,  and  I  simply  wish 
to  say  again,  honorable  sir,  that  the  people  of 
East  Boston,  for  whom  I  am  speaking  in  this 
matter  today,  are  satisfied,  are  content,  and 
that  they  are  the  ones  to  be  satisfied  and 
contented. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  East  Boston 
is  not  satisfied. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  will 
say  that  I  did  not  intend  to  speak  on  this 
matter  until  I  heard  from  the  councilor  on  my 
left  (Coun.  Healey).  I  want  to  say,  however, 
that  I  had  a  representative  of  the  Legion  from 
East  Boston  come  to  me  and  ask  me  to  oppose 
the  proposition  that  they  now  have  in  mind 
over  there,  which  has  been  referred  to  in  the 
debate.  A  representative  of  Flaherty  Post 
came  to  me  and  asked  me  to  oppose  the  carry- 
ing through  of  that  project  over  there  when  it 
came  before  the  Council.  So.  in  so  far  as  the 
people  over  there  being  satisfied,  it  has  been 
called  to  my  attention  that  they  are  not  satis- 
fied. I  wish  to  say  that  I  have  a  few  more 
months  to  serve  here,  and  1  want  to  say  to  the 
councilor  on  my  left  (Coun.  Healey)  that  I 
serve  East  Boston,  although  not  a  resident  of 
Bast  Boston,  as  well  as  he  does,  and  I  am  go- 
ing to  continue  to  do  it.  I  feel  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  here  is  a  representative 
of  East  Boston,  and  when  it  comes  to  taking 
parks  for  anything  except  park  purposes  I  am 
going  to  be  opposed  to  it.  Whether  it  be  in 
East  Boston  or  any  other  part  of  Boston.  I 
am  absolutely  against  taking  parks  for  any 
purpose  except  what  they  are  established  for. 
It  is  all  right  for  the  School  Committee  to 
take  this  attitude  The  School  Committee  at 
the  beginning  of  every  year  knows  how  much 
money  it  has  to  spend  for  its  purposes,  and  it 
is  the  only  department  in  the  city  that  knows 
the  amount  of  money  it  has  got.  After,  going 
to  the  Legislature  and  getting  a  percentage  of 
our  tax  rate,  they  know  that  they  can  spend 
8  certain  amount.  The  councilor  on  my  left 
intimates  t.hat  the  people  of  East  Boston  have 
confidence  in  the  Schoolhouse  Commission. 
Now.  Mr.  Chairman,  what  is  the  situation  in 
Bast  Boston?  The  situation  is  this,  that  there 
are  some  real  estate  men  over  in  East  Boston 
who  are  making  trouble  in  this  matter.  Now. 
I  am  just  as  much  against  taking  a  park  in 
any  other  part  of  the  city  as  in  East  Boston 
for  any  but  park  purposes.  I  am  opposed  to 
taking  any  park,  and  I  am  going  to  be  against 
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taking  these  parks  or  playgrounds  in  East 
Boston.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  that 
park  was  established  over  there  a  little  over  a 
year  ago,  they  took  away  $75,000  from  the  dis- 
trict I  live  in,  money  already  appropriated  for 
a  municipal  bath  house.  They  took  the  $75,000 
away  to  spend  on  Eagle  Hill  Park.  Notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  they  have  taken  it 
away  from  the  district  I  live  in,  I  am  still  go- 
ing to  insist  that  that  $75,000  be  spent  on 
Eagle  Hill  Park,  and  that  there  be  more 
money  spent  for  the  purpose  of  improving  that 
park.  I  am  sick  and  tired  of  getting  prom- 
ises. Every  new  administration — and  I  say 
this  with  no  feeling  against  the  Mayor  of  the 
City,  but  every  new  administration — has  a  new 
policy.  Now,  it  will  take  a  couple  of  years 
before  the  school  will  be  built,  if  it  is  built. 
The  man  now  sitting  as  Mayor  of  Boston 
may  not  be  Mayor,  and  when  he  has  ceased 
to  be  Mayor  nobody  is  going  to  carry  out  his 
promises — because  under  the  last  administra- 
tion I  had  an  order  passed  here  by  votes  of 
members  of  the  Council  for  $420,000  for  a 
bath  house  over  in  my  section,  which  was 
signed  by  Andrew  J.  Peters,  then  Mayor  of 
Boston,  and  when  the  Hon.  James  M.  Curley 
came  in  he  diverted  $75,000  from  the  money 
for  that  bath  house  to  East  Boston,  $50,000  to 
M  Street  Playground,  and  so  on,  distributing 
amounts  in  that  way  all  over  the  city.  How- 
ever, I  simply  want  to  say  this :  Let  us  not 
allow  the  School  Committee,  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  or  any  other  commission  to  take 
the  breathing  places  we  have  in  Boston  away 
from  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  de- 
signed, playground  purposes,  to  use  for  other 
purposes.  Let  us  go  on  record  here  today  as 
in  opposition  to  the  Legislature  transferring 
that  land  over  to  the  Schoolhouse  Commission. 
Let  us  go  the  entire  limit.  I  want  to  say,  as 
one  member  of  the  Council  who  has  always  re- 
ceived a  good  vote  in  East  Boston,  that  I 
dont  think  it  is  fair  to  allow  any  district  to 
come  in  here  and  ask  to  be  governed  simply 
by  themselves.  I  think  we  are  one  city,  and 
I  think  every  member  of  the  Council  here  is 
as  much  interested  in  every  other  part  of  the 
city  as  he  is  interested  in  the  district  in  which 
he  lives.  Let  us  be  all  for  Boston  and  let  us 
not  become  divided.  The  newest  part  of  Bos- 
ton, Hyde  Park,  has  already  received  greater 
pro  rata  appropriations  for  the  time  it  has 
been  in  Boston  than  any  other  section  of  Bos- 
ton. It  has  been  connected  with  Boston  for 
only  a  few  years,  and  has  already  got  a  new 
municipal  building,  and  provision  has  been 
made  within  two  months  for  a  new  police  sta- 
tion for  the  section.  Let  us  forget  that  we 
come  from  districts  ;  let  us  forget  that  we  live 
in  any  other  place  than  Boston,  and  let  us 
be  all  for  Boston.  And  let  us  decide  once  and 
for  all  that  we  are  against  taking  away  for 
any  other  purpose  any  playground  that  has 
once  been  granted,  whether  it  has  been  in 
South  Boston,  East  Boston,  Dorchester  or  any 
other  part  of  the  city,  simply  because  the 
Schoolhouse  Department,  the  School  Commit- 
tee, the  Park  Department  or  any  other  de- 
partment may  desire  it.  In  these  matters  let 
us  act  as  representatives  of  all  the  people, 
and  the  only  real  representatives  of  the  people 
are  those  elected  through  popular  vote  to 
represent  them.  We  are  such  representa- 
tives, and  let  us  decide  these  questions  as 
representatives  of  the  whole  people.  I  realize, 
of  course,  that  we  must  have  different  views 
on  questions  that  come  before  us.  I  hate  to 
differ  with  my  brother  Coun.  Healey.  He 
says  he  is  the  father  of  the  proposition.  But 
I  will  have  to  differ  with  him.  I  will  repeat 
that  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  this  project, 
not  on  account  of  the  site  by  itself,  but  be- 
cause of  the  site  having  already  been  selected 
as  a  playground,  and  I  feel  that  it  should  not 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose. 

Coun,  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  answering 
the  remarks  of  my  good  friend,  Coun.  Healey, 
I  want  to  assure  him  in  all  sincerity  that  if 
he  says  the  people  of  East  Boston  are  satis- 
fied with  this  project,  either  he  or  I  is  mis- 
taken, for  the  sentiment  I  get  would  signify 
that  they  are  not  satisfied.  Taking  the  ex- 
pression of  opinion  of  the  people  as  I  get  it, 


through  columns  of  the  press  in  East  Boston 
and  otherwise,  I  gather  that  there  is  consid- 
erable dissatisfaction  about  the  proposed  tak- 
ing of  these  parks  for  any  such  other  purpose. 
I  do  not  always  agree  with  my  good  friend, 
Coun.  Moriarty,  but  I  am  always  happy  when 
1  can  agree  with  him,  and  I  do  most  heartily 
agree  with  him  here  today,  because  it  is  the 
principle  that  I  am  fighting  for  and  not  this 
particular  location  on  Eagle  Hill  or  on  Cottage 
street.  The  gentleman  may  be  the  father  of 
the  idea,  but  some  of  us  who  have  been  longer 
in  the  body  were  fathers  of  the  park  idea  in 
connection  with  Eagle  Hill,  and  we  hate  to 
see  our  child  buried. 

Coun.  WATSON— Eagle  Hill  has  a  lot  of 
fathers,  Henry. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  gentleman  says,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  I  am  serving  as  a  member 
for  East  Boston.  I  do  not  want  to  appear  in 
that  light.  My  constituency,  the  people  who 
have  sent  me  here,  come  in  a  large  measure 
from  East  Boston  I  represent  them  just  as 
well  as  I  do  the  people  who  live  on  my  home 
street.  We  are  elected  at  large,  and  I  hope 
none  of  us  are  ever  going  to  be  accused  of 
being  interested  solely  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  district  where  we  may  live.  Our  con- 
stituency embraces  the  entire  city.  I  hope, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  Coun.  Moriarty's  advice 
will  be  taken  in  this  body  at  this  time,  that 
we  will  go  on  record  as  absolutely  opposed 
now  and  at  all  times  and  forever,  if  it  is 
humanly  possible  to  so  record  it,  to  taking 
from  the  people  any  breathing  spaces  in  the 
form  of  parks  or  playgrounds  which  have 
already  been  established  for  them.  There  is  a 
principle  involved  here,  and  if  a  bad  prece- 
dent is  established  the  first  thing  we  know 
playgrounds  will  be  taken  in  South  Boston, 
in  Dorchester,  in  West  Roxbury  and  other 
places,  for  schoolhouse  purposes  or  for  other 
purposes,  and  they  will  point  to  the  precedent 
that  we  did  this  in  East  Boston,  and  that  it 
met  with  the  approval  of  certain  people.  I 
am  not  at  all  convinced,  councilor,  of  the  atti- 
tude you  express  as  representing  the  sentiment 
of  the  people  of  East  Boston,  simply  because 
of  the  fact  that  certain  city  officials  agree  on 
the  matter.  I  was  elected  here  by  the  people 
of  Boston  as  a  member  of  this  Council,  and  I 
take  more  stock  in  what  they  say  and  in  what 
they  feel  than  in  the  attitude  of  aU  the  men 
in  all  the  departments,  those  holding  appointive 
positions  and  who  are  more  or  less  subservient 
to  some  degree  to  the  man  who  makes  the 
appointment.  No  member  of  the  Schoolhouse 
Commission  or  of  any  other  commission,  ap- 
pointive men,  are  going  to  represent  me,  and 
I  hope  they  are  not  going  to  represent  any 
member  of  this  body.  I  take  the  position  that 
we  are  establishing  a  precedent,  that  we  are 
violating  a  principle  n  taking  away  from  the 
people  something  we  have  given  to  them,  and 
I  am  gong  to  fight  it  with  every  ounce  of 
energy  I  have. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  give  some  information  to  the  members 
of  this  body  with  regard  to  this  matter.  The 
bill  pending  in  the  Legislature  provides  "that 
the  School  Committee  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$50,000,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Park  De- 
partment to  be  used  in  acquiring  or  developing 
other  land  for  parks  or  playgrounds  in  the 
East  Boston  district."  I  ought  to  say  that 
what  is  here  proposed  represents  the  latest 
thought  in  city  administration  throughout  the 
country.  Park  departments  buy  playgrounds 
for  two  purposes — for  recreation  of  women 
and  children  and  of  the  grown-ups.  But  the 
Boston  parks  are  used  by  the  grown-ups 
very  often  to  the  exclusion  of  the  women 
and  children.  When  the  grown-ups  use 
the  parks,  the  women  and  children  are  not 
provided  for.  The  purpose  of  this  proposed 
transfer  is  easily  explained.  Out  of  about 
200,000  feet  of  land  in  each  park  30,000  feet 
will  be  taken  for  school  use  and  the  170,000 
feet  extra  will  be  used  for  the  mothers  and 
children.  The  ordinary  parks  of  Boston 
cannot  be  used  for  the  mothers  and  chil- 
dren at  the  present  time,  and  unless  Bos- 
ton keeps  in  touch  with  modern  admin- 
istration      of       park       departments       we       are 
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out  of  harmony  with  modern  progress  in  this 
matter.  Mr.  Chairman,  the  administration  of 
our  playgrounds  must  be  changed  to  conform 
to  modern  ideas  and  methods ;  otherwise  Bos- 
ton will  be  relegated  to  the  rear.  The  effect 
of  this  order  is  simply  to  give  two  new  play- 
grounds to  the  mothers  and  children,  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  grown-ups,  and  the  money 
used  for  the  purchase  of  the  ground  for  school 
purposes  will  be  devoted  to  the  acquisition  of 
other  playgrounds  for  the  grown-ups.  What 
we  are  trying  to  do  here  in  East  Boston  is  just 
as  clear  as  crystal.  East  Boston  is  today  one 
of  the  most  crowded  sections  of  the  city.  If 
you  go  to  the  Cottage  Street  Playground,  now 
called  William  Amerina  Playground,  of 
190,000  square  feet  of  land,  you  will  find  a 
little  space  of  not  more  than  one  tenth  set 
apart  for  the  mothers  and  children,  and  the 
rest  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  grown-up  men 
and  boys.  Yet  in  that  district  there  are 
perhaps  3,400  adults  and  perhaps  four  times 
that  number  of  children.  In  the  upper  part 
of-  the  district,  Eagle  Hill,  we  intend  to  cut 
that  down  to  the  street  level,  and  20,000  or 
30,000  feet  will  be  used  for  school  purposes 
and  the  rest  will  be  prohibited  to  the  grown- 
ups and  be  used  for  the  mothers  and  chil- 
dren- The  $50,000  already  appropriated 
will  be  used  to  obtain  the  land  for  a  ball  park 
for  the  grown-ups.  The  whole  thing  is  so  up 
to  date,  so  logical  and  so  in  keeping  with  the 
best  interests  of  the  people  that  I  ought  to 
explain  the  nigger  in  the  wood  pile.  A  man 
in  East  Boston  who  is  rather  notorious  for 
his  vilification,  his  ugly  tongue  and  his  casti- 
gations  of  public  men,  has  been  accused  of 
having  an  option  on  a  piece  of  property  over 
there  which  it  had  been  proposed  to  used  for 
school  purposes,  but  the  s  chool  authorities 
refused  to  take  it  for  such  purposes.  It  hap- 
pens to  be  the  only  lot  left  that  could  be  used 
for  ball  playing  purposes  if  the  Eagle  Hill 
Playground  is  given  over  for  school  purposes. 
Some  men  in  E  ast  Boston  who  have  had  their 
political  ambitions  unsatisfied  and  who  have 
felt  the  sting  of  this  man's  tongue  have  com- 
bined into  a  kitchen  cabinet,  a  scullery  cabinet, 
and  as  a  result  the  local  papers  are  opposed  to 
the  new  playground  idea  proposed  by  Healey, 
because  the  subterranean  worker  who  has  hurt 
their  feelings  at  some  time  may  sell  land  to 
the  city.  1  do  not  say  that  the  honorable 
councilors  from  Dorchester  and  South  Boston 
know  that  fact,  because  I  do  not  think  they 
do.  Two  repiesentative  members  of  the  Le- 
gion over  there  are  in  favor  of  the  project, 
as  are  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
through  whom  the  park  was  named  William 
Amerena  Playground.  The  local  clergy  are 
in  favor  of  the  transfer,  and  at  public 
meetings  upon  the  matter  everybody  has  been 
recorded  in  favor  of  the  transfer.  I  accept, 
of  course,  the  lesson  read  to  me  that  I  should 
not  undignify  myself  by  appearing  here  as  a 
councilor  for  East  Boston  ;  that  I  should  come 
to  my  full  stature  and  announce  that  I  am  a 
councilor  at  large  Mr.  Chairman,  perhaps 
some  time  I  shall  be  able  to  measure  up  to  the 
height  and  breadth  of  the  two  councilors  who 
have  preceded  me.  1  am  yet  young  politically. 
Later,  however,  following  in  their  footsteps,  I 
may  be  able  to  attain  to  the  high  niche  which 
they  occupy,  reaching  my  full  stature.  But, 
talking  practically,  a  man  who  comes  from 
East  Boston,  while  elected  at  large,  is  sup- 
posed to  look  after  the  interests  of  that  dis- 
trict. I  don't  suppose  anybody  would  deny, 
as  a  matter  of  logic  and  reason,  that  a  man 
coming  from  East  Boston,  who  lives  in  East 
Boston,  understands  what  that  district  needs 
much  better  than  another  member,  even  al- 
though he  may  have  received  a  large  vote 
from  and  be  well  known  in  the  district.  I 
repeat,  Mr..  Chairman,  the  pretty  broad  state- 
ment I  have  made,  and  a  broad  statement 
which  is  true,  that  East  Boston  is  whole- 
heartedly in  favor  of  this  movement.  Let  it 
be  understood  that  the  objectors  to  the  move- 
ment are  men  whose  susceptibilities  have  been 
wounded  by  the  tongue  of  that  man  to  whom 
I  have  referred,  who  is  supposed  to  have  an 
option  on  certain  land ;  and  let  it  also  be  un- 
derstood that,  if  you  boast  of  the  fact  that  you 


have  served  the  public  for  many  years  in  this 
Council,  you  should  try  to  keep  in  touch  with 
modern  administration  of  park  departments. 
Bear  well  in  mind  the  thought  that  Boston 
should  be  abreast  of  New  York  and  other 
cities  of  the  world  in  this  matter,  and  that 
to  do  so  it  must  supply  parks  primarily  for 
the  use  of  mothers  and  children ;  secondarily, 
but  of  equal  importance,  parks  for  the  grown- 
ups. But  the  parks  in  East  Boston  at  the  pres- 
ent time  do  not  offer  the  advantages  they 
should  offer  for  the  mothers  and  children.  I 
trust  that  the  loudness  of  my  voice  will  not  be 
taken  as  an  indication  of  critical  feeling  or 
animosity  toward  the  other  two  councilors. 
We  develop  that  vigor  of  utterance  in  the 
hustlings  of  East  Boston.  We  want  your 
assistance,  and  we  want  it  badly,  because,  un- 
fortunately, the  men  who  oppose  this  plan  in 
East  Boston  are  well  known  and  take  it  upon 
themselves  to  speak  for  the  people,  while  the 
people  in  the  crowded  sections  of  a  district 
like  East  Boston  are  loath  to  come  to  the  City 
Council  and  express  themselves  as  either  in 
favor  of  or  against  a  proposition.  We  know, 
however,  the  feeling  of  the  people  of  East 
Boston  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  they 
are  practically  united  in  favor  of  this  project. 
Their  representative  must  have  the  confidence 
of  the  people,  and  when  he  speaks  I  trust 
that  the  courtesy  of  the  Council  will  be  ac- 
corded to  him,  and  the  honor  also  of  admit- 
ting that  he  speaks  as  one  who  understands 
the  soul  of  his  district.  I  think  I  do  under- 
stand the  soul  of  the  district,  because  of  living 
there  all  my  life.  If  another  man  speaking 
here  suggested  to  me  that  he  lived  among 
and  understood  the  wishes  and  ideas  of  the 
people  of  Dorchester,  South  Boston  or  Rox- 
bury,  I  would  feel  that  he  understood  the 
needs  of  his  district  and  I  would  respect  as  a 
councilor  his  feelings  in  the  matter.  Of  course, 
we  are  elected  at  large,  but  as  a  resident  of 
East  Boston  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  not 
go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the  transfer 
proposed  from  the  Park  to  the  Schoolhouse 
Department,  because  you  may  say  that  it  is 
not  really  a  transfer  but  involves  an  improve- 
ment of  the  park  system  of  East  Boston. 

(At  request  of  Coun.  Watson  the  Clerk  read 
the   order.) 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  the  ques- 
tion of  locality  seems  to  be  the  foundation  of 
all  the  debate  this  afternoon,  according  to  the 
gentleman  who  has  preceded  me,  and  I  am  in- 
clined to  think,  the  way  we  are  all  talking, 
that  we  have  been  bitten  by  a  talk-fest  bug. 
I  cannot  see  any  harm  in  the  order,  and  I 
don't  know  as  Mr.  Healey  sees  any  harm  in 
the  order.  It  merely  asks  for  information. 
As  for  going  on  record  in  the  matter  as  to 
favoring  or  opposing  the  proposed  plan  over 
there,  as  set  forth  in  the  bill  before  the  Legis- 
lature, that  is  a  question  for  us  to  determine 
later,  if  we  have  any  authority.  As  I  under- 
stand it,  we  have  no  authority.  The  Legisla- 
ture will  take  its  own  action  on  the  matter 
and  with  that,  of  course,  we  have  no  power 
to  interfere.  I  think  the  order  offered  by 
Coun.  Hagan  is  harmless,  and  consequently  I 
shall  vote  for  it,  and  I  am  willing  today  to 
vote  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  so  that  it  may 
be  put  upon  its  passage.  I  don't  think  Mr. 
Healey  objects. 

Coun.   HEALEY— Not   a   bit 

The  rule  was  suspended  v.d  the  order  was 
passed.

Coun  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  I  was  not  in  the  room  at  the 
time  when  the  vote  was  taken  on  that  partic- 
ular proposition,  I  move  that  we  reconsider 
the    vote   whereby    the    ordinance   was    adopted 

Chairman  HAGAN— I  would  say  for  the  ben- 
efit of  Coun.  Donoghue  that,  while  he  was  not 
in  the  room  (in  executive  session)  his  vote 
was  counted,  because  we  knew  what  his  posi- 
tion    was. 

Coun.   DONOGHUE— Yes,  I  understand   that 
my    vote   was   counted   in   executive   committee 
but    I    want    to    protest    against    the    thing    in 
open   Council,   so   that   there   will   at  least   be   a 
record   showing    how   we   stand    on    the    propo- 
sition,   and    in    the    Executive   Committee   there 
isn  t    any    public    record.      For    that    reason     I 
move    a    reconsideration    of    the    vote    whereby 
that   ordinance   was    passed   by   the   Council     if 
it    has    been   passed.      I    simply   wish   to   say   in 
that   connection   that  before   we  give   increases 
in    salary    to    county    employees    we    ought    to 
know   what  the  policy  of  the  administration   is 
going  to   be  toward   the  city  employees.     I  am 
particularly     inteiested,     not     in     county     em- 
ployees   but    in    city    employees,    the   employees 
of   the   City   of   Boston,   and   I   feel   that  before 
any    increase    in    salaries    are   given    to   county 
employees    we    should    at    least    wait    until    we 
find  out  what  the  policy  is  going  to  be  in  the 
budget    toward   the   city   employees.      No   mem- 
ber  of   the   Council   knows   what   the    increases 
are   going   to    be  for   city   employees   this   year 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  budget  just  came 
to  us  today,  and  at  the  same  meeting  we  have 
received  this  communication',   dealing  with  this 
matter,   which,    at   the   instigation   of   the  sher- 
iff,  1   presume,    has   met   with    the  approval   of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  we  pass   it  the  very 
day    that    it    comes    to    the    body — an    unprece- 
dented procedure,  in  my  opinion.     I  have  never 
vet    heard   of   an   ordinance   coming   before   the 
Council   which   was   not   referred   before   action 
to    the   Committee   on    Ordinances.      I    suppose, 
because   of   the   fact   that   the  Council   has    not 
yet    organized,    the    presiding    officer    referred 
the    matter    to    the    Executive    Committee,    so 
that    we    might    take    some    action    upon    it    if 
we    cared   to   do   so.      But   I   feel   that   a   better 
policy   would  have  been  to   refer  the  matter  to 
the    Committee    on     Ordinances,    the    same    as 
we    refer    matters    concerning    appropriations 
to   the   Committee  on   Appropriations,   allowing 
some   member   of   the   Council   to   act   as   chair- 
man  of    that   committee   if   there    is   any   great 
amount  of   business   before   it.     I  think,   before 
passing    this    ordinance,    changing   the    present 
ordinances,  we  should  at  least  know  where  we 
stand    in   the   matter   of    increases   for  the   city 
employees.     Where  do  we  stand  on  the  matter 
of   increasing  salaries   for  city  laborers?     Does 
anybody   know  ?      Not   a  member   of   the  Coun- 
cil,    in     my    opinion,    knows    whether    or    not 
there  is  an  increase  in  the  budget  this  year  for 
city   laborers.     We  have  heard  some  talk  from 
the    Budget    Commissioner    to    the    effect    that 
those  on   so-called   step   rates   are   going   to   re- 
ceive  $100   increase,   but   what   member   of   the 
Council    knows    what    employees    are    on    step 
rates  ?     Nobody  here  knows   who   is  or  who   is 
not.      The    heads    of    departments    make    these 
step    rate    schedules    as    they   see    fit   to   do   so. 
Who   is   deserving  of  increases,   if  not  the  city 
laborers  ?      In    my    opinion,    the    city    laborers 
are  the   ones   who   need   increases   most ;   and  I 
think   before  we  talk   increases  for  people  who 
are  not  employees  of   the  City  of   Boston,   who 
are   county   employees,   we   should  consider   the 
interest   of    the   citizens   of    Boston,   those   who 
have   elected   us    to    this    Council,   and   that  we 
should   know   what   the   policy   of   the   adminis- 
tration   is    going    to    be    toward    increases    for 
them,  if  there  are  to  be  any.     I  certainly  hope 
the   motion   to   reconsider  will   prevail. 
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The  passage  of  the  ordinance  was  declared 
reconsidered.  Coun.  Gilbody  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Reconsideration   prevailed,   yeas   4,   nays   2. 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Hagan,  Healey, 
Watson — 4. 

Nays. — Coun.    Gilbody,   Lane — 2. 

Coun.  "WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  voted 
for  reconsideration  in  order  to  give  a  chance 
to  the  gentleman  to  make  a  statement.  When 
the  question  comes  on  passage  I  shall  vote  for 
the  ordinance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  now 
move  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  when  appointed.  I  am 
not  particularly  prejudiced  against  this  ordi- 
nance, outside  of  the  fact  that  I  have  a  natu- 
ral prejudice  against  increasing  salaries  of 
those  who  are  not  citizens  of  Boston,  not  em- 
ployees of  the  City  of  Boston,  until  we  have 
done  something  for  the  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  believe  that  primarily  we  should 
try  to  increase  the  salaries  and  better  the 
conditions  of  Boston  residents  and  Boston  citi- 
zens. But,  as  I  said  in  opening,  I  am 
not  particularly  opposed  to  this  proposition. 
I  do  believe,  however,  that  there  should  be 
no  great  haste  in  passing  the  ordinance,  that 
at  least  it  should  wait  until  such  time  as  we 
know  what  the  policy  of  the  administration 
is  going  to  be  toward  increases  in  the  pay 
of  city  employees.  For  that  reason  I  move 
that  it.be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, realizing  that  it  can  be  taken  at  any 
time  on  motion  of  any  member  of  the  Council 
from  that  committee  and  acted  upon.  But  I 
do  not  believe  it  should  be  acted  upon  until 
we  know  at  least  what  is  in  the  budget  for 
our  own  city  employees. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  refer 
the  ordinance  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 
The  Chair  being  in  doubt  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  4  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Donoghue,  Hagan,   Healey — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Gilbody,  Lane,  Moriarty,  Wat- 
son— 4. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  now  move 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  voice  my  protest,  at  least  as  one  member  of 
this  Council,  in  opposition  to  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  at  this  time.  It  is  a  rather  pe- 
culiar thing,  to  my  mind,  to  see  an  ordinance 
such  as  this  rushed  in  here  today  and  passed 
by  this  Council  the  day  it  is  sent  in  without 
any  one  knowing  what  the  policy  of  the  ad- 
ministration is  going  to  be  toward  the  increase 
in  salaries  of  city  employees,  if  any.  I  don't 
believe  any  harm  will  be  done  to  anyone  by 
referring  this  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  until  such  time  as  we  know  what 
increases  are  going  to  be  provided  for  our  own 
city  employees.  To  me  it  is  a  most  peculiar 
thing  to  have  this  ordinance  passed  by  the 
votes  of  the  members  of  this  Council  without 
one  word  practically  having  been  said  in  its 
behalf.  I  have  heard  no  argument  whatever 
advanced  showing  why  this  ordinance  should 
prevail  at  this  time,  and  to  my  mind   it  would 


seem  a  most  significant,  outstanding  precedent 
for  the  Boston  City  Council  to  act  upon  an 
ordinance  of  this  kind,  on  the  same  afternoon 
when  it  is  submitted,  passing  it  immediately 
and  granting  increases  in  salaries  to  county 
employees,  some  of  whom  may  not  be  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston,  without  one  word 
having  been   spoken  in  its  behalf. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  rejected.  Coun. 
Lane  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  passed,  yeas  5, 
nays    2  : 

Yeas — Coun.  Gilbody,  Healey,  Lane,  Moriar- 
ty, Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.   Donoghue,   Hagan — 2. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  information.  Does  it  require  a 
majority  vote  or  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  to  pass  an  ordinance  ? 

Chairman  HAGAN — A  majority  vote.  Five 
having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  two  in  the 
negative,  the  ordinance  is  adopted. 

8.  Report  on  communication  from  justice 
of  the  East  Boston  Court  (referred  today), 
determining  salary  of  probation  officer — 
recommending   passage   of   the  following,   viz. :

INFORMATION   CONCERNING    TAX 
EXEMPTION. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  .Mayor  lie  respectfully  requested  to  ob- 
tain from  New  York  authorities  whatever  infor- 
mation he  can  upon  the  plan  which  they  are 
considering  of  tax  exemption  for  a  period  of  years 
on  all  new  dwellings  that  are  built  to  provide 
homes  for  those  of  modest  means. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  understanding 
that  the  New  York  Legislature  have  written  some 
statute  law  relieving  the  condition  existing  there, 
as  lure,  and  making  an  endeavor  to  provide  modest 
homes  for  those  of  modest  means,  desiring  tenement 
property,  small  home  property,  I  thought  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  if  we  should  try  to  examine  into  the 
matter  and  find  out  how  much  progress  has  been 
made  in  New  York.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
Mayor  is  in  a  better  position  to  do  this  perhaps 
than  any  of  us  here  individually.  The  object  of 
the  order  is  simply  to  get  what  information  we  can 
and  see  if  we  can  use  that  information.  Various 
committees  have  been  appointed  in  New  York  by 
the  city  and  state  to  consider  the  problem;  they 
have  gone  into  it  in  a  very  exhaustive  way,  and  I 
think  the  results  must  be  such  as  to  engage  the 
attention  of  each  and  every  one  of  us.  I  have  no 
objection  to  this  going  to  the  Executive  Committee 
if  anybody  cares  to  have  it  referred;  but  if  there 
is  no  objection,  I  will  ask  that  the  rule  be  suspended, 
that  the  order  may  go  upon  its  passage. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  in  connec- 
tion with  this  order  it  comes  to  my  mind  that  some 
time  during  the  previous  administration  an  order 
of  a  similar  nature  was  introduced  by  myself, 
which  was  later  submitted  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  asking  whether  or  not  it  would  be  legal 
to  do  this,  under  the  action  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  accepted  by  the  body  allowing  cities 
and  towns  to  provide  money  for  their  citizens  for 
this  sort  of  thing.  The  opinion  that  came  back 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  at  that  time  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  city  could  not  engage  in  that 
business  I  took  occasion  then  to  disagree  with  the 
opinion  as  rendered  by  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
But.  however,  I  see  that  in  this  order  we  have 
practically  run  up  against  the  same  condition  that 
prevailed  then.  I  think  before  we  go  ahead  send- 
ing for  information  from  any  other  municipality 
such  as  New  York — where  they  are  broadminded 
enough  through  the  interpretation  of  their  courts 
to  agree  that  there  should  be  this  sort  of  legisla- 
tion— we  should  find  out  what  the  ruling  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  is  under  this  administration, 
whether  or  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  present 
Corporation  Counsel  that  act  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  will  allow  cities  and  towns  to  provide 
homes  for  their  citizens,  as  is  here  proposed.  I 
would  like  to  have  the  order  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  in  order  that  we  can  talk  it  over 
and  see  whether  or  not  we  should  pass  it.  I 
believe  the  councilor  introducing  the  order  will 
agree  with  the  thought  that  he  should  first,  before 
going  ahead  and  sending  for  facts  from  other 
municipalities,  find  out  if  the  thing  is  legal  in  this 
municipality.  The  fact  that  it  is  legal  there  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  it  is  legal  here.  Until 
we  know  something  about  that,  it  seems  to  me  it  is 
useless  for  us  to  go  ahead  seeking  information  from 
any  other  municipality  which  has  taken  a  broader 
view  of  the  subject  than  has  been  taken  here  in  our 
own  city. 

Chairman  WATSON— It  might  be  well  for  the 
Clerk  to  read  the  order.  Perhaps  it  may  enlighten 
the  members. 

The  Clerk  read  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  Coun.  Donoghue 
evidently  misinterpreted  or  misunderstood  the  na- 
ture of  the  order.  He  is  talking  about  the  matter  of 
a  municipality  providing  buildings  or  homes.  This 
does  not  call  for  anything  of  that  nature.  The 
order  before  you  now  simply  deals  with  tax  exemp- 
tion on  homes  that  arc  built  by  private  people,  the 
exemption  to  be  for  a  period  of  two,  three  or  five 
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years  as  an  incentive  to  the  putting  up  of  homes 
and  perhaps  letting  the  tenements  at  a  proper 
rental,  because  of  the  fact  that  a  man  can  save 
some  money  on  taxes.  That  is  the  nature  of  this 
order  and  I  would  hate  at  this  time,  it  seems  to 
me  to  confuse  the  two  issues,  because  I  believe 
the'v  are  distinctly  different  in  their  character  and 
scofje  I  might  say  that  I  have  heard  since  I 
presented  the  order  that  the  New  York  Supreme 
Court  have  ruled  that  the  New  York  law,  with 
reference  to  tax  exemption,  is  constitutional,  there- 
fore giving  us  some  rights  and  privileges  which  I 
was  a  little  bit  uncertain  about  I  knew  that  the 
matter  had  been  referred  to  the  New  York  Suprem  c 
Court  for  decision.  That  decision  I  thmk,  has 
been  handed  down  within  the  last  few  hours. 

Chairman  WATSON— I  would  like  to  call  Coun- 
Hasan's  attention  to  this,  that  the  facts  concern- 
ing the  decision  are  these.  A  single  justice  passed 
upon  the  question  and  claimed  that  it  was  uncon- 
stitutional to  have  tax  exemptions  on  property,  as 
suggested  by  this  order.  There  was  then  an 
appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  which  is  similar  to 
our  Supreme  Court  in  Massachusetts  and  that 
court  decided  that  it  was  constitutional  to  have 
tax  exemption.     That  is  merely  a  matter  of  record. 

Coun  DONOGHVJE— While  I  admit  that  I  mis- 
understood the  nature  of  the  order  introduced,  Mr- 
Chairman,  I  now  understand  that  the  order  is  for 
tax  exemption  on  homes  and,  if  I  remember  cor- 
rectly Coun.  McLaughlin,  who  previously  served 
in  this  Council,  introduced  an  order  also  under  the 
previous  administration,. that  homes  be  exempt 
from  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  That 
order  was  declared  not  legal  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  of  this  city.  So  we  are  frankly  m.tV  same 
position  in  relation  to  this  order  that  is  being  intro- 
duced by  Coun.Hagan  as  we  were  with  reference 
to  the  other  order.  I  think  before  we  go  ahead  on 
this  matter  we  ought  to  find  out  from  the  Law 
Department  wnat  their  opinion  on  the  matter  is 
If  they  render  an  opinion  that  it  is  constitutional 
and  lawful,  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  the  order;  but 
of  course,  if  they  say  that  it  is  not  legal,  I  don  t 
think  wc  ought  to  go  ahead  passing  orders  which 
t"e  Corporation  Counsel  might  say  would  not  apply 
to  this  locality,  because  Boston  is  the  City  we  are 
interested  in  and,  irrespective  of  what  other  munici- 
palities may  have  done.,  if  those  m  authority  here 
in  so  far  as  legal  questions  are  concerned,  declare 
that  in  their  opinion  it  is  not  legal  here  in  Boston, 
t.ion  I  think  we  arc  stopped. 

Coun.  HAG  AN— Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  change  the  tenor  of  my  motion.  Ins 
of  asking  for  pa-sago,  T  would  ask  that .the  or,  I. 
referred  to  the  Law  Department,  and  let  it  come 
back  in  here  with  a  report  fro,,,  them  at  some  later 
period  for  consideration  by  this  bo  ly.  I  want  to 
say,  however,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  <  orpora- 
tion  Counsel  and  the  Law  Department  here,  who 
mav  render  an  opinion  which  is  adverse,  to  the 
effect  that  this  is  not  constitutional  or  legal,  1  do 
not  consider  our  Law  Department  the  court  Of  last 
resort,  l>v  any  means.  Before  accepting  their 
desision  as  final  and  Lying  clown  under  it,  I  should 
like  to  have  the  constitutional^:  of  the  whole  idea 
tested  out  by  some  higher  authority.

Coun.  HAGAN  Mr.  President,  again  1  am 
perfectly  willing  to  have  this  order  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  or  if  there  is  no  objection 
I  «ill  ask  for  its  immediat,  imilar 

order  was  presented  here  two  or  three  years  ago. 
It  had  no  effect  at  that  time  and  the  probabilities 
are  that  this  order  will  have  no  effect  now.  A 
new  administration  has  come  into  power.  The 
personnel  of  the  Street  Commission  is  different 
from  what  it  was,  so  I  am  taking  a  chance  that 
perhaps  there  may  be  some  new  light,  and  perhaps 
somewhat  brighter  light,   on  this  problem.     The 


traffic  conditions  of  Boston  are  in  a  most,  chaotic 
condition.  Something  must  be  done.  All  minds 
must  center  on  this  problem,  and  we  must  eDdeavor 
to  solve  it  as  best  we  can.  I  don't  know  that  this 
is  practical.  I  don't  know  that  it  is  possible  of 
accomplishment.  The  only  thing  I  know  about 
this  order  is  that  I  will  have  the  Boston  Common 
Association  on  my  neck.  I  am  sure  that  I  have  no 
intention  or  desire  to  disturb  one  blade  of  grass  on 
the  surface  of  the  Common  or  to  change  its  com- 
plexion one  particle.  But  I  do  think  that  there 
might  be  an  underground  garage,  as  it  were,  or 
parking  station  under  the  parade  ground,  from 
Bovlston  street  to  Beacon  street,  or  that  a  sug- 
gestion with  reference  to  that  is  at  least  worthy  of 
serious  consideration  in  trying  to  solve  this 
question.  Automobiles  are  with  us  and  they  are 
with  us  to  stay,  and  we  must  provide  some  parking 
accommodations  for  t_iem.  The  cars  that  are 
parked  on  Charles  street  are  now  lined  up,  filling 
both  sides  of  the  street.  First  we  gave  them  the 
Public  Garden  side.  That  was  quickly  utilized, 
and  then  we  removed  a  part  of  the  sidewalk  on  the 
Common  side.  Now  the  whole  space  is  practically 
filled  up  today.  Every  day  people  are  comine 
along  and  trying  to  find  some  place  to  park  their 
cars,  and  are  unable  to  do  so.  Certainly  people 
nave  come  in  there  and  grasped  toe  opportunities 
offered  to  them  in  toe  line  of  parking,  t"  the  utmost. 
Conditions  there  at  present  can,  of  course,  be 
greatly  improved,  because  the  people  owning  the 
automobiles  now  use  very  little  care  in  parking 
them.  It  may  be  that  200  ears  more  could  be  put 
in  practically  the  same  space  if  they  were  put  closer 
together  than  they  are  now.  I  am  simply  offering 
a  suggestion  to  the  municipal  authorities  in  the 
way  of  providing  parking  space  that  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  citizens.  I  think  if  we  had  parking 
stations,  municipally  owned  and  controlled,  they 
might  be  made  self-sustaining  and  would  help  solve 
the  problem,  if  the  idea  is  practical. 

Chairman  WATSON— I  should  like  to  have  that 
go  to  the  Executive  Committee,  because  I  have 
made  some  inquiries,  and  from  what  I  know  I 
don't  think  the  (ire  authorities  would  permit  a 
garage  underground,  as  suggested. 

Coun.  HAGAN —  I  have  no  objection  to  refer- 
ence to  the  Executive  Committee.

Coun.  GILBODY. — Mr.   President,   1   am  going 

lo  oppose  the  motion,  as  I  have  pn  nlously  in  this 
Council.  I  think  it  is  a  bad  precedent.  I  think 
we  all  want  to  afford  relief  to  the  streets  in  tiie  out- 
lying districts,  and  in  older  to  do  so  we  ought  to 
follow  the  matter  up."  1  think  we  ought  to  follow 
the  action  that  has  been  followed  lor  years.  The 
action  proposed  by  this  order  is  in  line  with  the 
that  h:  -  been  taken  for  years.  This  is  not  a 
reform  movement  that  the  Council  has  been  trying 
to  initiate.  It  has  been  the  practice  here  for  .years 
and  years  to  make  i his  appropriation  in  this  manner 
and  to  secure  from  the  Street  Commissioners  all 
propi  ed  0  be  laid  out.  We  have  heard 
from  the  very  able  chairman  of  the  Street  Commis- 

Lon  'Hi  th<'  matter,  and  1  think  he  has  given  Us  a 
able  and  clear  understanding  of  it,  much 
bettei  than  we  can  hopi  to  get  in  any  other  direc- 
tion. Therefore,  1  am  going  to  oppose  the  motion, 
i  'in,.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  thai  1  asked  to  have  the  order  recalled  so  that 
the  Council  might  vote  either  for  or  against  it  today, 
because  of  the  fact  that  if  no  action  is  taken  by 
the  Council  it  will  automatically  go  into  effect 
after  April  20,  1923.  The  lis!  that  was  submitted 
by  the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commission  was 
practically  because  of  the  fact  that  he 

Submitted  a  list  of  streets  to  the  Council,  some  of 
which  have  been  laid  out  for  more  than  two  years 
and  others  of  which,  in  my  opinion,  they  have  no 
intention  of  laying  out.  I  believe,  if  the  Street 
Commission  are  going  to  lay  out  new  highways, 
they  ought  to  have  some  plan  whereby  the  high- 
ways will  be  laid  out,  some  proper  plan,  and  to  my 
mind  there  is  no  fairer  plan  than  one  which  would 
include  the  laying  out  of  old  existing  streets  which 
have  been  in  a  deplorable  condition  for  years.  I 
believe  some  of  those  streets  should  be  laid  out 
previous  to  the  laying  out  of  streets  upon  which 
there  is  hardly  a  single  dwelling  house  erected. 
To  my  mind,  in  very  many  instances  some  of  these 
other  streets  are  laid  out  in  the  interests  of  the 
developers  of  real  estate.  I  believe  that  the  people 
who  have  paid  taxes  for  years  and  who  have  erected 
homes  on  old  streets,  as  I  would  call  them,  are 
entitled  to  have  those  streets  put  into  condition 
before  the  laying  out  of  any  new  highways.  There 
are  a  great  many  streets  which  I  might  term  old 
streets  which  have  never  been  accepted  by  the 
Street  Commission,  where  practically  every  inch 
of  the  ground  has  been  built  upon,  and  still  the 
streets  from  year  to  year  have  never  been  accepted 
by  any  administration,  Of  course,  that  sort  of 
thing  all  takes  time.  I  appreciate  that  fact.  But 
I  believe  there  should  be  some  plan  whereby  people 
who  have  invested  possibly  their  life  savings  in  a 
dwelling  on  some  one  of  our  older  streets  might 
have  that  street  accepted  by  the  city,  and  have 
sewer  and  street  improvements  put  through  on  the 
street,  before  any  other  tracts  of  land  are  cut  up 
and  new  streets  made  of  them.  I  believe  we  ought 
to  have  an  appropriation  sent  in  here  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  for  every  individual  street  that 
they  are  going  to  lay  out.  What  harm  will  it  do 
to  submit  to  the  Council  the  names  of  the  streets 
that,  in  their  opinion,  are  proper  streets  to  lay  out, 
and  allow  this  Council,  which  under  the  charter 
has  the  power  of  appropriation,  to  retain  that 
power?  We  have  heard  it  said  from  time  to  time 
that  we  haven't  any  power,  that  our  powers- are 
delegated  to  self-appointed  officials  or  officials 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  while  we  are  not  exerting 
the  power  we  should  exert.  Why  should  we,  as 
members  of  this  Council,  uphold  procedure  that 
each  of  us  individually  believes  is  wrong?  We  still 
have  some  duties.  The  power  of  appropriation 
should  rest  with  this  Council,  and  the  Council 
should  know  in  this  matter  what  streets  are  going 
to  be  laid. out.  I  believe  it  is  not  a  great  hardship 
to  impose  upon  the  Street  Commission  to  ask  them 
to  submit  to  us  a  plan  of  streets  they  intend  to  lay 
out,  and  then  let  us  decide  whether  or  not  we  feel 
that  those  particular  streets  ought  to  be  laid  out. 

If  we  do,  let  us  appropriate  the  money  for  them. 
I  wish  to  say  that,  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  I 
am  against  an  appropriation  which  will  simply  deal 
with  new  streets  in  some  parts  of  the  city  to  the 
neglect  of  streets  in  the  older  parts  of  the  city, 
streets  which  have  been  built  up  and  which  should 
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be  laid  out.  I  think  a  great  injustice  has  been  done. 
I  cannot  believe  in  laying  out  new  streets  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  laying  out  of  old  streets,  streets  which 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  have  been  streets  for 
years.  I  hope  the  motion  to  take  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  will  prevail. 

The  Council  voted  to  take  the  order  from  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  yeas  5,  nays  2:

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  the  order 
having  been  taken  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
I  beileve  we  should  now  bring'  the  matter  to  a  head 
deciding  whether  or  not  we  believe  in  this  policy 
which  has  been  going  on  for  years  in  the^Council 
of  providing,  say,  a  million  dollars,  or  whatever  it 
mav  be  for  the  laying  out  of  sewers  and  a  million 
dollars  for  the  laying  out  of  highways,  and  then 
being  entirely  ignorant  of  what  is  proposed  to  be 
done.  We  are  continually  being  confronted  with 
the  question  that  I  have  raised,  and  we  see  it  here 
today.  We  have  had  a  communication  from  the 
Mayor's  office  stating  that  the  City  Planning 
Board  is  a  most  important  body.  Now,  what  is 
the  object  of  the  City  Planning  Board,  except  to 
plan,  to  know  just  what  they  intend  to  do  along 
the  line  of  maldng  certain  improvements  in  the 
City  of  Boston?  I  believe  any  business  administra- 
tion must  agree  that  it  is  certainly  a  lax  thing  to 
appropriate  a  lump  sum  of  $500,000  and  simply 
give  it  to  the  Street  Commission  to  do  with  as  they 
see  fit,  laying  out  whatever  streets  they  care  to 
lay  out,  irrespective  of  the  wishes  of  the  Council, 
because  after  we  have  passed  the  order,  as  we  have 
in  years  gone  by,  no  member  of  the  Council  is  ever 
consulted  as  to  what  are  the  needs  of  the  particular 
district  in  which  he  resides  or  as  to  what  is  the 
urgency  of  requests  coming  from  different  sections 
of  the  city.  I  feel  that  this  matter  can  very  easily 
be  handled  by  having  the  Street  Commission 
submit  to  us  the  amount  they  need  to  lay  out  in 
particular  streets  or  highways,  my  thought  being 
that  they  should  first  lay  out  the  streets  that  have 
practically  been  streets  for  a  long  time,  which  have 
not  been  accepted  by  the  city  for  years,  where 
people  have  erected  homes  and  are  entitled  to  the 
consideration  of  every  member  of  this  Council. 
We  have  not  received  the  information  along  that 
line  that  we  should  have  received  in  years  gone  by, 
but  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  get  it  in 
the  future.  We  all  know  many  cases,  as  individual 
members  of  the  Council,  of  streets  that  have  not 
been  accepted,  but  that  have  gone  along  for  years 
in  that  way,  while  new  streets  have  been  brought 
in,  cut  through  vacant  lots  of  land  and  improved 
with  new  sewers,  granolithic  sidewalks  and  that 
sort  of  thing,  while  the  older  streets  on  which 
people  have  lived  for  years  and  invested  their  life 
savings  have  remained  in  their  original  condition 
for  years.  A  winter  such  as  that  we  have  just, 
passed  through  brings  out  the  need  of  improvement 
of  those  streets  to  my  mind  vividly.  When  we 
have  a  severe  winter  the  streets  that  have  not  been 
improved  get  into  deplorable  shape  deplorable  con- 
dition. I  think  it  is  a  rank  injustice  to  the  people 
who  have  built  their  homes  on  some  of  these  older 
streets  that  those  streets  have  not  received  prefer- 
ence in  the  matter  of  street  improvements  for  years 
and  years  gone  by,  and  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  do  so 
in  the  future  I  am  going  to  see  to  it  that  they  do 
receive  preference  in  the  days  to  come.  I  hope 
when  the  matter  conies  to  a  vote  that  the  order  will 
lie  defeated.  Then,  if  the  Street  Commission  want 
to  lay  out  any  streets  let  them  submit  to  the  Council 
their  plan,  showing  the  streets  they  want  to  lay 
out.  That  is  the  only  way  in  which  In  do  business. 
Then,  if  the  list  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Couonil,  let  us  vote  money  to  lay  out  the  streets 
that  they  recommend.  I  don't  want  to  be  in  the 
position  of  apparently  dictating  to  the  Street  Coin- 
mission  what  streets  they  are  going  to  lay  out,  but 
there  is  no  other  way  out  of  it.  We  have  the 
authority.  The  power  is  in  this  Council.  Are 
we  going  to  relinquish  our  powers  in  order  that 
some  one  else  may  exercise  them  for  us?  Are  we 
going  to  say  to  the  Street  Commission,  "We  don't 
know  what  the  people  want,  and  you  do"?  t  don't 
believe  there  is  :m\  member  of  the  Council  who  is 
a  candidate  for  election  to  the  body  would  state 
on  a  public  platform  that  there  is  any  problem 
concerning  the  municipality  or  the  municipal  heads 
of  departments  that  he  does  not  know  something 
about  and  that  he  is  not  qualified  to  pass  upon. 
1  hope  the  order  will  he  defeated. 

President  HAGAN  in  the  chair. 

Coun.   WATSON— Mr.   President,   I  think  the 


gentleman  errs  in  one  particular.  He  says  we 
have  the  power  to  decide  what  streets  shall  be  laid 
out.  As  I  understand  it,  we  only  have  power  to 
say  what  streets  will  not  be  laid  out.  We  can  act 
only  in  a  negative  way,  not  in  an  affirmative  way, 
on  this. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
matter  is  so  important  that  I  wish  to  have  rry 
opinion  stated  as  a  matter  of  record.  I  think 
every  member  of  the  Council  is  satisfied  to  have 
the  money  involved  expended  for  the  laying  out 
of  certain  public  streets,  but  I  think  we  all  feel 
also  that  the  desire  of  the  Council  to  know  exactly 
what  streets  the  moneys  is  to  be  used  upon  is  a 
reasonable  one.  It  strikes  me  that  it  is  a  very- 
reasonable  request  to  make  of  any  department, 
and  that  it  is  following  out  the  law  to  the  letter. 
If  I  may  say  so,  also,  it  is  carrying  out  the  idea 
of  a  segregated  budget  in  city  administration. 
When  the  city  is  appropriating  half  a  million 
dollars  for  an  order  providing  a  loan  for  the  making 
of  highways,  I  certainly  think  the  desire  of  any 
member  of  the  Council  to  know  specifically  how 
the  money  is  to  be  expended  is  a  very  reasonable 
and  logical  one.  When  the  Street  Commissioner 
made  his  statement,  he  was  informed  that  it  was 
the  desire  of  the  Council  that  information  merely 
be  furnished  to  the  Council,  which  body  did  not 
desire  to  have  direction  or  supervision  in  the 
matter;  and  to  deny  the  Council  information  when 
he  knew  that  the  Council  did  not  desire  direction 
or  supervision  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  good 
government.  I  shall  devote  to  defeat  that  order, 
not  because  I  am  opposed  to  the  expenditure  of 
the  money,  but  rather  that,  as  a  representative 
of  the  people,  I  am  unwilling  to  vote  monev  unless 
I  know  where  and  how  it  is  going  to  be  expended. 
Therefore,  I  think,  for  the  sake  of  the  integrity 
and  standing  of  the  City  Council,  the  order  should 
be  defeated. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order, 
and  the  Clerk  was  directed  to  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  WATSOX— Mr.  President,  I  think  we 
ouaht'to  have  a  full  Council  meeting  on  this. 

Presiden  HAGAN"— It  is  not  our  fault  that  all 
the  members  are  not  here.  If  the  matter  is  not 
acted  upon  by  us  today  it  will  go  into  effect  before 
the  next  meeting.      It  is  not  our  fault. 

Coun.  WATSOX— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  prolong  the  session  air*-  longer.  There  is  merit 
in  what  both  of  the  previous  councilors  have  said. 
I  will  agree,  but  in  view  of  the  fac1  that  a  great 
deal  of  important  work  in  the  matter  of  the  laying 
out  and  construction  of  highways  under  this  act 
will  have  to  be  done  pretty  quickly  in  order  to 
have  it  finished  up  before  the  fall,  I  think  on  this 
particular  occasion  we  should  pass  the  order 
today  and  hereafter  call  upon  the  Street  Com- 
missioners for  more  explicit  information  concern- 
ing the  spending  of  the  money.  I  don't  think 
we  are  warranted  on  this  occasion  in  defeating 
the  order.  I  think  we  ought  to  pass  it  today  and 
later,  hereafter,  form  some  plan  whereby  the 
information  may  be  given  to  us.  I  thought  the 
chairman  of  the  Street  Commission  gave  us  some 
information,  but  he  was  not  rmite  prepared  to 
give  us  the  full  information  we  desired,  perhaps 
because  of  his  newness  in  the  office.  But  that 
will  follow.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass.  If  you 
should  ask  me  the  name  of  one  street  mentioned 
in  the  order  by  the  Street.  Commission  that  is 
going  to  be  laid  out.  T  couldn't  tell  you  now,  and 
undoubtedly  there  are  fifty  streets  over  there 
that  I  have  been  interested  in  and  that  perhaps 
have  not  been  acted  upon  favorably  by  the  Street 
Commission.  So  perhaps  I  am  just  as  much 
justified  as  anybody  in  defeating  this  order  be- 
cause of  nonaction.  But  I  feci  that,  because  of 
the  good  to  the  vast  majority,  we  ought  to  pass 
it  today,  and  1  trust  that  both  Coun.  Healey  and 
Donoghue  will  see  the  thing  my  way.  Then  later 
on  we  can  bring  about  the  reforms  suggested  by 
both  of  them,  and  undoubtedly  the  Council  will 
all  work  together  on  the  proposition. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President.  I  think  there 
is  a  whole  lot  of  merit  in  what  has  been  said  along 
that  line.  I  don't  want  to  be  looked  upon  as 
die-hard  or  as  one  who  would  place  impediments 
in  the  way  of  the  administration  of  the  city.  I 
may  have  been  a  little  hasty  in  saying  that  the 
order  ought  to  be  defeated.  I  think  a  gentleman's 
agreement  might  be  arrived  at.  and  I  think  perhaps 
the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  might 
secure  for  us  from  the  Street  Commission  a  list  of 
I  he  streets  on  which  this  money  is  going  to  lie  used. 
The  order,  however,  goes  into  effect  after  April  20. 

President     HAGAN — May     I     suggest     to     the 
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Council,  if  they  will  pardon  the  interruption,  thai 
the  order  must  be  either  defeated  or  passed  today. 
If  defeated  today  there  is  no  objection  to  Coun. 
Watson  or  anybody  else  reintroducing  the  ordei 
before  we  adjourn  tonight,  and  it  can  then  come  up 
on  a  future  calendar  for  action.  So  the  matter 
will  not  be  killed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  my  feeling  is 
the  same  concerning  that  proposition  as  it  is  in 
regard  to  this  order.  1  say  that  fourteen  days' 
delay  means  something.  It  means  a  lot  in  the 
matter  of  laying  out  and  starting  work  on  a 
highway.  I  think  they  are  now  getting  ready  to 
advertise  on  these  streets.  They  have  to  be 
advertised  a  certain  time  and  contractors  will  have 
to  bid  on  them,  and  before  you  know  it  it  will  be 
the  middle  of  June  and  a  number  of  si  reels  may 
have  to  lay  over  for  a  year.  I  think  the  wisest 
course  is  to  pass  the  order  today,  and  then  try 
to  allow  up  the  reform  suggested  by  the  three 
gentlemen. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  might  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  know  some  of  the  streets  on  the  list  sub- 
mitted by  the  chairman  of  the  Street  Commission 
have  been  advertised,  although  the  money  is  n<ii 
yet  available.  I  know  that  has  been  done  for 
years  by  every  administration.  For  the  sake  of 
the  integrity  of  the  Council  and  whatever  little 
power  the  Council  may  still  retain,  I  think  we 
ought  to  insist,  however,  on  respect,  anil  on  a  fair 
and  decent  answer  to  our  requests  for  information, 
I  don't  think  there  is  a  member  of  the  body  who 
wants  to  deprive  the  City  of  Boston  of  tin-  expendi- 
ture of  this  money  for  tin-  fitting  up  of  streets,     1 

don't  think  that  is  the  issue  involved,  The  issue 
involved  is  this,  that  when  a  request  is  made  of  the 
Street  Commission  by  the  City  Council,  that 
request  ought  to  be  honored,  that  it  should  be 
answered  in  detail.  So  long  as  the  Council  has  the 
right  to  initiate  loans,  I  think  for  the  honoi  ol  the 
Council  wo  ought  to  stand  in  our  boots  and  insist 
that  we  must' be  heard  and  recognized.  I  do  not 
want  to  take  away  from  the  -prerogatives  of  an 
elder  member  by  doing  the  thing  myself,  but  1  do 
think  that  perhaps  Coun.  Watson  or  some  other 
member  might  reintroduce  the  order  if  it  fails  ,.! 
passage  here  today,  and  1  feel  that  a  lesson  ought 
to  be  read  for  the  sake  of  the  standing  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  believe 
there  was  any  malice  or  any  such  intent  on  the  part 
of  anybody  concerned  in  this  order  to  show  dis- 
respect to  the  Council.  I  think  the  chairman  of 
the  commission  gave  a  very  intelligent,  honest  and 
sincere  synopsis  of  the  situation  when  he  appeared 
here  on  the  day  he  did.  Gentlemen  who  have  had 
more  experience  in  municipal  affairs  here  than  some 
of  us  have  had  and  who  understand  the  situation 
feel  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  Street  Commission 
to  present  to  the  Council  a  list  of  the  streets  which 
they  propose  to  accept  at  a  certain  given  time. 
The  money  is  appropriated  for  future  use,  always, 
and  the  chairman  told  the  Council  just  what  the 
situation  was  from  his  point  of  view.  The  previous 
chairman  of  the  commission  did  not  take  that 
point  of  veiw,  but  came  over  to  the  Council  and 
submitted  a  list  of  streets,  that  he  presumably- 
copied  directly  or  obtained  from  some  source.  I 
don't  believe  the  arguments  offered  have  been  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  lead  us  to  hold  this  up  at  this 
particular    time.     In    West    Roxbury,    Dorchester 


and  in  numerous  other  sections  there  are  places 
that  ought  to  be  laid  out,  accepted,  and  I  think  it 
would  be  a  crime  to  invoke  t he  policy  of  "Show  me 
first,"  when  it  means  defeating  the  hopes  of 
hundreds  of  citizens  of  our  city.  This  is  a  very 
important  order.  We  all  know  the  conditions  of 
t  lie  streets.  I  think  we  should  pass  the  order, 
because  1  think  there  is  no  reason  for  not  passing  it. 
Coun.  DO  NOG  HUE— Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  say  after  listening  to  the  argument  of  the 
councilor  who  has  just  sat  down,  that  the  deplora- 
bll  OOQdition  does  not  apply  to  the  new  streets  to 
be  laid  out  at  some  time  in  the  future,  ft  applies, 
as  I  have  said,  to  streets  that  are  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  streets,  and  have  been  such  for  some 
time,  but  have  not  been  accepted  by  the  Street 
Commission.  Those  are  the  streets,  and  the  people 
who  live  on  those  streets  are  the  people  who  are 
suffering.  In  regard  to  these  new  streets  that  are 
going  to  be  laid  out,  in  my  opinion  in  many  in- 
tances  they  are  to  lie  laid  out.  in  places  where 
there  is  not  now  a  sign  of  habitation.  1  think,  as 
Coun.  Henley  says  that  the  dignity  of  the  Council — 
if  we  have  any  dignity  left — certainly  should  be 
upheld  by   ourselves      When    we   ask   the   Street 

I   ommiss n    to  submit  to  us  a  concrete  plan  of 

what  they  intend  to  do  in  the  matter  of  laying  out 
new  highways,  it  ought  to  be  submitted  to  us. 
There  ought  to  be  no  ifs,  ands  or  huts  about  it. 

What  great  mental  work  is  required  in  furnishing 
us  information  as  to  the  .streets  they  intend  to  lay- 
out. They  know  them  now.  The  councilor's 
own  argument  shows  that  they  know  tnem,  when 
they  have  already  advertised  certain  streets.  They 
intend  to  lay  out  those  streets.  They  have  placed 
streets  on  the  list  in  the  order  in  which  the>-  intend 
to  lay  them  out.  You  know  as  well  as  1  do  that 
tin  \  have  the  inforina'ion  in  detail,  which  could  be 
submitted  to  us  by  the  head  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sion in  detail  instead  of  in  the  form  of  general  infor- 
mation, and  which  should  be  done  when  their  is 
$500,000  to  be  laid  out  for  the  making  of  new  high- 
ways.  We  certainly  should  not  be  expected  to 
vote  on  that  amount  without  having  the  informa- 
tion winch  we  have  a  right  to  expect,  knowing 
which  streets  are  to  be  laid  out  first.  I  think  it  will 
be  a  very  simple  matter  for  the  Street  Commission 
to  submit  to  this  Council  the  list  of  streets  that 
they  are  even  now  advertising.  We  are  not  asking 
il.  mi  for  any  information  we  should  not  receive. 
It  is  only  fairness  to  the  Council  thay  they  submit 
the  list  of  streets  they  intend  to  lay  out.  I  am  not 
asking  them  to  submit  a  list  of  the  streets  that  they 
may  be  interested  in  later.  We  are  merely  asking 
for  a  list  of  streets  that  in  their  judgment  they  feel 
should  be  laid  out,  and  laid  out  hist.  I  hope  the 
order  will  be  defeated.

Dear  Sir, — The  following  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted  in  response  to  the  inclosed 
order  of  the  City  Council,  requesting  infor- 
mation as  to  the  probable  cost  of  widening 
Ashland  street  to  a  uniform  width  from  Ros- 
lindale  square   to   Mattapan    square. 

Ashland  street,  in  the  West  Roxbury  dis- 
trict, and  Oakland  street,  in  the  Dorchester 
district,  together  form  a  continuous  crosstown 
thoroughfare  between  the  points  referred  to. 
and  it  is  assumed  that  the  Council,  in  the 
adoption  of  this  order,  had  in  mind  the 
widening   of    both    these    streets. 

Some  years  ago  a  section  of  Oakland 
street — the  part  lying  between  Richmond 
road    and    what    is    now    Rexford    street — was 
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established  at  an  80-foot  width  by  a  decree 
of  the  Superior  Court  abolishing  the  old  rail- 
road grade  crossing,  and  subsequently,  in 
1914,  the  city  carried  the  80-foot  construc- 
tion down  to  Mattapan  square.  Substantial- 
ly, one  half  of  Oakland  street  has  been  widened 
and  constructed  to  80  feet.  To  complete  the 
widening  of  the  remaining  portion,  that  is, 
the  part  lying  between  Richmond  road  and 
Harvard  street,  would  cost  approximately 
$200,000  and  to  widen  and  construct  Ashland 
street,  for  its  entire  length,  to  the  same 
width,  would  involve  an  expenditure  of  ap- 
proximately  $400,000. 

In  addition,  it  is  estimated  that  it  would 
cost  $55,000  to  widen  the  railroad  bridge 
where  Ashland  street  crosses  the  Providence 
division  tracks  between  Hyde  Park  avenue 
and  Rowe  street,  and  if  it  were  deemed  nec- 
essary to  reconstruct  this  bridge,  $100  000 
would  be  required  for  that  purpose. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  submit,  there- 
fore, a  total  of  $700,000  as  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  cost  of  widening  Ashland  street  and 
Oakland  street  to  a  uniform  width  of  80 
feet  as  suggested  in  the  order  of  the  City 
Council.

grades  of  city  employees,  we  respectfully  ask 
the  Mayor  to  grant  a  50-cent  increase  in  day 
wages  of  the  city  laborers  and  elevator  employ- 
ees, and  that  an  increase  of  like  amount  be 
granted   to   all   mechanics 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order 
was  drafted  a  few  days  ago  after  a  study 
here  of  budget  conditions,  noting  the  advances 
in  salaries  that  had  been  made  to  many  city 
employees,  clerks  and  others  on  the  regular 
annual  salary  basis,  and  noting  particularly 
a  pretty  general  advance  to  all  county  em- 
ployees. The  only  ones  who  seemed  to  be 
forgotten,  omitted  from  all  consideration,  were 
the  laboring  man  and  the  mechanic  in  the 
city's  service.  Evidently  they  have  had  few 
to  interest  themselves  in  their  behalf,  and 
the  result  is  that  there  was  no  increase  what- 
soever granted  to  thorn.  Now,  I  understand 
the  position  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  this 
matter.  The  conference  today  has  plainly 
shown  that,  and  I  am  only  sorry  that  I  can- 
not agree  with  his  conclusions.  I  believe  that 
two  wrongs  never  yet  made  a  right,  and  that 
when  a  wrong  is  found  it  should  be  corrected. 
An  analysis  and  study  of  the  budget  has  con- 
vinced me  beyond  a  question  of  doubt  that 
'money  enough  can  be  saved  from  the  budget, 
or  rather  utilized  in  some  other  form  than 
as  outlined  in  the  items  of  the  budget,  to  do 
justice  to  these  men,  and  that  every  tie 
ment  of  the  city  will   function   to   the  satisfac- 
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tion  of  the  citizens.     Certainly,  Mr.  Chairman, 
justice  can   and   should  be  done   io   these    men 
who     are    being    dealt    with     unjustly     at    the 
present   time.      A    great   deal    of    Btress    so  m 
In    be   laid   on    the   fact   that   during    the    war 
period    the    laborers    and    the    mechanics    got 
some   rather   radical  wage  advances.     It  is  true 
that   during    that   period    people   who   were    re- 
ceiving  a  mere   pittance   which   hardly   enabled 
them    to    live    were    increased    in    their    wage 
scale,     largely     through     the     intercession     of 
members  of  this  body,  or  rather  of  this  body  as 
a  whole,  who  so  voted.     Because  of  that  fact, 
it   is   now    being    held    against  them    that   their 
increases    have    been    larger    in    proportion,    in 
percentage,    than   the   increases   granted   to   the 
regular    salaried    employees.       That     is    an    un- 
fair  comparison,    Mr.    Chairman.      A   compari- 
son   that    docs    not    go   over    a    proper    period   of 
time   is    always    an    unfair   comparison..     If   we 
make    a    comparison   of   the    increases    in    wage 
scale    of    the    salaried    employees    and    laborers 
on    a    per    diem    basis    over    three    or    perhaps 
four   years,    it   is    true    that    the   percentage   of 
increase    to    the    laborers    is    more    pronounced 
than    to    the    others.      But    why    must    we    take 
three   or   four  years     Why   not   be   fair  to   our- 
selves  and  fair  to  the  city  employees,  and  take 
a   period   of   ten   or   twelve   years,   and   see   then 
what    the    percentage    of    increase    has    been  ? 
In    1907    the   city    laborers   were    receiving    $2.25 
a    day,    and    they    did    not    receive    an    advance 
for    a    period    of    years.      They    were    advanced 
to  $2.50  a  day,   I  believe,  in   1913;   and  after  a 
vigorous     fight    on     the    part     of     this     Council 
some    few    years    ago    they    were    advanced    50 
rents  more,  to  $g  a  day.     The  advance  outlined 
in   the  budget  of  that  year,   during  the  former 
administration   of   Mayor  Curley,   was   25   cents 
and,    of   course,    the    Council    could   not    increase 
that.      Hut    on    the    strength    of    a    letter    from 
the    Mayor    at    that    time,    he    stating    that   he 
would   not  veto   if   the   Council   wanted   to  take 
the    responsibility    in    the   matter,    the    Council, 
to   their   credit,    be   it   said,   grasped  the  respon- 
sibility   and    made    the    increase    50    cents.      So, 
over  a   period   of   a  dozen   or   fifteen  years,  the 
city    laborer   advanced   just   $1    a   day,   from   $2 
to  $3   a  day.     During  the  stressful   war  period, 
when    commodities   were   at   such    a    price   that 
living     costs     were     beyond     the     capacity     of 
most   people   to   meet,   Mayor    Peters    again    ad- 
vanced  them  50   cents   a  day,   in   the  first  year 
of    his    administration,    and    another    50    cents 
last  year..     So    in   the    past    few   years    the    la- 
borers    have     received     measurable     advances, 
but     over    a    period    of    ten    or    twelve    years 
there  has   been   no   comparison   of   the   amount 
of   their   advances   with   the   amounts   of  salary 
advances    to    the    salaried    employees    either   of 
the  city  or  county.     I  do  not  care  to  enter  into 
any   controversy   with    his   Honor   the   Mayor  or 
indeed,    any    member    of    the    Council    on    this 
matter.     I    have  tried   to  be  as   respectful   as   I 
could    in    my   use   of   the    English   language    in 
writing    this    order.     I    have   simply    asked   the 
Mayor  to  endeavor  to  grant  this   increase,   and 
I   believe   we   can   show    the   Mayor,   if  we   dili- 
gently analyze  the  budget  under  consideration, 
where  he   can    grant   this    increase   without   in- 
terfering with  the   functioning  of  any  city  de- 
partment and  without  giving  the  city  any  less 
service    than   has    been    performed   in   the   past 
year    by    city    departments.      I    want    to    avoid 
any  controversy.     I  am  not  trying  to  drive  any- 
body  into   a  hole,   nor   do   I   want  to   get  there 
myself.     I   honestly  believe  that  simple   justice 
demands   that  these  people  receive  this  consid- 
eration from   this  body.     If  the  Mayor  sees  fit 
to  veto  the  order,  the  responsibility  is  his,  and 
the  burden  he  his  to  assume.     It  is  beyond  our 
power  and  beyond  our  control.     But  the  mem- 
bers  of  this  body  have  power  to  exercise  their 
own    rights,    their    own    freedom    of    thought, 
their  own  expression  of  opinion  on  matters  of 
this  sort.     I  want  to  see  this  Council,  not  only 
in   this  case,  but   in  other   cases,  exercise  some 
of    the    authority    that    they    have    under    the 
law    and    assume    responsibility — which    I    per- 
sonally  am   willing   to   assume   in   this   particu- 
lar case — for  their  own  action. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  that  we  request  the  Mayor 


to    appear    before    us    personally.      I    suppose 
you    have    no    objection    to    its    going    to    the 
Executive  Committee,  Coun.   Hagan? 
Coun.   HAGAN— Not  at  all. 
The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 

littee     With     the     understanding    that    his 

Honor    the   Mayor   should    be    requested   to    ap- 
pear  before    the   committee. 


WATER  FRONT  PARK,  EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Planning  Board,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  investigate  and  report 
to  the  City  Council  what  opportunity,  if  any, 
can  be  developed  by  the  city  to  provide  a 
water  front  park  for  the  Ward  2  section  of 
East  Boston. 

Referred   to  the   Executive  Committee. 


CAR    SHELTER,    DUDLEY   AND    STOUGH- 
TON   STREETS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  people  of 
the  CJphams  Corner  section  of  Dorchester,  he 
respectfully  requested  to  petition  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to  provide  a 
shelter  at  the  car  stop  at  the  junction  of  Dud- 
ley   and    Stoughton   streets,   Dorchester. 

Passed    under   a   suspension   of   the   rule. 


NEW  STREET,  DORCHESTER. 

HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  make  a  study  and  re- 
port to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  as  to  the 
advisability  and  practicability  of  opening  a 
new  street  to  relieve  traffic  conditions  in  the 
district  from  Edward  Everett  square  to  Up- 
hams  Corner. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman,  this  order 
and  various  orders  of  a  similar  nature  are 
presented  here  at  the  wish  of  the  citizens 
committee  connected  with  the  Uphams  Corner 
Improvement  Association.  In  the  interest  of 
improvements  that  they  would  like  to  see  made 
in  that  particular  district,  I  am  now  offering 
orders  calling  to  the  attention  of  various  city 
officials  having  the  matter  in  charge  contem- 
plated improvements  which  are  deemed  de- 
sirable. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


RESURFACING    OF    COLUMBIA   ROAD. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  resurface 
Columbia  road,  teaming  side,  from  Uphams 
Corner  to  Blue  Hill  avenue,  and  to  advise  the 
City  Council  if  this  work  can  be  done  this 
summer. 

Passed  under   a  suspension   of  the  rule. 


COLUMBIA  ROAD,  ONE-WAY  STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Sti'eet  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility, and  if  advisable,  to  designate  Columbia 
road,  from  Hancock  street  to  Blue  Hill  ave- 
nue, as  a   one-way  street. 

Passed  under   a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SIGNS    AT    INTERSECTING    STREETS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Street  Commissioners,  or  whatever  department 
may  have  charge  of  this  matter,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  put  up  street 
signs    at   intersecting  streets    where   none   now

exist,  as  at  State  street  and  Washington  street, 
Summer  street  and  Washington  street,  Tem- 
ple place  and  Washington  street,  West  street 
and  Washington  street,  Dartmouth  street  and 
Boylston  street,  Charles  street  and  Boylston 
street,  Marlborough  street  and  Arlington 
street,  Federal  street  and  Milk  street,  and 
other  intersecting  streets  throughout  the  city 
where  no  street  signs  do  now  exist. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  difficulty 
of  strangers  finding  their  way  through  the 
streets  of  Boston  is  more  pronounced  than  it 
is  in  other  cities.  For  example,  if  you  are 
in  New  York  and  see  that  you  are  at  Thirty- 
Fourth  street,  you  know  that  the  next  street 
is  Thirty-Fifth  street,  but  in  Boston  at  Tem- 
ple place  the  stranger  does  not  know  the 
name  of  the  next  street.  He  may  be  looking 
for  West  street  and  does  not  know  where  it 
is.  Therefore,  I  think  the  Street  Commission- 
ers ought  to  have  signs  up  at  these  intersect- 
ing streets.  I  have  only  designated  certain 
streets  where  the  signs  are  omitted.  Unques- 
tionably there  are  a  number  of  other  streets 
located  in  the  city  where  the  same  condition 
exists.  The  idea  is  to  have  them  make  a  study 
and  put  up  these  signs. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  ask  the  gentleman  if  the  intersecting 
streets  mentioned  by  him  in  his  order  are 
without   signs    at   the   present   time  ? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  have  not  personally  ex- 
amined all  these  streets,  but  I  am  led  to  be- 
lieve that  such  is  the  case  by  an  editorial 
that  I  saw  in  one  of  the  Boston  daily  papers. 
Somebody  had  investigated  this  matter  and 
made  a  report,  and  I  copied  from  the  report 
some  of  these  streets.  Personally,  I  have  not 
had  an  opportunity  to  investigate,  but  I  as- 
sume that  somebody  had  done  so. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  will- 
ing to  vote  for  the  order,  but  I  don't  know 
whether  there  are  signs  in  some  of  these 
places  or  not,  and  so  I  vote  for  the  order 
with  that  qualification.  I  like  to  have  things 
somewhat  definite.  I  think  the  gentleman 
ought  to  be  more  specific,  ought  to  be  able  to 
tell  us  from  his  own  knowledge  whether  these 
corners  are  equipped  with  signs  or  not. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman,  an  editorial 
in  one  of  the  Boston  papers  mentioned  these 
streets  as  being  without  signs.  Somebody  has 
evidently  made  it  his  business  to  investigate 
the  matter,  going  around  and  seeing  the  con- 
ditions. I  have  taken  it  for  granted  that  the 
information  supplied  is  correct.  This  is  from 
the  Boston  Traveler.  I  copied  it,  believing 
that  it  was  something  that  needed  attention. 
If  it  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Street 
Commissioners,  an  examination  can  be  made, 
and  if  the  situation  should  be  corrected  they 
will  be  able  to  do  so.  If  any  of  these  streets 
referred  to  have  signs  at  the  intersections,  the 
Street  Commissioners,  of  course,  will  not  put 
up  additional  signs.  Mr.  President,  the  only 
reason  why  I  raised  the  question  is  that  I  did 
not  want  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  voting 
for  something  that  looked  to  the  correction  of 
a  condition  which,  it  afterwards  appeared,  did 
not  exist.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  vote  for 
the  order,  with  the  qualification  stated. 
The  order  was  passed. 


"WHITE  WAY,"  WASHINGTON  AND  TRE- 
MONT  STREETS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  install 
boulevard  type  of  lamps  to  make  a  so-called 
"White  Way''  district,  similar  to  lights  now  in 
use  on  Boylston  street,  on  Washington  street, 
between  Dover  street  and  Dock  square,  and  on 
Tremont  street,  between  Boylston  street  and 
Scollay  square. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  object 
of  the  order  is,  if  possible,  to  get  a  better 
lighting  system  on  our  two  principal  streets  in 
downtown  Boston,  Washington  and  Tremont 
streets.  We  have  installed  this  boulevard  of 
White-Way  system  of  lighting  wisely  and 
sensibly,  I  think,  in  East  Boston  and  in  South 


Boston      We   installed  it  recently  on   Boylston 
street,  from  Arlington  street  to  Copley  square. 
We    have    all    seen    what    a    greatly    improved 
appearance  it  gives   in  the  night  time  to  those 
streets,    when    properly    lighted    by    this    new 
and   modern   system.      Boston   has    always   suf- 
fered in  comparison  with  western  cities.  Small 
western  towns,  much  smaller  than  our  munici- 
palities    haye    a    far    better    lighting    system, 
with   lights   in   clusters  of  five.     It  is   astonish- 
ing to  see  the  way  some  of  the  middle  western 
and  far  western  towns  are  lighted,  always  hav- 
ing an  adequate  lighting  system  in  their  busi- 
ness section.     I  noticed  last  Saturday  night,  Mr 
Chairman,  a  condition  that  I  think  none  of  us 
would   approve   of.     The    City  of   Boston,   in   a 
spirit    of    economy,    unquestionably,    has    been 
depending   upon   window   lighting  by   the  mer- 
chants   on    our   downtown   streets,    particularly 
on     Washington     street,     and     has     been     very 
negligent    in    the    number    of    lamps    which    it 
has    installed.      How    many    of    us    know    how 
many    lamps    there    are    in    the    heart    of    the 
retail    district,    on    the   easterly  side    of    Wash- 
ington street,  from  Hayward  place  to  Summer 
street?      Ordinarily   in    the   evening,    when   the 
windows    are   well  lighted,   as    they  are   by   the 
merchants,    the   sidewalks    and   the   streets    are 
lightsome;   but   it   so   happens    that   when   Sat- 
urday night   comes   those  merchants   pull   their 
curtains,    their   window   shades,    and   there    are 
no   window   lights.      Therefore,    the   public    are 
denied    the    benefit    of    that    private     lighting 
when   the    curtains   are   drawn,    which   they   do 
obtain   on   other  nights   when   the  windows   are 
lighted.     The  same   condition   prevails  on   Sun- 
day   night,    and    two    of    our    big    department 
stores    at    least,    maybe    more,    Jordan    Marsh 
and   R.    H.    White   Company,   make   it   a   prac- 
tice to  draw  down  their  window  curtains   Sat- 
urday   night    and    to    keep    them    drawn    until 
Monday    morning.      I    had    occasion    to    be    up 
there   last   Saturday   night,   getting   away   from 
a    delayed    dinner    after    eleven    o'clock    in    the 
Adams    House.      I   came   out   and  saw   the    sit- 
uation.    I   had   this   order   drafted   at  the   time. 
but    even    I,    thoroughly    familiar    with    the    lo- 
cality,  had   not   realized  how   bad   the   situation 
was.      There  is   a   lamp   at   the  corner   of   Hay- 
ward    place    and    Washington    street :    there    is 
not   a   lamp   in    front   of   the  large   block   occu- 
pied   by    R.    H.    White    Company    or    the    next 
block,   between   West  and  Tremont  streets.     In 
other   words,   there  is   a  lamp   at  the  corner  of 
Hayward    place,    and    the    next   street   lamp    is 
at  the  corner  of  Avon  street.     There  are  prac- 
tically   two    city    blocks    with    a    lamp    at    each 
end.     Upon  Boylston  street  those  lamps  I  have 
referred    to    have    been    set   up    at   intervals    of 
not  over  twelve,  fifteen  or  eighteen  feet  apart, 
I    should    say.      Aftr    you    leave    Avon    street, 
passing    the    entire    establishment    of    Jordan 
Marsh,  with  its  large  Washington  street  front- 
age  and   the  addition   of  the  old   Shuman   loca- 
tion,  there   is   only   a  single  lamp   at  each   end 
of   the   block — one   at   Avon   street   and   one    at 
Summer    street — and    none    between.      I    don't 
think  that  is  at  all  inviting  to  visitors  coming 
to   Boston.      I   believe  the   heart   of  our  Boston 
business    district,    what   at   present    at   least    is 
the    heart    of    the    business    district,    ought    to 
be    the    best    lighted    section    of    the    city,    and 
it    is    almost    the   worst    lighted   section.     Visi- 
tors   coming    to    Boston    naturally    live    in    the 
hotels    in    that    immediate    district.      They   see 
that    condition     there    when    they    do    not    get 
over    to    see    the    better    lighted    conditions    in 
South    Boston    or    other    sections    of    the    city. 
They    do    see    the   center   of   metropolitan    Bos- 
ton,   and    they   see    existing   there   these   condi- 
tions   that    I    am    referring    to.      I   think    it    is 
deplorably   bad    advertising   and   bad   judgment, 
false    economy    on    the    part    of    city    officials. 
I    am    anxious    to   see   if    something    cannot   be 
done,  and  hence  the  introduction  of  this  order. 
I    would    like    to   see   it   passed   today   under   a 
suspension    of    the    rule. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  going  to  rise  in  opposition  to 
the  order.  I  feel  that  the  order  at  this  time 
should  not  pass.  I  feel  that  if  they  are  going 
to  put  in  any  new  boulevard  lights  they  should 
put  them  in  in  the  residential  section.  As  the 
councillor  has  said,  they  have  been  put  into  the 
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East  Boston  district  and  into  the  South  Boston 
district,  and  I  think  they  have  meant  a  very 
great  improvement  to  those  two  districts.  We 
have  many  other  outlying  districts,  where  the 
people  are  out  later  at  night  than  they  are 
in  the  downtown  districts,  in  my  home  district, 
for  instance,  and  where  there  is  not  as  good 
police  protection  as  there  is  in  the  downtown 
districts.  If  the  residential  sections  are  given 
these  lights,  it  will  mean  a  protection  to  people 
who  are  living  in  Boston  365  days  a  year,  not 
merely  appealing  to  the  class  who  come  in 
here  sightseeing.  I  am  not  so  much  interested 
in  the  visitor  who  comes  in  here  as  I  am  in 
those  who  live  here.  In  so  far  as  lighting 
UP  the  downtown  district  is  concerned  if  the 
business  people  in  this  business  district  desire 
to  keep  the  downtown  district  lighted  up  SO 
that  visitors  may  look  into  the  windows  and 
see  what  they  have  to  offer,  let  them  pay  for 
it.  I  hope,  if  there  is  to  be  more  money 
spent  for  lighting  the  city  it  will  be  spent  in 
Dorchester,  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury  and  other 
parts  of  the  cty,  that  has  gas  lamps  at  the 
present  time,  residential  districts,  where  people 
who  want  to  see  where  a  man's  house  is  have 
to  carry  a  lantern  in  order  to  find  it.  In  so 
far  as  our  downtown  district  is  concerned, 
fifteen  minutes  after  the  theaters  have  let 
out  there  is  practically  nobody  on  our  down- 
town streets.  But  an  hour  after  that  our  own 
people  are  going  to  their  homes  in  their  own 
icsidential  districts,  after  taking  the  subway 
or  street  cars,  in  West  Roxbury  and  other 
parts  of  our  outlying  sections,  rind  when  they 
get  there  there  is  practically  no  light  at  all. 
So,  if  there  is  to  be  more  money  spent  for 
light,  let  it  be  spent  in  the  residential  sections 
rather  than  the  downtown  district.  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  my  rea- 
sons for  hesitating  to  vote  for  this  order  are 
several.  For  instance,  if  Coun.  Hagan  is  sin- 
cere, as  I  believe  he  is,  in  his  attempt  to  in- 
crease the  laborers'  pay  50  cents  a  day,  we 
will  have  to  curtail  in  many  ways  in  order  to 
find  the  money,  with  the  Mayor's  help.  Ev- 
ery additional  unnecessary  expense  that  we 
incur  from  now  on  lessens  by  just  so  much 
the  opportunity  for  chance  of  increasing  the 
pay  of  the  men  in  whom  the  councilor  oppo- 
site and  my  other  fellow  members  are  inter- 
ested. In  the  first  place,  we  don't  know  what 
this  equipment  will  cost.  Before  going  on 
record  I  should  certainly  want  to  know  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
improvement,  and  if  it  would  require  any 
substantial  amount  of  money  I  think  I  would 
be  inclined  to  vote  against  it.  If  we  are  going 
to  raise  money  to  increase  the  laborers'  pay 
this  year  or  next,  we  have  got  to  curtail  un- 
necessary expenses.  For  that  reason  I  would 
ask  the  councilor  if  it  is  agreeable  to  him  to 
have  the  order  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee? If  it  is  so  referred,  I  will  then  intro- 
duce an  order  to  call  on  the  lighting  division 
of  the  Public  Works  Department  to  let  us 
know  what  it  wall  cost  to  put  in  this  equip- 
ment and,  furthermore,  what  the  cost  will  be 
per  year..  We  will  then  be  in  a  good  deal 
better  position  to  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  after  we 
get  the  information.  The  gestleman  oppo- 
site (Coun.  Hagan)  is  a  business  man.  I  am 
probably  not  as  much  of  a  business  man  as  he. 
But.  from  what  little  I  know  about  business, 
I  think  before  we  incur  an  expense  that  is 
not  positively  necessary  we  should  find  out 
what  the  amount  is  to  be.  In  other  words,  we 
should  not  recommend  spending  a  sum  of 
money  when  we  don't  know  what  the  sum  is, 
and  when  we  do  know  what  the  sum  is  we 
ought  to  decide  whether  the  benefit  to  be 
received  will  be  equal  to  the  amount  paid : 
also,  when  it  comes  to  additional  expenses 
that  will  be  required  for  pay  roll  increases 
and  for  necessary  improvements,  whether  or 
not  we  can  afford  to  spend  the  money  this 
year.  I  would  therefore  ask  the  gentleman 
if  he  will  agree  that  the  order  shall  go  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  then  he,  I  or 
somebodv  else  can  introduce  an  order  looking 
to  the  obtaining  of  the  necessary  information 
with  regard  to  the  proposed  improvements, 
after  which  we  will  be  able  to  vote  intelligently 
as  business  men. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  did  not 
anticipate  that  this  comparatively  harmless  or- 
der would  meet  with  any  objection.,  I  thought 
I  would   find  each  member  of   the  Council   in  a 

i 'live  mood,  agreeing  in  that  matter  if  in 
nothing   else,   that   the  place  where  we  should 

make    the     i lible    appearance    is    in    the 

heart  and  centei  of  the  city  which  we  serve. 
I    Bnd   it   difficult  to  follow  the  arguments  pre- 

ted  by  my  good  friend  Coun.  Moriarty. 
I  can  find  nothing  in  what  he  has  6aid  that 
seems  to  offer  a  legitimate  objection  to  the 
passage  of  the  eider.  I  think  I  said  in  my 
opening  remarks  that  the  fact  that  the  boule- 
vard system  of  lighting  was  installed  on 
Broadway,  South  Boston,  and  on  Meridian 
street,  asf  Boston,  was  certainly  beneficial 
to  those  sections.  In  fact,  I  introduced  into 
this  Council  the  order  for  the  installation  on 
Meridian  street  some  years  ago,  if  my  mem- 
ory serves  me  right.  I  would  like  to  see 
system  or  a  better  system  of  lighting 
i  n  over  our  city  throughout  the  residential 
districts,  and  not  altogether,  as  is  now  the 
u  the  main  arteries  in  those  dis- 
tricts. But  we  have  to  start  somewhere  to  get 
thai  .lime,  and  if  we  start  in  the  heart  of  the 
citj  rid  work  out  into  the  suburbs  the  proba- 
bilities are  that  we  will  get  a  complete  im- 
proved system  of  lighting  all  over  the  city  in 
the  due  course  of  time.  If,  however,  you  are 
going  to  neglect  the  heart  of  the  city,  then 
toe  outlying  districts  are  going  to  continue  as 
they  arc.  I  don't  think  anybody  here  really 
seriously  wants  to  make  any  objection  to  the 
retail  merchants  receiving  something  in-  the 
form  of  adequate  street  lighting  in  the  dis- 
tricts in  which  they  do  business.  They  are 
not  going,  as  has  been  said,  to  reduce  their 
window  lighting  because  of  that  fact.  The 
boulevard  system  of  lighting  the  streets 
which  has  been  introduced  on  Boylston  street, 
■  en  Park  square  and  Copley  square,  has 
resulted  in  no  reduction  of  window  lighting 
on  the  part  of  the  merchants.  We  do  not 
consider  that  an  expense,  Mr.  Chairman.  It 
is  an  investment.  If  we  will  only  stop  to 
realize,   spending   money   is   not   always   an   ex- 

e,  but  can  be  made  an  investment;  and 
wiih  the  realization  of  that  fact  a  great  deal 
of  the  difficulty  here  in  this  body,  when  there 
is  an  attempt  to  get  public  improvements  put 
through,  will  be  removed.  The  first  thing 
thai  is  thought  of  is  expense.  Let  us  try  to 
make  some  investments  here.  As  I  have  often 
tried  to  point  out,  money  is  frequently  spent 
with  a  lavish  hand — and  I  do  not  begrudge 
it — in  the  hospitals  of  the  city,  but  why  not 
spend  some  money  in  such  improvements  as 
will  tend  to  improve  conditions  and  prevent 
ease?  That  is  what  I  call  an  investment. 
Well  lighted  streets  are  properly  considered 
by  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  country  an 
investment.  People  come  here  in  flocks.  Many 
i  i  have  little  idea  how  many,  visitors  there 
are  in  Boston  from  the  first  of  May  to 
the    first    of    September,    on    their   way    to    the 

I  ore  or  mountains,  sometimes  spending 
two    or    three    or    more    days    in    the    City    of 

on,  going  to  our  hotels  and  patronizing 
our  stores.  They  do  their  shopping  here  and 
they  leave  some  money  here.  Do  we  want  to 
drive  them  out  and  throw  that  business  away? 
They  can  go  to  the  White  Mountains  without 
coming  to  Boston,  can  go  through  Vermont  or 
through  other  parts  of  Massachusetts,  if  they 
want  to  do  so.  Boston  is  the  metropolis  of 
New  England,  and,  as  such,  it  is  our  duty 
and  responsibility  to  see,  as  far  as  lies  in  our 
power,  that  everything  in  Boston  is  carried  out 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  metropolis 
of  New  England.  I  have  no  objection  what- 
soever to  any  order  that  Coun.  Moriarty  may 
present  asking  for  further  extension  of  the 
lighting  system  into  the  residential  and  subur- 
ban districts,  and  will  vote  for  it.  I  will  be 
with  him  heart  and  soul  on  that  matter,  and 
I  think  the  Council  will  be..  So,  let  him  go  to 
it  I  shall  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  him  in 
that  respect,  if  he  thinks  that  should  be 
done.  He  will  get  my  vote  and  my  help  as 
far  as  it  is  possible  to  help.  But  the  fact 
that  we  are  going  to  try  to  improve  the  light- 
ing   system    in    the    residential    or    suburban 
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districts  of  the  city  is  no  real  reason  why 
we  should  deny  the  same  privilege  to  the  heart 
of  the  metropolitan  district,  Washington  and 
Tremont  streets.  In  fact,  I  have  tried  in  my 
order  to  partially  meet  the  objection  he  made. 
Originally  I  intended  to  have  Washington 
street  covered  from  Haymarket  square  to 
Boylston  street,  but  I  have  had  the  order 
worded  so  as  to  include  the  section  between 
Boylston  and  Dover  streets,  taking  in  a  section 
that  has  been  sadly  neglected  by  the  Transit 
Commission  and  by  all  city  officials,  as  well 
as  by  the  City  Council,  for  a  long  period  of 
years.  I  believe  by  this  action  we  can  help 
to  develop  and  encourage  the  natural  trend 
in  that  direction  for  a  number  of  years.  Street 
lighting  from  Boylston  street  up  to  Dover 
street  will  improve  that  district,  will  enhance 
values,  and  that  will  mean  increased  taxes_  to 
the  city.  Increased  value  of  property  is  going 
to  result  in  the  obtaining  of  increased  revenue 
from  year  to  year,  revenue  which  we  sadly 
need.  In  reply  to  Coun.  Watson's  criticism, 
that  we  should  curtail  because  we  are  going 
to  try  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  laborer, 
getting  him  an  increased  wage  scale,  I  will 
simply  assure  the  gentleman  in  all  sincerity 
that,  if  he  agrees  to  take  my  advice  and  in- 
vestigate the  budget,  he  will  find  that  we  can 
prune  the  budget  appropriations  for  the  dif- 
ferent departments  to  the  amount  of  $700,000 
without  impairing  the  functioning  of  any  city 
department.  It  will  simply  compel  greater 
efficiency,  without  a  question  of  doubt,  on  the 
part  of  heads  of  departments  and  city  em- 
ployees. We  have  a  right  to  demand  that 
greater  efficiency,  as  they  will  be  receiving  a 
just  remuneration  for  their  services.  It  will 
result  in  the  elimination  of  a  great  deal  of 
waste  by  departments,  for  the  man  who  heads 
a  city  department  is  no  different,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, from  you  and  me.  When  we  have  an 
abundance  of  money  in  our  pockets  and  feel 
like  millionaires,  we  go  out  and  spend  it  lav- 
ishly, and  very  often,  too  often,  perhaps,  un- 
wisely. It  is  so  with  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment. Give  him  money  enough  to  operate  his 
department  properly,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
citizens,  and  tell  him  that  is  all  he  is  going 
to  get,  and  he  will  then  do  his  job  as  it  should 
be  done.  I  have  seen  him  when  he  has  done 
his  job  well  under  such  circumstances,  where 
he  has  been  decreased  $600,000  in  a  budget  ap- 
propriation as  passed  by  a  former  City  Coun- 
cil, and  that  year  there  was  greater  efficiency 
than  in  any  other  year  before  or  since,  and 
that  year  there  was  a  larger  unexpended  bal- 
ance turned  back  into  the  city  treasury  than 
had  been  turned  back  in  any  year  up  to  that 
time,  and  I  don't  think  it  has  been  surpassed 
since.  That  shows  what  could  be  done  when 
they  were  on  the  job,  determined  to  be  effi- 
cient and  determined  to  eliminate  waste.  Those 
things  can  be  done,  gentlemen  of  the  Coun- 
cil :  waste  can  be  eliminated,  greater  efficiency 
can  be  created, — and  don't  let  us  talk  about 
punishing  that  human  element,  the  laborer 
and  the  mechanic,  when  we  are  simply  trying 
to  curtail  on  waste  and  promote  efficiency. 
If  you  curtail  on  waste  and  improve  efficiency, 
you  will  have  ample  money  to  meet  all  de- 
mands. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  question  came  on  reference  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  want 
to  say  that  I  feel  that  the  downtown  district 
has  been  very  well  taken  care  of.  If  there 
is  a  stoi-m,  those  streets,  even  to  the  alleys. 
are  the  first  streets  in  our  city  that  are 
taken  care  of.  In  the  outlying  sections  there 
are  many  places  today  where  there  are  ashes 
in  the  middle  of  the  street,  where  people 
could  not  take  care  of  them  otherwise  and 
had  to  dump  them  in  the  middle  of  the 
street.  They  are  still  there,  on  account  of  in- 
efficient conditions  in  the  matter  of  taking 
care  of  the  streets  in  some  of  those  sections, 
as  opposed  to  the  business  district.  Why,  out 
in  West  Roxbuvy  and  other  outlying  districts 
there  has  been  snow  even  out  in  the  middle  of 
the  street  up  to  within   a  very  short  time  ago, 


and,  taking  the  $200,000  odd  that  has  been 
spent  in  clearing  away  snow,  I  venture  to  say 
that  75  per  cent  of  it  was  spent  in  the  retail 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  first  street 
to  be  dug  out  after  a  snow  storm  is  Common- 
wealth avenue ;  the  first  street  in  Boston  where 
a  shovel  or  a  plow  goes  after  a  snow  fall  is 
Commonwealth  avenue.  Now,  it  is  proposed 
that  we  shall  go  at  that  sort  of  thing  again. 
The  Councilor  says  that  he  did  not  think  that 
there  would  be  any  voice  raised  against  this. 
I  want  to  say  that  I  told  him  Friday  afternoon 
at  the  budget  hearing  that  if  he  introduced 
this  order  I  would  be  against  it.  So  it  cannot 
come  as  a  matter  of  surprise  to  him  today, 
because  I  told  him  Friday  afternoon.  Where 
you  and  I  disagree  is  on  the  question  of 
where  this  work  shall  start.  You  claim  that 
it  should  start  in  the  business  district,  and  I 
claim  that  it  should  start  in  the  residential 
districts.  If  you  will  change  your  order  so  as 
to  refer  to  residential  districts,  I  don't  care 
what  section  the  work  is  done  in  as  long  as 
it  is  a  residential  section.  I  don't  want  to 
pick  the  section  and  I  don't  want  to  grab  any 
of  your  political  thunder  at  this  time.  This 
is  introduced  because  it  is  good  reading.  It 
goes  into  the  City  Record  and,  of  course,  you 
may  pick  abstracts  from  it  next  December  to 
send  out  to  the  voters,  showing  what  you  have 
tried  to  do.  In  so  fr  as  the  introduction  of 
a  proper  lighting  system  is  concerned,  let  us 
give  it  to  our  own  people,  people  who  live 
here ;  and  in  so  far  as  pleasing  people  who  are 
going  to  the  White  Mountains  or  to  Bar  Har- 
bor is  concerned,  I  am  not  so  much  interested 
in  that  class  of  people.  I  am  interested  in 
the  class  of  people  who  have  not  got  the 
money  to  20  to  Bar  Harbor,  to  go  to  Vermont 
or  to  go  to  the  White  Mountains.  I  am  more 
interested  in  the  rank  and  file  of  people  in 
Boston,  people  who  have  to  stay  here  365 
days  a  year,  people  who  when  they  go  home 
at  night  really  should  have  better  lighting  to 
their  doors,  not  spending  money  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  downtown  stores.  As  far  as  win- 
dow lighting  is  concerned,  if  it  is  good  busi- 
ness to  do  that  lighting  down  here  five  nights 
a  week,  I  think  these  downtown  business  men 
ought  to  do  it  seven  nights  a  week.  If  they 
find  it  good  business  to  have  lights  in  their 
windows  five  nights  a  week.  I  don't  know  why 
they  should  shut  them  off  for  the  other  two 
nights,  if  they  are  useful  for  advertising  pur- 
poses. I  understand  that  on  Saturday  ana 
Sunday  nights  Jordan's  and  R.  H.  White's 
do  not  keep  their  stores  lit  up.  I  am  not  in- 
terested in  the  Jordan  Marsh  or  the  R.  H. 
White  concern.  I  would  be  interested,  per- 
haps, if  they  saved  that  amount  of  money 
and  put  it  into  the  pay  of  their  help.  I  have 
Found  out  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
of  sickness  and  th.it  the  State  Board  of  Labor 
and  Industry  are  sending  their  inspectors  into 
R.  H.  White's  store  because  there  has  been 
so  much  sickness  there  for  the  last  two  months. 
If  they  would  spend  some  of  their  money  for 
the  purpose  of  making  the  store  a  place 
where  inhabitants  of  our  city  who  have  to 
go  to  work  can  find  healthy  conditions,  in- 
stead of  advertising  to  attract  the  eye  of  the 
pin-chaser  whom  they  hope  to  have  spend 
money  there.  I  think  it  would  be  better  for 
the  city.  My  whole  contention  is  that  if  we 
are  going  to  start  any  better  lighting  system, 
we  should  put  it  into  the  residential  sections — 
Chester,  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury  or  any 
of  the  outlying  districts.  But  I  am  going  to 
vote  against  the  money  being  spent  at  the 
start-off   in    the    downtown    district. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  in  trying  to 
follow  the  arguments  of  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  spoken.  T  find  that  he  wants  to  start 
an  improved  lighting  system  in  the  suburban 
districts,  rather  than  following  my  thought 
of  originating  in  the  heart  of  the  business 
district  and  working  out.  To  my  mind  that 
is  a  good  deal  like  building  a  building  from 
the  roof  down,  when  the  usual  practice  is  to 
put  the  foundation  in  first.  As  I  have  said, 
I  shall  be  glad  to  co-operate  with  him  in  get- 
ting a  better  or  an  improved  street  lighting 
system  in  the  residential  district,  but  that 
would    not    be    the    result    of    carrying    out    his 
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thought.  Most  of  those  districts  today  are 
gas-lighted  and,  therefore,  this  system  of  elec- 
tric lighting  cannot  be  used  in  those  disi 
We  would  have  to  work  out  to  that  gradually, 
over  a  period  of  years,  and  In  the  meantime 
why  cannot  we  start  in  the  heart  of  our 
metropolitan  center?  'linn  let  that  be  an  in- 
spiration to  our  residential  sections  to  try  to 
gel  this  system  in  the  future  in  thei]  di  tricl 
i  ception  has  been  taken  becauae  the  down- 
town section  of  the  city  gets  first  aid  or  first 
treatment  from  city  employees  in  snow  re- 
moval and  in  other  matters.  The  gentleman 
seems  to  think  that  that  is  done  altogether  for 
the  visitor  to  Boston  or  for  thi 
of  Boston.  It  probably  has  not  entered  his 
mind  that  then'  i  a  vasf  army  of  people  em- 
ployed in  that  district  in  the  stores,  in  the 
offices,  male  and  female,  and  every  effort  must 
he    made    so     thai     business     may     continue     to 

function,    getting    tho        | and    from 

their  places  of  employment  and  their  homes  at 
a  reasonable  time.  If  we  were  to  ignore  or 
neglect  the  downtown  section,  how  would  peo- 
ple get  to  and  from  work  And  if  people  do 
not  work  they  do  not  draw  pay.  Therefore, 
the  effort  is  wisely  made  to  see  that  the  met- 
ropolitan or  business  center  of  the  city  is 
cued  for  first,  because  that  is  where  the 
sinews  of  war  come  from,  that  keep  the  wheels 
going  in  the  average  home  throughout  metro- 
politan  lio-t, in.  The  workers  work  somewhere 
in  that  district,  and  the  people  have  other 
business  in  Hint  district— people  who  are  n 
dents  of  Boston,  citizens,  voters  of  Boston, 
people  who  work  here  and  who  live  here.  I 
am  very  sorry  when  anybody  sees  fit  to  make 
an  attack  upon  any  business  organization  in 
this  community,  where  (hat  organization  is 
not  represented  by  a  delegate  b'ere  who  can 
voice  disapproval  nor  answer  back.  I  am  very 
sorry  that  good  taste  or  good  judgment 
not  prompt  any  member  of  this  Council  to 
make  statements  be  may  wish  to  make  without 
mentioning  names,  when  an  attack  made  may 
be  unsupported  by  the  facts,  and  this  attack- 
made  on  a  concern  of  the  size  and  importance 
of  R.  H.  White  is  unwarranted  by  the  fai 
There  is  no  concern  in  the  city  that  is  doing 
any  more  to  promote  the  health,  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  its  employees  than  the  1!. 
H.  White  Company.  There  is  no  concern  in 
the  city  that  is  broader  gauged  more  pro; 
sivc  in  thought,  mote  desirous  of  being  hu- 
manly helpful  ;  and  if  there  have  been  unfor- 
tunate occurrence  in  the  store  they  have  been 
such  as  might  happen  in  any  store,  large  or 
small,  because  we  all  have  days  when  ur  em- 
ployees are  not  quite  up  to  the  mark,  when 
they  may  have  sickness,  as  the  result  of  I'lio 
thing  or  another.  The  percentage  in  the 
store  referred  to  is  no  higher  than  that  in  any 
other  store,  and  why  they  have  been  singled 
out  for  attack  I  do  not  know.  I  think  it  is 
unfair  and  unjust.  They  would  have  had  no 
opportunity  to  answer  back  if  I  bad  not  seen 
lit  to  take  up  the  cudgels  for  them.

DEVELOPMENT  WORK,  ORIENT  HEIGHTS 
PLAYGROUND. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Park  Department,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the  City  Coun- 
cil whether  any  development  work  is  con- 
templated at  the  Orient  Heights  Playground, 
or  what  would  be  their  advice  regarding  the 
development  of  the  present  location  or  some 
other  location  for  playground  purposes  in  the 
Orient  Heights  section. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  question 
came  on   the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Speaking  briefly  upon  this 
order,  this  playground  established  by  the  city 
at  Orient  Heights  has  been  one  of  our  unfor- 
tunate mistakes,  as  it  now  seems,  and  most 
people  seem  to  think  so.  We  have  over  there 
a  playground  that  has  never  been  developed, 
and  in  all  human  probability  cannot  be  devel- 
oped.    It  has   been,   and   probably  always   will 


be,   unsuitable  for   the   purpose.      I   am   trying 
to   see   if  we   can   start   the   ball    rolling   to   get 
i  ark    Department   interested    in   developing 
her  playground   for  the  district   in   another 
location    apart   from    this    undeveloped   ground 
which  m   my  opinion   is  beyond  the  capacity  of 
any   engineering   force   to  ever  make   it  for   the 
tor  which   it  was   intended. 
Coun.   HEALEY— Mr.    Chairman,    I   feel    as 
though    I   ought   to   side   in    with   the  councilor 
■fortunately,    .-..me    of    his    orders    have    had 
Hi.'    disapproval    of    most    of    the    members    of 
the   City   Council,    but   I  think   the   Council   will 
unanimously     in     favor    of    this     present 
aks  as  a  member  who  has  a  very 
relationship     with     East     Boston,     and     I 
•    him   in  his  support  of  matters  benefiting 
tit  ularly    in    this    matter.      I 
believe    he   wants    to   do    something   for   the   dis- 
trict,  and    I   believe  the   majority  of  the   Coun- 
cil      Hi  most  heartily  approve  of  the  action  pro- 
posed   by    Coun.    Ragan    in    this    matter.      On 
this    subject    Coun.    Hagan    and   his    Honor   the 
one,   also,   and   I   think  that   that 
establishes      an      historic      precedent.        I      trust 
that  the  Council  will  unanimously  vote  in  favor 
of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to 
make  just  one  little  correction  in  my  esteemed 
colleague's  remarks.  He  says  that  the  fact 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  I  are  in  agree- 
ment on  this  order  is  historic.  1  want  to  as- 
sure him  that  1  have  been  in  accord  with 
Mayor  Curley  on  most  measures,  in  full  and 
complete  accord.

RAISE   FOR    MECHANICS,    LABORERS, 
ETC. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Budget  Commissioner  submit  to  the  Council, 
e  passage  of  present  budget,  recommen- 
dations showing  wherein  said  budget  can  be 
reduced  an  amount  sufficient  to  raise  the 
wages  of  every  mechanic  and  laborer  em- 
ployed in  every  department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  25  cents  per  day,  and  also  the  lower 
paid    clerks. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
ay  but  a  few  words  in  urging  the  passage 
of  this  order  before  the  honorable  body,  and 
I  think  that  perhaps  I  should  say  a  few 
words,  in  view  of  the  introduction  of  a  pre- 
vious order  bearing  upon  wages  this  after- 
noon, and  because  of  the  conference  which 
the  body  had  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I 
am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  we  can  find  a 
way  here  to  this  year  raise  the  wages  of  the 
laborers  and  the  mechanics  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  city.  Therefore,  I  ask  for  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  the 
order,  so  that  we  may  have  available  the  in- 
formation we  desire  before  tackling  this 
proposition,  so  that  it  may  have  some  teeth 
and  some  force.  I  would  say,  supplementing 
my  remarks  further,  that  I  was  going  to  sug- 
gest with  reference  to  this  matter  what  Coun. 
Brickley  has  already  suggested  with  reference 
to  the  other  order,  that  we  invite  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  address  the  body.  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rale. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  wonder 
if  the  councilor  opposite  would  be  willing 
to    aid    the   smaller    paid    clerks    to    the    order. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  will  bow 
to  the  superior  judgment  of  the  gentleman 
opposite  at  any   time. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  add  some- 
thing that  would  cover  them.  I  have  refer- 
ence to  the  underpaid  clerks,  the  smaller 
paid  clerks.  Many  clerks  in  the  departments 
are  not  getting  much  more  than  the  laborers 
today. 

Chairman  DONOGHUE— In  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  alreadv  before  the  Executive 
Committee  an  order  bearing  upon  this  sub- 
ject, does  not  the  gentleman  wish  this  referred 
to  that  committee? 
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Coun.  GILBODY— No,  Mi".  President,  I 
would  like  to  have  it  passed. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  do  I 
understand  that  Coun.  Hagan  introduced  an 
order  which  would  give  the  laborers  and  me- 
chanics 50  cents  a  day  additional? 

City   Clerk   DONOVAN.      Yes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — And  that  was  referreu 
to   the   Executive   Committee? 

City    Clerk   DONOVAN.     Yes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— We  have  here  now  an 
order  which  proposes  to  increase  their  pay 
25  cents  a  day,  and  the  gentleman  asks  for  a 
suspension  of  the  rule.  I  want  to  say  that 
I  am  in  favor  of  getting  the  most  possible 
for  the  laborers  and  mechanics.  While  I  don't 
care  about  puttng  myself  or  anybody  else  in 
a  bad  light,  if  Coun'.  Gilbody  insists  on  put- 
ting his  order  through  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule,  I  will  have  to  vote  against  it,  and 
then  I  will  vote  in  favor  of  the  50  cents 
raise  now  before  the  Executive  Committee. 
Certainly  I  would  not  feel  like  supporting 
an  order  raising  the  pay  25  cents  a  day  if 
there  is  any  possibility  of  their  getting  50 
cents  a  day.  I  heard  one  of  the  members 
over  on  that  side  saying  that  he  had  passed 
the  half  mile  stone  today,  that  he  was  getting 
so  that  he  did  not  believe  in  kidding  him- 
self any  more.  It  is  about  time  that  we 
stopped  not  only  trying  to  kid  ourselves  but 
to  kid  the  poor  city  laborers.  It  seems  to 
me  that  is  apt  to  be  the  position  we  will  be 
in  today,  if  we  do  not  lookout.  Everybody 
knows  what  the  Mayor  told  us  at  noontime. 
Why  do  you  need  to  have  it  told  to  you  again? 
Just  to  get  it  down  on  paper?  Of  course, 
unfortunately,  there  was  no  stenographer  at 
the  dinner  the  Mayor  gave  us  this  noontime, 
so  there  is  nothing  down  on  paper.  But  the 
Mayor  told  you  that,  no  matter  what  your 
action  was,  he  would  give  no  increase  to  the 
city  laborers  and  the  city  mechanics  this  year. 
If  you  take  it  out  of  the  budget,  he  will  veto 
your  recommendation  to  that  effect  Now, 
what  is  the  use  of  kidding  not  only  your- 
selves but  the  fellow  who  is  working  for 
the  city?  I  am  willing  to  go  through  with 
anybody,  and  was  willing  to  go  through  in 
1918  with  Mayor  Peters,  when  they  came  in 
here  for  $5  a  day.  I  made  the  statement  on 
the  floor  that  if  there  were  four  fellows  who 
would  go  thi-ough  and  vote  against  the  bud- 
get the  entire  year,  I  would  be  one  of  them. 
But  we  didn't  go  through,  and  the  laborer 
got  $4  a  day,  and  that  is  all  he  is  getting 
now.  The  Mayor  told  you  his  program.  As 
I  said  two  weeks  ago,  the  Mayor  did  not 
vote  for  me  and,  of  course,  I  am  unfortunate 
in  that  I  am  not  in  accord  with  him  at  times. 
I  am  in  accord  with  him  when  I  think  he 
is  right  and  not  in  accord  with  him  when  I 
think  he  is  wrong.  Now,  we  have  here  two 
orders.  Coun.  Brckley  asked  Coun.  Hagan 
if  he  would  allow  the  previous  order  to  lie 
in  executive  session  and  have  the  Mayor  come 
up  here  in  regard  to  it.  and  I  Understand 
that  the  Mayor  told  some  of  the  members 
that  he  would  be  glad  to  come  here.  He  didn't 
tell  some  of  them,  but  told  all  of  them.  Now. 
I  will  have  to  vote  against  this  order  at  this 
time,  and  in  preference  vote  for  Coun. 
Hagan's  order,  if  it  comes  up  here  for  a  vote 
after  the  executive  meeting. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President.  I  cannot 
understand  how  anybody  is  kidding  himself  on 
this  propositon.  Coun.  Hagan's  order  dis- 
tinctly asks  for  some  information,  action  or 
evidence  from  the  Mayor.  This  order  of  mine 
is  a  direct  order  to  the  Budget  Commission- 
er, not  in  conjunction  with  Coun.  Hasan's 
order  at  all.  The  only  similarity  is  in  the 
remarks  that  Coun.  Hagan  made.  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  parliamentarian  of  the  Coun- 
cil that  my  order  has  force  and  teeth  in  it. 
and  I  ask  that  it  be  acted  upon  independent- 
ly, with  no  idea  of  kidding  anybody.  T  am 
simply  making  this  request  of  the  Budget 
Commssioner,  so  that  we  may  see  where  it 
is  possible  to  get  the  25  cents  a  day  increase. 
I  was  laboring  under  the  apprehension  that 
possibly  there  may  have  been  some  privacy 
in    connection   with     what     was      said    at   the 


luncheon,  and  -that  I  would  not  want  to  di- 
vulge anybody's  hand,  but  I  am  going  to  say 
at  this  time  that  I  am  simply  asking  this 
information  of  the  Budget  Commissioner,  in- 
dependently of  the  Mayor,  asking  the  Budget 
Commissioner  to  submit  to  us  recommenda- 
tions showing  where  we  can  cut  down  the 
appropriations  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  at 
least  25  cents  a  day  to  every  mechanic  or 
laborer  in  the  employ  of  the  city.  I  fail  to 
see  where  anybody  is  being  kidded  on  the 
proposition,  unless  some  member  is  kidding 
some  other  members  of  the  Council.  We  can 
do  what  it  is  proposed  to  do  here.  One  of 
the  members  has  already  made  the  statement 
that  we  can  save  §700,000.  The  Budget  Com- 
missioner says  that  if  we  can  save  $300,000 
he  can  raise  the  pay  of  every  laborer  and 
mechanic  25  cents  a  day.  Of  course,  the 
councilor  who  preceded  me  is  better  versed 
in  the  labor  situation  than  I.  But  if  we  can 
not  get  50  cents  a  day,  we  might  compromise 
on  25  cents  a  day.  That  is  always  the  pro- 
gram of  labor  organizations,  through  and 
through,  and  that  is  entirely  the  purpose  of 
my  order,  which  is  entirely  independent  of 
the  one  submitted  by   Coun.   Hagan. 

On   motion   of   Coun.   Watson   the   order   was 
referred    to    the   Executive   Committee.

Healey,  deal- 
ing with  the  matter  of  the  proposed  increase 
in  wages  of  laborers  and  mechanics  in  the 
employ  of  the  city. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Well,  Mr  President,  I 
am   a   die-hard   on   the   proposition. 

Chairman   HAGAN — What  do  you   want? 

Coun.  GILBODY. — I  want  to  bring  the  mat- 
ter up  and  try  to  have  passed,  if  possible, 
the  order  that  I  introduced  looking  to  a  25- 
cent  increase  in  the  pay  of  the  laborers 
and  mechanics,  in  the  employ  of  the  city. 
Your  order  (Coun.  Hagan's)  having  failed  of 
passage  today,  and  probably  dying  a  natural 
death,  I  would  like  to  have  a  vote  taken 
upon  my  order  in  the  Council  today,  Mr. 
President.  Nothing  has  appeared  which  leads 
me  to  think  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
might  not  be  willing  to  agree  to  what  is  sug- 
gested in  my  order,  which  proposes  not  a 
50-cent  per  day  increase,  but  a  25-cent  per 
day  increase,  in  the  wages  of  the  laborers 
and  mechanics.  I  would  therefore  press  my 
argument    as    I    used    it    in    Executive    Com- 
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mittee.  If  we  cannot  get  50  cents  a  day  for 
those  men,  let  us  try  for  a  quarter. 

Chairman  HAGAN — Why  not  allow  all  these 
matters  to  remain  until  next  week  in  Execu- 
tive Committee,  when  we  can  try  to  take  some 
action  ? 

Coun.  GILBODY— Well,  I  would  like  to  call 
my  order  out  of  the  committee,  so  that  we 
may  try  to  have  some  action  looking  toward 
an  increase  in  the  scale  of  wages  of  the 
laborers  and  mechanics.     I  make  that  motion. 

Coun.  Gilbody's  motion  to  recall  his 
order,  referred  earlier  in  the  session,  looking 
to  an  increase  of  25  cents  per  day  in  the 
wages  of  laborers  and  mechanics  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  city,  was  declared  lost.  Coun. 
Gilbody  doubted  the  vote.  A  show  of  hands 
was  made,  and  the  motion  was  declared  de- 
feated, three  members  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive,  and  three   in  the  negative.

Coun  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  is 
merely  an  order  asking  for  information  at 
this  particular  time  and  not  committing  the 
City  Council  to  anything.  Therefore,  I  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule,  so  that  the  order 
may  be  put  upon   its  passage.

REVISION    OF    TAXI    SCHEDULE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Council  of  Boston,  believing  taxi  rates 
in  Boston  are  excessive  as  compared  with 
other  cities  of  the  country,  do  urgently  re- 
quest the  Police  Commissioner,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  revise  the  price  schedule 
for  Boston  to  compare  favorably  with  other 
cities. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order 
in  question  merely  makes  a  request  upon 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  revise  the  price 
schedule  for  Boston  so  that  it  will  compare 
favorably  with  other  cities.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  request  is  a  modest  one.  We  are 
asking  only  that  the  public  in  Boston  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  in  taxicab  rates  a  sum  equiva- 
lent to  that  paid  in  other  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. A  similar  order  was  presented  a  few 
weeks  ago,  one  of  similar  tenor,  and  in 
answer  to  our  request  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner came  here  and  read  off  a  list  of  taxi- 
cab  service  rates  in  other  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. He  read  off  from  rather  a  long  article, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  it  was  utterly  impossible 
for   any   of   us   to   thoroughly   digest   or   absorb 


it  in  its  entirety  at  that  time.  It  was,  how- 
ever, quite  evident  that  the  commissioner 
himself  was  not  well  versed  in  exact  condi- 
tions  pertaining  either  to  the  taxi  service  or 
the  taxi  rates.  It  was  quite  clearly  evident 
that  he  was  being  guided  very  largely  by  a 
lieutenant  of  police  who  sat  at  his  elbow  and 
instructed  and  advised  with  him,  and  it  was 
equally  evident  that  that  particular  individual 
was  hostile  to  the  work  which  is  being  done 
in  this  body  to  revise  the  taxi  rate  schedule 
in  Boston.  That  naturally  suggests  the 
thought,  Why  is  this  man  hostile?  Why 
should  any  man  be  hostile  to  the  thought 
of  simply  giving  the  Boston  public  advantages 
that  are  obtainable  in  other  large  centers  of 
the  country  ?  There  must  be  a  reason,  and 
probably  is  a  reason.  It  is  my  pur- 
pose at  a  later  date  to  ascertain  what  that 
on  is.  It  was  an  understood  part  of  the 
•  tnent  that  the  commissioner  would  leave 
here  the  material  from  which  he  read,  so  that 
I  and  otheis  who  might  be  interested  might 
have  an  opportunity  to  read  it  and  digest 
it.  I  had  supposed  that  that  article  was 
left  here,  but  our  official  stenographer  in- 
formed me  later  that  when  he  tried  to  obtain 
the  document  from  this  particular  police  lieu- 
tenant it  was  withheld.  The  result  was  that 
we  don't  know  now,  anything  except  what 
was  read  to  us,  except  as  our  memory  may 
reflect  that.  But  I  did  gather  this,  that  the 
commissioner  through  his  advisers  was  of  the 
opinion  that  Boston  compared  favorably  with 
other  cities  on  taxi  rate  service,  and  I  re- 
membei'  that  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  the  figures  quoted 
were  considerably  in  excess  of  the  prices  paid 
here.  The  commissioner  also,  in  comment- 
ing upon  what  he  read,  certainly  did  give 
to  the  thought  that  he  believed  we  were 
not  very  badly  off  in  Boston,  that  conditions 
were  more  favorable  than  we  thought,  and 
that  Boston  did  not  suffer  in  comparison  with 
other  cities.  It  was  truly  unfortunate  that 
on  that  day  when  the  commissioner  was  here 
the  material  I  had  sent  for  had  not  arrived, 
and  1  could  not  answer,  because  I  did  not  have 
the  facts.  I  had  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad 
bargain  on  that  day.  But  the  day  after  that 
hearing  I  got  the  figures,  the  official  list  of 
the  taxicab  operators'  organization.  All  the 
large  companies  doing  a  taxi  business  in 
Boston,  as  well  as  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  are  united  in  an  organization,  and 
publish  and  print  an  official  price  list.  I 
have  gone  over  that  price  list,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  any  doubting  Thomas  who  may  be 
here  I  want  to  say  that  Boston  is  sixteenth 
on  the  list  in  the  United  States ;  that  there 
are  fifteen  cities  with  lower  taxicab  rates 
than  we  have  here.  The  cheapest  taxicab 
service  in  Boston  is  30  cents  for  one  third  of 
a  mile  ;  in  Buffalo  the  price  is  25  cents  for  two 
thirds  of  a  mile;  in  Chicago  the  price  is  20 
cents  for  one  half  mile  :  in  Cleveland  the  price 
is  25  cents  for  one  third  of  a  mile  ;  in  Dayton, 
Ohio,  the  price  is  25  cents  for  one  third  of 
a  mile  ;  in  Detroit, — where  I  was  led  to  believe 
that  the  prices  are  higher  than  in  Boston, — 
to  my  surprise,  taking  the  official  record,  the 
rate  is  10  cents  for  a  third  of  a  mile,  or 
the  same  as  our  Elevated  service  here  in 
Boston.  In  Milwaukee  the  rate  is  20  cents 
for  a  third  of  a  mile ;  in  Newark,  25  cents 
for  a  third  of  a  mile ;  in  New  Orleans,  20 
cents  for  a  half  mile ;  in  New  York,  20  cents 
for  a  third  of  a  mile ;  in  ■  Philadelphia,  25 
cents  for  two  fifths  of  a  mile ;  in  Pittsburgh, 
25  cents  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile ;  in  St.  Louis, 
30  cents  for  one  half  a  mile;  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  25  cents  for  two  fifths  of  a  mile ; 
in  Worcester,  in  our  own  Commonwealth, 
30  cents  for  a  half  a  mile — as  against  30 
cents  for  a  third  of  a  mile  in  Boston.  In 
Youngstown,  Ohio,  the  price  is  25  cents  for 
a  third  of  a  mile.  So  there  are  fifteen  cities 
here  which  have  a  lower  taxicab  rate  than 
the  City  of  Boston,  and,  strangely  enough, 
the  same  company  that  operates  in  Boston 
and  charges  this  excessive  rate  is  operating 
in  these  other  cities  on  a  lower  rate,  which 
proves  that  they  can  operate  in  other  cities 
for    less    money    and    pay    dividends,    and    that 
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therefore  in  charging  the  excess  rate  in  Boston 
they  are  getting  excessive  dividends,  which 
are  coming  out  of  the  Boston  public  and 
which  is  detrimental  to  the  interest  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  besides  giving  a  bad  im- 
pression to  visitors  who  come  here  and  have 
to  pay  the  excessive  rate.  I  am  going  to 
present  a  copy  of  these  published  figures  to 
the  stenographer  and  ask  that  the  figures, 
with  the  order,  be  sent  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, simply  requesting  him  to  study 
these  figures,  which  are  official  figures,  as 
against  the  figures  which  he  presented  here, 
which  I  am  afraid  I  will  have  to  designate 
as  "phony"  figures.  At  least  they  do  not 
agree  with  the  official  figures.  Let  me  repeat, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  order  in  question  simply 
calls  upon  the  commissioner  to  revise  the 
price  schedule  in  Boston  so  as  to  compare 
favorably  with  other  cities. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  Chairman,  in  defence  of 
the  Police  Commissioner's  statement  here  as 
to  prices  charged  in  the  different  cities,  I 
would  say  that  it  appeared  from  the  com- 
missioner's statement  that  he  has  written  to 
the  different  cities  to  find  out  what  their 
ordinance  rates  were,  what  they  were  allowed 
to  charge.  That  is  what  he  brought  in  here 
and  stated,  and  he  probably  did  not  know 
what  they  actually  charged.  He  stated,  for 
instance,  that  in  New  York  they  were  allowed 
to  charge  40  cents  for  half  a  mile,  10  cents 
for  each  succeeding  quarter  of  a  mile,  making 
60  cents  for  the  mile,  and  40  cents  for  each 
mile  thereafter,  and  20  cents  for  each  .passen- 
ger in  excess  of  one.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
some  charge  30  cents  for  the  first  third  of 
a  mile,  10  cents  for  each  additional  third,  mak- 
ing 50  cents  for  the  first  mile,  and  30  cents 
for  each  successive  mile,  and  10  cents  for 
each  extra  passenger.  So  the  rates  actually 
charged  are  under  the  rates  which  they  are 
allowed  to  charge.  They  are  allowed  to  charge 
more  than  they  do  charge  for  a  passenger, 
and  they  are  also  allowed  to  charge  for 
extra  passengers,  which  they  usually  do  not  do. 
So  you  have  an  apparent  difference  right 
there.  Each  licensed  cab  in  New  York  makes 
a  charge,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  tariff,  that 
is  under  what  it  is  allowed  to  charge.  The 
tariff  is  put  up  in  the  cab.  They  could  charge 
more,  but  they  don't ;  and  they  could,  if  they 
so  desired,  charge  for  extra  passengers,  but 
they  do  not  do  it.  So,  as  I  say,  what  the 
Police  Commissioner  stated  when  he  addressed 
us  in  connection  with  Coun.  Hagan's  order 
was  what  they  are  allowed  to  charge  in  certain 
places,  although  as  a  matter  of  fact  they  do 
not  charge  that  amount.  There  seems  to  be 
a  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  Coun. 
Hagan  as  to  what  the  commissioner  stated, 
to  the  effect  that  he  stated  what  they  actually 
do  charge.  But  he  stated  only  what  they 
are  allowed  to  charge.  He  did  not  state  what 
they  do  charge,  because  he  did  not  know, 
as    I    understand    it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  the 
confusion  lies  in  Coun.  Lane's  mind.  In  these 
other  cities,  most  of  them,  the  taxicab  rates 
are  regulated  by  city  ordinance.  I  believe  we 
did  here  have  control  over  the  ordinance,  but 
we  now  have  no  control  whatever,  because 
of  the  fact  that  some  former  City  Council 
delegated  that  work  to  the  then  Police  Com- 
missioner. The  Police  Commissioner  at  that 
time    was    not,    I    understand,    a   state    official. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  is  not  correct.  You 
are    putting    the    cart    before    the    horse. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  may  be  mistaken)  but  I 
think  not.  The  point,  however,  that  I  am 
trying  to  impress  upon  Coun.  Lane  is  that  we 
have  no  right  to  control  taxicab  rates  here 
by  ordinance.  If  we  did  I  would  offer  an  ordi- 
nance here  to  that  effect.  I  have  found  that 
we  have  no  right  as  a  body  to  control  the  mat- 
ter by  ordinance,  that  the  commissioner  makes 
the  rates  and  that  there  is  no  ordinance  rate 
in  Boston.  So  this  order  is  simply  calling 
upon  the  Police  Commissioner  to  revise  the 
price  schedule  for  Boston  so  as  to  compare 
favorably  with  other  cities.  That  is  the  only 
way  that  we  can  do  it.  We  cannot  do  it 
here  by  ordinance  or  otherwise.  So,  if  the 
Police    Commissioner    cannot    or    will    not    do 


it,  it  cannot  or  will  not  be  done.  We  must 
ask  him.  That  is  the  object  of  the  order. 
Otherwise  I  would  offer  an  ordinance  in  the 
City  Council  to  regulate  the  taxicab  fares 
so   as   to   compare   favorably   with   other   cities. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  perfectly- 
aware  of  the  fact  that  we  do  not  control  the 
rates  and  cannot  pass  an  ordinance  regulating 
the  taxicab  fares.  But  even  now  I  don't  think 
Coun.  Hagan  gets  my  idea  in  the  matter.  The 
Police  Commissioner  came  here  and  told  us 
that  the  Detroit  ordinance  made  the  taxicab 
rate  there  higher  than  in  Boston.  Coun. 
Hagan  tells  us  that  the  rates  in  Detroit 
are  lower.  That  is  perfectly  true.  But  they 
could  charge  more  there  than  they  do.  We 
can  go  on  having  the  same  regulation  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  has  imposed  here 
today,  and  the  taxicab  companies  in  Boston 
would  not  have  to  charge  that  price.  They 
could  charge  less  than  they  do  charge.  There 
is  a  limit  to  the  charges  they  can  make  in 
New  York  and  some  of  these  other  cities, 
but  they  do  not  go  up  to  that  limit.  That  is 
true  in  New  York,  Chicago,  Detroit,  Buffalo, 
and  other  cities — that  the  taxicab  rates  are 
not  up  to  the  point  that  the  taxicab  men  would 
be  allowed  to  charge.  Here  in  Boston  the 
result  would  be  the  same  as  it  is  in  these 
other  cities  if  the  men  here  did  not  charge 
the   amount    that    they    are   allowed    to   charge. 

Coun.  WATSON — Isn't  it  true  that,  while 
the  rates  may  be  and  are  higher  in  some  of 
these  other  cities,  the  taxicab  companies  are 
charging    less? 

Coun.  LANE — Yes.  In  these  other  cities 
they  are  charging  less  than  they  are  allowed 
to  charge  by  ordinance,  and  much  less  than 
is  charged  here  in  Boston.  But  that  does 
not  represent  the  charge  that  they  are  allowed 
to  make. 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  is  a  fact,  however,  that 
the  ordinance  requirements  in  other  cities  are 
higher  than  the  rates  established  by  the  com- 
panies themselves.  In  other  words,  they  get 
less  than  they  are  allowed  to  get  under  the 
ordinance  requirement,  because  of  competi- 
tion. That  has  entered  into  it  and  has  brought 
down  the  price.  Here,  as  I  understand  it. 
they  are  really  working  up  to  the  scale  as 
set  down  by  the  commissioner  or  pretty  close 
to  it.  The  result  is  that  the  Boston  public 
must  suffer.  I  don't  know  that  this  is  the 
right  or  the  best  way  of  approaching  the 
matter,  but  I  know  that  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner is  the  sole  authority  and  that  we  must 
ask  for  his  co-operation,  to  see  if  he  cannot 
revise  the  top  price  downward,  so  that  the 
taxicab  companies  here  will  work  for  less 
money  than  they  do.  getting  a  price  com- 
parable with  the  price  charged  in  other 
cities.  I  haven't  any  question  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  is  fair  minded  in  the  matter 
and  will  do  what  he  can,  if  the  influence  of 
others  is  not  too  burdensome  to  him.  Know- 
ing that  he  is  the  sole  authority  and  the  only 
court  where  we  have  any  refuge  at  all,  I  am 
approaching  the  thing  in  this  way.  simply 
asking  him  to  revise  the  price.  Now  he  either 
will  or  will  not.  If  he  does,  we  have  ac- 
complished the  purpose  that  we  have  in  mind  : 
if  he  does  not.  he  will  give  us  some  good 
reason  why  he  does  not.  The  matter  can 
then  perhaps  be  approached  from  some  other 
angle. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman.  I  would 
like  to  ask  the  gentleman  how  his  order  reads — 
whtther  to  revise  upwards  or  downwards  ? 
I  was  not  in  the  chamber  when  the  order 
was    read. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Of  course,  the  question  that 
the    gentleman    asks    is    a    foolish   one. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well.  I  expect  a  foolish 
answer ! 

Coun.  HAGAN — Having  argued  for  revision 
downward,  it  does  seem  as  though  it  might 
have  entered  the  gentleman's  cranium  that  I 
am  talking  about  a  downward  revision  of 
prices.  But  he  does  not  seem  to  have  grasped 
the  situation.  So.  for  his  benefit,  let  me  say 
that  I  have  asked  that  the  prices  in  Boston 
be  revised  so  as  to  compare  favorably  with 
those  in  other  cities,  and  the  prices  in  the 
other    cities    are    lower.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  the  gentle- 
man has  penetrated  somewhat,  and  perhaps 
now  I  can  penetrate  a  bit.  There  are  cities 
that  are  charging  mox-e  than  Boston,  some- 
where, and  When  he  speaks  about  prices 
here  being  revised  su  that  they  will  compare 
favorably  with  prices  in  other  cities  he  may 
also  have  such  cities  in  mind.  I  think  the 
gentleman  might  at  least  draw  his  orders 
or  have  them  drawn  so  that  they  will  be 
more  specific.  Therefore  I  think  it  might  be 
wise  to  amend  the  order  so  that  it  will  be 
clear  that  it  is  proposed  to  revise  the  prices 
downward,  if  there  is  any  doubt  in  anybody's 
mind.  Perhaps  that  would  penetrate  some 
skull    not   as   thick    as   mine. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  only 
one  city  in  the  list  with  a  higher  price  than 
Huston.  I  did  not  think  it  worthy  of  con- 
sideration to  have  the  order  read  in  that  way, 
but  I  will  follow  the  sagacious  advice  of  the 
gentleman  on  the  right  and  suggest  that  the 
order  read  "to  revise  the  price  schedule  for 
Boston  downward,  to  compare  favorably  with 
other    cities." 

Coun.  WATSON— I  think  that  would  be 
a    good    revision. 

Coun.  HAGAN — There  is  no  harm  in  it, 
and  I  am  willing  to  have  that  amendment 
adopted. 

Coun.   WATSON— I   am   glad   of   that. 

The  order  was  amended  by  inserting  the 
word  "downward"  after  the  words  "to  revise 
the  price  schedule  for  Boston,"  so  that  it 
read  "to  revise  the  price  schedule  for  Boston 
downward,  to  compare  favorably  with  other 
cities."

HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
chairman  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  in- 
form the  City  Council  if  he  intends  to  develop 
for  playground  purposes  the  plot  of  land 
situated  at  Pleasant  and  Pond  streets,  Dor- 
chester.

Passed  under   a  suspension   of  the  rule. 


DEVELOPMENT  OF  LAND  FOR  PLAY- 
GROUND PURPOSES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  whether  he  will  agree  to  the 
use  and  the  development  for  playground  pur- 
poses of  the  land  owned  by  the  city  at  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  and  East  Cottage  street,  form- 
erly the  site  of  the  old  hothouse  plant. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  ask 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  so  that  the  order  may 
go  upon  its  passage,  if  there  is  no  objection. 
This  is  simply  a  request  that  the  Mayor  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  so  using  as  a  play- 
ground that  lot  of  land,  which  has  been 
abandoned  by  the  city.  It  was  originally  the 
old  hot  house  plant,  and  has  been  abandoned 
for  that  purpose.  The  city  owns  the  land, 
and  it  is  an  ideal  location  for  playground 
purposes.  There  are  no  playgrounds  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  nearer  than  the  Strand- 
way  Playground  in  South  Boston,  which  is 
quite  a  distance  away.  I  think  the  sentiment 
which  I  have  heard  expressed  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  body  here  is  to  the  effect  that 
that  land  might  well  be  utilized  for  play- 
ground purposes,  and  at  this  time,  before  any- 
thing is  done  with  it,  I  thought  I  would  like 
to  bring  the  thing  to  the  attention  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  see  if  he  cannot  focus 
his  attention  upon  it  and,  if  it  meets  with 
his  viewpoint  the  development  of  the  land 
for  playground  purposes  might  be  considered 
later. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


GRANOLITHIC    SIDEWALKS, 
DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  if  it  is  going  to  be  possible 
this  summer  to  put  in  granolithic  sidewalks 
on  Dorchester  avenue,  between  Savin  Hill 
avenue  and  Freeport  street,  Dorchester,  and 
likewise  let  the  City  Council  know  if  he  can 
and  will  have  Pleasant  street  resurfaced  be- 
tween Savin  Hill  avenue  and  Hancock  street, 
Dorchester 

Passed    under    a    suspension    of    the    rule.

PROHIBITION     OF     TRUCKS,     ETC. 


Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  prohibiting  all  motor  trucks  or  horse- 
drawn  vehicles  on  Tremont  street,  between 
Boylston  street  and  Scollay  square,  and  on 
Boylston  street,'  between  Tremont  street  and 
Copley  square,  and  on  Washington  street, 
between  Boylston  street  and  Dock  square,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  11  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  unless 
the  trucks  or  vehicles  are  actually  receiving 
or    delivering    within    the    restricted    area. 

Coun.     HAGAN — Mr.     President,     an     order 
similar  to   this  was   introduced  in  the   Council, 
and  I   think  was  passed,   some  weeks   ago.     In 
the    opinion    of    some,    the    order    was    a    little 
bit    too    drastic,    and    any    order,   whether   pre- 
sented    by     myself     or     anybdy     else,     can     be 
amended,    subject    to    future    er    more    mature 
thought.       I     have    heard    nothing     from    that 
order   since   it   was    passed   by  the  body,   but   I 
gathered  from  what  I   read  in  the  newspapers 
that    the    Mayor    was    looking    somewhat   with 
favor     on     the    order     as     presented.     I     read, 
however,    that    the    truckmen's    association,    an 
organization      of     truckmen     in      Boston,     had 
waited   on    the   Mayor,    and   the   conclusion    ar- 
rived   at    was    that    the    order    as    adopted    by 
the   Council  should  not   go   into  effect  but   that 
the    truckmen's    association    would    advise    the 
members    of    the    organization    to   keep    out    of 
Boylston,     Washington     and     Tremont    streets, 
unless  they  had  business  there.     The  chairman 
of   the   Street   Commission,    Mr.   Noyes,  who   is 
here    now,     stated    when     he    was    before    the 
body   that   75   per   cent  of   the   trucks   now   go- 
ing  through   this   area  really  have   no   business 
there.      If    we    can    eliminate    the    75    per   cent 
that  have   no   business   there,    and   permit   any- 
body  who    has    business    there    to    go   there,    it 
would   seem   to   me   that   we   had    accomplished 
something  worth  while.     The  order  I  have  pre- 
sented   is    to    meet    with    the    suggestion    made 
by  the  truckmen's   association,  that  they  would 
advise     their     representatives     or     their     truck 
drivers   to  keep   out  of  these   areas  unless  they 
have  business  there.     Of  course,  that  is  merely 
a   request   made   by   the  truck   drivers'    associa- 
tion of  the  men,  and  if  it  is  not   heeded,  if  no 
attention  is  paid  to  it,   it  is  a  waste  of  time  and 
effort    to    give    utterance    to    it.      As    a    matter 
or    tact,    that    is    the    result.      The    men    have 
paid    no    attention    to    the    request.      It    seems 
to    me    that    if    the    Street    Commission    would 
inai'.e    this    a    part    of    the    city    ordinances    or 
regulations,     in     connection     with     the     traffic 
rules,    the    traffic     officers    would    see    that     it 
was  enforced.     I  have  shortened  the  hours,  ten 
to    five,    as    in    the   original    order,    to   eleven    to 
five,  giving  a  little  more  leeway,   and  not  shut- 
ting  out   trucks    or   vehicles    actually    receiving 
or    delivering     in     the     restricted     area.       They 
are    permitted     to    go    there    when    they    have 
business    there.      This    order,    if    it   meets    with 
the  favorable  consideration   of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners and  the  Mayor,  will   result   in  carry- 
ing   out     the    very     thing     that     the     truckmen 
themselves   have   tried    to    do,   by   the    authority 
that  they  exercise  over  their  people.      If.   how- 
ever,   moral    suasion    will    not    keep    them    out. 
I     believe     the     Street     Commissioners     should 
make    it    a   matter  of   law   that    they   must   stay 
out,    unless     they    have    business     there,    and    if 
they     have     business     there     it     is     up     to     the 
traffic  officers  to  let    them  go  there. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President.  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  councilor  opposite  how  the  traffic 
officer  is  going  to  know  whether  they  have 
business  within  those  limits  within  those 
hours  or  not,  unless  he  stops  the  truck  or 
the  horse-drawn  vehicle  that  is  attempting  to 
go  through,  in  which  case  the  resulting  con- 
gestion might  perhaps  be  worse  than  it  is 
now  ? 

Coun.  HAGAN— Some  time  ago.  I  think,  the 
Street  Commissioners  attempted  to  check  this 
abuse,  and  some  good  was  accomplished.  I 
am  told  that  that  was  the  case.  I  don't  know 
whether  1  am  right  or  not,  but  I  think  I 
heard  some  commissioner  so  state,  and  I  be- 
lieve it  did  not  have  a  bad  effect.  I  will 
agree   that   if   this   were  going   to   be   a   contin- 


uous performance  every  month  in  the  year 
and  if  every  truck  attempting  to  go  into  the 
restricted  area  was  to  be  held  up  by  the 
traffic  officers,  it  would  be  a  bad  feature  and 
would  be  annoying  to  the  officers.  But  it  does 
seem  to  me  that  after  such  a  law  had  been 
passed  and  had  been  in  operation  for  thirty 
or  sixty  days,  the  truckmen  would  become 
aware  of  the  fact  that  they  would  be  asked 
this  question,  and  that  they  would  meet  the 
requirements.  They  would  find  out  what  their 
duty  in  the  matter  was  under  the  ordinance 
and  wouid  observe  it,  as  they  do  today  in  the 
matter  of  one-way  streets  and  otherwise  The 
traffic  officers  would  not  have  to  tell  them 
after  a  short  period  of  time.  They  would 
Know  that  they  had  no  business  in  the  re- 
stricted area  unless  they  were  delivering  or 
receiving  commodities.  If  they  have  business 
there,  -I  don  t  want  to  interfere,  of  course 
wuth  the  progress  of  business.  I  have  no  de- 
sire to  do  anything  that  will  impede  traffic 
1  want  to  speed  up  traffic  going  through  our 
streets,  not  only  of  trucks  but  of  passenger 
cars  as  well.  It  has  become  a  very  serious 
menace  to  the  prosperity  of  the  town 

Coun      MORIARTY— Mr.     President.     I     be- 
lieve   if   the   councilor   on   the    other   side   is   as 
sincere   as    he   says    he   is,    if   he   wants    to    get 
quick   action,   as   a   citizen   of   Boston,   the  best 
way  for  him  to  get  quick  action  on  this  order 
is   to   hie  his  application  with  the   Street  Com- 
mission.    The   Street    Commissioners    will   then 
advertise  and   set   a   day   for   a  hearing,   which 
will   result   in   quicker   action   than   will   be   ob- 
tained by   introducing  orders   of  this  kind   into 
the  City  Council.     Of  course,  hy  introducing  or 
filing   a   petition   to   the   Street   Commissioners 
you  don  t  get  on  the  front  page,  and  by  intro- 
ducing  orders    here    and    having    the    reporters 
present    you    do   get   on    the   front    page      If   I 
remember    aright,    a    month    ago    the   councilor 
got    a   nice   front   page,    the   whole   front   page 
of  the  Post.     If  tomorrow  is  not  a  particularly- 
busy   day    in    the  matter   of   news,   he  mav  get 
the  front  page  of  the. Post  again  tomorrow      I 
want  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that  I  am  going  to 
vote    against    this    order.      I    think,    if    we    are 
going    to    do    business    here,    we    ought    to    do 
the    business    that    is    within    our    power.      If 
any  member  of   the   Council  desires   to  go   out- 
side  of   our   duties    and    lights,    let    him   go    to 
the   department   and   file   his   petition   for   what 
he   desires.     What  are   we  going   to   do   in   this 
matter?      Are    you    going    to    try    to    make    a 
man   who   drives   a   truck   and   who  accidentally 
gets   into  the  wholesale   and   retail  district  held 
up,   and   is   he  to  be  expected  to  tell  a   lie.  that 
he    is    there   because   he    is   going   to   deliver   or 
receive    within    that    area?      I    think    the    man 
who   drives   a    team,    a   truck,   or  the   chauffeur 
of  a   pleasure  automobile,   are  entitled  to  some 
consideration.       What     does     this     mean?       It 
means    if    this    order    goes     through    that    the 
men  who  unfortunately  drive  teams  and  trucks 
in    this    district    v.  ill    have    to    work    after    six 
o'clock     at    night.      The    Street    Commissioners 
have    the    whole   and   sole   control    of    the   mat- 
ter,   and    because    we    are    either    fortunate   or 
unfortunate   enough   to   be   elected   as   members 
of   this   body   we   should    not   be  considered   any 
differently     in     matters    outside    of    our    scope" 
than    any    other    citizen.      If    any    other    citizen 
had  the  same  thing  in  mind  that  the  councilor 
on    the    other    side    has    in    his    mind    he    would 
have    to    go    to    the    Street    Commission    and 
file  his  petition.     Because  we  have  been  elected 
to    serve    the    people    as    members    of    the    City 
Council.   do    we   have   any    more    right   than    the 
individual   citizen    in   matters   that  concern   the 
Street     Commission?      Why    should    any    of    us 
employ  the   Mayor   as    a   messenger   boy   to  send 
a     petition     to    the    Street    Commission,     in    a 
matter   that   concerns   it?     Why  should  we   not 
individually     to    them,    the    same    as     anv 
citizen  would  go  to  them  in  a  matter  in  which 
he    was    interested?      I    am    not    going    to    make 
any   brief  for  the   Street   Commissioners,   and  I 
intend    to   say    nothing    about    the    resolve   that 
went    through    here    some    months    ago.      I    am 
no    closer   to    the   Street    Commissioners'   office 
than    any    other    member    of    this    Board.      But 
if    I    had    a    petition    in    mind    that    concerned 
the    Street    Commission    I    would    file    it    in    the 
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office  of  the  Street  Commission,  and  then  I 
would  have  my  individual  fight  with  them  if 
the  thing  did  not  go  along  as  I  thought  it 
should.  Hut  I  do  not  believe  in  introducing 
here  such  orders  as  this,  which  in  my  estima- 
tion do  not  mean  a  thing.  Even  if  he  got  a 
favorable  report  from  the  Street  Commission- 
ers on  the  proposition,  that  does  not  mean 
that  the  Street  Commissioners  have  got  to  go 
through  with  it.  Some  one  would  have  to  file 
a  petition  with  the  Street  Commission.  If  he 
wants  action,  why  not  present  his  petition  to 
the  Street  Commission,  have  a  public  hearing 
on  it,  and  then  we  can  get  the  sentiment  of 
those  involved?  I  do  think  that  if  they  are 
going  to  eliminate  the  trucks  on  these  streets 
they  should  eliminate  the  pleasure  cars  that 
go  over  them  every  hour  of  the  day  and  night. 
Let  us  take  the  pleasure  cars  otf,  also,  if  you 
are  going  to  stop  the  trucks  from  going 
through.  II"  you  are  going  to  do  anything 
which  will  interfere  with  the  trucking,  the  de- 
livering and  receiving  of  goods  in  the  business 
district,  it  is  going  to  injure  the  people  who 
have  voted  for  us  as  members  of  this  Council, 
Who  will  have  to  pay  the  extra  cost  on  the 
teaming  that  is  done  after  hours.  The  cost 
of  things  in  the  stores  now  is  too  high  to  be 
within  the  grasp  of  most  people,  and  why 
should  we  make  it  possible  to  raise  the  prices 
of  the  retail  stores  located  on  the  streets 
named  in  this  order?  Hut,  of  course,  I  sup- 
pose we  are  going  to  continue  to  see  orders 
of  this  kind  introduced  here  until  after  next 
December,  and  after  the  terms  of  Coun.  Lane, 
Hagan  and  myself  have  expired,  I  suppose 
there  will  be  three  other  members  trying  to 
get  on  the  front  page  next  year.  I  think  it 
is  about  time  that  we  stopped  kidding  the 
public  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  all  that  can 
be  done  by  these  orders  which  have  been  of- 
fered by  the  member,  who  should  go  direct 
to  the  department  and  receive  his  information 
direct  from  that  department.  I  cannot  under- 
stand why  he  should  want  to  continue  to  kid 
the  public  by  introducing  these  orders  here 
and   taking   up   our  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  please  the  gentleman  oppo- 
site. I  don't  think  there  is  anybody  in  the 
world  who  can  accomplish  that  result.  There- 
fore, you  can  see  how  hopeless  it  is  for  me  to 
think  of  getting  very  far.  The  gentleman 
seems  to  lay  considerable  stress  upon  the  fact 
that  these  orders  are  introduced  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  getting  on  the  front  page  of  the 
newspapers.  At  every  opportunity  he  springs 
that,  as  if  it  hurt.  He  seems  to  be  fright- 
fully jealous  that  I  should  get  on  the  front 
page  of  the  newspapers,  but  I  am  not  at  all 
jealous  when  he  gets  there.  I  don't  care 
how  often  he  gets  there.  And  let  me  assure 
the  gentleman  that  the  order  was  not  pre- 
sented so  that  I  would  get  on  the  front  page 
of  the  newspapers.  I  am  not  seeking  pub- 
licity. I  don't  want  any  publicity  other  than 
what  I  am  willing  to  pay  for  in  the  adver- 
tising columns  of  the  papers.  As  far  as 
needing  publicity  is  concerned,  if  I  "were  to 
seek  re-election  to  the  office  of  city  councilor, 
the  gentleman  knows  as  well  as  I  do  that  I 
do  not  need  a  line  of  publicity  now  or  next 
December.  If  I  were  a  candidate  for  the 
office,  it  is  as  good  a  bet  as  any  human  being 
can  make  in  this  town  that  I  would  be  re- 
elected to  the  position.  I  have  not  an  atom 
of  doubt  of  that,  myself.  Therefore,  I  am 
not  seeking  publicity  with  that  thought  in 
mind.  Let  me  assure  the  gentleman  in  all 
sincerity  that  the  order  is  presented  in  good 
faith,  in  order  that  we  may  try  to  do  our 
little  bit  as  servants  of  the  people,  for  at  the 
present  moment  1  have  no  intention  whatso- 
ever of  being  a  candidate  for  the  City  Council 
next  December.  So  I  am  not  seeking  pub- 
licity in  that  direction,  and  there  is  no  need 
of  the  gentleman's  belaboring  me  as  a  possible 
competitor  of  himself  in  seeking  re-election  to 
the  body,  as  at  the  present  moment  I  have  no 
intention  of  being  a  candidate.  Let  me  say, 
therefore,  that  the  order  is  presented  in  good 
faith,  and  it  is  perfectly  harmless  in  charac- 
ter. I  have  simply  requested  the  Street  Com- 
missioners   to    consider    the    advisability.      Per- 


haps they  do  not  approve  of  it;  perhaps  they 
will  not  approve  of  it  in  any  form.  Perhaps 
they  will  agree  with  the  gentleman  opposite 
and,  if  so,  they  will  merely  report  back  to 
this  body  and  that  will  be  the  end  of  it.  But 
we  will  have  done  our  part  in  trying  to  do 
something  to  relieve  conditions.  I  am  led  to 
believe,  listening  to  the  gentleman's  argument, 
thai  he  thinks  the  present  condition  a  very 
happy  one,  one  that  ought  to  continue  to 
time  immemorial.  I  have  heard  those  argu- 
ments expressed  when  people  tried  to  take 
the  stage  coaches  otf  the  streets  of  Boston 
and  put  on  horse-drawn  cars.  They  were 
advanced  again  when  it  was  proposed  to  sub- 
stitute electric  cars  for  the  horse  cars,  by 
people  without  vision  people  who  had  no 
wish  to  progress,  people  who  wanted  to  let 
things  go  along  as  they  had  been  going  and 
to  continue  on  in  their  old-fshioned  way.  But 
there  happened  to  be  some  people  in  Boston 
with  some  thought  of  the  future,  looking  be- 
yond the  immediate  present.  The  immediate 
present  is  bad  enough  to  stir  up  every  man 
in  public  life  in  the  city  today  to  do  what 
he  can  to  alleviate  the  situation,  and  that 
is  what  I  am  trying  to  do,  no  matter  what 
ulterior  motives  the  gentleman  may  ascribe  to 
my    action.  • 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  the  gen- 
tleman says  that  when  he  wants  to  get  pub- 
licity he  pays  for  it.  Perhaps  if  he  were  not 
ood  an  advertiser,  as  he  is,  hecould  not  get 
such  front  page  write-ups.  Of  course,  on  ac- 
count of  being  a  big  advertiser,  he  is  un- 
doubtedly given  a  lot  more  consideration  than 
others.  In  so  far  as  being  satisfied  with  condi- 
tions is  concerned,  I  want  to  say  that  I  have 
not  been  satisfied  and  am  not  satisfied  with 
the  tactics  carried  on  by  the  honorable  mem- 
ber on  the  other  side.  He  has  gotten  away 
with  it  for  a  long  while.  Whether  he  is  sin- 
cere, as  he  says,  or  not,  is,  of  course,  for 
other  people  to  believe.  I  don't  believe  him 
when  he  says  that  he  is  sincere  in  this  mat- 
ter, and  I  am  frank  in  telling  him  so.  In  re- 
gard  to  not  being  a  candidate  next  fall  I  think 
1  heard  him  tell  that  story  three  years  ago. 
I  heard  him  urge  another  man  to  go  into  the 
fight  because  he  was  not  going  to  be  a  candi- 
date, and  then  after  the  other  man  did  take 
out  papers,  he  was  there  twenty  minutes  later. 
I  know  him  better  than  some  people  know 
him — at  k-ast,  I  think  I  do.  I  don't  like  to 
mention  names,  and  I  am  not  going  to.  Of 
course,  as  one  of  the  members  on  the  other 
aid,  he  has  no  intention  of  being  a  can- 
didate now.  Of  course  nobody  has  any  inten- 
tion now,  but  I  think  we  know  what  will 
happen    next   December. 

Coun.    WATSON— We  may  be   dead,    then. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— But  I  do  say  again,  if 
he  is  sincere,  why  does  he  not  put  the  matter 
up  to  the  Street  Commissioners,  those  who  offi- 
cially have  charge  of  the  matter,  as  to 
whether  they  will  or  will  not  do  this?  He 
speaks  of  people  without  vision.  Well,  the 
same  people,  the  storekeepers  along  Tremont 
street,  those  who  are  intei-ested  in  this  mat- 
ter, were  the  ones  who  hollered  because  the 
tracks  were  taken  off  Tremont  street.  That 
was  the  position  they  took  then.  Today  they 
want  the  trucks  taken  off,  because  they  want 
to  allow  the  pleasure  cars  to  come  there  and 
stop,  so  that  people  riding  in  pleasure  cars 
can  do  business  in  the  retail  stores.  Of 
course,  our  honorable  councilor  runs  a  store 
in  the  retail  district.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
retail  board  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  I 
believe  the  drivers  are  as  much  entitled  to 
drive  their  trucks  on  Tremont  street  as  per- 
sons from  Brookline  and  other  places  are  en- 
titled to  come  there  with  their  pleasure  cars, 
just  as  much  as  people  are  entitled  to  come 
from  Newton  v.  ith  their  pleasure  cars,  and 
just  as  much  as  people  from  other  surround- 
ing cities  and  towns  are  entitled  to  come  in 
here  and  drive  their  cars  through  the  streets 
and  park  them.  Go  down  on  Charles  street 
and  see  the  parking  situation.  The  gentle- 
man says  that  I  am  opposed  to  trying  to  re- 
lieve traffic  conditions  in  the  city.  I  am  just 
as  keen  on  improvement  of  traffic  conditions 
in  the  city  as  he  is,  but  there  are  three  men 
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who  under  the  charter  have  a  right  to  attend 
to  that  sort  of  thing,  one  of  them  being 
paid  $4,000,  and  the  other  two  $3,500  each, 
and  I  believe  they  are  the  men  to  whom  they 
should  go.  As  I  stated  in  my  previous  re- 
marks, if  we  desire  as  individuals  to  have 
any  traffic  regulation  we  should  go  to  the 
Street  Commissioners  and  present  a  petition 
asking  that  something  be  done,  and  a  hearing 
will  readily  be  granted  to  us.  That  is  the 
way  to  get  at  the  situation,  instead  of  intro- 
ducing orders  in  this  body  concerning  mat- 
ters with  which  we  have  nothing  to  do.  The 
gentleman  says  that  his  order  is  a  harmless 
one.  Well,  if  it  is  a  harmless  one  it  cannot 
be  any  good.  My  cranium  may  be  just  as 
hard  and  thick  as  that  of  the  councilor  who 
could  not  understand  the  taxi  rate  situation, 
who  was  not  so  clear  on  the  matter  as  the 
bright  man  with  the  vision  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Chamber.  He  says  in  public  that  he 
likes  me.  Of  course,  I  can  be  kidded  by  some 
people,  but  not  by  him. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  this  thing 
has  resolved  itself  into  one  of  two  things.  We 
either  have  sufficient  power  to  compel  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  do  something  that 
we  think  ought  to  be  done,  or  else  they  are 
absolutely  incompetent.  I(  the  Street  Com- 
missioners are  incompetent  and  unable  to  cope 
with  the  transit  and  traffic  situation  in  Bos- 
ton, they  ought  to  be  put  out  of  office,  and  I 
think,  if  they  are  not  doing  their  duty,  that  a 
resolution  calling  on  the  Mayor  to  remove 
them  would  be  a  proper  thing,  rather  than  to 
continue  the  introduction  of  orders  of  this 
nature.  Other  orders,  just  as  ridiculous,  are 
going  to  follow  this  order.  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  it.  If  the  Street  Commissioners,  whose 
business  it  is  to  handle  such  situations,  do 
not  see  the  necessity  of  remedying  conditions 
on  Washington  and  Tremont  streets,  I  don't 
think  any  order  passed  by  this  body  would 
have  any  effect.  I  am  going  to  vote  against 
the  order. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


LIGHTING    OP    FENWAY. 

Ooun.    HAGAN    offered    an    order— That    the 

Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  provide  a  better  night 
lighting  system  in  the  Fenway,  and  particu- 
larly from  the  Dental  School  to  Westland 
avenue,  and  from  Westland  avenue  to  Peter- 
boro  street. 

Referred    to    the    Executive    Committee 


PARKING    OF    CARS    ON   CHARLES 
STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Street  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  issue  a  public  official 
order  to  compel  all  who  park  cars  on  Charles 
street,  on  both  Common  and  Public  Garden 
sides,  to  park  closer  to  the  next  car,  so  as 
to  permit  of  more  cars  being  parked  in  that 
area,  or  to  consider  the  advisability  of  erect- 
ing stake  posts  and  chains  to  compel  closer 
parking  and  use  that  parking  space  to  full 
capacity. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  Council 
some  year  or  two  ago  asked  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  permit  of  parking  on  the  Public 
Garden  side  of  Charles  street.  That  was  al- 
lowed, and  advantage  was  taken  of  it  by  the 
public  Later  on  a  request  was  made  to  have 
the  same  thing  done  on  the  Common  side. 
That  also  has  been  done.  The  result  is  that 
the  entire  area  of  Charles  street  on  both  sides, 
from  Park  square  to  Beacon  street,  is  thickly 
filled  with  cars  parking  during  the  day  time 
at  the  present  time,  showing  the  great  need 
of  parking  space  and  showing  how  quickly 
the  public  will  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity when  it  is  offered.  The  public,  how- 
ever, are  not  careful  in  their  use  of  the  street 
for  parking,  permitting  too  great  a  space 
between    the    cars.      In    other    words,    a    third 


more  cars  could  be  parked  there  than  are 
parked  there  this  afternoon.  If  there  could 
be  some  measure  adopted  for  the  marking  out 
of  the  space  by  the  Park  Commissioners,  hav- 
ing stakes  and  ropes  or  chained  off  in  some 
such  way  as  their  judgment  might  suggest, 
there  would  be  sufficient  area  to  park  a  much 
larger  number  of  cars  than  are  parked  there 
at   the  present  time. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
order  is  rather  crudely  drawn.  In  the  first 
place,  the  Park  Department  has  no  authority 
over  the  highway  on  Charles  street.  The  mat- 
ter should  come  either  under  the  Street  Com- 
missioners or  the  Public  Works  Department, 
and  I  think  it  should  be  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners. Therefore,  I  hope  the  order  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  In  the 
second  pice,  if  such  an  order  is  to  go  into 
effect  money  will  have  to  be  provided  to  handle 
it,  and  I  think  that  also  is  a  matter  that 
should  be  considered. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Section  1,  The  William  Amerena  play- 
ground, formerly  Cottage  street  playground, 
and  the  Eagle  Hill  playground,  formerly  White 
street  reservoir,  in  the  East  Boston  district  of 
the  city  of  Boston,  shall  hereafter  be  devoted 
to  school  purposes  and  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city 
of  Boston ;  provided  that  the  school  com- 
mittee of  said  city  appropriates  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  transferred  to  its 
park  department  to  be  used  in  acquiring  or 
developing  other  land  for  parks  or  playgrounds 
in   said   East   Boston   district. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  by  the  mayor  and  city  council 
and  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of 
Boston.

OPEN    COMMITTEE   MEETINGS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  all 
meetings  of  every  committee  of  the  City  Council, 
when  the  Council  are  sitting  as  a  committee  of  the 
whole,  shall  be  held  always  open  to  the  public, 
and  the  public  invited  to  attend. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  it  has  been 
the  custom  in  this  Council  for  a  period  of  some 
years  to  hold  all  committee  meetings  with  the 
Council  sitting  as  a  committee  of  the  whole  in 
open  session,  where  the  public  can  see  and  hear 
what  transpires.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  when  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant functions  of  this  body  wis  under  considera- 
tion,— the  budget,  involving  the  appropriation  of 
some  830,000.000  odd,— that  committee,  sitting 
as  a  committee  of  t  lie  whole,  voted  to  go  into 
executive  session,  which  is  a  secret  session,  and 
the  public  were  excluded.  This  matter  was  agi- 
tated some  few  years  ago  before  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  when  the  budget  was  up  for  con- 
sideration. When  they  went  into  executive  or 
secret  session  at.  that  time  tnere  was  an  earnest 
protest,  particularly  from  the  labor  organizati 
who  gathered  here  in  force,  and  the  result  was  that, 
secret  or  executive  sessions  ceased  in  the  Council 
of  that  year.  A  few  years  ago  the  women's  or- 
ganizations petitioned  this  body  for  open  sessions 
of  the  Executive  Committee  meetings,  and  that 
was  granted  by  the  Council.  Yet  of  a  sudden  we 
have  gone  into  secret  session  again,  and  judging 
from  the  arguments  which  1  heard  advanced  at 
the  time  when  we  did  so  I  am  rather  inclined  to 
think  that  that  is  going  to  perpetuate  itself.  The 
object  ot  this  order,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  to  make 
it  a  standing  rule  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to 
hold  all  its  sessions  for  committee  work,  when  the 
entire  Council  are  seated  as  committee  of  the 
whole  or  when  the  entire  Council  membership  are 
members  of  the  committee,  so  that  the  public  will 
not  be  excluded  from  those  sessions,  but  in  fact 
will  be  invited.  I  have  been  opposed  and  will 
continue  to  be  opposed  to  any  star  chamber  pro- 
ceedings in  this  body  or  anywhere  else.  1  know 
the  arguments  that  will  be  advanced  as  to  why 
we  should  have  executive  or  secret  sessions,  and 
they  make  no  appeal  to  me.  One  of  the  argu- 
ments I  have  heard  is  tnat  a  private  board  of 
directors  would  hold  its  meetings  in  secret,  and 
that  is  quite  true,  but  those  private  boards  of 
directors  arc  meeting  on  affairs  of  interest  to  their 


particular  organizations  and  for  profit  of  those 
organizations,  with  eventual  profit  to  the  indi- 
viduals. The  Boston  City  Council  do  not  meet 
for  profit;  they  meet  on  public  work  to  transact 
public  business,  and  it  should  be  done  in  the  open, 
where  the  public  may  know  what  we  are  doing 
here.  Another  argument  that  has  been  advanced 
15  tnat  the  various  committees  of  the  Legislature 
when  they  sit  down  to  seriously  consider  subjects 
and  come  to  a  conclusion,  hold  executive  sessions. 
That  is  true.  My  answer  to  that  is  that  two 
wrongs  do  not  make  a  right.  If  it  is  wrong  to  do 
it  here  I  think  it  is  wrong  to  do  it  there,  and  the 
very  fact  that  it  is  in  existence  tnere  signifies  that 
there  has  been  no  organized  effort  to  change  that 
condition,  which  has  gone  on  for  a  period  ot  years. 
I  want  to  see  this  body,  if  possible,  go  on  record 
as  having  public  meetings  of  all  committees  of  the 
Council,  where  we  sit  as  a  eommiitee  of  the  whole 
at  least,  where  we  will  not  onlv  be  glad  to  see  the 
public  present  to  some  extent  but  are  willing  to 
invite  them.  We  love  to  say  that  we  are  servants 
of  the  people  here,  and  if  we  are  servants  of  the 
people  let  us  cease  to  be  tneir  masters.  Let  us 
cease  to  order  them  away  from  the  Boston  Citv 
Hall,  which  is  not  private  property,  but  which  is 
public  property,  owned  in  part  bv  even,-  citizen  of 
Boston.  Let  the  citizens  of  Boston  have  the 
right  and  privilege  at  all  times  o(  coming  here. 
It  is  their  right  and  privilege,  and  it  is  not  for  us 
to  deny  that  right  and  privilege.  I  ask  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order  at  this 
time,  if  there  is  no  objection.  If  there  is  objec- 
tion, I  am  willing  that  it  should  go  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

(The  order  was  read  for  information  of  Coun. 
Watson.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  did  not  hear 
all  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  preceded  me 
pertaining  to  this  order,  but  from  what  I  heard 
behind  the  scenes  at  groups  of  which  he  was  a 
member,  he,  in  my  opinion,  judging  by  the  ex- 
pressions he  uttered,  was  satisfied  that  we  did  the 
E roper  thing  in  going  into  executive  session  on  the 
udget.  I  will  not  repeat  the  conversation  or  his 
utterances  or  statements  concerning  the  matter 
because  it  would  be  a  breach  of  faith,  and  I  don't 
desire  to  enter  into  any  personalities.  But  this 
order  does  not  mean  anything.  We  hold  all  our 
meetings  in  public.  The  public  are  admitted. 
He  may  have  said  before  I  came  in,  but  he  did  not 
say  so  while  I  was  here,  that  the  exception  to  the 
rule  was  on  the  budget  recently.  That  meeting, 
Mr.  President,  was  not  a  star  chamber  proceeding. 
The  press  were  invited  and  were  permitted  to  be 
present,  and  heard  everything  that  went  on.  The 
gentleman  knows  that  the  meeting  was  not  in  star 
chamber  session.  The  only  reason  he  wanted  it 
public  was  to  make  another  one  of  his  "continued- 
m-our-next  '  speeches.  Of  course,  he  is  not  doing 
that  lor  any  purpose  other  than  the  interest  of  the 
people!  Mr.  President,  he  is  bolstered  up,  backed 
up  and  goaded  on  by  a  certain  little  clique  in  this 
city  that  cannot  control  enough  votes  to  manage  the 
situation,  but  can  throw  a  monkev  wrench  into  the 
machinery  when  they  wish  to  do  so.  I  know  that 
the  gentleman  will  come  back  in  his  sarcastic  and 
cunning  way  and  say  something  that  does  not 
mean  anything,  but  conveys  the  impression  that 
it  does  mean  something.  I  have  not  sought  any 
controversy  or  trouble  with  the  gentleman  since 
the  first  of  the  year.  I  have  kept  out  of  joint 
debates  with  him.  But  when  he  gives  way  to 
some  of  this  plausible  bunkum,  stuff  that  "may 
seem  to  look  all  right  on  the  surface  but  has  noth- 
ing behind  it.  it  starts  me  up  a  little,  mv  blood 
begins  to  boil,  and  I  am  compelled  to  say  Some- 
thing. The  gentleman  has  been  making'  a  con- 
test for  a  little  self-advertising,  and  successfully  so. 
Today  again  he  puts  in  an  order  that  doc-' 
mean  anything.  We.  voted  long  ago  to  have  our 
meetings  in  public,  and  by  custom  thev  have  been 
m  public.  The  only  exception  to  the  rule  has  been 
on  the  final  action  on  the  budget  and  here,  as  in 
every  legislative  body  in  the  country,  I  might  sav 
in  the  world,  where  final  action  is  taken  and  when 
the  committee  want  to  get  together  and  concen- 
trate on  the  matter  so  that  it  can  be  considered  in 
a  calm  and  dispassionate  way,  thoughtfully  and 
intelligently,  they  go  into  executive  session  and 
consider  it  in  that  fashion.  The  public  arc  not 
interested  in  this  matter,  outside  ot  two  or  three. 
Of  course,  where  the  Women's  Municipal  League 
wants  something  done  the  gentleman  is  vcrv 
anxious  to  do  it.  He  ruus  to  rind  out  what  they 
want,  what  their  wishes  are,  and  on  this  proposi- 
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tion  and  on  others  he  will  take  their  side  as  a 
crattraal  pclitiusc  Ihaf  is  :IIIk  is.  lie  admits 
that  when  lie  says  to  mo,  "Jerry,  you  arc  no  pul. 
I  am  the  pol!"  I  plead  guilty,  fie  is  the  cham- 
pion politician  of  the  City  Council,  and  success- 
fully so.  But  he  ought  to  think,  as  I  have  thought, 
and  as  others  here  may  think,  that  nobody  has 
gone  higher  out  of  this  reform  body-  This  has 
been  the  limit  of  our  activities,  right  here.  I 
don't  know  any  man  who  has  advanced,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  present  Mayor.  Well,  I 
suppose  I  will  have  to  take  it  now.  1  will  have  to 
get  the  kick  that  is  coming  .to  me.  I  anticipate 
that  it  is  coming,  and  so  I  simply  sit  down  and 
wait  for  it.  I  cannot  let  him  get  away  with  all 
these  tilings,  however,  without  my  protest.  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  this  order,  however,  not 
because  1  am  opposed  to  public  meetings,  but  be- 
cause there  is  no  need  of  the  order.  It  is  simply  a 
vehicle  to  bring  the  councilor  into  a  little  more 
prominence.  Von  are  doing  a  mighty  good  job, 
Henry,  and  I  give  you  credit  for  it.  You  are 
playing  the  game  as  well  as  anybody  I  know. 
You  are  right  there  all  the  time.  How  you  can 
ride  two  horses  and  do  it  successfully  without. 
breaking  a  leg,  I  don't  know.  However,  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  the  order,  because  it  docs 
not  mean   anything.     The  gent. eman   knows  that 

all  our  i -tings  are  public.     The  only  thing  that 

worries  him  is  that  lie  did  not  carry  his  point  in 
regard  to  getting  the  Mayor  to  inoroae  the  salaries 
of  the  laborers.  He  knew  from  the  stilt  that  the 
Mayor  would  not  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
laborers  this  year.  He  knew  it  all  the  time,  and  1 
believe  that  95  per  cent  of  the  city  laborers  fully 
realize  the.  situation  and  have  made  up  their 
minds  to  it,  simply  waiting  until  their  time  comes. 
Their  time  is  coining,  whether  the  arrival  has  been 
tardy  or  not,  just  the  same  as  every  other  time. 
However,  as  I  say,  I  will  vote  against  the  order, 
and  whatever  you  have  to  say  I  will  take  in  at  one 
ear  and  let  it  go  out  the  other. 

Coun.  G 1 1. BODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  vote  to  defeat  the  order  offered  by  the  gentle- 
man opposite,  upon  which  we  have  heard  nim 
express  himself  so  ably.  As  sponsor  for  the  original 
motion  to  have  an  executive  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee, however,  when  I  made  the  motion,  the 
hist  day  when  we  were  considering  the  budget 
after  the  hearings,  1  did  so  realizing  the  fact  that 
we  were  considering  the  expenditure  of  thirty 
million  dollars  of  the  city's  money,  and  I  felt  that 
we  ought  to  be  able  to  sit  down  oooly,  calmly  and 
collectedly,  considering  every  point  witnout 
having  our  attention  distracted  in  any  way,  ami 
passing  upon  the  whole  toing  in  a  cool  and  able 
manner.  1  felt  that  we  could  not  do  that  if  we 
did  it  in  open,  public  meeting.  I  object  to  the 
characterization  by  the  gentleman  opposite  of 
the  meetings  as  star  chamber  sessions.  They 
are  nothing  of  the  kind.  Tney  were  semipublic. 
The  press  were  present,  and  all  that  could  be  said 
is  that  they  were  not  thrown  open  promiscuously 
to  the  public.  Of  course,  this  building  is  the 
people's  building.  That  is  true  of  the  whole 
building.  Hut  you  would  not  expect  the  public 
generally  to  wander  about  through  the  treasurer's 
office,  the  Mayor's  office,  and  other  offices  in  the 
building,  following  their  free  will.  There  are 
times  when  business  must  be  done  without  unnec- 
essary distraction,  and  I  think,  where  we  are 
trying  to  do  tne  business  of  the  city  in  a  proper 
manner,  the  people  will  be  satisfied  if  we  do  it 
calmly,  decently,  dispassionately  and  ably,  sitting 
down,  giving  our  attention  to  the  business  in 
hand,  and  working  it  out  as  best  we  may.  I 
hope  that  the  order  will  be  defeated. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  going  to 
answer  Coun.  Watson,  but  I  don't  care  to  do  so 
in  his  absence. 

Coun.  MOR1ARTY— Mr.  President,  T  suppose 
it  is  going  to  appear  strange  to  see  Coun.  Hagan 
and  myself  acting  together  upon  a  matter.  It  is 
not  often  that  the  councilor  w:ho  introduced  this 
order  and  I  get  together,  for  some  reason  or 
other,  but  I  will  have  to  be  with  him  today. 
Speaking  of  our  executive  session  the  other  day,  if 
the  word  "executive  "  means  anything  it  means 
everything.  The  session  was  neither  one  thing 
nor  the  other.  There  were  newspaper  men 
present,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  that,  although  at 
that  first  meeting,  where  we  went,  into  executive 
session,  newspaper  reporters  w:ere  present,  the 
next  morning  I  read  in  the  paper  that  I  had  voted 
against  giving  the  laborers  an  increase.  That 
was  the  interpretation  tacked  on  to  a  refusal  to 


take  away  a  certain  amount  of  money  that  it  was 
proposed  to  me  by  the  Fire  Department  for  a 
certain  purpose.  I  understood  Coun.  Hagan's 
words  to  be  that  he  would  not  have  that  inter- 
pretation tacked  on  to  such  a  vote.  I  think  he 
went  on  record  as  making  thai  statement.  When 
we  hear  talk  here  about  how  they  wmt  to  sit 
down  and  coolv  and  collectedly  consider  the 
appropriation  of  (30,000,000,  how  do  they  justify 
that   statement    when   they   went  by   "A"  in  every 

department  without  even  scrutinizing  it,  when 
they    went    through    every    department   in    "H" 

without    even    scrutinizing    it      when    they    went 

through  every  ,|,  ,,- ,  i   i,,  "C,"  "D"  and  "E" 

without  even  an  offer  being  made  to  take  any- 
thing whatever  from  the  whole  list?  They  did 
not  even  scrutinize  the  money  appropriated  for 
those  departments,  passed  them  by  lightly.  Rut 
when  they  got  t.,  the  I  ire  Department,  a  motion 
«  '  made  to  take  out  $125,000  from  one  item. 
I  heard  someone  say  it  was  too  bad  that  a  whole 
lot  of  our  citizens  could  not  come  in  here  and 
watcn  us:  that  if  they  did  there  wouldn't  lie  man; 
of  us  sitting  ben  ind  sometimes  I  almost  agree 
with  them.  But  when  they  say  that  we  went. 
into  executive  session  so  that  we  could  calmly  and 
carefully  consider  the  budget,  we  didn't  do  any 
such  thing.  I  did  see  an  ex-member  of  the  Council 
walk  in,  niul  he  stayed  here  for  awhile.  What 
an  we  doing?  Plavma  favorites?  Why  ha-n't 
one  citizen  as  much  right  to  come  in  here  as 
another,  if  he  desires  to  do  so?  Why  hasn't  one 
citizen  as  much  right  as  another  to  be  present  at 
our  meetings  and  observe  the  proceedings  for 
himself,  and  why  hasn't  any  other  citizen  as  much 
right  as  a  newspaper  man  has  to  sit  lie-e  and 
observe  what  he  can  and  wide  about  it  for  the 
press?  We  don't  ask  any  individual  man  what 
he  is  going  to  write,  and  they  don't  ask  us  what 
tliey  can  write.  They  write  from  their  own 
observation,  describing  what  they  think  takes 
place  in  a  meeting:  and,  so  far  as  the  executive 
meeting  being  public  is  concerned,  the  onlv  chance 
the  public  has  to  know  what  was  going  on  was 
through  what  the  newsDapera  said,  and  thev 
quoted  Coun.  Watson,  Hcalev  and  Moriarty  as 
voting  against  the  increase  of  the  laborers'  wages, 
when  thev  knew,  or  should  nave  known,  that  that 
was  absolutely  not  true.  Mv  contention  is  that 
we  should  throw  our  meetings  wide  open.  I 
don't  think  we  have  a  thing  to  hide.  Why 
shouldn't  people  get  suspicious  when  we  do  a  thing 
such  as  we  did  tne  otner  dav?  We  hold  open 
meetings  all  the  year  round,  and  when  we  come  to 
the  most  essential,  the  most  important  meeting 
of  the  year  we  close  the  doors  to  the  general 
public.  I  don't  know  what  observation  the 
newspaper  men  made  in  regard  to  tuat.  Tney 
had  no  headline  concerning  it.  Rut  they  did  see 
fit  to  say  that  some  of  us  voted  against  an  increase 
for  the  city  laborers,  wnicn  was  absolutely  not 
true.  I  want  to  say  tnat  if  I  nad  my  way  the 
laborers,  in  my  opinion,  ought  not  to  get  25  cents 
a  day  or  50  cents  a  day  extra,  but  ougnt  to  receive 
an  increase  of  a  dollar  a  day,  putting  them  on  a 
par  with  some  of  tne  other  cities  surrounding 
Boston.  _  If  a  little  city  like  Lawrence  can  pay 
laborers  35  a  day,  why  can't  a  big  city  like  Boston 
pay  a  decent  wage  to  its  laborers?  But,  as  every- 
body knows,  we  as  members  of  the  Council  have  a 
right  to  take  away  anything  from  the  budget 
that  we  desire,  but  we  have  no  right  to  add  one 
cent  to  any  item  in  the  budget.  I  wish  to  say 
that  I  have  no  fear  of  criticism  of  anything  that  I 
do  here.  I  desire  all  mv  actions  to  be  open.  I 
desire  to  have  the  public  themselves  allowed  to 
come  inside  the  door  and  listen  at  any  time  and 
see  the  actions  of  the  members  of  tne  Council, 
observing  for  themselves  and  not  taking  it  ali 
from  the  newspapers.  I  say  this  with  no  feeling 
of  criticism  of  men  who  sit  at  tnat  table.  But 
what  is  a  newspaper  if  it  is  not  a  public  document? 
You  don't  even  have  to  buy  them.  You  can  go 
to  the  Public  Library  and  find  there  every  news-, 
paper  in  Boston.  They  are  tnere  for  the  public 
to  read,  and  what  is  stated  in  them  is  taken  to  be 
a  fact,  as  far  as  our  meetings  are  concerned,  by 
the  people  of  this  city.  Certainly,  however,  if 
their  statement  of  what  took  place  at  our  first 
executive  meeting  is  a  criterion,  there  is  not  much 
truth  in  the  newspapers.  I  want  to  say  that  I 
never  vote  against  any  increase  in  wages  for  any- 
body, and  I  hope  I  never  will  vote  against  an 
increase  for  any  individual  or  any  group  collec- 
tively. I  believe  that  a  man  or  a  woman  working 
for  the  city  is  entitled  to  as  much  as  it  is  possible 
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to  get  in  the  way  of  hire.  There  is  nobody  work- 
ing for  the  city  who  is  receiving  one_  cent  too 
much  money  for  his  work.  In  conclusion,  I  feel 
that  we  should  stop  having  executive  sessions'  and 
should  allow  our  meetings  to  be  wide  open.  I 
have  served  where  the  City  Council  has  had 
executive  sessions  and  where  it  has  had  open 
sessions,  in  both  capacities.  The  only  difference 
that  I  can  see  is  that  we  have  to  stay  here  a  little 
bit  longer  under  open  sessions  than  we  did  at 
executive-  sessions.  I  believe  that  we  attend  to 
our  duties  more  completely  under  open  sessions 
than  under  executive  sessions.  I  simply  want  to 
add — and  reference  to  the  records  will  bear  out 
my  statement — that,  so  far  from  having  careful 
scrutiny  and  examination  of  the  items  for  the 
different  departments,  we  simply  ran  right  down 
through.  There  was  no  question  asked  in  regard  to 
the  Assessing  Department,  the  Building  Depart- 
ment, or  any  department,  practically,  under  A,  B, 
C,  D  or  E.  The  first  thing  that  came  in  for  any 
attention  whatever  was  the  Fire  Department, 
where  a  reduction  of  one  item  was  proposed,  and 
I  voted  against  reducing  the  appropriation  for 
that  department.  That  item  concerned  motoriza- 
tion of  the  department.  I  wish  to  say,  in  that 
connection,  that  the  part  of  Boston  known  as 
Charlestown  has  no  motor  apparatus  within  the 
district;  the  Brighton  district  nas  no  motor  appara- 
tus. Parts  of  Dorchester  have  no  motor  apparatus; 
East  Boston  is  not  equipped  with  motor  apparatus, 
or  some  parts  of  South  Boston — residential  sec- 
tions of  this  city,  sections  where  a  great  many 
people  live.  I  think  they  are  entitled  to  adequate 
fire  protection,  just  as  much  as  the  downtown 
district.  In  fact,  they  are  more  apt  to  burn  than 
the  downtown  district,  and  if  we  do  have  a  large 
fire  in  one  of  those  districts  I,  as  one  member  of 
the  Council,  do  not  want  to  be  criticised  for  not 
having  properly  taken  care  of  the  Fire  Department 
through  an  adequate,  appropriation  for  its  equip- 
ment. Of  course,  our  action  was  taken  behind 
closed  doors,  and  my  vote  against  taking  out  that 
proposed  amount  from  that  item  was  represi 
in  the  papers  as  a  vote  against,  increasing  the  pay 
of  the  laborers.  At  the  next  meeting  1  was  tale 
in  arriving,  and  the  matter  was  taken  up,  and  I 
am  on  record  as  being  absent.  If  I  were  pn 
I  would  have  voted  identically  as  I  voted  at  the 
previous  meeting,  to  allow  that  item  to  stay  in 
the  budget  as  it  was  presented.  Hut  I  do  feel, 
Air.  President,  that  our  meetings  are  meetings 
that  everv  citizen  of  Boston  should  be  interested 
in,  and  if  they  are  interested  I  believe  they  should 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  he  present  Here 
today  is  a  school  teacher  with  a  number  of  children, 
pupils  in  our  schools.  I  don't  know  how  it  is  that 
they  have  come  here,  but  here  they  n<c,  to  ol 
our  proceedings.  Evidently  this  teacher  is  inter- 
ested sufficiently  to  bring  forty  or  fifty  school 
children  here  to  sec  how  we  conduct  our  meeting. 
Would  it  not  be  quite  a  story  to  put  in  the  m 
of  those  children  that  we,  elected  representatives 
of  their  fathers  and  mothers,  are  going  to  close  the 
doors  against  children  who  are  being  taught  in  our 
schools;  that  they  pay  the  money  that  runs  tins 
government  and  that  we  propose  to  prevent  their 
coming  in  to  see  how  things  are  handled  in  this 
chamber?  If  Coun.  Hagan's  order  is  to  I  e  de- 
feated here  today  it  means  that  no  other  teacher 
in  the  City  of  Boston  can  come  here  without  ask- 
ing permission  to  bring  her  class  into  OUT  midst. 
I  think  it  would  lie  well  if  many  more  teachers  in 
Boston  would  do  the  same  thing  thai  these  teach- 
ers have  done  today,  bringing  their  pupils  here 
and  also  to  the  legislature,  to  sec  how  the  men 
representing  them  do  their  duty  toward  the  citizens 
of  Boston.  I  say  again  that  the  councilor  across 
the  way  and  I  are  very  Beldom  on  the  same  side. 
I  don't  care,  however,  with  what  reason  he  intro- 
duced this  order,  whether  it  be  for  a  political  pur- 
pose or  otherwise.  I  see  the  merit  in  the  order  and 
1  am  going  to  vote  for  it,  because  there  is  merit 
in  it,  and  for  no  other  reason. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  listened  to 
the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Watson),  in  which  he  characterized  me  as  such  an 
able  politician.  It.  sounded  a  little  strange  coming 
from  that  source,  because  lor  the  hist  nine  years  the 
man  has  been  belaboring  me  in  tlii—  bod]  because 
I  was  such  a  poor  politician.  But  I  seem  suddenly 
to  have  arisen  to  a  great,  mountainous  neignt  in  his 
mind  as  an  active  and  .successful  politician,  Bui 
there  is  no  politics  in  tins  order,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
simply  want  the  order  considered  on  its  merits.  It 
is  not  offered  with  any  idea  of  making  political 
capital.     It  is  offered  in  good  faith,  with  an  honest 


belief  that  the  public  should  not  be  excluded  from 
the  sessions  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  When 
this  matter  came  up  for  consideration  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  Committee  when  the  budget 
was  before  us,  the  gentleman  knows  that  I  opposed 
the  motion  to  go  into  executive  session.  The 
gentleman  knows  that  I  opposed  it  very7  vigorously 
at  that  time,  that  I  made  a  motion  to  have  the 
session  open  to  the  public;  that  I  was  outvoted  and 
subsided  immediately  when  I  found  that  I  did  not 
have  the  votes.  The  gentleman  knew  all  about 
that  when  he  got  on  his  feet  here  and  told  the 
people  how  much  he  does  not  know  about  the  sub- 
ject-matter under  '  consideration.  During  the 
discussion  of  that  matter  and  after  the  vote  was 
taken  the  gentleman,  who  was  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  day,  knew  that  there  was  a  discussion  as  to 
whether  the  motion  affected  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  the  future.  He  ruled 
otherwise,  that  it  only  pertained  to  that  particular 
meeting  or  to  sessions  on  the  budget.  The  senti- 
ment that  was  expressed,  that  all  meetings  of  the 
City  Council  should  be  private  meetings,  is  the 
reason  for  my  order.  Hearing  that  sentiment  I 
thought  it  best  right  now  to  stem  tue  tide,  to  stop 
it.  if  I  could  do  so.  Therefore  I  have  offered  this 
order  in  good  faith,  believing  that  it  is  for  the  pub- 
lie  interest  and  that  the  public  should  not  be 
excluded  from  the  Council  Chamber  of  City  Hall. 
At  that  particular  meeting,  when  the  matter  was 
up  for  consideration,  there  were  citizens  of  Boston 
here  interested  in  the  budget.  They  immediately 
left.  They  would  have  been  ordered  from  the 
room  if  they  had  not  left  voluntarily,  and  the 
officer  in  charge  would  have  the  right  to  eject  them 
from  the  room.  We  nave  arrived,  I  think,  at  a 
very  unhappy  condition  and  state  when  a  citizen 
of  Boston  is  being  excluded  from  tne  Boston  City 
Hall.  The  picture  tnat  the  gentleman  opposite 
draws  of  the  beautiful  and  close  attention  given  to 
the  budget  wnen  we  went  into  scent  or  executive 
st  attractively  put.  Kipling  could 
not  have  done  a  better  job.  But  it  was  contrary  to 
t.,e  facts.  The  facts  have  been  noted  here  by  Coun. 
Moriarty,  who  has  stated  what  actually  did 
place  m  secret  session.  He  has  rehearsed  the  real 
situation  in  detail.  I  am  not  going  into  the  budget 
at  toe  present  time.  Tnat  is  a  matter  that  will 
up  later  in  the  session  and  perhaps  I  will  have 
thing  to  say  that  time.  t>o  I  do  not  propose 
to  take  up  the  time  of  trie  body  now  in  referrin 
budget  matters.  The  order  nas  been  offered  in 
faith  and  I  think  snould  be  considered  on  its 
merit-  It  simply  provides  that  all  committee 
meetings  of  the  City  Council  where  t.ic  councilors 
arc  sitting  as  a  committee  of  toe  whole  shall  oc  held 
always  open  to  tne  public  and  the  public  invited 
to  attena.  If  any  member  of  tie  nody,  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  people,  wants  to  vote  against  an 
order  of  tnat  sort,  he  has  that  right  arid  that 
privilege. 

Co,,,,.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  did  not  hear 
what  the  gentleman  said  about  me.  but  I  know  that 
lie  always  does  say  good  'hings  about  me.  I  ask 
him  why  he  should  make  star  chamber  proceedings 
of  the  other  committee  meetings.  I  think  he  is  \  BTJ 
inconsistent.  He  wants  to  have  all  meetings 
where  the  Council  sits  as  a  whole  public  and  to  have 
the  public  invited,  and  docs  not  care  what  happens 
in  the  Committee  on  Claims  or  other  committees 
not  u  ade  up  of  the  whole  membership  of  the 
Council  He  knows  as  well  as  anybody  can  know 
that  all  committee  meetinas  are  public,  and  he  also 
knows  that  every  time  when  we  have  considered 
the  budget  in  the  past,  with  a  veiw  to  reporting  it 
after  the  hearings  the  proceedings  have  been  con- 
ducted the  same  as  they  have  been  conducted  here. 
He  knows  that.  The  Council  as  a  whole  has  always 
acted  in  the  way  that  it  is  acting  now.  The  only 
difference  has  been  tnat  we  have  held  our  meetings 
in  a  smaller  room,  and  the  public  were  permitted 
there,  as  here,  until  the  final  meeting  when  we  con- 
sidered the  budget  for  final  report.  That  is  the 
fact;  1  don't  think  anybody  will  dispute  it.  We 
have  always  on  the  final  action  on  the  budget  sat 
ill  there  with  the  newspaper  men.  who  reported 
the  budget  from  a  meeting  held  ill  that  way.  acting 
upon  it  at  a  meeting  of  that  kind,  every  single 
time.  I  know  positively  that  I  am  right,  and  you 
are  guessing,  I  am  sure.  He  says  that  if  we  vote 
against  this  order  we  will  be  putting  ourselves  in 
the  position  of  voting  against  allowing  the  public 
to  know  what  is  going  on.  He  knows  that  under 
our  rules  all  committee  meetings  are  public.  The 
public  arc  not  going  to  be  barred.  Even  at  this 
meeting  that  he  criticises  the  press  were  present. 
Hut    the    fact    is   that    this   is   simply   a    matter   of

that  meeting  was  really  public,  because  the  news- 
paper men  wi  re  present. 

Coun.  GlLBODY — Mr.  President,  I  must  arise 
here  and  ask  that  we  soberly  and  seriously  con- 
sider tlie  purport  of  iiie  older  thai  h.-  been  intro- 
duced by  Coun.  rlagan.

consider  important  matters  before  us  before  re- 
porting upon  them  -anil  that  session  was  not  a 
secret  session,  because  the  press  were  represented. 
1  must  disagree  with  the  councilor  who  preceded 
me  who  said  that  we  skipped  over  all  the  depart- 
ment figures  from  A  to  7.  without  any  attention. 
1  asked  questions,  tin'  same  as  other  monil  era  did, 

ami  made  memoranda  in  regard  to  the  budget, 

and  when  1  came  to  the  Kite  Department  1  pose 
and  plainly  stated  my  position.  It  was  not  my 
intention,  as  1  then  stated,  to  ,ait  anything  ">ut  "f 
the  Fire  Department  appropriation  that  was  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  the  department.  1  was 
simply  making  an  endeavor  to  provide  money  so 
that  we  could  go  to  tin.  .Max  or  and  sax,  "lien', 
wo  have  some  money  now.  Will  you,  Mr.  Max  or, 
apply  it  toward  the  object  of  raising  the  pay  of 
the  mechanics  and  laborers?"  That  was  the  pur- 
pose and  intent  of  my  action,  as  stated  that  after- 
noon, and  the  record  will  confirm  that.  I  don't 
sax'  it  xx  as  the  purpose  of  the  body,  but  it  xvas 
certainly  my  purpose,  and  that  was  mj  explana- 
tion of  why  I  voted  as  I  did  at  that  particular 
moment  to  reduce  that  item  in  the  budget  of  the 
Fire  Department.  It  is  always  the  game  when 
something  of  the  kind  is  being  contemplated, 
when  some  nr,easure  to  assist  somebody  is  pro- 
posed under  our  municipal  administration,  to  make 
some  other  department  bear  the  brunt.  When 
the  two-platoon  bill  came  up  in  the  first  place, 
other  city  departments  worked  against  it,  because 
they  thought  it  would  affect  them.  And  so  the 
situation  has  come  up  here  now.  I  explained  my 
vote  to  cut  down  that  item  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment appropriation.  It  was  merely  a  step  in  the 
process  of  elimination,  to  get  enough  money  to- 
gether so  that  we  could  say  to  the  Mayor,  "There, 
Mr.  Mayor,  is  the  money.  Will  you  apply  it  to 
raises  for  the  mechanics  and  laborers?"  If  he 
would  not  do  so  we  would  have  no  option  in  the 
matter.  We  could  not  positively  say  where  it 
should  go,  but  could  simply  suggest  to  him  that 
it  was  there  and  that  that  seemed  to  be  the  proper 
purpose  to  which  to  put  it.  The  gentleman  seems 
to  indicate  that  there  was  no  attempt  or  desire  to 
prune  any  department  until  we  came  to  the  Fire 
Department.  That  certainly  was  not  my  idea  in 
voting  as  I  did  at  that  particular  time,  and  I  be- 


lieve mi  position  to  that  effect  is  stated  in  the 
record      I    would    have    been    prepared    to    take

The  question  came  on  reference  to  the  Executive 

Committee. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  if  it  is  said 

that  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  sees  fit  to  close 
its  doi  public,   1  simply  reply  that  I  do 

n  it  agree  xxith  the  procedure  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature.  So  far  from  taking  the  action  of  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature  as  a  criterion  in  the 
matter,    I    sax    that   they   should   be   criticised  for 

ii'.iiiL'  business  behind  closed  doors,  and  that 
max  be  one  reason  why  laxvs  are  passed  by  the 
ilature  which  are  so  open  to  criticism.  We 
are  told  also  that  unless  we  go  into  executive  ses- 
sion we  have  all  sorts  of  interruptions  and  calls 
from  constituents  and  others.  Why  should  we 
not  oe  called  upon  by  constituents,  if  there  is  a  real 
necessity  for  if  Suppose  you  have  a  constituent 
who  wants  to  get  somebody  into  the  City  Hospital, 
somebody  near  and  dear  to  him,  an  emergency 
case,  and  you  want  to  get  immediately  in  touch 
xxith  the  City  Hospital.  Why  should  you  not  do 
it?  I3ut,  as  1  sav,  xve  did  not  go  into  executive 
session  a  week  ago  last  Fridaj  for  any  such  rea- 
sons as  have  neen  stated  here,  so  that  we  would 
be  cut  off  from  outside  calls.     On  more  than  one 

on  at  that  tune  I  xvas  notified  that  there 
xxas  somebody  outside  who  wanted  to  see  me,  and 
I  went  out.  Now,  what  have  we  got  to  hide?  I 
want  to  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  first  statement, 
that  taking  the  different  departments  from  A  to 
F  we  passed  right  along  through  them  without 
any  member  of  this  Council  moving  that  any  cuts 
be  made  in  the  nudget,  and  the  first  notion  made 
was  oy  Coun.  Hagan  to  cut  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Cue  of  the  memoers  has  said  that  he  did 
n  it  want  to  bring  the  Question  of  the  budget  into 
this  discussion.  Well,  it  is  the  only  opportunity 
I  have  had  to  refer  to  the  story  that  went  out  after 
that  meeting  concerning  my  position  and  that  of 
others  with  regard  to  the  laborers'  pay.  Now,  I 
have  last  year's  appropriation  here,  and  I  have  this 
year's  appropriation  here,  and  when  we  go  into 
consideration  of  the  budget  I  am  going  to  show 
the  difference  between  the  aporopriations  of  this 
year  and  last  year,  snowing  that  practically  every 
department  has  received  an  increase  this  year, 
and  not  one  effort  was  made  by  any  member  of 
the  Council  to  reduce  the  different  appropriations 
and  get  the  amount  we  can  get  together  in  that 
way  for  the  laborers.  They  say  that  they  wanted 
to  save  money,  and  after  they  saved  it  to  go  to 
the  Mayor  and  tell  him,  "There  is  the  money; 
give  it  to  the  laborers."  The  Mayor  told  us  at 
the  Parker  House,  and  he  told  us  in  this  chamber, 
that,  no  matter  what  appropriation  we  cut,  he 
would  not  give  any  additional  money  to  the  laborers

and  mechanics  in  the  employ  of  the  city  this  year. 
Of  course,  as  I  have  stated,  it  may  seem  strange 
that  I  am  with  Coun.  Hagan.  I  voted  in  favor  of 
going  out  of  executive  session  and  into  public 
meeting  some  two  years  ago,  and  I  take  that  same 
position  today.  I  am  going  to  continue  to  vote 
that  way.  I  am  going  to  continue  to  vote  that 
open  meetings  be  held,  and  I  think  we  can  do 
business  just  as  well  with  an  open  meeting.  Yes, 
I  think  we  can  do  it  better,  because  if  we  know 
that  nobody  is  watching  us  we  may  be  lax  in  our 
duty,  whereas  if  we  know  that  we  are  being 
watched  it  will  perhaps  have  a  tendency  to  keep 
us  up  to  the  mark.  At  the  very  meeting  that  we 
voted  to  have  an  executive  session  we  were  an 
hour  late  in  getting  together,  and  perhaps  at 
other  meetings  of  that  sort  if  we  knew  nobody  was 
to  be  around  we  might  be  even  two  hours  late. 
But  if  we  know  that  the  public  are  going  to  be 
around  at  meetings  at  two  o'clock  we  will  be 
pretty  nearly  on  time,  and  we  will  be  more  apt  to 
regard  the  interest  of  those  who  send  us  here.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with 
the  first  day  of  February,  1923,  of  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers 
thereof,  and  to  meet  their  respective  obligations 
for  interest  on  debt,  sinking  fund  requirements 
and  maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking 
fund,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water 
Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing 
Department  be  met  by  the  department  income 
and  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appro- 
priation for  City  Record  be  met  by  the  income  of 
the  publication  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes;  that  the  appropriations  herinafter  specified 
be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31,  1923, 
exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to

treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any 
appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and 
purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  city  and  all  taxes  assessed  for 
meeting  the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  of 
the  year  1923,  or  any  other  taxes  or  assessments 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  pay- 
able on  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1923;  that 
interest  shall  be  charged  on  all  taxes  remaining

Coun.  GILBODY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  the 
budget  is  before  the  Council? 

Chairman  GILBODY — The  question  is  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  and  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  HAGAN' — Mr.  Chairman,  before  wo  take 
a  vote  on  this  important  matter  I  think  there  arc 
a  few  items  that  ought  to  be  cleared  up  for  the 
public  benefit.  During  the  discussion  upon  the 
order  which  I  presented  here  earlier  much  talk 
was  indulged  in.  This  is  the  time  and  t his  is  the 
place  to  consider  the  budget  in  all  its  details.  You 
have  heard  a  very  clear  and  concise  explanation 
offered  by  Coun.  Moriarty  as  to  the  great  amount 
of  thought  and  consideration  that  was  given  to 
the  budget  appropriations  in  secret  sessions.  A 
similar  condition,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  ex- 


isted during  the  public  hearings  where  the  depart- 
ment heads  appeared  before  this  body.  There 
was  altogether  too  scant  attention  paid  to  the  one 
great  big  problem  that  this  body  Has  to  meet  in 
the  course  of  its  regular  business  year — trie  ap- 
propriation of  $30,000,000  of  the  people's  money, 
to  be  spent  wisely  or  unwisely  as  the  case  may  be. 
A  member  who  raises  his  voice  in  protest  is  always 
the  target  for  everybody  else  who  hates  to  see 
things  conducted  efficiently  and  properly  and  for 
the  public  benefit  I  have  been  a  target  for  a 
good  many  years,  but  I  have  lost  no  flesh,  and  I 
am  willing  to  take  that  sort  of  attack  during  the 
rest  of  my  career  in  this  body.  In  considering  the 
budget  appropriation  it  has  been  broadly  said 
here  today  by  Coun.  Moriarty  that  each  and 
every  department  is  receiving  quite  an  additional 
sum  of  money  as  compared  witn  the  sum  appro- 
priated a  year  ago.  The  most  glaring  example, 
which  I  am  going  to  call  to  your  attention — and  I 
do  this  only  as  an  example  of  a  more  or  less  similar 
condition  in  all  departments — is  the  appropriation 
made  for  the  Fire  Department.  I  do  not  deny 
the  importance  of  the  Fire  Department,  nor  would 
I  take  from  them  a  dollar  that  they  need  for  the 
proper  functioning  of  the  department.  But  there 
is  such  a  thing  as  going  the  limit,  and  in  this 
particular  department  the  limit  was  overreached. 
Let  me  read  a  few  brief  items.  Under  B-39,  gen- 
eral plant,  the  Fire  Department  receive  an  ap- 
propriation of  S100.000.  Thev  spent  under  that 
item  onlv  $42,000  last  year.  Why  double  the 
amount,  and  more?  I'nder  C-l,  cable,  wire,  etc.. 
they  are  getting  an  appropriation  of  S  15,000  this 
year,  where  they  spent  $8,000  last  year — or  almost 
twice  as  much  this  year.  Under  C-3,  electrical 
equipment,  they  are  getting  $16,000  this  year, 
where  they  spent  $7,000  last  year  and  but  $5,900 
the  year  before.  Why  are  their  appropriations  for 
th  ese  items  being  more  than  doubled?  Under  C-4, 
for  motor  vehicles,  the  appropriation  this  year  is 
$2.83,000,  as  against  $142,000  last  year,  $133,000 
the  year  before,  and  $161,000  the  year  before  that. 
We  have  had  an  explanation  offered  to  us  for  the 
radical  increase  in  this  item  that  will  satisfy  those 
who  are  easily  satisfied,  Mr.  Chairman,  but  which 
does  not  satisfy  me.  It  will  not  satisfy  anybody 
who  can  sanely  look  at  finances  and  analyze  them 
in  their  proper  relation.  L'nder  C-9,  office  equip- 
ment, they  have  been  allowed  $3,500  this  year, 
where  they  spent  8600  last  year.  Under  C-17, 
general  plant,  they  have  been  allowed  $8,500  this 
year,  where  they  spent  $3,000  last  year.  Under 
D-3,  they  have  been  allowed  this  year  $95,000.  as 
against  $60,000  spent  last  year,  this  latter  item 
heing  for  fuel,  or  coal,  which  we  know  is  hieb»in 
price,  but  I  fail  to  reconcile  such  increases  with  the 
Mayor's  statement  that  he  is  going  to  save  $400,000 
in  the  coal  bill  of  Boston  this  year,  when  in  every 
department  where  coal  is  used  the  appropriation  is 
almost  doubled  as  compared  with  last  year.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  think  the  Fire  Department  is  the 
most  glaring  example  of  favoritism  being  shown  to 
a  department  as  against  the  public  interest  that 
we  have,  and  1  sav  that  this  money  is  being  ap- 
propriated unwisely  if  voted  for  in  this  budget. 
At  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  committee  I  had 
$125,000  stricken  from  C-4,  motor  vehicles,  re- 
ducing the  appropriation  from  1283,000  to  $158,000. 
and  I  intended  to  follow  that  up  with  other  items 
in  this  department  and  with  items  in  other  de- 
partments until  the  hour  arrived  when  I  knew  that 
the  effort  on  my  part  was  fruitless.  I  found  that 
I  did  not  have  the  co-operation  of  the  majority  of 
this  body.  I  realized  that  I  would  be  talked 
against  and  would  be  outvoted  in  the  end,  and  I 
suppose  I  might  have  subsided  and  might  have  let 
things  go.  But  there  are  times  when  gross  neglect 
becomes  criminal.  This  is  public  money.  We  are 
scut  here  to  represent  the  public  interests  We 
have  taken  an  oath  of  office  to  do  our  work,  and 
we  are  not  doing  our  work  as  it  should  be  done. 
We  are  acting  as  boys,  when  we  are  grown-up 
men.  We  should  act  in  matters  of  this  sort  in  a 
responsible  way.  I  can  go  through  other  depart- 
ments and  show  a  condition  similar  to  what  I  have 
pointed  out  in  this  department,  all  through.  I 
can  show  where  there  can  be  saved  from  these 
appropriations  a  large  amount  of  money,  which 
might  be  available  for  other  worthy  purposes.  I 
did  not  mean  to  use  the  word  "save."  That 
word  is  taboo  in  this  Council.  I  meant  not  to 
appropriate  the  amounts  appropriated  in  tie 
budget,  but  to  leave  certain  amounts  unappro- 
liri  ited,  which  ca'i  be  use!  f  r  s  me  other  pur; 
Tnere  are  $600,000  or  $700,000  that  can  be  pruned 
from  tnis  budget  without  any  great  effort  or  degree 
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of  intelligence  on  the  part  of  anybody.  If  you 
care  to  have  me  do  ho  I  will  point  out  where  it  can 
he  done  and  will  show  you  items  not  only  in  this 
department  but  in  other  departments,  similar  in 
nature,  wnere  vast  sums  are  being  appropriated, 
giving  department  heads  more  money  than  they 
need  for  tne  proper  conduct  of  their  work.  De- 
partment heacs  are  like  you  and  me.  Wuen  we 
have  too  much  money  about  our  person  we  are 
apt  to  be  just  a  little  bit  extravagant,  are  apt  to 
spend  money  foolisnly;  and  the  department  head 
that  has  too  much  money  is  likely  to  act  in  that 
way  like  an  individual,  not  exercising  the  judgment 
or  tne  thrift  tnat  ne  should.  But  if  cut  to  tne 
bone,  wnen  it  is  made  clear  to  him  that  he  must 
save  and  that  he  must  use  every  effort  to  keep 
down  nis  expenses,  he  is  going  to  do  so.  That 
will  be  the  result  if  we  take  the  action  tnat  we 
should  take  on  this  appropriation  bill,  pruning 
Here  and  t.iere  where  we  feel  that  pruning  sliould 
lie  done — and  I  can  sit  down  with  the  members 
here  and  indicate  places  where  1  believe  it  clearly 
should  be  done.  I  realise,  however,  that  it  is  not 
probably  destined  to  be  done,  because  no  words  of 
mine  are  going  to  change  a  single  vote  here  today 
Men  are  not.  open  to  reason,  will  not  consider 
matters  on  their  true  merits,  will  not  consider  the 
public  interest.  For  instance,  reverting  to  the 
item  I  have  already"  referred  to,  the  item  where 
$125,000  was  stricken  from  CM  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment appropriation  in  committee  one  day,  the 
next  day  that  the  committee  met  it  was  put  back 
into  the  budget.  There  was  a  change  of  mind,  a 
change  of  heart.  Was  it  the  Mayor's  luncheon? 
Was  it  good  fellowship?  Was  it  brotherhood?  I 
don  t  know  what  it  was,  but  I  know  tnat  it  was 
not  the  proper  exercise  of  a  public  duty.  If  we 
had  saved  or  pruned  simply  that  one  item  of 
$125,000,  what  might  it  not  have  done  for  us, 
Mr.  Chairman?  There  is,  for  instance,  a  clamor 
in  all  sections  of  the  city  for  sidewalks,  and  yet 
this  year,  as  in  other  years,  there  is  but  $50,000 
appropriated  out  of  $30,000,000  odd  for  sidewalks 
for  the  people.  If  we  could  not  have  saved  the 
money  and  devoted  it  to  the  purpose  in  mind,  for 
the  laborers,  we  could  have  had  it  unappropriated 
for  the  Fire  Department,  and  it  could  have  been 
appropriated  for  more  granolithic  sidewalks,  for 
instance,  throughout  the  municipality  of  Boston. 
There  are  other  crying  needs  for  which  a  sum  of 
money  of  that  sort  might  be  of  great  use.  There 
are  ways  in  which  the  people  have  to  suffer  today 
because  of  lack  of  appropriations  in  certain  direc- 
tions, because  of  lack  of  service  which  might  be 
provided.  During  the  winter  montns  there  has 
been  a  poor  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage,  and 
the  answer  made  by  every  executive,  no  matter 
who  he  may  be  or  what  element  in  the  community 
he  may  represent,  is,  "We  haven't  the  money. 
We  must  have  the  contract  system.  It  is  cheaper 
for  the  city."  Gentlemen,  we  have  been  pruning 
in  the  wrong  direction.  We  spend  money  with  a 
lavish  hand  in  this  town  for  the  cure  of  the  sick 
or  the  ill,  no  matter  what  it  costs.  There  is  no 
question  asked.  And  that  is  all  right.  But  we 
have  never  learned  the  lesson  that  an  ounce  of  pre- 
vention is  worth  a  thousand  pounds  of  cure.  We 
have  nothing  to  prevent  but  everything  we  can 
to  cure  disease.  We  haven't  enough  money  for 
the  care  of  our  garbage.  There  is  not  sufficient 
money  appropriated  to  properly  collect  the  garb- 
age from  the  households  of  municipal  Boston.  It 
is  done  under  a  cheap  contract  labor  system,  and 
that  is  a  vital  matter,  where  the  convenience  and 
health  of  our  citizens  are  concerned.  How  many 
of  you  know  that  in  the  Mattapan  section  of 
Boston,  at  least  in  one  section,  there  has  not  been 
any  garbage  collected  for  over  three  months? 
That  is  in  enlightened  Boston,  with  its  £30,000,000 
of  appropriations,  giving  to  department  heads 
more  money  than  they  need  and  taking  from  the 
sanitary  agencies  of  Boston  money  which  they 
probably  do  need,  and  need  badly.  There  is  a 
condition  and  not  a  theory,  and  it  is  only  one  of 
many  things  that  can  be  pictured  here.  You  all 
know  it  as  well  as  I  do.  What  are  you  going  to  do 
about  it?  Nothing,  as  far  as  I  can  see.  You  are 
simply  going  to  pass  the  Mayor's  budget  just  as 
it  has  been  sent  here,  after  farcical  hearings  for  a 
number  of  days,  after  listening  to  heads  of  de- 
partments, after  incurring  expense  for  stenographic 
reports  that  nobody  reads  or  looks  at.  The  budget 
was  passed  on  Friday  without  any  consideration 
whatsoever  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  this 
body.  That  has  been  gone  into  by  another 
member  of  the  Council.  It  has  not  yet  passed 
officially,   Mr.   Chairman.     It   has   yet  to  receive 


the  official  sanction  of  the  Boston  City  Council, 
as  a  Council,  before  it  is  enacted  into  law.  There- 
fore I  desire  to  say  now,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  I  am 
willing  to  go  through  this  budget  now,  if  it  takes 
me  forty-eignt  hours,  if  anybody  wants  to  sit  in 
with  me,  going  through  every  item  and  getting  the 
money  for  the  laborers,  money  that  we  would  all 
like  to  see  them  get,  and  that  we  can  get  if  we 
insist  and  do  our  part.  I  am  not  phased  because 
the  Mayor  says  he  will  not  give  it  to  them.  Let 
that  responsibility  be  on  his  conscience.  I  want 
to  get  it  for  them,  and  the  responsibility  will  then 
be  off  inv  conscience.  I  am  going  to  move  you 
that  we  strike  £125,000  from  C-4  of  the  Fire 
Department  appropriation,  motor  vehicle  equip- 
ment, as  the  first  move  in  trying  to  get  some  result 
on  this  matter. 

Conn.  MOR1AKTV— Mr.  President,  I  will  sim- 
ply say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  "No"  on  that 
motion,  and  for  the  same  reason  that  I  stated  in 
referring  to  the  action  taken  on  that  item  in  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  am  going  to  say  that  if 
the  member  was  fair  and  consistent  he  would  have 
started   with  the  first  department  in  the  budget. 

The  Bret  department  in  the  budget  is  practically 

the  only  one  that  does  not  receive  an  increase  in 
the  budget  this  year.  It  is  one  of  the  smallest 
departments  in  the  city,  known  as  the  Art  Depart- 
ment. But  in  the  Assessing  Department  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  approximately  $10,000;  in  the 
Auditing  Depart  nent,  an  approximate  increase  of 
$10,000;  in  the  Boston  Sanatorium,  $13,000;  in 
the  Building  Department,  $15,000;  in  the  City 
Planning  Board,  $25,000;  in  the  Collecting  Depait- 
ment,  $10,000.  We  have  all  those  and  others 
hefore  we  even  come  to  the  Fire  Department. 
Why  not  go  into  those  departments?  If  we  are 
going  to  scrutinize  the  budget,  why  not  start  in 
alphabetical  order  and  be  fair  and  consistent? 
The  councilor  on  my  left  has  said  that  in  B-  39 
then-  is  allowed  in  the  Fire  Department  $100,000, 
an  increase  of  approximately  $bf),000  over  last  year. 
That  is  true.  If  any  private  individual  owned  the 
houses  that  Boston  owns,  in  which  it  houses  the 
firemen,  the  Board  of  Health  would  condemn  them, 
and  if  we  should  put  fire  apparatus  of  the  motor 
type  in  houses  that  we  now  have  Die  Fire  Marshal 
of  the  state  would  have  a  right  to  come  in  here  and 
close  those  houses  up,  because  the  putting  of  motoi 
apparatus  in  some  of  the  fire  houses  now  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  would  be  against  the  law.  So, 
if  the  item  for  new  motor  apparatus  is  to  go  through 
the  Fire  Department  has  to  have  this  money  to 
equip  the  houses.  But  w'e  have  again  the  bunk, 
again  the  poor  laborer  being  kidded.  If  it  were 
not  for  men  of  the  type  of  the  man  who  has  made 
the  motion,  we  would  not  he  working  under  our 
present  system,  would  not  be  working  under  a 
charter  which  has  been  a  curse  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. We  wo  lid  not  have  present  conditions  if  it 
were  not  for  people  of  the  type  that  sent  him  here. 
There  were  two  charters  submitted  to  be  voted 
upon  by  the  people  fourteen  years  ago.  They  sim- 
ply had  their  choice  of  two  charters,  neither  one 
of  the  n  of  any  use.  and  the  charter  adopted  at 
that  time  is  responsible  for  tying  the  hands  of  the 
members  of  this  body.  The  two  charters  were  put 
upon  the  ballot  for  the  voters  of  Boston  to  accept 
or  reject,  and  either  one  which  they  might  have 
accepted  would  probably  have  been  as  bad  as  the 
other.  The  one  under  which  we  are  now  working 
has  been  accepted.  It  was  thought  at  that  time 
that  the  Council  had  too  much  power;  so,  in  fear 
of  giving  them  any  power,  thev  took  the  whole  of 
the  power  they  had  awav  from  them.  We  are 
told  that  if  we  will  cut  this  $125,000  from  the  Fiie 
Department  item,  C-4,  we  will  then  put  it  up  to 
the  Mayor  and  let  the  responsijility  be  his,  in  the 
matter  of  increasing  the  wages  of  the  laborers.  We 
had  a  conference  with  the  Mayor  when  we  could 
all  have  talked  turkey.  It  was  an  executive  session 
in  the  Parker  House.  But  I  didn't  hear  any  loud 
talk  from  any  of  the  members  over  there,  trying 
to  persuade  the  Mayor  to  chance  his  mind.  Coun. 
Gilbody  was  the  only  one  who  did  any  talking  in 
regard  to  the  money  for  the  laborers.  When  the 
Mayor  said  that  he  wouldn't  give  tne  money  there 
were  not  many  of  us  who  tried  to  knock  hi  a  over 
and  take  it  away  from  nim,  as  you  are  trying  to  do 
here  today.  He  told  us  his  position  over  there, 
and  ne  told  us,  "If  you  want  me  to  go  into  the 
Council  Chamoer  and  tell  you  the  same  thing,  I 
will  do  it,"  and  he  did  it.  I  know  I  didn't  request 
him  to  do  it,  but  he  came  here  and  he  did  it.  I 
want  to  say  this.  The  councilor  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat  says  that  in  appropriating  money  for 
institutions  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  better  than 
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a  pound  of  cure,  and  I  agree  with  him.  I  thinK 
it  was  the  best  t.iing  he  said,  and  it  undermines  his 
whole  argument  here  with  regard  to  taking  this 
$125,000  away  from  the  Fire  Department,  oecause 
if  we  spend  tne  $125,000  as  it  is  proposed  teat  it 
shall  be  spent  in  the  budget  we  are  going  to  have  in 
our  city  a  Fire  Department  that  will  be  100  per 
cent  motorized,  but  if  we  cut  $125,000  away  from 
the  appropriation  there  are  parts  of  the  city  that 
are  not  going  to  oe  motorized.  There  are  going 
to  be  some  residential  sections  that  will  not  be 
motorized.  To  use  the  councilor's  own  words,  I 
would  rather  spend  that  $125,000  as  an  ounce  of 
prevention  than  to  have  anything  happen  in  any 
one  of  t.iose  districts  because  of  shortage  of  motor 
apparatus.  I  see  in  the  first  department,  from 
A  to  F,  about  $75,000  increase  over  last  year.  The 
councilor  himself  will  admit  that  not  one  of  those 
departments  was  gone  into  at  the  public  meetings. 
Heads  of  departments  came  and  subjected  them- 
selves to  questioning,  and  there  was  no  question 
asked  of  them  in  regard  to  the  appropriations  for 
their  department.  Again,  in  regard  to  this  big 
item  which  the  councilor  proposes  to  reduce  by 
$125,000,  because  the  laborers  are  clamoring  for  an 
increase,  he  says  that  if  it  is  not  used  for  that  pur- 
pose it  could  be  used  for  granolithic  sidewalks,  that 
we  propose  to  spend  only  $50,000  for  such  side- 
walks. I  have  not  seen  any  orders  go  in  that  we 
spend  any  more.  We  still  have  money  in  the 
Reserve  Fund.  I  am  willing  to  sit  down  with  the 
member  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  and  go  through 
the  budget  and  be  •  s  fair  as  he  is  with  every 
department,  if  he  and  the  other  members  will  start 
in  at  A  and  go  through  the  different  items,  and  do 
it  sincerely  and  seriously,  with  the  purpose  of 
accomplishing  something.  But  if  it  is  simply  to 
be  a  matter  of  cutting  it  out  and  letting  it  go  back 
into  the  Reserve  Fund,  over  the  destinies  of  which 
we  have  absolutely  no  control  until  we  are  asked 
to  do  something,  that  is  another  question.  We 
cannot  spend  a  cent  unless  we  get  an  order  from 
the  Mayor,  and  then  we  have  to  vote  "Yes"  or 
vote  "No."  There  are  many  questions  that  may 
be  taken  up  in  so  far  as  this  budget  is  concerned — 
not  dealing  with  the  appropriating  power,  but  with 
our  lack  of  power — that  the  Good  Government 
Association  is  absolutely  responsible  for,  going  to 
the  Legislature,  having  charters  drawn  up  and 
submitted  to  the  public,  leaving  us  tied  up  as  we 
are  today.  This  is  the  only  city  in  the  country 
where  the  Mayor  has  more  power  than  even  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  Congress  of 
the  United  States  may  veto  the  action  of  the 
President,  but  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  supreme. 
Of  course,  their  reason  for  having  the  charter 
drawn  up  at  the  time  was  that  they  thought  they 
were  going  to  ride  into  office  the  big  banking  inter- 
ests of  State  street.  They  thought  that  .lames  .1. 
Storrow  was  going  to  ride  into  the  Mayor's  chair 
and  that  lie  was  going  to  sit  there  for  four  years 
unhampered.  But  the  morning  after  election  they 
found  out  that  the  voters  had  decided  differently. 
That  is  why  we  have  had  Hi"  charter  foisted  upon 
us.  But  during  all  the  time  that  the  budget  has 
been  brought  before  us,  this  heing  my  sixth  year 
here,  there  has  never  been  a  change  in  the  pro- 
cedure. There  wasn't  any  light  during  the  Peters 
administration  by  the  Good  Government  regime 
here  to  cut  anything  out  of  the  budget.  No, 
nothing  doing  then.  What  are  they  trying  to  do 
now?  Are  they  trying  to  Eoister  two  years  hence 
another  ride  into  the  Mayor's  chair  for  four  years? 
Of  course,  my  brother  on  the  other  side.  Conn. 
Watson,  says  that  Hagan  is  the  best  '  'no]  "  in  here. 
I  agree  with  him,  absolutely  agree  with  him.  And 
of  course,  he  is  making  the  best  of  it.  If  he  can 
hold  the  budget  up  for  a  month  or  six  weeks,  that 
will  bring  it  nearer  to  December.  He  has  put 
more  orders  in  here  in  the  last  month  thin  lie  has 
in  the  last  six  months.  There  is  something  in  the 
air.  What  it  is  I  don't  know.  But  if  they  have 
any  thought  of  doing  what  they  seem  to  want  to 
do  today,  there  should  have  been  a  bill  go  into  the 
Legislature  lor  a  change  in  the  charter  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  so  as  to  give  some  power  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Council,  so  that  if  we  did  decide  to  cut 
$125,000  from  the  Fire  Department,  after  we  had 
cut  it  out  we  could  spend  it  for  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston  in  any  department  where  if  was 
desired.  But,  being  in  the  position  tltat  we  are 
in,  why  try  to  kid  ourselves  and  to  kid  the  laborers, 
to  the  effect  that  if  we  do  cut  it  out  they  are  going 
to  get  it.  There  is  not  a  man  here  who  is  honest 
with  himself  who  will. say  that  if  we  cut  the  J750.000 
out  of  the  budget  which  it  will  cost  to  give  the 
laborers  and  mechanics  a  50-cent  increase  there  is 


any  assurance  whatever,  with  the  Mayor  taking 
the  position  he  takes  today,  that  one  cent  of  it,  let 
alone  all  of  it,  will  go  to  the  labor  force.  But  if  we 
had  the  power,  as  we  ought  to  have,  as  members  of 
the  City  Council  to  cut  out  from  the  budget  and 
assign  appropriations  to  places  where  they  really 
belong,  so  that  they  could  be  given  to  the  laborers, 
for  instance,  I  don't  suppose  there  is  a  member  of 
the  Council  who  would  care  to  vote  against  it, 
where  the  real  responsibility  was  on  his  shoulders. 
This  is  the  seventh  year  of  the  segregated  budget, 
and  during  my  six  years  it  has  got  worse  every 
year.  It  certainly  has  got  no  better,  and  it  does 
not  look  as  though  it  were  going  to  get  any  better. 
It  looks  as  though  it  had  been  a  failure,  in  so  far 
as  the  budget  is  concerned.  In  my  time  I  have 
had  four  years  under  a  reform  government,  or  so- 
called  reform  government,  and  two  years  under  a 
progressive  government,  and  in  the  four  years 
under  a  reform  government  there  was  more  jugg- 
ling of  the  budget  than  in  any  of  the  other  years 
that  it  has  been  in  existence.  I  remember  that  by 
a  majority  vote  we  struck  out  of  the  budget  an 
appropriation  for  five  linotype  machines  in  the 
City  Printing  Department.  But  of  course  you 
know  after  the  1st  of  December  the  Mayor  and 
heads  of  departments  have  a  right  to  transfer 
anything  they  desire,  and  the  law  will  uphold  them 
in  doing  so  after  the  1st  of  December.  The  result 
was  that,  althoush  the  linotype  machines  had  been 
stricken  out  of  the  budget,  although  so  far  as  this 
Council  is  concerned  we  never  voted  to  appropriate 
the  money,  yet.  under  a  reform  government  those 
machines  went  in  there  and  I  didn't  hear  a  Goo- 
Goo  say  "Boo."  There  was  not  a  yip.  I  remem- 
ber that  Conn.  Donoghue  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  and  the  man  who 
then  was  head  of  the  department  called  me  on  the 
telephone  and  asked  me  to  get  Coun.  Donoghue  to 
call  a  special  meeting.  I  said  that  he  was  chairman 
of  the  committee,  and  could  do  as  he  pleased,  that 
I  as  president  of  the  Council  had  so  appointed  him 
and  th  ;t  he  had  charge  of  the  meeting.  The 
desire  was  to  attempt  to  get  those  machines  back 
in  the  budget.  Well,  after  DeeemberT  don't  know 
what  was  done,  but  down  in  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment they  got  the  five  linotype  machines,  and  the 
City  of  Boston  paid  for  them.  So,  in  my  estima- 
tion, with  the  limited  power  we  have  here  in  so  far 
as  hearings  on  the  budget  are  concerned,  we  only 
waste  the  time  of  the  heads  of  departments  and  our 
own  time  in  having  them  come  here,  and  we  pay 
the  Edison  Company  for  light  that  we  should  not 
pay  for.  We  take  up  a  lot  of  time,  and  after  we 
get  through  we  have  absolutely  no  power  to  vote 
"Yes"  or  "No"  on  the  budget.  To  go  back  to 
either  the  first  or  the  second  year  of  the  Peter's 
administration,  when  the  same  member  here 
advocated  $5  a  day  for  the  laborers,  I  suggested 
that  I  would  go  through  the  entire  year  voting 
against  the  entire  budget,  if  we  could  not  other- 
wise get  what  we  thought  we  should  have  for  the 
laborers.  Hut.  no,  that  was  going  to  the  extreme; 
he  didn't  want  to  do  that.  But  we  have  gone 
three  or  four  years  farther  along  in  the  civilization 
of  the  world,  and  he  has  had  a  change  of  heart. 
He  doesn't  want  to  give  them  $5  now.  He  wants 
to  give  them  only  $1.50.  Why  the  compromise? 
The  cost  of  living  today  is  higher  than  it  was  in 
BUS,  higher  than  it  was  in  1919,  and  still  he  docs 
not  feel  himself  to  be  in  a  position  to  give  them  as 
much  today  as  he  was  in  favor  of  giving  them  in 
BUS  or  1919.  The  fact  is  that  they  went  through 
department  after  department,  A.  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F, 
and  the  first  one  where  thev  raised  a  question  was 
the  Tire  Department,  and  there  the  motions  made 
were  to  reduce  B-39  and  C— 4.  As  far  as  the  rest 
of  the  entire  budget  is  concerned  nothing  was 
attempted.  So  there  is  no  sincerity  to  it.  If  there 
was  sincerity,  the  member  would  not  be  coming  in 
here  now  and  taking  the  position  he  does,  saying 
that  he  is  willing  to  sit  down  with  the  other  mem- 
bers for  twenty-four  hours,  going  over  the  items  of 
the  budget,  and  then  passing  the  budget.  A 
month  ago  was  the  time  to  take  the  twenty-four 
hours  and  to  do  that  sort  of  tiling,  or  twenty-four 
days  or  longer,  if  necessary.  The  budget  has  been 
in  here  foi  at  least  a  month,  and  we  are  now  coming 
in  here  at  the  very  last  minute  and  listening  to  a 
suggestion, that  we  put  in  twenty-four  hours,  if  it 
will  take  that  time.  If  anybody  can  tell  me  that 
there  is  any  sincerity  to  that,  I  would  like  to  be 
shown.      I,  for  one,  cannot  see  it. 

Coun.  BRICK  LEY— Question . 

Coun.  WATSOX-Mr.  President,  1  don't  know- 
as  I  should  say  anything  on  the  proposition, 
because  I  doubt  if  there  are  more  than  two  votes 
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against  the  budget.  I  don't  know  that  there  will 
be  a  majority  vote  against  any  item  in  the  budget. 
But  I  cannot  help  speaking  at  this  time,  because 
I  am  chairman  of  the  committee  reporting  the 
matter,  and  it  might  lie  said  that  I  did  not  know 
what  I  was  doing  when  I  reported  it,  if  I  do  not 
say  something.  Therefore,  I  will  be  very  brief, 
simply  saying  a  word  or  two  concerning  the  budget. 
If  we  should  simply  go  in  and  cut  from  the  budget 
.so  as  to  take  care  of  the  things  we  think  ought  to 
be  done,  while  I  might  do  just  exactly  as  Coun. 
Hagan  proposes  to  do,  go  in  and  prune  with  an 
axe,  cutting  down  somr  item  that  looks  large,  or 
was  larger  than  last  year  or  the  year  before,  if  I 
should  be  willing  to  do  that  independently  of  the 
merit  of  the  different  items,  or  tlie  reason  for  the 
increase,  that  would  lie  one  thing.  But  we  should 
know  the  reasons  for  increases  in  items,  not 
simply  cutting  them  because  they  are  larger  than 
they  were  last  year.  We  have  not  inquired  into 
the  budget  thoroughly  in  any  direction.  Coun. 
Hagan  has  a  habit  of  cutting  down  the  Fire  De- 
partment appropriation,  not  in  all  the  items,  but 
in  one  specific  item,  motor  apparatus.  I  wonder 
if  lie  would  be  as  active  in  decreasing  the  item  for 
motor  apparatus  if  the  Seagrave  people  were  still 
supplying  the  motor  apparatus  of  the  city  or  the 
Robinson  or  the  Christy  people?  One  company 
seems  to  stand  high  at  one  time,  and  then  another 
company  comes  in  and  the  first  one  goes  away 
down,  the  presumption  being  that  the  new  com- 
pany coming  in  furnishes  better  apparatus  than 
the  one  that  had  come  in  before.  Before  the 
LaFrance  people  came  in  the  councilor  did  not 
seem  to  become  so  active.  He  then  became 
active.  He  is  now  talking  of  economizing  in  the 
purchase  of  motor  apparatus,  in  order  to  increase 
the  laborers'  pay.  Of  course,  I  do  not  accuse  the 
gentleman  of  being  influenced  by  any  improper 
motives  in  that  direction,  because  I  know  that  he 
is  not.  But  the  fact  remains  that  we  cannot  in- 
OXease  the  laborers  pay  this  year.  We  have  al- 
ready heard  the  Mayer's  statement  in  regard  to 
that.  If  we  appropriate  tins  money  for  the  motor 
apparatus  for  the  Fire  Department  tins  year,  how- 
ever, the  department  will  be  100  per  cent  motcmed; 
next  year  there  will  be  no  money  at  all  necessary  on 
new  motor  apparatus,  no  money  required  except 
for  upkeep  and  other  things  that  have  to  do  with 
the  apparatus,  and  the  time  for  the  laborers  and 
the  mechanics  will  then  come.  The  adoption  of 
this  item  this  year  will  mean  100  per  cent  motori- 
zation, and  next  year,  instead  of  appropriating 
$100,000  or  $200,000  for  motor  apparatus,  that 
sum  can  go  towards  an  increase  in  the  pay  of  the 
laborers  and  mechanics  of  50  cents  a  day,  to 
which  the  Mayor  has  committed  himself  as  a 
matter  of  public  record  if  he  is  alive  a  year  from 
today,  guaranteeing  the  laborers  and  mechanics 
50  cents  a  day  increase  at  that  time.  Coun. 
Moriarty  brought  out  something  that  I  had  over- 
looked. Coun.  Hagan  is  as  brave  as  a  lion,  has 
lots  of  courage,  both  genuine  and  political.  He 
has  a  lot  of  physical  courage  as  well  as  political 
courage,  but  I,  with  Coun.  Moriarty,  failed  to  hear 
him  ask  one  question  of  the  Mayor.  When  we 
were  over  at  the  dinner  and  the  matter  was  talked 
over  concerning  the  budget,  Coun.  Hagan  sat  there 
during  the  entire  meal,  and  certainly  while  I  was 
there,  he  never  asked  a  single  question.  I  went 
there  for  information,  not  alone  for  the  dinner, 
and  I  asked  a  question  in  regard  to  the  matter,  as 
well  as  Coun.  GUbody.  I  asked  whether  or  not 
the  Mayor  would  give  the  increase  asked  for 
under  Coun.  Gilbody's  order.  Coun.  Hagan  did 
not  ask  the  question,  was  not  seeking  light.  The 
Council  has  told  us  that  no  matter  how  long  he 
talked  he  couldn't  change  a  vote.  Well,  I  know 
that  he  changed  three.  He  had  three  last  week 
and  he  doesn't  have  them  now.  He  changed 
them,  drove  them  away  himself,  by  talking.  Of 
course,  I  don't  want  the  members  to  take  to  mind 
seriously  what  I  said  abo-;t  Coun.  Hagan's  possible 
attitude  about  the  Seagrave  people,  the  Robinson 
and  Christie  people,  going  out  of  business,  and  the 
LaFrance  coming  in.  He  is  not  interested  in  fire 
apparatus  or  motor  apparatus,  and  I  don't  accuse 
him  of  it.  But  there  is  a  whole  lot  of  propaganda 
in  this  thing.  It  is  whispered  in  your  ear.  Of 
course,  you  are  the  business  man  of  the  Council, 
the  only  man  here  who  knows  anything,  the  only 
one  who  has  an  interest  in  the  public,  the  only  one 
who  knows  about  finance.  The  rest  of  us  are 
pikers,  to  use  the  vernacular  of  the  day.  I  think, 
if  we  change  the  charter  and  change  the  body,  we 
might  as  well  make  this  a  one-man  body  and  have 
Coun.  Hagan  appointed  for  life.    Everything  then 


will  be  all  right,  100  per  cent  perfect.  The  de- 
partments will  be  conducted  100  per  cent  efficiently 
and  a  little  more,  and  all  you  will  have  to  do  will 
be  to  come  in  here,  introduce  an  order,  pass  it, 
and  persuade  yourself  that  it  is  all  right.  Every- 
thing will  then  be  100  plus  efficient  and  no  money 
will  be  wasted.  The  laborers  will  receive  $10.50 
a  day,  except  those  who  work  for  you.  There  will 
lie  no  limit  to  the  pay  received  by  the  laborers  or 
anybody  else.  You  may  lie  liberal  with  your  own 
help — I  don't  know — but  we  are  usually  more 
careful  with  our  own  than  with, others.  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  the  budget  in  its  entirety,  and 
the  gentleman  opposite  can  act  in  accordance  with 
the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience.  Of  course,  he 
is  human,  and  he  plays  the  game.  Of  course,  he 
is  not  a  candidate  now.  We  understand  that.  I 
hope  the  reporter  gets  that  'now''  in.  I  trust 
that,  we  will  not  decrease  the  budget  in  the  item 
mentioned  by  the  gentleman  opposite,  because  if 
we  do  it  will  handicap  the  Fire  Department.  I 
wonder  why  he  did  not  come  in  and  cut  the  hospital 
budget.  It  might  be  that  from  his  point  of  view 
a  great  deal  of  money  could  be  cut  out  of  that 
department.  I  don't  know  whether  that  is  so  or 
not.  But  I  am  willing  to  take  the  word  of  the 
trustees  and  the  superintendent  in  charge.  If 
we  cannot  trust  heads  of  departments  and  boards 
of  trustees  and  directors  in  the  city,  who  can  we 
trust?  I  think  they  are  trying  to  do  an  honest 
job,  and  I  hope  we  will  not  go  to  work  and  try  to 
prune  this  budget  witli  an  axe. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  it  is  always 
difficult  to  try  to  talk  sense  to  somebody  who  does 
not  understand  good  sense,  but  I  am  going  to  pro- 
ceed at  least  to  make  the  effort.  In  standing  here 
and  making  a  motion  looking  to  the  pruning  of  the 
budget,  I  want  it  distinctly  understood  that  I 
assume  only  one  ninth  of  the  responsibility  of  this 
body,  and  that  f  am  ready  to  go  through  the  budget, 
as  one  ninth  of  the  body,  if  the  other  eighth  ninths 
are  willing  to  do  their  share  of  the  pruning.  I 
have  items  here  listed  and  made  out,  and  I  am 
ready  to  take  them  up  one  at  a  time.  I  did  speak 
of  doing  that  during  the  consideration  of  the  budget, 
but  I  knew  it  was  a  waste  of  time,  that  if  I  lost  out 
on  the  first  I  was  destined  to  lose  out  on  all.  I 
want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  body  and  the 
public  at  large  the  fact  that  we  have  had  the 
practice  established  after  serious  thought  of  appro- 
priating $100,000  for  new  apparatus  each  year, 
and  that  that  has  been  considered  a  sufficient 
amount  to  spend  under  that  item  in  any  one  fiscal 
year.  It  has  become  almost  a  settled  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  city  government.  But,  strangely 
enough,  this  year  there  has  been  a  propaganda 
demand  for  100  per  cent  motorization.  From 
whom  has  this  demand  come?  From  the  Mayor 
and  from  the  head  of  the  department.  Do  they 
represent  the  entire  sentiment,  business  and  other- 
wise, in  this  community?  No.  They  represent  the 
sentiment  of  two  people.  There  has  been  no 
clamor  from  any  other  direction.  There  are  other 
departments  also  that  can  be  cut.  Now  for  this 
item  $2S3,000  has  been  provided.  The  head  of 
the  department  here  has  stated  to  you  that  no 
deliveries  could  be  made  for  at  least  six  months. 
If  there  was  $100,000  worth  of  fire  apparatus 
ordered  today  it  would  not  be  delivered  at  the  end 
of  this  fiscal  year,  and  $283,000  worth  of  appa- 
ratus would  not  be  delivered  until  the  end  of  the 
next  fiscal  year,  when  another  budget  will  be 
considered  by  the  Council,  and  if  a  reasonable 
amount  is  provided  this  year  the  thing  can  then 
be  finished  up  next  year.  There  certainly  can  be 
no  satisfaction  or  no  object  in  appropriating  the 
full  amount  in  the  budget  for  this  year,  because 
you  are  then  usurping  the  authority  of  the  Council 
next  year,  taking  from  their  hands  the  appropria- 
tion of  next  year's  item,  to  follow  the  ordinary 
item  for  this  year.  There  can  be  no  object  in  doing 
that  at  this  time,  when  you  need  the  money  for 
other  purposes.  I  claim  that  it  is  unwise  and  in 
bad  business  judgment  to  appropriate  money  too 
far  in  advance,  when  there  is  no  human  possibility 
of  getting  this  apparatus  for  use  in  Boston  until 
the  winter  months  of  1924.  If  this  motor  appa- 
ratus were  being  built  by  different  concerns,  dis- 
tributed around,  there  might  be  a  possibility  of 
having  the  apparatus  delivered.  But  that  is  not 
the  policy  of  this  administration.  It  has  not  been 
the  policy  of  any  administration,  for  I  mean  no 
reflection  on  my  part  of  this  administration.  The 
gentleman  has  insinuated  in  his  own  way  that  I  was 
interested  in  some  inanner  in  the  Seabridge — is 
that  the  name  of  the  New  Jersey  concern?  I  don't 
know  anybody  connected  with  it,  don't  know  any-

body  who  is  connected  with  fire  apparatus,  and 
the  gentleman  knew  that  before  he  gave  utterance 
to  the  thought.  I  want  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  first  administration  of  Mayor 
Curley  all  motor  appatatus  was  obtained  from 
one  concern  without  advertising,  without  compe- 
tition. Every  bit  of  apparatus  went  to  that  con- 
cern. With  a  change  of  mayors  here,  suddenly 
that  concern  dropped  overnight  from  100  per  cent 
efficient  to  a  cipher,  and  some  other  concern  arose 
from  the  cipher  to  100  per  cent,  and  the  new 
administration  started  the  same  policy,  without 
advertising,  without  competition,  of  ge'ting  fire 
apparatus  from  the  American  LaFrance  Company. 
I  did  start  to  get  on  my  feet  to  start  something, 
because  I  was  a  poor  pol  and  didn't  understand 
the  situation,  and  somebody  kicked  my  shins  and 
I  knew  enough  to  sit  down  at  that  time.  I  now 
understand  that  there  has  not  been  a  change  of 
heart  in  this  situation.  The  contracts  are  still 
going  to  the  American  LaFrance  Company.  So 
there  is  only  one  company  going  to  get  this  contract, 
and  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  them  to  deliver 
.$283,000  of  motor  apparatus  in  this  fiscal  year, 
which  we  are  considering.  A  great  deal  of  com- 
ment has  been  made  here  because  East  Boston, 
Charlestown,  South  Boston  and  Dorchester  have 
not  obtained  'motor  apparatis.  Whose  fault  is 
that?  Certainly  that  of  the  Mayor  and  the  head 
of  the  Fire  Department,  who  with  the  $100,000 
they  have  received  every  year  should  have  appor- 
tioned the  motor  apparatus  with  sorre  degree  of 
fairness  through  the  residential  districts,  not 
having  it  all  put  in  the  downtown  or  business 
section  —  if  it  has  been  placed  there,  as  charged 
by  Coun.  Moriarty.  That  is  the  fault  of  the 
Mayor  and  of  the  head  of  the  department,  and  it 
is  out  of  our  control.  I  am  opposed  to  the  ° rant- 
ing of  an  excessive  amount  that  cannot  be  spent 
in  this  fiscal  year.  I  am  willing  to  take  items  in 
this  budget,  in  this  department  and  in  other  depart- 
ments, and  compare  them  with  corresponding 
items  in  the  budget  for  previous  years,  showing 
the  unwisdom  of  this  particular  appropriation  or 
of  other  appropriations.  Coun.  Moriarty  says 
he  has  been  in  this  body  for  six  years,  and  that 
the  consideration  of  the  budget  has  grown  worse 
every  year  he  has  been  here,  and  I  agree  with  him. 
It  is  going  to  get  worse  in  other  years;  it  is  going 
to  get  so  bad  that  it  will  become  a  stench,  and 
then  the  people  of  Boston  are  going  to  be  aroused 
and  something  is  going  to  happen.  That  is  the 
way  that  those  tilings  work  out.  You  have  to 
get  things  in  an  awfully  bad,  rotten  condition  before 
anything  is  done  to  correct  the  evil.  I  am  trying 
to  do  what  I  can  to  clear  the  thing  up,  in  my  feeble 
way.  I  have  .icon  charged  with  not  su-gcstii-g 
any  changes  in  other  items  of  the  budget  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Fire  Department,  I  wanted 
to  test  the  sentiment  of  the  body  on  one  item,  and 
I  was  then  prepared  to  go  oack  to  other  depart- 
ments and  consider  the  n,  then  or  now  as  the  case 
may  be.  If  I  get  no  sentiment  on  one  what  right 
have  I  to  expect  it  on  another?  There  was  :\  vote 
taken  in  committee  and  $125,000  was  stricken  oul 
of  this  ite.n  in  the  Fire  Department  budget,  and 
then  I  lost  the  votes,  as  Coun.  Watson  says  or 
insinuates  that  I  was  responsible  for  losing  the 
votes,  so  that  the  ite  n  was  put  baCK  in  tin1  budget. 
I  think  if  he  will  open  his  nind  he  will  probril  lv 
realize  that  somebody  else  was  responsible  for  the 
change  of  the  votes,  that  somebody  else  is  looking 
for  the  pepper  and  the  crumbs  that  fall  from  the 
table,  which  I  don't  care  for.  I  have  been  acouseo 
here  of  not  having  seen  fit  to  try  to  get  more  money 
for  granolithic  s.dewalks,  or  it  has  been  said  rather 
that  I  have  not  presi  nted  orders  For  such  side- 
walks. Had  the  gentleman  known,  there  are  now 
$400,000  of  orders  in  the  hands  of  the  deportment 
head,  with  $50,000  appropriated  and  more  de  nands 
this  year.  Much  has  been  said  here,  and  I  am 
sorry  to  taite  the  time  I  have  taken  to  go  into  the 
matter.  The  hour  has  arrived  when  this  should 
come  to  a  head.  Much  has  been  said  here  about 
kidding  the  laborers,  anu  I  have  listened  to  it  from 
various  throats,  but  I  have  yet  to  hear  one 
laborer  Ending  fault  with  that  kind  of  kidding. 
He  likes  it,  for  it  helps  We  are  told  that  the 
Mayor  will  not  give  25  or  50  cents  additional  to 
the  laborers  or  mechanics  this  year;  that  he  is 
going  to  do  it  next  year  if  he  lives.  But  what 
about  the  laborer?  Is  he  going  to  starve  to  death 
or  freeze  to  death?  And  who  cares'.'  We  are 
told  of  the  high  cost  of  living,  but  he  is  expected 
to  go  another  winter,  as  he  went  through  this  last 
winter,  and  if  he  live",  survives,  in  Cod's  name,  he 
is  going  to  yet  another  50  cents  next   year.      Hut 


the  Mavor  of  Boston  is  not  going  to  starve  nor 
freeze  this  year.  He  has  looked  out  for  that.  I 
heard  Coun.  Moriarty  say  here  that  a  few  years 
ago  he  was  willing  to  hold  up  other  items  of  the 
budget.  I  happen  to  have  a  newspaper  clipping 
in  my  hand  at  the  time  of  the  first  raise  in  laborers' 
pay  dated  February  12,  1917.  I  think  he  was  a 
member  of  the  bodv  at  that  time.  I  gaxe  notice 
at  that  time  that  if  the  then  Mayor  Curley.  in  his 
first  administration,  would  not  provide  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  to  raise  the  wages  of  the  laborers 
from  S2.60  to  S3  a  day  1  would  vote  against  every 
raise  in  the  budget  and  fight  every  other  increase 
until  that  was  done.  I  did  not  get  any  grea  t 
amount  of  co-operation  at  that  time.  Mayer 
Curley  sent  in  a  suggestion  for  25  cents  and  wrote 
a  letter  stating  that  he  would  go  to  50  cents  if 
we  wanted  to  assume  the  responsibility,  and, 
thank  God,  we  did.  The  laborers  had  no  trouble 
the  next  year,  under  the  so-called  reform  admin- 
istration of  Mayor  Peters.  He  said  that  the 
laborers  ought  to  have  $3.50  a  day,  and  they 
got  it.  They  had  no  trouble  the  second  year 
of  Mayor  Peters'  administration  in  going  from 
S3. 50  to  S4:  and  1  would  have  had  no  trouble 
the  last  year  of  Mayor  Peters'  administration 
in  getting  another  50  cents  for  the  laborers  had 
1  received  the  co-operaticn  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  last  year.  But  they  went  back  on  me 
then,  as  they  are  aoing  today.  If  I  had  received 
the  support  I  should  have  received  they  would 
have  been  advanced  and  would  be  receiving  $4.50 
a  day  instead  of  $4.  Xow  I  have  done  my  part, 
and  the  nen  know  that  I  have  done  my  part. 
There  is  no  power  on  earth  that  can  persuade  them 
otherwise.  They  are  hard  hit,  think  for  themselves 
and  know  what  they  are  about.  I  am  willing  to 
have  members  here  talK  about  kidding  the  laborers, 
because  I  know  the  laborers  are  delighted  to  be 
kidded  in  this  way.  when  they  are  reint  raised  by 
the  process  of  kidding.  01  course.  I  don't  know 
that  Mayor  Curley  will  grant  the  request,  if  we 
save  this  money.  That  is  not  my  funeral,  is  not 
my  responsibility  or  yours.  I  have  nothing  to 
guide  me  here  but  my  sense  of  right  and  justice 
and  the  small  voice  of  conscience.  Since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  this  body  I  have  heen  a  free 
lance,  and  I  will  not  cease  to  be  a  free  lance  while 
I  am  a  member  of  the  body.  Yet  1  am  aeeused 
here  pretty  often  of  being  under  the  control  of  one 
small  clique.  I  wish  so  ne  of  you  gentlemen  knew 
how  much  they  think  I  an  under  control.  If  this 
item  is  passed  on  successfully,  if  there  is  the  reduc- 
tion I  propose  made.  1  will  point  out  other 
i:i  the  budget  similar  in  character,  indicating  piares 
where  we  can  reduce  the  items  so  as  to  get  the 
amount  we  need  for  various  purposes.  I  believe 
in  giving  to  department  heads  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  enal  le  then,  to  (unction  properly,  bet  i 
don't  believe  in  givine  them  so  much  money  as  to 
tempt  them  to  be  unthrifty  and  extravagant,  as 
is  the  ease  in  the  budget  of  this  year. 

Conn.  DONOGHUE —  Mr.  President,  I  just 
want  to  say  in  connection  with  the  budget  that  at 
the  first  executive  meeting  held  I  y  the  Council  I 
was  unable  t<  be  present.  1  knew  1  would  not 
be  able  to  be  present,  and  1  asVed  if  i  .  were  merely 
a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  up  odd*  and 
ends  of  the  budget  and  I  was  assured  then  that 
that  would  probably  be  the  case  and  that  no  ether 
action  would  be  taken.  Picking  up  a  paper 
Saturday  morning,  after  the  Friday  meeting,  I 
discovered  that  there  ha  1  been  an  executive  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  end  that  a  motion  had  1  een 
carried  to  strike  from  the  budget  {125,000  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  Pire  Department,  and 
that  among  other  vctes  taken  there  was  a  Ml 
of  four  to  four.  I  felt  then  that  upon  my  vote 
depended  the  question  of  whether  or  not  that 
amount  of  money  would  be  stricken  from  the  Fire 
Department  appropriation,  ami  that  if  that 
amount  of  money  was  to  lie  stricken  from  the 
Fire  Department  appropriation  in  all  probability 
more  money  would  be  stricken  from  other  appro- 
priations I  felt  upon  reading  that  in  the  news- 
papers that  the  responsibility  rested  upon  me  as 
the  member  having  the  deciding  vote  as  to  whether 
I  would  embarrass  the  present  administration  by 
voting  to  strike  certain  amounts  from  the  budget 
this  year  in  the  hope  that  the  Mayor  might  in- 
crease the  wages  of  the  laborers  and  mechanics. 
I  knew  then,  having  sat  in  with  the  other  members 
of  the  Council,  the  Mayors  position  upon  this 
proposition  Of  course,  we  were  all  interested  and 
we  are  all  interested  politically  to  see  that  any 
group  of  workers  for  the  city  receive  an  increase 
in  wages.      That  is  good  politics,  there  is  no  ques- 
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tion  al  out  that.  I  don't  believe  that  baa  ever 
been  disputed  Hut  when  the  deoiaion  and  the 
responsibility  rested  upon  my  shoulders  of  being 
:i  party  politically  to  putting  in  a  hole  Mayor 
Curley  1  refused  to  do  so.  1  decided  then,  not 
because  of  good  fellowship  and  not  because  of 
fraternal  Bpint,  but  I  ecauae  of  l<>\  ul  t \  to  the  man 
whom  1  supported  for,  Mayor  oi  this  city,  thai  I 
would  still  support  him  and  would  vote  to  uphold 
Ids  hands  and  hie  polioiea  in  tins  Council  in  refus- 
ing to  take  pari  in  a  political  movement  to  put 
him  in  a  hole,  I  am  just  as  much  interested  to 
see  that  an  increase  is  given  to  the  laborers  and 
mechanics  and  other  underpaid  people  working 
for  the  oitj  as  other  members  of  the  Council,  and 
if  the  member  who  proposes  to  reduce  the  Fire 
Department  appropriation  was  sincere  in  his 
position  on  this  budget,  he  would  have  come  in 
here  today  with  a  sufficient  amount  gleaned  from 
the  various  departments  in  the  budget  to  provide 
the  sum  of  $750,000,  thpn  asking  the  Mayoi  to 
give  the  laborers  and  mechanics  a  50-eent  per  day 
increase,  But,  instead  of  asking  you  to  out  from 
the  appropriation  $7.50,0(10.  he  asks  that  you  cut 
SI 2.3,000,  That  is  equivalent,  if  that  amount 
were  to  be  out  from  the  budget,  to  7  cents  a  daj 

for  laborers  and  mechanics.  Of  course,  there  is 
no  sense  In  talking  about  this  matter  seriously. 
It  is  just  merely  polities,  and  when  I  see  any  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  playing  polities  in  a  way  that 
docs  not  agree  with  tin.  way  I  see  the  tacts  I  say 
to  myself,  "1  am  going  to  play  politics  with  him. 
In  this  matter  it  is  just  merely  polities,  nothing 
more  or  less.  \\c  have  accomplished  something 
for  the  laborers  anil  mechanics  by  tin'  agitation 
and  talk  there  has  been  in  this  body,  ami  the 
Mayor  now  says  that  the  responsibility  is  his  of 
raising  their  pay  next  year,  that  it  cannot  be  done 
this  year.  What  more  does  any  member  of  this 
Council  want?  Arc  we  going  to  embarrass  the 
administration  by  Cutting  from  tin'  budget  the 
amount  of  {125,000  only,  later  on  to  have  it  sent  in 
here  again  and  used  for  the  same  pin  pes  !  lor  w  Inch 
it,  is  now  in  the  budget?  1  do  not  believe-  that 
that  is  being  fair  politically  with  the  m  n  who  is 
now  Mayor  of  the  City  oi  Boston,  who  received 
the  majority  votes  of  the  people,  so  that  he  is 
now  the  official  representative  of  tin.  majority  of 
the  people.  That  election  decided  whether  or 
not  tin'  control  of  our  city  would  remain  vested 

ill  the  so-called  reform  forces  or  revert  to  the 
administration  now  in  control.  As  1  said  pre- 
viously, I  am  not  going  to  he  a  part]  to  placing 
the  present  administration  in  any  political  hole. 
I  refuse  to  so  vote.  I  am  interested  in  getting  an 
increase  for  the  laborers,  mechanics,  or  any  other 
group  not  now  sufficiently  paid  Hut  under  the 
present  charter  the  councilor  who  presents  this 
motion  knows  as  well  as  1  know  that  we  have 
absolutely  no  power  to  increase  any  amounts  in 
the  budget,  that  the  only  way  we  can  do  so  is  by 
asking  the  Mayor  to  do  it.  The  councilor  says 
that  during  the  former  administration  of  Mayor 
Peters,  by  merely  asking  Mayor  Peters  to  increase 
the  laborers'  wage  from  $L».o(j  to  $'i  during  the  first 
year  of  his  administration,  that  was  done,  that 
the  Mayor  sent  in  the  increase,  and  that  in  a  suc- 
ceeding year  of  Mayor  Peters'  administration  he 
again  sent  in  another  50-cent  increase  for  laborers, 
after  merely  being  asked.  Those  are  not  the 
facts  because  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly, 
the  Mayor  gave  an  increase  of  50  cents  during  the 
first  year  of  his  administration  and  50  cents  during 
the  third  year  of  his  administration.  If  that 
policy  was  followed  by  the  councilor  at  that  time, 
why  is  he  now  advocating  the  present  method  of 
cutting  from  the  budget?  Why  did  he  not  follow 
the  policy  that  he  followed  in  that  ease?  Why 
did  he  not  go  to  Mayor  Curley  and  ask  him  to 
increase  the  pay  of  the  laborers  and  mechanics  in 
this  case?  Why,  if  he  was  so  successful  when  he 
went  to  Mayor  Peters,  and  the  wages  of  the 
laborers  were  increased,  did  he  not  attempt  to  do 
the  same  thing  at  the  present  time?  Why  also 
not  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council 
the  various  items  that  he  would  propose  to  cut 
from  the  budget?  He  has  not  done  that  either. 
It  is  nothing  but  politics,  simply  because  of  the 
fact  that  those  whom  he  represents  were  in  power 
during  the  previous  administration,  and  those 
whom  he  does  not  represent  are  in  power  during 
this  administration.  I  want  to  say  in  conclu- 
sion that  the  Mayor  has  taken  a  decided  stand  on 
this  proposition.  He  says  that,  irrespective  of 
the  action  of  this  Council,  he  will  refuse  to  in- 
crease the  wages  of  the  laborers  and  mechanics 
this  year.     Any  practical  man  knows  that,  in  so 


far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  there  is  practi- 
cally no  way  in  which  the  wages  of  the  laborers  or 

mecl ics  can   he  increased   this  year  without  the 

sanction  of  the  Mayor.  But  politically  you  can 
make  all  the  motions  you  care  to  make.  The 
member  of  the  Council  can  move  this,  that  or  the 
other,  so  as  to  make  what  you  might  call  a  grand- 
stand political  play,  but  absolutely  nothing  practi- 
cal will  he  accomplished.  So  what  is  the  sense 
of  his  appearing  to  he  serious  when  he  takes  the 
stand  he  docs  in  connection  with  our  delibera- 
tions on  this  matter?  vy<-  all  of  us  know  that  it 
is  inoieb  politics  from  one  Monday  to  the  next. 
During  the  former  administration  we  must  take 
into  consideration   the  fact   that   the  Great    War 

had  iu>t  closed,  and  while  I  think  of  it  I  also  want 
to    remind    the    previous   speaker    that    during    lie 

year  for  which  he  quotes  the  clipping  he.  has  re- 
ferred    to    concerning    Conn,     Moriarty,    Coun. 

Moriarty  was  not  a  member  of  this  body.  Coun. 
Moriarty  del  not  become  a  member  of  the  body 
nun!  1918,  and  the  action  you  refer  to  took  place 
in  1917.  So  that  during  the  former  administra- 
tion, at  a  time  when  wages  were  very  high,  the 
cost  of  living  had  increased  tremendously  and 
those  working  for  the  city  were  far  underpaid. 
By  increasing  their  pay  during  the  former  adminis- 
tration by  $1  a  day  we  merely  gave  the  laborers  a 
part  of  what  belonged  to  them,  much  less  than 
that  which  they  would  have  received  outside  hail 
they  worked  as  laborers  for  any  other  concern. 
Labor  was  scarce  in  those  days;  today  it  is  the 
reverse.  Labor  is  not  scarce  today.  We  are  all 
of  us  just  as  much  interested  in  increasing  wages 
from  a  political  viewpoint  as  the  councilor,  but 
certainly  the  councilor,  who  claims  that  he  can 
point  out  wherein  we  can  cut  down  certain  items, 
cannot  have  made  any  careful  analysis  of  this 
budget,  or  else  he  wouid  have  submitted  his  pro- 
posed amendments  in  tutu.  And  that  he  has  not 
done.  He  merely  says  that  if  this  item  is  stricken 
from  the  budge)  he  will  then  follow  up  with  other 
items  \uv  ol  us  can  cut  off  here,  there  or  else- 
where, without  regard  to  what  the  effect  is  going 
to  be,  without  paying  attention  to  the  needs  ol 
the  department.  Hut  that  would  not  be  doing 
the  thing  in  a  businesslike  way.  If  $7.50,000, 
however,  were  to  be  taken  from  this  budget,  it 
would  take  the  time  and  attention,  not  of  one 
man  but  perhaps  of  the  entire  membership,  for 
one  solid  month  of  careful  effort  to  find  that 
amount  of  money  and  to  determine  from  an 
examination  of  the  fact  whether  the  cut  could  be 
made  without  interfering  with  the  activities  of  the 
various  departments.  In  conclusion,  I  want  to 
just  say  this.      Politically  I  am  with  Curley. 

Coun.  11AGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  answering 
briefly  the  gentleman  opposite,  I  will  simply  say 
that  I  seem  to  ha\  c  created  a  false  impression  in 
the  minds  of  some  members.  As  far  as  I  am  per- 
sonally concerned,  there  is  no  politics  in  m>  action 
in  trying  to  prune  this  budget,  ft  is  a  business 
plan,  purely.  I  am  trying  to  save  money  in  some 
directions  in  order  that  it  may  be  spent  in  other 
directions.  If  we  can  get  together  a  good  sum  of 
money,  anc  if  the  Mayor  would  not  approve  of 
its  use  to  raise  the  laborers'  wages,  as  we  arc  all 
desirous  of  doing,  we  would  have  the  money  avail- 
able for  many  ether  purposes,  such  as  I  pictured 
to  you  earlier  in  the  session.  But  that  money,  if 
appropriated  here  now  and  today,  unwisely,  is  not 
available  for  any  such  purposes.  I  have  no  desire 
to  embarrass  the  administration.  I  am  not  an- 
tagonistic to  the  administration.  I  want  to  be 
helpful  and  to  work  along  on  constructive  lines 
with  the  administration.  But  1  will  not  adopt 
any  destructive  lines  of  work  with  this  or  any 
other  administration,  no  matter  who  may  be  in 
executive  power.  The  gentleman  is  entirely  mis- 
taken in  belie\ing  that  there  is  any  political  sig- 
nificance in  this  matter.  Let  me  repeat,  that  I 
am  willing  to  sit  down  with  the  other  members  and 
go  through  this  whole  bill  as  I  have  stated,  and 
that  I  will  take  my  ninth  of  the  responsibility, 
and  even  more  than  a  ninth,  if  I  am  permitted  to 
do  so,  I  shall  be  glad  to  take  a  little  tit  more  than 
my  share  of  the  responsibility,  if  necessary,  in  order 
to  have  something  done.  As  I  have  saic',  there 
are  other  items  which  I  can  present  for  considera- 
tion, which  I  would  like  to  have  you  all  consider, 
and  which,  if  an  opportunity  is  afforded,  I  will 
bring  up  in  due  season. 

Coun.  LANE  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  Hagan's  motion  to  reduce  item  C-4  of  the 
Fire    Department    appropriation    by    cutting    out 
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$125,000  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  HAGAN 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and 
nays.     The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  2,  nays  7: 

Yeas — Coun.  Hagan,  Lane — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Gilbody, 
Healey,  Moriarty,  Walsh,  Watson — 7. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I  felt,  of 
course,  that  my  motion  would  be  defeated  on  the 
first  item,  and  I  think  that  there  will  be  a  similar 
result  on  every  other  item.  I  do  want  to  call  at- 
tention, however,  before  the  body  passes  the 
budget,  to  a  new  system  inaugurated  this  year  in 
the  Public  Works  Department.  Heretofore  the 
daily  wages  of  the  laborers  to  some  extent  have 
been  paid  out  of  loans.  Where  money  was  bor- 
rowed for  a  certain  public  work,  and  let  out  on 
contract,  the  laborers  were  paid  out  of  that  loan. 
That  policy  is  being  discontinued  this  year,  and 
the  entire  wage  scale  for  every  day  in  the  fiscal 
year  is  being  appropriated  in  Schedule  A  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  likewise  in  the 
Park  Department,  I  believe,  but,  anyway,  in  the 
Public  Works  Department.  In  appropriating  the 
amount  of  money  that  they  have  to  defray  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  daily  wage  scale,  i  am 
convinced  that  they  have  not  taken  enough  out 
for  slack,  so  called,  from  this  item.  We  all  know 
that  laborers  and  mechanics  are  out  more  or  less, 
and  we  all  know,  unfortunately  for  them,  that 
when  they  are  sick  they  lose  their  daily  wage. 
Therefore  an  item  is  being  appropriated  here  in 
excess  of  what  will  be  required,  giving  a  vast  op- 
portunity for  transfers  from  this  department 
throughout  the  year.  I  am  therefore  going  to 
move  that  we  strike  5  per  cent  from  A-l,  per- 
manent employees,  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, that  5  per  cent,  in  my  opinion,  representing 
slack  that  can  easily  be  taken  out,  the  money  so 
taken  being  used  for  some  other  pi.rpose. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  would  like  to  make  an  in- 
quiry. Does  that  mean  permanent  employees? 
Does  striking  5  per  cent  from  that  item  mean  that 
we  are  striking  5  per  cent  from  the  personal  pay 
roll  of  each  employee?  Should  it  not  mean, 
rather,  if  5  per  cent  is  to  be  stricken  out  at  all, 
that  it  should  be  stricken  from  the  amount  to  be 
provided  in  this  department,  going  to  contract 
work  rather  than  to  day  work?  1  understand  that 
the  contract  work  has  been  increased,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  work  of  the  various  men  in  the 
various  services.  I  don't  like  to  interfere  with  the 
policy  the  gentleman  outlines,  but  it  strikes  me 
that  in  one  case  he  asks  for  a  reduction  in  the  Fire 
Department  appropriation  for  the  sake  of  in- 
creasing wages  in  the  Public  Works  Derartment, 
and  at  the  same  time  makes  a  motion  that  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  means  a  reduction  of  the 
wages  of  some  of  the  men  employed  in  the  Central 
Office  and  some  of  the  men  who  get  laborers'  wages. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr  Chairman,  the  gentleman 
evidently  did  not  follow  me  in  my  remarks.  1  did 
not  mean  to  reduce  anybody's  wages.  My  atti- 
tude in  that  matter  is  well  know  here.  But  I  do 
say,  when  it  comes  to  appropriating  this  total 
amount,  wage  scale  for  the  present  year,  many 
men  during  the  year  are  goin^  to  be  out  sick  and 
are  not  going  to  draw  down  any  pay  and,  there- 
fore, the  amount  that  would  be  saved  in  that  way 
would  be  what  we  would  call  slack.  While,  of 
course,  it  is  a  question  what  the  percentage  would 
amount  to, — 3,  4,  5  or  7  per  cent, — instead  of 
trying  to  figure  the  thing  out  closely  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  slack  has  not  been  deducted  and  that  5 
per  cent  is  a  conservative  amount  to  deduct  fov 
that  purpose.  Therefore.  T  trust  that  that  amount 
will  be  taken  out  and  used  for  some  other  purpose, 
together  with  other  amounts  that  I  would  hope  to 
have  reduced,  which  I  can  point  out  in  the  ap- 
propriation till. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  if  tenders,  for  instance,  are 
getting  $1,300  a  year,  if  he  would  fa\or  striking 
§180  from  their  salary,  or,  rather,  $f>5? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  gentleman 
knows  better  than  that.  He  knows  that  I  am 
not  talking  about  individual  items  or  about  indi- 
viduals connected  with  the  service,  that  I  a.n  not 
here  trying  to  reduce  anybody's  wages.  I  am 
simply  trying  to  save  money  in  a  legitimate  way, 
not  reducing  any  man's  pay.  This  would  simply 
be  slack  that  in  the  natiral  course  of  events  will 
occur.  He  knows  that  I  am  talking  about  the 
lump  sum  appropriation  and  that  it  coes  not 
apply  to  any  indiv  idual  case,  at  all. 

Coun.  Hagan's  motion  to  reduce  the  appropria- 
tion for  A-l,  Public  Works  Department,  by  5  per 


cent  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  HAGAN  doubted 
the  -vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  1,  nays  8:

Coun.  WATSON — You  have  lost  another  vote. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  could  follow 
up  with  various  other  items  in  the  budget  on  the 
same  line,  but  would  come  out  pretty  nearly  the 
same  as  I  have  already  pictured.  There  isn't  any 
use  in  further  wasting  your  time.  The  budget 
handed  to  you  by  the  Mayor  is  going  to  be  passed 
and  sent  back  to  the  Mayor  without  the  crossing 
of  a  "t"  or  the  dotting  of  an  "i."  It  is  going 
back  to  the  Mayor  just  as  it  came  here.  It  might 
just  as  well  go  back  now7  as  a  week  from  now. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  the  last  statement  of  the  councilor  is  ab- 
solutely not  so,  and  he  knows  it  is  not  so.  The 
budget  has  been  amended.  There  have  been 
requests  by  different  members  of  the  Council, 
arising  out  of  the  questions  to  heads  of  depart- 
ments, and  changes  have  been  made.  So  the 
budget  is  not  returned  to  the  Mayor  without  the 
dotting  of  an  "i"  or  the  crossing  of  a  "t."  There 
ha1*  e  been  increases  to  indiv  iduals.  I  want  to  say 
that  seven tv  -five  inspectors  who  were  not  in- 
creased in  the  original  budget  have  received  an 
increase  in  this.  That  is  one  item  that  has  been 
changed.  There  have  been  changes  in  many  de- 
partments. Sc  the  budget  is  not  being  returned 
by  the  Council  as  it  was  received.  Therefore  I 
did  not  desire  to  have  the  gentleman's  remark  to 
that  effect  go  on  the  record  unnoted. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order.

I  want  to 
say  in  support  of  this  order  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  submitted  an  amendment  to  the  pres  -nt 
pension  plan,  increasing  the  minimum  retirement 
allowance  of  laborers  after  a  certain  number  of 
years  from  S360  to  $480  a  year.  As  yet  final  action 
lias  not  been  taken  on  the  matter  by  the  Legislature, 
and  until  such  time  as  final  action  is  taken  my 
order  merely  asks  that  the  Retirement  Board 
refrain  from  retiring  any  of  those  who  would  come 
within  the  scope  of  that  bill,  becaus"  if  some  were 
to  be  retired  at  the  present  time  they  would  be 
retired  at  the  $360  figure,  whereas  if  the  Legislature 
increases  the  amount  to  $4s0  it  will  mean  an  appre- 
ciable increase  in  their  retirement  allowance.  I 
hope  the  order  will  pass.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  order 
authorizing  the  sale  at  public  auction,  at  an  upset 
price  of  $100,000,  of  Rainsford  Island  and  the 
buildings  thereon,  formerly  occupied  by  the  Suffolk 
School  for  Boys. 

I  have  been  unable  to  discover  any  reasonable 
use  to  which  this  property  could  be  put  by  the 
city,  and  its  sale  would  result  in  the  city  receiving 
a  revenue  where  it  now  is  under  considerable 
expense. 

The  land  is  assessed  for  549,800  and  the  build- 
ings for  $95,500.

CITY   HOUSING   SITUATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  14,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  report 
presented  by  the  City  Planning  Board  witli  refer- 
ence to  the  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  February  19,  1923. 

I  desire  in  addition  to  submit  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  relativ£  to  the  legal  questions 
involved  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of  the 
order. 

I  agree  both  with  the  City  Council  and  the  City 
Planning  Board  that  housing  conditions  are  suffi- 
ciently acute  to  justify  early  and  what  might  appear 
radical  action  by  the  city  government.  Mind- 
ful, however,  of  the  fact  that  the  city  is  invariably  a 
poor  landlord  from  the  standpoint  of  rent  collec- 
tions and  administering  of  properties,  it  would  in 
my  opinion  be  advisable  for  the  City  Council  to 
hold  public  hearings  upon  the  proposition  under 
consideration,  with  a  view  to  enlisting  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
improvement  associations,  theinsurance  companies, 
the  banking  interests,  and  such  other  agencies  or 
individuals  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  would 
be  of  value  in  the  determination  of  the  program 
for  the  solution  of  a  problem  daily  becoming  more 
serious. 

The  real  patriot  in  any  land  is  the  home  owner. 
No  individual  ever  enjoyed  making  sacrifice  for 
the  landlord,  either  in  America  or  elsewhere,  par- 
ticularly where  the  rental  charged,  even  though  the 
charge  be  just,  is  burdensome,  or  where  the  neces- 


sities of  the  individual,  due  to  limited  income  and 
large  family,  compels  the  occupancy  as  a  place  of 
habitation  of  quarters  that  are  inadequate  to  meet 
the  requirements  which  the  protection  of  the  health 
of  his  family  demand. 

From  the  standpoint  of  housing  shortage,  from 
the  standpoint  of  lack  of  low-  rental  property,  and 
more  than  all  else  from  the  standpoint  of  conserva- 
tion of  health,  low-priced  places  of  habitation  are 
imperatively  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the 
people. 

The  step,  however,  which  you  propose  is,  as  I 
have  set  forth  earlier  in  this  communication,  of 
such  tremendous  importance  that  proper  adminis- 
trative machinery'  should  be  created  before  at- 
tempting to  put  in  operation  the  order  which  your 
body  has  adopted.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  accompanying 
order,  passed  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting 
February  19,  1923,  the  City  Planning  Board,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Building  Commissioner  and 
the  Rent  and  Housing  Commission,  has  made  a 
careful  survey  of  housing  conditions  as  they  exist 
in  Boston  at  the  present  time,  particularly  with 
reference  to  houses  of  low  cost  or  moderate  rental. 

The  result  of  these  investigations  has  been  to 
confirm  the  opinion  expressed  by  Coun.  Healev  in 
introducing  the  order  that  new  construction  at  the 
present  time  was  confined  entirely  to  houses  with 
a  rental  value  of  from  $t0  to  $75  per  month. 
Furthermore,  since  it  is  estimated  that  new  con- 
struction will  cost  from  $1,000  to  $1,200  per  room, 
a  lower  rental  value  appears  to  be  an  economic 
impossibility  so  far  as  construction  under  ordinary 
conditions  is  concerned. 

In  the  meantime  there  is  evidence  of  distress  due 
to  inibility  to  secure  housing  accommod  .tions, 
br  u  :ht  ab  ut  by  the  f  iot  that  the  average  wise- 
earner  in  the  City  of  Boston  receives  a  weekly 
compensation  estimated  at  from  $2S  to  $30  per 
week.  The  vast  number  of  people  receiving  less 
than  the  average  have  accordingly  been  obliged 
to  double  up  in  families,  thus  leading  to  congestion, 
to  say  the  least. 

It  would  be  possible,  through  the  administration 
of  a  fund  from  which  profit  charges  have  been 
eliminated,  combined  with  wholesale  construction 
and  standardized  materials,  to  accomplish  a  ma- 
terial reduction  in  rental  charges 

There  is  a  still  further  possibility  in  the  rehabili- 
tation of  old  houses  throughout  the  city,  at  present 
unoccupied,  many  of  which,  with  the  installation 
of  a  reasonable  amount  of  modern  conveniences, 
would  be  made  entirely  available,  and  at  a  much 
cheaper  rental  than  would  he  possible  under  any 
plan  calling  for  new  construction. 

With  particular  reference  to  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  April  16,  re- 
turned herewith,  special  legislation  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  be  necessary 
since  existing  laws  refer  only  to  temporarv  shelter. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  therefore,  the  City 
Planning  Board  feels  that  the  enactment  of  legis- 
lation alone  the  lines  suggested  in  the  City  Council 
order  of  April  10  is  the  only  means  now  apparent 
for  meeting  the  present  critical  situation.

My  dear  Mr.  Pay, — 1  have  before  me  the  letter 
of  his  Honor  Mayor  Curley.  addvessed  to  you 
under  date  of  April  20.  and  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  of  April  16,  forwarded  to  you  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  both  of  which  were  left  with  me  this 
morning  by  the  secretary  of  your  Board.  The 
order  of  the  City  Council  of  April  ]<;  is  as  follows: 

"That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  reo.uest.ed  to 
petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  borrow  tive 
million  dollars,  outside  the  debt  limit,  to  meet  the 
present  acute  emergency  in  the  housing  situation, 
and  for  such  other  legislation  as  may  help  to 
relieve  the  shortage  of  tenement  houses  in  the 
City  of  Boston." 
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The  Mayor's  letter  of  April  20,  above  referred  to, 
is  as  follows: 

"The  Council  at  a  recent  meeting  adopted  the 
inclosed  order,  and  I  would  appreciate  a  report 
from  your  Board  as  to  the  advisable  course  with 
reference  thereto." 

In  my  opinion  to  your  Board,  under  date  of 
March  21,  1928, 1  gave  consideration  to  the  author- 
ity of  the  city  to  construct  houses  in  times  of 
emergency. 

Article  13  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
State  Constitution  authorizes  the  Commonwealth 
"to  take  land  and  to  hold,  improve,  subdivide, 
build  upon  and  sell  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  congestion  of  population  and  providing 
homes  for  citizens;  provided,  however,  that  this 
amendment  shall  not  be  deemed  to  authorize  the 
sale  of  such  hind  or  buildings  at  less  than  the  cost 
thereof." 

The  authority,  under  this  amendment,  ,s  limited 
to  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  47  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
State  Constitution  authorized  the  Legislature  to 
permit  cities  and  towns  to  provide  the  necessaries 
of  life  for  their  citizens  under  certain  circumstances. 
This  article  reads  as  follows: 

"The  maintenance  and  distribution  at  reason- 
able rates,  during  time  of  war.  public  exigency, 
emergency  or  distress,  of  a  sufficient  supply  of 
food  and  other  common  necessaries  of  life  and 
the  providing  of  shelter,  are  public  functions,  and 
the  commonwealth  and  the  cities  and  towns  therein 
may  take  and  may  provide  the  same  for  their  in- 
habitants in  such  manner  as  the  general  court 
shall  determine." 

The  provisions  of  chapter  205,  Acts  of  191S, 
are  not  applicable  to  the  present  situation  or  the 
purposes  indicated  by  the  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, since  this  act  authorizes  "the  temporary 
shelter"  only  and  not  the  building  of  permanent 
houses. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  554,  Acts  of  1920,  are 
not  available  to  us  because  of  section  4  thereof, 
which  is  as  follows: 

"No  city  or  town  shall  acquire  by  purchase  or 
take  by  eminent  domain  any  property  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  unless  such  purchase  oi  tak- 
ing is  made  prior  to  the  first  day  of  February  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- two," 

Special  legislation,  therefore,  must  be  had  be- 
fore the  city  could  enter  into  the  business  of  build- 
ing houses  to  relieve  the  alleged  present  emergency. 
If,  after  conference  with  the  Mayor,  you  wish  us 
to  aid  you  in  drafting  an  adequate  bill,  we  shall  be 
pleased  to  co-operate  with  your  Board. 

Herewith    I   am   returning  to  you  the  Mayor's 
letter  and  the  order  of  the  City  Council  referred  to 
in  the  fust  paragraph  of  my  letter.

The  custom  lias  I  ecome  a  settled  one,  ap- 
parently, and  1  believe  that  as  it  goes  on  from  time 
to  time  it  is  breaking  the  charter  requirements, 
and  nothing  is  being  done  to  see  whether  or  not 
Boston  can  get  real  competition  in  the  purcha  - 
Of  motor  apparatus.  Spending,  as  we  are  going  to 
do  this  year,  $283,000  in  this  line,  it  seems  to  me 
a  chance  to  bid  ought  to  go  out  to  more  than  one 
company,  that  at  least  we  should  find  out  if  there 
is  not  some  company  that  can  enter  into  compe- 
tition and  save  money  for  the  city.  If  there  is  no 
objection,  1  will  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order.

HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
somewhat  similar  to  an  order  presented  here  last 
Monday  and  defeated  by  the  City  Council, 
although  worded  differently,  In  my  opinion, 
nothing  is  ever  settled  until  it  is  settled  right,  ami 
convinced  as  I  am,  that  all  sessions  of  the  City 
Council  should  1  e  open  meetings  where  the  pul  be 
are  freely  admitted  and  can  sec  everything  that 
transpires,  I  don't  think  this  thing  can  be  settled 
until  it  is  settled  with  the  understanding  that  the 
public  are  privileged  to  enter  all  meetings  of  com- 
mittees, the  same  as  meetings  held  otherwise  by  the 
Boston  City  Council.  With  that  idea,  I  bring 
this  order  in,  and  I  will  continue  to  present  it  at 
every  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  if  it  is  defeated, 
during  my  term  of  service  in  this  body.  I  am 
conscientiously  of  the  belief  that  all  meetings 
should  be  open  session,  and,  feeling  that  way,  I 
am  going:  to  endeavor  to  obtain  a  majority  vote 
of  my  colleagues  here  looking  to  that  end.  I  hope 
some  time  to  see  this  thing  go  through.

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr  President,  I  rise  to 
favor  the  order  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan.  When 
anybody  Bays  that  if  we  vote  to  go  into  executive 
session  we  are  not  voting  to  keep  the  public  out, 
I  simply  say  that  1  cannot  see  it  from  that 
point  of  view.  It  means  that  the  public  has  got 
to  get  out,  whether  it  wants  to  do  so  or  not.  that 
the  pul  lie  has  no  right  in  the  chamber  while  we 
are  in  executive  session.  If  that  is  not  eliminating 
the  pul  lie,  preventing  them  from  watching  mem- 
i  i  of  the  city  government  carrying  on  their 
business,  1  don't  know  what  it  is.  I  certainly 
cannot  sec  it  in  any  othei  •.  V.  I  don't  know 
who  was  in  the  ol  e  that  has  been 

referred  to,  and  I  don't  care  whether  anybody 
comes  into  the  chamber  or  not.  If  we  are  holding 
an  executive  meeting,  the  doors  have  got  to  I  e 
locked  and  nobody  can  come  in,  and  I  certainly 
object  to  that.  If  we  go  into  executive  session 
I  am  going  to  try  to  have  it  an  executive  session. 
That  will  mean  that  there  will  only  re  present  the 
i  era  of  the  Council,  and  the  attache's  of  the 
Council,  and  that  is  all.  It  .neans  that  the  news- 
papers will  be  barred  from  our  sessions.  No 
matter  what  your  meaning  is  in  regard  to  execu- 
tive sessions,  if  the  words  "executive  sessions" 
mean  anything  they  mean  what  they  say.  An 
executive  session  n  cans  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  attaches.  So,  if  you  are  not  going  to 
have  open  meetings,  the  newspapers  are  no  more 
entitled  to  be  represented  here  than  the  ordinary 
citizen  of  this  city.  So,  if  we  are  going  into 
executive  session  and  are  going  to  bar  the  public 
from  here,  going  to  bar  the  citizens  of 

Boston  from  coming  in  heie,  everybody  should  be 
barred,  unless  the  motion  that  has  been  made 
here  is  changed.  I  stated  at  that  meeting  that  I 
was  here  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  calling  of 
the  meeting.  I  was  within  the,  rooms  allotted  for 
the  meml  crs  of  the  City  Council  at  the  hour 
appointed,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  and 
I  did  not  even  know  that  the  meeting  was  in 
session.  There  has  been  money  spent  for  bells 
here  to  notify  the  members  of  the  Council  when  a 
meeting  goes  into  session.  Those  bells  never 
rang  that  day.  If  I  had  been  here  at  the  time 
when  the  motion  was  made,  it  would  not  have 
gone  through,  because  it  would  have  been  a  tie 
vote.  We  wouldn't  have  gone  into  executive 
session.  I  think  I  was  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
time  the  motion  was  made,  being  here  at  the 
hour  for  which  the  meeting  was  called  and  bring 
within  easy  reach  at  the  time  when  it  was  called. 
Therefore,  as  I  say,  if  I  had  had  the  opportunity 
that  I  should  have  had  to  vote  we  would  not  have 
gone  into  executive  session,  because  the  motion 
to  do  so  would  have  been  lost  by  a  tie  vote.  I 
feel  that  the  public  has  a  right  to  attend  our 
sessions.  When  they  say  that  we  can  deliberate 
better  behind  closed  doors  than  in  public,  I  say 
that  I  differ  with  those  who  make  that  statement, 
cecause  I  have  sat  here  in  executive  sessions  and 
in  open  sessions,  and,  in  so  far  as  business  being 
done  better  in  executive  sessions  is  concerned,  I 
say  that  that  assumption  is  not  warranted  by 
the  facts.  I  don't  think  we  have  anything  to  be 
afraid  of  here,  anything  to  hide,  and  I  believe 
myself  that  we  are  really  entitled  to  the  protection 
of  open   sessions.     I   am  sorry  to  say  that  some 
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of  the  newspapers  do  not  give  the  protection  that 
they  should  to  us  in  referring  to  our  stand  upon 
different  matters.  I  do  not  mean  that  there  is 
any  intention  on  their  part  not  to  properly  repre- 
sent things,  but,  of  course,  a  newspaper  man 
who  observes  our  meetings  writes  from  the  point 
of  his  observation.  He  writes  perhaps  about 
what  Coun.  Donoghue  thinks  or  about  what  I 
think,  or  what  other  members  think.  He  does 
not  know,  of  course,  half  the  time  whether  he  is 
right  or  wrong.  Nevertheless,  when  you  see 
certain  things  in  head  lines  in  the  papers  some 
morning,  you  realize  that  the  observations  made 
by  a  newspaper  man  may  not  at  all  represent  the 
situation  as  you  know  it  to  be.  So,  if  we  are 
going  into  executive  session,  let  it  be  an  executive 
session.  Let  us  have  either  an  executive  session 
or  an  open  session.  If  anybody  is  to  he  allowed 
here,  let  everybody  who  desires  to  come  here  be 
allowed  to  do  so.

OPENING  OF  STATLER  HOTEL,  BUFFALO. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  14,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  E.  M.  Statler  Company  are 
to  dedicate  a  new  hotel  in  Buffalo  upon  Saturday, 
May  19,  1923,  and  in  view  of  the  uncertainty  rela- 
tive to  the  erection  of  a  similar  hotel  in  Boston 
that  at  present  obtains,  I  am  desirous  that  a  com- 
mittee representing  the  City  of  Boston  accept  the 
invitation  extended  by  Mr.  Statler  and  attend  the 
dedication  exercises.  The  erection  of  the  pro- 
posed hotel,  in  my  opinion,  is  dependent  in  a 
large  measure  upon  three  propositions:  First,  the 
adoption  of  the  extension  of  the  height  of  building 
law;  second,  the  establishment  of  a  settled  policy 
with  reference  to  trade  conditions  between  build- 
ing trades  employers  and  employees;  and  third,  a 
reasonable  guarantee  of  co-operation  so  far  as  the 
city  is  concerned  with  the  proponents  of  the  hotel 
project  for  Boston. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  point  out  to  the  City 
Council  the  necessity  for  additional  hotel  accom- 
modations in  Boston.  The  simple  fact  that  only 
one  major  hotel  project  has  been  carried  through 
in  Boston  in  a  period  of  twenty  years  and  that  it 
is  exceedingly  difficult  to  induce  large  bodies  to 
convene  here  despite  the  historical  and  climatic 
attractions,  makes  it  imperative  that  every  possi- 
ble effort  be  exercised  to  induce  the  erection  here 
of  the  contemplated  nine  million  dollar  hotel. 

In  view  of  the  importance  attached  to  this  event 
I  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Coun.  HAGAN  called  up  No.  1,  unfinished 
business,  viz.: 

1.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be  and 
hereby  is  appropriated  for  Highways,  Making  of, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts_  of 
190R,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City- 
Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue, 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to 
said  amount. 

On  April  30,  1923,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 


to  read  into  the  record  a  list  of  the  streets  that  the 
Street  Commissioners  have  submitted  in  connection 
with  this  order — not  with  the  intention  of  pre- 
venting its  passage  or  leading  anybody  to  vote 
against  it,  but  rather  that  it  may  be  set  out  in  our 
records  as  a  matter  of  historical  interest.  We  can 
then  see  whether  the  Street  Commissioners  are 
going  to  follow  as  closely  as  they  would  indicate 
the  list  of  streets  herein  set  forth. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  is  it  consist- 
ent with  the  procedure  of  the  rules  of  this  Council 
to  read  that? 

President  HAGAN — -Yes.  It  may  be  read  into 
the  record  and  become  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  simply  desire 
to  present  a  list  of  streets  submitted  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  as  the  prospective  list  that  they 
intend  to  follow —  not  absolutely,  but  as  carefully 
as  possible,  with  the  understanding  that  there  must 
be  some  exceptions,  according  to  situations  that 
may  arise  from  time  to  time.  I  do  think,  because 
of  the  great  hue  and  cry  there  has  been  in  regard 
to  the  passage  of  this  order  for  half  a  million 
dollars,  that  something  should  be  put  on  record 
from  the  Street  Commissioners,  setting  forth  at 
least  a  tentative  list  of  streets.  Feeling  that  way 
earlier,  I  was  inclined  to  vote  against  the  order, 
because  no  such  list  was  submitted.  But  in  con- 
versation with  the  chairman  of  the  commission,  he 
has  assured  me  that  the  list  herewith  submitted  is  a 
list  that  they  intend  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible. 
I  do  not  intend  to  hold  them  up  to  following  it  out 
in  every  particular.  But  we  can  at  least  watch 
progress  under  this  plan  for  three  months,  six 
months  or  a  year,  and  find  out  whether  the  streets 
referred  to  have  in  the  main  been  attended  to.  If 
at  the  end  of  six  months  we  find,  out  of  twenty-five 
or  thirty  streets  on  the  list,  that  not  more  than 
two  or  three  have  been  accepted  by  the  Street 
Commission,  we  may  then  arrive  at  the  conclusion 
that  the  order  was  more  or  less  of  a  hoax.  I  am 
therefore  submitting  this  list,  which  has  been  sent 
to  the  City  Council  under  date  of  March  19,  for 
publication  in  our  record,  so  that  we  can  watch 
progress  made  under  the  order  having  these  streets 
in  mind. 

The  communication  referred  to  by  Coun.  Healey 
is  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 

Street  Laying-Out  Department,  March  19,  1923. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  forwarding  herewith,  for  the 
consideration  of  your  honorable'  body,  a  list  of 
streets  which  this  Board  hopes  to  be  able  to  order 
improved  during  the  current  year.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  say  that  this  list  will  be  followed  without 
variation  as,  in  each  instance,  a  public  hearing 
must  be  given  to  determine  whether  or  not  there  is 
sufficient  demand  for  such  improvement  and, 
whether  or  not,  owners  are  willing  to  pay  the  bet- 
terment assessments  which  must  be  levied  therefor.

Coun.  HAGAN  called  up  No.  3,  unfinished 
business,  viz.: 

3.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter 
289  of  the  Acts  of  1923  the  sum  of  one  million 
dollars  ($1,000,000)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Buildings  for  the  establishment  of  a 
police  headquarters,  and  that  to  meet  said  ap- 
propriation the  City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor, 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  said  amount,  the  same  to  be  issued 
outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness. 

On  April  30,  1923,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  2. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  9,  nays  0. 

Coun.  LANE — -Mr.  President,  in  connection 
with  this  order  numbered  3  on  the  calendar,  last 
week  I  sent  for  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  come 
down  here,  as  it  had  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion that  a  piece  of  property  which  the  city  in- 
tends to  take  by  eminent  domain  for  the  new 
police  headquarters  is  owned  by  the  same  party 
who  owns  the  Woolworth  store  on  Tremont  row. 
I  believe  the  property  on  Tremont  row  is  assessed 
for  something  like  $80  a  foot, — 'that  is  hearsay  on 
my  part — and  the  property  on  Pemberton  square 
is  assessed  for  only  about  $18  or  $20  a  foot.  That 
property  as  a  whole  is  worth  a  great  deal  more 
than  if  it  did  not  extend  it  through,  where  it  all 
belongs  to  the  same  party,  and  the  question  in  my 
mind  is,  if  the  city  takes  by  eminent  domain  that 
part  of  it  which  will  be  required  for  the  police 
station,  whether  it  may  not  be  subjected  to  a 
large  damage  suit  by  the  owner  of  the  property  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  ruining  or  taking  away  from 


the  value  of  the  property  as  a  whole.  If  the 
property  was  owned  by  different  individuals,  the 
Pemberton  square  property  by  one  person  and 
the  Tremont  row  property  by  another,  the  owner 
of  the  Pemberton  square  property  could  not  get 
as  large  damages.  I  expressed  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  my  doubt  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  he 
saw  the  position,  that  we  did  not  desire  to  get 
the  city  into  a  law  suit  at  the  hands  of  the  owners 
of  the  property,  perhaps  having  a  large  award 
made  by  the  court.  I  also  called  up  a  gentleman 
who  represents  real  estate  interests  in  connection 
with  that  property,  and  made  an  appointment  for 
him  to  see  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  following 
day.  I  have  never  heard  about  the  result.  The 
idea  was  that  they  might  get  together  and  find 
out  what  the  position  of  the  property  owners  was. 
I  think  we  ought  to  let  the  matter  rest  until  our 
next  meeting,  and  we  will  then  hear  from  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel.  I  did  not  send  for  him  today, 
because  I  didn't  think  we  had  time.  I  voted  for 
the  order  in  the  first  place.  I  believe  we  should 
have  new  police  headquarters.  But,  if  possible, 
let  us  not  get  into  a  damage  suit  that  may  involve 
an  award  of  $400,000  or  $500,000  to  property 
owners.  That  is  my  objection,  and  I  think  we 
should  let  the  matter  rest  until  the  next  meeting. 

It  was  voted  that  the   matter  lie  over  till  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
offer  an  order — not  as  a  substitute  for  the  report, 
for  I  hardly  think  it  would  be  in  order  to  take 
that  action,  but  yet  in  connection  with  it,  unless 
the  President  rules  it  out.  I  am  going  to  make  a 
motion  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  petition  the 
Legislature  for  action  looking  to  a  survey  of  the 
whole  subject  of  burying  grounds,  with  the  end 
in  view  of  establishing  in  some  part  of  greater 
Boston  a  reserve  area  for  cemetery  sites.  I  think 
most  of  the  members  of  the  Council  are  in  favor 
of  that,  and  yet  I  don't  want  to  go  so  far  as  to 
move  that  as  a  substitute  for  the  action  taken  in 
executive  session.  Yet  I  suppose  by  parliamentary 
law  I  am  compelled  to  offer  it  as  a  substitute  for 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  HAGAN — The  vote  must  be  taken 
on  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  then  the 
order  can  be  considered  on  its  merits  following 
that.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  take  a  report 
on  the  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
move  that  this  be  offered  as  a  substitute,  and  that 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  be  laid  on 
the  table.     I  would  move  it  as  a  substitute  order. 

Coun.  Healey's  motion  to  substitute  was  lost 
by  a  show  of  hands,  yeas  4.  nays  4. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President.  I  don't  wish  to 
take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  on  this  matter, 
as  it  has  been  pretty  thoroughly  argued  before 
the  Executive  Committee.  But  I  do  wish  to  state 
my  position  in  voting  for  this  measure,  saying 
something  that  I  think  was  not  said  bcfoi  i 
Executive  Committee.  I  personally  have  been  out 
and  have  looked  at  this  site.  Coun.  Gilbody  said 
he  was  not  familiar  with  it,  bad  not  seen  it.  and 
he  doubted  if  other  members  of  the  Council  had 
seen  it.  I  personally  took  a  trip  out  there  ami 
looked  at  it.  I  don't  blame  the  citizens  of  Wesl 
Roxbury  for  coming  here  in  a  body  and  opposing 
the  granting  of  another  cemetery  license  in  that 
district.  They  object  to  it  on  principle.  If  I 
were  a  resident  of  West  Roxbury  1  should  have 
been  here  myself  to  oppose  the  granting  oi  the 
site,  simply  on  the  principle  there  are  already 
twenty-four  or  twenty-five  cemeteries  there.  But 
this  particular  site  is  not.  adapted  for  any 
other  use.  It  lies  between  two  other  cemeteries, 
and  it  wdl  never  be  used  for  building  purposes,  in 
my  estimation.  I  don't  think  it  will  ever  be  used 
for  manufacturing  purposes.  For  that  reason,  1 
intend  to  vole  that  this  use  be  permitted  on  this 
particular  site.  I  don't  know  of  another  site  in 
West  Roxbury  where  I  would  vote  to  allow  this 
use  to  be  made.     Of   course,   I   can  see  why  the 


people  out  there  object  on  principle  to  having  a 
permit  for  another  cemetery  granted  there.  But 
under  the  circumstances  I  feel  that  the  Jewish 
people  should  have  this  permit,  and  I  don  t  think 
it  is  hurting  the  district  of  West  Roxbury.  For 
that  reason  I  am  voting  in  favor. 

President  HAGAN. — The  question  is  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  report  and  the  passage  of  the 
order.  The  Chair  wishes  to  be  recorded  in 
opposition. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed. 


SALARIES   OF   PROBATION   OFFICERS. 

It  was  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  MORIARTY, 
that  the  communication  from  the  Justice  of  the 
Roxbury  Municipal  Court  (referred  March  5) 
fixing  salaries  of  second  assistant  probation  officer 
and  chief  female  probation  officer  at  $2,500  and 
32,370,  respectively,  be  taken  from  said  committee.

ORDINANCE     CONCERNING     AIRSHIPS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  give  his  opinion  as  to  the 
rights  of  the  City  Council  passing  an  ordinance  in 
regard  to  flying  in  airships  or  other  aircraft  over 
the  city  limits,  as  during  the  past  few  days  air- 
planes, supposedly  five  in  number,  have  engaged 
in  advertising  certain  products  for  gain  to  the 
great  danger  to  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Boston. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
seen  during  the  last  four  or  five  days  these  air- 
planes up  in  the  air  above  our  business  district. 
They  are  there  for  advertising  purposes.  I  under- 
stand that  they  are  making  a  trip  all  over  the 
country,  that  they  have  been  in  New  York  and 
in  other  cities,  and  are  now  coming  to  our  city. 
I  believe,  if  possible,  that  an  ordinance  should  be 
drawn  to  prohibit  their  flying  over  our  city.  I 
believe  such  an  ordinance  will  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  safety  of  our  people.  I  realize  that  the  hour 
is  getting  late.  I  would  like  to  say  more  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  but  I  certainly  feel  if  there  is  any 
possibility  of  putting  a  stop  to  this  sort  of  thing, 
it  should  be  done. 

President  HAGAN— The  Chair  would  ask 
whether  the  councilor  feels  that  we  have  any  con- 
trol over  the  air? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  what  I  am  after. 
I  would  like  to  get  some  information  along  that 
line,  Mr.  President. 

The  order  was  passed. 


EDWARD   COHEN   SQUARE. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
Space  at  the  junction  of  .Gove  and  Paris  st; 
1  !-i  Boston,  he  named  Edward  Cohen  Square,  in 
memory  of  said  Cohen  who  died  in  the  United 
States  service  during  the  World  War,  and  that  said 
space  be  suitably  marked  with  signs.

ACCEPTANCE   OF  THE   MINIMUM 
RETIREMENT  ACT. 

The  following  was   received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  28,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  recommend  herewith  the  im- 
mediate adoption  of  the  accompanying  order 
providing  for  the  acceptance  of  chapter  426 
of  the  Acts  of  1923,  entitled  "An  Act  Relative 
to  Minimum  Retirement  Allowances  for  Mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Retirement  System  Retired 
for  Superannuation." 

This  act  is  an  amendment  to  the  Boston  Re- 
tirement Act,  presented  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  interests  of  the  lower  paid 
employees  of  the  city.  It  provides  for  a  mini- 
mum retirement  allowance  of  $480  per  annum 
for  employees  who  have  become  members  of 
the  Retirement  System  and  whose  length  of 
service  has  been  at  least  fifteen  years.  This 
perfecting  amendment  provides  a  measure  of 
protection  for  some  3,700  employees  of  the 
city  nearly  twice  as  great  as  they  would  other- 
wise enjoy.  It  marks  the  most  forward  step 
ever  taken  in  the  history  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  the  matter  of  retirement  pensions 
for  the  lowest  paid  city  employees,  whose  con- 
dition if  compulsorily  retired  without  this 
amendment  in  force  would  be  most  unfortu- 
nate. It  represents  an  advance  of  335  per 
cent  in  excess  of  the  old  Laborer's  Pension 
Act  and  renders  it  possible  for  the  lower 
paid  employees  of  the  city  who  are  retired 
on  pension  to  receive  a  sum  at  least  sufficient 
to  provide  the  necessaries  of  life  when  they 
have  arrived  at  that  period  in  life  when  they 
are   no   longer  able  to  toil.

STANDARD  FIRE  APPARATUS. 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,   May    17,    1923. 
To   the   City   Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  forward  herewith,  in 
response  to  your  order  of  May  14,  report  sub- 
mitted by  a  board  of  experts,  consisting  of 
Professor  Miller  of  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology ;  Charles  Stewart,  former 
supervisor  of  motor  apparatus  of  the  Boston 
Fire  Department,  and  Guy  C.  Emerson,  en- 
gineer of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission, 
made  under  the  administration  of  my  prede- 
cessor and  submitted  to  him. 

I  accept  the  judgment  of  this  committee 
of  experts  for  the  reason  that,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  apparatus 
which  the  department  has  been  purchasing  of 
late  years  has  given  satisfaction  and  is  ac- 
cepted by  the  department  as  standard.

Sir, — The  undersigned,  members  of  the 
special    committee    requested    by    your    Honor 
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to  undertake  investigations  with  a  view  to 
recommending  the  manufacturer  of  motor- 
driven  fire  apparatus  whose  products  should 
be  adopted  by  the  City  of  Boston  as  standards 
for  future  purchases,  have  made  careful  in- 
vestigations of  the  matter,  so  far  as  facilities 
for  such  invsetigations  could  be  obtained,  and 
respectfully  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the 
methods  employed  and  the  conclusions  reached. 

1.  The  committee,  after  a  general  considera- 
tion of  the  problem,  was  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  methods  heretofore  employed  in 
the  testing  of  fire  apparatus  were  not  the 
best  to  be  used  at  the  present  time,  and  that 
certain  customary  tests  heretofore  considered 
to  be  the  most  important  could  be  dispensed 
with    in   this    investigation. 

For  example,  the  committee  did  not  find 
that  tests  of  motor  efficiency,  such  as  were 
conducted  in  the  investigation  of  1912  and 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Gallup  of  the  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute, 
were  at  present  necessary.  The  perfection  of 
the  gasolene  motor  for  automobile  purposes 
has  reached  such  a  stage  of  reliability  that  it 
may  be  safely  assumed  that  the  serious  defects 
developed  by  those  tests  would  no  longer  be 
found  and  that  all  of  the  types  of  apparatus 
worth  consideration  would  contain  motors  not 
liable  to  develop  weaknesses  under  the  brief 
period  of  operation  possible  with  a  block  test, 
and  r.lso  that  these  moto-s  would  all  show 
a  satisfactory  degree  of  efficiency  as  regards 
power    developed    and    fuel    consumed. 

2.  The  committee  believes  that,  on  ac- 
count of  the  small  difference  in  the  prices 
charged  by  the  different  manufacturers  for 
similar  types  of  apparatus,  the  matter  of  first 
cost  is  a  comparatively  unimportant  consid- 
eration. 

3.  The  committee  has  given  brief  consider- 
ation to  the  tests  to  determine  the  efficiency 
of  the  pumping  apparatus  with  which  various 
manufacturers  equip  their  apparatus.  The 
evidence  before  the  committee  shows  that  all 
of  the  three  types  of  pumps  used  for  pump- 
ing water  on  motor-driven  apparatus,  that  is, 
centrifugal,  gear  and  piston  pumps,  can  with 
proper  design  be  made  to  give  satisfactory 
service.  The  selection  of  any  of  the  types 
must  be  largely  a  matter  of  personal  opinion 
and  choice  is  perhaps  often  influenced  by 
prejudice  rather  than  by  any  inherent  su- 
periority for  fire  purposes  which  one  type  of 
pump   has   over   another. 

The  committee  has  therefore  conducted  its 
investigation  with  the  object  of  determining 
the  make  of  apparatus  which  is  most  reliable 
of  operation  as  a  whole,  and  in  general  the 
committee  has  based  its  conclusions  on  facts 
derived  from  experience  in  Boston  and  other 
cities    rather    than    from   theory. 

At  the  beginning  of  its  investigations  the 
committee  sent  a  letter  of  invitation  to  all 
manufacturers  of  standard  types  of  fire  ap- 
paratus who,  under  any  possibility,  would 
have  facilities  for  furnishing  apparatus  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  Twenty-five  firms  were  in- 
cluded in  this  list.  The  answers  to  this  letter 
showed  that  trade  and  other  conditions  exist- 
ing at  the  time  greatly  reduced  the  number 
of  manufacturers  whose  apparatus  was  avail- 
able for  consideration.  The  inability  of  com- 
panies to  submit  bids  was  on  account  of 
financial  straits,  changes  of  plants  to  war 
work,  or  on  account  of  fire  apparatus  being 
a  side  line  to  the  manufacture  of  a  standard 
type  of  automobile  chassis  which  they  at  times 
equipped    with    fire-extinguishing    apparatus. 

The  committee,  believing  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  require  the  adoption  of 
the  apparatus  of  companies  of  undoubted 
financial  stability,  who  specialize  in  fire  ap- 
paratus, do  not  feel  that  any  important  loss 
has  been  sustained  on  account  of  the  inability 
of  such  classes  of  manufacturers  as  are  above 
mentioned  to  submit  apparatus  for  examina- 
tion. .... 

The  committee  has  been  assisted  in  its  in- 
vestigations by  data  furnished  from  the  very 
complete  records  kept  by  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  New  York  of  the  opera- 
tion and  cost  of  repairs  of  its  motor-driven 
apparatus.     It    has    also    received    valuable    in- 


formation from  the  department  officials  of  the 
cities  of  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  from  Cambridge,  Somsrville  and  other 
neighboring   cities. 

The  committee  has  tabulated  the  informa- 
tion relating  to  efficiency  of  operation  re- 
ceived from  these  various  cities  and  towns, 
as  well  as  the  records  of  the  City  of  Boston 
department,  and  has  been  able  to  reduce  the 
greater  part  of  the  data  to  a  basis  of  cost 
per  mile  of  run.  This  method  makes  possible 
direct  comparisons  between  the  various  makes 
used  by  the  different  towns  and  cities. 
Analysis  of  the  figures  in  these  tabulations 
under  the  limitations  above  outlined  indicated 
clearly  to  the  committee  that  the  work  before 
them  was  reduced  to  the  consideration  of  the 
apparatus  manufactured  by  three  companies. 

The  apparatus  built  by  each  of  the  three 
companies  appeared  to  be  of  great  reliability 
and  to  possess  many  features  which  showed 
its  superiority  to  the  apparatus  of  other 
manufacturers.  Each  of  the  three  companies 
whose  apparatus  was  considered  appears  to 
be  of  great  financial  responsibility  and  likely 
to  remain  continuously  in  the  business  of 
manufacturing  fire  apparatus.  Each  also 
either  maintains  service  stations  in  the  City 
of  Boston  or  has  a  factory  so  near  as  to 
render  a  supply  of  spare  parts  quickly  avail- 
able. The  matter  of  spare  parts,  however, 
is  one  that  in  case  a  single  type  of  apparatus 
is  adopted  by  the  city  can  be  easily  taken 
care  of  by  maintaining  a  supply  in  the  shops 
of   the   department. 

The  weak  points  of  the  machines  selected, 
as  shown  by  experience  in  Boston,  New  York 
and  other  cities,  have  been  carefully  tabulated 
and  weak  parts  examined  as  regards  their 
mechanical  construction  and  texture  of  ma- 
terials. Accidents  that  are  plainly  the  result 
of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  fire  depart- 
ment employees  or  others  have  been  eliminated 
from  consideration.  The  weights  of  machines 
and  the  distribution  of  weight  as  it  affects 
the  operation  of  apparatus  over  the  narrow 
and  comparatively  rough  streets  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  as  well  as  ease  of  control,  have 
been  given  due  consideration.  In  view  of  all 
the  conditions  above  outlined,  the  committee 
is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  interests 
of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  present  time 
would  be  best  served  by  the  purchase  of  the 
apparatus  manufactured  by  the  American 
LaFrance   Fire   Engine   Company,    Inc. 

The  committee  realizes  that  motor-driven 
fire  apparatus  is  still  in  progress  of  develop- 
ment and  that  all  of  the  makes  considered 
will  no  doubt  be  improved  in  the  future  and 
that  other  makes  not  now  deemed  worthy 
of  consideration  will  be  developed  to  a  satis- 
factory state  of  efficiency.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  believes  that  such  development  will  only 
be  in  minor  details  and  that  all  types  will 
gradually  approach  the  same  standard.  There- 
fore there  is  little  chance  of  any  develop- 
ment of  another  make  of  fire  apparatus  that 
would  render  the  product  of  the  American 
LaFrance  Company  obsolete  or  markedly  in- 
ferior  in   the   near   future.

INCREASE    FOR    LABORERS.    ETC. 
The   following   was    received : 

City  of   Boston. 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    May    14,    192S. 
To   the   City    Council: 

Gentlemen, — Replying  to  the  order  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  under  date  of  May  7. 
1923.  expressing  an  opinion  that  an  increase 
should  be  granted  to  laborers,  elevator  em- 
ployees and  mechanics  of  50  cents  per  day, 
I  beg   to   state   that   this   question   has   had   my 
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earnest  consideration,  as  outlined  in  previous 
conferences  with  your  honorable  body,  for 
more  than  a  year  and  it  would  indeed  be  a 
source  of  real  pleasure  to  grant  the  proposed 
increases  provided  the  city's  finances  and  a 
sound  policy  would  permit  of  my  so  doing. 
As  the  City  Council  is  aware,  there  are  certain 
honorable  obligations  which  the  city  has  as- 
sumed and  which  as  a  matter  of  honor  and 
justice  should  be  fulfilled  but  which  it  will 
be  impossible  to  fulfill  provided  the  order 
adopted  by  the  City  Council  under  date  of 
May    7,    1923,    is    complied    with. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for 
the  expenditure  of  all  monies  that  under  the 
law  may  be  expended  for  the  present  fiscal 
year.  Consequently,  it  is  financially  an  im- 
possibility  to    comply    with    your   order. 

The  city  government  by  the  adoption  of  the 
two-platoon  system  which  becomes  effective  in 
February  of  1024  will  be  required  to  expend 
a  sum  estimated  at  $400,000  in  addition  to 
the  amount  annually  expended  at  the  present 
time  for  the  operation  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  expense  of  the  Boston  Retirement  Act 
it  is  estimated  will  entail  an  additional  ex- 
penditure of  $700,000.  Consequently,  it  will 
require  at  least  six  months  of  economical  and 
efficient  administration  of  city  business  to 
husband  the  amount  that  will  be  required  to 
put  in  operation  the  increases  proposed  in 
the  order  of  May  7,  1923,  without  further 
increasing  the  tax  rate.  It  is  my  earnest 
wish  that  the  tax  rate  be  reduced,  or  in  any 
event  that  we  avoid  increasing  it,  as  an 
increase,  regardless  of  how  slight  it  may  be, 
is  invariably  seized  upon  as  a  pretext  for  the 
advancing  of  rents.  It  has  bean  possible  to 
prevent  any  general  increase  in  the  rent  of 
places  of  habitation  during  the  past  year  by 
avoiding  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  and  I 
am  extremely  desirous  that  the  city  be  in  a 
position  to  safeguard  the  rent  payers  next 
year. 

I  have  a  profound  realization  of  how  im- 
portant it  is  that  the  standard  of  wages  for 
the  lowest  paid  employees  of  the  city  be  the 
highest  that  it  is  possible  for  the  city  in 
equity  to  pay  for  two  reasons  ;  First,  that  the 
standard  established  by  the  city  is  helpful  in 
establishing  the  rate  paid  by  private  con- 
cerns, and  second,  because  of  the  increased 
benefits  from  the  standpoint  of  health  and 
education  that  will  accrue  to  the  families  of 
the  workers. 

It  was  my  privilege  as  a  member  of  the 
City  Council  to  present  and  compel  the  enact- 
ment of  the  first  laborers'  pension  act  adopted 
in  the  history  of  this  Commonwealth  and  it 
was  likewise  my  very  great  privilege  to  grant 
an  increase  in  the  pay  of  laborers  and  em- 
ployees in  minor  positions  of  the  city  during 
my    first   term    as   Mayor. 

Recognizing  that  the  salaried  employees  who 
have  never  enjoyed  the  protection  of  organiza- 
tion have  been  the  real  sufferers  as  a  result  of 
the  increased  cost  of  living  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  no  corresponding  increase 
in  their  wages,  I  have  regarded  it  as  my  duty 
to  give  them  prior  consideration  both  last  year 
and    this   year   and   this  has   been   done. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  make  provision  in  the 
budget  for  1924  for  an  increase  of  50  cents 
per  day  in  the  salary  of  all  laborers,  mechanics 
and  all  other  employees  who  may  properly 
come  within  these  classifications.  I  neverthe- 
less recognize  that  it  will  only  be  possible  to 
consummate  this  program  through  efficient  and 
economical  administraton  of  the  city's  business 
during   the   present  year.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  state  in  reply  to  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  adopted  under  date 
of   May    7,    1923,    that   in    the   opinion   of   the 


Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  a  new  fire 
house  should  be  located  in  the  Aberdeen  dis- 
trict. Ward  25,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
fire  stations  are  also  necessary  in  the  Back 
Bay  and  in  certain  other  sections  of  the  city, 
where  development  on  a  major  scale  has  been 
in  progress  during  the  past  five  years,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  postpone  action  until  next 
year. 

A  most  important  need  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment at  the  present  time  is  a  location 
free  from  fire  hazard  for  the  fire  alarm  sys- 
tem and  the  erection  and  equipment  of  such 
a  station  will  represent  an  expenditure  in 
excess  of  $500,000.  The  amount  necessary  for 
the  fire  signal  station  would  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  new  fire  houses  that  the  city  re- 
quires, but  the  protection  of  the  fire  alarm  sys- 
tem is  more  important  than  the  establishment 
of  new  houses  at  the  present  time.  I  shall, 
however,  be  pleased  to  make  the  necessary  pro- 
vision in  1924  for  the  location  of  fire  houses 
in  those  sectons  of  the  city  where  at  the  pres- 
ent time  they  are  needed.

HEALTH    UNIT,    DORCHESTER    DISTRICT. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
submit  to  the  Trustees  of  the  White  Fund  this 
suggestion,  that  a  health  unit  be  established 
in  the  I'  ("Chester  district  on  the  land  owned 
by  the  city,  at  the  junction  of  West  Cottage, 
Pleasant   and    Pond   streets. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  this  is 
simply  making  a  request  upon  the  Mayor  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  using  some  of  the 
land  owned  by  the  city  for  a  health  unit  for 
the  Dorchester  district.  If  there  are  no  ob- 
jections to  it,  it  being  a  simple  request,  I  will 
ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of 
the  order. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order 
passed. 


TRUCKING     ON     STRANDWAY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  notify  the 
contractor  who  is  doing  the  filling  at  the  Dor- 
chester end  of  the  Strandway  to  compel  his 
trucks  to  travel  over  the  side  road  as  built 
for  heavy  traffic,  and  avoid  the  boulevard 
which  is  being  torn  up  badly  by  these  heavily 
loaded    trucks. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  this  request 
is  simply  made  upon  the  suggestion  of  the 
residents  of  the  district,  who  are  finding 
fault  with  the  boulevard  being  torn  up  to  a 
greater  extent  than  is  necessary.  This  order 
requests  the  Mayor  to  ask  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  to  have  that  heavy  trucking 
done  on  the  road  established  for  that  purpose. 
If  there  is  no  objection,  I  ask  a  suspension  of 
the  rule  for   the   passage   of   the  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  am  op- 
posed to  a  suspension  of  the  rule.  I  feel  that 
if  they  are  going  to  keep  the  trucks  off  the 
Dorchester  end  they  should  keep  them  off  both 
ends.  The  contract  with  the  contractor  does 
not  concern  Dorchester  alone.  Unfortunately 
some  of  the  contract  runs  into  South  Boston, 
and  so  far  as  the  boulevard  is  concerned  the 
road  there  cannot  be  any  worse  than  it  is  to- 
day if  they  should  run  all  the  trucks  in  the 
city  over  it.  They  have  been  running  over  it 
for  eight  months  and  the  road  is  in  terrible 
shape.  I  feel  that  if  they  should  now  put  on 
all  the  trucks  they  can  it  would  merely  result 
in  leveling  it  down.  But  if  they  are  going  to 
take  the  trucks  off  the  Dorchester  end,  I  feel 
that  the  order  should  be  changed  so  that  the 
trucks  will  be  taken  off  both  ends,  keeping 
them  off  the  boulevard  altogether.. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  I  agree  thor- 
oughly with  the  sentiment  expressed  by  Coun. 
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Moriarty.  I  did  not  mean  to  have  only  the 
Dorchester  end  provided  for.  The  order  is 
simply  introduced  because  of  the  feeling  on 
the  Dorchester  end.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
have  it  interpreted  that  all  trucks  shall  be 
kept  off  the  boulevard,  using  the  street  estab- 
lished for  that  purpose.  I  want  to  say  that 
I  have  no  personal  interest  in  the  matter,  that 
I  am  merely  presenting  the  order  at  the  re- 
quest of  some  of  the  residents  of  the  district 
who   are  familiar  with  the  situation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


TRANSFER    OF    RAINSFORD    ISLAND. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the  advisability 
of  transferring  Rainsford  Island  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Park  Department,  and  to  estab- 
lish on  the  island  a  municipal  owned  and  con- 
trolled summer  camp  with  picnic  grounds  and 
playgrounds  for  the  use  of  younger  children, 
and  through  municipal  endowment  provide  an 
opportunity  for  a  two  weeks  vacation  under 
most  healthful  conditions  for  the  children  of 
the    congested    districts    of    municipal    Boston. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  this  order  is 
presented  in  view  of  an  order  sent  up  from 
the  Mayor's  office  asking  the  privilege,  if  I  re- 
member rightly,  of  offering  Rainsford  Island 
for  sale,  the  city  having  no  further  use  for  the 
island.  The  thought  came  to  me,  what  can 
this  island  be  used  for?  It  does  not  seem  prac- 
tical to  consider  that  it  could  be  used  for 
residential  purposes.  To  my  mind  it  is  im- 
practical to  consider  that  it  might  be  used  for 
manufacturing  purposes,  because  of  the  fact 
that  transportation  facilities  from  the  main- 
land would  make  manufacturing  very  expen- 
sive. Therfore,  if  this  island  is  to  be  used 
for  any  practical  purpose,  it  is  more  than 
likely  that  it  will  be  some  business  more  or 
less  obnoxious  in  character,  that  cannot  find  a 
suitable  location  on  the  mainland  and  therefore 
seeks  a  location  in  the  harbor,  off  the  main- 
land. It  might  be  a  glue  factory  or  a  manufac- 
turing plant  or  institution  of  some  sort  that 
could  not  by  any  possibility  obtain  a  suitable 
location  on  the  mainland.  If  any  such  con- 
dition should  develop  it  would  only  aggravate 
the  conditions  now  existing  from  Spectacle 
Island.  It  would  only  cause  increased  annoy- 
ance and  discomfort  to  the  people  of  South 
Boston  and  Dorchester,  who  are  now  greatly 
annoyed  because  of  the  conditions  at  Spec- 
tacle Island,  and  have  been  for  a  long  period 
of  years..  I  would  look  with  more  or  less  dis- 
may upon  the  establishment  on  an  island  in 
the  harbor  of  some  such  plant,  which  would 
increase  the  present  discomfort  and  unhealthy 
conditions.  So  the  thought  came  to  me,  here  is 
a  good  opportunity,  land  available  in  the  har- 
bor and  owned  by  the  city,  with  some  build- 
ings erected  upon  it,  that  with  a  minimum  of 
expense  might  be  developed  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  the  order.  That  is,  instead  of 
selling  this  island  and  obtaining  for  it  prob- 
ably an  insufficient  price,  and  perhaps  estab- 
lishing there  some  such  plant  or  institution  as 
I  have  already  outlined,  here  is  a  splendid 
opportunity  for  the  municipality  of  Boston  to 
do  something  as  a  preventive  measure,  as  a 
helpful  measure  for  the  thousands  of  young 
children  of  this  city  who  are  unable  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  a  little  country  air  and  vaca- 
tion during  the  summer  months,  who  go 
through  year  after  year  without  seeing  the 
green  grass  or  basking  in  God's  sunlight.  I 
don't  know  that  any  such  program  as  this 
has  ever  been  established  by  any  municipal- 
ity or  in  any  of  the  large  cities  of  the  coun- 
try :  but,  whether  it  has  or  not,  Boston  has 
the  opportunity,  and  I  would  welcome  the 
chance  for  Boston  to  do  pioneer  work  in  this 
direction.  Boston,  like  every  large  city  of 
the  country,  spends  money,  Mr.  Chairman, 
with  a  very  lavish  hand  for  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  our  hospitals  and  health  in- 
stitutions. No  matter  what  such  institutions 
ask  for  it  is  forthcoming.  Other  things  will 
be  neglected,  but  those  institutions,  such  as 
the  City  Hospital  and  other  institutions  of  the 


sort,  are  never  neglected,  and  wisely  so.  I 
think  the  hour  has  arrived  when,  as  well  as 
taking  care  of  those  who  are  sick,  we  should 
give  some  serious  thought  and  consideration  to 
the  adoption  of  preventive  measures  in  this 
town  that  might  relieve  the  pressure  upon 
the  City  Hospital  by  preventing  sickness, 
through  giving  thousands  of  children  an  op- 
portunity to  enjoy  a  few  weeks'  vacation  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  under  the  healthful 
conditions  which  might  be  and  could  be  estab- 
lished at  Rainsford  Island.  I  present  this  order 
at  this  time,  Mr.  Chairman,  not  in  the  detail 
that  the  subject  deserves,  but  simply  to  bring 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  connection  with  the  order  submitted  by 
the  Mayor  asking  for  the  right  to  sell  the 
island.  It  seems  to  me  as  if  these  matters 
ought  to  be  considered  at  one  and  the  same 
time,  and  that  every  angle  of  this  important 
question  should  be  considered  by  different  de- 
partments of  the  city,  who  might  be  called 
in  for  consultation,  thus  getting  the  advantage 
of  the  thought  of  those  who  are  giving  their 
time  and  their  energy  to  a  consideration  of 
the  needs  of  the  congested  districts  of  Bos- 
ton, who  would  welcome  and  would  be  glad 
to  assist  in  anything  that  would  add  to  the 
health  of  the  people  in  those  sections  as  well 
as  to  their  comfort  and  pleasure.  All  such  in- 
stitutions, as  well  as  individuals  interested  in 
that  subject,  could  give  their  assistance,  their 
thought,  along  the  line  of  the  establishment 
of  some  such  a  helpful  recreation  plant,  un- 
der municipal  endowment  and  municipal  con- 
trol. I  present  this  order  at  this  time  and 
ask  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, where  it  is  going  to  receive  the  con- 
sideration that  I  think  such  an  important 
subject  justly   deserves. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee. 


LAND     FOR     BURIAL     PURPOSES. 

Coun.   HAGAN  offered  the  following:

Except    in    the   case    of    the    erection    or    use 
of  a  tomb  on  private  land  for  the  exclusive  use 
of    the    family    of    the    owner,    no    land    within 
the   limits   of  the   city  of  Boston   shall  be   used 
or    "appropriated     for     burial     purposes     other 
than   the  land  already  so  used  or  appropriated. 
Referred     to     the     Executive    Committee    on 
motion  of  Coun.  HAGAN. 


ARTISTIC    SUBWAY    APPROACHES. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  confer  with 
the  Transit  Commission,  the  City  Planning 
Board  and  the  Art  Commission,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  endeavoring  to  replace  the  present 
subway  entrances  and  exits  on  Boston  Com- 
mon with  structures  less  inartistic  and  more 
in  keeping  with  the  character  of  the  sur- 
roundings. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  that  this  order  may  go 
on  its  passage  at  the  present  time.  For  a 
great  number  of  years  the  citizens  of  Boston 
have  been  forced  to  look  upon  the  subway 
stations  on  Boston  Common  as  something  of 
an  eyesore  to  everyone  who  comes  in  contact 
with  them.  When  they  were  erected,  back  in 
1S98,  they  were  facetiously  called  the  "Public 
Library  pups."  I  think  the  day  for  that  has 
gone  by  and  that  we  might  now  call  them  the 
mausoleums  under  which  are  buried  the  5-cent 
fares  !  As  subway  construction  has  gone  on 
it  has  been  found  that  much  smaller  edifices 
can  be  erected  that  will  answer  the  purpose. 
The   City   of   New  York,   for   instance   with   its 
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vast  system  of  subways,  has  attractive  sta- 
tions that  take  up  very  little  room,  serving 
all  the  purposes  of  a  much  greater  traveling 
population  than  we  have  here.  Then,  on 
Boylston  street,  at  Copley  Square  Station,  and 
also  at  Arlington  street,  we  have  edifices  that 
accommodate  the  people  and  yet  are  not  an 
eyesore.  I  think  the  time  has  corns  when  we 
ought  to  beautify  our  Common  and  remove 
those  edifices  which  the  Elevated  Road  calls 
subway   stations. 

Chairman  GILBODY — It  has  been  suggested 
that  we  include  Scollay  square  and  Dock 
square   in    the  same  order.. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  it  is  my 
thought  that  while  the  widening  of  Cam- 
bridge street  will  very  likely  have  a  bearing 
on  the  matter  in  the  next  five  years,  there 
is  a  very  serious  problem,  which  is  growing 
more  serious  all  the  time,  in  Scollay  square, 
because  of  the  structure  there.  There  is  a 
continuous  threat  to  the  traveling  public, 
men,  women  and  children.  It  is,  I  think,  the 
worst  spot  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  don't 
believe  there  is  another  spot  like  it  any- 
where, any  place  where  such  a  structure  as 
we  see  there  so  restricts  and  limits  the  traf- 
fic, resulting  in  danger  to  the  public.  Per- 
haps it  will  be  expensive  to  correct  the  situ- 
ation, but  I  believe  there  will  be  a  good  return 
on  the  investment  when  we  consider  the 
safety  of  the  community  and  the  improvement 
of  traffic  conditions.  It  has  been  suggested  by 
Coun.  Lane  that  we  ought  to  add  Scollay 
square,  at  least,  and  I  believe  that  is  true.  I 
haven't  so  much  interest  in  Dock  square,  be- 
cause I  don't  think  the  congestion  there  is 
anything  like  as  great  as  in  Scollay  square. 
It  might  be  well  to  add  an  amendment  includ- 
ing Haymarket  square  and  Adams  and  Scol- 
law  squares.     Those  stations  are  also  eyesores. 

Coun.  LANE — That  is  true.  And  there  is  also 
the  congestion  in  those  squares  which  has  to 
be  considered.  Of  course,  I  was  considering 
the  fact  that  these  stations  on  the  Common 
to  detract  from  the  baauty  of  the  Common. 
I  might  say  that  even  a  teamster  once  spoke 
to  me  about  that.  He  said  that  Boston  Com- 
mon was  a  beautiful  place  and  that  these  sub- 
way stations  were  an  eyesore  to  him,  as  he 
believed  they  were  to  all  the  people  who 
passed  up  Trenront  street.  Tremont  street  is, 
you  might  say,  our  show  street,  the  Broadway 
of  Boston,  and  anybody  passing  up  the  street 
cannot  help  being  disagreeably  impressed  by 
the  appearance  of  those  subway  stations.  1 
think  in  a  city  like  Boston,  which  is  supposed 
to  be  the  center  of  art  and  culture,  the  first 
thing  we  should  do  here  is  to  have  those  sub- 
way stations  removed,  at  least  in  their  present 
form. 

The  order  was  amended  by  including  subway 
stations  in  Haymarket,  Adams  and  Scollay 
squares,   and  as  amended  was  passed. 


THOMAS  H.  DONLEY  SQUARE. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That 
the  open  space  at  the  junction  of  Asland 
street  and  Brown  avenue,  Roslindale,  be  named 
Thomas  H.  Donley  square,  in  memory  of  said 
Donley,  who  died  in  the  United  States  service 
during  the  World  War,  and  that  suitable 
signs  be  placed  there  to  designate  it  as  a 
square. 

Passed    under   a   suspension    of   the   rule.

Dear  Sir, — You  are  respectfully  asked  to 
make  a  request  on  the  City  Council  for  an  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  $100,000  to  the  spe- 
cial loan  appropriation  for  Columbus  Park 
Improvements. 

Our  reason  for  making  this  request  is  that 
as  the  work  has  progressed  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  make  extensive  changes  upon 
the  recommendation  made  by  our  engineer  and 


the  architects  in  charge,  among  them  being  a 
changing  of  the  proposed  road  surface  from 
bitulitbic  to  reinforced  concrete  pavement, 
which  now  seems  to  be  the  only-  practical 
pavement  to  be  laid  on  the  soft  hydraulic  fill. 
There  is  also  recommended  two  large  park- 
ing spaces  for  automobiles,  to  be  constructed 
of  reinforced  concrete.  Also  the  raising  of 
the  elevation  of  the  proposed  roadway  approx- 
imately two  feet  on  account  of  the  soft  soil 
conditions,  and  additional  filling  and  loam  is 
required  for  the  circle  near  the  bridge  and 
also  on  the  ball  field.

ORDINANCE    CONCERNING    AIR    CRAFT. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  May  29,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — You  have  submitted  for  my 
consideration   the  following   order : 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  give  his  opinion  as  to  the  rights 
of  the  City  Council  passing  an  ordinance  in 
regard  to  flying  in  airships  or  other  aircraft 
over  the  city  limits,  as  during  the  past  few 
days  airplanes,  supposedly  five  in  number, 
have  engaged  in  advertising  certain  products 
for  gain  to  the  great  danger  to  the  lives  and 
property  of   the  citizens   of   Boston." 

In  my  opinion  the  City  Council  has  no  right 
to  pass  an  ordinance  as  proposed  in  the  above 
order.  By  sections  35  to  43,  inclusive,  of  chap- 
ter 90  of  the  General  Laws  the  Legislature 
has  assumed  to  regulate  the  use  and  operation 
of  aircraft  in  Massachusetts.  By  section  41 
the  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  is  authorized  to 
"prepare  rules  and  regulations,  from  time  to 
time,  governing  the  use  and  operation  of  air- 
craft and  relative  to  the  licensing  of  operators 
thereof.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  his  approval  and  shall  take  effect 
in  the  manner  provided  by  section  six  of  chap- 
ter sixteen.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  regu- 
lation, ruling  or  decision  of  the  registrar  rela- 
tive to  the  use  and  operation  of  aircraft  or 
the  licensing  of  operators  thereof  may  appeal 
as   provided    in   section   twenty-eight." 

Section  43  provides  for  the  penalty  for  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  contained  in 
sections  35  to  42  and  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  registrar  made 
thereunder. 

Section  38  prohibits  any  person  from  oper- 
ating 

"aircraft  in  such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  the 
lives  or  safety  of  the  public  by  the  perform- 
ance of  unusual  or  dangerous  maneuvers  over 
any  massed  assembly  of  one  hundred  or  more 
persons  in  the  pen,  whether  such  persons  be 
grouped  in  a  grandstand  or  massed  in  an  open 
field ;  nor  shall  any  person  throw  or  drop 
any  missile  or  other  article  from  any  aicraft 
in  flight,  except  over  grounds  temporarily  or 
permanently  devoted  to  flying,  or  over  open 
water." 

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  Legislature  has  fully 
regulated  the  use  and  operation  of  aircraft  and 
has  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  state  official  full 
authority  over  aircraft,  their  use  and  opera- 
tion. Since  the  Legislature  has  spoken  on 
this  subject  the  cities  and  towns  cannot  enact 
ordinances  or  by-laws  pertaining  to  this  sub- 
ject-matter. If  the  Council  is  desirous  of  pro- 
hibiting the  flying  of  aeroplanes  which  engage 
in  advertising  certain  products  and  through 
their  maneuvering  create  danger  to  the  lives 
and  property  of  citizens   of   Boston,   it  should

WATSON  oli'eied  an  order— That  un- 
der Hie  provisions  of  chapter  380  of  the  Acts 
,  l  1923  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  William  J.  Coppell,  in  reimbursement 
for  injuries  sustained  while  assisting  a  police 
officer  in  making  an  arrest ;  said  sum  to  be 
charged    to .  the    Reserve    fund. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  reason 
why  I  offer  this  order  upon  which  I  ask  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  is  that  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  the  person  to  whom  this  order 
refers  was  present  with  bis  counsel  and 
his  rase  was  stated  before  us.  At  that  time 
we  accepted  the  act.  This  order  provides  for 
payment  of  the  sum  referred  to  in  the  act. 
Thai  is  the  reason  why  I  ask  for  a  suspension 
of   the   rule. 

Tlu-  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed.

HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Park  Department,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  lie  instructed  to  grass  seed  the  Centre 
Street  Park  on  Bennington  street,  from  Day 
street  to  Orient   Heights. 

Passed   under  a   suspension   of   the  rule. 


PUBLIC   HEARING,   HOME   BUILDING. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offe.ed  an  order— That  the 
Executive  Committee  give  a  public  hearing  on 
the  question  of  the  city  entering  into  the 
building  of  homes  for  the  use  of  people  of 
modest  means  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
present  excessive  high  rents,  and  that  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Central  Labor 
Union,  the  Local  Improvement  Association, 
the  Boston  and  Masschusetts  Real  Estate  Ex- 
changes and  the  banking  interests  be  notified 
of  this   hearing. 

Coun..  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  the  inten- 
tion of  the  order  is  to  co-operate  with  an  or- 
der presented  here  by  Coun.  Healey  and  with 
another  order  later  presented  by  Coun.  Mori- 
arty  which  have  been  referred  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  an  answer  com- 
ing in  here,  I  think,  at  the  last  meeting.  The 
Mayor  himself  felt  that,  the  subject  being  one 
of  very  great  importance,  the  Council  should 
give  public  hearings,  and  I  believe  so  stated. 
My  object  in  presenting  the  order  is  simply 
to  keep  the  matter  alive.  Believing  that  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  is  perhaps  the  best 
time   for  us   to   agitate   the   matter   and  try   to 


solve  the  problem,  I  am  presenting  the  order 
at  this  time.  The  thought  is  that  public  hear- 
ings should  be  given  upon  the  subject,  that  it 
should  be  thoroughly  aired  and  that  every  or- 
ganization, every  individual,  every  citizen  in- 
terested, should  have  a  voice  in  the  matter. 
The  idea  is  that  through  the  combined  efforts 
of  many  we  will  find  some  way  to  solve  the 
problem,  which  we  all  realize  is  of  very  great 
importance  to  a  great  number  of  people  in  the 
community,  people  who  are  unable  to  continue 
to  pay  the  excessively  high  rates  that  are  be- 
ing eharged  for  rents  of  modest  homes.  The 
order  is  presented  in  the  interest  of  those 
who  need  and  must  have  modest  homes  for 
themselves  and  families.  I  think  perhaps  it 
would  be  advisable  to  have  the  order  referred 
to   the   Executive  Committee.

MORIARTY  offered  an  order— That 
chapter  471  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  entitled  "An 
Act  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to  Pay  a 
Sum  of  Money  to  the  Father  of  John  L.  Be- 
naglia,"    be   and   the   same   hereby    is   accepted.

ADJUSTMENT     OF     TELEPHONE     SITUA- 
TION. 

Coun.  WATSON   offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  certain  well  defined  ru- 
mors to  the  effect  that  the  telephone  oper- 
ators are  contemplating  a  strike  unless  their 
demands  for  an  increase  in  wages  and  other 
privileges   are  acceded   to ;   and 

Whereas,  Such  a  strike  would  cause  serious 
inconvenience  to  the  operators  themselves  and 
to  their  employers,  but  most  of  all  to  the  great 
body  of  citizens  whose  interests  they  are  sup- 
posed to  serve,  and  upon  whom  they  depend 
for   their   employment   and    patronage ;   and 

Whereas,  A  strike  or  a  lockout  although  of 
even  only  temporary  duration,  is  bound  to  lead 
to  serious  business  and  other  complications; 
therefore  be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  Telephone  Company  and 
its  employees  be  urged  to  use  every  endeavor 
as  a  matter  of  civic  duty  to  adjust  their  dif- 
ferences without  jeopardizing  the  interests  of 
the  general   public  ;   and  be   it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  transmitted  to  the  Telephone  Company,  and 
to  the  representatives  of  their  employees,  with 
the  admonition  that  man's  first  duty  is  to  his 
neighbor,  and  that  a  satisfactory  adjustment 
of  a  private  controversy  can  never  be  accom- 
plished at  the  expense  of  a  public  injustice. 

Coun.  WATSON.— Mr.  President,  it  may  be 
said,  and  properly  so,  that  the  reason  for  my 
introducing  the  resolutions  is  partly  because 
of  the  selfish  interest  that  I  have.  I  have 
somewhat  of  a  selfish  interest  when  I  view 
the  possibility  of  even  temporary  suspension 
of  telephone  service.  I  have  a  dear  one  in 
my  family,  who  is  an  invalid,  who  has  not 
walked  for  nearly  four  years,  who  cannot 
walk  even  if  accompanied  by  others.  When  I 
go  to  my  employment,  she  is  left  with  my 
daughter,  and  if  my  daughter  is  compelled  to 
go  out  for  recreation  or  for  other  matters, 
the  telephone,  with  a  25-foot  cord,  is  at  my 
wife's  hand.  In  the  event  of  her  having  a 
serious  turn,  or  anticipating  such,  she  will 
thus  be  able  to  communicate  with  somebody 
when  she  is  alone  and  otherwise  would  be  help- 
less if  something  happened.  That  is  not  my 
only  interest,  but  it  may  be  a  selfish  interest 
that  I  have,  and  I  believe  no  member  of  this 
Council  will  jibe  at  me  or  criticise  me  be- 
cause of  it.  There  is  always  a  group  in 
every  community  who  are  never  consulted 
when  there  is  a  controversy  between  employer 
and  employee.  We  have  seen  that  in  the  past 
in  the  matter  of  one  particular  strike,  and  we 
are  bound  to  see  it  again.  I  hold  no  brief 
for     either     faction     in     the     controversy.       If 
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there   is   a   hair's   difference   in   my   interest,    it 
is   with   the   worker,   but   I   have   a  greater   in- 
terest,   and   that   interest   is   in   the   great  pub- 
lie   who   are   going   to    be    affected   the   most   if 
a   strike    or   lockout   is    proclaimed   or    brought 
about.     I   will   admit  that  I   don't  know   a  sin- 
gle   thing    concerning    the    merits    of    the    con- 
troversy.    I  know  nothing  whatever  concerning 
it.      It    may    be    that    the    operators'    demands 
are    just.      If    they    are,    the    officials    of    the 
New   England   Telephone    Company   should   not 
permit    an    instant    to    pass    without    granting 
the    employees'    demands    or    requests.      If    the 
question    is    a    debatable    one,    Mr.    President, 
there  is  only  one  thing  for  the  interested  par- 
ties   to    do,    and   that   is    to    give    and   take,    at 
any    cost    averting    a    strike.      I    presume    that 
'  both  interests,   the  workers   and   the  Telephone 
Company   officials,    have    considered    those    who 
will   be    affected    other   than   themselves    in    the 
event   of    a   strike.      They   must   have    thought, 
as   one  must  think,   of   the   danger   to  the  pub- 
lic   in    the    matter    of    life    and    death    in    the 
event  of  even  a  temporary  suspension   of   tele- 
phone   service    in    Boston.      Have    you    thought 
of   the    demands    made   upon    the    hospitals   for 
ambulances,  for  example,  to  take  to  the  Relief 
Hospital  or  the  city  or  other  hospitals   injured 
or    dying    persons,    old    or    young,    near    to    or 
far    away    from    us?      I    have.      Of    course,    no 
red-blooded   organized   labor   man   or   employer, 
a   man   representing   a   union   or   a  man   repre- 
senting   vested   interests,   would   for   a   moment 
attempt    to    justify    the    possibility   of    the    loss 
cf    one    life   because    of    the   suspension    of   the 
telephone   service.      We   have   also  the   question 
of    danger    from    fire.      The    telephone    has    be- 
come   today    a    part    of    our    very    being.      We 
turn   to   the  telephone  for  everything.     It   may 
be    unfoitunate    that   we   h*ve   become   used    to 
doing   it,   but   it  is  so.     In   the  event  of   a  fire 
the   telephone  is   brought   into    action   to   notify 
the    Fire   Department    directly    or    through    an 
operator     and    we    all    know    what   possibilities 
there    mav    be    of    loss    of    life    and    property 
through   even    the  slightest   suspension    of   tele- 
phone service.     Who  knows  but  what  it  might 
be  one  of  our  very  own  who  might  be  affected 
by    it,    and    would    we    evec    forgive    ourselves 
if     we     were     in     any     way     responsble?       Mr. 
President,    it    may    be    that    this     resolve    will 
have    no    effect.      It   may    not    amount   to    any- 
thing.      But    it    is    the    only    way    in    which    1 
can    voice    my    protest    against    the    possibility 
of     the    suspension     of     telephone    service.       1 
realize  that   in   this   body   there   are   two  of   my 
close  friends   who   are  affiliated   with   organized 
labor,    and   naturally   the   sore   spot   with    them 
is     the    worker,     and    properly    so.       That    in- 
terest   even     overshadows    the     public    interest 
temporarily.      But    I    want    to    ask    them    this. 
If  once  the  blow   is   struck,   don  t   we  all   know 
that   no  longer  will  the   interested   parties   con- 
tinue as  rational  human  individuals?     On  both 
sides    they    will    take   on    somewhat    of    the    at- 
tributes  of   the   beast,    if   I    may   use   the   term, 
because   they   will    only    think   of    gaining   then- 
point,    feeling    as    I    might    feel    if    I    were    in- 
terested  as    they    are.      Reason    will    be   thrown 
to    the    winds.       I     know     positively     that    that 
is    so    concerning    those    who    hold     the    whip 
hand,    and    in    this    controversy    the    Telephone 
Company     undoubtedly     holds     the    whip     hand. 
They     can     without     a    great    deal     of    sacrifice 
prevent    a    strike      I    realize    that    if    the    opera- 
tors do  not  demand  their  rights   and  get  them, 
they    mav    have    what    little    they    have    taken 
avvav     from     them.       That     argument     perhaps 
will    be    used    against    my    position,    and   i    will 
admit    that    that    is    so.      But    once    the    strike 
is    proclaimed    there    is   going    to    be    great    suf- 
fering   not    only    to    the    workers    of    the     tele- 
phone   Company    but    to    organized    labor   as    a 
whole.      It   means    a  suspension    of   business    to 
a    great    extent.      It    will    unquestionably    inter- 
fere  with   the   building  trades,   with   the    proper 
ordering    of    material    and    getting    it    speedily, 
so  that  jobs  may  go  forward.     It  will  interfere 
with    the    vested    interests,    the    business    inter- 
ests  who,   after   all,    in   my   opinion,    should    he 
the    last    to 'be    considered,    but    who    still    have 
to   be   considered.      It   will    interfere  with   them. 
Once   a   strike    is   declared   and   brought   on.    as 
I   say    reason   is   thrown   to   the  winds   by   both 
of    the    affected    parties.      Their    only    aim     is 
to    win    at    any    cost.      In    the    meantime,    out 


of  a  population  of  800,000  in  Boston,  within 
our  boundaries — and  I  am  not  speaking  for 
the  moment  of  any  conditions  outside  of  Bos- 
ton,— less  than  5,000  will  benefit,  no  matter 
which  side  succeeds,  and  the  balance  of  the 
800,000  will  be  handicapped,  embarrassed  and 
suffering.  I  sincerely  trust  that  these  resolu- 
tions will  pass  unanimously.  They  may  have 
absolutely  no  effect,  but  I  believe  they  will 
meet  with  the  indorsement  of  the  entire  com- 
munity, men,  women  and  children.  They  will 
certainly  meet  with  the  indorsement  and  ap- 
proval of  our  immediate  families,  who  al- 
ready— certainly  that  is  true  so  far  as  my  own 
family  is  concerned, — are  talking  about  the 
possibilities  of  a  strke.  I  sincerely  trust  in 
ccnclusion,  Mr.  President,  that  under  any  and 
all  circumstances,  even  though  the  interested 
parties  may  feel  that  they  are  sacrificing 
some  benefit  that  they  should  have,  they  will 
agree  to  some  action  being  taken  which  will 
be  in  the  interest  of  the  great  public.  I  be- 
lieve that  this  body,  which  is  as  close  to  the 
public  as  any  body  in  Boston,  should  take  the 
initiative,  with  a  view  to  possibly  averting 
a  strike  or  a  lockout  as  a  result  of  the  pres- 
ent controversy.  I  trust,  if  there  is  no  ob- 
jection, that  the  rule  may  be  suspended  and 
that   the  order  may   pass   at  this,   time. 

Coun.  HAGAN. — Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  going 
to  ask  the  gentleman  presenting  the  resolution 
if  he  could  carry  out  another  thought,  em- 
bodying it  in  them,  to  the  effect  that  to  this 
end  the  City  Council  offer  to  the  parties  con- 
cerned their  services,  if  they  can  be  of  any 
help  in  bringing  the  controversy  to  a  con- 
clusion. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  agree  with  the  councilor  in  his  sugges- 
tion, but  I  feel  in  a  matter  of  this  sort  that 
the  fewer  parties  who  are  brought  in  to  ar- 
bitrate, the  better.  I  presume  that  the  Mayor 
will  take  action  and  that  some  action  will  be 
attempted  by  other  big  civic  bodies.  But  I 
don't  think  that  the  City  Council  as  a  whole 
should  mix  into  it  in  that  way.  I  think  our 
statement  of  our  position  ought  to  be  suffi- 
cient. I  trust  that  the  member  will  consider 
that  I  appreciate  his  suggestion.  The  thought 
is  a  good  one,  hut  I  don't  think  it  will  add 
anything  to  the  resolution,  and  I  would  rather 
not   embody    it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  was 
going  to  ask  the  councilor  on  the  other  side 
if  he  would  change  that  suggestion  so  as  to 
request  the  Mayor  to  put  himself  in  the  po- 
sition of  being  willing  to  act  in  the  interest 
of  that  general  public  that  is  so  vitally  in- 
terested ?  He  is,  to  my  mind,  the  representa- 
tive of  the  general  public  in  the  city,  and  he 
might  be  able  to  intercede  and  bring  about  a 
conference  to  see  if  a  strike  can  be  averted. 
Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  in  order 
to  bring  about  the  thought  that  Coun.  Mo- 
rial  ty  lias  suggested,  let  me  say  that  the  in- 
corporation of  that  thought  in  the  resolutions 
seems  to  me  to  be  a  good  idea.  I  shall  lie 
pleased  to  incorporate  it.  I  think  it  is  a  very 
good    suggestion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Of  course,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,- there  is  this  to  be  said  unfortunately 
at  this  time,  that  the  girls  who  work  for  the 
Telephone  Company  are  put  in  an  embarrassing 
position.  I  realize  that  a  public  service 
corporation  rides  on  the  back  of  the  people, 
not  only  as  far  as  the  telephone  situation 
is  concerned,  hut  in  even-  place  where  it 
controls,  and  where  a  strike  occurs  they  know 
very  well  that  after  a  certain  length  of  time 
they  will  win  favor  from  the  so-called  general 
public  that  has  been  discommoded  for  a  cer- 
tain period  of  time.  The  councilor  had  said 
that  my  thought  and  that  of  Coun.  Donoghue 
is  for  the  laboring  class  first.  Yes.  I  suppose 
that  that  is  so.  So  I  feel  that  when  the  Leg- 
islature makes  laws  granting  to  public  seiv- 
ice  corporations  of  this  kind  the  free  use  of 
the  stivets  of  all  the  people — not  only  of  the 
so-called  general  public  but  of  the  girls  who 
are  organized,  who  are  eitzens  of  Boston. — 
and  when  their  rights  are  given  up  to  the 
Telephone  Company,  to  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  to  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated lias  Company,  there  should  be  legis- 
lation so  that  those  girls  and  employees   work- 
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ing  for  the  public  service  corporations  should 
be  protected.  What  do  we  find?  We  hear 
a  good  deal  of  this  bunk  in  regard  to  the 
general  public  being  discommoded  possibly  by 
a  strike,  but  is  there  any  more  discommoding 
In  that  case  than  occurs  at  the  present  time 
through  the  action  of  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany '.'  While  the  operators  are  at  work, 
while  every  employee  is  at  work,  is  it  possible 
for  the  so-called  general  public  to  get  a  tele- 
phone installed,  if  they  so  desire?  Is  it  pos- 
sible, if  you  move  from  one  locality  to  another 
locality,  to  have  your  telephone  moved  or  con- 
nected in  another  residence?  Try  it.  It  is 
all  right  for  the  Telephone  Company  to  say 
to  you,  "we  have  no  wires  in  that  locality," 
when  the  general  public  want  to  be  accom- 
modated, but  because  the  girls,  who  are  giv- 
ing the  best  there  is  in  them,  are  looking  for 
something  in  the  way  of  betterment  in  their 
employment,  they  holler,  "In  the  interest  of 
the  general  public  you  girls  should  not  strike." 
Well,  if  they  were  unable  to  strike,  the  com- 
pany would  not  even  consider  giving  them 
an  increase  at  all.  In  fact,  instead  of  even 
considering  an  increase  they  would  give  them 
a  decrease.  It  was  only  a  few  short  years 
ago  when  a  strike  of  the  kind  that  is  threat- 
ened here  was  going  on  in  our  city,  that  this 
same  Telephone  Company  brought  the  scum 
from  Chicago,  brought  the  scum  from 
New  York  and  from  other  large  cities 
of  this  country,  and  housed  them  in  some  of 
the  hotels  of  this  city  to  take  the  places  of 
the  girls  who  are  now  working  for  the  Tele- 
phone Company.  Why  should  I  be  interested 
in  the  Telephone  Company  ?  Why  should 
any  man  here  be  interested  in  the  Tele- 
phone Company  as  a  telephone  com- 
pany ?  Why  shouldn't  we  be  interested  in 
the  girls,  who  live  among  us,  the  daughters 
of  some  of  the  men  and  women  who  voted 
for  you  men  and  made  it  possible  that  you 
be  sent  here?  Mr.  President,  my  interest 
hero  is  in  the  girl  who  is  working  for  the 
Telephone  Company.  They  are  girls  who  are 
well  qualified,  because  the  Telephone  Company 
within  the  last  few'  years  has  been  putting 
no  young  ladies  at  work  unless  they  have  a 
high  school  education,  except  in  a  few  in- 
stances. So  a  girl  working  for  the  Telephone 
Company  is  a  pretty  intelligent  woman.  The 
strike  vote  is  going  on  now.  If  the  giris 
vote  to  strike  that  does  not  mean  that  they  are 
going  to  strike.  It  does  not  mean  that  they 
are  hastily  going  into  anything  of  the  sort. 
Hut  it  is  the  only  weapon  they  have  left  if 
the  Telephone  Company  turns  down  every  re- 
quest that  they  make.  I  will  say  that  I  have 
no  interest  in  the  Telephone  Company.  I 
have  a  lot  of  interest  in  the  telephone  opera- 
tors' organization  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  president  of  the 
Boston  Central  Labor  Union  when  the  tele- 
phone operators  of  Boston  organized.  So  I 
have  a  double  interest  in  this  matter.  Of 
course,  we  all  remember  that  wave  of  "law 
and  order"  that  shook  our  city,  our  state  and 
our  country  only  a  few  years  ago — the  big- 
gest piece  of  bunk  that  was  ever  thrown  out. 
Of  course,  the  general  public  will  always 
bite  for  that  stuff.  I  realize  the  spirit  in 
which  the  member  has  introduced  the  resolu- 
tions, but  will  simply  say  that  to  some  peo- 
ple it  is  a  crime  to  be  a  member  of  a  labor 
organization.  I  do  wish  to  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  get  this  upon  the  record,  as  bear- 
ing upon  the  position  of  city  employees  with 
reference  to  labor  organizations  .  Some  few 
years  ago  they  organized  the  workers  in  the 
Boston  Public  Library.  Two  of  the  men 
there,  one  of  whom  was  elected  president,  and 
one  secretary,  have  not  received  an  increase 
since  they  took  those  two  positions,  and  they 
are  practically  the  only  two  people  in  the 
library  who  have  not  received  an  inci*ease 
since  the  organization  was  star-ted.  That  was 
because  they  had  the  courage  to  go  ahead  as 
they  did,  because  they  took  the  step  that  they 
did  take.  Of  course,  if  you  went  and  talked 
to  the  librarian  he  would  say  that  that  was  not 
so.  I  am  going  to  make  a  prediction.  The 
librarian  before  they  get  through  with  the 
budget  is  going  to  get  an  increase  of  $1,500, 
if  he  has  not  already  got  it.  They  went 
across   the    river   and   dug    him  up.      He   does 


not  belong  among  us.  He  lives  in  Cambridge, 
or  did  live  in  Cambridge.  But  here  are  these 
girls  who  work  for  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone Company,  the  big  majority  of  whom 
are  residents  of  Boston.  Still,  there  are  these 
two  men  who  were  elected  officers  of  the 
organization  in  the  library,  who  have  always 
been  residents  of  Boston,  and  whose  salary 
has  not  been  increased  because  of  their  con- 
nection with  Union  activities.  There  are  very 
few  city  employees  who  get  an  increase  of 
$1,500.  There  are  a  number  who  get  an  in- 
crease of  $100  a  year.  But  those  two  fellows 
to  whom  I  have  referred,  because  they  were 
the  selection  of  their  group  to  hold  those 
offices,  have  been  penalized  for  being  popular 
with  their  group.  As  I  say,  I  realize  the 
spirit  in  which  the  councilor  on  the  other  side 
has  introduced  the  order,  but  I  want  to  say 
to  you  this.  I  have  not  talked  with  anybody 
connected  with  the  telephone  operators'  or- 
ganization, but  I  think  they  are  just  as 
alert  to  avert  a  strike  in  Boston  as  any  man 
here  or  as  any  member  of  the  so-called  gen- 
eral public.  I  think  that  that  organization 
will  go  farther  to  avert  a  strike  even  than 
some  of  the  conservative  members  of  this 
body.  But  if  the  Telephone  Company  is  going 
to  continually  turn  down  every  reasonable 
request  that  those  young  women  make,  then 
there  is  nothing  left  for  the  young  women  in 
the  Telephone  Company's  employ  but  to  cease 
work.  Of  course,  if  they  cease  work,  nobody 
knows  what  the  outcome  will  be,  whether  the 
women  alone  will  go  our  or  whether  the  men 
also  will  go  out.  It  may  become  a  general 
situation  in  so  far  as  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany and  all  its  employees  are  concerned.  I 
believe  everybody  should  use  his  best  efforts 
to  adjust  the  thing,  but  I  don't  think  the 
girls  should  take  the  whole  brunt  and  the 
Telephone  Company  be  allowed  to  get  by  with- 
out at  least  some  urging  that  they  meet 
some  of  the  demands  or  requests  of  the  young 
women. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President.  I  said  in 
my  opening  remarks  that  I  knew  absolutely 
nothing  concerning  the  merits  of  the  con- 
troversy. 1  made  that  very  plain.  I  will 
grant  all  that  Coun.  Moriarty  says  concern- 
ing the  merits  of  the  operators'  side  of  the 
case.  I  do  think  that  the  resolutions  I  have 
introduced,  without  treading,  on  anybodys 
toes,  express  the  views  of  practically  every- 
body in  Boston,  and  I  think  that  we,  as  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  city  government, 
coming  direct  from  the  people,  ought  at  least 
to  be  in  the  forefront  in  the  matter  of  offer- 
ing suggestions  and  stating  how  we  feel,  rep- 
resenting the  feelings  of  those  who  send  us 
here.  I  disagree  with  Coun.  Moriarty  con- 
cerning the  great  public.  I  think  they  are 
more  affected  and  have  a  right  to  greater 
consideration  than  either  of  the  contending 
forces.  I  hold  to  that.  Concerning  Coun. 
Moriarty's  suggestion  that  the  Mayor  be 
called  upon  to  tender  his  services  in  the 
matter  of  adjusting  the  difficulty,  I  heartily 
agree  with  that  suggestion,  and  I  will  intro- 
duce a  resolution  looking  to  that  end,  or  Coun. 
Moriarty  may  do  so.  I  judge  from  his  words 
that  he  has  no  objection  to  the  resolutions 
as  introduced  and  read,  and  I  would  like,  if 
he  has  no  objection,  to  press  my  motion  for 
suspension   of   the   rule. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  resolutions 
as   introduced  by  Coun.  Watson  were  passed.

REVISION   OF   CITY  BUILDING  LAWS. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  revise  the  building  laws  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  said  committee  to  refer  the 
result  of  its  study  to  the  City  Council  and  to 
petition  the  General  Court  for  legislation  in 
accordance  with  such  changes  in  the  building 
laws  as  the  said  committee  recommends,  in 
the  hope  of  reducing  the  cost  of  constructing 
tenement  property. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  say  that  I  have  introduced  this  order 
not  at  the  suggestion  of  but  with  the  consent 
of  the  Building  Commissioner  who  in  the  bud- 
get hearings  admitted  that  the  building  laws 
had  not  been  revised  for  years,  with  a  conse- 
quent hardship  and  serious  loss,  because  of 
the  restrictions  imposed  upon  the  work,  to 
those  who  may  wisli  to  repair  or  renovate  ten- 
ement house  property.  The  Bureau  of  Stand- 
ards in  Washington  has  for  years  made  a 
study  of  tenement  property,  and  the  results 
and  the  conclusions  that  it  has  arrived  at  will 
be,  it  seems  to  me.  of  very  great  help  in 
dealing  with  tenement  house  property  in  this 
city.  Certainly  something  should  lie  done,  in 
view  of  the  present  shortage  of  dwellings.  In 
Detroit.  I  understand,  people  are  already  living 
in  tents.  In  New  York  they  have  made  a  survey 
and  have  found  that,  whereas  in  1909  but 
eighty-four  out  of  1.000  tenements  were  idle, 
at  the  present  time  only  nine  out  of  1,000  are 
idle.  The  committee  considering  the  matter 
found  that  they  were  right  up  against  a  brick 
wall  and  that  nothing  could  be  done.  The  or- 
der presented  by  Coun.  Hagan  is,  of  course, 
laudable,  but  we  found  several  years  ago  thai 
the  banking  interests  refused  to  do  anything, 
and  we  have  been  informed  that  the  laws  for- 
bid the  state  doing  anything  except  in  an 
emergency  such  as  a  catastrophe,  a  fire,  some- 
thing that  destroys  property  in  a  wholesale 
way,  and  that  aside  from  such  an  emergency 
the  city  cannot  appropriate  money  to  preside 
tenement  property  for  the  people.  That  being 
SO,  being  right  up  against  a  brick  wall  in  this 
matter,  the  only  thing  that  can  be  done  legally 
is  to  relax,  as  you  might  say.  the  laws  in  re- 
gard to  the  construction  of  tenement  prop- 
erty. I  might  illustrate:  According  to  the 
laws  now  standing,  if  you  are  going  to  fix  up 
or  remodel  a  ramshackle  house  your  work 
must    be    done    in    accordance    with    the   strict, 
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rigid  laws  concerning  tenement  property  now 
existing.  Before  even  defects  can  be  reme- 
died, those  doing  the  work  must  agree  to 
build  an  iron  piazza,  for  instance,  must  put  in 
the  latest  thing  in  the  way  of  modern  sanitary 
arrangements.  They  are  not  able  to  build  a 
wooden  piazza — it  must  be  iron — unless,  of 
Course,  they  go  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 
When  we  are  up  against  a  brick  wall,  as  it 
were,  when  we  are  trying  to  help  people  to 
get  more  tenements,  it  occurs  to  me,  as  it 
has  occurred  to  other  men  who  have  consid- 
ered this  subject,  that  really  the  only  thing 
that' can  be  done,  until  new  legislation  is 
passed,  is  to  relax  somewhat  our  present 
building  laws  relating  to  such  matters— -for 
instance,  allowing  people  to  build  wooden 
frame  houses  in  those  districts  that  are  known 
as  the  fire  hazard  districts.  I  do  not  care  to 
make  a  long  speech  here  today.  I  hope  the 
order  will  be  passed,  and  that  at  least  some 
liberal  interpretation  of  the  building  laws  to 
meet  the  present  situation  will  be  allowed.  If 
we  continue  on  with  the  tenement  restrictions 
that  have  existed  for  the  past  five  years  or 
more,  we  will  continue  to  have  the  same  sit- 
uation to  contend  with.  Consequently,  I  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  that  the  order 
be  put  upon  its  passage. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule.

VETO— -OFFICE  HOURS,  REGISTRY  OF 
DEEDS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  return  herewith,  without 
my  approval,  the  order  of  the  City  Council  adopted 
under  date  of  June  4,  which  order  provides  that 
the  office  of  the  Registry  of  Deeds  be  closed  on 
week  days,  except  Saturdays,  at  4  p.  in.,  from 
July  2  to  September  1,  1923,  inclusive. 

In  view  of  the  demand  recently  made  by  the 
Registrar  of  Deeds  that  he  be  supplied  additional 
help  on  order  that  his  records  may  be  brought  up 
to  date  and  that  the  public  might  receive  the 
character  of  service  necessary  at  the  Registry,  it 
is  difficult  to  understand  why  an  order  of  the 
character  approved  by  your  honorable  body 
should  receive  serious  consideration. 

Positions  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  Department 
are  attractive,  the  work  is  congenial,  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  office  is  inviting  and  the  salaries  paid 
are  not  unduly  small. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  do  not  believe  there  is 
serious  danger  of  many  resignations  being  sub- 
mitted in  the  event  that  the  employees  are  re- 
quired to  labor  in  accordance  with  schedules  now 
in  operation  in  various  departments  of  the  city. 

My  personal  opinion  is  that  seven  hours  of  the 
cnaracter  of  work  that  is  performed  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds  Department  is  not  an  undue  burden  on 
the  health  of  the  worker,  and  that  a  less  number 
would  be  injustice  to  the  City.

REGULATION  OF  THEATER  TICKETS.

Gentlemen, — At  a  recent  meeting  of  your 
honorable  body,  the  question  of  regulating  the 
sale  of  theater  tickets  with  a  view  to  preventing 
the  exaction  of  unfair  and  unwarranted  prices  by

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  presented  by 

the    Corporation    Counsel    as    to    the    rights    and 

authority  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of  regulation.

Honored  Sir, —  After  further  consideration  of 
your  communication  of  November  1G,  1922,  con- 
cerning the  drafting  of  an  ordinance  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  theater  tickets  bj  speculators  and  a 
conference  with  Mr.  John  M.  Casey,  chief  of  the 
Licensing  Division,  Mayor's  office,  I  respectfully 
Submit  the  following  opinion. 

It  appears  that  all  theater  tickets  not  purchased 
directly  at  the  box  office  of  the  various  theaters 
of  the  City  of  Boston  are  sold  by  agencies  of  one 
of  two  types.  The  first  of  these  is  tint  of  which 
Tyson's  and  Herrick's  are  fair  examples.  This 
type  of  agency  deals  in  tickets  of  all  theaters  and 
catena  to  tint  class  of  theater-goers  who  are  will- 
ing to  pay  for  the  service  that  is  rendered  them 
and  who,  in  most  instances,  have  an  established 
credit    with    the   agent    who   acts   as   their    broker. 

Such  agenoii       blished  in  various  hotels  and 

department  stores  throughout  the  city. 

The  other  type  of  theater  ticket  agency  is  that 
represented  bj  Macey's  Drug  Store,  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Idiot  and  Tremont  streets.  Such  agencies 
as  this  do  not  deal  in  tickets  of  all  theaters  but 
confine  themselves  principally  to  those  the 
"huh   at   tin'   time  are  playing   "capacity"  shows. 

They  deal  very  extensively  also  in  tickets  repre- 
senting the  lower  priced  seats  to  shows  playing 
capacity  houses. 

1  interpret  the  order  of  the  City  Council,  referred 
to  in  your  Honor's  letter  to  me  of  November  16, 
1922,  as  being  aimed  at  this  hitter  type  of  agency. 
Because  of  the  provisions  of  the  United  States 
revenue  laws,  requiring  sellers  of  amusement 
tickets  to  stamp  the  time,  etc.,  of  purchase,  these 
tickets  are  not  sold  upon  the  streets.  The  method 
employed  is  to  place  solicitors  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  theaters,  who  distribute  the  agency's 
cards  to  prospective  purchasers,  directing  them  to 
the  place  or  store  where  tickets  may  be  purchased 
—  and  always  at  a  price  higher  than  that  paid  at 
the  box  office  of  the  theater. 

The  various  theater  managers  deny  any  con- 
nection between  them  and  this  latter  type  of 
agency.  However,  it  is  not  beyond  the  bonds  of 
reason  to  suspect  that  if  the  theater  managers 
desire  to  eliminate  this  form  of  agency  its  elimina- 
tion could  be  effected  by  ordinary  diligence  on 
the  part  of  the  theater  managers  in  selling  the 
tickets  to  their  various  houses.  I  do  not  believe, 
however,  that  your  Honor  has  any  authority  by 
which  you  can  legally  prevent  theaters  in  the 
City  of  Boston  merchandising  their  tickets  through 
outside  agencies. 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
chapter  40,  section  41,  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"No  person  shall  .     .     distribute  to  persons 

on  a  street  handbills,  cards,  circulars  or  papers  of 
any  kind  except  newspapers." 

The  diligent  enforcement  of  this  ordinance  by 
the  police  would  prevent  the  distribution  on  the 
street  in  the  vicinity  of  theaters  of  advertising 
cards  by  persons  representing  the  theater  ticket 
agency. 

Beyond  this  there  is  no  authority  given  to  you 
or  to  any  other  official  to  interfere  in  the  manner 
in  which  theaters  shall  merchandise  their  tickets. 

Chapter  :'4S,  Special  Acts  of  1915,  provides  in 
part  as  follows: 

'  'The  mayor  of  Boston  .  .  .  shall  grant  a 
license  for  theatrical  exhibitions  .  .  .  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  deems  reasonable 
.  The  mavor  and  the  police  commissioner 
of  Boston  and  the  chief  justice  of  the  municipal 
court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  by  a  majority  vote, 
may  revoke  or  suspend  any  such  license  at  their 
pleasure.     .     .     ." 

Two  of  my  predecessors  in  the  office  of  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  have  given  conflicting  opinions 
respecting  the  meaning  of  the  words  '  'shall  grant." 
In  one,  Hon.  John  A.  Sullivan  says,  under  date  of 
January  9,  1917,  that  the  words  "shall  grant"  are 
mandatory  and  that  the  Legislature  in  passing 
this  act  so  intended  them,     In  the  other,  Arthur 
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D.  Hill,  Esq.,  under  date  of  May  16,  1921,  says 
that  the  words  "shall  grant"  are  permissive  and 
mean  nothing  more  than  "may." 

My  personal  opinion  is,  and  I  so  give  it  herein, 
that  the  Legislature  cannot  be  presumed  to  have 
intended  to  interfere  with  the  theatrical  exhibitions 
beyond  what  was  reasonably  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  morals  of  the  public  and  the 
safety  of  property.  In  the  issuing  of  liquor 
licenses  the  Legislature  presumed  to  impose  a 
numerical  limitation  upon  the  licenses  that  might 
be  granted  in  any  community.  With  respect  to 
theaters  in  the  City  of  Boston,  they  have  said: 

"The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  grant  a 
license  for  theatrical  exhibitions  .  .  .  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  he  deems  reasonable." 

The  words  "such  terms  and  conditions  as  he 
deems  reasonable"  do  not  mean  such  as  satisfy 
his  idiosyncrasies  or  caprices  but  such  as  may  be 
justified  by  sound  reasoning  and  a  broad  under- 
standing of  local  conditions.  The  words  of  the 
act,  "may  revoke  or  suspend  any  such  license  at 
their  pleasure,"  do  not  mean  that  revocations  may 
be  made  according  to  the  whim  or  caprice  of  this 
board  of  three  officials.  Otherwise  the  statute 
would  be  speaking  in  broader  terms  than  the 
constitutional  power  of  the  Legislature  itself. 

Theaters  are  private  property  and  in  no  sense 
public  or  quasi-public  enterprises,  and  as  such  may 
be  conducted  as  any  private  business  is  conducted, 
subject  to  those  reasonable  regulations  which  the 
Legislature,  in  the  exercise  of  its  police  power,  may 
impose.

The  price  which  a  theater  may  directly  or  in- 
directly, or  permit  others  to,  place  upon  their 
tickets  of  admission  has  no  legal  relation  with 
those  matters  which  rightly  are  the  objects  of  the 
state's  solicitude,  namely,  the  moral  character  of 
the  show  or  amusement  to  be  exhibited  in  said 
theater  and  the  health  and  safety  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  theater;  and  any  ordinance  or  law 
not  strictly  confined  to  these  objects  would  be 
unconstitutional. 

Our  Legislature  has  not  yet  presumed  so  far  as 
to  attempt  to  regulate  the  price  even  of  neces- 
saries of  life,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  conscious  of 
no  constitutional  authority  in  this  field.  Much 
less,  then,  is  its  right  either  by  its  own  direct 
legislation  or  its  delegated  powers  to  cities,  acting 
by  ordinances,  to  regulate  the  price  of  theater 
tickets.  Several  efforts  have  been  made  during 
the  past  years  to  regulate-this  matter  by  legisla- 
tive enactment.

"The  power  to  license  cannot  be  invoked  in 
order  to  impose  by  indirect  restrictions  or  regula- 
tions that  which  would  be  unconstitutional  if 
directly  imposed.  Such  use  of  the  licensing  power 
could  be  made  as  efficient  as  direct  regulation  to 
deprive  the  citizen  of  those  rights  of  liberty  and 
property  guaranteed  to  him  both  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment."

"The  Legislature  has  certain  powers  of  regula- 
tion and  has  not  certain  other  powers  of  regulation, 
and  the  distinction  between  those  two  sorts  of 
powers  remains  the  same  regardless  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  Legislature  seeks  to  enforce 
them.

The  suggested  ordinance  has  nothing  to  do  with 
the  health,  morals  or  general  welfare  of  the  public. 
It  is  only  an  attempt  to  dictate  to  a  licensee  the 
manner  in  which  he  shall  conduct  a  private  busi- 
ness wherein  the  sale  of  tickets  and  the  fixing  of 
prices  is  a  matter  exclusively  within  the  control  of 
the  licensee. 

It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  suggested 
ordinance  would  be  invalid  and  unconstitutional.

The  reason  for  making  this  request  is  that  we 
have  advertised  for  proposals  for  grading  at  the 
Mary  Hemenway  Playground,  wdiich  w-as  formerly 
the  Adams  Street  Playground,  and  we  find  that 
the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  which  is  now 
$15, OSS, 73,  is  not  sufficient  to  permit  us  to  award 
this  contract  which  will  amount  to  approximately 
$20,000. 

We  have  also  advertised  for  proposals  for  grading 
and  rock  excavation  at  the  Staidcy  A.  Ringer 
Playground,  formerly  the  Allston  Playground,  and 
have  had  a  very  satisfactory  bid  of  approximately 
$13,370  submitted,  which  permits  us  to  transfer 


the  sum  of  $5,000  and  still  do  the  amount  of  work 
as  originally  outlined  under  the  appropriation 
allowed  of  $25,000. 

In  granting  this  transfer,  no  injustice  will  be 
done  to  the  Stanley  A.  Ringer  Playground,  and  it 
will  permit  us  to  do  the  grading  on  the  Mary 
Hemenway  Playground  without  having  to  ask  for 
an  additional  loan  appropriation  of  $5,000,  if  this 
transfer  is  allowed.

HOSPITAL  BUILDINGS,   ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  25,  1023. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Hospital  Trustees  have 
submitted  a  report  relative  to  the  status  of  the 
institution  and  its  requirements  for  the  next 
decade. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  trustees  to  establish  a 
maternity  hospital  witli  one  hundred  beds,  the 
need  for  wdiich  must  be  evident  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  eighteen-bed  hospital  established  in  1016, 
during  my  previous  administration,  has  had  but 
four  beds  added  to  it  since  that  time,  yet,  in  these 
twenty-two  beds  more  than  620  babies  were  born 
in  1022. 

The  suspension  of  the  building  construction 
program  during  1018  and  the  two  succeeding  years, 
during  which  period  of  time,  despite  an  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  city,  there  was  no  increase 
in  hospital  accommodations,  renders  it  essential 
that  a  courageous  building  program  sufficient  to 
meet  present  needs  and  to  anticipate  future 
requirements  be  adopted. 

One  million  dollars  will  be  necessary  for  buildings 
in  which  to  house  the  nurses,  orderlies,  internes  and 
oilier  employees  of  the  hospital.  An  additional 
sum  of  $1,000,000  will  be  required  for  general 
hospital  accommodations. 

In  view  of  the  report  submitted  by  the  trustees, 
which  represents  investigation  and  study  covering 
an  entire  year,  I  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — As  a  result  of  the  conference  on 
June  4  between  your  Honor,  the  trustees  and 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  City  Hospital,  we 
transmit  the  following  letter  which  we  hope  will 
be  presented  to  the  City  Council  in  order  that 
they  may  understand  the  situation  at  present 
existing  in  our  hospital. 

During  the  past  twenty  years  the  number  of 
beds  at  the  hospital  has  increased  12  per  cent, 
while  the  population  of  Boston  has  expanded  about 
48  per  cent.  The  number  of  people  who  seek 
hospital  treatment  has  grown  in  much  greater 
proportion  and  will  probably  continue  to  do  so. 
The  factors  producing  this  disproportionate  growth 
are  various;  some  are  perhaps  temporary,  but  an 
immediate  emergency  faces  us.  The  rise  in  rents 
has  caused  the  erection  of  many  apartment  houses 
with  suites  of  only  two  or  three  rooms.  Normally 
crowded,  they  become  impossible  in  times  of 
sickness,  and  the  invalid  must  seek  institutional 
care.  The  high  cost  of  supplies  has  compelled 
other  large  hospitals,  dependent  on  private  charity, 
to  limit  their  number  of  free  patients,  and  the 
overflow  can  only  find  refuge  in  a  hospital  con- 
ducted at  public  expense.  The  number  of  admis- 
sions for  alcoholism  has  also  increased  in  the 
last  two  or  three  years  to  numbers  which  have 
exceeded  all  our  previous  experience.  Arrange- 
ments are  under  consideration  to  care  for  these 
patients  at  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station 
and  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital  on  Southampton 
street.     This  may  be  only  a  temporary  relief,  as 
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an  epidemic  of  smallpox  would  compel  their 
return  to  the  hospital  wards.  Certain  changes 
which  are  local  to  our  hospital  have  also  served 
to  greatly  increase  the  number  of  our  patients, 
for  six  years  ago  an  obstetric  service  was  estab- 
lished to  meet  a  demand  of  the  public  and  one 
year  ago  a  pediatric  service  was  also  established. 
Their  appreciation  by  the  public  has  been  amply 
shown  by  a  demand  for  admission  to  these  services 
which  has  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  wards  far 
be>ond  the  limits  of  safety.  The  popularity  of 
the  hospital,  as  shown  by  the  appreciation  of  the 
public  of  the  treatment  accorded  them,  has  be- 
come embarrassing. 

The  normal  capacity  of  the  main  hospital  is 
777  beds,  which  is  the  limit  of  the  number  of 
patients  who  can  be  given  a  proper  amount  of 
air  and  space  and  can  receive  adequate  care, 
with  our  present  plant  and  personnel.  Even 
with  this  number,  our  supply  of  nurses  and  attend- 
ants is  proportionally  below  that  of  many  other 
of  the  larger  hospitals,  and  necessitates  greater 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  individual  attendant. 
The  number  of  patients  in  the  wards  during  the 
past  twelve  months  has  varied  between  742  and 
897,  the  average  being  828.5;  and  so  far  this  year 
wards  which  normally  contain  thirty-two  patients, 
have  been  made  to  receive  forty-eight,  by  crowd- 
ing the  beds  together  and  filling  the  spaces  left 
vacant,  and  the  aisles  with  cots.  This  overcrowd- 
ing is  present  in  all  departments  of  the  hospital 
and  is  not  confined  to  any  one  service,  though  it 
is  perhaps  most  marked  in  the  obstetrical  wards. 
It  has  therefore  become  necessary  to  try  to  arrange 
that  our  overflow  shall  be  cared  for  in  other 
institutions. 

Our  present  force  of  house  officers,  nurses,  and 
attendants  is  wholly  insufficient  to  care  for  this 
large  number  of  patients;  and  the  risk  of  infection 
carried  from  one  case  of  acute  disease  to  another 
lying  in  close  proximity,  is  always  present  and  its 
occurrence  at  times  is  inevitable.  That  no 
serious  accidents  of  this  sort  have  so  far  happened 
has  been  due  to  the  self-sacrificing  efficiency  of 
our  administrative  staff  and  of  our  nurses  and 
attendants;  but  luck  has  been  a  factor  and  it 
cannot  always  remain  favorable.  The  possibility 
of  an  outbreak  of  fire  is  always  present,  and  with 
crowded  wards  and  crowded  corridors,  the  diffi- 
culty of  removing  the  patients  might  lead  to  loss 
of  life;  while  in  the  case  of  a  public  calamity  like 
a  great  fire  or  a  large  railroad  accident  the  hospital 
could  give  little  help  owing  to  lack  of  room.  The 
hospital  needs  immediately  250  more  beds,  but 
with  the  present  rate  of  increase  it  will  probably 
require,  within  the  next  five  years,  600  or  800. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  alone  would 
not  solve  our  difficulty,  for  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  house  officers,  nurses,  and 
attendants  will  be  required.  The  trustees  believe 
that  so  long  as  the  hospital  maintains  its  present 
number  of  beds  the  public  welfare  would  be  best 
served  by  limiting  the  admissions,  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  patient  seeking  admission  and 
from  that  of  those  with  whom  he  seeks  to  be 
associated.  The  difficulty  of  refusing  a  deserving 
applicant  is,  however,  so  great  that  the  trustees 
recommend  for  immediate  construction  buildings 
which  will  accommodate  500  more  patients,  an 
addition  for  nurses  to  connect  the  present  Vose 
House  and  Nurses'  Home,  and  a  building  to 
accommodate  at  least  125  house  officers. 

The  functions  of  a  municipal  hospital  have  been 
recently  broadened  so  that  it  becomes  its  duty 
not  only  to  care  for  the  sick  but  to  devise  means 
of  preventing  sickness  by  research  into  its  causes 
and  methods  of  transmission.  The  City  Hospital 
has  already  gained  an  enviable  position  for  work 
of  this  kind;  it  can  only  maintain  it  by  increasing 
our  facilities  for  performing  it.  We  therefore 
recommend,  in  addition,  that  the  Pathological 
Building  be  enlarged  to  a  size  proportionate  to 
the  importance  of  the  work  done  there. 

For  making  these  additions  the  trustees  are 
confident  that  83,000,000  at  least  will  be  neces- 
sary, and  we  would  suggest  to  your  Honor  that 
the  next  Legislature  be  requested  to  grant  the 
city  permission  to  borrow  that  amount  ovitside 
the  debt  limit.  The  trustees  have  given  the 
matter  much  thought  and  are  acquainted  with 
the  general  needs  of  the  hospital  as  given  above, 
but  a  detailed  plan  for  spending  so  large  a  sum 
of  money  cannot  be  presented  without  mature 
consideration  under  the  guidance  of  a  competent 
architect  trained  in  hospital  construction,  who 
could  furnish  us  with  his  conclusions  after  he  has 


studied  the  situation  and  become  conversant  with 
our  needs.     We  therefore  make  the  further  sug- 
gestion  that  the   City   Council  be  requested   to 
make  an  appropriation  of  8180,000  for  architect's 
fees.     We  hope  that  this  will  receive  the  attention 
of  your  Honor  and  the  City  Council  at  the  earliest 
possible   moment   in   order   that   a   detailed   plan 
may  accompany  our  petition  to  the  next  Legislature.

to  conserve  the  city's  moral  and  financial  status 
in  the  matter  of  widening  of  Province  street. 
The  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  approve  the 
authorization  of  $1,500,000  outside  the  debt  limit 

for  the  construction  of  Province  street  renders 
it  necessary  that  the  funds  be  provided  within  the 
debt  limit. 

The  Hoard  of  Directors  of  the  Boston  Five 
CenU  Savings  Bank  have  submitted  to  the  Street 
Commission  a  statement  in  writing  setting  torth 
their  purpose  to  waive  damages  ior  the  razing  of 
the  building  now  occupied  bv  the  Boston  Five 
Cents  Savings  Bank  at  School  and  Province 
streets.  The  building  in  question  is  assessed  for 
$55,100.  They  further  agree  to  accept  ot  assessed 
valuation  for  land  taken.  Under  ordinary  con- 
ditions in  a  taking  of  this  character  the  city  would 
be  required  to  pay  at  least  25  per  cent  in  BXOefiB 
of  valuation,  so  thai  a  single  transaction  approxi- 
mates a  saving  of  $15,000  to  the  city.

The  following  statement  in  Executive  Com- 
mittee by   Sewer  Division  Engineer  Edward   F. 
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CITY   COUNCIL. 


Murphy,  is,  by  vote  of  the  Council,  here  included 
in  the  minutes: 

Chairman  WATSON— The  Mayor  today  had  a 
conference  with  the  Council  and  explained  to  us 
somewhat  concerning  the  8140,000  transferred  from 
reconstructing  and  repairing  streets  by  contract 
to  sewer  construction.  Some  questions  were 
asked  by  Coun.  Healey,  and  the  Mayor  frankly 
said  that  they  would  have  to  be  answered  by 
somebody  in  the  Public  Works  Department, 
presumably  you.  I  think  he~  did  tell  us  about 
$140,000  for  sewers  in  what  is  called  the  Charles 
river  basin  area,  to  take  care  of  inadequate  sewer 
accommodations  there.  Will  you  explain  to  us 
just  what  it  is  for,  please? 

Mr.  MURPHY — The  general  appropriation  for 
Sewer  Department,  construction  of  sewers,  was  a 
million  dollars.  Because  of  the  decree  of  the  court, 
taking  away  $300,000  because  of  the  award  for 
Stony  Brook,  we  were  left  with  a  large  area  in 
West  Roxbury,  known  as  Church  street,  Parkvale 
road,  where  there  are  thirty-five  houses  at  the 
present  time  completed,  without  drainage.  In  the 
Back  Bay,  they,  have  four  alleys  where  sewers 
will  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of  550,000,  where 
there  are  500  apartments  without  drainage. 
Those,  with  the  several  streets  in  West  Roxbury 
and  $30,000  or  $40,000  for  Brighton,  will  take 
up  the  amount  we  have  asked  for  the  Paving 
Division. 

Coun.  HEALEY— That  is,  summing  up? 

Mr.  MURPHY— The  Parkvale  road,  Church 
street  district,  West  Roxburv,  between  $50,000 
and  $60,000;  the  alleys  in  the  Back  Bay,  Audubon 
road  and  Queensberry  street,  $45,000;  and  then 
there  is  some  money  for  Brighton,  including  $10,000 
for  small  streets  such  as  Atlanta  street  and  several 
streets  where  they  have  built  three  or  four  houses. 

Coun.  HEALEY — In  other  words,  half  a  dozen 
streets  on  which  that  money  is  to  be  expended? 

Mr.  MURPHY— Yes,  sir. 

Coun.  HEALEY — The  sewers  on  Queensberry 
street  are  not.  sufficient  to  carry  off  the  sewerage 
now?  That  is,  they  have  sewers  there,  but  they 
are  not  sufficient? 

Mr.  MURPHY — They  are  building  houses  there 
now,  including  a  big  block.  There  are  250  apart- 
ments, and  without  new  sewers  they  will  not  have 
drainage.  They  are  going  to  be  occupied  the  first 
of  September,  and  they  have  been  requesting 
sewers  for  the  past  two  months.  We  will  not  be 
able  to  give  them  unless  we  get  this  money. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— This  money  cannot  be 
used  in  other  places? 

Mr.  MURPHY— No;  only  within  the  Charles 
river  area. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Well,  within  the  Charles 
river  area  aren't  there  a  lot  of  single  houses  that 
should  be  looked  after?  It  looks  as  though  these 
people  erecting  large  buildings  might  have  a 
monopoly  on  the  funds.  Where  will  West  Roxbury 
and  Brighton  come  in?  I  would  like  to  see  a  lot 
of  it  go  out  there,  myself. 

Mr.  MURPHY — Well,  a  good  deal  of  the  money 
will  be  spent  on  Church  street,  West  Roxbury, 
where  they  have  developed  thirty-five  houses  at 
the  present  time  and  are  building  eight  or  ten 
more.     Those  are  all  sold  to  individuals. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— And  this  is  where  you  are 
going  to  take  the  money  from? 

Mr.  MURPHY— Yes,  sir. 

Chairman  HAGAN— What  is  the  law?  If  the 
sewers  are  inadequate,  the  State  Board  of  Health 
can  compel  you  to  put  in  sewers? 

Mr.  MURPHY— They  have  the  approval  of 
every  sewer  we  build  in  that  area — have  to  go  to 
the  State  House  for  approval;  that  is,  as  to  size 
and  drainage. 

Coun.   HEALEY — You   remember   the  old  act, 

Eroviding  for  the  expenditure  of  $2,500,000  in 
ve  years  for  the  Charles  river  basin? 

Mr.  MURPHY— Yes,  an  annual  appropriation 
of  one-twentieth  of  the  taxable  valuation,  some- 
thing of  the  kind. 

Covin.  HEALEY— That  ended  when? 

Mr  MURPHY— In  1917  or  1918. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Now  this  is  in  that  area? 

Mr.  MURPHY— Yea,  sir. 

Coun.  HEALEY— And  the  sewers  you  are 
going  to  construct  are  from  the  sewers  in  the 
streets  into  the  houses? 

Mr.  MURPHY— No,  sir,  the  main  sewers  in  the 
s  t  r  o  o  t  ^ 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— You  will  save  money  by 
connecting  with  the  state  sewers,  from  the  town 
of  Dedham? 


Mr.  MURPHY — Yes,  sir;  connecting  with  the 
state  sewers. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY—  At  the  Parental  School 
Veterans'  Hospital  there  is  a  street  without  a 
sewer.     Will  this  take  care  of  that? 

Mr.  MURPHY'— Yes,  sir. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— On  the  Charles  river- 
backing  up  into  that  hospital,  wasn't  the  Elevated 
going  to  put  a  breakwater  or  something  of  the  sort, 
in  there,  which  they  never  did? 

Mr.  MURPHY"— I  couldn't  say  as  to  that. 
That  would  be  more  a  matter  of  flood  prevention 
than  a  sewer  matter. 

Coun.  HEALEY — The  sewers  that  are  there 
now  are  not  sufficient  to  take  off  the  sewerage  of 
these  thirty-five  houses? 

Mr.  MURPHY— No.

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to 
make  a  statement,  that  I  am  going  to  vote  "no," 
without  prejudice,  on  this  matter.  I  had  under- 
stood that  the  courtesy  of  the  Council  in  the 
matter  of  extension  of  time  when  desired,  was 
always  given  to  a  new  man,  particularly  on  a 
very  important  matter.  I  had  understood  that 
the  Council  was  famous  for  that  procedure.  I 
have  not  asked  extensions  of  time  on  very  many 
matters  in  this  Council.  I  do  know  that  this 
matter  last  year  occasioned  a  whole  lot  of  adverse 
criticism  and  of  public  talk.  I  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  the  knowledge  of  the  matter 
that  has  been  afforded  other  members.  I  certainly 
deem  it  unwise  and  unfair  to  ask  a  new  man,  on 
an  hour's  notice,  to  vote  in  favor  of  such  an  appro- 
priation of  half  a  million  dollars,  especially  in 
view  of  the  previous  history  of  the  matter.  There- 
fore, I  shall  vote  "no,"  without  prejudice,  which 
does  not  mean  that  two  weeks  from  now  I  may 
not  vote  in  favor  of  it.  But  I  do  say.  and  I  want 
to  drive  it  home,  that  it  is  an  unusual  procedure 
for  the  Boston  City  Council  to  jam  a  thing  through 
when  a  member  makes  a  reasonable  request  for 
further  time  to  consider  it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  as  a 
matter  of  law  here,  on  a  loan  order,  fourteen  days 
intervene  between  first  and  second  reading.  So  I 
don't  see  wherein  it  can  do  the  councilor  any  harm 
at  this  time  to  vote  for  the  order  the  first  time, 
changing  his  vote,  if  he  so  desires,  later.  We  were 
in  conference  with  the  Mayor  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  or  two  hours  today,  and  he  told  us  that  if  we 
had  questions  to  ask  he  would  answer  them  to  the 
best  of  his  ability  and  knowledge.  Very  few 
questions  were  asked.  I  know  I  askea  some 
questions  concerning  things  I  wanted  to  know 
about. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  heard 
that  statement  so  often  that  I  think  an  answer 
is  due.  The  gentleman  said  that  the  Mayor 
offered  to  answer  questions.  This_  is  a  matter 
that  involves  an  expenditure  of  $500,000.  The 
Mayor  and  others  interested,  I  suppose,  have 
talked  this  matter  over  for  several  months,  and 
then  they  say,  at  a  conference,  "ask  any  questions 
you  desire."  Perhaps  I  might  have  asked  a 
dozen  questions,  but  I  think  I  understood  the 
courtesies  of  the  situation — I  think  everybody 
understood  them — The  Mayor  invites  us  to 
luncheon,  and  when  we  get  through  are  we  to 
bally-rag  the  Mayor  with  questions  that  may 
embarrass  him,  and  perhaps  foolish  questions  on 
our  part?  I  understand  the  situation,  and  we 
all  understand  it.  There  is  the  eternal  fitness 
of  things  to  be  considered;  I  recognize  that,  as 
others  do.  But  because  we  go  there  and  don't 
ask  questions,  it  does  not  mean  that  we  are  abso- 
lutely satisfied.  I  don't  say  that  I  shall  not  vote 
for  this  in  two  weeks,  but  I  do  desire,  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  people,  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
fair  and  intelligent  decision.  I  don't  want  to 
vote  for  this  today  and  two  weeks  from  today  feel 
compelled  to  vote  against  it.  I  wish  to  vote  as 
intelligently  as  possible  both  times  and  to  vote  the 
same  way  both  times,  unless  something  comes 
up  that  prevents  my  so  voting. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  6,  nays  3,  Coun.  Hagan,  Healey  and 
Lane  voting  nay.

GASOLENE  TANK,  HARVARD  STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  presented  a  protest  of  citizens  of 
Dorchester  against  the  granting  of  permit  for 
gasolene  tank  at  8  and  10  Harvard  street,  Dor- 
chester. 

In  connection  with  the  petition  Coun.  HAGAN 
offered  an  order — That  the  Executive  Committee 
grant  a  public  hearing  to  the  citizens  of  Dorchester 
on  the  question  of  granting  a  permit  for  a  gasolene 
tank  on  Harvard  street,  Dorchester. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  unless  there  is 
some  objection,  I  will  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  the  immediate  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  if 
we  are  going  to  grant  a  hearing  we  ought  to  serve 
notice  on  the  Street  Commissioners  to  withhold 
the  granting  of  the  permit.  If  they  grant  the 
permit  before  we  have  a  hearing,  acting  in  the 
matter,  the  hearing  will  do  no  good. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to 
incorporate  in  my  remarks  the  suggestion  that  that 
be  done,  in  addition  to  the  order  that  I  have  pre- 
pared. Citizens  interested  in  the  matter,  and 
living  in  that  district,  present  the  following  peti- 
tion: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  representing  the  Dor- 
chester Taxpayers  League,  the  Dorchester  Center 
Improvement  Association,  the  Dorchester  Women's 
City  Club,  Mothers  and  Homemakers'  Club,  the 
Dorchester  League  of  Women  Voters,  the  Sarah 
Greenwood  Center,  the  Dorchester  Women's 
Club,  the  Fortnightly  Club  and  the  Alpha  Club, 
hereby  protest  against  the  granting  of  a  permit  for 
a  gasolene  tank  at  8  and  10  Harvard  street,  Dor- 
chester, and  request  a  public  hearing  on  the  same." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  considerable 
opposition  to  the  granting  of  this  privilege  for  a 
gasolene  tank  in  the  district,  and  the  neighborhood 
seems  to  be  aroused,  it  seems  to  me  fitting  and 
proper  that  a  public  hearing  should  be  granted  and 
that  the  Street  Commissioners  should  be  notified 
of  the  same  and  asked  to  hold  up  the  signing  of  the 
permit  until  after  the  public  hearing.  I  will  ask 
the  Council  to  consider  the  advisability  of  holding 
the  hearing  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  the 
remonstrants  live.  A  great  many  of  these  people 
are  people  who  are  at  their  daily  work  and  who  are 
unable  to  attend  hearings  here  in  the  afternoon. 
Therefore,  I  think  we  ought  to  go  out  there.  I 
was  going  to  suggest,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  we  hold 
the  hearing  in  the  Sarah  Greenwood  School  Hall,  at 
a  date  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, giving  the  people  ample  opportunity  to 
gather  their  forces,  for  we  all  know  that  at  this 
season  of  the  year  there  arc  a  great  many  people 
who  would  be  interested  in  a  matter  of  this  sort 
but  who  arc  apt  to  be  away  on  vacations. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


COST   OF   SCHOOLVARDS   AS 
PLAYGROUNDS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the  City 
Council,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  request  the 
Boston  School  Committee  to  inform  the  City 
Council  what  would  be  the  cost,  for  supervision  for 
balance  of  summer  of  all  schoolyards  now  not  open 
for  playground  use. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  reason  why 
I  have  presented  this  order  is  because  of  the  order 
which  I  introduced  here  earlier,  which  was  passed 
upon  favorably  by  the  Council,  asking  the  School 
Committee  to  open  up  all  school  yards  in  Munic- 
ipal Boston  for  playground  purposes  during  the 
summer  months.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  report  of  which  came  to  the 
Council  today,  they  replied  as  follows: 

"The  Board  is  of  the  opinion,  based  upon  past 
experience,  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  open  school 
yards  for  play  purposes  without  adding  great 
supervision.  Approximately  forty  school  yards 
are  now  used  for  this  purpose,  and  in  view  of  the 
limitation  of  its  available  funds  the  Board  is  unable 
to  add  to  this  number." 

The  purpose  of  the  order  presented  today  is  to 
ask  the  School  Committee  what  would  be  the  cost 
of  supervision  of  those  yards  not  now  open.  The 
very  fact  that  forty  school  yards  are  open  shows 
the  desirability  of  having  school  yards  open  for 
this  purpose,  and  why  forty  should  be  open  and 
the  remainder  kept  closed  in  the  summer  I  do  not 
understand.  We  all  appreciate  and  are  in  favor 
of  playgrounds,  and  funds  of  the  city  are  being 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  not  only  for  the 
purchasing  of  new  playgrounds  but  for  the  benefit 
of  those  already  existing.  We  also  know  that  the 
Street  Commissioners  or  city  officials  are  seriously 
considering,  if  they  have  not  already  ordered,  that 
certain  streets  shall  be  closed  to  vehicular  traffic, 
in  order  to  permit  of  their  being  used  for  playground 
purposes  at  certain  periods.  If  it  is  wise  to  use 
certain  school  yards,  as  well  as  certain  streets,  for 
playground  purposes,  it  seems  to  me  unwise,  simply 
because  of  lack  of  appropriation,  to  keep  the  other 
school  yards  closed.  In  New  York  City  every 
school  yard  is  kept  wide"  open  for  school  children 
for  playground  purposes,  and  if  New  York  can  do 
it  Boston  should  do  it.  The  object  of  the  order  is 
to  ask  the  School  Committee  to  report  on  the  matter 
to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  Let  us  know 
what  the  cost  of  supervision  will  be,  and  when  that 
information  is  received  I  am  going  to  introduce  an 
order  asking  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  out  of  his 
Reserve  Fund,  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  keep  open,  for  the  balance  of  the  season 
at  least,  the  school  yards  now  closed  to  school 
children. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  gentleman  in  the  spirit  of  the  order,  but  even 
if  the  School  Committee  should  come  back  and 
inform  us  that  it  will  cost  so  much  to  supervise 
the  school  yards  that  are  not  already  open,  how  can 
we  be  of  any  assistance  in  the  matter?  It  is  not 
at  all  likely  that  the  School  Committee  will  permit 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  to  function  in 
their  affairs,  and  certainly  the  City  Council  would 
not  be  in  a  position  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
School  Board,  for  which  the  Board  has  not  asked, 
letting  them  do  whatever  they  saw  fit  with  the 
taxpayers'  money.  As  I  say.  I  believe  in  the  spirit 
of  the  order,  but  it  is  just  a  waste  of  time.  We 
are  not  going  to  accomplish  anything  by  it,  and 
this  continually  putting  in  orders  calling  on  some- 
body to  do  something,  wherein  we  haven't  any 
power  in  the  matter,  is  placing  us  in  a  ridiculous 
position,  in  my  opinion.  If  anybody  else  but  the 
gentleman  who  has  introduced  the  order  had  put 
it  in,  I  would  say  that  it  was  buncombe.  The 
idea  of  our  asking  the  School  Committee  to  tell 
us  how  much  it  is  going  to  cost  to  supervise  the 
school  yards  not  already  in  use  by  the  children  in 
the  summer  time!  Then,  if  we  should  find  out  the 
information  in  regard  to  the  amount,  it  would  then 
have  to  be  taken  up  with  Ins  Honor  the  Mayor, 
and  it  is  proposed  that  he  devote  some  money  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  I  don't, 
sec  the  School  Committee  giving  any  money  to  the 
city  government,  in  the  legislative  or  executive 
blanches,  or  otherwise.  They  take  pretty  good 
care  of  whatever  money  they  have  in  their  depart- 
ment:  and  we  arc  going  to  get  another  slap  in  the 
face  if  we  pass  this  order.  I,  for  one,  propose  not 
to  vote  for  it 

Coun.  HAGAN* — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
says  that  the  order  is  a  meritorious  one,  but  that 
he  does  not  intend  to  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  WATSON— 1  said  that  the  spirit  of  it  is 
meritorious. 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  seems  to  me  the  gentleman 
is  a  little  bit  inconsistent.  If  the  spirit  of  the 
order  is  meritorious,  then  the  intent  is  meritorious. 
If  the  order  lias  any  merit  whatsoever  it  should  be 
voted  for,  and  not  against.  If  the  order  is  without 
merit,  the  gentleman  is  justified  in  voting  against 
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it.  I  did  say  in  my  remarks  that  if  the  order  were 
passed  and  the  information  were  sent  to  the  City 
Council  from  the  School  Committee,  I  would  then 
ask  the  Mayor  to  appropriate  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  a  sufficient  sum  to  take  care  of  the  expense  of 
supervision,  providing  the  School  Committee 
with  money  which  they  say  is  not  now  available 
from  their  fund.  The  gentleman  takes  exception 
to  that  line  of  thought,  and  yet  I  have  not  beard 
him  offer  any  alternative  plan.  If  there  is  any 
better  plan  that  he  or  anybody  can  present,  I  am 
willing  to  go  with  the  better  plan.  I  have  lived 
long  enough  in  this  world,  and  been  long  enough 
in  the  City  Council,  to  understand  that  always 
whenever  any  measure  is  presented  there  will  be 
reasons  found  why  it  should  not  be  passed.  "We 
cannot  do  this,"  "We  cannot  do  that,"  and  yet 
tho  evidence  shows  that  we  can  do  many  things 
that  the  objectors  claim  cannot  be  done.  Where 
there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way.  When  there  is  the 
proper  spirit  to  be  helpful,  we  can  find  some  ways 
and  means  to  assist  the  School  Committee,  who 
evidently  are  powerless  to  accomplish  the  good 
purpose  we  have  in  mind  without  sonic  assistance. 
The  very  fact  I  have  already  stated,  that  forty  of 
the  school  yards  are  open  at  the  present  time,  is 
proof  positive  that  the  School  Committee  believe 
in  keeping  the  school  yards  open  f<y  the  children 
in  the  summer  time  The  gentleman  feels  that 
this  is  a  subterfuge  for  giving  money  to  the  School 
Committee.  He  loses  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  are 
not  giving  the  money  to  the  School  Committee  but 
to  the  school  children  of  Boston,  that  we  are  giving 
it  for  their  benefit.  The  School  Committee  are 
simply  going  to  spend  it  for  that  meritorious  pur- 
pose, if  it  can  be  obtained.  If  the  gentleman  will 
get  out  of  his  mind  the  idea  that  we  are  giving  any- 
thing to  the  School  Committee,  but  will  realize 
that  we  are  giving  it  to  the  school  children,  he  will 
prohablv  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  spirit  is  all  right,  but 
the  order  is  buncombe,  pure  and  simple. 

The  order  was  passed. 


PAYMENT   TO   FATHER   OF   HENRY   C. 
GROTE. 

Coum  MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  chapter  433  of  the  Acts  of  1923, 

entitled  "An  Act  Authorising  the  City  of  Boston. 

to  Pay  a  Sum  of  Money  to  the  Father  of  Henry  C. 

Grote" — be  and  the  same  hereby  is  accepted. 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
433  of  the  Acts  of  1923  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  allowed 
and  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  $250  to  Carl  H.

PROTEST  AGAINST  TRACKS  REMOVAL  ON 
LEXINGTON   STREET. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  ha\e  given  a  public  notice  of  a 
proposed  discontinuance  of  the  car  service  on 
Lexington  street  in  East  Boston,  and  of  the  transfer 
of  said  service  to  its  tracko  on  Bennington  street; 
and 

Whereas,  Said  car  service  on  Lexington  street 
has  continued  for  more  than  a  generation,  serving 
a  crowded,  compactly  built-up  area  in  East  Boston, 
of  home-owners  and  wage-earners,  a  district  prac- 
tically free  from  mercantile  business;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  intention  of  the  said  trustees  on 
the  completion  of  the  new  terminal  now  being 
worked  in  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  to  lay  tracks  on 
Chelsea  street,  between  Maverick  square  and  Day 


square,  and  to  remove  the  tracks  on  Bennington 
street,  between  Central  square  and  Day  square;  and 

Whereas,  The  discontinuance  of  car  service  in 
said  street  and  streets  would  be  a  deadening  blow 
to  the  district  affected;    be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  records  its 
solemn  protest  against  the  removal  of  the  tracks  on 
Lexington  and  Bennington  street: 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  burden  t i i •  ■  <  louncil  with  a  speech  on  this  matter, 
because  I  think  from  reading  the  morning  papers 
tli'  members  of  the  Council  understand  it  fully  as 
well  as  I  do.  I  would  ask  some  one  of  the  coun- 
cilors to  amend  the  resolution  so  that  it  will  state 
thai  the  Council  unanimously  believes  that  we 
should,  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens,  take  the 
position  suggested  here.  I  cannot  help  making 
public  expression  of  the  fact  that  the  trustees  of  the 
iio  tun  Kh-valod  Kailroad  are  adopting  a^olicy  that 
will  outlaw,  you  might  Bay,  almost  35,000  persons 
in  East  B  si  . ■  >  fr  >m  the  use  of  the  car  service  that 
they  have  had  for  more  than  a  generation.  When 
the  Ai'i  hi   1918  was  passed  n  was  understood,  of 

Course,  that     the    people    win-    L'oing    to    pay    the 

freight.    They  were  willing,  and  have  been  willing 

lor  the  last  several  years,  to  pay  a  10-Cent  car  fare 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railroad.    I  do  not  understand,  however,  that  (he 

people    are    willing    to    admit    that    in    paying    the 

higher  car  fare  they  should  have  their  car  service 
reduced.  The  Elevated  has  not  only  cut  off  cars 
in  East  Boston  but  are  going  to  establish  a  new 
thoroughfare  in  East  Boston  that  will  do  away  with 
Meridian  street  as  the  retail  trade  district  in  Bast 
Boston.  The  people  of  East  Boston  are  excited 
beyond  i tsure,  I  hesitate  to  say  too  much,  be- 
cause I  might  say  sonic  things  that  would  not  look 
gmid  in  the  papers.  I  ask  some  other  member  to 
amend  so  that  it  will  appear  that  the  Council 
unanimously  and  vehemently  protests  the  change 
in  the  car  service  in  East  Boston. 

Coun.  HAG  AX — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  the 
councilor  if  he  has  found  out  what,  if  anything,  they 
are  going  to  give  in  return  for  the  doing  away  with 
the  Lexington  and  Bennington  street  lines? 

Coun.  HEALEY — They  are  going  to  establish  a 
route  on  Chelsea  street  and  take  cars  off  Lexington 
and  Bennington  streets.  On  Wednesday,  at  half 
past  eleven,  a  hearing  is  to  be  held  by  the  trusti  i 
at  which  I  hope  the  members  of  the  Council  will 
appear.  But  we  have  not  heard  the  plans  of  the 
trusters  yet. 

Coun.  HAGAN — So  they  are  going  to  be  on 
Chelsea  strei  I " 

Coun.  HEALEY— Yes,  sir. 

Coun.  HAGAN — WTiat  is  the  distance  on  Chel- 
sea street? 

Coun.  HEALEY — From  the  tunnel  to  Day 
square  and  to  Orient  Heights,  and  eventually  to 
Lynn,  I  suppose.  But  I  cannot  state  definitely 
as  to  that,  because  the  Elevated  has  not  given  the 
public  its  plan. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


GEORGE    H.   TANNER   SQUARE. 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  Saratoga  and  Wordsworth 
streets,  East  Boston,  be  named  and  known  as 
George  H.  Tanner  square,  in  memory  of  said 
Tanner,  who  was  killed  in  the  United  States  service 
during  the  World  War,  and  that  signs  be  erected  to 
designate  said  square. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TRANSFER,    ADAMS    STREET   PLAY- 
GROUND. 

Coun.  WATSON  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.  8,  viz".: 

8.  Ordered,  That  under  authority  of  chapter 
2G1  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer: 

From  the  appropriation  for  Allston  Playground, 
Improvements,  85,000,  to  the  appropriation  for 
Adams  Street,  Dorchester,  Playground,  $5,000. 

On  June  25,  1923,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  7,  nays  0,  Coun.  Donoghue,  Gilbody,  Hagan, 
Healey,  Lane,  Walsh  and  Watson  voting  yea. 
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CITY    HOSPITAL    PLANS,    ETC. 

Coun.  WATSON  called  up  unfinished  business. 
No.  10,  viz.: 

10.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $180,000  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended 
by  the  City  Hospital  Trustees  for  hospital  build- 
ings, plans,  etc.,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion the  City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  author- 
ized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  June  25,  1923,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  would  the 
Council  object  if  a  communication  were  sent  to 
the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  asking  them  to 
come  here  and  explain  what  thev  mean  by  No.  10 
on  the  calendar?  I  understand  that  they  have 
asked  for*$180,000  for  architect's  fees.  I  don't 
want  to  appear  to  be  in  the  position  of  delaying 
the  plans  of  the  Hospital  Trustees  for  the  care  of 
the  sick  poor  of  Boston,  but  if  you  will  read  the 
letter  sent  in  by  the  trustees,  printed  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  our  last  meeting  you  will  find  that 
they  are  asking  $180,000  for  architect's  fees. 
I  think  that  is  unprecedented.  If  the  Council 
does  not  insist  on  immediate  action  on  the  order 
before  us,  if  they  are  willing  that  the  action  I 
suggest  be  taken,  I  am  going  to  amend  that  order 
so  it  will  read  "that  $501, 000  be  hereby  appro- 
priated for  hospital  buildings,"  and  then  we  can 
have  another  order  under  which  $10,000  be  ex- 
pended by  the  City  Hospital  Trustees  in  making 
plans  for  hospital  buildings. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  we  ought  to  delay  on  this  matter.  I  think 
every  member  here  has  sufficient  respect  for 
and  confidence  in  the  Hospital  Trustees  to  grant 
them  everything  they  ask.  I  don't  think  the 
size  of  the  loan  should  enter  into  it  at  all.  I 
think  we  ought  to  speed  up  and  give  it  to  them 
npw.  We  will  eventually,  without  changing  it  a 
particle.  Let  the  $500,000  order  suggested  by  the 
gentleman  be  introduced  independently  of  this. 
You  will  eventually  vote  for  No.  10  on  the  calendar. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  if  it  is  felt  that  we  should 
act  immediately,  I  would  move  that  the  amount 
of  $180,000  be  stricken  out,  $500,000  inserted  in 
place  thereof,  and  that  the  words  "plans,"  etc., 
be  stricken  out  of  No.  10. 

President  LANE — The  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY— May  I  inquire  why? 

Clerk  DONOVAN — You  cannot  amend  a  loan 
bill  after  it  has  taken  its  first  reading,  under  sec- 
tion 2  of  chapter  491)  of  the  Acts  of  1909. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  suppose 
now  the  gentleman  is  willing  to  vote  for  the 
measure  as  it  stands? 

Coun.  HEALEY— No.  I  cannot  vote  for  it 
in  that  wording. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  appreciate  the 
feeling  that  actuates  Coun.  Healey.  Unfortu- 
nately, on  account  of  the  charter  provision,  we 
are  unable  to  amend  the  order  at  this  time.  Hut 
there  is  another  way  in  which  the  result  can  be 
accomplished.  If  this  order  is  killed,  a  new  order 
can  then  lie  submitted  to  the  City  Council.  We 
have  the  right  and  authority  to  prepare  and 
introduce  such  an  order.  I  sympathize  entirely 
with  the  feeling  that  prompts  him  to  bring  the 
trustees  down  here.  There  certainly  is  no  harm 
in  that.  It  is  certainly  no  reflection  on  them  to 
ask  them  what  they  want,  so  that  we  may  be 
enabled  to  form  some  idea  of  our  own  before 
appropriating  any  large  sum  of  money.  It  does 
seem  to  me,  as  I  reflect  on  it,  that  $180,000  for 
plans  is  a  very  high  price.  Perhaps  1  may  be 
mistaken,  and  perhaps  the  trustees  could  so^  in- 
form me  and  clear  my  mind  in  the  matter.  That 
remains  to  lie  seen.  Therefore,  I  shall  vote  against 
this  order  here  today,  so  that  we  will  be  able  to 
get  information  from  the  City  Hospital  Trustees, 
and  if  it  is  clear  that  this  money  is  needed  we  will 
of  course  appropriate  it.  Bui  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  City  Council  should  not  appropriate  money 
blindly,  but  that  we  should  at  least  go  through 
the  form,  the  ceremony  of  asking  information, 
not  being  expected  to  take  everything  on  faith. 
I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  order  will  be  killed 
today,  so  that  Coun.  Healey  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  offer  a  new  order,  a  substitute,  along  the 
line  he  has  suggested. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  perfectly 
willing  that  tin-  matter  should  go  over  to  a  future 
meeting,  to  meet    the  purpose  that  the  gentlemen 


have  in  mind.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied,  however, 
that  after  that  it  will  be  passed  as  it  appears  here, 
and  that  it  will  mean  only  two  weeks'  delay,  that 
is  all.  I  do  not  believe  _in  delaying  matters  that 
concern  the  City  Hospital. 

President  LANE — The  Chair  would  state  that 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  had  been  re- 
duced on  the  30th  day  of  June  to  about  $862,000. 
Since  then  you  have  given  a  reading  to  an  order 
appropriating  $500,000  for  the  Province  Court 
widening  and  $180,000  for  the  City  Hospital 
architect's  fees.  So  the  amount  here  could  not 
be  increased  to  $500,000,  provided  you  passed  the 
other  order  that  I  have  referred  to,  for  $500,000. 
The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  was  reduced 
on  June  30  to  $S62,000,  I  think. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  if  the 
gentlemen  will  read  the  letter  sent  in  by  the 
Hospital  Trustees  they  will  see  the  point  I  am 
making: 

"We  therefore  make  the  further  suggestion 
that  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  make  an 
appropriation  of  $180,000  for  architect's  fees." 

I  don't  think  you  are  going  to  vote  to  give  them 
$189,000  without  knowing  what  their  plans  are. 
I  hardly  think  so.  I  don't  think  we  need  a  speech 
on  that  particular  matter. 

President  LANE — Does  Coun.  Watson  with- 
draw his  motion? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  perfectly  willing  to  do 
so,  Mr.  President.  I  am  entirely  willing  that  the 
matter  should  be  postponed:  but  I  know  that 
eventually  it  will  go  through  exactly  as  it  is  here. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  how  does  that 
leave  it? 

President  LANE — On  the  calendar. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Wi  thout  anv  action  being 
taken  at  all? 

President  LANE — Yes,  without  any  action  being 
taken. 

Coun.  Watson's  motion  being  withdrawn,  No. 
10  remains  on  the  calendar  as  unfinished  business. 


HIGHWAYS,  MAKING  OF. 

Coun.  WATSON  called  up  unfinished  business, 
No.  9,  viz.: 

9.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $500,000  be  and 
hereby  is  apropriated  for  highways,  making  of, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts 
of  1901),  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
issue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  to  said  amount. 

On  June  25,  1923,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  veas  6,  navs  3. 

Coun.  HAGAN.— Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
anything  I  will  have  to  say  on  No.  9  will  not  have 
much  weight,  but  I  feel,  nevertheless,  as  if  some- 
thing should  be  said.  This  is  a  matter  that  has 
been  before  this  body  for  some  time.  It  is  a 
matter  that  appeared  before  the  legislative  body 
and  was  turned  down.  They  refused  to  grant 
the  privilege  of  borrowing  money  outside  the  debt 
limit  for  this  purpose.  Nov  the  Mayor  comes 
along  and  wants  to  borrow  within  the  debt  limit, 
to  establish  this  short  street,  which  most  of  the 
public-spirited  bodies  and  a  great  many  of  the 
citi/ens  of  Boston  believe  is  going  to  be  of  no 
value  after  it  is  widened,  unless  possibly  to  estab- 
lish a  parking  station  for  the  Parker  House  taxi 
cabs.  It  is  going  to  be  of  no  value  to  the  com- 
munity unless  it  is  extended  away  beyond,  opening 
up  to  the  west  of  Hoylston  street,  and  that  is  a 
very  far  cry  into  the  future.  We  are  now  asked 
to  appropriate  $500,000  for  this  project,  to  which 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  honest  opposition.  We 
are  told  by  the  President  of  this  body  that  if  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  should  come  in  here 
next  week  or  any  other  time  this  year  asking  for 
some  additional  money  to  build  these  buildings 
at  the  City  Hospital,  we  can't  give  it  to  them 
because  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  inside 
the  debt  limit  is  exhausted.  We  are  spending 
money  here,  if  this  order  passes,  in  an  unwise  way, 
and  we  are  laying  ourselves  open  to  criticism, 
because  we  will  not  even,  as  I  say,  if  the  emergency 
arises,  have  enough  money  for  the  City  Hospital 
Trustees.  We  have  the  further  fact  that  there  is 
opposition  from  all  the  public-spirited  bodies  of 
the  city,  who  arc  opposed  to  the  widening  of 
Province  street,  in  addition  to  the  opposition 
from    a    great    many    people   in    this   community. 


JULY   9,    1923. 
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This  fact  ought  to  give  us  pause  at  least.  Cer- 
tainly we  should  not  act  too  hastily  upon  the 
matter.     The  reflection  also  suggests  itself  that 

in  using  this  money,  as  I  think  and  claim  unwisely, 
for  this  specific  purpose,  you  are  leaving  your- 
selves in  such  a  position  that,  no  matter  what 
develops  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  there  will 
be  no  money  available  within  the  borrowing 
capacity  of  the  city  inside  tin-  debt  limit,  no 
matter  how  meritorious  the  project  may  be.  I 
am  going  to  ask  for  the  mature  reflection  of  tliose 
members  of  the  body  who  voted  for  the  ordoi  al 
toe  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  requesting  that 
they  consider  what  they  are  doing.  1  hope  to 
see  i  lie  order  killed  here  today. 

Coun,  HEAL BY— Mr.  President,  may  1  ask  the 
Council  to  send  for  the  chairman  of  the  Hoard 
of  Assessors  to  find  out  what  the  assessment  is 
as  of  1922  and  1921  on  these  particular  lands, 
and  what  his  intention  is  in  the  matter  of  assess- 
ment for  1923,  particularly  on  the  George  U. 
Crocker  estate? 

President  LANE — Is  that  a  motion. 

Coun.  1IKALEY  —  I  would  offer  that  as  a  sug- 
gestion, perhaps. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  think  it  is  a  matter  of  mil 
call,  as  far  as  No.  9  on  the  calendar  is  concerned. 

Coun.  1IKALEY— Mr.  President,  if  a  roll  cull 
is  to  he  insisted  upon,  I  will  just  say  this.  I 
understand  that  there  has  been  a  stay  in  toe  plan 
of  valuation  of  the  property  involved  in  the 
Crocker  estate  that  will  mean,  even  if  it  is  to  be 
taken  on  the  basis  of  tne  assessed  valuation,  that 
the  taking  of  the  lot  that  will  be  involved  in  that 
estate  under  the  new  plan  may  involve  an  extra 
cost  to  the  city  of  1100,000.  That,  I  understand, 
may  be  the  case,  even  if  it  is  bought  at  the  assessed 
value.  That  is  something  that  I  think  we  should 
have  information  about. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  (),  nays  3. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  Gllbody, 
Moriarty,  Walsh,  Watson — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Ifagan.  Hcalcy,  Line — 3.

Gentlemen. — The  Building  Commissioner, 
John  H.  Mahony,  has  submitted  to  me  a  re- 
port relative  to  chapter  278  of  the  Acts  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  of  1923,  which 
requires  acceptance  by  the  City  Council  and 
Mayor. 

The  adoption  of  chapter  278  of  the  Acts  of 
1923  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Building  Com- 
missioner, necessary  for  the  adequate  protec- 
tion from  fire  of  such  buildings  as  may  be 
erected  under  the  previsions  of  the  building 
law  permitting   a  height  of   155  feet. 

I  accept  the  judgment  of  the  Building  Com-

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  request 
I  am  forwarding  you  the  information  you  de- 
sire relative  to  the  new  standpipe  bill  passed 
by  the  Legislature  of  1923,  namely,  chapter 
278.  This  particular  bill  has  been  before  the 
Legislature  for  the  past  two  years,  and  this 
year  it  received  favorable  approval  with  the 
understanding  that  it  be  accepted  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  bill  was  drafted  by  the  officials  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  Building  Depart- 
ment, primarily  to  take  care  of  small  fires  in 
the   upper  stories  of  the  155-foot  building. 

This  act  is  in  harmony  with  the  law  in 
New  York  and  Cleveland ;  its  purpose  is  to 
aid  the  firemen  in  putting  out  small  fires  by 
carrying  fifty  feet  of  hose  on  their  backs  to 
the  outlet  on  the  floor  where  the  fire  occurs, 
The  bill  also  provides,  in  addition,  for  a  first- 
aid  hose  to  be  used  by  the  occupants  of  the 
building    in    the   incipiency   of   a   tire. 

As  it  is  left  to  the  City  Council  for  final  ac- 
ceptance, I  most  earnestly  urge  that  a  com- 
munication be  forwarded  by  you  setting  forth 
the  necessity  of  this  acceptance  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the   City  Council. 

This  act  had  a  relative  influence  in  aiding 
the  passage  of  the  addition  to  the  building 
law  permitting  buildings  to  be  erected  to  a 
hi  i    lit   of    155   feet. 

This  bill  further  provides  the  means  for  the 
Fire  Department  to  readily  attack  fires  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street  or  passageway 
and  thereby  prevent  extension  of  possible 
conflagration. 

The  bill  is  strongly  urged  by  the  chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  insurance  inter- 
ests  as  well  as  by   the  Building  Department. 

A  copy  of  this  bill,  duly  signed  by  the 
speaker  of  the  House,  the  president  of  the 
Senate,  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and 
certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  with  the 
great  Seal  of  the  Commonwealth,  has  been 
sent  to  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
City   Council.

Dear  Sir, — With  reference  to  the  attached 
order,  I  have  had  several  conferences  with  the 
author,  Coun.  Healey.  and  Mr.  Koren,  chair- 
man of  the  Statistics  Department  Trustees.  As 
a  result  of  these  conferences  we  have  agreed 
that  rather  than  burden  the  departments  with 
the  preparation  of  quarterly  reports  it  would 
be  more  feasible  to  have  the  City  Record 
print,  at  certain  definite  intervals,  items  of 
public  interest  concerning  departmental  work. 
In  brief,  the  idea  might  be  stated  as  follows  : 
Every  three  months  there  would  be  issued 
with  the  City  Record  a  supplement  devoted 
to  departmental  activities.  This  supplement 
would  be  prepared  by  the  editor  of  the 
Record,  the  departments  co-operating  to  the 
extent    of    funishing    the    necessary    material. 

If  you  consider  this  supplement  idea  worth 
while  I  would  suggest  that  you  direct  the 
editor  of  the  City  Record  to  start  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  supplement  to  be  issued  during 
the  month  of  August,  summarizing  the  work 
of  the  first  six  months  of  this  fiscal  year.

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  your  inquiry  con- 
cerning the  order  adopted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  regard  to  quarterly  reports  by  certain 
departments,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  adhere  gen- 
erally to  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Budget 
Commissioner. 

If  the  burden  of  preparing  quarterly  re- 
ports were  to  be  placed  on  different  depart- 
ments it  would  become  intolerable  and  might 
easily  interfere  with  their  legitimate  functions. 

Under  the  suggested  arrangement,  it  would 
be  feasible  for  the  editor  of  the  City  Record 
to  obtain  the  necessary  information  and  to 
systematize   it   himself    (with  such   aid   as   this 


department  could  render  him),  thus  not  plac- 
ing extra  work  upon  departments.  Self- 
evidently,  no  quarterly  report  should  be 
printed  in  the  City  Record  without  the  in- 
dorsement of  it  by  the  department  in  ques- 
tion. 

On  the  expense  side,  it  would  not  add  ma- 
terially to  the  cost  of  the  City  Record  to  issue 
an  occasional  supplement.  It  might  con- 
ceivably  attract   new   readers. 

An  advantage  of  the  plan  suggested  would 
be  that  a  certain  publicity  could  be  obtained 
for  city  affairs  that  are  of  interest  to  the 
public  at  large.  The  fact  that  the  public 
must  now  wait  for  months  or  longer  before 
they  can  learn  what  a  department  does  or 
contemplates  doing,  necessarily  robs  the  in- 
formation   of   current   value. 

It  would,  of  course,  be  absurd  to  print 
quarterly  reports  for  more  than  a  few  im- 
portant   departments. 

The  order  as  it  stands  can  accomplish  no 
useful  purpose,  and  would  entail  a  large 
amount  of  work,  much  unnecessary  expense, 
and  fail  of  its  ultimate  aim  in  that  the  re- 
ports would  have  to  be  printed  separately, 
which  is  another  way  of  saying  that  they 
would  fail  to  gain  publicity.  The  City  Record 
plan  would   provide  publicity. 

Finally,  if  the  suggestion  offered  be  made 
use  of,  it  would  also  point  to  the  superfluity 
of  unwieldy  reports  by  showing  that  essential 
matters  can  be  presented  in  very  brief  com- 
pass, at  the  same  time  meeting  every  public 
demand.

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  while  I 
have  no  objection  to  the  passage  of  the  or- 
der, I  would  like  to  inform  the  councilor  and 
the  Council  that  I  talked  to  the  Police  Com- 
missioner concerning  this  matter,  and  he 
agrees  to  put  a  traffic  officer  at  this  particular 
place  as  soon  as  these  fifty  men  that  he  is 
just  adding  to  the  force  are  trained  and  able 
to  do  that  work,  and  I  simply  call  the  Coun- 
cilor's attention  to  that  fact  because  of  the 
commissioner's  acquiescence  to  the  wishes  of 
the   people   made   through   my    request. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  should  say 
that,  in  view  of  the  information  just  re- 
ceived of  Coun.  Gilbody's  interview  with  the 
Police  Commissioner,  there  is  no  real  further 
need  for  the  order  at  all,  and  if  he  will 
follow  that  up  and  get  the  traffic  officer  at 
that  point  that  is   all  the  Councilor  wants.

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
in  connection  with  that  order  that  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that 
the  chairman  of  the  Park  Department  be  re- 
quested to  come  here  this  afternoon  if  possible. 


REVOCATION      OF     GASOLENE     PERMIT, 
HARVARD    STREET. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Council  do  not  approve  the  granting  of 
a  permit  to  Swartz  and  Peraner  for  the  stor- 
age and  sale  of  gasolene  at  8  and  10  Harvard 
street,  Dorchester,  as  the  City  Council  believe 
that  the  storage  of  gasolene  in  this  congested 
district  will  be  a  menace  to  the  people  who 
reside  there,  and  a  cause  for  mental  worry 
and  financial  loss,  and  we  ask  the  Street  Com- 
missioners and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  re- 
consider their  decision  and  revoke  the  permit 
for  the  use  of  the  building  on  these  pi'emises 
as   a  garage. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Pi-esident,  I  am  not 
opposing  the  reference  of  this  order  to  the 
Executive  Committee  if  there  is  a  general  de- 
sire to  have  it  go  through,  but  it  seems  to 
me  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  gave 
the  people  of  this  district  a  public  hearing  at 
which  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  were  present,  we  have  a  very 
clear  insight  into  the  exact  existing  condi- 
tions. It  seems  to  me  that  the  people  have 
voiced  their  sentiment,  but  since  that  public 
hearing  I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  court 
decision.  As  was  brought  out  at  that  meet- 
ing, one  Davidson,  who  was  protesting  to  the 
granting  of  the  permit,  brought  this  matter 
into  court.  We  all  saw — those  of  us  who  were 
there  at  least — that  there  is  an  aroused  pub- 
lic opinion  in  this  section  of  Dorchester 
towards  the  granting  of  a  permit  for  the 
sale  of  gasolene,  and  it  is  for  the  sale  and 
storage  of  gasolene  that  I  believe  the  City 
Council  only  have  jurisdiction  and  not  for 
the  granting  of  the  permit  for  the  building 
of  the  garage.  This  court  decision  is  very 
clear  and  explicit.  On  the  night  of  the 
hearing  we  did  not  have  a  copy  of  this  court 
decision.  I  will  read  this  now  for  the  benefit 
of  the  record.  It  is  a  final  decree  entered 
June   14,  1923. 

"This  cause  came  on  to  be  heard  at  this 
sitting  and  was  argued  by  counsel  :  and 
thereupon  on  consideration  thereof,  it  is 
ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  re- 
spondents, their  agents,  servants  and  attor- 
neys be  and  are  hereby  permanently  en- 
joined and  restrained  from  using  or  main- 
taining as  a  garage,  for  the  storage,  keep- 
ing or  care  of  automobiles,  the  building 
or  structure  in  the  process  of  construction 
on  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  bill  of 
complaint  owned  by  the  respondents  on  Har- 
vard street,  near  Washington  street,  in  that 
part  of  Boston  called  Dorchester,  and  from 
keeping,  storing  and  selling  gasolene  in  said 
building,  and  the  defendant-  are  hereby  di- 
rected to  pay  th?  plaintiff  her  costs  taxed 
in  the  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  and  fifty-eight 
cents  ($16.58)  and  execution  is  ordered  to 
issue    therefor." 

This  was  issued  by  the  Superior  Court  in 
equity  and  is  signed  by  Guy  H.  Holliday, 
assistant  clerk.  It  would  seem,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, from  the  reading  of  this  court  decree 
that  they  have  permanently  enjoined  and  re- 
strained the  petitioners  "from  keeping,  stor- 
ing and  selling  gasolene  in  said  building." 
At  the  public  hearing  we  received  a  letter 
from  the  Street  Commissioners  stating  that 
they  had  granted  another  hearing  on  July 
5  to  the  petitioners  and  had  issued  a  permit 
to  them  for  the  completion  of  erection  of  the 
building  as  a  garage  but  that  they  had  not 
considered  and  had,  not  taken  up  the  question 
of  the  storage  of  gasolene  because  that  matter 
was  settled  in  their  decree  of  January  22 
last.  If  the  Street  Commissioners  are  right 
and  honest  in  their  conclusion,  then  they 
have  not  considered  the  question  of  the  stor- 
age of  gasolene  since  this  court  decision 
which  has  been  rendered  since  January  last 
and     which     has     permanently     prevented     the 


petitioners  from  the  storage  and  sale  of  gaso- 
lene. Whether  somebody  has  crossed  their 
lines  or  not  I  do  not  know,  but  it  is  per- 
fectly clear  that  there  is  a  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  city  officials  to  grant  this  per- 
mit to  place  this  public  garage  their  con- 
trary to  the  wishes  of  the  great  multitude 
of  people  who  live  in  that  district,  in  opposi- 
tion to  their  peace  of  mind  and  comfort, 
and  in  direct  violation  of  thsir  financial  in- 
terest, and  it  seems  to  me  equally  clear,  Mr. 
President,  that  we,  as  the  representatives  of 
the  people,  should  be  most  anxious  to  pro- 
tect their  interests  whenever  an  opportunity 
presents  itself,  and  here  is  an  opportunity 
where  we  can  do  so,  to  help  them  in  their 
cause  to  fight  city  officials  who  are  going  to 
do  something  that  is  detrimental  to  their  in- 
terests and  peac3  of  mind.  It  is  perfectly 
clear  to  me,  Mr.  President,  that  this  court 
decision  is  in  force  at  this  hour,  as  it  is 
a  -permanent  injunction  to  the  storage  and 
sale  of  gasolene,  and  the  Street  Commission- 
ers have  not  considered  that  question  and  have 
not  issued  any  further  permit  since  their 
permit  was  issued  in  January,  and  th?  court 
decree   has    come   to   pass   since   that    time. 

Ccun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
on    a    point   of   information. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  will  be  glad  to  answer 
any   point   I   can. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  would  be  glad  to  be 
given  the  information  whether  the  Council 
in  January  or  February  of  this  year  did  not 
vote  as  a  unit — nine  members  voting — to  give 
them    this    gasolene    tank    in    that    place? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  cannot  personally  answer 
that  question  without  looking  up  the  records 
to   know   whether   we   did   or   not. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President.  I  think 
nine  members  of  the  Council  voted  for  it 
when  it  came  in  here.  That  is  what  I  would 
like  to  know. 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  seems  to  me.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, if  I  might  answer  that  quastion  with 
what  knowledge  I  have,  that  the  Street  Com- 
missioners send  in  here  a  list  of  the  various 
petitions  which  they  receive,  that  list  being 
sent  at  the  request  cf  the  Council,  and  they 
lay  upon  the  table  and  nothing  is  done  about 
it.  You  have  at  least  fifteen  or  twenty  of 
those  to  be  brought  to  your  attention  today 
by  the  Clerk  of  Committees  for  the  storage 
of  gasolene  of  from  1  000  tn  6.000  gallons, 
and  nobody  is  paying  any  attention  to  them 
unless  the  people  themselves  become  aroused, 
as  they  have  in  this  section  of  Dorchester. 
Now  it  is  quite  possible  that  this  permit 
cam?  up  here,  was  read  in  the  hearing  of 
this  body,  and  no  action  was  taken  except 
perhaps  placing  it  on  file.  It  is  one  of  the 
things  that  slip  through  because  it  is  no- 
body's business — nobody  pays  any  particular 
attention  to  it :  but  there  certainly,  to  my 
knowledge,  was  never  any  direct  vote  in  the 
City  Council  on  granting  a  permit  for  the 
sale  and  storage  of  gasolene  to  these  peti- 
tioners, or  any  other  petitioners,  that  have  come 
to  my  attention  here.  That  petition  did  come 
from  the  Street  Commissioners  and  it  was 
brought  in  here  and  nobody  paid  any  atten- 
tion to  it  at  that  time,  and  it  evidently  was 
placed  on  file.  If  that  is  what  the  gentle- 
man means,  that  it  received  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  nine  members  of  the  City 
Council.  I  would  say  that  instead  of  receiv- 
ing the  unanimous  vote  it  was  the  indiffer- 
ence of  nine  members  of  the  City  Council  that 
permitted  that  to  be  placed  on  file  without 
protest.  You  have  one  petition  in  here  now 
for  Quincy  street  in  that  same  district,  with 
an  opposition,  a  well-developed  oppositon.  and 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  affairs  that  would 
slide  through — it  has  been  in  here  over  a 
month  before  the  City  Council.  That  would 
through  if  it  was  not  for  the  direct. 
positive  opposition  of  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  that  is  the  reason  why  I  filed  this 
order  today  asking  that  they  be  given  a  pub- 
lic hearing  en  this  pit  it  ion  so  that  it  might 
not  go  by  default  and  be  placed  on  file  and 
we  later  be  accused  of  having  given  it  em- 
assent.     That    is    the    answer     I    should    make 
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to  the  statement  that  I  had  given  any  formal 
vote  in  favor  of  the  permit.  It  was  simply 
placed  on  file.  Since  then  this  opposition  has 
become  quite  pronounced  on  the  part  of  the 
people  against  this  garage  on  Harvard  street, 
and  I  believe  that  it  is  our  duty  to  do  all 
we  can  to  help  them,  and,  whether  there  is 
a  legal  point  or  not,  if  there  is  any  way 
whereby  we  can  be  helpful  to  the  people  that 
are  interested  in  getting  that  result,  we 
should  take  it.  My  object  today  is  to  ask 
the  Street  Commissioners  and  the  Mayor  to 
reconsider,  which  is  the  easiest  way  out  of  this 
dilemma,  whether  they  should  have  granted 
this  permit  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  gaso- 
lene. If  that  is  not  done,  the  probabilities 
are  that  the  people  will  take  the  case  in 
court  again,  as  they  are  determined  from  their 
attitude  to  press  this  matter  to  an  issue  and 
get  the  decision  of  the  court,  and  upon  this 
point  I  say  that  we  here  as  representatives  of 
the   people   ought   to   be   helpful. 

Coun.  M0R1ARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
somewhat  surprised  at  the  order  being  in 
here.  My  last  recollection  of  this  matter  is 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Council 
gave  a  public  hearing  to  the  residents  of  this 
district,  and  up  until  this  moment  I  have 
heard  no  report  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, but  I  do  see  the  chairman  coming 
in  here  trying  to  get  on  the  front  page 
politically.  It  is  a  political  order.  I  should 
think,  out  of  courtesy  to  the  rest  of  the  mem- 
bers, that  he  would  have  allowed  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  frame  this  order.  The 
members  went  out  there,  they  heard  what 
the  people  had  to  say,  and  when  we  come 
to  this  Council  meeting  we  get  no  report  from 
the  Executive  Committee  but  we  find  one 
member  of  the  Council  assuming  the  whole 
authority,  and  he  is  going  to  straighten  it 
out  and  the  rest  of  us  are  going  to  fall  in 
line  with  him.  I  think  that  every  member 
here,  no  matter  what  his  intention  was  in 
the  first  instance,  has  just  as  much  feeling 
for  the  people  of  that  district  as  the  last 
speaker  has.  I  think  this  is  a  Council  affair, 
not  an  indivdual  affair,  after  giving  it  a 
public  hearing  in  that  locality ;  but,  lo  and 
behold,  he  comes  in  with  an  order  for  a  hear- 
ing— that  was  one  of  the  requests — and  an 
order  for  a  revocation,  which  was  another 
request  from  the  people  of  the  district.  This 
request,  instead  of  being  made  to  him  as  an 
individual  or  to  any  member  of  the  Council, 
was  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Council  ;  but,  lo  and  behold,  there  is 
nothing  for  the  Council  to  do  now  only  to 
follow  Hagan.  And  in  so  far  as  the  public 
hearing  was  concerned  out  there,  it  is  going 
to  be  a  political  rally  for  the  man  across,  who 
is  a  candidate  in  the  fall.  That  is  not  playing 
the  game  fairly.  That  is  not  giving  the 
rest  of  the  members  of  the  Council  an  oppor- 
tunity of  showing  that  they  are  willing  to  do 
things  for  the  people  in  the  district.  But  no, 
he  assumes  charge  of  everything.  He  is  going 
to  straighten  the  whole  thing  out.  It  is  going 
upon  record  that  it  was  an  order  of  Coun. 
Hagan,  whereas  it  ought  to  have  been  an 
order  of  the  Executive  Committee.  I  say 
that  I  am  going  to  vot3  against  the  order. 
I  am  wi'ling  to  play  the  game  fairly,  and 
I  think  that  the  order  instead  of  coming  into 
this  Council  from  one  individual  should  be 
drawn  up  in  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  GILHODY— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
refer   that   order   to   the   Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  before  the 
motion  is  put  I  think  the  gentleman  opposite 
ought  to  receive  a  reply.  Most  everything, 
Mr.  President,  that  I  do  here  is  political  in 
character,  or  at  least  the  accusation  is  being 
made.  It  is  being  made  for  a  purpose  clearly 
understood  by  me,  a  purpose  that  has  failed 
up  to  the  present  time  although  the  attacks 
have  been  continuous.  It  is  made  for  the 
purpose  of  of  seeing  if  there  is  not  some 
opportunity,  bv  being  antagonistic  to  me,  of 
once  more  pulling  un  the  old  issue  of  oppo- 
sition to  the  so-called  Good  Government  Asso- 
ciation. People  think  there  is  still  one  more 
election     at    least     in    store    for     having     that 


opposition,  and  that  it  would  read  well  in 
the  paper  if  there  was  considerable  opposi- 
tion, antagonism  and  a  wordy  war  between 
the  gentleman  opposite  and  myself.  I  under- 
stand the  political  significance  of  the  atti- 
tude very  well,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
grant  the  gentleman  the  favor.  In  reply  to 
his  charges  about  this  being  political  and 
my  trying  to  supersede  or  take  control,  as  it 
were,  over  the  other  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, it  would  seem  to  me  as  if  that  is  a  far- 
fetched conclusion  on  his  part.  I  approach 
this  matter  because  I  hold  in  my  hand  a 
letter  addressed  to  me  personally  from  Robert 
Gardner  Wilson,  an  attorney  in  State  street, 
Boston,  who  was  one  of  the  petitioners  and 
objectors  to  the  granting  of  this  license, 
who  opened  the  public  hearing  and  gave 
the  case  of  the  people  of  the  district  to  us, 
and  he  is  the  one  who  unearthed  and  sent  to 
me    a    copy    of    the    decision. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman     yield     to     a     question  ? 

The  PRESIDENT  — Will  the  gentleman 
yield  ? 

Coun.    HAGAN— Surely. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— You  were  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  at  the  public  hear- 
ing, and  wasn't  it  understood  in  answer  to 
a  question  of  yours  as  chairman  that  he 
would    forward    the    court    decision     to    you? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  think  1  did  ask  him  to 
do    so — yes. 

Coun.   MORIARTY— Didn't  he   agree   to    it? 

Coun.    HAGAN— I    think    he   did. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — So  you  were  acting  in 
that  capacity  as  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee    and    he    sent    it    to    you    as    such? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  while  act- 
ing as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  this  body,  or  as  chairman  of  the  entire 
committee  of  this  body,  I  never  deny  myself 
the  right  and  the  privilege  of  a  voice  or  a 
vote  as  an  individual  member  of  this  l>ody. 
I  take  no  more  and  I  give  no  less.  That 
right  is  mine  and  I  propose  to  exercise  it 
at  all  times  and  on  all  occasions,  whether  it 
pleases  other  people  or  not.  This  letter  is  ad- 
dressed to  me.  In  addition  to  that  another 
objector,  a  Mr.  Davidson,  has  been  in  tele- 
phone communication  with  me,  expressing  to 
me  the  viewpoint  of  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict as  he  has  met  them,  and  it  is  at  his 
solicitation  that  I  have  tried  to  agitate  this 
question  to  see  if  there  isn't  some  way  out 
whereby  we  can  be  helpful  to  the  people  of 
the  district.  Now  I  did  not  anticipate  that 
the  gentleman  was  going  to  vote  for  this 
matter  as  a  rule.  I  rather  felt  cunfident  that 
he  would  vote  against  it,  so  I  am  not  sur- 
prised to  hear  him  say  that  he  will.  That  is 
his  lookout:  that  is  something  that  is  within 
his  jurisdiction  to  vote  as  he  pleases,  as  we 
all  exercise  that  right ;  but  I  do  say,  I  do  in- 
sist that  this  Council,  I  hope,  in  its  majority 
opinion  will  support  the  conclusion  of  the 
people  of  the  district  who  are  in  open  opposi- 
tion and  thoroughly  aroused  as  against  the 
granting  of  this  permit,  which  they  think  has 
been  obtained  by  roundabout  ways,  by  favorit- 
ism and  by  subterfuge  in  some  manner  and  of 
some  kind,  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  any 
question  of  that  in  the  minds  of  certain  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  as  well  as  the  people  of 
the  district.  The  point  at  issue  is  this. 
Whether  Hagan  is  playing  politics  or  not 
is  not  the  point.  They  can't  show  this  now. 
The  point  is,  are  you  going  to  help  the 
people  who  are  in  opposition  ?  There  isn't 
anything  else  here  to  consider  in  this  body 
on  the  strength  of  this  order  and  the  wording 
of  it.  Are  we  going  to  be  helpful  to  the 
people  who  ask  for  our  help,  or  are  we  going 
to  oppose  them  and  stand  with  the  people 
who  are  moving  in  opposition  to  them — the 
Street  Commissioners  and  others  who  are 
doing  the  bidding  of  somebody  in  opposition 
to    the   people   of   the   district? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
vote  for  the  same  order  as  Coun.  Hagan 
has  introduced  if  it  is  introduced  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  I  will  vote  in 
Executive     Committee     that     the     same     order 
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be  introduced.  The  chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  said  that  he  is  not  going 
to  lose  his  individual  right.  No,  but  he 
gets  up  at  the  public  hearing  and  he 
speaks  for  every  member  of  the  Council  as 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting.  Now  if  he  is 
not  going  to  be  chairman  of  the  different 
Executive  Committee  meetings,  I  am  going 
to  serve  notice  here  that  he  is  not  going  to 
speak  for  me  any  more.  If  he  is  going  to 
assume  the  right  to  act  as  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  representing  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  as  its  chairman,  every  time 
that  he  wants  to  play  Dr.  Jekyl  and  Mr. 
Hyde  when  he  has  an  opportunity  to  do  it, 
I  want  to  say  that  he  is  not  going  to  repre- 
sent me  hereafter.  And  I  say  as  I  have  said 
before,  that  he  is  the  best  "pol"  in  here — 
he  absolutely  is — and  he  will  stoop  to  any 
end  to  feather  his  own  bed  for  him.  I  claim 
that  it  is  discourteous  today,  not  only  to  me 
but  to  every  member  of  the  Council,  to  in- 
troduce the  order  here  in  open  Council  which 
he  has  introduced  here  today.  The  Executive 
Committee  met ;  there  has  been  no  report  from 
the  Executive  Committee  ;  and  in  so  far  as  the 
people  of  the  district  are  concerned  I  am  willing 
to  go  as  far  or  farther  than  he  is,  because 
when  he  was  asleep  it  was  I  that  told  the 
same  man  who  went  to  court  the  way  to 
do  it,  before  he  took  the  matter  up  at  all. 
So  in  so  far  as  anything  political  is  con- 
cerned, I  haven't  any  thought  in  it,  but  I 
think  that  it  is  pretty  mean  politics  to  play 
with  a  fellow  that  you  are  sitting  alongside 
of  fifty-two  weeks  in  the  year.  I  think  it  is 
snide  politics — I  think  it  is  a  pretty  cheap 
piece  of  politics  to  take  away  from  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  which  you  are  the  chair- 
man its  duty  of  bringing  in  arr  order  and  in- 
stead coming  in  here  with  your  separate  order. 
What  is  the  committee  going  to  report  now? 
If  he  introduces  this  order,  what  are  they 
going  to  report  ?  They  won't  have  anything 
to  report  because  Coun.  Hagan  has  already 
taken  care  of  it.  I  say  that  in  so  far  as  this 
order  is  concerned  I  am  going  to  vote  against 
it  in  this  session  of  the  Council.  So  far 
as  the  Executive  Committee  is  concerned,  if 
it  wants  to  reframe  that  order,  or  adopt 
that  identical  order,  I  will  vote  for  it,  other- 
wise   I    vote    against    it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  whatsoever  to  the  order  being  re- 
worded to  emanate  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. I  never  have  had  any  objection  to 
that.  I  am  perfectly  willing  that  that  should 
be  granted  at  the  suggestion  of  the  gentle- 
man opposite,  that  the  order  be  sent  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  that  it  be  re- 
dramjhted  as  an  order  from  the  Executive 
Committee  in  the  language  which  it  cont:n  - 
or  any  other  language  which  will  carry  the 
intent  of  the  order.  I  have  no  objection  to 
that.  And  I  want  to  say.  Mr.  President,  that 
while  I  did  have  a  statement  to  make  at 
the  public  hearing  before  the  people  of  that 
district,  it  is  a  matter  of  stenographic  report 
and  in  the  records  that  before  I  said  any- 
thing I  told  them  that  I  was  talking  to 
them  as  a  citizen  of  Boston  and  a  resident 
of  the  Dorchester  district  and  not  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Citv  Council :  so  that  I  was  not 
usurping  the  power  or  the  authority  of  other 
members  of  the  City  Council.  I  divorced  my- 
self then  and  there  as  best  I  could,  and  I 
think  he  will  find  that  that  is  in  the  record. 
Therefore  this  charge  is  as  unfounded  as  are 
most   of    the    charges    he    makes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  that  in  so  far  as  his  talk  was  con- 
cerned I  did  not  hear  it.  I  had  left  when 
that  came  up.  Hut  I  was  there  when  he 
opened  the  meeting,  and  the  report  is  also 
here  that  he  acted  as  chairman,  and  that  he 
did  say  that  not  only  was  he  against  it  but 
every  member  of  the  committee  to  the  best 
of  his  opinion,  and  he  was  not  talking  then 
as  an  individual,  neither  was  he  talking  as 
a  resident  of  the  district,  and  neither  was  he 
talking  as  a  citizen  of  Boston  :  he  was  talking 
as   the   chairman    of  the   Executive    Committee. 


But    of    course    it    is   very,    very   easy    for   him 
to    play    Dr.    Jekyl    and    Mr.    Hyde. 

The    order    was    referred    to    the    Executive 
Committee. 


SOLDIERS'    RELIEF. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Soldiers'  Relief,  submitted  a  report  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  an  order  for  the  pay- 
ment of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors  and  their 
families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  month 
of   July. 

Report    accepted ;    order    passed. 


CLOSING    OF    REGISTRY    OF    DEEDS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order — That 
the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  be  closed 
on  week  days,  except  Saturdays,  at  four 
o'clock  p.  m.,  from  August  1  to  September  1, 
1923,    inclusive. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  isn't  this  an 
order  similar  in  character  to  that  which 
passed  this  body  a  few  weeks  ago  and  which 
was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor  and  returned  with 
an  objection  on  his  part?  Is  this  going  to 
receive   similar   action? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— No,  it  is  only  for  the 
month    of   August. 

Coun.    HAGAN— What   was   the   first   order? 

The   PRESIDENT— All    the   year. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— No— July,  August  and 
September. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  do  not  want  to  see  the 
Council  placed  in  the  ridiculous  position  of 
passing  an  order  a  second  time  and  having  it 
vetoed  when  I  have  in  mind  the  very  vigorous 
veto  that  came  from  the  Mayor  to  the  original 
order.  It  seems  to  me  that  that  ought  to  be 
a  matter  of  serious  thought  as  to  whether  we 
want  to  place  ourselves  in  that  position  or 
not.  I  move,  therefore,  that  it  be  referred 
to    the    Executive   Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


STREET    OPENING    PERMITS. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order — That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  not  to 
issue  any  permits  for  street  openings  to  pub- 
lic service  corporations  until  the  said  cor- 
porations have  restored  the  street  surfaces  to 
the  original  condition  in  which  they  were 
when     opening    permits    were    granted. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  want 
to  say  that  we  are  criticised  for  the  condi- 
tion of  our  streets,  and  I  think  that  the 
criticism  is  rightly  due  in  many  instances. 
I  find  in  many  streets  which  have  been 
opened  within  the  last  five  years  that  the 
public  service  corporations  have  no  trouble 
in  getting  permits  for  opening  those  streets, 
and  that  month  after  month  after  the  open- 
ings have  been  made  there  has  been  a  filling 
of  some  soft  material  used  to  patch  up  the 
streets  and  that  the  streets  are  never  back- 
in  the  condition  (hey  were  in  prior  to  the 
opening.  I  have  one  street  in  mind  that  I 
have  been  traveling  over  for  the  last  eight 
or  ten  months  every  day  in  which  there 
were  fourteen  openings  made  by  the  tele- 
phone company,  and  those  openings  have  not 
been  repaired  properly.  That  street  is  West 
Newton  street,  from  Albany  street  to  Hunt- 
ington avenue.  But  that  is  only  one  street. 
Tremont  street,  a  new  street  put  in  two  or 
three  years  ago,  is  another.  Dorchester  street. 
South  Boston,  has  had  openings  made  in 
it  and  has  not  been  put  back  in  proper  shape. 
In  practically  all  of  the  new-  streets  in  Boston 
not  only  the  telephone  company  but  the 
Edison  company  and  the  gas  company,  even 
our  own  city  departments,  have  made  open- 
ings and  have  not  put  the  streets  back  in 
the  condition  they  were  in  and  should  be  in, 
and  I  feel  that,  until  all  of  the  openings  that 
have    been     made     are    repaired     properly,     no 
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more    permits    .should     be    granted    to    any    of 
the    i  •  li  1  > I  i  i-    service    corporations, 
Ooun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,   [believe 

that  that  order  is  rather  a  drastic  one — that 
is,  if  it  is  to  be  carried  out — because  of  the 
[•act  that  take,  for  instance,  the  gas  com- 
pany,  there  may  be  a  leak  in  some  house, 
and  they  have  got  to  open  the  street  in  order 
to  prevent  the  gas  from  leaking  further. 
The  telephone  company  the  same  way.  People 
are  demanding  service.  They  want  a  tele- 
phone in  case  of  sickness  and  other  emergen- 
cies, and  unless  the  company  is  allowed  to 
open  the  streets  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
connect  bheir  wires.  The  same  applies  to  the 
Edison  Light  Company.  Of  course.  1  believe 
that  the  street  should  be  put  back  into  proper 
shape,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  we  should 
prevent  any  further  openings  until  such  time 
as  streets  opened  in  the  past  are  put  into 
shape.  I  think  that  is  the  wrong  way  to 
go  about  it.  There  ought  to  be  some  pro- 
vision made  somewhere  -and  1  believe  that 
there  very  likely  is — to  have  those  streets 
put  back  into  the  condition  that  they  were 
in  previous  to  being  opened,  and  1  am  op- 
posed l,i  any  order  which  would  prevent  the 
Edison  company,  or  the  telephone  company, 
or  the  gas  company  from  making  any  open- 
inns   in    streets    in   emergency   cases. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President.  I  have 
no  objection  to  the  emergency  which  the 
councilor  on  the  opposite  side  has  mentioned. 
It  is  all  right  about  getting  the  Edison  to 
do  things  and  getting  lights  in  if  you  waul 
to  get  them  in,  but  go  and  try  to  get  them 
in.  It  is  all  right  to  get  a  telephone  in 
if  you  stand  in,  you  might  get  it  in. 
And  about  leaks  of  gas  in  streets,  of 
course  if  we  do  things — I  want  to  say  prior 
to  saying  that  that  I  introduced  an  order 
or  a  city  ordinance  here  in  1921  requesting 
that  all  openings  be  made  by  the  corpora- 
tions and  that  they  be  filled  in  by  the  city 
so  that  they  could  be  put  back  in  their  proper 
condition,  hut  the  Mayor  vetoed  my  city  ordi- 
nance. 1  see  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  here,  and  I  am  satisfied  to  allow  the 
order  to  go  to  the  Executive  Committee  as 
long  as  he  is  here.  Maybe  we  call  come  to 
an  agreement.  My  whole  thought  is  this — 
of  having  the  streets  put  back  in  proper 
condition.  I  think  we  are  entitled  to  that. 
and  if  someone  doesn't  do  it  I  don't  know 
when  it  is  going  to  be  done.  It  isn't  only 
this  administration  but  we  can  go  back  fifty 
administrations  and  find  that  the  public 
service  corporations  have  got  by  without  put- 
ting the  streets  where  openings  have  been 
made  back  in  proper  condition.  I  do  not 
want  to  stop  any  emergency.  I  am  satisfied 
that  where  emergencies  exist  such  oppor- 
tunity should  be  given  as  will  give  the  greatest 
relief;  but  as  for  putting  in  new  lims  it  is 
about  time  that  permits  be  stopped  until  they 
catch  up  a  little  and  put  streets  back  in 
proper   condition. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Resolved,  That  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the 
people  of  Boston  be  conveyed  through  the 
action  of  its  duly  accredited,  official,  public, 
lawmaking  body,  the  Boston  City  Council,  to 
the  widow  of  our  dead  President  and  to  his 
father    and    family. 

Speaking  to  the  resolutions,  Mayor  CURLEY 
said  : 

"The  unexpected  end  of  a  life  that  typi- 
fied faith  in  God  and  faith  in  his  fellow  man. 
a  life  symbolic  of  service  and  sacrifice,  at  the 
very  hour  that  the  nation  was  cheered  and 
comforted  with  assurances  of  restoration  to 
health,   comes   as   a  shock  to  the  entire  people. 

"To  the  problem  of  reconstruction  made 
necessary  by  the  World  War  he  gave  whole- 
hearted   service    in    a    study    of    such    solution 


as  might  be  most  beneficial  to  the  people 
of  the  world,  but  in  rendering  this  service 
he  at  all  times  furnished  an  inspiring  example 
of  his  fealty  and  devotion  to  his  own  coun- 
try,  America. 

"He  never  subordinated  Americanism  to 
internationalism,  nor  never  permitted  the 
pleas  of  a  vague  humanitarianism  or  the 
appeals  of  a  grandiose  philanthropy  to  en- 
danger the  security  of  his  country  or  com- 
mit   his    government    to    dubious    adventure. 

"To  a  world  rife  with  hatred,  suspicion 
and  pessimism  he  contributed  candor,  courage 
and  optimism  that  strengthened  the  faith  of 
the  American  people  and  inspired  hope  in  the 
children   of   warring    European   Nations. 

"To  his  bereaved  widow,  whose  illness 
afflicted  him  so  greatly  and  whose  fortitude 
in  her  hour  of  trial  merits  the  sympathy 
and  admiration  of  the  entire  people,  he  leaves 
a  memory  such  as  few  men  are  privileged  to 
win ;  a  memory  of  having  lived  365  days  of 
each  year  true  to  his  God,  to  his  fellow  men 
and  to  the  nation  which  he  served  and  in 
whose'  service  he  died.  He  was  genuinely 
human  and  loved  the  American  people ;  he 
wanted  them  to  know  him  that  they  might 
love  him.  His  every  thought  and  act  was 
for  their  well-being,  and  in  his  death  they 
mourn  the  loss  of  a  sincere  friend,  a  lover 
of   liberty    and    truly    great   American." 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  unani- 
mous  rising  vote. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order — That 
the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  transmit  an 
engrossed  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  this  day  to  the  bereaved 
widow  of  Warren  G.  Harding,  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  the  father  of  Hon. 
Warren   G.    Harding.

Mayor  CURLEY — Gentlemen,  the  problems 
of  transportation  which  have  troubled  Hyde 
Park  and  Readville  sections  of  Boston  for  up- 
wards of  a  quarter  of  a  century  are  in  process 
of  clearing  up.  The  Boston  Elevated  Street 
Railway  Company,  through  its  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Trustees,  has  arranged  to  take  over  the 
property  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Rail- 
road Company,  located  in  Hyde  Park  and  in 
the  Readville  section  of  Boston.  They  have 
agreed  to  operate  over  the  Boston  Elevated 
system,  including  within  that  system  the  Read- 
ville and  Hyde  Park  sections,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  portion  of  Hyde  Park  between 
Cleary  square  and  East  Dedham,  allowing  a 
single  fare  from  any  portion  of  Hyde  Park, 
over  which  the  Elevated  may  operate,  to  any 
portion  of  the   Elevated  system. 

This  is  the  consummation  of  a  long  fight 
waged  by  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  for  justice 
and  for  a  single  fare. 

I  assume  that,  ultimately,  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated will  agree  to  a  local  5-cent  fare  within 
the  Hyde  Park  and  Readville  sections  of  the 
city.  I  have  refrained,  however,  from  press- 
ing for  that  concession,  and  have  raised  no 
serious  objection  to  the  failure  to  include,  in 
the  area  in  which  operations  are  to  be  -con- 
ducted, the  section  between  Cleary  square  and 
Hyde   Park. 

I  have,  accordingly,  drafted  a  communica- 
tion which  I  will  submit  to  the  City  Council, 
and  in  addition  I  beg  to  say  that  the  com- 
pany which  is  at  present  operating  a  line  of 
buses  in  the  Hyde  Park  section,  the  Norfolk 
&  Bristol  Bus  Company,  is  desirous  of  main- 
taining its  service  between  Cleary  square  and 
the  East  Dedham  line,  so  that  every  section 
of  Hyde  Park  will  be  served  with  transpor- 
tation service. 

The  communication  which  I  am  submitting 
may  be  read  by  the  Council  with  the  various 
other  documents,  and  the  Council  should  then 
submit  them  to  the  City  Clerk  for  such  action 
as   the   City   Council   may   deem  proper. 

I  herewith  submit  application  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  for  licenses  to  op- 
erate jitneys. 

(At  this  point  the  Mayor  read  the  applica- 
tions of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany.) 

Then  follow  the  various  orders.  I  will  go 
into  an  explanation  in  connection  with  them. 
One  of  the  orders  to  the  City  Council,  gentle- 
men, is  that  it  is  essentially  in  the  interests 
of  transportation  service  to  the  residents  of 
Hyde  Park  section  of  Boston  that  the  exist- 
ing franchises  for  the  operation  of  jitneys  or 
motor  buses   be  cancelled   as   of   September   1., 


1923,  with  the  exception  of  that  portion  c€ 
the  motor  bus  licenses  granted  to  the  Norfolk 
&  Bristol  Bus  Company  for  operation  between 
Cleary  square  and  East  Dedham  line,  on  River 
street. 

The  Norfolk  &  Bristol  Bus  Company  has 
submitted  this  communication,  under  date  of 
August  25.

Dear  Sir. — For  the  past  two  years  we  have 
been  furnishing  bus  service  in  Hyde  Park 
under  a  license  from  the  City  of  Boston 
granted  to  us  upon  the  express  understand- 
ing that  we  would  interpose  no  objection  to 
having  our  service  modified  or  discontinued 
as  the  public  welfare  required.  It  is  reported 
that  the  Boston  Elevated  service  is  to  com- 
mence in  Hyde  Park  on  the  first  of  next 
month,  and  we  anticipate  that  this  event  will 
involve  a  substantial  change  in  respect  to  the 
service  now  being  furnished  by  us.  Under 
these  circumstances  you  are  respectfully  as- 
sured that  upon  being  advised  of  your  wishes 
in  respect  to  us  we  will  voluntarily  conform 
thereto. 

We  expect  that  our  service  will  have  to  be 
modified  so*  as  not  to  be  in  competition  with 
that  to  be  furnished  by  the  Elevated  Company. 
Within  that  limitation  we  would  like  to  con- 
tinue our  service  in  Hyde  Park  so  far  as 
practicable,  including  particularly  that  be- 
tween Cleary  square  and  the  Dedham  line, 
between  which  points  the  Elevated  Company, 
we  are  informed  is  making  no  provision  for 
service.  We  are  making  a  special  study  of 
the  situation  at  the  present  time  with  a  view 
to  further  supplementing  the  service  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Elevated  Company.  If  as 
the  result  of  this  study,  it  appears  that  we 
can  contribute  further  to  transportation  in 
this  district  without  interfering  with  the 
Elevated  Company  we  will  bring  the  matter 
again   to  your  attention.

The  adoption  of  an  order  with  reference 
to  the  continuance  of  operation  by  the  Norfolk 
&  Bristol  Bus  Company  and  the  adoption  of 
orders  granting  to  the  Boston  Elevated  the 
authority  to  operate  in  this  particular  terri- 
tory, would  apparently  solve  the  entire  prob- 
lem with  reference  to  Hyde  Park  transporta- 
tion. 

I  am  going  to  leave  those  orders  with  you. 
I  am  going  to  take  a  seat  in  the  spectators' 
gallery,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  counsel 
for  the  Elevated  and  myself,  will  be  glad  to 
answer  any  questions  which  may  be  asked  by 
any  member  of  the  Council  with  reference  to 
the   transportation  project  for  Hyde  Park. 

I  might  add,  in  the  event  of  the  approval 
of  these  orders  by  the  City  Council,  the  service 
will  begin  September   1,   1923.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  405,  Acts 
of  1923,  the  city,  acting  through  its  Transit 
Department,  was  authorized  to  take  all  of 
the  property  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Street  Railway,  now  located  in  said  district, 
but  prior  to  the  taking  of  said  property,  it 
is  necessary  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  a 
lease  of  certain  portions  of  said  property,  and 
before  the  Boston  Elevated  will  enter  into  any 
agreement    it    desires   to    have   licenses    to    op-

been  evolved  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  dis- 
trict. Without  the  operation  of  these  buses, 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  will 
be  unable   to  give  the  desired  service. 

It  is  the  desire  of  all  parties  interested  to 
have  the  Boston  Elevated  begin  operations  on 
the  1st  day  of  September  this  year.  Imme- 
diately upon  the  granting  of  these  licenses, 
the  necessary  papers  will  be  executed  which 
will  given  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  service  with  a  unit  fare 
from  Readville  to  Cleary  square  to  and  from 
Boston  and  from  Boston  via  Mattapan  or 
Cleary  square  to  Readville,  and  will  also  give 
the  district  a  unit  fare  from  points  between 
Mattapan  and  Cleary  square  to  and  from 
Boston. 

I,  therefore,  heartily  recommend  the  grant- 
ing of  the  licenses  as  applied  for,  as  it  will 
mean  the  successful  consummation  of  many 
years'  effort  to  give  to  the  Hyde  Park  district 
service  by  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany for  a  unit  fare  similar  to  that  given 
upon  the   rest   of  the  system.

They  do 
net  take  the  entire  property  that  we  take 
from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts.

That  property  belongs  to  the  city,  and  just 
as  soon  as  these  bus  licenses  are  granted,  we 
will  sign  the  lease,  and  then  we  will  take  from 
the  Eastern  Massachusetts  all  the  propery, 
and  the  whole  arrangement  will  be  consum- 
mated not  later  than  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber. They  plan  to  begin  operations  the  first 
day  of  September  and  serve  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park. 

Coun.  WATSON— As  I  understand  it,  Mr. 
Mayor,  they  intend  to  operate  six  motor  buses 
on  each  of  these  lines,  or  six  on  the  two 
lines  ? 

Mr.  CHARLES  W.  MULCAHY— Gentlemen, 
I  think  I  can  answer  that  question,  Mr. 
Chairman.  I  am  counsel  for  the  Elevated 
Railway.  Our  intention  is  to  operate  the  same 
buses.  They  will  start  from  Readville  and  they 
will  go  to  Cleary  square,  and  then  they  will 
continue  on  from  Cleary  square  to  Mattapan. 
But  it  was  desired,  because  of  the  distinctness 
of  the  two  routes,  to  be  able  to  have  two 
licenses.  That  is  why  there  are  two  applica- 
tions. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  there  will  be 
twelve  buses  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Six  buses. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Six  buses.  Continuous 
operation. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— There  is  not  anything 
in  there  as  to  the  service  they  will  give. 
They  are  going  to  run  these  buses  on  each, 
but  there  is  no  assurance  in  there  that  they 
are  going  to  have  frequent  transportation 
through  there.  What  is  the  understanding  ? 
How  often  are  those  buses  going  to  run  from 
those  points? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— I  will  say,  Mr.  Councilor, 
that  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  we  applied  for 
the  two  licenses.  With  six  motor  vehicles  in 
each,  it  will  give  us  an  opportunity  to  run 
up  to  twelve,  and  give  us  flexibility  in  service. 
We  can  run  from  six  to  twelve.  Our  present 
intention  is  to  start  with  six  motor  vehicles. 
If  that  is  not  sufficient,  we  can  have  twelve. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  under- 
stand every  other  jitney  license  that  has  been 
given  in  the  city  has  given  assurance,  before 
the  jitney  license  was  granted,  of  certain  time 
of  transportation.  We  have  been  assured  that 
they  would  run  on  a  ten-minute  time,  fifteen- 
minute  time,  or  something  else.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  vote  on  this  today.  I  think  it  is 
a  big  question,  and  I  feel  that  the  Elevated 
has  taken  an  attitude,  too,  that  is  not  a  very 
fair  one,  coming  in  here  and  saying  they  will 
not  sign  a  lease  until  these  jitney  licenses  are 
granted.  I  feel  that  I  am  not  prepared  to 
vote  on  this  today,  until  we  get  assurance  of 
what  time  those  jitneys  are  going  to  run, 
continually   between   the  given  points. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— If  I  may  make  a  further 
statement.  While  the  application  does  not 
state  the  headway,  I  will  assure  the  Council 
that  we  will  give  at  least  fifteen-minute  head- 


way on  those  lines,  which  is  considerably 
more  than  the  s'ervice  being  given.  I  think  it 
is   twice   as  frequent. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  another  question.  They  say  that 
the  buses  are  of  a  seating  capacity  of  twenty- 
five.  Will  they  also  agree  there  will  be  no 
standing  in  those  buses,  other  than  the 
seating   capacity. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  no  more  than 
twenty-five   will   be   allowed    in   them? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  no  more  than 
twenty-five  will  be  allowed  in   the  buses. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  hate  to  be  on  the 
sidewalk  and  want  to  come  in  town  and  see 
twenty-five  in  there  and  not  be  allowed  to 
board. 

Mr  MULCAHY — Of  course,  the  restriction 
as  to  the  number  of  persons  permited  to  have 
seats  is  one  that  is  imposed  by  the  ordinance 
itself,  and  one  over  which  we  have  no  control. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  realize,  but  we  have 
got  the  control,  and  that  is  why  the  number 
was  put  in  there.  As  one  member  of  the 
Council,  I  am  going  to  see  if  it  is  possible 
that  the  people  who  are  going  to  ride  out 
there  are  given  seats.  I  do  not  believe  in 
going  out  there  and  giving  them  transporta- 
tion if  they  are  going  to  do  the  same  as  they 
do  in  some  of  the  rest  of  their  lines ;  carry 
them  worse  than  they  do  cattle. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  interested  in  giving 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park  as  good  transporta- 
tion privileges  as  we  have  in  the  rest  of  the 
city.  I  am  not  planning  to  give  them  any- 
thing better.  I  think  we  ought  to  clean  this 
thing  up.  I  know  that  for  four  years  Hyde 
Park  has  been  crying  for  transportation  and 
a  10-cent  fare,  or  a  fare  the  same  as  the  rest 
of   the  city. 

President   LANE — Five   years. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  think  we  ought  to  put 
it  through  today. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  am  taking  this  atti- 
tude ;  I  feel  that  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  do 
it.  I  feel  that  the  matter  has  been  going  on 
for  more  than  four  years.  It  has  been  going 
on  for  a  number  of  years,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve in  trying  to  hand  something  to  the  citi- 
zens in  Hyde  Park  just  for  the  purpose  of 
handing  it  to  them.  I  believe  we  ought  to 
give  the  people  in  Hyde  Park  something  which, 
when  we  do  give  it  to  them  at  the  cost  of  all 
the  rest  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  where  we 
have  no  control  over  the  other  lines  in  Boston, 
we  have  got  control  ever  the  jitneys,  and  I 
believe  that  we  ought  to  hold  on  to  that 
control  and  give  them  service  which  I  believe 
this  Council  would  give  over  some  of  the 
other  lines  if  they  had  the  control.  Unfor- 
tunately, we  have  not  control  over  the  rest  of 
the  system  and  we  cannot  insist  upon  fair 
transportation.  Now  then,  I  feel  that  Hyde 
Park  is  in  the  position  that  she  has  been 
striving  for  transportation  at  a  single  fare, 
and  I  believe,  if  it  is  within  our  grasp,  we 
ought  to  make  the  transportation  as  good  as 
it  is  within  our  power.  I  feel  that  if  we 
designate  that  they,  in  making  the  applica- 
tion, give  the  description  of  the  motor  buses 
that  are  going  to  run,  that  we  have  some 
purpose  in  making  the  ordinance,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  purpose  we  had  was  that  the 
people  that  are  carried  shall  be  given  the 
transportation  they  are  paying  for  and  be 
given  a  seat,  I  think  the  Elevated  is  taking  a 
very  unfair  attitude  when  they  come  in  here 
and  say  that  they  are  not  prepared  to  sign  a 
lease  until  we  give  them  the  right  to  run 
buses.  I  think  that  is  an  unfair  attitude, 
coming  in  here  first,  and  again,  I  would  like 
to  see  the  lease.  I  do  not  know  whether  we 
will  have  to  vote  on  the  lease  or  not.  If  we 
have  got  to  vote  on  the  lease,  I  would  like  to 
see  the  lease  before  I  am  prepared  to  vote  on 
anything. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  be 
permitted   to   say   a  word 

Coun.   WATSON— Mr.   Curley, 
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Mayor  CURLEY— I  believe  that  if  the  Ele- 
vated were  permitted  to  exercise  their  own 
discretion,  without  the  pressure  of  public 
opinion  or  of  the  officials  charged  with  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  city,  that 
they  would  much  prefer  to  permit  the  system 
that  is  now  in  operation  in  Hyde  Park  to  con- 
tinue. It  really  is  not  something  of  their  own 
wish.  It  is  something  we  are  wishing  on 
them  for  the  benefit  of  Hyde  Park.  So  far  as 
the  regulation  of  the  number  of  passengers 
that  may  be  permitted  to  occupy  seats  in  the 
buses  is  concerned,  I  believe  that  it  is  within 
the  power  of  the  City  Council  to  regulate  that 
without  any  difficulty  at  all.  If,  at  any  time,  they 
are  carrying  a  number  in  excess  of  twenty- 
five,  it  will  be  a  simple  matter  to  refer  it  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Board  of  Health 
would,  or  should,  take  the  necessary  initial 
steps  with  the  Elevated  to  correct  that  abuse. 
The  franchises  for  the  buses  are  revokable  at 
any  time,  within  the  power  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil. That  being  the  case,  there  is  a  double 
check  upon  the  franchises,  and  an  absolute 
protection  so  far  as  the  public  or  the  City 
Council  is  concerned.  It  has  been  the  con- 
tention of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  that  they 
were  conducting  the  service  in  Hyde  Park  at 
a  profit,  although  I  have  always  questioned 
that  contention  on  the  part  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts.  To  continue  to  maintain  their 
lines  at  present  existing  there,  would  require 
a  capital  expenditure  of  at  least  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  for  the  renewal  of  mainte- 
nance of  way  on  River  street,  between  Cleary 
square  and  Mattapan  square.  In  other  words, 
to  make  possible  the  operation  of  a  line  that 
could  be  put  out  of  commission  at  any  time 
the  City  Council  saw  fit  to  establish  compe- 
tition by  the  granting  of  jitney  licenses  to 
concerns  other  than  one  of  the  street  railway 
companies  I  do  not  think  we  need  have  any 
apprehension  about  failure  to  give  service.  I 
believe,  personally,  that  since  the  city  is,  in  a 
measure,  a  partner  with  the  Boston  Elevated 
in  the  matter  of  providing  transportation, 
since  we  have  a  dual  ownership  in  the  sub- 
ways and  the  success  of  the  street  railway, 
that  is  a  contributing  factor,  in  large  meas- 
ure, to  the  prosperity  of  the  public,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  municipality,  and  it  is  to  the  in- 
terest of  the  city  government  to  do  everything 
within  reasonable  limits  to  aid  and  benefit 
and  further  the  interests  of  the  street  rail- 
way company.  That  being  the  case,  I  feel 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  assist  rather  than  to 
hinder,  and  for  that  reason  I,  personally, 
would  not  favor  the  granting  of  competing 
jitney  licenses  on  any  portion  of  the  Elevated 
system.  But,  in  this  particular  case,  if  the 
Boston  Elevated  public  officials  fail  to  give 
the  character  of  service  that,  in  my  opinion 
or  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council,  the 
public  of  this  section  of  Boston  is  entitled  to, 
I  should  not  hesitate  for  one  minute  to  favor 
the  granting  of  jitney  licenses  and  thereby 
set  up  competition  which  will  compel  an  im- 
provement of  the  service  However,  I  think 
we  are  all  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the 
success  or  the  failure  of  a  street  railway  sys- 
tem depends  in  large  measure  upon  the  char- 
acter of  the  service  represented  by  the  oper- 
ation to  the  citizens  That  being  so,  it  is 
primarily,  not  only  necessary,  but  should  be 
the  object  of  the  street  railway  company,  to 
render  the  best  possible  character  of  service. 
If,  at  any  time,  they  fail  to  provide  it,  and 
after  it  has  been  duly  called  to  their  attention 
they  still  continue  to  be  guilty  of  failure, 
then  it  is  within  our  power  to  request  the 
Board  of  Health  to  take  such  steps  as  are 
within  their  power.  In  the  event  of  the 
Board  of  Health  failing  to  induce  the  street 
railway  company  to  provide  proper  charac- 
ter of  service,  it  is  still  within  our  power  to 
revoke  the  charter  which  we  have  granted, 
and  to  grant  licenses  for  jitney  service  in 
competition  with  the  Elevated  system.  I  want 
to  say  that  I  took  up  the  matter  of  a  single 
fare  for  the   Hyde   Park  section  shortly   after 


assuming  office.  It  has  not  been  an  easy  task 
to  induce  the  Elevated  officials  to  agree  to  the 
operation  and  the  taking  over  of  these  lines. 
They  have  been  averse  to  it  at  all  times.  I 
question  whether  a  unanimous  vote  on  the 
project  was  ever  taken  by  the  present  public 
control  officials.  I  suppose  that  the  unfor- 
tunate thing  in  connection  with  the  Public 
Control  Board,  despite  the  splendid  character 
of  service  which  it  is  rendering  is  the  fact 
that  the  city,  through  its  government,  has  no 
voice  in  the  selection  of  the  public  control 
officials.  The  original  act  made  provision  for 
the  appointment  of  three  by  the  Governor  and 
two  by  the  Mayor.  For  some  reason  with 
which  I  am  not  familiar,  the  former  Mayor 
waived  his  right  to  appoint  two  of  the  five 
members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Control,  and, 
as  a  consequence,  we  really  have  no  voice  in 
the  operation  of  the  system  in  which  we 
are  so  heavily  interested  financially.  It  has 
taken  over  a  year  and  a  half  to  bring  about 
the  agreement  which  is  now  before  the  City 
Council.  The  former  Mayor,  I  believe,  whole- 
heartedly and  honestly,  devoted  the  greater 
portion  of  his  term — four  years — in  an  en- 
deavor to  bring  about  an  agreement  under 
which  the  Hyde  Park  section  would  enjoy 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  which  are  en- 
joyed by  every  other  section  of  the  Com- 
monwealth through  which  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated System  operates.  The  contest  for  a 
single  fare  in  Hyde  Park  represents  a  con- 
test covering  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  objections  raised 
by  Coun.  Moriarty  are  sufficiently  strong  to 
justify  any  member  of  the  Council  in  voting 
adversely  on  this  proposition.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  he  will  recognize  the  power  that  is 
within  the  province  of  the  City  Council,  rec- 
ognizing, in  addition,  not  only  my  attitude 
and  the  attitude  of  the  City  Council  itself  on 
the  question  of  reasonable  service  for  Hyde 
Park,  but  will  recognize  the  wisdom  of  at 
least  accepting  in  gcod  faith  the  proposition 
that  is  submitted.  In  the  event  of  failure  of 
the  Boston  Elevated  officials  to  keep  faith 
with  the  people  of  Hyde  Park,  I  can  assure 
him  that  I  shall  be  pleased  to  go  just  as  far 
as  he  can  go  in  the  matter  of  compelling  the 
Elevated  officials  to  give  the  character  of 
service  to  Hyde  Park  of  which  it  has  been 
deprived  so  many  years,  and  which  it  so 
greatly  needs  in  order  to  bring  about  that 
industrial  development  and  the  opportunities 
for  convenient  transportation  to  which  the 
people  of  that  section  of  Boston  are  entitled, 
and   which   they   have   so  long   been   denied. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  have  no  intention  of  voting  ad- 
versely to  this  proposition,  but  I  do  think 
that  I,  as  a  member  of  the  city  government, 
have  at  least  a  reasonable  right  to  have  rea- 
sonable time.  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  ask 
me  or  to  ask  any  other  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil who  received  a  letter  on  Saturday  in  the 
last  mail  calling  a  special  meeting  on  Monday 
at  twelve  o'clock,  to  take  up  the  matter  of 
jitney  buses  in  Hyde  Park — I  do  not  think 
that  it  is  a  fair  proposition  to  come  in  here 
at  twelve  o'clock  and  take  up  a  proposition 
which  covers  the  transportation  system  in 
Hyde  Park,  and  to  ask  me  to  vote  without 
any  knowledge  of  the  contract  that  is  being 
made  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railroad.  I  feel  that  for 
the  protection  of  all  the  citizens  of  Boston, 
we  should  at  least  have  a  reasonable  time  to 
look  into  the  contract  which  has  been  drawn 
up  between  the  Mayor  or  his  representative 
and  the  Boston  Elevated.  I  feel  that  I,  as 
one  member  of  the  City  Council,  have  a  right 
to  see  that.  I  do  not  want  to  be  put  in  the 
position  here  cf  voting  to  give  the  Elevated 
a  right  of  operating  jitney  buses  in  Hyde 
Park,  and  find  out,  a  week  from  today,  that 
I  have  done  wrong.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
proposition  is  big  enough  to  make  one  bite 
of  it.  I  think  that  we  should  have  the  lease 
before    us.      If    we    do    not,    then   I    am    in    a 
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stronger  position  that  I  do  desire  to  see  the 
lease,  anyway.  Of  course,  if  the  lease  is  not 
satisfactory  to  me,  I  will  not  vote  to  give 
them  the  jitney  buses  unless  we  are  protected. 
I  see  in  the  city  ordinance  here  that  it  pro- 
vides that  only  a  certain  number  of  passen- 
gers shall  be  allowed  on  the  jitney  buses. 
That  number  is  the  number  of  seats  required 
by  the  ordinance.  But  it  also  says  that  they 
shall  file  a  schedule  of  the  time,  which  they 
have  not  complied  with,  by  filing  a  schedule 
of  the  time  the  jitney  buses  will  run.  Of 
course,  I  could  raise  an  objection  that  their 
application  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  city 
ordinance,  and  therefore  we  are  in  no  posi- 
tion to  act  upon  it.  Mr.  Mulcahy  and  every- 
body else  may  be  sincere,  but  they  are  not 
complying  with  the  city  ordinance  by  putting 
the  time  of  jitney  buses.  Before  the  propo- 
sition is  voted  upon,  I  would  rather  have 
that  information  filed  so  we  can  have  it  as  a 
matter  of  record,  the  same  as  every  other 
firm  has  complied  with  the  city  ordinance 
when  they  have  come  in  here.  Of  course,  I 
believe  that  it  is  better  to  get  things  before 
you  sign  your  name.  Then  it  is  sure.  It  is 
easier  to  get  such  things  than  it  is  after  you 
have  signed. 

Mayor    CURLEY— Of    course,    the    only    an- 
swer,   Mr.    Chairman,    is    that   if    the   Elevated 
were   permitted  to   exercise   its   own  judgment, 
the    terminal    would    be    Cleary    square.      They 
would    not    go    beyond    that.      In    fact,    at    no 
time   have  they  been   desirous   of  going   beyond 
that.      They    have    never    had    a    desire    to    as- 
sume   the    capital     expenditure    in     connection 
with    the    taking    over    of    the    property    and 
the    franchises    of    the    Eastern    Massachusetts 
Street   Railway.      In    conferences    with    them   I 
have    insisted    that    they    must    run    to    Read- 
ville ;   they   must   also   furnish   service   to   Mat- 
tapan  square.    They  were  agreeable  to  running 
to    Mattapan     square,     but     it     required     more 
than    four    weeks    of    pressure    and    conference 
before  they  could  be  induced  to   run  to  Read- 
ville.      They    absolutely    refused    to    operate    a 
tine    to    East    Dedham.       Therefore,    what    we 
have  secured   in   conjunction   with   the  proposi- 
tion of  the  bus   line   that   is   now   operating,   is 
a     system     of     transportation     for     the     Hyde 
Park     section     that    is     100     per    cent     opera- 
tion,   100    per    cent    better    than     Hyde     Park- 
has     ever     received     prior     to     this     time.      In 
addition      to      that,      we      secure      a      service 
at  one  half  the  cost  that  Hyde  Park  has  been 
required   to  pay   heretofore.     I   think   it   is   the 
best    bargain    we    can    make     at    the    present 
time   for   the    people    and    for   the    city.      I    do 
not  think   there   is   any  way    in   which   we  can 
justify     a    failure    to    act    upon    the    project. 
Objections      may     be      raised,      technical      and 
parliamentary,    to    any    method    of    legislation 
which   is   submitted.      All   legislation    is   a  mat- 
ter of   compromise  :   none  is   a  matter  of  com- 
pulsion.    I     think     this     compromise     proposi- 
tion  meets   with   the  wishes    of   a   majority   of 
the    people    of    Hyde    Park,    if    not    all    of    the 
people  of  Hyde  Park.      I  even   think  I  will   be 
within    the    bounds    of    reason    in    saying    that 
it  meets  with   the  wishes   of  all   of  the   people 
of    Hyde    Park.      If    it    meets    with    their    ap- 
proval,  I   do   not  think   that  there   is   any  way 
in   which   we   can   justify    an    objection    to   the 
project.       Now    then,    with    reference    to    the 
lease    being    a    new    preposition.      It   is    not    a 
new    proposition.      The    legislative    act    which 
was    adopted    at    the    present    session    of    the 
Legislature,    some    time    in    March    or    April, 
carried   with    it    a   permissive   proposition.      It 
became    effective    when    approved    by   the    City 
Council,    so    it    has    been    a   matter    of    public 
record,    open    for    investigation    and    study    by 
anyone,    for    a    period    of    from    three    to   four 
or   five   months.      The   question    of   Hyde   Park 
transportation   has   been   an   open  question   for 
about  twenty   years.     It  is  the  very   best  bar- 
gain we  can   get  for  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
and    for    the    City    of    Boston.      I,    personally, 
feel   that  it  would  be   a  gross   injustice  to   the 
people    of    Hyde    Park    to    fail    to    give    them 


the  relief  which  they  so  urgently  require,  and 
which  is  within  our  power  to  grant  at  this 
time. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— I  would  say,  if  I  may, 
that  the  schedule  of  operation  to  which  Coun. 
Moriarty  referred  is  required  by  the  ordi- 
nance to  be  filed  with  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner: not  with  the  City  Council.  That  is 
all  taken  care  of  after  the  license  is  granted 
by  the  City  Council.  It  is  nothing  that  is 
lequired  to  be  in  this  application  which  is 
now    before   you. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  the  committee  report  back  on  the  order. 
Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr  Chairman,  I  am  go- 
ing to  ask  that  it  be  laid  over  until  tomor- 
row at  one  o'clock,  and  the  meeting  be  ad- 
journed  here   until   one   o'clock    tomorrow. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  cannot  be  here  tomor- 
row. I  came  to  town  purposely  to  attend 
this    meeting. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  will  say  that  I 
should  not  be  here  now  if  it  comes  to  that, 
and  if  you  are  going  to  stand  on  that  I  am 
going  to  raise  the  technical  objection  that 
this  petition  is  not  in  the  right  place  that 
it  ought  to  go  to  the  Committee  on  Jitneys. 
Coun.  WATSON — Coun.  Brickley  moves 
that  the  order  be  reported  back  to  the  Coun- 
cil. Coun.  Moriarty  moves,  as  a  substitute, 
that  the  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  Do 
you  raise  the  question  that  it  is  not  in  the 
right  place  at  this  time? 
Coun.    MORIARTY— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
Executive  Committee  has  a  right  to  refer  it 
there,  if  it  should  see  fit  to  do  so.  It  is 
a  question  for  the  Executive  Committee. 
Coun.  Moriarty  makes  the  substitute  motion, 
that  the  matter   be  laid   on   the   table. 

Coun.    DONOGHUE— Mr.    Chairman,    I    am 
not    satisfied    with    this    proposition    going    on 
today.      My    mind    reverts    back    to    a   time    a 
few    years    ago    when,    at    the    eleventh    hour, 
the     Legislature     passed     the    most    iniquitous 
bill   ever  perpetrated  on  the  people  of   Boston, 
the    Elevated   control   act.      I   am   not   going  to 
be   one   of   these   to   vote  for  anything  else  for 
the    Boston    Elevated,    or    for    those    interested 
in    the   Boston    Elevated,   because  I  still  believe 
that   those   who   were   instrumental    in   foisting 
that   legislation   on    the   people   of   Boston   and 
the    people    of    Metropolitan    Boston    are    still 
responsible   for   the   acts   of    the    Elevated   offi- 
cials.  I   am   not   going   to  vote   for  this   propo- 
sition  until  I   have  had   an   opportunity   to   see 
just    what    I    am    voting    on.      I    feel    just    as 
Coun.    Moriarty   feels — that   we   have   not   been 
given     any     information     whatsoever     on     this 
proposition.      It    is    true,    as    the    Mayor   says, 
that    this    proposition    passed    the    last   legisla- 
tive  session,   but   we  did   not  know   what   kind 
of   agreements   might   be   entered   into  between 
those  whose  duty  it  is  to  enter  into  agreements 
between   the   Boston   Elevated   and   the   City   of 
Boston,    until   such    time    as    it   had    been   sub- 
mitted   to    the    City    Council    for   its    approval. 
I   don't  know  that  I   am   in  favor  of   revoking 
the     licenses     for     jitneys     which     have     been 
granted.      Then,    again,    I   want   to   know   why 
only    ii    per   cent    is    to    be    paid    on    $225,000 
paid    by    the    City    of    Boston.       What    is    to 
become    of    the    rest    of    the    property    to    be 
taken    over    by    the    city  ?      Then,    again,    sup- 
pose  we   did    grant   the   Elevated   the   right   to 
operate    jitneys    and    they    did    not    live    up    to 
the    requirements,    and   we    invoked   the   jitney 
law.      That    would    only    be    in    favor    of    the 
Elevated.     Then   they  would   only  have  to   run 
as  far  as  Mattapan.     They  would  not  have  to 
run    any    service    beyond   that.      I    think    there 
ought  to  be  some  enlightenment,  at  least,  given 
to  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and  some 
opportunity    given     to     the     members     of     the 
City   Council   to   study   this   entire   proposition, 
and  that  we  should  have  every  available  piece 
of    data.      I    am    not    going    to    vote    for    any 
proposition    I    know    nothing    about,    and    cer- 
tainly I  know  but  very  little   about  this  prop- 
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osition.  I  view  with  very  great  skepticism 
any  proposition  which  emanates  from  the 
Elevated. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  that  I  am  as 
much  interested  in  protecting  the  taxpayers' 
interest,  or  the  public  interest,  as  any  other 
member  of  the  Council.  But  I  can  remem- 
ber that  for  many,  many  years  I  have  been 
promising  that,  at  the  very  first  opportunity, 
I  would  vote  to  give  Hyde  Park  the  same 
rate  of  fare  as  the  other  sections  of  the  city. 
I  have  the  opportunity  now,  and  I  would  like 
to  do  it.  I  intend  to  vote  that  way.  Do  you 
desire  to  say  something,  Mr.   Sullivan  ? 

Mr.    THOMAS    SULLIVAN— Yes. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like   to   say   a   word. 

Coun.   WATSON— Mr.   Curley. 

Mayor  CURLEY — When,  during  the  former 
administration,  the  proposition  was  given 
consideration  by  the  City  Council  and  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Control,  calling  for  an 
annual  expenditure,  probably  for  the  cus- 
tomary period  of  ninety-nine  years,  of  $100,000 
to  $125,000  annually,  a  burden  which  was 
unfair  was  imposed  on  the  city.  But  ap- 
parently at  that  time  those  were  the  best 
possible  terms  the  city  could  secure.  On  this 
particular  proposition  the  sum  to  be  paid  by 
the  Elevated,  $225,000,  is  the  sum  arrived  at 
by  the  Public  Service  Commission  as  to  the 
actual  value  of  the  roadbed  and  the  equipment 
which  the  ■  Elevated  could  use  to  advantage. 
The  $85,000  in  excess  of  that  amount,  or  the 
difference  between  $225,000  and  $310,000  is 
assumed  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  return 
for  assuming  that  $85,000,  we  take  over  the 
power  plant,  minus  the  equipment,  in  the 
Hyde  Park  section  of  Boston.  The  power 
plant  consists  of  a  wooden  and  brick  build- 
ing that,  as  a  railroad  siding,  can  be  utilized 
by  the  Public  Works  Department.  I,  per- 
sonally, would  prefer  that  the  city  be  relieved 
of  that  obligation,  but  there  is  this  outstand- 
ing proposition  that  we  cannot  get  away 
from.  For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park  have  been  seeking  a 
single  fare.  It  has  been  the  perfectly  proper 
assumption  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park  that,  when  Hyde  Park  was  annexed  to 
Boston,  Hyde  Park  would  be,  in  reality, 
rather  than  in  theory,  a  part  of  Boston.  She 
has  been  a  part  of  Boston  in  reality  so  far 
as  all  public  functions  are  concerned,  ad- 
ministration, schools,  police  department,  fire 
department,  public  works  department,  health 
department,  and  the  other  activities,  but  she 
has  not  been  a  part  of  Boston  so  far  as 
transportation  is  concerned.  Transportation 
is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  to  be 
administered  in  connection  with  a  city.  As 
a  consequence,  there  has  been  stagnation  in 
realty.  There  has  been  a  distinct  injury  to 
the  industrial  concerns  located  in  Hyde  Park, 
and  more  particularly  in  the  Readville  sec- 
tion. The  people  look  to  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston  for  relief.  The  previous  ad- 
ministration prepared  to  grant  that  relief, 
even  though  it  might  represent  a  capital  ex- 
penditure of  from  $100,000  to  $125,000  an- 
nually. We  are  in  a  position  to  grant  that 
relief  with  an  expenditure  to  the  city  of 
approximately  $85,000.  The  plant  that  we 
take  over,  in  all  probability,  will  not  repre- 
sent an  actual  value  to  the  city  in  excess  of 
$40,000.  But  there  is  something  which  should 
be  assumed  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park  and  Readville.  They  want  this 
arrangement  carried  out.  They  want  to  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Elevated  system.  I  have 
always  contended  that  they  are  more  entitled 
to  be  a  part  of  the  Elevated  system  than  is 
Watertown,  Everett,  Maiden,  Cambridge  and 
various  other  outlying  sections  of  Greater 
Boston  which  are  not  a  part  of  the  city 
proper.  New  then,  we  have  it  within  our 
power  to  grant  them  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  in  transportation — a  single  fare — 
which   are  enjoyed  by  all  the  other  sections  of 


Boston,  and  by  many  of  the  outlying  cities 
and  towns.  Interpose  objections  you  can. 
You  may  raise  parliamentary  questions.  We 
can  discuss  the  question  of  transfer  and  the 
question  of  delay.  As  far  as  the  Elevated  is 
concerned,  it  is  only  within  the  last  five  days 
that  they  have  agreed  that  their  schedule 
would  be  available  to  put  in  operation  on 
September  1.  Immediately  upon  information 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  I  assume 
directly  upon  his  receiving  that  information, 
that  the  Elevated  would  be  in  position  to  put 
their  system  in  operation  in  Hyde  Park  on 
the  first  day  of  September,  this  meeting  was 
called.  It  was  called  without  undue  delay, 
so  that  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  might  not 
be  required  to  suffer  unnecessarily  from  a 
system  of  transportation  which  is  a  distinct 
injury  to  the  individual  citizens  of  Hyde  Park 
and  a  distinct  injury  to  the  development  of 
real  estate,  the  development  of  industry,  in 
this  great  section  of  our  line,  in  which  there 
is  so  much  available  land  at  low  prices,  which 
is  waiting  to  be  developed.  I  do  not  think 
that  there  is  any  way  in  which  we  can  justify 
delay.  Certainly  no  one  can  accuse  me  of 
being  unduly  friendly  to  the  Boston  Elevated. 
I  believe  I  protested  as  loudly  as  anybody 
against  the  public  control  bill,  but,  in  spite 
of  our  general  protests,  the  company  is  func- 
tioning, giving  the  people  service,  and  there 
are  more  than  fifty  lines  operating  today  on  a 
5-cent  fare,  and  the  5-cent  fare  zone  system 
is  being  extended.  At  the  same  time,  the 
men  who  perform  the  work  on  the  Elevated 
system  are  not  required  to  bear  the  burden 
which  should  be  borne  by  the  car-riding  pub- 
lic. The  Elevated  must  be  considered.  It 
would  be  possible  to  give  a  5-cent  fare  on 
the  Elevated  system  if  you  get  back  to  the 
old  wage  schedule.  I  think  you  would  have 
difficulty  in  getting  back  to  the  old  wage 
schedule.  There  is  a  demand  for  increased 
wages  at  the  present  time,  and  so  long  as 
the  labor  cost  of  operating  the  road  is  in  the 
vicinity  of  5  cents — I  believe  it  is  about  4.60 
or  4.68  at  the  present  time — a  general  5-cent 
fare  on  the  entire  system  is  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. I  recognize  that  fact  and  I  was  bright 
enough  to  admit  it  at  a  hearing  before  the 
Legislature  in  the  present  year.  I  would 
like  to  see  a  general  5-cent  fare  on  the  whole 
system.  I  recognize  that  it  is  impossible  to 
bring  it  about  without  cuttng  the  wages  at 
the  present  time  received  by  the  men  at 
least  50  per  cent.  I  recognize  the  futility  of 
that.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  men  who 
operate  the  road,  the  working  men,  should 
be  required  to  bear  a  burden  which  must,  of 
necessity,  be  borne  by  all  the  people.  I 
have  a  theory  with  reference  to  the  system. 
Some  of  my  theories  have  proven  unsound, 
but  some  of  them  I  still  believe  to  be  sound. 
I  have  definite  ideas  with  reference  to  the 
rights  of  Hyde  Park.  I  believe  that  they 
are  expressed  in  the  order  presented  here. 
I  know  of  no  better  way  to  serve  the  people 
of  the  city  and  of  the  Hyde  Park  section.  I 
drew  those  orders  in  good  faith.  Without  good 
faith  we  can  accomplish  nothing.  We  have 
a  right  to  question  the  motives  of  the  Ele- 
vated public  officials,  but  when  a  proposi- 
tion is  presented  which  meets  with  the  wishes 
of  all  the  people  interested,  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park,  and  when  that  project  is  of  ben- 
efit to  all  the  people  of  Hyde  Park.  I  do  not 
believe  we  are  justified  in  letting  our  own 
personal  views  interfere  with  a  public  project 
which  is  ultimately  to  be  of  benefit  to  all  the 
people  of  a  great  section  of  our  city.  I  think 
that   is   the  question   involved   here. 

Coun.  WATSON — Can  you  enlighten  us  any, 
Mr.   Sullivan? 

Mr.  THOMAS  SULLIVAN— I  want  to  say 
I  have  here  a  prepared  contract,  the  original 
contract,  and  we  also  have  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Elevated,  author- 
ized to  sign  that  contract  by  the  city.  I 
would  like  to  say  that  this  act  passed 
through     the     Legislature     provided     that     the 
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Transit  Department,  acting  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  would  take  over  all  the  property  of 
the  Bay  State — the  Eastern  Massachusetts, 
formerly  the  Hay  State.  They  would  not  give 
us  any  option  to  take  any  portion  of  it.  We 
are  prepared  to  take  it  all,  but  we  cannot  do 
that  until  we  have  a  contract  with  the  Ele- 
vated agreeing  to  take  such  portion  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  property  as  they  will 
operate  for  street  railway  lines.  It  has  been 
for  years  the  goal  of  everybody  in  Hyde  Park 
to  get  service  to  Cleary  square.  Nobody,  in 
their  wildest  dreams,  even,  ever  anticipated 
any  possibility  of  the  Boston  Elevated  going 
to  Readville  on  a  unit  fare.  That  was  abso- 
lutely out  of  the  question.  They  have  now 
agreed  to  take  over  the  line  to  Cleary  square, 
and  in  addition  to  that,  after  a  series  of  con- 
ferences participated  in  by  the  trustees,  the 
Transit  Department,  and  by  their  attorney 
and  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  they  finally 
agreed  to  operate  these  lines  to  Mattapan  and 
Cleary  square,  so  as  to  relieve  the  situation, 
giving  the  people  in  that  section  not  any  new 
bus  service  but  a  free  fare,  free  connection 
with  the  Elevated  system.  At  twelve  o'clock 
Friday  night  the  Elevated  Railway  takes  over 
the  tracks  to  Cleary  square,  and  that  is  all. 
If  they  do  not  get  this  bus  right  it  simply 
means  that  they  wll  not  run  beyond  that 
point. 

Coun.  WATSON — Irrespective  of  what  we 
do  today,  on  Friday  night  the  Eastern  Mas- 
sachusetts line  from  Cleary  square  to  the 
Forest  Hills  line,  the  Elevated  lines,  will  be 
consummated,   with   a   5-cent  fare. 

Mr.  SULLIVAN— We  have  arranged  to 
turn  it  over  to  them.  Now,  if  they  do  not 
get  the  bus  license  they  cannot  run  on  River 
street ;  they  cannot  run  to  Readville.  Of 
course,  you  have  bus  service  on  those  lines, 
but  the  people  living  there  will  have  to  pay 
the  5-cent  fare,  whereas  the  Elevated  inti  mis 
to  give  them  the  service  without  extra  cost. 
That  service  gees  into  effect  Friday  night. 
The  reason  for  this  delay  has  been  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Elevated  had  no  desire  to 
furnish  service  on  East  River  street,  and  it 
had  no  desre  to  furnish  service  to  Readville. 
It  was  only  after  repeated  conferences, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Transit 
Department,  that  they  finally  saw  the  light 
and  agreed  to  do  this. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  want  to  say  that  I 
believe,  as  much  as  anybody  perhaps,  in  the 
single  unit  fare  to  Hyde  Park,  but  the  more 
we  hear  and  the  more  the  speakers  here  talk 
to  us  the  more  we  learn  about  this  proposi- 
tion. We  have  just  listened  to  a  member  of 
the  Transit  Commission,  who  said  that  on 
Friday  night  this  deal  will  be  consummated. 
In  my  opinion  that  will  not  be  so.  There 
will  be  no  members  of  the  Transit  Board  who 
will  dare  to  put  over  any  proposition  for 
Hyde  Park  that  does  not  give  Hyde  Park 
adequate  service,  and  any  proposition  which 
eliminates  any  service  for  these  who  live  be- 
yond the  lines  which  will  be  operated  by 
street  cars  is  not  adequate  service  for  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park  and  will  not  be  put  into 
effect,  despite  what  has  been  said,  because  I 
feel — and  I  am  one  of  those  who  hold  that 
opinion — that  no  public  official  will  again  fly 
in  the  face  of  the  opposition  of  the  people  of 
our  city.  Any  agreement  that  may  be  en- 
tered into,  or  any  service  that  may  be  given, 
by  the  Boston  Elevated,  whereby  the  rights 
of  the  people  are  not  adequately  protected, 
will  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  consummated.  I 
have  a  great  deal  of  confidence  in  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I  feel  that  he  will 
do  everything  in  his  power  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  people  in  so  far  as  street  car 
service  is  concerned,  but  I  feel  that  it  is  only 
fair  to  the  members  of  this  Council  that  they 
also  should  see  that  the  rights  of  the  people 
are  protected,  in  so  far  as  the  Council  is  in 
a  position  to  protect  -them  in  any  proposi- 
tion, or  in  any  agreement  that  is  entered  into 


by    the    City    of    Boston    and    the    Boston    Ele- 
vated  system.     It  was   only   after  the  bill   was 
passed     which     gives    the     public,    control     act 
that    the    people    realized    that    a    loophole   had 
been    left   in    it,    or   an    amendment   was   made 
in     the     act,     which    guaranteed    dividends     to 
those    who    are    not    entitled    to    dividends    on 
the     Boston     Elevated     Railroad.       I     want    to 
guard    against    any    further    provisions    which 
may   not   be   in   the   interests   of  the   people,   so 
far  as    I   can,   in   any   dealings    which   we   may 
have,  as  public  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  feel   that   we   are   not  asking  for  very   much 
when    we    ask    for    sufficent    time    to    at    least 
look    over   the   various   matters   and   facts    con- 
nected    with     this     preposition.       It    seems    to 
me   that   in   fairness   to   ourselves   and   in   fair- 
ness to  the  people  who  ride  that  we  should  be 
given  a  sufficient  opportunity  to  look  into  this 
matter  and  see  that,  to  the  best  of  our  ability, 
all    the    rights    that    we    think    should    be    pro- 
tected   are    protected.      Of    course,    we    all    be- 
lieve   in    the   basic   principle   of   a   5-cent  fare, 
or  a  10-cent  fare,  or  a  single  unit  fare,  but  1 
disagree  with  one  remark  ;   that  the  labor  cost 
is    almost    5    cents    on    the    Elevated    today.      I 
know   that  that   is  what  might  be  called  prop- 
aganda,    which    has     been     circulated    by     the 
trustees   of   the   Elevated   since   they   took   con- 
trol of   the  system.     They  have  always   harped 
en   the  labor  cost.     That   is   all   we   hear ;   how 
high    labor    is,    and    every    circular    that    they 
send    out    states    that    labor    practically    con- 
sumes   10   per  cent   of  every   5   cents  expended 
by   the   Elevated.     We   realize,   of   course,    that 
there    is    more    money    being    expended    today 
for   labor   than    there   ever    was    before    in    the 
history   of   the   Elevated,   but   we   also  want   to 
remember    that    their    maintenance    costs    to- 
day,   their    new    equipment    costs    today,    their 
depreciation   fund   today,   is   twice   as   much   as 
it  ever   was    in   the   palmiest  days   of   the   Ele- 
vated.     All    that,    in    my    opinion,    is    appor- 
tioned   to   the   labor    cost.      We    are    rebuilding 
roadways  right  and  left,   so  that,   at  the  expi- 
ration    of     ten     years,     the     Boston     Elevated 
Railway    system    is    going    to    be    in    the    best 
shape    it    ever    was    in    its    existence,    and   the 
car  riders  today  are  the  ones  who  are  bearing 
the  burden  of  it.     I  feel  that  there  should  not 
be    so    much    stress    laid    on    the    labor    cost. 
Many  things  they  have  done  no  doubt  increase 
the  cost  of  labor  today,   and  increase  the  num- 
ber   of    employees    laying    the     roadbed,    steel 
and  everything:  connected  with  it,  so  that  it  is 
not   a  fair  basis   they   are   figuring  on.      After 
these    things    have    been    rebuilt,    the    cost    of 
labor   will    not   be   anywhere   near   where   it   is 
today.     I    believe   in   a  living   wage,   a   decent 
living  wage  for  everyone  who   is   working   for 
the  Boston   Elevated,  but  I  do  not  believe  that 
so  much  stress   should   be   laid   upon   the  labor 
costs    at    all    times,    pointing    out    to    us,    who 
have    advocated    a    5-cent   fare,    that    it    is    im- 
possible to  grant  a   5-cent  fare.     I  say  that  it 
is    not    impossible,    and    I    feel    that   we   ought 
to    be    given   some   time   to    review   this    entire 
proposition,     in     order     that    we     may     guard 
against    every   loophole   we    can,    in    the    inter- 
ests  of   the   people   who    are   to   be   served  by 
this     service.       I     would     like     to     have     some 
member    of    the    Board    of    Trustees,    or    some 
representative,     or    someone,    come    here    and 
explain  why  it  is  they   cannot  run  street  cars 
rather    than    jitney   buses,    and   why    it   is    the 
people   who   have    rendered   service   to   the   car 
riders  in   the   past,   in   the  days   that  are  gone 
when   the    Elevated    refused    to    render   service 
to   the  people,   why  their  jitney  licenses   should 
be  revoked,  so  that  the  Elevated  might  benefit. 
If   it    is   to   be   a   straight   transfer   privilege   I 
cannot  see  where  they  are  going  to  gain  any- 
thing.    But  I  do  not  think  it  is  going  to  be  a 
straight   transfer   privilege.      I   think   they   are 
going  to  pick  up   fares  from   Cleary  square  to 
Mattapan,    and    so    forth,    to    the    end    of    the 
line.      I    would   like   some   information    on    this 
before  I  vote  on  it. 

Mayor    CURLEY— I   believe   that   the   infor- 
mation   in    regard    to    transportation    is    set 
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forth  in  the  order ;  that  anyone  boarding  a. 
car  in  Cleary  square  or  in  Hyde  Park  is 
given  a  transfer  which  entitles  them  to  ride 
over  any  portion  of  the  Elevated  system  In 
regard  to  the  reduction  of  fares  generally  on 
the  Elevated  system,  there  is  only  one  way 
to  bring  it  about.  Personally,  I  have  rather 
hard  and  fixed  views  on  that  subject  but,  un- 
fortunately, I  could  not  convince  the  Legis- 
lature, and  they  rejected  it  unanimously  in 
the  committee  which  heard  it.  I  believe  that 
the  Elevated,  in  making  this  petition,  is  in 
exactly  the  same  category  as  the  Public  Health 
Department,  the  Public  Education  Department, 
and  so  forth  that  it  it  absolutely  necessary  to 
our  existence  today,  in  any  portion  of  Amer- 
ica. Adequate  street  railway  transportation 
is  essential  to  the  success  of  any  business  lo- 
cated in  a  large  city.  It  is  particularly  es- 
sential to  the  maintenance  of  high  realty 
value  in  the  retail  shopping  districts  of  the 
city.  It  brings  people  there,  and  it  brings 
goods  there.  We  probably  have  pretty  close 
to  380,000  motor  cars  registered  in  Massachu- 
setts at  the  present  time.  They  carry  about 
320,000  passengers  a  week.  In  our  city  that 
represents  about  200,000  cars.  The  320,000 
people  today,  if  there  were  no  motor  cars, 
would  be  required  to  ride  on  the  Elevated 
system.  The  probability  is,  in  many  cases, 
that  many  of  those  who  operate  care  in  re- 
tail business  would  not  find  it  possible  to  op- 
erate a  oar  without  the  benefit  of  the  Ele- 
vated system.  I  have  always  maintained  that 
the  burden  of  street  cars  to  the  car  riders 
should  be  distributed  The  man  who  operates 
an  automobile  should  be  required  to  pay  his 
proportion  of  the  burden.  If  there  is  any 
deficit  in  the  operation  of  the  street  railway 
system  it  should  become  a  part  of  the  tax 
levy,  the  same  as  water,  storage  and  educa- 
tion, and  should  be  absorbed  in  the  tax  levy 
the  same  as  those  burdens  are.  That  is  my 
view.  I  believe  it  is  a  sound  view.  I  hope 
at  some  time  to  have  it  recognized  as  such. 
If  you  cannot  absorb  it  in  your  system  of 
taxation  there  is  another  way  to  reduce  fares, 
and  that  is  to  reduce  the  labor  costs.  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  any  member  of  any  public 
body  today  with  sufficient  courage  to  vote 
for  cutting  down  the  wages  of  the  motormen 
and  conductors  to  $2  a  day.  I,  for  one,  not 
only  lack  the  courage,  but  I  lack  the  desire, 
because  I  would  like  to  continue  in  politics  a 
few  days  longer.  I  think  that  this  is  true  of 
you   and   of   all   of  us. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  think  that  possibly  I 
would  be  as  reluctant  as  anybody  to  vote  for 
a  reduction  from  $4  to  $2  for  the  street  car 
men.  My  idea  of  the  proposition  is  that  the 
figures  which  have  been  submitted  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Elevated  r-ailroad  fail  to  take 
into  consideration  that  the  extra  work  which 
is  being  done  is  beng  done  by  labor,  but  is 
only  of  a  temporary  nature.  The  impression 
being  created  by  the  circulars  and  propa- 
ganda is  to  the  effect  that  it  is  of  a  perma- 
nent nature ;  that  the  permanent  labor  costs 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  system  are  4.5  cents 
out  of  the  cycle  they  figure  it  out  of.  Hew- 
ever  they  arrive  at  those  figures  I  do  not 
know,  but  I  do  know  this,  that  no  high  sal- 
aried officials  of  the  Elevated  have  ever  heard 
of  a  reduction  in  their  salaries.  Every  time 
there  is  talk  of  reduction  in  salary  it  always 
seems  to  be  that  the  one  is  getting  least 
is  the  one  to  be  cut  down  more.  Now,  that 
is  not  my  way  of  doing  business  I  think 
there  is  a  lot  of  top  heaviness  in  the  salaries 
connected  with  the  Elevated  system  today  in 
their  offices,  and  I  feel,  if  there  is  going  to  be 
any  reduction  now  or  in  the  future  in  the 
labor  costs,  it  should  be  at  the  top  and  not  at 
the  bottom.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the 
Elevated  motormen  and  conductors  are  receiv- 
ing even  as  much  as  they  are  entitled  to  to- 
day. The  conditions  of  living  have  changed 
so  that  they  have  to  pay  more  for  everything 
than  they  did  in  former  years.  That,  of 
course,    also   applies    to   everybody   else.      I   ap- 


preciate the  fact  that  it  has  entered  into  the 
costs  of  transportation,  but  I  do  want  to  say 
that  I  do  not  believe  so  much  stress  should 
be  laid  by  the  Elevated  Trustees,  upon  the 
permanent  labor  costs  of  the  Elevated  sys- 
tem. My  only  objection  to  this  proposition 
is  one  which  might  be  very  readily  overcome 
by  a  perusal  of  the  matters  in  connection 
with  it.  All  I  have  asked  for  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  read  over  the  matter  that  has  been 
submitted  here  so  that,  in  my  turn,  I  may 
be  able  to  vote  intelligently  on  this  proposi- 
tion. 

Mr.  LYONS — May  I  be  permitted  to  give 
some  information  to  the  Council  ?  So  far  as 
the  bus  system  that  is  now  being  conducted 
in  the  Hyde  Park  district  is  concerned,  it  was 
the  distinct  understanding — I  have  forgotten 
as  to  whether  the  councillor  was  a  member  of 
the  Council  at  that  time — but  immediately 
upen  a  settlement  being  made  by  the  people 
of  the  Hyde  Park  district  and  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated officials,  it  was  the  distinct  understand- 
ing that  the  bus  company  would  immediately 
cease  to  operate.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think 
that  the  company  today  is  being  supported 
by  the  people  of  Hyde  Park,  and  it  has  given 
its  solemn  promise,  which  it  is  willing  to 
keep,  that  immediately  upon  the  settlement 
being  made  between  the  Elevated  and  the 
city,  it  would  cease  to  operate.  So  they  are 
losing  nothing,  and  the  letter  as  read  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  explains  the  situation  Now, 
then,  as  far  as  the  act  is  concerned,  some 
time  in  June,  I  think  it  was,  the  Council  ac- 
cepted the  act,  and  the  act  is  nothing  more 
nor  less.  It  provides  that  after  an  agreement 
has  been  entered  into  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
and  the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  the  Transit 
Commission,  the  City  of  Boston,  acting  by  the 
Transit  Commission,  has  the  right  to  take 
over  the  entire  property  of  the  Eastern  Mas- 
sachusetts in  the  Hyde  Park  district.  Sec- 
tion 405  provides  that  a  valuation  shall  be 
made  of  that  property.  The  Boston  Elevated 
intended  to  run  as  far  as  Cleary  square.  Then 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  says  that  pressure  was 
brought  to  bear  on  the  Boston  Elevated. 
After  quite  a  number  of  consultations,  the 
Elevated  said  they  would  not  run  to  Readville 
if  they  had  to  operate  over  the  street  railway 
lines.  They  would  go  to  Cleary  square  and 
no  further.  Therefore,  if  a  bus  license  is 
not  granted,  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  will 
not  have  any  service.  The  proposition  was 
put  up  by  the  Boston  Elevated  that  they 
would  run  to  Readville  by  way  of  Mattapan 
for  15  cents  if  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
would  be  satisfied.  They  wanted  a  local  fare. 
The  only  way  the  Boston  Elevated  would  give 
a  unit  fare  was  by  running  buses.  So  we 
are  placed  in  this  position :  The  people  of 
Hyde  Park  are  thoroughly  satisfied  that  they 
are  getting  everything  they  can  get,  and  that 
they  are  going  to  get  a  unit  fare  over  the 
entire  system  of  the  Boston  Elevated.  The 
only  way  in  which  they  can  get  it  is  by  the 
operation  of  buses  by  the  Boston  Elevated 
in  the  Hyde  Park  district.  If  they  cannot 
operate  those  buses  the  Elevated  is  not  will- 
ing to  go  further  and  sign  the  agreement. 
The  Elevated  is  willing  to  sign  the  agreement 
provided  the  people  of  Boston  and  of  Hyde 
Park  arc  willing  to  take  service  to  Cleary 
square  if  they  cannot  run  buses.  But  that  is 
not  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  Hyde  Park. 
The  people  of  Hyde  Park  want  the  service. 
Now,  then,  they  expect  the  service  by  the  1st 
of  September.  And  the  reason  for  the  delay 
is  this :  There  has  been  consultation  after 
consultation,  and  after  the  consultations  were 
concluded,  then  it  was  necessary  to  draw  a 
lease.  That  lease  was  drawn,  and  immedi- 
ately after  the  lease  was  drawn  it  was  sent 
to  the  Boston  Elevated.  Then  more  consul- 
tations ensued  and  finally,  after  a  form  of 
lease  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  city  and 
the  Boston  Elevated  was  drawn,  the  Boston 
Elevated  immediately  -filed  an  application — I 
think  on  the  23d  of  August — for  a  bus  license. 
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The  people  of  Hyde  Park  want  the  system  to 
start  in  on  the  first  of  September.  I  under- 
stood that  there  was  to  he  no  regular  meeting 
of  the  Council  until  the  10th  of  September.  I 
talked  it  over  with  Mr.  Muleahy.  I  saw  that 
the  buses  could  not  run  until  a  license  had 
been  issued,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to  have 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Council.  That  is  the 
reason  the  special  meeting  of  the  Council  was 
called.  Now,  then,  if  we  do  not  have  those 
buses  licensed,  Hyde  Park  won't  have  any 
service. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  question  is  now  on 
the  motion  of  Coun.  Moriarty  that  the  mat- 
ter be  laid  on   the   table. 

Coun.    MORIARTY— Until    tomorrow. 
Coun.   WATSON — I   do   not  see  how  we  can 
make    that    the    motion,    Coun    Mcriarty.      We 
do    not   know    whether   we    are   going    to   meet 
tomorrow. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  the 
committee  has  a  right  to  report  back  to  the 
Council. 

Coun.  WATSON— We  have  a  right  to  recom- 
mend to  the  full  Council,  but  we  have  no 
right  to  recommend  when  we  shall  adjourn  to. 
That  is  for  the  full  Council  to  determine. 
The  question  is  the  substitute  motion  of 
Coun.  Moriarty  that  the  matter  lie  on  the 
table.  He  then  suggests  that  if  the  motion 
prevail  that  we  meet  at  one  o'clock  to  con- 
sider the  matter.  But  the  motion  is  to  lay 
on  the  table.  All  those  in  favor  of  laying 
the  motion  of  granting  jitney  licenses  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  system  on  the  table  will  say 
"Aye."  Opposed  will  say  "No."  The  Chair 
is  in  doubt.  All  those  in  favor  of  the  matter 
lying  on  the  table  will  raise  their  hands. 
Opposed.  It  is  not  a  vote.  The  question  now 
is  reporting  back,  recommending  the  granting 
of  the  petition  to  the  Bcston  Elevated  Railway 
with  reference  to  their  two  applications  to 
operate  jitneys  in  Hyde  Park.  All  those  in 
favor  will  say  "Aye."  Opposed  "No."  The 
Chair  is  in  doubt.  All  those  in  favor  will 
raise  their  hands.  Those  opposed.  It  is  not 
a  vote 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr  Chairman,  I  do  not 
think  that  we  ought  to   get   into   any  deadlock 
on    this    proposition.      We   are   three    to   three, 
voting    with    six    members   of    the    Council.      I 
feel    that   there   should   be   some   action   taken 
by    the    City-  Council    as    soon    as    possible    on 
this   proposition.      All    I    have    asked    for,    and 
I   think  all   that  Coun.   Moriarty   has   asked  for 
in   connection   with   this   proposition    is   an   op- 
portunity   to    satisfy    ourselves   that    in    so    far 
as   is   possible  every  adequate  protection   is   af- 
forded  to   the   people   of   our   city.      I   do  not 
think    that    that    is    an    unreasonable    proposi- 
tion.    I  do   not  think  that  any   nn'mbe'-  of  the 
Council  ought  to  refuse  to  grant  to  any  mem- 
ber  of    the    Council   who    asks    it  the   right   to 
look     this     matter     over     until     tomorrow.       I 
move  that  we   reconsider  the   vote  whereby  we 
failed    to    pass    Coun.    Moriarty's    motion    that 
we    lay    the    thing    on    the    table,    in    the    hope 
that   the   motion   will   prevail   so   that    we   may 
get  some  action  on  this  proposition.     I  have  a 
great    deal    of    confidence    in    his    Honor    the 
Mayor    and    in    Mr.    Lyons,    and    I    feel    that 
there    is    not   going    to    be    anything    put   over 
on  the  people  of  Boston  with  their  knowledge. 
However,   they   are  only   human,   and   it  might 
be   that,   to  some   of  our  smaller  minds,   some- 
thing would  appear  that  might  be  detrimental 
or   that  we  think   might  be   detrimental  to  the 
people   of   Boston,   which   might   be   very   read- 
ily   cleared    up    by   some    of   the    gentlemen    I 
have   mentioned,    to   our  satisfaction.      I   think 
we   ought   to   be   given   that   opportunity.      We 
are  seeking   only  the   protection   of  the   people 
of   Boston.     That   is   all   I    am   asking   for   and 
.  I  am  sure  that  that  is   all  Coun.  Moriarty  and 
Coun.    Walsh    are    asking    for;    the    delay    of 
one    day.      There    is   no    need    of   rushing    this. 
It     is     not     even     contemplated     putting     the 
service     into     operation     until     September     1. 
Why   is   there   any  need   of   rushing   it  through 
today?     Why    can    we    not   put   it   over   until 


tomorrow,  which  will  give  the  opportunity 
we  are  asking  for.  With  those  few  remarks 
I  ask   that   the  matter  be  reconsidered. 

President  LANE — I  do  not  see  where  we 
are  going  to  get  any  information  except  from 
the  gentlemen  present.  If  there  are  any 
questions  to  be  asked  why  not  ask  them  now  ? 
Coun.  WATSON — Can  we  not  adjourn  it 
until   five   o'clock  ? 

President    LANE — I    do    not    believe    I    can 
find   out    any   more   in    twenty-four   hours. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  afraid 
that  those  who  voted  against  the  project  are 
losing  siL'ht  of  this  all-important  fact;  that 
the  franchise  recommended  here  is  not  one 
that  the  Elevated  seeks.  There  is  nothing 
that  they  would  enjoy  better  than  to  dead- 
end at  Cleary  square  and  let  the  people  con- 
tinue to  pay  a  15-cent  fare  instead  of  a  10- 
cent  fare.  It  is  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
who  want  this,  and  the  officials  want  to  give 
it  to  them.  I  think  you  are  losing  sight  of 
that  fact.  The  Elevated  does  not  want  it ; 
the  Elevated  has  fought  against  it  for  three 
months.  There  has  been  warfare  in  the 
Board  of  Elevated  Trustees  on  the  part  of 
one  member  and  possibly  two  members.  The 
information  which  I  have  received  is  that 
they  are  at  all  times  opposed  to  extending 
the  line  beyond  Cleary  square.  Now  we  have 
forced  them  to  give  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
service,  against  the  wishes  of  certain  of  the 
Public  Control  Board  of  the  Elevated  system. 
That  being  the  case,  I  do  not  see  how  any- 
thing is  to  be  gained  by  delay.  I  am  per- 
fectly agreeable  to  remaining  here  all  the 
afternoon,  giving  you  all  the  information  I 
can  give,  and  Mr.  Lyons  and  the  other  gen- 
tlemen will  do  the  same.  I  feel  that  the 
Council  is  losing  sight  of  that  very  important 
fact.  It  is  not  a  matter  where  the  Mayor 
or  the  Corporation  Counsel  or  the  Transit 
Commission  is  trying  to  put  over  something 
which  the  Elevated  wants.  If  the  Elevated 
had  its  way  it  never  would  go  beyond  Cleary 
square.  We  want  to  make  them  serve  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park,  and  the  only  way  is  to 
give  them  the  license. 

Coun.  WATSON — Coun.  Donoghue  moves 
to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  we  refused  to 
lay  the  matter  on  the  table  on  the  motion  of 
Coun.   Moriarty. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr  Chairman,  my  first 
reason  for  it  was  on  the  Mayor's  message. 
The  second  part  of  his  message  reads,  "Im- 
mediately upon  the  granting  of  these  licenses 
the  necessary  papers  will  be  executed,  which 
will  give  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  Boston 
Elevated  service  with  the  unit  fare  from 
Readville,  Cleary  square,  to  and  from  Boston, 
and  Boston  to  Mattapan,  Cleary  square."  Of 
course,  I  may  be  taking  the  matter  wrongly, 
and  when  I  said  I  thought  the  Elevated  was 
taking  an  unfair  position  I  felt  that  they 
were,  because  they  would  not  sign  the  agree- 
ment until  the  jitney  licenses  were  granted. 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  member  of  the 
Council  present  that  does  not  want  to  give 
Hyde  Park  a  single  fare.  Some  three  years 
ago,  or  longer,  this  Council  had  the  first 
public  hearing  that  the  Boston  city  govern- 
ment ever  had  in  Hyde  Park.  We  had  it  as 
a  city  government,  and  on  action  of  this 
body  we  revoked  the  franchise  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company.  That 
was  done  by  a  vote  of  this  body,  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  about  a  5-cent  fare. 
September  1  does  not  arrive  until  Saturday. 
Coun.  Lane  says  that  he  knows  all  that  he 
wants  to  know  about  it.  Well,  Coun.  Lane 
has    that   privilege. 

Coun  WATSON— No,  he  said  he  could 
learn    all   he   wanted   today,   this   afternoon. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Yes.  He  has  that 
privilege.  But  I  think  the  other  members  of 
the  Council  have  the  same  privilege.  They 
have  a  right.  Perhaps  if  they  cannot  get  all 
the  information  they  desire  here,  there  may 
be  other  places  where  they  may  be  able  to 
get    information,    because    I    know    that    after 
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we  held  the  public  hearing  in  Hyde  Park 
there  were  prominent  men  in  the  city  who 
called  me — I  don't  know  whether  they  called 
anybody  else — and  asked  me  to  hold  up  action 
on  revoking  the  franchise  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  in  Hyde  Park.  Of  course, 
when  this  jitney  license  was  granted  in  Hyde 
Park  this  Council  gave  a  public  hearing  to 
the  citizens  of  Hyde  Park.  I  should  like  to 
hear  from  the  people  whom  we  are  going  to 
legislate  for.  I  think  they  should  be  given 
an  opportunity-  to  be  heard.  There  is  not 
anybody  here  from  Hyde  Park.  We  have  got 
a  letter.  I  say  that  I  believe  that  everybody 
who  has  gone  into  the  matter  is  sincere  in 
their  desire  to  do  something  for  the  people 
of  Hyde  Park.  I  think  the  great  thing  has 
already  been  started  for  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park,  but  after  you  once  vote  there  is  no 
way  of  taking  it  back  again. 

Coun.  WATSON — Yes,  we  can  revoke  the 
license,  with  the  permission  of  the  Mayor.  I 
think   you   are  wrong. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  all  right  I  am 
taking  the  Mayor's  message  now.  I  am  not 
taking  anything  else.  He  called  the  meeting. 
Of  course,  technically,  I  can  say  that,  there 
is  nothing  before  us,  only  the  revocation  cf 
the  licenses  there.  I  have  never  seen  a  time, 
during  my  connection  with  the  Council,  when 
a  member  asked  for  a  postponement  for  a 
certain  time  and  that  courtesy  was  not  ex- 
tended to  him.  I  do  not  know  that  that 
prevailed  before.  In  every  other  instance 
that  postponement  has  been  -riven  for  a 
week.  The  only  postponement  I  have  asked 
for  is  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  we  are 
going  to  see  why  we  cannot  have  a  twenty- 
four  hour  postponement  for  the  purpose  cf 
getting  enlightenment.  If  Coun.  Lane  or  any 
other  member  of  the  Council  has  got  all  the 
information  he  desires,  I  want  to  say  that  I 
have  not.  I  do  not  want  to  be  compelled  to 
vote  when  I  have  not  got  it.  If  I  cannot  get 
it  I  will  be  prepared  to  vote  on  it  tomorrow. 
I  am  speaking  for  myself.  I  do  not  knew 
what  anybody  else  is  going  to  do.  As*  I 
understand  from  the  chairman  of  the  Transit 
Commission,  the  papers  are  already  drawn. 
I  asked  him  if  it  would  do  any  harm  if  it 
was  laid  over  until  tomorrow,  and  he  says, 
so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  he  cannot  see  any. 
Now,   why  quibble? 

Coun.   WATSON— That   is  what  I   say. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Of  course,  technically, 
the  attorney  of  the  Elevated  reads  from  one 
city  ordinance  and  I  read  from  a  pamphlet 
here,  of  the  ordinances  of  1921.  Section  12 
says  the  schedule  of  operation  filed  with  the 
license,  that  is  the  application.  Now,  he 
reads  section  7.     I  will   read   section   12. 

Coun.   WATSON — Read   that  again. 

Coun       MORIARTY— Section        12.  "The 

schedule  of  operation  filed  by  the  licensee 
with   his    application   for   said   license." 

Coun.  WATSON— Speaking  of  the  opera- 
tion, or  the  route,  which  ? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Schedule  of  his— "the 
schedule  of  operation  filed  by  the  licensee  with 
his    application." 

Coun.  WATSON— What  do  you  say  to 
that,  Mr.  Lyons  ?  If  that  is  so,  and  they 
are   not  here,   would  the   license   be   legal? 

Mr.  LYONS — There  are  two  distinct  provi- 
sions. One  says  the  schedule  of  operations 
must  be  filed  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
and  the  other  with  the  City  Council.  I  think, 
with  those,  technically  Mr.  Moriarty  might 
be   right. 

Coun.  WATSON— He  might  be?  He  is 
right,   isn't  he  ? 

Mr.  LYONS — I  say  he  may  be  right.  I  sup- 
pose, that  is  all.  At  the  time  they  were  filed 
with  the  Police  Commissioner  it  may  be  con- 
strued  as   filing   in   the   state. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Lyons,  doesn't  the 
city   ordinance   compel    them   to   file   both? 

Mr.   LYONS— To   file   both. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  Coun.  Moriarty 
is   right. 


Mr.  LYONS — I  bow  to  the  judge. 

Coun.  WATSON — Of  course,  I  am  only  the 
Supreme   Court. 

Coun.   DONOGHUE— Second  the  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON — It  seems  to  me,  under  the 
circumstances,  Mr.  Mayor,  it  might  be  well 
for  the  Elevated  to  draw  up  their  proposi- 
tion in  a  proper  form,  legal  form.  Do  you 
think   so? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  may 
answer  your  question?  The  ordinance  which 
Coun.  Moriarty  has  read  does  not  state,  in 
any  mandatory  form,  that  there  shall  be  filed 
with  the  application  a  schedule  of  operation. 
It  refers  to  the  schedule  of  operation  filed 
with  the  application,  to  be  sure,  but  it  refers 
to  the  schedule  of  operation  provided  for  in 
section  7.  Section  7  says  there  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Police  Commissioner,  by  the  licen- 
see, certain  pap  ere,  which  include  a  schedule 
of  operation.  If  desirable  that  we  file  a 
schedule  of  operation  with  the  City  Council, 
as  well  as  with  the  Police  Commissioner,  I 
will  be  very  glad  to  do  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I,  for  one,  should  prefer 
to  follow  the  advice  of  the  city  Law  Depart- 
ment, on  the  law,  rather  than  yours,  Mr. 
Mulcahy,   as   far   as   I   am  concerned. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Yes,  sir.  While  I  am 
here,  I  would  like  to  make  a  statement  for 
the  benefit  and  information  of  the  Council, 
as  to  the  position  of  the  Elevated  Trustees. 
Something  has  been  said  about  what  they 
would  do  and  what  they  would  not  do.  The 
situation  is  this.  Under  the  provision  of 
the  acts  of  the  Legislature,  we  are  author- 
ized to  enter  into  a  lease  for  certain  portions 
of  that  property  which  is  to  be  acquired  by 
the  city  from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
road,  and  we  have  agreed  with  the  city  to 
take  a  lease  of  the  road  from  the  Hyde  Park- 
Boston  line  to  Cleary  square,  at  the  rental 
which   has   been   described. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  is  all  fixed  by  the 
Legislature. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— That  was  fixed  by  the 
Legislature,  and  that  act  was  accepted  by 
the  City  Council.  The  lease  followed  the 
provisions  of  that  act.  As  an  essential  part 
of  that  scheme,  it  was  proposed  that  we 
would  also  operate  jitney  lines  from  Cleary 
square  to  Mattapan,  and  to  Readville.  The 
operation  of  those  lines  there,  as  the  Mayor 
has  very  plainly  said,  does  not  result  in  any 
additional  fare.  We  collect  ten  cents  from 
everybody  who  rides  from  Cleary  square  to 
the  Elevated  system,  or  who  rides  from  the 
Elevated  system  to  Cleary  square,  and  leave 
them  there.  The  operation  of  these  jitneys 
beyond  there  does  not  benefit  us  at  all.  We 
do  not  get  more  money.  It  simply  provides 
further  service  for  those  people  who  use  the 
street  railway,  and  who,  if  they  do  not  oper- 
ate the  buses,  will  be  compelled  to  pay  an 
additional  fare.  If  the  Council  does  not 
grant  these  licenses  it  will  delay  the  situa- 
tion. I  do  not  know,  but  I  should  imagine 
that  the  trustees  would  go  ahead  with  the 
lease,  as  they  have  agreed,  and  execute  the 
papers  which  would  give  a  unit  fare  to 
Cleary  square.  I  say  I  assume,  because  obvi- 
ously it  is  not  to  the  financial  benefit  of  the 
Elevated.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  to  the  finan- 
cial detriment  of  the  Elevated  to  operate  jit- 
ney lines  beyond  there.  I  think  that  that  is 
clear.  However,  I  cannot  doubt  what  the 
attitude  of  the  trustees  on  this  proposition 
will  be  at  this  time,  because  it  is  a  different 
picture  than  the  one  presented  to  them.  They 
have  been  operating  on  the  assumption  that 
this  is  a  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
of  Hyde  Park,  and  they  have  made  an  agree- 
ment at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  who  has  tried  to  get  more  and 
more  out  of  the  trustees  for  the  people. 
This  proposition  of  service  from  Cleary 
square  to  Readville  at  a  flat  10-cent  fare  is  the 
utmost  they  will  do.  Now,  then,  that  has 
been  the  attitude  of  the  trustees  in  this  dis- 
cussion ;    merely     running    to    Cleary    square, 
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where  there  is  no  reason  why  they  would  not 
be  able  to  operate  the  line  without  jitneys.  I 
am  not  authorized  to  say  to  you  gentlemen 
finally  and  definitely,  now,  that  if  these 
licenses  are  not  granted  we  would  undertake 
to  furnish  service  to  Cleary  square.  That  is 
the  situation  in  a  nutshell.  We  do  not  ex- 
pect to  derive  any  financial  benefit  from  the 
operation  to  Cleary  square  and,  more  so,  we 
do  not  expect  to  derive  any  financial  benefit 
if  we  carry  people  beyond  Cleary  square. 

Coun.  WATSON — Don't  you  consider  the 
good  will  of  the  car  rider  a  good  return  on 
the   investment? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— We  do,  Mr.  Chairman, 
and  we  eonceive  that  our  job  is  to  furnish 
service.  The  better  service  we  give,  the  bet- 
ter we  are  doing  our  job.  But  you  can  go 
only  a  certain  distance  with  it.  You  can  ask 
the  people  of  Charlestown  and  other  parts 
of  the  state  to  assume  the  burden  to  a  cer- 
tain point.  You  cannot  ask  them  to  assume 
it  beyond  that  point.  It  is  a  broad  proposi- 
tion. I  am  entirely  willing  to  answer  any 
questions  in  my  power  which  may  be  asked 
by  any  member  of  the  Council.  There  is  no 
disposition  on  our  part  to  rush  anything 
through  or  to  conceal  anything.  If  it  is  de- 
sired that  we  file  with  the  commission  a 
schedule  of  operation  I  will  be  very  glad  to 
do  it  and  I  will  attend  to  it  here  this  after- 
noon. 

Coun.  WATSON — Don't  you  think  it  would 
be  more  sound  in  the  granting  of  the  license, 
Mr.   Mulcahy  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY — It  did  not  seem  so  to  me, 
but  I  will  defer  to  the  judgment  of  the  city 
Law    Department. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  question  is  the  re- 
consideration of  the  vote  on  the  motion  of 
Coun.  Moriarty  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table,  which  was  defeated  by  three  to  three. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  would  like  to  ask 
Mr.  Mulcahy  a  question  before  the  vote  is 
taken.  Supposing  that  a  person  living  in 
Mattapan  wants  to  get  to  Cleary  square. 
How   does  he  get  there  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY — He  takes  a  bus  and  pays 
10   cents. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — You  said  you  did  not 
expect  to  derive  any  benefit  by  running  the 
buses    to    Cleary   square? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— We  don't,  and  the  reason 
for  that  Mr.  Donoghue,  is  this :  A  person 
who  boards  the  bus  anywhere  between  Mat- 
tapan and  Cleary  square  gets  a  free  trans- 
fer. He  has  a  right  to  ride  to  any  part  of 
the  elevated  system  for  that  10-cent  fare. 
At  the  present  time  he  pays  a  nickel,  and 
gets  his  local  ride.  He  rides  to  Cleary 
square.  Coming  into  town,  as  over  90  per 
cent  of  the  people  do,  he  pays  another  10 
cents.  What  we  are  doing  is  to  give  them 
that  ride  for  10  cents,  by  giving  them  a 
transfer.  The  transfer  entitles  them  to  ride 
to  any  portion  of  the  system.  So  it  is  with 
a  person  going  in  and  coming  out  the  other 
way.  He  gets,  for  10  cents,  a  ride  to  any 
part  of  the  line.  There  are  two  sides  of  the 
picture,  a  10-cent  local  fare  and  a  free  trans- 
fer  to   any   part   of   the  system. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— What  is  the  nature  of 
a  transfer  from  Cleary  square  ?  Where  can 
you  use  it  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Use  it  to  any  point  of  the 
system.  If  you  are  going  to  Cleary  square, 
you  get  on  a  bus.  You  get  a  transfer.  You 
pass  that  to  the  conductor  and  that  entitles 
you  to  ride  to  any  point  on  the  system.  On 
the  other  hand,  coming  out,  when  you  leave 
the  square — leave  the  car  at  the  square — you 
get  a  transfer  which  entitles  you  to  ride  to 
any  place,  on  the  bus,  or  clear  out  to  Read- 
ville. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — In  order  to  pick  up 
that  class  of  riders  at  any  point,  is  that  why 
the  petition  asks  that  the  other  jitney  licenses 
be  revoked  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— The  petition  asks  that  the 
other    jitney   licenses    be    revoked,    first,   when 


those  jitney  licenses  were  granted,  as  I  un- 
derstand it,  they  were  granted  on  the  express 
understanding  that  when  jitney  service  was 
acquired  by  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  that 
service   should   be    abandoned. 

Coun.  WATSON — When  two  services  were 
given. 

Mr.  MULCAHY — When  two  services  were 
given.  At  that  time  the  service  at  Cleary 
square    was    abandoned. 

Coun.  WATSON — That  is  the  understand- 
ing we  got. 

Mr.  MULCAHY — Of  course,  it  is  under- 
stood that  competition  between  jitneys  is 
very  high,  and  we  do  not  propose  to  go  into 
the  situation  if  any  other  jitney  is  going  to 
run  between  Mattapan  and  Cleary  square  or 
between  Readville  and  Cleary  square.  Obvi- 
ously we  do  not  want  to  run  competing  jit- 
neys. '  That  would  be  uneconomical  and  we 
would  be  losing  more  money  than  we  are 
justified  in  throwing  away  on  the  other  roads 
of  the  system.  As  I  replied  to  the  chairman, 
it  is  simply  a  question  of  how  much  we  can 
do  to  keep  these  people  contented  and  throw 
on  to  the  other  riders  of  the  system.  Nobody 
is  making  any  money  out  of  it.  You  are 
familiar  with  the  public  control  act,  Mr. 
Councilor.  You  understand  there  is  no  profit. 
The  bondholders  or  shareholders  get  their 
return  whether  the  system  makes  money  or 
loses  money.  The  people  who  pay  the  cost 
of  the  service  are  the  car  riders  who  pay 
their  nickel  or  dime.  We  say  that  when  we 
render  more  than  10  cents  worth  of  service 
at  Hyde  Park  that  has  to  be  paid  propor- 
tionately by  the  other  parts  of  the  system. 
There  is  a  point  beyond  which  we  are  not 
justified  in  going.  We  say  we  will  give  you  a 
transfer  to  any  part  of  the  system  or  a  5-cent 
fare  for  local  riding.  That  is  the  proposi- 
tion beyond  which  we  are  not  prepared  to 
go.  We  say  we  will  give  you  a  10-cent  trans- 
fer or   a   10-cent  fare   for   local   riding. 

Coun.  WATSON— Let  me  ask  you.  Can 
you   get  out  of  there  now  by   any  means  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Buses.  The  Norfolk  & 
Bristol  Company  runs  a  bus  from  Mattapan 
to  Cleary  square,  Readville  to  Cleary  square, 
the  Dedham  line  to  Cleary  square,  to  the 
Hyde    Park-Boston   line. 

Coun.  WATSON— And  the  fare  from  Read- 
ville to  1he  heart  of  Boston,  today,  is  15  cents? 
•  Mr.  MULCAHY— That  is  correct.  Under 
this  proposition  it  would  be  a  dime,  not  only 
from  Cleary  square  to  any  part  of  the  sys- 
tem, but  it  would  be  a  dime  from  Readville  or 
Mattapan   or   any  point   between." 

Coun.  WATSON — From  Readville  to  Ar- 
lington   a   dime? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Yes.  If  this  license  is 
not  granted,  if  this  service  continues,  and  if 
it  is  operated  to  Cleary  square,  it  will  still 
mean  a  1 5-cent  fare,  because  you  have  to 
pay  the  local  jitney  fare,  not  only  a  dime  to 
the  square.  All  this  proposition  amounts  to, 
really,  is  giving  the  people  along  that  route 
relief  from  paying  15  cents  when  they  come 
into  town.  It  changes  the  local  fare  to  10 
cents  up  there,  but  it  is  offset  by  the  trans- 
fer. 

Coun.  WALSH— That  fare  is  10  cents? 

Mr.    MULCAHY— Yes. 

Coun.  WALSH — You  come  back  for  10 
cents  more  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Yes. 

Coun.  WALSH — Now  it  is  10  cents  on  the 
jitney? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— That  is  right,  10  cents 
local   riding. 

Coun.  WALSH — Why  could  not  the  com- 
pany  give  them   a   transfer   back? 

Mr.  MULCAHY — Because,  Mr.  Councilor, 
we  think  we  are  going  as  far  as  we  can  in 
giving  the  free  transfer.  We  are  losing  as 
much  money  as  we  would  be  justified  in 
placing  upon  the  other  car  riders  of  the 
system,  without  going  further  and  saying, 
"We  will   give  you  a  5-cent  local  fare."     The 
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Mayor  has  very  eloquently  urged  those  points 
on  the  trustees,  and  they  have  been  fully 
covered. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— What  is  the  distance 
from   Mattapan   to   Cleary   square  ? 

Mayor  CTJRLEY — Mr.  Sullivan,  can  you 
give  that? 

Mr.   SULLIVAN— A  mile  and  51/100. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  Mulcahy,  you 
talked  a  great  deal  about  the  burden  assumed 
by  the  other  riders  on  the  other  parts  of  the 
system  served  by  the  Elevated,  but  I  think 
the  trustees  lose  sight  of  the  fact,  which  I 
think  is  a  primary  fact,  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  are  entitled  to  the  first  consideration 
rather  than  the  citizens  of  Brighton,  Newton, 
Watertown,  Cambridge,  and  so  forth.  There 
is  no  talk  of  giving  them  less  service,  but 
rather  talk  of  giving  them  more  efficient 
service  from  day  to  day.  I  think  the-  trus- 
tees of  the  Elevated  are  looking  at  it  from 
the  wrong  viewpoint.  I  think  that  the  needs 
of  Boston  should  be  taken  care  of  by  the 
Elevated  system,  and  if  they  can  be  extended 
or  the  car  riders  can  bear  the  expense  of 
extension  to  other  cites  and  towns,  well  and 
good,    but   Boston   first. 

Mr.  MULCAHY — Mr.  Chairman,  replying  to 
that  suggestion,  I  wouldn't  say  that  I  think 
Boston  is  first,  any  more  than  Cambridge  or 
Chelsea  or  any  other  part  of  the  district  is 
first.  They  should  be  treated  fairly  and 
equitably.  There  should  be  no  preference,  one 
over  the  other.     They  are   all  one  district. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — They  ought  to  be,  but 
they    are   not. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  hate  to  admit  it,  but  I 
think   the   service   is    getting   worse   every   day. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  can  get 
your  viewpoint.  It  is  hard  for  you  gentle- 
men to  appreciate  why  people  in  Hyde  Park 
want  Elevated  service.  It  must  be  a  prob- 
lem to  you,  who  hear  so  many  complaints, 
why   they   want  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — They  cannot  get  anything 
else.  That  is  easy  enough.  Well,  the  ques- 
tion is  reconsidering  the  vote  whereby  Coun. 
Moriarty's  move  to  lay  on  the  table  was  de- 
feated,  be   reconsidered. 

Mr.  LYONS — The  system  today  is  operat- 
ing between  Mattapan  square  and  Cleary 
square. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — What  is  the  rate  of 
fare,    Mr.    Lyons  ? 

Mr.  LYONS— The  rate  of  fare  is  5  cents. 
But,  you  understand,  in  addition,  that  the 
act  which  was  passed  provides  that  if  we 
take  any  we-  must  take  all  the  Eastern  Mas- 
sachusetts property.  We  cannot  take  Cleary 
square  and  let  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  op- 
erate there.  The  Legislature  was  insistent 
that  if  we  took  any,  and  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts insisted  and  said  unless  we  took  all 
of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  property,  that 
the  bill  would  not  become  a  law.  The  com- 
mittee said  unless  we  did  that  we  could  not 
dismember  their  system.  That  meant  that 
when  the  city  takes  it  it  must  take  all  of  the 
street  railway  property  in  Hyde  Park.  If 
you  do  not  grant  the  jitney  licenses  we  are 
placed  in  this  position :  That  the  Elevated 
will  operate  to  Cleary  square  and  you  have 
no  system  except  the  bus  esystem,  where  you 
have  to  operate  continuously  at  a  5-cent  fare. 
Not  only  that,  but  the  Elevated  does  not  op- 
erate to  Cleary  square  today.  The  Elevated 
operates  only  to  the  old  Hyde  Park-Boston 
line.  The  Eastern  Massachusetts  operates 
from  the  old  Hyde  Park-Boston  line  through 
to  Readville.  If  you  take  one  of  their  cars, 
instead  of  paying  IB  cents,  you  must  pay  20 
cents  to  get  back  to  Boston.  If  you  take  the 
bus  you  can  get  back  to  Boston  for  15  cents. 
If  this  system  is  established,  you  can  get 
from  Readville  to  Boston  for  a  single  unit 
fare  of  10  cents,  or  you  can  come  out  by  way 
of  Mattapan  and  go  to  Readville  for  a  10- 
cent  fare.  So  far  as  the  street  car  line  is 
concerned,   you   are   reducing   it  from   20   cents 


to  10  cents  and  so  far  as  the  bus  and  Ele- 
vated is  concerned,  you  are  reducing  it  from 
15  cents  to  10  cents.  That  is  what  the  bus 
license   means. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — But,  so  far  as  the  local 
service  is  concerned,  you  are  increasing  it 
from  5  cents  to  10  cents. 

Mr.  LYONS — On  that  I  think  I  can  speak 
to  some  extent  of  the  wishes  of  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park.  The  Elevated  is  willing,  or  were 
willing,  to  give  a  local  fare  of  5  cents  in 
Hyde  Park,  providing  that  from  Readville  to 
Boston  they  pay  15  cents.  They  said  they 
had  to  do  one  thing  or  the  other.  They  had 
either  to  give  a  unit  fare  from  Readville  to 
Boston  and  over  the  entire  system  for  10 
cents,  or  they  would  give  a  15-cent  fare  from 
Readville,  with  a  local  fare  of  5  cents.  The 
people  of  Hyde  Park  believe  they  ought  to 
have  the  same  rights  and  the  same  unit  fare 
from  one  end  of  the  district  to  the  other  as 
to   the   other  parts   of  the   district. 

Coun.  WATSON — Well,  Mr.  Mulcahy,  isn't 
it  possible  that,  in  the  future,  this  question 
of  5-cent  fare  might  be  favorably  considered 
by    the   public   trustees  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— It  is  entirely  possible, 
Mr.  Chairman.  That  is  what  the  Mayor  has 
been  considering. 

Coun.  WATSON — Well,  can  we  get  to- 
gether? The  question  is  on  the  motion  to 
reconsider  the  vote  whereby  Coun.  Moriarty's 
motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  defeated.  All 
those  in  favor  say  "Aye."  Opposed  "No." 
Well,  the  Chair  is  in  doubt.  All  those 
in  favor  of  reconsidering  hold  up  their 
hands.  Well,  I  shall  vote  to  reconsider.  Four 
votes.  When  we  reconsider,  what  is  the  wish 
of  the  Council  ?  I  think  we  ought  to  stay 
here  and  thresh  this  matter  out  today.  I 
am  prepared  to  stay  here  as  late  as  six 
o'clock  if  necessary.  I  think  we  can  get  all 
the    information   we   want. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— If  the  members  of  the 
Council  cannot  get  sufficient  information 
here,  I  do  not  see  what  is  the  use  of  the 
Council  sitting  any  longer  in  session.  The 
gentlemen  seem  to  want  some  outside  infor- 
mation, so  there  is  no  use  of  our  sitting  here. 
They  have  had  all  the  information  they  can 
get  here.  These  gentlemen  are  here  to  answer 
all   questions. 

Coun.  WALSH — There  are  no  citizens  of 
Hyde   Park   here. 

Coun.  WATSON — They  have  been  coming 
here  for  seven   years. 

President  LANE — We  would  have  to  give 
five    days'    notice    for    a   public   hearing. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  I  am  willing  to 
be  criticized  for  voting  for  something,  at 
least,  that  I  do  not  know  anything  about.  I 
am  willing  to  vote  today.  For  seven  years  I 
have  been  promising  to  vote,  early  and  often, 
for  a  unit  fare  with  Boston,  and  I  would 
rather  not  leave  today  without  voting  on  it, 
I  cannot  conceive  that  the  Elevated  is  get- 
ting anything,  and  no  one  can  accuse  me  of 
favoring  them.  I  am  known  to  be  anything 
but    pro-Elevated. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — The  obstacle  seems  to 
be  in  the  district  there  from  Mattapan  to 
Cleary  square.  A  fare  of  10  cents.  Well.  I 
get  on  a  car  here  and  I  ride  to  Dover  street. 
I  pay  10  cents.  But  I  can  go  to  Readville. 
I  do  not  see  why  they  should  make  any  dif- 
ference to  Hyde  Park  and  charge  only  10 
cents  out  there,  as,  I  say,  I  get  on  a  car 
here  and  ride  to  Essex  street.  I  pay  10 
cents,   the  same   as   I   do   to  Readville. 

Conn.  WATSON— I  think,  if  the  Hyde  Park 
people  get  together  later  they  will  get  a  6- 
cent  ride  on  the  bus.  No  doubt  of  it- 
Mayor  CURLEY — I  do  not  believe  it  would 
he  violating  a  confidence,  because  I  think  we 
all  recognize  that  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
are  entitled  to  a  local  5-cent  fare.  In  the 
iast  conference  I  had  with  Mr.  Jackson  he 
was     very     friendly     and     favorably     disposed 
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towards  Hyde  Park  during  the  consideration 
of  this  entire  question,  and  he  has  proven 
himself  a  real  friend  of  the  Hyde  Park  people 
in  the  matter  of  transportation.  He  stated 
that  if  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  were  in- 
sistent on  a  local  5-cent  fare,  within  reason- 
able time  he  believed  it  would  be  granted. 
The  project,  so  far  as  Hyde  Park  is  con- 
cerned, is  really  an  experiment  from  the 
revenue  standpoint.  I  do  not  believe  that  it 
is  going  to  be  a  paying  proposition  to  the 
Boston  Elevated  system.  I  think  that  Mr. 
Mulcahy  is  correct  with  reference  to  that. 
But  I  believe  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
trustees  have  recognized  the  necessity  of  ac- 
ceding to  the  demands  of  Hyde  Park  because 
of  the  reasonable  character  of  those  demands. 
Secondly,  they  have  decided  to  accept  the 
various  suggestions  made  by  the  city.  Two 
recommendations  have  been  rejected.  One 
was  that  the  Elevated  operate  a  bus  line  from 
Cleary  square  to  the  Dedham  line  on  River 
street,  and  the  other  was  for  a  local  5-cent 
fare  in  Hyde  Park.  But  it  seems  to  be  un- 
derstood that  if  that  particular  line  is  un- 
profitable to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  it 
cannot,  overnight,  be  made  profitable 
to  the  Boston  Elevated ;  that  if  the 
Boston  Elevated  were  required  to  operate 
over  steel  tracks  with  the  regular  system  of 
transportation  rather  than  a  bus  line,  it 
would  represent  a  capital  expenditure  of  ap- 
proximately a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  to 
lay  a  double  track  on  River  street,  as  the 
present  tracks  are  practically  unsuited  for 
use  by  the  Elevated  system.  That  being  the 
case,  with  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  wanting 
transportation  and  everyone  admitting  that 
they  are  entitled  to  transportation,  and  the 
Elevated  having  no  desire  at  any  time  to 
extend  their  lines  between  Cleary  square,  the 
proposition  has  been  before  the  Council  pro- 
viding for  transportation  for  the  convenience 
and  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  Hyde  Park, 
in  every  portion  including  Readville,  it  is 
hard  to  understand  how  we  can  reject  it. 
Some  question  has  been  raised  with  reference 
to  the  maintenance  of  competing  jitney  sys- 
tems in  Hyde  Park.  I  want  to  say,  frankly, 
and  now,  that  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I 
shall  not  hesitate  to  veto  any  jitney  permit 
that  is  granted  by  the  Council  in  competition 
with  an  existing  line  of  the  Elevated,  where 
the  Elevated  is  giving  good  service  on  the 
system.  I  have  before  me  a  comparative  re- 
port of  the  months  of  July,  1922,  and  1923. 
The  state,  municipal  and  federal  taxes,  $135,- 
000,  month  of  July  of  this  year.  Rentals  to 
be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston,  $135,866 ;  the 
equipment,  of  $600,000,  which  the  City  of 
Boston  received  in  subways  and  terminals 
and  rentals.  We  must  protect  the  invest- 
ment which  the  city  has  in  the  Elevated  sys- 
cem.  We  do  not  protect  it  if  we  allow  com- 
peting lines  to  cut  into  the  revenue  of  the 
system.  It  is  not  fair  to  ourselves  and  it  is 
not  justice  to  the  city.  So  far  as  the  cost  of 
operating  the  road  is  concerned,  the  cost  of 
service  per  passenger  a  year  was  .0944,  very 
nearly  10  cents,  because  the  pay  roll  costs 
per  revenue  mile  up  there  was  4.9  this  year, 
tt  may  be  that  the  associates  will  recom- 
mend some  increase.  The  Elevated  Trustees 
are  agreeable  to  an  increase  of  4  or  5  cents, 
whatever  it  may  be.  I  do  not  know  just 
what  the  nature  of  the  compromise  is  which 
may  be  determined  on,  but  when  you  say  that 
you  do  not  believe  that  the  operating  costs, 
so  far  as  labor  costs  are  concerned,  are 
permanent,  I  agree  with  you.  They  are  not 
permanent.  Indications  are  that  they  are 
going  to  increase  every  time  we  have  a  con- 
ference. I  do  not  want  my  salary  to  be  re- 
duced, and  you  do  not  want  your  salaries  to 
be  reduced,  but  so  far  as  this  Hyde  Park 
oppositon  is  concerned,  I  do  not  want  any 
member  of  the  Council  to  get  the  idea  that 
It  is  a  propositon  which  the  Boston  Elevated 
Is  desirous  or  anxious  of  having  put  in  oper- 
ation.    It  is  a  propositon  which  we  are  com- 


pelling them,  by  the  force  of  conference,  by 
the  force  of  argument,  by  united  action  of 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park,  and  by  the  estab- 
lishment at  their  own  expense,  of  a  jitney 
system  in  Hyde  Park,  to  take  over.  It  prob- 
ably will  represent  a  loss  to  the  Elevated 
system  for  a  number  of  years.  I  don't  know 
whether  it  is  one  year,  two  years  or  five  years, 
but  certainly  for  a  period  of  years  it  is  going 
to  represent  a  loss,  but  the  loss  to  the  Ele- 
vated will  be  reflected  more  than  a  hundred- 
fold by  the  benefit  to  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park.  I  cannot  really  see  anything  to  be 
gained  except  injury  to  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park  by  a  postponement,  or  by  further  ex- 
tension of  consideration  by  the  Council.  I 
am  as  much  interested  in  serving  the  people 
and  preserving  their  rights  as  any  member  of 
the  Council. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
Mayor  what  injury  it  would  do  to  postpone, 
say   for   twenty-four   hours  ? 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  cannot  see  any  in- 
jury, Mr.  Chairman.  Thank  you.  But  I  can- 
not see  any  benefit  of  it.  Of  course,  the 
proper  thing  for  me  to  do  would  be  answer 
the  question  in  the  Yankee  fashion  by  asking 
what  benefit  it  would  be. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  all  I 
did  that  for  was  I  see  a  stenographer  here, 
and  the  Mayor  has  said  any  postponement 
would  be  an  injury  to  the  people  of  Hyde 
Park— 

Coun.  WATSON— I  might  say.  Coun. 
Moriarty,  while  the  stenographer  is  taking 
this  matter,  unless  it  is  wished,  it  will  not  be 
printed.  I  have  been  trying  to  get  his  ear 
for  an  hour  to  tell   him  that. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— If  we  do  not  notify,  it 
will  be  printed.  I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be 
any  injury  to  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  to 
have  a  postponement.  Taking  the  Mayor's 
words,  it  has  been  going  on  for  a  quarter  of 
a  century.  They  ask  us  to  come  in  here  and 
pass  on  a  subject  on  a  minute's  notice. 
There  is  not  any  member  of  the  Council — I 
cannot  speak  for  any  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil, but  I  will  say  I  absolutely  did  not  know 
what  was  coming  up  here  today.  I  believe, 
as  a  member  of  the  Council,  I  have  got  a 
right  to  seek  information,  and  I  think  that 
everybody  connected  with  it  ought  to  give  us 
that  right  to  look  for  the  information.  I  do 
not  feel  that  I  want  to  be  put  in  the  position, . 
tomorrow,  of  being  asked  why  I  voted  for  it, 
other  than  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of 
Hyde  Park.  I  think  this  Council — practically 
every  member  of  the  Council — has  done  every- 
thing, and  T  believe  every  member  or  1he 
Council  is  in  accord  with  the  Mayor  when  he 
says  he  will  veto,  because  this  same  subject 
was  up  when  the  license  was  given  to  the 
Bristol  &  Norfolk.  There  were  other  appli- 
cations for  jitneys,  and  the  Council  refused 
to  grant  them,  and  gave  a  sole  franchise  to 
that  organization.  So  we  were  in  favor  of 
the  same  proposition  that  the  Mayor  is,  that 
even  if  we  grant  this  there  will  be  no  other 
jitneys.  I  know  I  would  not  vote  for  any 
other  jitney  if  the  Elevated  is  granted  a  jit- 
ney license,  and  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  say- 
ing that  I  cannot  see  any  fear  that  they  are 
not  going  to  be  granted.  I  cannot  see  any- 
body here  who  is  opposed  to  granting  it.  1 
have  not  heard  anybody  say  one  word  that 
they  are  opposed  to  the  granting  of  these 
licenses  to  the  Boston  Elevated.  I  do  believe, 
however,  that  any  member  of  the  Council,  if 
he  desires  to  get  some  other  information,  no 
matter  -where  he  seeks  it,  should  be  given 
that  privilege  of  twenty-four  hours  in  which 
to  seek  it.  Of  course,  if  we  cannot  get  it  I 
will  vote  for  the  proposition,  but  I  am  going 
first  to  be  able  to  get  that  opportunity  to 
seek  information. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  like  to  ask  Coun. 
Moriarty  one  question.  What  information,  at 
the  present  time,  do  you  feel  you  desire  on 
the  granting  of  these  two  jitney  licenses  that 
you  cannot  get  here? 
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Coun.  MORI  ARTY— The  first  thing  I  wish 
to  do  is  to  have  the  Boston  Elevated  comply 
with  the  law.  That  is  one  thing.  It  may  be 
technical,  but  nevertheless  they  are  not  com- 
plying with  the  law  or  the  city  ordinances  of 
1921.  I  want  to  say  that  when  that  ordinance 
was  drawn  I  was  very  instrumental  in  hav- 
ing some  of  those  sections  put  in  there,  as 
you  know.  I  was  responsible  for  the  bonds 
that  are  in  there  for  the  protection  of  the 
people  who  are  going  to  ride  in  the  cars,  a 
$50,000  bond.  I  do  not  want  to  have  the 
Elevated  in  any  position — I  found  out  since  I 
asked  the  question  of  Mr.  Mulcahy,  the  city 
ordinances  compel  them  to  carry  the  number 
cf  passengers  that  there  are  seats  in  the 
buses,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Boston 
Elevated  or  anybody  else  should  be  allowed  to 
file  a  petition  here  if  they  do  not  file  it  in 
accordance  with  the  law.  If  we  grant  the 
proposition  and  they  have  not  filed  it  here, 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park  will  not  he  pro- 
tected. I  think  we  have  accomplished  some- 
thing here  in  this  meeting.  We  have  been 
told  that  the  Norfolk  &  Bristol  run  only  30- 
minute  schedules  between  Readville  and  Cleary 
square,  and  if  I  understood  the  attorney  for 
the  Boston  Elevated,  he  said  they  would  give 
them  15  minutes.  Now,  whether  the  schedule 
is  going  to  comply  with  that  or  not  I  do  not 
know,  so  perhaps  we  have  accomplished  some- 
thing by  sitting  here  and  not  passing  it  as  it 
came  in,  without  having  much  talk.  Perhaps 
we  have  accomplished  something  more  fof 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park,  and  I  want  to  say 
that  I  am  interested  only  so  far  as  the  action 
of  this  meeting  today  is  concerned,  in  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  was 
there  not  a  vote  ? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  we  are  just  tak- 
ing everybody's  time. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  if  I 
might  be  permitted  to  say  just  a  word  ? 
Counsel  for  the  Elevated  Mr.  Mulcahy,  is 
now  drawing  a  schedule.  We  will  have  it 
within   five  or  ten  minutes,   if  the   Council   is 


agreeable.  I  do  not  want  it  understood  that 
I  think  any  injury  would  be  done  by  post- 
ponement for  twenty-four  hours  or  forty- 
eight  hours. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— May  the  Chair  ask  the 
members  if  they  will  be  here  tomorrow,  and 
if  we  will  have  a  quorum? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  have  arranged  to  go 
away  tonight,  but  I  will  be  here  tomorrow. 
My  first   duty   is   to  my  constituents. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  Chairman,  can  we  ad- 
journ  until   tomorrow  ? 

Coun.  WATSON— We  can  recess  until  to- 
morrow and  the  Executive  Committee  meet 
tomorrow,  if  you  want  to  do  that.  I  think 
we  can  do  so  without  question.  But  there 
will  not  be  any   roll  call  tomorrow. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — The  councilor  has  said 
he  is  in  favor  of  it.  Let  us  put  a  vote  that 
ought  to  pass,  and  let  it  rest  in  the  Council 
and   take    a   full   vote   tomorrow. 

Coun.  WATSON — Why,  I  do  not  know  as 
we  ought  to  quibble.  Let  us  act  on  it  to- 
morrow or  not.  I  wish  we  could  do  it  today, 
but  the  Council  is  decided  on  the  question 
I  think  Mr.  Mulcahy  ought  to  change  his  ap- 
plication. It  is  very  evident,  Mr.  Mayor,  we 
will  have   to   adjourn   until  tomorrow. 

Mayor  CURLEY— Mr.  Mulcahy  would  not 
be  here  tomorrow. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  now 
in  a  position  to  give  you  the  schedule  of 
operation. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  think  you  may  take  a 
little  more  time.  I  take  it  for  granted  we 
will  adjourn  until  tomorrow,  and  the  full 
Council  meet  tomorrow.  There  is  another 
matter,  the  revocation  of  the  Norfolk  & 
Bristol  Bus  Company  license. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — I  move  it  be  laid  on 
the  table. 

The   motion   was   carried. 

Coun.   BRICKLEY — I  move   we   adjourn.

Coun.  WATSON.— Where  is  Wolcott  square? 
Is   that  at   Rcadville? 

Mr.  MULCAHY  (Counsel  for  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company) — At  Readville. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  about  the  night  service,  the  cars 
running  on  the  Hyde  Park  line.  Are  they 
going    through    to    Cleary   square? 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  Mulcahy,  Coun.  Brick- 
ley  would  like  to  know  whether,  if  the  agree- 
ment is  signed,  there  will  be  night  service  on 
the  so-called  Hyde  Park  line.  All  night  serv- 
ice, you  mean  ? 

Mr.  MULCAHY— The  Service  between  the 
Hyde  Park-Boston  line  and  Cleary  square  will 
be  by  trolley,  and  not  by  bus,  you  understand  ? 

Coun    BRICKLEY— Yes. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— I  understand  it  will  be 
regular  operation.  We  are  going  to  operate 
our  trolley  cars.  I  can  not  say  definitely  just 
what  service  is  going  to  be  in  future.  I  as- 
sume it  will  be  the  same  night  service  that 
is  now  stopping  at  the  Hyde  Park-Boston  line  ; 
that  will  run  through  to  Cleary  square.  I 
can  not  say  definitely   on   that. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — They  have  service  now 
from  Hyde  Park  line.  They  have  a  car  going 
out  every  hour,  to  the  Hyde  Park  line,  to 
half  past  twelve,  and  from  there  the  buses 
take  them  beyond. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Mulcahy  says  they 
will  undoubtedly  continue  the  service  they  now 
have  on   the   Hyde  Park   line  to  Cleary  square. 

Mr.  MULCAHY— I  think  so.. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  wanted  assurance  they 
will  get  the  service. 

Coun.  WALSH— Mr.  Murray  of  Hyde  Park 
is    here. 

Coun.  WATSON— Ex-Representative  Murray 
has  something  he  desires  to  say.  I  know  he 
will   be   brief. 

Mr.  DAVID  W.  MURRAY— I  inquired  yes- 
terday about  the  night  car.  The  night  car  now 
runs  to  the  Hyde  Park  line,  the  old  boundary 
line  between  Hyde  Park  and  Boston.  It  has 
twenty  minutes  lay  off  there.  The  gentle- 
man operating  the  car  told  me  only  yester- 
day that  they  had  arranged  to  have  that  car 
go  through  to  Cleary  square  and  Hyde  Park, 
and   that   that  service  will  be  given. 

Coun.  WATSON— Is  that  satisfactory  to 
those  whom  you   represent  in  Hyde  Park  ' 

Mr.  MURRAY— That  is  satisfactory.  They 
are  newspapermen  who  work  nights,  who  re- 
quire trolleys,  and  on  their  behalf  I  inquired 
and  found  that  the  cars  run  through.  In  ad- 
dition I  want  to  say  that  I  presented  a  let- 
ter to  the  City  Council  and  the  citizens'  com- 
mittee of  Hyde  Park,  at  a  largely  attended 
meeting  last  night.  It  was  voted  to  indorse 
the  recommendations  before  the  Council  and 
the  order  before  you,  that  the  service  be  pro- 
vided. 

Coun.  WATSON— That  means  it  covers  the 
revocation  of  the   Norfolk  &  Bristol  franchise? 

Mr.  MURRAY— Yes. 


Coun.  WATSON — Except  that  portion  which 
runs  between  Cleary  square  and  the  Dedham 
line, 

Mr.   MURRAY— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — We  have  a  communication 

here.     If  there  is  no  objection   it  will  be  read. 

(A     communication     from     the     citizens     of 

Hyde    Park    proving    the    granting    of    jitney 

permits   was   read  by  the   Clerk.) 

Coun.  WATSON— The  question  is  on  the 
petition  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  to 
operate  jitney  buses  between  Cleary  square 
and  Wolcott  square  in  Readville,  and  Cleary 
square   arid  Mattapan. 

Coun.    MORIARTY— Mr.    Chairman? 

Coun.  WATSON— Coun.  Moriarty. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  would  like  to  ask  Mr. 
Murray  some  questions,  if  I  may. 

Coun.   WATSON — Mr.   Murray. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Murray,  do  you 
know  what  the  schedule  is  there  now  between 
Wolcott  square  and  Cleary  square? 

Mr.  MURRAY — I  believe  every  half  hour. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— All   day? 

Mr.    MURRAY— All   day. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— That  is  one  bus  ? 

Mr.  MURRAY — Why,  I  think  they  are  run- 
ning— there  are  several  buses  out  there,  but 
I  think  the  schedule  is  a  half  hour  schedule. 
We  have  never  had  better  than  a  half  hour 
schedule  to  Readville. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— What  have  you  got  on 
the  other? 

Mr.  MURRAY— Half  an  hour  schedule  on 
the  Mattapan-Cleary  square.  Cars  leave  Hyde 
Park  on  the  hour  and  half  hour  and  leave 
on  the  quarter  hour  at  Mattapan,  one  bus 
operating.  I  think,  in  emergencies,  they  may 
run  an  additional  bus,  but  I  think  that  that 
is  their  schedule,  a  half  hour  schedule.  This 
is  an  improvement,  if  anything,  upon  what 
we   now  have. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  they  say  in  their 
schedule  of  time  that,  as  conditions  warrant 
it,  they   intend  to  increase. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — It  says,  "In  addition  to 
the  above  schedule  it  is  proposed  to  run  such 
additional  trips  as  may  be  required  to  ade- 
quately  meet   the   traffic   conditions." 

Coun.  WATSON— I  presume  if  the  traffic 
warrants,  if  there  are  passengers  enough  to 
warrant  their  putting  on  more,  they  will  do 
it.  In  other  words,  if  it  does  not  look  like 
too  big  a  loss. 

Mr.   MURRAY— It   will  not  be  a  loss. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
that  the  permits   be  granted. 

Coun.  WATSON— Are  there  any  further 
questions  of  Mr.  Murray?  Is  any  further 
information  desired  by  any  other  member  of 
the  Council?  If  not,  Coun.  Brickley  moves, 
seconded  by  Coun.  Lane,  that  we  report  back 
favorable  action  on  the  petitions  of  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  Railway  to  run  jitney  buses  be- 
tween Wolcott  square,  Cleary  square  and 
Mattapan. 

Mr.  LYONS — Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  two 
petitions. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  appreciate  that.  I  said 
the  petitions.  I  was  just  going  to  say — is 
there  anything  else  you  want?  A  ton  of 
coal  or  anything  you  want?  The  motion 
is  that  we  report  back  favorably  on  the  two 
petitions  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  to 
permit  them  to  run  jitney  buses  between 
Wolcott  square.  Cleary  square  and  Mattapan. 
Is  that  satisfactory  to  the  population  ? 

(The  motion,  being  duly  seconded,  was  put 
to    a   vote   and    carried.) 

Chairman  WATSON — Now  the  question  is 
on  the  communication  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  accompanied  by  an  order,  which  the 
Clerk  will   read.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
will  be  held  at  City  Hall,  School  street,  on  Saturday, 
September  S,  at  11.30  a.  m.,  and  I  am  especial!] 
desirous  that  you  make  a  special  effort  to  I"' 
present.  Two  meetings  have  been  previously 
called  for  the  purpose  of  appropriating  a  sum  of 
money  tr>  aid  in  relieving  distress  in  Japan  resulting 
from  the  earthquake,  tidal  wave  and  conflagration, 

I  had  sincerely  hoped  that  Boston  might  be  the 
first  of  American  oities  to  set  the  example  in  the 
matter  of  a  contribution  that,  would  represent  all 
of  the  people  of  the  city. 

Through  the  failure  of  the  Council  to  attend  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  permit  of  the  transaction  of 
public  business  the  City  of  Boston  is  denied  this 
great  honor. 

I  beg  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
when  the  question  of  the  winning  of  the  World  War 
was  in  the  balance  it  was  a  representative  of  the 
Japanese  government  in  the  person  of  Ambassador 
Ishi,  at  that  time  a  guest  of  the  city  and  represent- 
ing his  government,  who  made  the  declaration  as  to 
the  position  Japan  would  take  in  the  World  War, 
and  the  declaration  made  by  him  upon  this  occa- 
sion was  supported  by  his  government. 

When  disaster  overtook  our  fellow  Americans 
in  San  Francisco,  the  government  of  Japan  con- 
tributed 1100,000. 

The  friendly  relations  that  obtain  today  between 
the  Republic  of  China  and  our  own  republic  are 
unquestionably  due  in  large  measure  to  the  position 
taken  by  America  upon  the  question  of  the  Boxer 
indemnity  and  the  insistent  demand  of  our  govern- 
ment for  an  open-door  policy. 

The  opportunity  for  removing  the  barrier  created 
by  propagandists  which  might,  if  permitted  to 
grow  unchecked,  at  some  time  result  in  a  war  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Japan  can  best  be 
removed  through  the  extension  of  the  hand  of 
brotherhood  ana  the  purse  of  one  of  the  few  nations 
solvent  in  the  world. 

I  trust  that  as  a  means  for  the  promotion  of  a 
better  understanding,  you  will  make  a  special 
effort  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  upon  Saturday 
and  by  your  vote  in  favor  of  a  substantial  appro- 
priation for  the  aid  of  the  people  of  Japan  be  a 
party  to  an  expression  by  the  people  of  Boston 
through  its  city  government  of  the  good  will  that 
America  extends  in  the  hour  of  distress  to  the 
Japanese   nation.

Chairman   WATSON— His  Honor  the  Mayor. 
Hon.  JAMES  M.  CURLEY,   Mayor  of  Boston 
Mr.   Chairman  and  gentlemen,   when   the  order 
was  introduced   originally,   it  was  introduced   for 
the  purpose  of  giving  Boston  the  opportunity  of 
being  the  first  American  city  to  contribute  to  the 
relief  ol  the  Buffering  people  of  Japan,  whose  coun- 
try had  been  devastated  by  earthquake,  flood  and 
conflagration.     From  previous  experiences  of  this 
kind  we  well  know  that  such  a  disaster  has  always 
developed    disease   and    calamity   in   the    wake    of 
flood  and  earthquake  and  lire,  and  immediate  re- 
bel is  necessary  from  the  outside  world.     There  is 
no  nation   in   the  world  today  that  occupies  the 
fortunate  position  occupied  by  the  United  States 
of   America.      I    think    it    may    be   truthfully   said 
that  with   the  exception  of  the  South  American 
countries  we  are  the  only  really  solvent  nation  in 
the  world.      We  are  in  position,  thanks  to  Almighty 
God,  not  only  to  provide  for  our  own  needs,  but  to 
I     'end  aid  to  others  in  unfortunate  circumstances. 
livery  thoughtful  observer  of  international  affairs 
has  regarded  with  some  degree  of  apprehension  the 
growing  distrust  that  has  been  manifest  in  military 
and   naval   circles,  both  of  our  own   country   and 
in,  and  have  viewed  with  a  feeling  of  alarm 
and  apprehension  tin-  prospect  that  at  some  time 
the  Yankees  of  tin    I    .   I  might  become  involved  in 
a  death  struggle  with  the  Yankees  of  the  West.     I 
personally  believe  that  the  best  way  to  promote 
friendly   relations   between   our  own  republic  and 
the  republic  which  is  naturally  the  commercial  and 
industrial  competitor  of  the  United  States  and  in 
all  probability  will  continue  to  grow  so  more  in 
the  future,   is  by   extending  the  hand  of  genuine 
friendship  in  the  hour  of  a  nation's  and  a  people's 
greatest   trial.      I   recall  that   during  the  period  of 
the  World   War,    when   the  Japanese  men   visited 
our  country,   the  whole  world   waited   with  bated 
breath  to  learn  what  was  the  position  that  Japan 
might   take   toward    participation   with    the  allied 
nations  engaged  in  the  World  War.      I  recall  that 
their  ambassador  was  rather  timorous  about  stat- 
ing their  position,  when  he  addressed  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  in  session  in  our  State  House. 
And  also  at  the  luncheon  which  followed,  he  was 
very   careful   to   avoid   the  subject.     But   at   the 
banquet  in  the  evening,  he  stated  it  was  the  pur- 
pose  of   Japan   to   take   her   place   alongside   the 
French  and  English-speaking  nations,  and  against 
Germany.     Had  Japan  turned  the  other  way,  had 
she  taken  sides  with  the  Central  Empires,  it  might 
have  caused  the  continuance  of  the  war  for  a  year 
or  two  longer,  and  might  have  seriously  affected 
the  ultimate  result.     I  think  it  is  not  our  province 
to  question  their  motives  in  the  past,  and  that  we 
must  accept  their  performance  as  an  evidence  of 
good  faith.     And  not  only  do  we  accept  as  an  evi- 
dence   of    good    faith    their    performance    in    the 
World  War,  but  we  also  accept  as  an  evidence  of 
good  faith  on  their  part  the  fact  that  at  the  time 
of  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  the  people  of  Japan 
and  their  government  contributed  $100,000  to  as- 
sist   the    suffering    in    California.     The    city    of 
Detroit   within   the  past  few   days,   on   an   order 
similar  to  the  one  presented  here,  has  appropriated 
$25,000.     As  to  the  question  of  legality,   I  have 
no  desire  to  pass  on  that.     There  are  certain  times 
when  precedents  and  questions  of  that  character 
must  be  waived  and  set  aside  for  the  common 
good  of  humanity.     I  think  this  is  one  of  those 
instances,  and  I  personally  believe  that  if  the  City 
of  Boston  makes  this  appropriation,  representing 
as  it  does,  an  expenditure  from  the  revenues  that 
are  derived  from  the  taxes  paid  by  all  of  the  people, 
because  after  all  the  man  that  hires  a  tenement  is 
just  as  much  a  taxpayer,  even  though  he  owns  no 
property,  as  the  individual  who  owns  the  property 
in  which  he  lives, — that  it  will  constitute  the  ex- 
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pression  of  the  whole-hearted  sympathy  and  sup- 
port and  good  will  of  the  people  of  our  city.  It 
may  be  an  incentive  to  similar  action  by  the 
people  of  other  towns  and  cities  in  the  United 
States.  And  even  though  the  total  that  might  be 
appropriated  through  sums  of  this  character 
might  exceed  a  million  dollars  in  the  United  States, 
or  even  $5,000,000,  I  believe  it  would  be  the  wisest 
possible  expenditure,  because  at  some  future  date 
it  might  be  an  influence  in  avoiding  a  war  extend- 
ing into  billions  of  dollars  of  cost.  And  if  by  our 
contribution  and  by  our  example  we  can  lead 
others  to  follow,  and  if  by  our  example  and  by  our 
contribution  we  can  in  some  manner  alleviate  the 
sufferings  of  the  people  of  Japan,  and  if  by  our 
action  and  our  contribution  we  can  convey  to 
them  a  token  of  our  desire  to  extend  to  them  aid 
in  their  distress,  I  believe  that  we  are  doing  some- 
thing that  is  not  only  a  contributing  factor  to 
their  welfare,  but  may  at  some  future  time  be  an 
important  contributing  factor  to  the  welfare  of 
our  common  country;  for,  after  all,  nations,  like 
individuals,  are  judged  by  their  acts  rather  than  by 
their  good  will  as  evidenced  in  words.  I  know 
that  in  the  San  Francisco  disaster  and  the  Chelsea 
disaster,  the  Salem  fire  and  other  such  calamities, 
we  have  confined  ourselves  to  a  resolution  of  sym- 
pathy. But  sympathy  without  food  is  of  no  bene- 
fit to  the  starving  man.  Sympathy  without  medi- 
cine is  of  no  benefit  to  the  people  in  need  of  medical 
treatment.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  for  us 
perhaps  to  break  the  precedent  if  necessary,  and 
stand  up  like  real  Americans,  and  meet  situations 
of  this  character  when  they  arise,  like  men,  rather 
than  resorting  to  the  time-honored  and  certainly 
abused  custom  of  passing  resolutions  rather  than 
making  the  contribution  of  substantial  character 
which  may  be  of  benefit  and  aid  to  those  in  need. 
With  reference  to  the  judgment  of  nations  as 
against  the  judgment  of  individuals,  when  every 
nation  in  the  world  that  participated  in  the  inva- 
sion of  China,  at  the  time  of  the  Boxer  Rebellion, 
demanded  indemnities  for  losses  sustained,  our 
own  government  refused  to  accept  an  indemnity, 
and  by  our  insistence  on  the  open-door  policy  we 
have  gained  and  receive  today  the  good  will  of  the 
Chinese  nation,  which  is  undoubtedly  represented 
by  a  trading  balance  greater  than  that  enjoyed  by 
any  other  nation  occupying  the  same  position 
that  we  occupy.  When  President  Roosevelt 
seized  the  territory  in  the  "vicinity  of  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama,  later  known  as  Panamania,  for  the 
uses  of  the  United  States,  which  the  people  in  the 
vicinity  of  Panama  believed  to  bo  worth 
$25,000,000,  and  refused  to  cancel  the  obligation 
and  pay  the  debt,  I  believe  it  represented  a  com- 
mercial injury  and  loss  to  the  United  States  until 
such  time  as  the  debt  was  discharged,  last  voar,  of 
more  than  $100,000,000.  We  discharged  the  debt 
and  paid  back  $13,000,000  to  the  people  of  Pana- 
mania some  few  years  ago  and  that  has  strength- 
ened our  position  in  South  America,  and  has 
strengthened  the  influence  of  the.  Monroe  Doctrine 
in  South  America.  All  of  these  things  may  seem 
small,  but,  after  all,  the  one  great  thing  that  con- 
cerns all  of  us  is  the  future  of  our  common  country, 
its  integrity  and  its  standing,  its  honor,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  we  will  best  protect  and  conserve  the 
standing,  the  integrity  and  the  honor  of  our  coun- 
try by  doing  something  that  is  honorable.  If 
there  is  a  legal  question  involved,  let  those  who 
believe  we  are  acting  illegally  take  it  into  court, 
but  I  do  not  believe  it  is  our  duty  to  do  so. 

Chairman  WATSON— What  is  the  wish  of  the 
committee? 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  move  that  we  report 
back  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Chairman  WATSON — Coun.  Brickley  moves 
that  the  resolution  be  reported  back,  ought  to 
pass. 

Coun.  LANE — I  think  that  we  should  have  the 
Corporation  Counsel  up  here  to  look  into  the  legal 
aspect  of  the  case.  The  Mayor  has  passed  over 
this  very  lightly.  I  admit  many  people  would 
hesitate  to  raise  that  question  at  this-  time,  but 
there  are  many  people  in  the  community  who 
would  be  liable  to  raise  that  question.  At  the 
time  of  the  San  Francisco  disaster,  sympathy  and 
sentiment  were  very  strong,  but  nothing  was 
appropriated.  Nothing  was  given  by  the  City  of 
Boston  as  a  city,  nothing  was  given  by  the  state. 
And  so  in  the  Chelsea  lire,  nothing  was  given  to 
the  city  of  Chelsea,  and  at  Salem  nothing  was  given 
to  the  city  of  Salem.  Also  that  is  true  at  the 
time  of  the  fire  at  Halifax.  Boston  raised  a  large 
amount  of  money  for  all  of  those  different  pur- 


poses. Two  days  ago  the  Governor  had  a  meeting 
in  the  State  House,  and  in  ten  minutes  $250,000 
was  underwritten  by  ten  citizens,  to  be  reimbursed 
as  the  subscriptions  came  in.  I  don't  see  why  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  does  not  call  a- mass  meeting, 
to  be  held  say  in  Faneuil  Hall,  the  "Cradle  of 
Liberty,"  and  if  he  would  address  such  a  mass 
meeting  with  his  silvery  tongue,  I  believe  they 
would  raise  many  times  $10,000,  which  would  be 
given  as  the  city  s  contribution.  I  do  not  believe 
in  establishing  this  precedent  for  the  city.  In  a 
ease  of  this  kind  I  believe  it  is  illegal,  and  I  do 
not  believe  it  wise  to  start  the  precedent.  Our 
own  city  of  Worcester,  nearby,  might  have  a  con- 
flagration, which  would  wipe  out  the  city,  and 
they  might  call  on  us  to  do  something,  to  do  what 
we  have  done  for  an  outside  country.  Charity 
begins  at  home,  and  in  this  case  I  think  it  would 
be  much  better  if  the  Mayor  would  adopt  the  sug- 
gestion I  have  made  and  call  a  mass  meeting  of  the 
citizens.  And  I  believe  that  would  raise  more 
money  than  the  Governor  raised  in  the  State 
House. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  have  made  a  motion. 

Chairman  WATSON — Coun.  Brickley  moves  to 
report  back,  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  GILBODY — As  I  understand  the  situa- 
tion, we  have  already  had  an  opinion  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel  regarding  this  matter. 

Chairman  WATSON — I  understand  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  that  the  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  drew  the  order  which  is  before  us. 

Coun.  GILBODY — It  occurs  to  me,  then,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  if  we  delay  again  and  go  over  until 
next  Monday,  we  will  get  the  same  expression  of 
opinion  that  the  counsel  drew  this  order,  and  it 
will  only  be  a  repetition  of  what  we  will  get  Mon- 
day. The  other  suggestion  is  an  admirable  one, 
but  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  consistently  ask  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  go  down  to  Faneuil  Hall  and 
solicit  contributions  when  we  ourselves  make  no 
contribution.  We  have  got  enthusiasm  and  pub- 
lic interest,  and  I  think  we  can  afford  to  pass  the 
order  and  take  our  chances  of  legality.  Every 
order  that  we  pass  here  is  subject  to  the  same 
chance, — ten  persons  can  raise  the  question  of 
legality,  and  bring  it  into  court.  I  think  we  ought 
to  show  this  country  that  we  sympathise,  and 
will  do  something  to  show  our  sympathy  in  the  way 
of  money. 

Chairman  WATSON— The  question  is  on 
Coun.  Briokley's  motion  to  report  back  that  the 
order  ought  to  pass  for  the  appropriation  of  $10,- 

000  for  relief  of  the  Japanese  sufferers. 

(The  motion  was  carried  and  the  Executive 
Committee  adjourned  at  12.0(1  m.) 

President  LANE — The  Council  will  come  to 
order.  The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Council  will  be  received  from  Coun.  Watson, 
chairman  pro  Icm. 

(Chairman  Watson  hands  paper  to  President 
Lane.) 

Clerk  DONOVAN"  [reading)— On  the  message  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  for  the  appropriation  of  the 
sum  of  $10,000  to  be  transmitted  to  the  local 
chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  for  transmission  to  Japan 
for  relief,  and  so  forth,  the  Executive  Committee 
report  that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on  the 
adoption  of  the  report  and  resolution. 

Coun.  HEAI.Y — I  move  that  action  be  post- 
poned until  Monday,  and  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  be  instructed  to  appear  before  the  Council 
and  advise  on  the  legality  of  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey  moves  that 
action  on  this  report  be  postponed  until  next 
Monday,  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
invited  to  appear  before  the  Council  and  advise 
with  respect  to  the  legality  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON  — I  don't  think  that  is  hardly 
necessary,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  presiding  officer  that  when  the 
Mayor  was  dictating  the  message  on  this  particular 
matter,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  was  advising 
him  concerning  it.  and  that  he  drew  the  order. 
The  question  of  legality  1  do  not  want  to  pass  on. 

1  am  not  a  lawyer,  and  I  have  not  any  comment 
to  make  on  that.  Put  it  is  the  opportunity  for 
myself  to  cast  a  vote  as  indicating  my  own  sym- 
pathy with  the  sufferings  in  this  great  disaster 
in  Japan  for  which  I  am  looking,  and  I  desire  to 
vote  for  it  today.  I  think  1  would  be  willing  to 
vote  for  it  e\  en  though  the  head  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment should  inform  mo  there  was  doubt  as  to  its 
legality.      There  are  plenty  of  other  places  where 
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this  question  of  legality  could  be  raised  effectively, 
if  they  desired  to  raise  it,  but  I  think  Bentiment, 
mid  not  legality,  ought  to  guide  us.  We  vote  time 
and  time  again  in  this  body  on  claims  which  are 
absolutely  withoui  righi  according  to  law,  and  on 
which  we  could  no1  legally  puss.  We  always  give 
weight  to  the  question  of  moral  liability,  and  the 
Question  of  legal  liability  does  not  enter  into  it. 
If  the  Fire  Department,  in  going  to  a  fire,  through 

the  aegled  oi  the  driver,  k pks  J  own  an  individual 

and  kills  him,  the  city  is  not.  liable.  Hut  there  is 
noi  a  member  <>(  this  body  that  would  not  vote, 
nevertheless,  recognizing  the  moral  obligation,  the 
moral  liability,  and  we  do  it  time  and  time  again. 
Vtiil  if  we  do  that  concerning  the  question  of  the 
individual,  we  cert  inly  ou^ht  to  go  a  step  further 
ami  do  it  in  the  matter  of  a  great  nation  which  I 
understand  has  been  friendly  to  the  United  States 
today,  I  think  it  would  be  particularly  bad  for  us 
not   to  pass   the  order  today.       It    will   leave  a   bad 

taste  In  tin'  mouths  "f  the-  Japanese  people  her.-, 
and  in  Japan;  because  we  keep  backing  and  ailing, 
getting  a  quorum  or  not  getting  a  quorum,  or  for 
some  other  reason.  I  am  Satislied.  myself,  that 
when  the  time  comes  to  vote  upon  this  measure, 
regardless  of  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Department, 
if  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Department  is  that  we  can 
not.  do  it  legally  then'  will  be  six  votes  in  this  bodj 
for  it  just  the  same,  if  there  is  a  full  membership 
here  to  vote  upon  it.  There  is  some  doubt  in  my 
mind,  perhaps,  as  to  the  legality  of  it,  and  perhaps 
we  are  taking  an  illegal  action,  but,  nevertheless, 
we  have  done  it   in  other  matters,  and  there  was 

ral  obligation,  and  in  cases  where  we  ha\  K  voted 

the  money  for  claims  they  have  been  paid  without 
question,  and  I  think  the  same  tiling  should  apply 
to  a  great  nation.  I  think  for  the  good  name  of  the 
City  of  Boston  we  ought  to  pass  this  today. 
Therefore  I  am  opposed  to  asking  for  an  opinion 
from  the  Law  Department,  and  I  am  willing  to 
take  it.  as  it  came  from  the  Mayor,  believing  that 
there  is  a  moral  obligation  that  we  ought  to  observe, 
Coun.  HAGAN — I  am  anxious  to  find  out  why 
the  great  need  for  haste  in  passing  this  today.  It 
does  not  seem  to  me  that  it  will  make  any  material 
difference  whether  this  appropriation  is  passed 
today  or  Monday,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
legality  of  our  action  can  lie  ascertained  from  the 
Law  Department.  I  listened  carefully  to  the 
remarks  of  the  gentleman  who  preceded  me 
(Coun  Watson)  and  I  believe  he  said  or  signified 
that  he  was  going  to  be  guided  by  sentiment,  I 
think  the  Boston  City  Council  ought  to  be  governed 
by  law.  I  want  to  vote  for  this  measure,  from 
strong  humanitarian  feelings  and  sympathy.  I 
believe  that  feeling  is  general  with  us  all.  But 
I  want  to  do  it  in  a  legal  way,  and  I  want  to  have 
some  assurance  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  that 
it  is  a  legal  act  on  our  part.  I  do  not  want  to 
stand  here  and  do  that  which  is  illegal,  and  it 
would  be  folly  for  us  to  do  so,  for  if  it  is  illegal  the 
money  cannot  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  we 
would  intend  it.  Therefore  I  think  the  point 
brought  out  by  Coun.  Healey  is  vital  and  that  we 
should,  in  justice  to  ourselves,  obtain  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  before  rushing  into 
this  matter.  It  has  been  said  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  or  the  Lawr  Department,  drew  the  order. 
Perhaps  they  did,  or  perhaps  they  did  not.  Some- 
body may  be  mistaken.  Now,  what  is  the  question 
in  the  minds  of  people,  or  in  the  minds  of  this  body, 
as  to  whether  we  have  any  right  to  do  it?  We 
have  had  disasters  in  our  own  Commonwealth, — 
Chelsea,  Salem,  and  the  Boston  City  Government 
did  not  appropriate  any  money,  although  they  were 
our  next  door  neighbors.  That  is  no  reason  why 
we  should  not,  for  this  terrible  calamity,  do  some- 
thing, and  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  breaking  of 
this  precedent.  But  I  want  to  feel  that  there  is 
some  ground  to  stand  on,  that  there  is  some  legality 
to  my  act,  and  that  I  have  some  right  to  vote  the 
people's  money  for  this  purpose.  Therefore  I  hope 
that  the  motion  offered  by  Coun.  Healey  will 
prevail,  and  that  we  can  hold  this  matter  over 
until  Monday,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  getting  the 
official,  expert  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  BRICKLBY  in  the  chair. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  too  am  very 
anxious  to  vote  for  this  for  humanitarian  purposes. 
I  think  that  Coun.  Watson  decided  the  real  issue 
when  he  brought  into  the  case  the  fact  that  we  are 
constantly  giving  money  for  damages  caused  by 
our  Fire  Department  or  Police  Department  in  our 
city.     He  says  there  is  no  legal  obligation  there, 


but  t  here  is  moral  obligation.  True — oneofourown 
citizens  is  seriously  injured,  individually,  perhaps, 
l>\  one  of  our  own  employees,  a  Fire  Department. 
apparatus  or  the  Police  Department.  But  in  this 
Case  there  is  no  moral  obligation.  It  is  clearly 
Charity,  and  that  Only,  and  for  thai  reason  I  would 
like  to  vote  for  it.  But  Coun.  Watson  is  wrong 
when  he  tries  to  draw  a  parallel  hetween  the  claim 
against  the  city  and  the  appropriation  of  money  for 
this  kind  of  undertaking.  I  believe  that  the  matter 
should  be  postponed  until  Monday,  and  we  can  get 
a  legal  opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel.  It 
is  t  rue  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  drew  this  order 
and  said  he  thought  it  would  get  by,  but  he  also 
said  that  if  ten  citizens  petitioned  for  a  restraining 
order,  the  order  would  be  granted.  I  want  to  hear 
that  from  the  counsel's  own  lips,  and  therefore  I 
hope  that   Coun.   Healev's   motion   will  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON— We  have  had  three  calls  for  a 
meeting  concerning  this  matter,  and  I  recollect  that 
on  the  first  day,  when  I  arrived  late,  there  were  five 
members  here  who  had  been  in  session,  or  been 
called  to  order  an  hour  beforehand.  Those  five 
members  could  easily  have  acted.  It  does  not  take 
si\  members  to  act  in  executive  session.  Three 
members  could  have  acted.  And  they  could  have 
then  obtained  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  But  today,  three  days  later,  they  come 
in,  and  want  the  Law  Department's  opinion. 
They  could  have  got  it  undoubtedly  earlier,  if  they 
desired,  I  want  to  vote  for  this  order  today.  I 
realize  that  it  takes  six  votes.  I  don't  know 
whether  I  am  correct  in  assuming  it,  but  the  indica- 
tions aie  there  arc  three  members  who  will  not  vote 
in  favor  of  the  order  today.  That  means  less  than 
the  six  votes  necessary  to  vote  for  it,  to  adopt  the 
Order,  and  I  realize  that  that  means  the  defeat  of 
the  order,  if  we  press  it.  I  am  half  inclined  to 
attempt  to  press  it,  although  I  do  not  desire  to  put 

bers  on  record  who  might  change  their  mind 

later,  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  members  who 
want  the  light  are  practically  settled  on  what  they 
will  do  later,  in  regard  to  the  order.  If  so,  the  issue 
may  as  «  ell  be  settled  today  as  later.  I  would  like 
to  ask  for  the  question  to  be  put  today. 

President  LANE — If  we  get  an  opinion  that  the 
order  is  legal,  the  Chair  will  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  GILBODV — I  desire  to  ask,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, if  I  may,  with  respect  to  getting  an  opinion 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  do  you  not  believe 
that  we  will  get  the  same  opinion  next  Monday  in 
regard  to  this  order  that  we  are  under  the  impres- 
sion we  have  got  today? 

President  LANE — We  have  no  opinion,  we  have 
only  hearsay. 

Coun.  Gil.BODY — We  have  an  order  drafted  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel. 

President  LANE — Yes,  and  the  Chair  will  state 
that  he  was  informed  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
did  draw  the  order,  and  that  he  thought  it  would 
get  by,  but  that  he  said,  as  I  have  already  stated  in 
my  remarks,  that  if  ten  citizens  should  petition  the 
court  for  a  restraining  order,  such  a  restraining 
order  would  be  granted  bv  the  court. 

Coun.  WATSON — Do  I  understand  that  the 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  informed  you  to  that 
effect? 

President  LANE — I  am  told  that  he  said  that. 

Coun.  WATSON — -In  its  entirety,  and  just  as 
you  stated  it? 

President   LANE— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON— Then  let  ten  citizens  get  the 
injunction.  They  will  try  to  get  it  anyway, 
probably. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  hope  that  the  very  reasonable 
motion  of  Coun.  Healey  will  prevail,  and  that  this 
motion  will  not  be  pressed.  It  seems  to  me  that  if 
Boston  is  going  to  give  they  ought  to  give — not  by 
a  bare  majority  vote  of  the  appropriating  body,  but 
they  ought  to  give  by  the  unanimous  action  of  the 
entire  body.  You  want  to  vote  for  it  I  have  heard 
you  say,  and  I  want  to  vote  for  it,  but  I  shall  not 
vote  for  it  today  if  it  is  pressed,  in  that  way.  I 
want  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  ex- 
pressed here.  If  this  is  going  to  be  an  illegal  vote, 
as  it  seems,  to  me  it  is,  I  do  not  care  to  vote  now  or 
at  any  time  for  an  order  that  would  be  illegal.  I 
think  we  have  taken  some  oath  which  would  re- 
quire us  to  consider  the  legality  of  our  actions  in 
this  as  in  every  other  case.  Therefore  I  desire  to 
see  this  postponed  and  I  believe  it  is  not  of  import- 
ance that  it  be  passed  today.  Replying  to  the 
comments  of  the  gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Watson)  that  we  might  have  asked  on  Wednesday 
for  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  of 
course  we  could  at  that  time,  but  there  were  only 
five  members  present  and  it  looked  as  if  we  would 
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postpone  our  meeting  then  until  Monday,  without 
taking  any  action,  and  I  did  not  feel  like  bringing  in 
the  Corporation  Counsel  until  we  had  a  full  attend- 
ance of  our  members  as  we  would  have  on  Monday 
next,  after  the  vacation.  There  is  no  special  reason 
for  pressing  the  matter  today.  Monday  will  answer 
and  we  can  get  the  official  opinion,  and  the  proba- 
bility is  that  the  entire  vote  will  be  for  this  measure, 
if  you  grant  the  very  reasonable  request  of  Coun. 
Healey. 

Coun.  GILBODY — I  desire  to  say  further,  in 
connection  with  this  matter,  that  we  are  called 
here  to  take  cognizance  of  a  situation  which  is 
known  throughout  the  entire  world.  We  are 
asked  to  exercise  charity  from  our  hearts,  and  each 
and  every  man  has  expressed  himself  as  desirous 
of  extending  that  charity.  Millions  upon  millions 
are  without  homes,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  are 
dead,  and  will  we  stand  here  and  dicker  over  this 
matter?  An  order  came  in  here  some  time  ago  for 
several  thousand  dollars  to  have  this  Council  visit 
Buffalo,  on  a  business  matter.  The  order  went 
through  this  Council,  but  was  finally  put  over  by 
default,  but  now  if  we  have  charity  in  our  hearts 
let  us  show  it.  If  we  will  get  the  same  opinion 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  Monday  as  we 
have  today,  let  us  rise  and  show  that  we  have  hu- 
manitarianism  in  our  hearts. 

Coun.  HEALEY — When  the  united  war  work 
campaign  was  on  for  the  good  of  the  soldiers 
abroad,  neither  the  City  of  Boston  nor  any  other 
city  in  the  state  contributed  a  dollar.  There  was 
a  time  when  charity  was  most  needed,  and  the 
city  would  certainly  have  responded  if  it  had  been 
legal. 

Coun.  WATSON — It  was  not  brought  to  our 
attention,  was  it? 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on  the 
amendment  by  Coun.  Healey,  that  the  matter  be 
postponed  until  the  regular  session  of  the  Council 
on  Monday,  and  to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel 
present  to  advise  upon  the  legality  of  the  passage 
of  this  order.  (The  question  was  put  and  the 
motion  prevailed.)     It  is  a  vote. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  doubt  the  vote. 
President    LANE — Coun.    Watson    doubts    the 
vote,  and  asks  for  a  show  of  hands. 

The  vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of  hands  and  the 
President  announced: 

It  stands  three  to  two,  and  the  motion  is  lost. 
Coun.  WATSON — Do  you  mean  throe  in  favor? 
President  LANE — Two  in  favor  and  three  op- 
posed, and  the  motion  is  lost.     The  question  now 
comes  on  the  acceptance  of  the  committee  report 
and  the  adoption  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  call  for  a 
roll  call. 

President  LANE— The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 
Coun.  MORIARTY — I  have  been  busy  on  the 
telephone,  and  I  am  unable  to  find  out  just  what 
is  being  done.  I  would  like  to  get  the  information, 
if  it  is  possible  for  me  to  get  it.  May  I  ask  what 
is  the  status  of  this  matter. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey  has  moved  that 
the  matter  be  postponed  until  Monday,  and  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  invited  to  attend,  in 
order  to  state  whether  the  action  proposed  is  legal 
or  not.  Coun.  Hagan,  Coun.  Healey  and  myself 
voted  that  it  be  postponed,  Covin.  Hagan  and  my- 
self stating  that  we  were  only  too  glad  to  vote  Eor 
the  order,  if  it  is  legal.  Coun.  Hagan  said  that 
he  would  be  pleased  to  vote  for  it  if  it  was  legal, 
but  not  now  or  at  any  other  time  if  it  is  illegal. 
Coun.  Healey's  motion  was  lost.  Now  the  ques- 
tion comes  upon  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  the  passage  of  the 
order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  move  reconsideration,  if 
we  have  voted  to  postpone  the  matter. 

President  LANE — We  have  not  voted  to  post- 
pone it.  (Confers.)  Coun.  Moriarty.  if  you  will 
kindly  take  your  seat  for  a  moment.  I  found  that 
I  misunderstood  Coun.  Healey.  Coun.  Healey 
has  asked  for  a  roll  call  on  his  motion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  want  to  find  out  if  I 
can  what  is  the  business  before  the  Council.  This 
is  my  third  notice  of  a  meeting  for  a  single  purpose. 
That  single  purpose  is  the  matter  that  we  have 
before  us.  On  Wednesday  there  was  a  meeting 
called  at  twelve  o'clock  noon.  We  sat  around 
here  two  or  three  hours  trying  to  get  a  quorum. 
Then  Thursday  there  was  another  meeting  called, 
and  we  sat  around  here  again  for  a  few  hours.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  receiving  a  salary  from  the 
city  to  do  the  business  of  the  Council,  but  I  am 
not  going  to  be  compelled  by  other  people  to  put 
in  all  my  time  here.     I  think  we  have  had  ample 


time  for  anybody  who  is  a  member  of  this  Council 
to  find  out  and  get  word  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  or  to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel  here. 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  to  postpone.  If  we  have 
not  got  our  mind  made  up  now,  if  we  have  not 
got  enough  ideas  on  how  we  will  vote,  we  will  not 
have  it  on  Monday.  If  there  are  enough  votes 
here  to  win,  then  we  will  win.  If  there  are  enough 
votes  here  to  lick  it,  then  lick  it.  I  am  not  going 
to  vote  for  it.  If  it  was  Thursday,  I  might  have 
voted  against  it.  If  it  was  Wednesday  I  would 
positively  have  voted  against  it,  but  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  to  postpone.  I  am  going  today  to 
vote  on  it,  or  not  vote  at  all. 

Coun.  WATSON— Do  I  understand  that  the 
Chair  has  ruled  that  the  motion  under  considera- 
tion is  the  motion  of  Coun.  Healey? 

President  LANE — Yes,  sir. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then  I  desire  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  business  has  intervened.  You 
have  stated  that  the  question  was  on  the  matter 
of  accepting  the  report  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee.    It  will  be  necessary  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

President  LANE — That  is  correct.  I  misunder- 
stood Coun.  Healey's  request. 

Coun.  WATSON— You  had  already  stated  that 
the  question  before  the  house  was  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  of  the  committee  and  the  adop- 
tion of  the  order. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
point  of  order  is  well  taken. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Then  I  move  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  matter. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Councilman  Moriarty  has 
already  moved  reconsideration. 

Coun.  WATSON— The  question  before  this 
Council  is  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  its  acceptance.  That  must  be  disposed  of 
before  you  can  consider  the  motion  to  reconsider. 
I  think  I  am  correct  in  that. 

President  LANE — The  councilor  is  correct. 

Coun.  HEALEY — What  is  the  status  of  the 
question  now,  then?  The  question  has  been 
stated  by  the  Chair  as  the  acceptance  of  the  report 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

President  LANE — Do  vou  desire  a  roll  call  on 
that? 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  am  not  particular  about  a 
roll  call  on  that,  but  if  they  were  trying  to  put  us 
on  record  on  one  side,  then  there  ought  to  be  a 
record  on  the  other. 

Coun.  WATSON — If  the  question  of  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  is  acted  upon  favorably,  the 
gentleman  may  then  ask  for  a  reconsideration  of 
that  question,  and  if  that  request  for  reconsidera- 
tion should  prevail,  we  can  then  lay  that  matter 
on  the  table,  and  he  may  move  for  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  former  matter,  which  is  the  vote  that 
was  last  taken. 

Coun.  HEALEY— When  I  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  a  roll  call,  I  felt  that  I  was  in  order. 
No  new  business  had  then  intervened.  The  Chair 
had  stated  the  question  which  was  before  the  house. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  declared  that  the 
motion  had  been  lost  on  a  vote  of  three  to  two,  and 
said  that  the  question  now  comes  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  report  and  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion. You  asked  for  a  roll  call  and  I  was  about 
to  direct  the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll.  Then  Coun. 
Moriarty  came  in. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  can  make  another  motion 
to  ask  for  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  be  sent  for 
and  to  come  in  here. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
The  matter  before  the  Council  is  tin-  acceptance  of 
the  committee  s  report.  No  other  motion  can  be 
entertained  at  this  time. 

President  LANE — I  think  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel can  be  brought  in  here  today.  Do  you  make  a 
motion  to  that  effect? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Yes.  I  do  not  care  whether  it 
is  Monday  or  today.  I  want  the  opinion  from 
the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  maintain  that  Coun.  Hagan 
is  out  of  order,  and  the  question  is  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  commit  tec  s  report. 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on  the 
acceptance  of  the  committee  s  report  and  the 
passage  of  the  order.  Now  Coun.  Hagan  has  the 
floor. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Just  a  minute.  Is  it  legal 
for  me  to  make  as  an  amendment  the  request  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  he  sent  for  to  give  his 
interpretation  of  tin-  legality  of  this  act? 

President  LANE — I  think  the  Council  should 
not    press   the   Chair,   and    councilmen   may   ask 
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before  the  vote  is  taken  on  this  question 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  come 
here  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  his  opinion  upon 
the  legality  of  this  ao1 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  do  so  move  now,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  Bent 
for  to  give  us  an  interpretation  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  act. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
The  question  before  the  Couneil  is  the  motion 
which  was  put  by  the  Chair,  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  committee  s  report  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 
No  other  motion  can  be  entertained  until  that  is 
disposed  of,  favorably  or  otherwise.  Thai  is 
absolutely  the  oidy  matter  before  the  Council. 

President  LANE — The  question  conns  now  on 
the  acceptance  of  the  report. 

Coun.  HAG  AN — I  move  that  the  matter  be 
laid  on  the  table,  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
l>c  sen!  for, 

President  LANE — The  report  can  be  laid  on  the 
tabic  ami    the  Question   comes   on    the   passage   of 

the  order.  The  question  comes  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  report.  All  in  favor  say  aye.  (Some 
responded  ave.l 

Coun.  WATSON— I  ask  for  a  roll  call. 
President  LANE — Coun.  Watson  asks  for  a  roll 
call.     The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  question  being  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
resulted  yeas  5,  nays  ii,  as  follows: 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Gilbody,  Moriarty, 
Walsh,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Hagan,  Healey,  Lane — 3. 

Absent — Coun.  Donoghue — 1. 

President  LANE — Five  vote  in  the  affirmative 
and  three  in  the  negative,  and  the  report  is  accept  ed. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  move  thai 
the  order  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  passed  upon 
favorably. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  as  an 
amendment  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the  table  and 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  sent  for. 

President  LANE — Coun  Watson  moves  that  the 
order  be  adopted.  Coun.  Hagan  moves  an 
amendment  to  that  motion,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  invited  to 
attend. 

Coun.  WATSON— If  that  motion  prevails,  I 
move  that  we  vote  on  this  order  today,  one  way 
or  the  other.  No,  I  will  withdraw  that.  I  think 
the  only  motion  that  can  be  made  here  is  on  the 
question  of  laying  the  matter  on  the  table.  The 
question  of  laying  on  the  table  with  anything  tied 
to  it  cannnot  be  a  motion.  The  question  before 
the  Council,  I  think,  is  that  the  matte'-  be  laid  upon 
the  table. 

President  LANE— There  can  be  no  debate  on 
that. 

Coun..  WATSON— The  question  now,  as  1  under- 
stand it,  is  upon  laying  on  the  table  the  order 
submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  Is  that 
correct? 

President  LANE — Until  the  Corporation  Counsel 
can  be  sent  for.  That  is  the  way  the  motion  was 
made. 

Coun.  WATSON— No,  not  until  the  Corporation 
Counsel  can  be  sent  for. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  a  point  of  order. 
This  cannot  be  debated. 

Coun.  WATSON — There  are  certain  motions 
which  can  be  made,  and  the  only  motion  at  this 
time  that  can  be  made  has  been  made,  that  the 
matter  be  laid  on  the  table.  The  balance  of  it  is 
a  wish  on  the  part  of  the  councilor  that  it  lay  there 
until  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  sent  for.  The 
rider  has  no  right  before  the  Council.  Then,  if  it 
lay  on  the  table,  we  could  take  some  other  action. 
And  then  we  can  send  for  the  Corporation  Counsel 
if  we  wish. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
point  of  order  is  well  taken. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  move  a  division  of  the 
motion.  First,  that  the  matter  lay  on  the  table, 
and  second,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  sent 
for. 

President  LANE— That  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  ask  for  the  division  of  the 
question. 

President  LANE — It  is  out  of  order.  Only  one 
motion  can  be  made,  and  that  is  to  lay  on  the  table, 
and  that  motion  is  not  debatable. 

Coun.  HEALEY — It  can  lay  on  the  table  for  a 
certain  time. 

President  LANE — If  Coun.  Hagan  desires  to 
amend  his  motion,  that  it  lay  on  the  table  until  a 
certain  time,  say  on  Monday,  the  Chair  will  en- 
tertain it. 


Coun.   HAGAN — I  do  not   care  whether  it   is 

Monday  or  today,  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  to  have 
it  acted  on  today  if  the  majority  of  the  Council  so 
desire.  I  am  sorry  to  see  these  little  parliamentary 
tactics  being  used  on  a  matter  as  important  as  the 
matter  which  is  before  us  today,  I  think  the 
Corporation  Counsel  can  be  brought  in  here,  and  a 
favorable  vote  can  be  had  today,  and  perhaps  a 
unanimous  vote. 

Coun.    WATSON — The    gentleman    raises 

President  LANE — The  Chair  will  close  the  de- 
bate as  the  matter  is  not  debatable  under  the  rule. 
The  only  thing  that  the  Chair  will  entertain  is  the 
amendment  to  Coun.  Hagan's  motion  that  it  be 
put  over  until  Monday. 

Coun.  WATSON — Can  a  motion  be  amended  by 
i  he  man  I  hat  makes  it? 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order 
I  think  a  member  of  the  Council  should  be  allowed 
to  use  his  own  language  in  making  the  motion. 
The  motion  is  cither  lawful  or  unlawful.  If  I 
understood  Coun.  Hagan's  motion  it  was  that  the 
matter  be  laid  upon  the  table  until  the  Corporation 
Counsel  comes  hen-.  That  vi as  his  whole  motion; 
not  any  part.  Now  that  motion  is  in  order  or  it  is 
not  in  order.  The  whole  of  his  language  on  that 
motion  mast  be  considered  or  none  of  it, — that  the 
matter  lie  upon  the  table  until  the  Corporation 
Counsel  comes.  My  contention  is  that  with  the- 
added  part  of  the  motion  it  is  debatable.  If  he 
made  a  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  for  a  specific 
time,  the  time  would  have  been  debatable.  But  if 
he  makes  a  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  and 
nothing  more,  that  motion  is  not  debatable.  But 
he  did  not  make  that  motion;  he  made  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  until  the  Corporation  Counsel  came 
here.  Now,  that  motion  is  either  in  order  in  all  of 
his  language,  or  it  is  not  in  order  at  all.  In  so  far 
as  the  rules  are  concerned,  the  rule  says  that  a 
motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  is  not  debatable. 
That  is  true.  But  Coun.  Hagan  did  not  make  that 
kind  of  a  motion.  He  made  the  motion  that  it  lie 
upon  the  table  until  the  Corporation  Counsel  came 
here.  His  motion  is  in  order  with  his  own  language, 
or  it  is  not  in  order  at  all.  I  raise  that  point  of 
order. 

President  LANE — The  Chair  rules  that  the  point 
of  order  is  not  well  taken.  The  motion  can  be  made 
to  lay  on  the  table  until  the  following  Monday,  and 
that  that  is  not  debatable  any  more  than  it  would  be 
to  lay  on  the  table.  There  is  nothing  in  the  rule 
which  says  that  the  question  can  lie  divided  and 
debated.  The  rule  says, — a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  to  take  the  question  from  the  table,  shall  be 
decided   without   debate. 

Coun.  MOltlAKTY— But  Coun.  Hagan  has  not 
made  a  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table.  He  has 
moved  to  lay  upon  the  table  until  the  Corporation 
Counsel  comes  here. 

President  LANE — He  did  not  say  "until  the 
Corporation  Counsel  conies  here,"  but  until  he  is 
invited  to   come  here. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  would  like  to  have  the 
stenographer  go  back  and  read  Coun.  Hagan's 
motion. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— I  ask  that  the  motion  be 
now  put. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  ask  that  Coun.  Hagan's 
motion  be  read. 

President  LANE — The  Chair  has  been  very 
lenient  and  the  motion  should  be  put  at  once.  But 
if  the  gentleman  desires  to  have  the  motion  read 
again 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  desire  to  have  the  motion 
read. 

President  LANE— Then  I  will  ask  Mr.  Edge- 
comb  to  read  it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  think  under  parliamen- 
tary rules  the  Chair  has  a  right  to  decide  whether 
it  is  right  or  wrong. 

President  LANE — I  have  decided  that  it  is  not 
debatable. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — Therefore  I  ask  that  the 
original  motion  be  put. 

President  LANE — The  original  motion  will  be 
put,  the  moment  that  the  stenographer  finds  it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  ask  that  the  motion  be 
read. 

(The  amendment  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan,  now 
under  consideration,  was  read  by  the  reporter, 
as  follows:  "I  move  as  an  amendment  that  the 
matter  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  be  sent  for.") 

Coun.  HAGAN— That  is  what  I  said. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
There  are  two  motions  in  one. 
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President  LANE — The  point  of  order  is  well 
taken,  and  the  question  comes  on  laying  on  the 
table. 

Coun.  MORIARTY—  Mr.  Chairman 

President  LANE — No  debate  will  be  permitted, 
and  the  question  will  be  put.  The  question  is  to 
lay  on  the  table. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Who  made  the  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table? 

President  LANE — Coun.  Hagan. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — You  cannot  put  a  part  of 
it  and  not  the  whole.  He  rose,  in  his  place  and 
made  a  motion. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  will  rule  that  the 
point  of  order  is  well  taken.  Now,  Coun.  Hagan 
may  make  a  new  motion. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  wish  a  little  gray  matter 
might  be  used.  I  understand  the  councilman 
opposite  to  me  (Coun.  Moriarty)  is  a  real  Machia- 
velian,  so  far  as  parliamentary  order  is  concerned. 
The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  has  a  specific  pur- 
pose. We  realize  that  and  the  councilman  oppo- 
site me  realizes  it.  There  are  not  two  motions 
there.  It  is  to  lay  on  the  table  for  that  purpose. 
It  is  put  on  the  table  for  a  certain  specific  purpose. 
He  (Coun.  Moriarty)  realizes  it,  and  I  see  the 
smile  playing  on  his  lips,  and  I  don't  think  he 
ought  to  banter  the  President  in  this  way.  I  don't 
believe  the  President  should  declare  that  out  of 
order.  And  if  he  does  declare  it  out  of  order  I 
think  I  shall  ask  for  a  division  of  the  question; 
first,  so  that  it  may  lay  on  the  table,  and  second, 
to  send  for  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  am  willing  to  allow  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  be  sent  for.  But  my 
friend  on  the  other  side  (Coun.  Healey)  prior  to 
the  Chair  declaring  it  out  of  order,  rose  in  his 
place  and  asked  that  it  be  divided.  Maybe  the 
Corporation  Counsel  can  be  sent  for  and  gotten 
today,  and  maybe  if  we  had  not  wasted  so  much 
time  over  parliamentary  matters  we  could  have 
got  him  here  and  this  matter  been  disposed  of 
before  now. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  hear  from  Coun.  Healey 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  gone,  and  he 
knows  it,  and  still  he  presses  the  motion  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  should  be  sent  for. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  I  will  be  honest,— I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  majority  want  to  place  us 
on  record  on  this  particular  matter. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  LANE — The  gentleman  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  desire  to  say  that  if  we  arc 
to  be  placed  on  record  I  think  it  only  fair  they 
should  also  be  placed  on  record. 

Coun.  WATSON— Who  did  you  say  was  out  of 
order,  Mr.  President? 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey  has  the  floor. 

Coun.  HEALEY  (continuing) — I  am  willing  to 
go  on  record,  but  I  desire  to  place  them  on  record 
as  voting  for  a  thing  for  which  they  desire  to  vote 
without  gettmg  an  opinion  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  I  desire  to  place  them  on  record  just  as 
they  desire  to  place  us  on  record. 

Coun.  BHICKLEY— I  think  that  is  rather 
plain.  We  waited  for  Coun.  Hagan,  after  he  tele- 
phoned he  was  on  the  way  here.  We  could  wait 
for  Coun.  Donoghue  perhaps  until  Monday  morn- 
ing, if  we  want  to  bring  our  cots  here.  I  think 
there  should  be  some  courtesy  extended  here,  and 
if  there  is  an  order  here  to  lay  on  the  table,  no 
matter  what  is  added  to  it,  it  is  an  order  to  lay  on 
the  table,  and  it  is  for  the  Chair  to  deride. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  desire  to  rise  to  a  point  of 
order. 

President  LANE — There  is  no  motion  before 
the  House  and  your  debate  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— There  is  a  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  rules  that  the 
point  of  order  by  Coun.  Moriarty  was  well  taken. 
He  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  that  the  motion  made 
by  Coun.  Hagan  was  out  of  order  as  containing 
two  motions,  and  tin'  Chair  sustained  him. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  therefore  move  that  the 
order  reported  by  the  Executive  Committee  for 
$10,000,  for  the  relief  of  Japan,  be  voted  upon, 
and  that  the  vote  be  taken  by  roll  call. 

Coun.  GILBODY— I  rise  to  personal  privilege. 

President  LANE— Coun.  Watson  moves  the 
passage  of  the  order.  Coun.  Watson's  motion  is 
before  the  house  just  like  it  was  before. 

Coun.  WATSON— And  that  the  vote  be  taken 
bv  roll  call.  . 

Cum.  GILBODY— A  point  of  personal  privilege. 
I  think  the  words  of  the  speaker  opposite  (Coun. 
Healey)   were  unfair  when  he  said  that  there  was 


an  attempt  to  put  somebody  on  record.  But  we 
ought  to  consider  that  while  this  debate  is  going 
on  millions  and  millions  of  people  in  Japan  are 
homeless,  there  is  great  suffering  and  many  are 
dying.  But  I  vote  for  the  proposition  because  I 
voted  for  a  82,000  order  in  this  body  without  any 
purpose  whatever  except  to  visit  an  industrial 
city,  and  I  am  honest  with  myself  in  voting  this 
money  for  the  humanitarian  purpose,  and  I  invite 
attention  to  the  fact  that  every  member  of  the 
Council  voted  for  the  82,000  order  that  I  am  speak- 
ing of. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  move  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  be  sent  for,  to  give  an  interpretation  of 
the  order. 
_  President  LANE — The  Chair  rules  that  the  mo- 
tion is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HEALEY — May  I  inquire  from  the 
honorable  President  why  the  motion  is  out  of 
order? 

President  LANE — It  is  not  moved  as  an  amend- 
ment. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Then  I  move  as  an  amend- 
ment that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  sent  for  to 
give  an  opinion. 

President  LANE — Then  the  question  comes  on 
the  amendment. 

Coun.  WATSON — How  can  the  Corporation 
Counsel  be  called  here  to  consult  with  this  body 
unless  we  go  into  executive  session?  We  must 
take  a  recess  in  order  to  talk  with  him.  I  rise  to 
a  point  of  order,  and  press  my  motion,  and  I  con- 
tend that  the  only  motion  before  the  Council  is 
my  motion  for  a  810,000  order. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey 's  amendment 
is  in  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then,  Mr.  President,  I  won't 
contest  that. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Watson  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  the  Chair.     (Laughter.) 

Coun.  WATSON — No,  I  never  have  and  never 
will  do  that,  but  I  do  want  to  say  this,  that  when 
a  motion 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Healev's  amendment. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
against  the  amendment,  because  the  gentleman 
who  made  the  motion,  who  said  he  wanted  to  be 
honest,  knows  very  well  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  cannot  come  here,  as  he  is  not  where  he 
can  be  reached.  He  knows  that  full  well,  and  if 
there  is  anyone  taking  advantage  of  a  situation 
and  playing  politics  it  is  the  gentleman  standing 
up  here  claiming  to  be  honest  with  you.  (Coun. 
Healey.)  There  is  no  chance  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  coming  here,  and  if  he  did  we  would  have 
to  take  a  recess.  I  intend  to  vote  against  the 
motion,  knowing  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
cannot  be  brought  here  today,  and  the  gentleman 
who  made  the  motion  knows  it, — don't  you? 

Coun.  HEALEY— No. 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on 
Coun.  Healev's  amendment.  Those  in  favor 
signify  by  saying  "yes."  Those  opposed  say 
"  No."      The  "noes"  have  it. 

Coun.  HEALEY— I  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

President  LANE— The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Hi.'  question  being  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
resulted — yeas  3,  nays  5,  as  follows:

Nays— Coun.  Brickley,  Gilhody,  Moriarty, 
Walsh,  Watson — 5.

If  I  was  certain 
the  l.aw  Department  head  could  be  reached  and 
get  action  today  I  would  vote  to  have  him  here, 
but  in  view  of  this  fact  that  he  cannot  be  here  I 
vote  "no." 

President  LANE— Three  in  the  affirmative,  five 
in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  is  lost. 

Coun.  HEALEY— I  move  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  In-  notified  to  he  present  here  Monday 
afternoon,  to  give  a  legal  interpretation  as  to  the 
order  before  tin-  Council. 

President   LANE — The  motion  is  out   oi 

Coun.    HEALEY— May    I    inquire    again    from 
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the  honorable  President  the  reason  that  the  motion 
is  out  of  order? 

President  LANE  —The question  is  mi  the  passage 
of  the  order.  It  is  not  an  amendment,  and  it  is 
made  as  a  separate  motion  and  therefore  cannot 
be  entertained, 

Coun,  HEALEY — I  move  it  as  an  amendment. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Has  the  Chair  received  in- 
formation that  the .  Corporation  Counsel  is  net 
available  to  be  here  now? 

President  LANE — Yes,  I  have. 

Coun.  WATSON— Officially? 

President  LANE— Officially,  from  the  City 
Messenger,  who  called  the  office  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  found  that  both  Mr.  Sullivan  and  A  I  I 
Lyons  were  absent,  and  this  information  he  got 
from  a  man  in  the  office  who  knows  nothing  about 
the  case.

should  at  I'  :  ^i  follow  Detroit  in  this  matter,  when 
she  should  have  led. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  had  to 
beliei  c  that  the  majority  of  the  members  here  today 
arc  anxious  to  pass  this  measure  from  a  purpose  that 
is  purely  sentimental  and  humanitarian.  There  is 
a  minority  in  here  that  are  trying  to  find  a  strong 
footing  that  will  permit  them  to  vote  for  it,  by 
having  an  official  legal  opinion  from  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel.  The  majority  vole  in  here  today- 
are  the  people  who  are  going  to  kill  this  order  by 
their  vote.  There  are  but  eight  members  present. 
If  it  comes  to  an  actual  \  ote,  I  hree  will  vote  against 
it.  That  leaves  but  five  votes  for  it,  and  the  order 
is  killed.  Why  do  they  want  to  kill  something  if 
they  argue  in  favor  of  it?  Why  not  give  us  an  op- 
portunity to  vote  the  eight  votes  or  the  nine  votes, 
as  Coun.  Donoghue  will  probably  be  here  on  Mon- 
day, so  that  the  Boston  City  Council  can  go  on 
record  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  motion,  and 
we  three  herein  the  minority  today  will  be  strength- 
ened by  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
which  1  assume  and  anticipate  will  be  favorable, 
and  give  us  the  information  that  we  can  legally  do 
so?  But  I  want  that  as  a  matter  of  official  record, 
that  wre  can  do  so.     I  want  this  opinion  on  record. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Coun.  Healey  says  that 
w  e  did  not  give  anything  to  California  or  to  Salem. 
There  is  not  a  member  here  that  I  know  of  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Council  at  that  time.  If  I  had 
been  here  I  would  have  been  glad  to  vote  then  the 
same  amount  of  money,  or  more.  Coun.  Hagan 
says  that  we  are  going  to  lick  it.  I  do  not  feel  that 
way  about  it.  We  have  only  five  votes  here  today. 
If  Coun.  Donoghue  was  here  we  would  have  six. 
If  you  fellows  want  to  go  against  us  today,  there 
will  be  another  order  on  Monday  for  it.  And  if 
you  fellows  want  to  jump  onto  the  band-w'agon 
from  Thursday-  to  Monday,  you  can  do  it  and  ride 
through  with  glory.  But  we  will  make  you  jump. 
If  you  want  to  talk  plain,  we  may  as  well  talk  plain. 
We  will  have  the  six  votes  on  Monday,  and  we 
won't  need  you  three  on  Monday,  and  we  will  put  it 
through  on  Monday.  There  is  the  situation,  if 
you  want  to  talk  plain,  and  want  to  play  politics. 
When  I  came  in  here  they  said  to  me,  "  Coun. 
Hagan  is  on  the  way.  Give  him  the  opportunity 
to  come  here."  I  said,  "  Sure,  give  everybody  an 
opportunity."  Coun.  Hagan  was  here  on  Wednes- 
day and  on  Thursday,  and  he  has  had  ample  time 
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since  Tburdsay  to  find  out  whether  it  was  legal. 
Coun.  Lane  has  had  since  noontime  on  Wednesday. 
Coun.  Healey  has  been  out  of  town,  and  maybe 
he  did  not  get  into  town  in  time  to  find  out, 
he  was  here  yesterday  about  one  o'clock  as  I 
happened  to  see  him.  So  in  so  far  as  trying  to 
find  out  whether  the  thing  that  is  proposed  is 
lawful  or  not,  it  is  a  great  big  fence  to  hide  behind. 
I  have  seen  problems  in  this  Council  in  my  time 
that  were  thought  to  be  just  as  unlawful  as  this  is, 
but  I  did  not  see  anybody  want  to  postpone  them 
or  continue  to  fight  for  postponement  for  that 
purpose.  I  feel  that  we  have  five  votes  to  put  it 
over,  and  three  votes  will  be  against  us.  Coun. 
Donoghue  will  arrive  back  from  NewYork  on 
Monday  and  we  will  put  it  over  then,  and  you 
can  jump  then  if  you  want  to,  or  you  can  drown. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  am  willing  to  jump  whenever 
I  want  to,  or  I  will  drown.  I  t.ike  all  this  talk 
good-naturedly.  There  is  no  animosity  or  bitter- 
ness on  my  part  in  the  position  which  I  take.  You 
gentlemen  all  realize  that  you  are  establishing  a 
precedent,  and  it  is  not  an  ordinary  legal  question 
but  a  mighty  big  question.  The  councilman  who 
sits  opposite  me  (Coun.  Moriarty)  realizes  that 
more  strongly  perhaps  and  more  plainly  than  the 
other  members  of  the  Council.  With  his  good- 
natured  smile  I  accept  his  raillery  but  while  we 
do  go  overboard,  we  go  overboard  in  a  just  and 
worthy  cause  with  a  righteous  motive.

In  reply  to  the  attached  order  of  the  City  Council 
that  this  office  issue  no  permits  for  street  openings 
to  public  service  corporations  until  they  have  re- 
stored the  street  surfaces  to  the  original  condition 
in  which  they  were  when  the  opening  permits  were 
granted:  One  of  the  conditions  of  permits  for  all 
openings  adopted  early  this  year  was  that  openings 
shall  be  paved  within  seventy-two  hours  after  the 
underground  structures  are  completed.  Under 
these  regulations  we  do  everything  practicable  to 
restore  the  openings  within  this  limit,  but  on 
bituminous  surfaces  which  require  the  attention 
of  either  the  guaranteeing  contractor  or  the  con- 
tractor engaged  in  patching  for  the  city  and  for  the 
public  service  corporations,  the  permanent  surface 
is  contingent  upon  the  contractor  bringing  a  very 
expensive  equipment  into  the  street  for  isolated 
openings,  which  is  not  considered  practicable:  and 
until  the  permanent  surface  is  restored  this  de- 
partment makes  safe  the  openings  and  charges  the 
cost  to  the  various  corporations  involved. 

Since  the  writer  took  office  he  has  been  trying  to 
accomplish  the  restoration  of  street  surfaces  more 
quickly  through  better  methods  of  consolidating 
the  backfill  both  by  city  departments  and  cor- 
porations, and  we  have  achieved  a  decided  improve- 
ment over  what  has  been  the  custom  heretofore, 
and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  continuously  im- 
prove until  the  permanent  pavements  over  all  cuts 
are  restored  within  the  seventy-two  hours  specified 
in  each  permit.

ACCEPTANCE  OF  WATER  ACT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  10,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
391  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  which  makes  unpaid  water 
bills  a  lien  upon  real  estate,  acceptance  of  the  same 
by  your  honorable  body  is  required.  In  submit- 
ting, therefore,  the  accompanying  order  I  would 
urge  that  acceptance  be  made  for  the  protection 
of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  city  and  as  a 
measure  of  justice  to  the  honest  and  upright 
citizens  of  the  community  who  accept  and  pay 
their  just  obligations. 

Under  the  meter  system  water  is  furnished  by 
the  city  to  the  property  owner  on  credit,  no 
payment  in  advance  or  deposit  of  any  kind  being 
required.  Under  such  a  system  the  city  is  entirely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  property  owner,  since  payment 
for  water  furnished  may  easily  be  evaded  by 
transfer  of  the  property.  There  are  a  large  number 
of  unprincipled  and  unscrupulous  real  estate 
operators  wdio  take  advantage  continually  of  the 
fact  that  the  city  is  without  adequate  protection 
against  loss  on  water  bills,  who  hold  property 
in  straw  names,  protecting  themselves  by  mort- 
gages, and  who  transfer  property  merely  so  far  as 
the  ownership  record  is  concerned  to  evade  the 
payment  of  water  bills.  There  are  over  five 
thousand  cases  in  the  records  of  the  Water  Division 
for  recent  years  where  the  city  stands  to  lose  the 
amount  of  a  water  bill  by  reason  of  a  transfer  of 
title.  Transfers  of  ownership  now  occur  at  the 
rate  of  more  than  one  thousand  per  month,  and 
the  percentage  of  cases  wdiere  water  bills  are 
ignored  is  very  large.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  on  the  books  of  the  Income  Branch  of  the 
Water  Division  outstanding  bills  for  years  prior 
to  1923  to  the  amount  of  approximately  $500,000, 
of  which  amount  it  is  safe  to  say  that  more  than 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  entirely  lost  to 
the  city.  It  is  not  fair  to  the  honest  property 
owners  of  the  city  to  permit  a  system  to  continue 
which  allows  the  unscrupulous  a  free  rein  to  mulct 
the  city  of  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

I  therefore  strongly  urge  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order.

The  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  the  extension  of 
rapid  transit  facilities  as  provided  therein,  marks 
the  termination  of  a  contest  waged  by  the  people 
of  Dorchester  for  a  period  of  nearly  twenty  years 
to  secure  modern  transportation  facilities.  The 
benefits  which  should  result  as  a  consequence  of 
increased  and  improved  transportation  facilities  in 
Dorchester  is  of  such  character  that  I  sincerely 
trust  the  City  Council  in  its  wisdom  will  act  favor- 
ably and  without  delay  upon  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  order,  the  acceptance  of  which  is 
hereby  recommended.

MONEY  FOR  FIRE  HOUSE,  EAST  BOSTON.

Gentlemen, — Under  date  of  September  7,  1923, 
Bids  were  received  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
fire  house  for  engine  No.  40  at  Sumner  and  Orleans 
streets,  East  Boston. 

The  original  estimate  was  $60,000  and  this 
figure  was  based  on  the  belief  that  a  pile  foundation 
would  be  unnecessary.  Examination  discloses 
the  fact  that  the  site  upon  which  the  present  house 
is  located  as  well  as  the  site  for  the  new  house  is 
on  made  land  and  that  at  least  $lo,000  will  be 
necessary  for  foundations. 
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The  bids,  six  in  number,  for  this  work  range 
from  $65,661  in  the  case  of  the  lowest  bidder  to 
$86,427  in  the  case  of  the  highest  bidder. 

Making  the  customary  allowance  of  6  per  cent 
for  architects'  fees,  the  total  cost  of  the  work  in 
question  will  be  about  $70,000. 

It  is  necessary  therefore  that  an  additional 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  be  made  in 
order  that  the  department  may  proceed  with  the 
improvement  in  question  and  I  accordingly  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

STREETS.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration a  communication  from  the  Police  Com- 
missioner requesting  the  amendment  of  chapter  40 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  relating  to  the  use  of 
streets.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — For  the  purpose  of  amend- 
ing chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  relating 
to  the  "Use  of  Streets,"  the  inclosed  draft  of  an 
order  is  forwarded  to  your  Honor  for  introduction 
in  the  City  Council. 

A  condition  of  affairs  which  is  a  source  of  com- 
plaint, both  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  no  remedy  for 
which  seems  to  exist  in  the  Revised  Ordinances;  is 
brought  to  your  Honor's  attention. 

Vehicles,  both  motor  and  horse-drawn,  used 
wholly  for  advertising  purposes,  and  at  times  dis- 
playing articles  of  merchandise  in  glass  cases  on 
their  sides,  travel  in  the  downtown  section  of  this 
city  at  -a  slow  rate  of  speed,  impeding  traffic  at 
places  which  under  normal  conditions  is  almost 
unbearable  and  which  the  police  have  a  hard  time 
to  regulate. 

The  streets  are  congested  now,  apparent  to  the 
most  casual  observer,  by  vehicles  engaged  in  the 
pursuit  of  legitimate  business,  the  transportation 
of  persons,  the  delivery  of  goods  and  in  backing 
up  to  curbs  to  load  and  unload,  even  for  the  short 
time  allowed. 

Such  advertising  wagons,  while  they  may  not 
violate  any  particular  rule  of  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  in  their  course  through  the  streets 
do  so  to  the  inconvenience  of  other  vehicles,  the 
operators  of  which  have  registered  their  complaint, 
as  herein  stated. 

The  Police  Commissioner  feels  that  he  must 
co-operate  with  the  efforts  of  his  officers  to  relieve 
traffic  congestion  in  the  streets  of  this  city. 

Therefore  this  order  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  attention  of  your  Honor  and  introduction 
in  the  City  Council,  as  stated. 

As  section  37  of  chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances, relating  to  the  "Use  of  Streets,"  provides 
that  persons  on  foot,  engaged  in  carrying  or  dis- 
playing advertising  signs  in  the  public  streets,  shall 
do  so  in  accordance  with  a  permit  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works,  the  proposed  order 
relating  to  advertising  vehicles  gives  the  same 
commissioner  authority  to  regulate.

The  money 
was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  to  the  Street 
Commissioners  early  in  the  year  for  general  street 
improvements,  under  a  blanket  order,  with  the 
understanding  that  certain  streets  would  be  put 
in  repair  and  new  streets  opened.  We  all  remem- 
ber the  sessions  we  had  with  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners at  that  time  and  the  list  of  streets  that 
were  submitted.  It  was  offered  in  good  faith,  and 
I  think  the  Council  accepted  it  in  good  faith,  that

GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  in  per- 
fect accord  with  the  order  for  a  health  unit  in 
Dorchester,  but  I  don't  think  one  in  this  section 
advisable,  because  it  is  Dot  accessible  to  the  whole 
Dorchester  district.  West  Cottage  street  and  the 
place  mentioned  are  very  far  removed  from  the 
center  of  the  district.  I  would  suggest  to  the 
councilor  that  he  word  the  order  in  such  a  way 
that  the  unit  would  be  located  in  the  central  part 
of  Dorchester,  so  as  to  be  serviceable  to  the  entire 
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citizenship  of  Dorchester  and  not  to  the  one  section 
speoified.  West  Cottage  street  is  considerably 
removed  from  *  lie  greater  pari  of  Dorchester. 

Conn.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  to  have  such  a 
unit  established  in  llio  center  of  Dorchester  would 
I  eep    it    very    far    removed    from    many    parts    of 

Dorchester,  because  Dorchester  is  a  very  large 
district.  I  agree  thoroughly  that  this  particular 
section  to  which  I  have  referred  cannot  probably 
be  considered  as  being  in  the  center  of  Dorchester, 
but  it  nevertheless  is  in  the  center  of  a  very  thickly 
congested  district,  a  large  tenement  district,  where 
health    units    are    presumably    needed    most.     It 

serves  a  large  860tion  of  South  Boston,  if  established 
there,  as  well  as  a  great  section  of  the  Savin  Hill 
district,  and  the  Upham's  Corner  section.  I  would 
not  be  content  it  by  the  establishment  of  such  a  unit 
Dorchester  as  a  whole  were  to  be  considered  as 
provided  for,  because  I  think  the  other  section  of 
Dorchester — up  Washington  street  and  toward 
Codman  square — needs  one  equally  badly.  I  shall 
be  very  glad  to  co-operate  with  my  esteemed 
colleague  in  that  direotion.  But  the  fact  that  the 
section  selected  is  not  In  the  center  of  Dorchester 
does  not  mean  thai  it  is  not  a  desirable  spot:  for, 
let  me  repeat,  it  is  the  center  of  a  very  thickly 
congested  residential  district,  when-  such  a  health 
unit  is  sadly  needed 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  respectfully  again  call  the  gentleman's  attention 
to  the  fact  that  there  are  many,  marry  parts  of 
Dorchester,  thickly  populated  and  in  need  ol  a 
health  unit,  that  could  lie  better  chosen  as  the 
location  for  a  health  unit  than  the  one  mentioned 
in  the  order,  and  I  think  the  order  should  be 
amended,  it  being  merely  a  suggestion  to  the  White 
EHind    Trusters,    not.    specifying    a.    location,    but 

having  them  place  it  in  tire  best  pari  of  1  )orchester 

to  serve  the  needs  of  the  mothers  of  Dorchester-. 
The  trustees  are  really  the  ones  to  decide  upon  the 
location,  with  all  due  respect  to  I  In'  gentleman. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Council  has  a  representa- 
tive on  the  White  Fund  Trustees  in  the  person  of 
the  President,  lie  will  take  not  ice  of  what  has  been 
said  here,  and,  if  he  has  anything  to  do  with  locating 
the  site,  will  see  that  one  is  picked  out  that  will  be 
suitable  to  both  gentlemen, 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  think  just  one 
more  point  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  a 
matter  of  this  sort.  It  is  always  difficult  to  estab- 
lish such  things  :rs  health  units  where  the  city  has 
to  both  buy  the  land  and  build  the  building.  It 
so  happens  that  in  this  particular  section  there  is 
land  owned  by  the  city.  This  therefore  gives  the 
city  a  better  opportunity  to  establish  the  building 
there,  because  of  that  fact.  Again,  the  site  is  ideal 
for  hospital  purposes.  There  is  light  and  air  on 
four  sides,  something  not  easily  attainable  in  any 
section,  but  available  right  there,  and  the  area 
is  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  building  required 
for  the  purpose  I  have  in  mind. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  desire 
to  prolong  the  argument,  but  still  I  cannot  see 
the  justice  of  the  ground  the  gentleman  takes.  I 
think  there  are  lots  of  land  available  for  the  purpose 
in  different  parts  of  Dorchester,  as  far  as  that  is 
concerned.  For  instance,  there  is  the  land  at  the 
Lower  Mills,  where  the  Convalescents'  Home  is  at 
present  located,  a  wonderful  place,  far  better  than 
that  suggested  in  the  order,  acres  of  land  on  a  high 
hill,  and  accessible  to  many  people  in  Dorchester. 
So,  I  think  the  order  had  better  pass  without  sug- 
gesting any  particular  place  in  Dorchester.  Let 
the  order  go,  without  suggesting  a  location,  to  the 
trustees,  who  can  take  all  the  circumstances  into 
consideration.  I  think  we  ought,  to  amend  the 
order  in  that  way  so  that  it  will  be  left  to  the 
trustees  to  select  the  best  place,  one  acceptable  to 
the  citizenship  of  the  section. 

The  rule  was  suspended  by  rising  vote,  4  to  1, 
and  the  order  was  passed. 


TAX  EXEMPTION  ON   NEW  DWELLINGS, 
NEW   YORK   CITY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
obtain  from  New  York  authorities  whatever  in- 
formation he  can  upon  the  plan  which  they  are 
considering  of  tax  exemption  for  a  period  of  years 
on  all  new  dwellings  that  are  built  to  provide 
homes  for  those  of  modest  means.

FIRE  ALARM  BOXES,  PRIVATE  PROPERTY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  consist  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  the 
Building  Commissioner,  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
a  representative  from  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and 
such  others  as  he  may  deem  advisable  to  appoint, 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  advisability  of  adopt- 
ing an  ordinance  to  compel  the  installation  of  fire 
alarm  boxes  on  private  property  such  as  apart- 
ment houses,  hotels,  hospitals,  private  schools, 
theaters  and  moving  picture  houses,  etc.,  and 
whether  or  not  such  boxes  should  be  installed  and 
maintained  by  the  city,  or  installed  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  and  maintained  by  the  city. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  is 
presented  for  the  purpose  of  focussing  the  attention 
of  city  officials  upon  a  condition  existing  here  in 
Boston.  We  have  been  a  little  bit  backward  and 
careless  in  providing  the  necessary  protection  in 
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comparison  with  other  cities  of  the  country. 
Many  even  of  the  smaller  cities  throughout  the 
middle  west  are  so  covered  that  they  are  con- 
sidered in  the  100  per  cent  class,  while  Boston  is 
away  down  in  the  list.  We  cover  our  public 
schools  now  by  the  installation  of  fire-alarm  boxes, 
so  that  in  case  of  fire  the  apparatus  is  brought  there 
at  the  quickest  possible  moment.  We  all  realize 
that  the  time  to  put  out  a  fire  is  before  it  reaches 
serious  proportions.  We  leave  hospitals — many 
of  them — private  hospitals  and  private  schools, 
absolutely  unprotected  in  that  respect,  so  that  if 
a  fire  starts  somebody  has  to  run  to  the  nearest  fire- 
alarm  box,  which  may  be  a  block  or  two  or  more 
away,  before  the  alarm  can  be  sounded  and  the 
apparatus  can  arrive.  I  think  we  all  want  to 
protect  the  lives  of  children  in  private  schools  to  an 
extent  equal  to  the  public  schools.  I  think  Boston 
wants  to  be  in  the  100  per  cent  class,  as  affording 
the  greatest  measure  of  protection  to  those  who 
need  it  most,  in  schools,  in  hospitals  and  where 
crowds  congregate  in  theaters.  I  have  talked 
this  matter  over  with  the  Fire  Commissioner,  so 
that  there  might  be  harmony  of  action  upon  it. 


He  is  in  general  approval  with  the  plan,  and  the 
object  of  this  order  is  to  concentrate  the  minds  of 
the  public-spirited  organizations,  such  as  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Real  Estate  Exchange  and 
other  semi-official  bodies  on  the  matter,  so  that  we 
can  get  an  intelligent  and  qualified  opinion  as  to 
what  course  of  action  should  be  taken.  This  is  a 
very  important  matter,  as  it  affects  the  life,  peace 
of  mind,  health  and  comfort  of  the  community.  I 
therefore  hope  the  order  will  pass  here  today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Gentlemen, — I  am  submitting  for  considera- 
tion by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  a  resolu- 
tion in  opposition  to  the  granting  of  an  in- 
crease in  the  commutation  and  twelve-ride 
fare  rates  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
on  steam  railroads  operating  in  Massachu- 
setts. 

Undoubtedly  the  steam  railroads  can  present 
an  excellent  case  in  favor  of  approval  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  proposed 
increase,  using  as  their  basis  the  increase  in 
the  cost  of  materials,  increase  in  wages  and 
the  increased  fare  at  present  in  operation 
upon  electric  street  railroad  systems ;  but,  in 
my  opinion,  the  very  modest  request  presented 
in  this  case  is  but  the  entering  wedge  for  the 
foisting  ultimately  upon  the  New  England 
States  of  a  project  for  state  aid  to  steam 
railroads  operating  in  New  England  States  in 
the  same  manner  that  municipal  and  town 
aid  was  furnished  the  Boston  Elevated  Street 
Railroad  Company  when  the  normal  procedure 
should   have   been   the  bankruptcy   court. 

Under  the  circumstances,  with  a  view  to 
establishing  some  means  of  defence  in  the 
event  of  a  contemplated  raid  which  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  assume  may  be  later  engi- 
neered, I  respectfully  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  resolution.

Whereas,  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  in- 
crease would  inevitably  tend  to  restrict  travel 
by  train  to  the  City  of  Boston  from  the 
suburbs. 

Be  it  and  it  is  hereby  resolved  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Council  of  Boston  condi- 
tions do  not  justify  an  increase  at  this  time 
in  either  commutation  or  twelve-ride  rates 
which  at  present  obtain  on  the  railroad  sys- 
tems   operating    in    Massachusetts    and. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  the  proposal  sub- 
mitted by  the  railroads  operating  in  Massa- 
chusetts to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
should  be  denied  and 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this 
resolution  as  approved  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  be  sent  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
and  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission.

ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Finance   Commission,   viz. : 

Boston,   September   27,   1923. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — The  Legislature  in  1922  (see 
chapter  516  of  the  Acts  of  1922)  required 
every  city  and  town  where  an  accounting  sys- 
tem had  not  been  installed  by  the  Common- 
wealth to  place  the  question  whether  or  not 
that  city  or  town  should  have  such  an  ac- 
counting system  on  the  ballot  at  the  next  elec- 
tion following  June  7,  1922.  when  the  act  was 
approved   by   the   Governor. 

At  the  city  election  held  in  Boston  on  De- 
cember 12,  1922,  there  appeared  on  the  ballot 
the  question  : 

"Shall  the  city  petition  for  the  installation 
of  an  accounting  system  by  the  Common- 
wealth ?" 

The  result  of  the  voting  was  as  follows : 
27. 174    voted    yes  ;    14.430    voted   no. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  further  required 
that: 

"If  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon 
voted  in  the  affirmative  in  answer  to  said 
question,  then  the  city  council  shall  forthwith 
petition  the  director  of  the  division  of  ac- 
counts of  the  department  of  corporations  and 
taxation  for  the  installation  of  an  accounting 
system  by  the  commonwealth." 

The  minutes  of  the  City  Council  meetings 
since  December  12,  1922.  do  not  disclose  that 
any  action  has  been  taken  in  this  matter  by 
the  Council.  The  Director  of  the  Division  of 
Accounts  of  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  of  the  Commonwealth  has  in- 
formed the  Finance  Commission  that  he  has 
not  received  a  petition  from  the  City  Council 
for  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system 
by   the  commonwealth. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that 
the  City  Council  immediately  petition  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Accounts  of  the  De- 
partment of  Corporations  and  Taxation  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  install  a  system  of  ac- 
counting.

The 
order  is  offered  at  this  time  simply  as  a 
gentle  reminder,  when  department  heads  are 
making  up  their  estimates,  to  remind  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  of  an  agreement  and 
promise  he  made  a  year  ago  that  this  would 
be  done,  and  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  it  in 
the  hope  that  nothing  will  develop  that  may 
interfere  with  the  opportunity  of  doing  for 
the  laborers  and  mechanics  in  the  city  service 
that  which  in  justice  should  be  done  for 
them.

QUESTION   OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  1  arise 
to  a  question  of  privilege. 

Chairman  HAGAN — The  gentleman  will 
state    his    question    of    privilege. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  the  so- 
called  Good  Government  Association  of  Boston 
is  appealing,  under  date  of  September,  1923,  to 
the  public  for  a  sum  modestly  set  at  $23,000 
for  the  alleged  purpose  of  securing  good  gov- 
ernment by  means  and  methods  it  fails  to 
reveal.  What  this  secret  and  quasi-reform 
association  is  really  engaged  in  is  obtaining 
money  under  false  pretences,  for  its  real  pur- 
pose is  to  collect  funds  to  support  its  staff 
of  spies,  perjurers,  character-assassins  and  the 
SCUEQ  of  the  political  underworld  and  to 
finance  a  campaign  of  propaganda  of  false- 
hood, vilification  and  misrepresentation  aimed 
to  discredit  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  elected 
by  the  voters  of  Boston  despite  the  vicious 
slander  of  the  G.  G.  A.  and  kindred  anti- 
social forces,  a  campaign  calculated  to  dis- 
credit the  municipal  administration,  injure  the 
gcod  name  and  fame  of  the  city  and  destroy 
its  financial  credit.  The  G.  G.  A.  is  stealthy 
and  infamous  in  its  methods,  operating  in  the 
dark  in  underhand  ways,  and  seeking  by 
innuendo  and  invention  to  smirch  the  reputa- 
tion and  destroy  the  character  of  those 
whose  political  destruction  they  seek.  It  an- 
nounces that  it  keeps  "unending  watch  on 
the  maladministration  at  City  Hall."     It  fails. 
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however,    to   make    its    accusation    specific    anil 
give   the  details,    tacts    and   figures   of   the  mal- 
administration     it     charges..        Again      in     its 
Circular   it  impudently  says   it  wants    B    Council 
"opposed    to  waste,    inefficiency,    contract   job- 
bing   and   other   abuses    now    rampant   at    City 
Hall  "      These    are   grave  and   criminal    charges 
and     if     the    signers    of     the     circular— Messrs. 
John     T,     Hosford,     Charles     Jackson,     Waldo 
Kendall,     Frederick     S.     Whitewell,     Arthur    V. 
Woodworth     and     William     Minot — are     honest 
and   honorable  citizens,   and  not    agents    provoc- 
ateurs,    and     if     they     believe     the     atrocious 
charges    they    make,     they    should     proceed    al 
once    to    the    District    Attorney    and    lay    the 
evidence     of     these    charges     before     him.       It 
(heir    modesty    is    more    pronounced    than    their 
honesty    and    they    do    not    care   to    be    subject 
to    the  embarrassment   of   trying    to   prove    the 
truth   of  their   malignant   attacks,  why  do  they 
not   go   to   the  Finance   Commission   with   their 
slanders,     which     is    always     hospitable    to     in- 
ventions,   fabrications    and    infamies    of    such 
public    enemies    as    the    G.    G.    A.?      The    fact 
of  the   matter  is   that  the   hypocritically    named 
Good    Government    Association    is    on    all-fours 
with    the    Ku    Klux    Klan,    the    Loyal    Coalition 
and     kindred     and     anti-social,     ant  i- American 
pests    that    poison    the    Boston    body    politic    by 
their    utterances    and    activities;    and    the    \  i.>- 
lence  and  virulence  of  their  charges   are  merely 
the    baits    by    which    these    shameless    cadgers 
hope   to   catch   the   well-meaning   gudgeons   and 
dupes  from  whom  they  extract  money  for  their 
nefarious    purposes.      The    phraseology    of    the 
circular    is    reminiscent   of    a   slanderous    attack 
on  Boston   and  its  government  which   appeared 
some    months    ago    in    a    magazine    devoted    to 
municipal    affairs,    written    by    George    H.    Mc- 
Caffrey,    the    secretary    of     the    G.     G.     A.       If 
tin'    statements    made    by    this    eager    servant 
of    the    G.    G.    A.    had    been    true    they    would 
have  constituted   a   pretty   undesirable  form   of 
publicity    for    the    City    of    Boston ;    but    being 
a     tissue    of     falsehoods     framed     in     the    best 
uplift    style,    they   carried    to    America    a    most 
damnable   assault  on   the  good   name   of   Boston 
and   one    that    in    less    patient   and    law-abiding 
communities     would    have    earned     the     author 
a    coat    of    tar    and    feathers.      It    is    lime    ten 
the   good   citizens   of    Boston   to   stop    financing 
these  furtive   aggregations   of   fake    reformers, 
which,     like    certain    forms    of    verminous    life, 
exist     and     thrive     in     the     filth     and     foulness 
they    create.      They    are    wasting    money    that 
might    be    applied    to    the    betterment    of    Bos- 
ton    and     its     citizens     and     are     feeding     and 
fattening    as    arrant    a   collection    of    humbugs, 
charlatans    and    impostors    as    our    city   houses. 
There     is     absolutely     no     good     reason      why 
any   man   or   woman   of   sound    mind    and   goi  <l 
character  should  contribute  a  penny  to  this  body 
of   impudent   cadgers,    who   are   public   enemies 
dishonoring  Boston  and  dragging  its  fair  name 
in   the    gutters.      Why   should    any    decent    and 
self-respecting    citizen    furnish     the     funds     to 
pay    the    mercenaries      and      blackguards    who 
live    by    fouling   the    reputation    of    this    proud 
city  ?      Why,    indeed  ?      If    these    slanderers    of 
Boston  want  an  end  put  to  the  fancied  "waste, 
inefficiency,  contract  jobbing  and  other  abuses" 
alleged    to    be    now    rampant    at    City    Hall    it 
can    be    done    by    getting    to    the    District    At- 
torney   and    the    grand   jury  :    and    a    car    fare 
will   cover    the    cost   of   the   trip.      The    $23,000 
the    cadgers     ask     is    pure    graft ;    money    ob- 
tained— if  obtained — by    false  pretences  :  and  the 
solicitation    morally    ranks    with    robbing    poor 
boxes,  raiding  day  nurseries  and  picking  pock- 
ets :  for  it  is  a  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  defa- 
mation  of   Boston    and   the   upkeep   of   a  cheap 
and    nasty    crowd    of    parasites,    panhandlers, 
political    perjurers    and    hired    bravoes,    as    de- 
void   of    conscience,    morals    and    manhood    as 
a    hitching    post    is    of    milk.      It   would    be    a 
distinct    gain     to    the    health,  and    morals     of 
Boston    if    some    public-spirited    citizens   would 
take    the    Good    Government    Association    in    a 
pair   of   tongs,    deposit   it   in    one   of  the   city's 
garbage    barges     and    have    it    carried    out    to 
sea    and    dumped    overboard,    where    it    could 
never    again    offend    the    nostrils    and    ears    of 


Boston.  The  easiest  way,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
to  rid  Boston  of  this  pestiferous  s  ander- 
bund  is  to  keep  its  treasury  empty  and  make 
slander  and  defamation  unprofitable;  then 
urer,  secretary,  executive  committee  and 
all  the  jackall  brigade  will  fold  their  tents 
like  the  Arabs  and  silently  slink  away.

McCaffrey  to  his  fellow  workers  in  the  fields 
form— Minton  the  flag-flapper  and  Farns- 
wuith  the  kleagle. 

Chairman    HAGAN— Has   the   gentleman   fin- 
shed    reading   that    patriotic   document? 

(  mn.  MOK1AKTV— Mr.  President,  whether 
il,  gentleman  who  is  presiding  feels  that  it 
is  a  patriotic  document  or  not,  I  do.  I  want 
to  say  in  regard  to  the  circular  that  was 
sent  out,  the  circular  that  I  have  just  read. 
I  hat  I  believe  practically  every  word  to  be 
the  truth.  The  Good  Government  Association 
has  been  in  existence  for  approximately  four- 
teen years.  There  have  been  twenty-eight  men 
who  have  sat  as  members  of  this  government 
.n  the  period  that  has  elapsed  since  the 
start  of  this  form  of  government,  under  the 
charter  we  are  at  present  working  under, 
and  of  the  twenty-eight  men  who  have  sat 
twenty-one  have  been  indorsed  by  the 
Good        Government        Association — twenty-one 

„f     twenty-eight.       So     if     we     have     had 

bad  government  in  Boston  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  is  responsible  for  the  se- 
ii  by  the  people  at  their  request.  There 
have  been  only  seven  men  who  have  sat  as 
members  of  this  government  during  the 
charter  we  are  now  working  under  who  have 
not  had  the  approval  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association  ;  and  I  want  to  say  again 
that  if  seven  men  out  of  twenty-eight  in  four- 
teen years  have  been  able  to  control  the  gov- 
ernment within  the  confines  of  this  hall,  then 
the  seven  men  who  have  served  here  should 
be  brought  back  and  each  one  of  them  be 
allowed  to  serve  over  again.  I  will  say 
that  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  elected 
e  and  expect  to  be  elected  a  third  time, 
with  the  opposition  of  the  Good  Government 
Association.  There  have  been  six  other  men 
besides  myself  who  have  sat  here  who  have 
never  received  their  indorsement.  Last  year 
when  the  city  fight  was  on  they  issued  that 
same  pamphlet  that  they  publish  every  year, 
containing  the  defamation  of  the  character 
of  some  men  who  aspired  to  public  office. 
Now  I  believe  that  any  organization  organized 
in  the  way  that  they  are  organized,  that 
hides  behind  the  protection  of  some  law  and 
says  the  thine?  about  men  who  are  candidates 
for  public  office,  and  which  they  are  unable 
to  prove,  that  they  say,  should  not  be  al- 
lowed to  stand  within  our  midst.  Some  of 
them  have  been  interested  in  many  shady  deals 
in  our  city,  and  maybe  the  reason  why  they 
keep  up  this  slanderous  organization  is  be- 
cause of  the  possibility  of  being  able  to  scare 
people  so  that  they  might  be  able  to  get  in 
at  times.  I  realize  that  perhaps  this  was 
technically  not  the  proper  place  to  have 
brought  this  circular  to  have  it  made  a  mat- 
ter of  record,  but  it  is  the  only  place  where 
I  could  have  made  it  a  matter  of  record,  and 
that  was  my  reason  for  reading  it.  Of  course, 
if  the  man  who  is  presiding  feels  that  my 
circular  is  a  patriotic  one  he  should  not  ac- 
cept the  indorsement  of  that  organization. 

Chairman     HAGAN — Is     there     any     further 
business   to   come    before   the   Council? 


GENERAL    RECONSIDERATION.

Dear  Sir, — By  vote  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners,  you  are  respectfully  asked  to 
request  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  for 
the  following  amendments  to  the  ordinances 
of  1922.  concerning  park  frontages  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the 
ordinances   of   1923. 

The  reason  for  requesting  an  amendment  to 
section  1  of  said  ordinance  is  that  the  ordi- 
nance as  it  now  reads  forbids  the  erection  or 
altering  of  buildings  upon  land  within  a  dis- 
tance of  100  feet  from  any  park  or  parkway 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  their  use  for  any 
mechanical,  mercantile  or  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, while  the  proposed  amendment  applies 
only  to  land  bordering  on  parkways  and  in 
addition  states  exactly  the  name  of  the  park- 
way or  locality. 

The  reason  for  recommending  striking  out 
section  3  and  section  4,  is  that  the  provisions 
of  these  two  sections  are  but  an  enactment 
into  law  of  the  restrictions  that  were  placed 
in  the  deeds  given  by  the  owners  of  the 
premises  to  the  cits',  and  today  the  in- 
creased cost  of  building  construction,  labor 
and  materials  makes  these  two  sections  un- 
necessary. 

The  reason  for  recommending  the  proposed 
amendment  for  section  5  is  that  as  it  now 
reads  the  setbacks  apply  to  all  parks  and 
parkways  from  and  including  the  Fens  to 
Franklin  Park,  while  the  proposed  amend- 
ment states  exactly  the  names  of  the  park- 
ways to  which  the  section  applies. 

In  course  of  time  the  restrictions  on  lands 
bordering  upon  the  parkways  will  become  ob- 
solete and  in  order  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of 
the  original  improvements  it  is  necessary  to 
have  the  ordinance  as  it  now  stands  amended 
as  this  is  the  only  method  of  regulating  the 
same  and  the  use  of  the  buildings  bordering 
on   the  parks.

therefor    the    following: 

Section  1.  No  building  or  structure  or  any 
part  thereof  hereafter  erected  or  altered  on 
land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an  entrance 
into  and  is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
feet  from  the  following  parkways:  The  Fens 
(excepting  Charlesgate  East  and  Charlesgate 
West,  from  a  point  one  hundred  feet  north 
from  their  intersection  with  Commonwealth 
avenue  to  Charles  river)  ;  Riverway,  including 
Audubon  road,  from  Brookline  avenue  to 
Beacon  street ;  Commonwealth  avenue,  from 
Arlington  street  to  Kenmore  street;  Jamaica- 
way  ;  Olmsted  Park  ;  Arborway ;  Columbia 
road,  from  Edward  Everett  square  to  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
(Old  Colony  Division)  ;  and  the  Strandway 
from  its  intersection  with  I  street  to  Marine 
Park,  shall  be  used  for  a  livery  or  public 
stable  or  public  garage  or  for  any  mechanical, 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  purposes,  nor, 
excepting  churches  and  chapels,  shall  have 
the  extreme  height  of  said  buildings  or  struc- 
tures exceed  seventy  feet  from  the  mean 
grade  of  the  edgestone  or  sidewalk  on  the 
front  facing  said  parkway,  exclusive  of  such 
steeples,  towers,  domes,  cornices,  parapets, 
balustrades,  sculptured  ornaments,  chimneys 
and  roofs  as  the  Hoard  of  Park  Commission- 
ers shall  approve  and  no  roof  on  any  of  the 
aforementioned  buildings  shall  be  used  for 
laundry    or    clothes-drying    purposes.

No  building  shall  be  erected  or 
placed  upon  premises  within  the  fol'owing 
distances  from  the  following  parks  and  park- 
ways :  Riverway,  from  Fenway  to  Hunting- 
ton avenue,  twenty  feet ;  Jamaicaway,  from 
Huntington  avenue  to  Perkins  street,  twenty 
feet  ;  Jamaicaway,  from  Perkins  street  to 
Prince  street,  twenty-five  feet:  Arborway, 
from  Prince  street  to  Franklin  Park,  twenty- 
five  feet ;  Olmsted  Park  along  the  northwest- 
erly boundary  from  Chestnut  street  to  Francis 
Parkman  drive,  twenty  feet ;  Audubon  road 
on  the  Riverway,  from  Brookline  avenue  w 
Huston  and  Albany  Railroad,  twenty  feet ; 
Audubon  road  on  the  Riverway  from  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  to  Beacon  street,  fifteen 
feet ;  Commonwealth  avenue,  from  Arlington 
street  to  Beacon  street,  twenty  feet;  the  Fens, 
twenty  feet  (excepting  Charlesgate  East, 
from  Boylston  street  to  the  Charles  river,  and 
Charlesgate  West,  from  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  to  the  Charles  river,  and  Boylston 
street,  south  side,  from  Hemenway  street  to 
Fenway)  ;  Charlesgate  East,  from  Boylston 
treet  to  Ipswich  street,  ten  feet;  and  Boyl- 
ston street,  south  side,  from  Hemenway  street 
to  Fenway,  fifteen  feet;  provided  that  6teps, 
windows,  porticos  and  other  usual  projections, 
appurtenances  to  the  front  wall  of  a  building 
shall  be  allowed  where  there  is  a  reserved 
space  ;  that  no  projections  in  the  nature  of  a 
bay  window,  corner-bay,  circular  front,  or 
octagon  front,  with  the  foundation  wall  sus- 
taining the  same  (such  foundation  wall  being 
a  projection  of  the  front  wall),  shall  be  al- 
lowed (excepting  oriel  window  above  the  first 
story  on  a  street  corner)  unless  any  hori- 
zontal sections  of  such  projections  would  fall 
within  the  external  lines  of  trapezoids,  the 
sum  of  whose  bases  upon  the  rear  line  of  the 
aforesaid  space  does  not  exceed  seven-tenths 
of  the  whole  front  of  the  building,  and  the 
base  of  any  one  of  which  trapezoids  does  not 
exceed  eighteen  feet,  and  whose  side  lines 
make  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  with  the 
base  ;  and  each  house  in  a  block  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  separate  building  within  the  mean- 
ing  of   this   section.

POWER   OF   CITY   COUNCIL 
GARAGES,  ETC.

The  following  was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law   Department,    October   3,    1923. 
John    E.   Baldwin,   Esq., 
Clerk   of   Committees  : 
Dear   Sir,— This    is   in   reply  to  your  commu- 
nication  of   September    18   advising   me    of   the 
request    of    the    Executive    Committee    of    the 
City    Council    for    the    opinion    of    this    depart- 
ment relative  to  the  power  of  the  City  Council 
over  garages   in   this  city   and   to  the  power  of 
the      City     Council     concerning     the     keeping, 
storage  and  sale  of  gasolene. 

1.  Chapter  577  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  as 
amended  by  chapter  117  of  the  Acts  of  1914 
and  by  chapter  316  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  places 
the  power  to  grant  permits  for  garages  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
of   the   City  of   Boston,   as   follows : 

"Section  1.  In  the  city  of  Boston  no  build- 
ing shall  be  erected  for  or  maintained  as  a 
garage  for  the.  storage,  keeping  or  'care  of 
automobiles  until  the  issue  of  a  permit  there- 
for by  the  board  of  street  commissioners  of 
the  city  after  notice  and  a  public  hearing  upon 
an   application   filed   with   the  said   board. 

"Sect.  3.  At  the  time  and  place  specified 
in  the  notice  for  the  hearing,  said  board  shall 
hear  all  parties  interested  and  after  giving 
consideration  to  the  interests  of  all  owners  of 
record  notified,  the  general  character  of  the 
neighborhood  in  which  is  situated  the  land  or 
building  referred  to  in  the  application  shall 
determine  whether  or  not  the  application  shall 
be   granted   and  the   permit   issued." 

No  authority  is  given  to  the  City  Council 
in  the  premises  by  any  enactment  of  the 
Legislature.  Consequently,  I  am  forced  to  ad- 
vise you  that  the  City  Council  has  no  power 
over  the  granting  of  permits  for  garages  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  Regarding  the  storage,  keeping  and 
sale  of  gasolene,  General  Laws,  chapter  148, 
section   30,   provides  : 

"The  marshal  shall  have  within  the  metro- 
politan district  the  powers  given  by  sections 
ten,  thirteen,  fourteen,  twenty,  twenty-one 
and  twenty-two  to  license  persons  or  prem- 
ises, or  to  grant  permits  for,  or  to  inspect  or 
regulate,  the  keeping,  storage,  use,  manufac- 
ture, sale,  handling  or  other  disposition  of 
gunpowder,  .  .  .  crude  petroleum  or  any 
of  its  products,  or  any  explosive  or  inflam- 
mable fluids  or  compounds  .  .  .  provided, 
that  the  city  council  of  a  city  or  the  select- 
men of  a  town  may  disapprove  the  granting 
of  such  license  or  permit,  and  upon  such  dis- 
approval the  permit  or  license  shall  be  re- 
fused." 

The  metropolitan  fire  prevention  district,  as 
defined  in  section  28,  includes  Boston,  so  that 
such  provisions  of  sections  enumerated  in 
section  30  as  placed  the  power  to  grant  per- 
mits in  the  board  of  selectmen  or  aldermen 
have  no  application  to  the  situation  in  Bos- 
ton. Consequently,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  30  the  control  of  the  keeping,  storage 
or  sale  of  gasolene,  a  product  of  crude  pe- 
troleum, is  in  the  state  fire  marshal,  subject 
to  a  power  in  the  City  Council  to  disapprove 
the   permit. 

Under  authority  of  the  power  conferred  by 
section  31  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  fire  marshal  on  September  10,  1915,  dele- 
gated the  power  to  license  the  keeping  and 
sale  of  gasolene  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  on  the  same  date  delegated  the  power  to 
issue  permits  for  the  keeping,  use,  storage 
and  sale  of  gasolene  within  the  City  of  Boston 


to    the    Fire    Commissioner    of    Boston.       (See 
Op.   A.   G.    1920,   pages   302,   303). 

Thus,  the  only  reference,  in  legislation  af- 
fecting this  matter,  to  the  City  Council  is 
that  contained  in  the  provisions  of  section  30, 
chapter  118  of  the  General  Laws,  conferring 
upon  the  City  Council  the  power  to  disap- 
prove such  license  or  permit.  This  section, 
however,  must  be  construed  in  the  light  of 
the  powers  of  the  City  Council  as  set  forth 
in  the  amended  City  Charter  of  1909,  section 
4   of   which   reads   as   follows  : 

"Every  appropriation,  ordinance,  order,  reso- 
lution and  vote  of  the  city  council,  except 
votes  relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs, 
should  be  presented  to  the  mayor  who  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  written  record 
of  the  time  of  presentation  and  it  shall  be  in 
force  if  he  approves  the  same  within  fifteen 
days,  etc." 

Consequently,  the  power  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  disapprove  such  permits  and  licenses  re- 
quires a  concurrence  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
in  such  vote  or  order.  I  am  therefore  of  the 
opinion  that  the  only  power  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil affecting  these  matters  is  the  power  to 
disapprove  the  granting  of  licenses  or  per- 
mits for  the  storage,  keeping  and  sale  of 
gasolene,  provided  the  City  Council  has  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  in  such  action.

PAYMENT   OF   PATROLMEN. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Council  respectfully  request  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner  to 
include  in-  the  budget  appropriation  for  the 
next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  first 
year  patrolmen  and  traffic  officers  a  wage  of 
$5  per  day,  and  second  year  men  to  be  paid 
a  wage  of  $5.50  per  day,  and  third  year  men 
to  be  paid  the  maximum   of   $6  per  day. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  order  as 
p  resented  supplements  an  order  presented  here 
a  week  ago  which  did  not  go  into  quite  so 
much  detail.  To  meet  the  criticisms  of  some 
of  the  members  I  have  amended  the  order  as 
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then  presented,  today.  I  noticed  that  after 
that  order  was  presented  here  in  the  City 
Council  last  Monday  there  were  various  news- 
paper comments  by  his  Honor  Mayor  C'urley 
regarding  my  individual  attitude,  and  seeming 
to  prophesy  what  would  be  his  attitude  if 
such  an  order  were  to  be  passed  by  the  City 
Council,  I  thought  then  and  still  think  that 
the  order  is  a  meritorious  one,  but  my  indi- 
vidual opinion  does  not  amount  to  much.  It 
seems  to  me,  however,  that  my  individual  opin- 
ion is  supplemented  by  the  newspapers  of  this 
city,  for  editorially  they  have  commented  upon 
this  order,  the  good  intentions  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  attitude  of  mind  of  the  Mayor. 
I  read  from  just  a  few  of  these  editorials. 
This   is  from  the  Boston  Post: 

"A  police  officer  has  no  easy  time  of  it  at 
best,  what  with  the  training  that  he  must 
have  and  the  exacting  discipline  to  which  he 
is  subjected.  And  he  is  in  constant  danger  of 
death  in  the  pursuance  of  his  duty.  He  knows 
not  when  his  hour  may  come  from  some  cor- 
nered and  desperate   gunman. 

"The  Boston  policemen  ask  for  $6  a  day ; 
they  are  fairly  entitled  to  it.  When  you  con- 
sider that  ordinary  artisans  today  receive  a 
dollar  and  more  an  hour,  the  request  of  the 
guardians  of  our  peace  and  safety  seems  mod- 
est enough.  A  city  boasting  as  fine  a  body  of 
police  as  Boston  has  ought  to  have  pride  and 
appreciation  enough  to  pay  it  what  it  de- 
serves." 

From   another  editorial : 

"Let  us  all  salute  the  Boston  police  force  as 
it  appears  today  on  parade,  doing  thus  in 
spirit  if  we  are  not  able  to  do  so  in  person. 
They  are  a  sterling  body  of  men.  In  spite  of 
an  occasional  black  sheep,  and  of  an  inevitable 
mistake  once  in  a  while,  they  perform  then- 
duties  with  energy  and  ability.  They  are  the 
best  police  force  Boston  has  ever  known.  We 
have  great  sympathy  with  the  proposed  in- 
crease of  their  salaries.  They  are  not  a 
unionized  force.  They  do  not  look  to  the 
power  of  organized  labor  to  bring  them  re- 
sults. It  is  accordingly  'up  to'  the  public,  in 
its  decent  appreciation  of  fair  play,  to  make 
such  an  adjustment  of  their  wages  as  the 
conditions  invite.  We  believe  they  perform  a 
task  not  only  of  difficulty,  but  one  requiring 
delicacy  and  tact  and  courage,  and  that  they 
should  be,  in  consequence,  a  well  paid  body 
of  men — surely  better  paid  than  they  are 
now." 

Here  is  another : 

"The  Policeman's  Pay. 

"Mayor  Curley  makes  evident  his  intention 
not  to  consider  the  just  claim  of  the  Boston 
police  for  a  better  wage,  even  looking  so  far 
ahead  as  the  1924-25  budget.  He  says  so  in  a 
detailed  statement,  and  intimates  very  clearly 
that  he  would  veto  any  move  of  the  City 
Council  to  increase  their  pay. 

"Now  nobody  expected,  not  even  the  po- 
licemen themselves,  that  they  would  have 
their  desired  and  thoroughly  well  earned  six 
dollars  a  day  this  week  or  next.  But  they 
feel  a  justified  resentment  at  being  told  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  that  he  will  countenance 
no  provision  for  their  relief,  even  in  a  budget 
that  does  not  begin  to  operate  until  next 
year,  and  whose  appropriations  are  not  all 
expended   until   a  year  later. 

"The  Mayor  goes  on  to  recount  the  various 
increased  major  expenditures  planned  for  the 
year  1924-25.  The  firemen  are  going  to  get 
$350,000  more  a  year  :  laborers  and  mechanics 
are  going  to  get  $750,000  more ;  retirement 
pensions  are  going  to  be  $750,000  move  :  'nor- 
mal increases  and  the  graduated  scale  in- 
creases now  applicab'e  in  many  branches  of 
the  city  service'  will  total  about  $1,000,000 
more.  So  for  that  reason  the  modest  increase 
of  $1.07  a  day  asked  by  the  guardians  of  our 
city   cannot   be   granted ! 

"All  of  which,  we  submit,  is  a  strong  argu- 
ment for  the  better  paying  of  the  police. 
These  other  branches  of  city  service  are  to  be 
better  paid — and  not  unduly,  we  are  sure — 
but  the  men  who  hold  our  great  city  on  an 
even  keel,  and  keep  the  forces  of  lawlessness 
and    disorder    down    where    they    belong ;    men 


whose  lives  are  never  safe  for  a  single  night ; 
men  who  work  like  Trojans  to  keep  moving 
the  terrific  traffic  in  our  congested  streets ; 
men  whose  courtesy  and  helpfulness  to  our 
people  have  now  become  noted  the  country 
over — these  men  must  not  presume  to  ask 
for  the  pay  that  they  ought  to  have.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  they  sometimes  feel  that  be- 
cause, happily,  they  are  apart  from  city  poli- 
tics they  fail  to  get  the  consideration  in  city 
budgets   to  which   they   are  justly  entitled. 

"The  Police  Department  took  only  $4,016,734 
of  the  $40,327,287  expended  by  the  City  of 
Boston  last  year.  The  increase  they  ask  for 
is  so  comparatively  small  that  it  could  hardly 
be  reflected  in  the  tax  rate.  The  budget  for 
1924-25  is  not  fully  made  up.  We  are  unable 
to  see  why  the  policemen's  $1.07  more  a  day 
cannot  be  included  in  it  with  justice  to  all 
concerned." 

From   the    Transcript: 

"The  new  police  force  has  now  been  in  ex- 
istence long  enough  to  stand  the  test  of  trial 
in  many  trying  situations.  It  has  made  good. 
It  is  a  credit  to  the  city.  Its  appearance  on 
parade  this  forenoon  justified  a  feeling  of 
pride  on  the  part  of  all  the  good  citizens  who 
saw  the  column  of  sturdy,  well  drilled  men 
march  by,  and  noted  not  only  their  physical 
fitness  but  also  the  evidences  they  gave  of  a 
high  degree  of  intelligence,  prompting  devo- 
tion to  the  duty  which  is  theirs.  They  are 
men  who  deserve  well  of  the  community  which 
they  serve." 

The  Post  again : 

"Boston  saw  her  police  on  parade  Friday, 
and  has  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  her  civic  guardians.  The  youthful- 
ness  of  the  marchers  was  impressive.  There 
was  vgior  in  the  rhythmic  swing  of  their 
bcdies ;  courage  in  the  carriage  of  their 
heads  firmness  and  determination  in  their 
steps.  No  other  city  in  the  country  can  pre- 
sent a  better  looking  force  of  high  manhood. 
The  protection  of  our  city  is  in  the  keeping 
of  vigilant  and  loyal  hands :  the  marchers 
showed   preparedness  for  any  emergency. 

"Their  very  appearance  as  they  saluted 
Mayor  Curley  was  a  living  argument  as  to 
their  right  to  an  increase  in  pay.  These 
young  men,  in  the  prime  of  their  lives,  dedi- 
cating their  best  efforts  to  the  protection  and 
safety  of  our  citizens,  are  entitled  to  a  suit- 
able reimbursement  for  their  sacrifices.  They 
give  up  opportunities  awaiting  many  of  them 
outside  the  sphere  of  their  enlistment,  pre- 
ferring the  performance  of  their  sworn  duties 
against  would-be  destroyers  of  the  order  and 
security  of   their  city." 

When  one  reads  these  editorial  comments 
from  various  papers  so  widely  different  in 
their  editorial  policy — such  papers  as  the 
Post,  the  Transcript  and  the  Telegram — it 
shows  pretty  much  of  a  unanimous  feeling  on 
the  part  of  the  newspapers,  as  I  think  it  does 
on  the  part  of  the  public,  to  my  mind,  to  the 
effect  that  our  police  force  in  this  city  are 
very  much  underpaid,  considering,  as  we  must 
consider  in  a  matter  of  this  sort,  the  cost  of  the 
necessities  of  life.  The  Mayor  in  his  newspaper 
interview  gave  color  to  the  thought  that  because 
of  certain  advances  that  would  be  made  to 
city  employees,  to  foremen  and  others,  all 
deserving  and  meritorious,  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  him  to  do  his  duty  or  permit  the 
city  to  do  its  duty  by  the  men  in  the  Police 
Department  at  this  time.  I  think  it  is  a  poor 
argument  to  say  that  we  can  do  our  duty  by 
some  and  cannot  do  our  duty  by  all  who  are 
in  the  city  employ :  and  I  would  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  publicly  to 
many  items  that  appear  here  in  the  course  of 
a  fiscal  year  that  very  properly  can  be  called 
luxuries.  I  claim,  and  I  think  every  sane 
man  will  agree  with  me.  that  we  must  pro- 
vide necessities  first,  and  then,  if  we  have 
any  surplus,  let  us  indulge  in  luxuries.  But 
it  seems  to  me  that  luxuries  have  been  com- 
ing first  and  that,  therefore,  when  necessities 
:ire  in  order  there  is  no  money  available  for 
them.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  found  $100,000 
when  he  needed  it  for  a  rose  garden  in  Frank- 
lin Park.  I  never  saw  it.  I  wonder  how 
many  here  ever  saw   it.     I  wonder  how  many 
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here   ever   will   see    it.      I   do    not  question    !>ut 
what   a   rose   garden    is    a   meritorious   project. 
I  know   that   it   is   going  to  please  the  aesthetic 
taate   of    people    of    Brookline    and   other   citii 
who    come   here,    people   from    the   middle    West 
and  other   parts  of   the  country,  and  I   have   m> 
doubt  that   it   is  going  to  redound  to  the  credit 
of    Boston    in    that    way.      But   it    is    a    luxury, 
and    it    could    have    been    dispensed    with.       I 
know,   of    course,    it   will   be   claimed   that   thai 
was  taken  out   of   the   Parkman   Fund.     Never- 
theless,   the    Park    Department    uses     a    great 
deal    of    money    out    of    taxes    for    the    proper 
functioning     of     the     department     throughout 
our    fiscal    year,    and    if    we    can    save    in    any 
direction    we    ought   to    do   so.      The   Mayor    of 
Boston     fuund     money     somehow     and     some- 
where   to    widen    Province    street,    against    the 
best    interests    of    the    city    in    the    minds    of    a 
great    number   of    people.      Again    we    are    told 
that    that    money    was    raised    by    loan  ;    but    the 
Interest    rate    is    piling    up,    and    it    is   costly   to 
the  city,  for  we  cannot  borrow  money  without 
paying    interest    on    the    same.       Then    we    find 
money   at   all   times   whenever   it   is   needed   for 
the    proper   development   of   the   Strandway   in 
South    Boston,    a    very    meritorious    object   and 
something    that    is    going    to    redound    to    the 
health,    benefit,   pleasure   and   happiness   of   the 
people.      Nevertheless,    it   could    ha\e    been    de- 
layed   a    year,     if     necessary,     and    the    delay 
would    not    have    caused    any    great    amount   of 
hardship.     1  am  pointing  these  things  out  only 
because    of    the    fact    that    I    claim    we    ah* 
have  money  available  for  something  that  bor- 
ders   upon    luxury    or    is    extremely    luxurious, 
but    we    never    seem    to    have    money    for    the 
necessities    of    the    city.      It    has    been    pointed 
out  by   one  of   the  newspapers — I   have  forgot- 
ten  at   the   moment  which,   but   1    have   read   it 
somewhere    that    very   many    political    appoint- 
ments   are    being    made    and    that    the    depart- 
ments are  being  filled  up,  to  provide  jobs.    Of 
course,    if    we    are    going    to    load    up    the    de- 
partments   through    political     appointments,     if 
we  are  going  to  use  up   the  money  of  the  tax- 
payers  in   any  such  way,   we  are  not  going  to 
have  money  to   pay   the  policemen  an   adequate 
wage.     I  have  pointed  out  in  years  past,  when 
appropriation    bills    have    come    before    us,    va- 
rious   items    in    the    budget    that    involved    un- 
necessary   expenditures.      We    ordinarily    think 
nothing    of    them :     no     attention     is     paid    to 
adverse     comments.       They     are     passed,     the 
money   is  appropriated,   and  once  the  money   is 
appropriated   it   is   not  available-for   any   oth.".' 
purpose.      Today    you    have    some    communica- 
tions   from     the     Mayor's     office     showing     the 
tendency   of  affairs  along  that  line.     Mr.   Pres- 
ident,    Mayor     Curley     climbed     into     political 
power   in   this   community   on   his  strong   advo- 
cacy   of    humanitarian    principles    and    policies, 
on    the    platform    of    doing    something    for    the 
people,   and   there   is   considerable   criticism    to- 
day  to   the   effect   that   those   were   simply    idle 
promises    which    he    never    intended    to    fulfill, 
and   certainly   the  fulfillment  of   various   prom- 
ises   is    not    in    sight.      I    presented    an    order 
here    a    few    weeks    ago    asking    that    flagpoles 
be    established     on    the    Christopher    Lee     and 
Matthew    J.     Sweeney     Playgrounds     in     South 
Boston,  and  I  get  back  this   information   today 
that  "funds  are  not  available  for  this  purpose. 
It    will    be    included    in    the    budget    for    next 
year."     If  the  Park  Department  or  the  Mayor 
of    Boston    wanted    to    make    a    little    transfer 
from  some   item  in  the  budget  they  would  find 
the   money.      They    always    do   find    the   money 
when  they  want  it  for  some  purpose  that  they 
have   in   mind,   but  they   don't  find   the   money 
when    the    people    of    South    Boston    want    it — 
and    it   was    the    South    Boston    Citizens'    Asso- 
ciation   that    asked    for    these    flagpoles.      The 
Mayor  of  Boston  has  a  Reserve  Fund,   and  the 
expense    for    two     flagpoles    this     year     would 
have   been   comparatively   small.      But   the   peo- 
ple of  South  Boston  are  put  off  with  a  subter- 
fuge   that    there    is    no    money    available,    and 
therefore  they   must  wait   until   next  year,   and 
I   suppose  it   is   hoped   that   by   next  year   they 
will  promptly  forget  the  thing  and  that  there- 
fore   the    money    will   be    spent    in   some    othei- 
direction.      I    asked,    again    at    the    solicitation 
of    the    citizens    of    South    Boston,    in    meeting 


assembled,  that  some  settees  for  the  use  of 
women  and  children  be  placed  on  the  Matthew 
j.  Sweeney  Playground,  and  I  am  told  again 
that  "there  are  no  funds  available  fov  this 
purpose;  they  will  be  included  in  the  budget 
of  next  year."  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  are 
plenty  of  settees  knocking  around  somewhere- 
under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Park 
Department  and  that  the  Park  Department 
and  th>-  Mayor  might  attend  to  the  thing  if 
thej  liked  or  were  interested  enough  to  in- 
vestigate. We  are  informed  by  the  newspaper 
articles  that  have  appeared  that  I  have  em- 
barrassed the  Mayor  of  Boston  by  presenting 
this  particular  order  asking  for  an  increase,  a 
deserved  increase,  in  the  wage  scale  of  the 
policemen  of  Boston.  The  Mayor  publicly 
chastises  me.  I  quote  the  newspaper  report, 
which   is  all  that  1   have: 

"The  only  embarrassment  to  me,"  he  (the 
Mayor)  said,  "and  the  only  embarrassment  to 
my  predecessor.  Mayor  Peters,  has  come  from 
one  member,  regularly  indorsed  by  the  Good 
Government  Association,  who  is  willing  to 
prostitute  his  office  for  his  own  political  ad- 
vancement. He  proposed  increased  pay  for 
city  employees  last  year  and  this  year,  only  a 
day  or  two  before  he  appeared  before  this 
commission  ;  he  proposed  an  increase  to  $6  a 
day  for  policemen,  in  both  instances  having 
little  regard  for  the  tremendous  burden  of 
expense  he  would  add  to  the  .already  heavy 
burdens   of   the  taxpayers   of   Boston." 

I     didn't     know     that     I     had     embarrassed 
Mayor    Curley    any    since    he    came    into    office. 
I    thought    I    had    given    every    communication 
that     came     here     from     him     respectful     and 
courteous    attention.       I    have    been    with     the 
matters    he    favored    whenever    my    conscience 
would    permit,    and   I    think    I    have   been   with 
the    great    percentage    of    them    since    he    was 
inaugurated    into    office.      There    have    been    a 
few    exceptions,    where    my    conscience    rebelled 
and  I   could  not  go  through,   and  I  have  voiced 
my   disapproval.      That    is    a    privilege    that   is 
mine,   as   it   is   that   of  every   other  member  of 
this    Council,   and   I   propose   to   exercise   it.      £ 
am   told   that   I    am    prostituting   my   office   for 
political     advancement.       When     did    the    hour 
arrive    that,    when    you    tried    to    do    some    good 
to    another    human   being,    it   was    to    be   desig- 
nated    as     prostitution     of    public     office?       If 
trying    to    increase    the    wages    or    salaries    of 
the    men    in    the    Police   Department    is    prosti- 
tution,  I   am   going  to  continue  to  be  a  pros- 
titute   while    the    people    of    Boston    send    me 
here.      I    notice   in   a   recent   newspaper   article, 
while    the    Mayor    says,    "We    have    no    money 
available   for   increase   in   police   salaries,"    that 
he  says  he  is   going  to  approve  an  expenditure 
for  the  jrolf  links,  that  new  showers  are  to  be 
installed,   both   in   the  men's   and  women's   sec- 
tions,   and    many    new    lockers,    and    that    the 
additional    room   gained   by   moving   the   boilers 
will   provide   for   the   lockers.      It  then   goes  on 
to  say   that  Mayor   Curley   is   an  ardent  patron 
of  the  Franklin   Park   course  and  is  said  to  be 
enthusiastic     about     the     development    of     this 
recreation   spot.      Well,    if   Mayor    Curley   must 
have    a    golf    course, — I    think    it    is    a    luxury 
which    can    be    dispensed    with ;    I    cannot    find 
time    for     it, — but    if    he    must    have    a    golf 
course,    then   he   must   have   it,   and   the   police- 
men   cannot    get    an    increase.      Again,    let   me 
say    that    I    point    this    out    only    to    show    the 
disposition    of    the    Mayor    to    indulge    in    lux- 
uries  -when   those   who   work   for   the    city   are 
being    denied    necessities.      If    it    were    within 
the    power    of    this    body    I    would    present    an 
order   here   asking   that    a   referendum   vote   be 
attached    to    the   next   ballot   so    as    to    get   the 
opinion    of   the   voters   of    Boston   on   the   mat- 
ter,   and   I   have    not    a    question   of    doubt   but 
what   the   great   majority   of  voting   citizens   of 
Boston    would    be    in    free,    complete    and    en- 
thusiastic   accord   with   the   idea   of   giving   the 
policemen     a     living     wage.       I     wonder     how 
many    of    us   have    given    very   serious    thought 
to    what    they    get    today  ?      We   know    the    re- 
quirements and  the  discipline  expected  of  men 
in   the   service   of   the   Police   Department.     We 
know    that    the    discipline    is    rigid,    we    know 
that   they   have   got   to   be   upon   their   toes    all 
the  time.     I   have   watched  traffic   men   in   this 
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town  on  hazardous  corners,  and  I  think  it  is 
a  shame  that  we  permit  them  to  remain  in 
the  hazardous  positions  where  they  are  with- 
out safeguarding  them  to  the  extent  that  is 
done  in  other  cities.  I  am  asking  that  those 
men  who  direct  traffic,  the  same  as  the  men 
who  do  patrol  duty,  get  $6  a  day,  and  we  can- 
not give  it  to  them  for  reasons  explained  by 
Mayor  Curley.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
now  that  if  we  could  draft  Mayor  Curley  to 
do  traffic  duty  at  the  comer  of  Tremont  and 
Boylston  streets  for  one  day,  he  wouldn't  do 
it  the  next  day  for  $60  a  day.  It  is  all  well 
enough  for  you  and  me  to  sit  in  cushioned 
office  chairs  and  give  out  words  of  wisdom, 
but  the  man  on  the  job  is  the  man  I  am  try- 
ing to  consider,  and  I  am  trying  to  forcibly 
present  that  consideration  to  your  mind.  We 
pay  a  man  who  enters  the  police  service 
$1,400  for  his  first  year  of  service.  That  is 
$3.83  a  day  for  him  to  support  himself  and 
wife  and  children  if  he  has  them.  He  must 
do  it  somehow,  and  that  is  all  that  the  great 
municipality  of  Boston  agrees  to  pay  him. 
On  his  second  year  of  service  he  gets  $4.10  a 
day  ;  on  his  third  year  of  service  he  gets  $4.38 
a  day ;  on  his  fourth  year  of  service  $4.65  a 
day,  and  in  his  fifth  year  of  service  he  makes 
$4.93  a  day.  He  has  to  be  five  year3  in  the 
Police  Department  before  he  receives  the  max- 
imum Wage  of  $1,800.  That  is  $4.93  a  day, 
after  serving -four  years  of  hard  apprentice- 
ship. We  are  paying  the  laborers  in  the  city 
employ  today  $4.  We  are  going  to  pay  them, 
under  agreement  with  Mayor  Curley,  $4.50 
next  year.  They  have  got  to  wade  through 
this  winter  as  best  they  can  on  $4.  Whether 
they  get  cold  and  hungry  amounts  to  nothing  : 
$4  a  day  is  all  they  are  going  to  get,  because 
we  didn't  have  the  money  in  the  budget  of 
last  year — only  we  did  have  it,  but  wouldn  t 
find  it.  I  believe  labor  in  private  life  is  at- 
taining a  higher  scale  than  in  the  city  serv- 
ice— I  am  told  as  high  as  $5  per  day.  There- 
fore common  labor,  to  simply  use  the  term 
that  is  in  general  use  and  without  any  disre- 
spect, is  today  receiving  in  private  employ 
more  money  than  the  City  of  Boston  is  willing 
to  pay  its  traffic  officers  and  police  officers 
after  five  years  of  service.  In  the  order  as 
presented  today  I  have  tried  to  reduce  the 
term  of  apprenticeship,  if  the  Mayor  and  Po- 
lice Commissioner  will  look  on  the  plan  with 
favor,  to  three  years,  so  that  they  will  reach 
the  maximum  in  three  years,  having  the  min- 
imum wage  when  they  enter  the  service  $5 
a  day— and  God  knows  that  is  little  enough  ! — 
and  increasing  50  cents  a  day  the  next  two 
years  to  the  maximum  of  $6  a  day.  No  man 
can  be  very  extravagant  and  support  a  fam- 
ily on  $5  a  day  ;  there  is  no  man  who  on  $5 
a  day  can  provide  his  family  with  even  the 
necessities  of  life,  under  the  present  scale  of 
commodities,  food  supplies  and  other  require- 
ments. It  is  a  crime,  a  disgrace  to  have  the 
present  situation  continue  another  moment,  if 
it  is  possible  to  overcome  it,  and  if  the  same 
situation  remains  in  the  budget  of  next  year 
it  will  be  even  a  greater  crime.  I  say  that 
we  cannot  allow  the  present  conditions  to 
continue.  I  say  that  if  Mayor  Curley  was  ac- 
tuated by  humanitarian  principles,  by  such 
principles  as  he  extols  from  the  public  plat- 
form, he  would  not  hesitate  a  moment  but 
would  find  the  money.  Even  the  additional 
wage  scale  that  is  suggested  by  the  order — $5 
the  first  year,  $5.50  the  second  year  and  $6 
the  third  year — is  an  inadequate  wage  scale  to 
defray  living  expenses  today,  but  it  is  at 
least  a  moving  up,  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. If  we  must  go  slow  let  us  go  slow,  but 
let  us  at  least  move  forward.  I  hope  it  will 
be  my  pleasure  to  receive  a  hearty  response 
from  the  members  of  the  body.  Whether 
Mayor  Curley  thinks  we  can  do  this  or  not. 
we  know  that  it  could  and  that  it  should  be 
done.  If  he  wants  to  do  it,  it  can  be  done. 
I  hope  the  order  will  receive  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  the  members  of  the  body,  and  that  it 
may   go    on    its    passage    today. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have 
been  inclined  to  disagree  with  some  critics  of 
the  speaker  who  preceded  me  when  they  have 
said   that   there  was   no   danger   or   hope   of   his 


reforming.  I  have  discounted  what  they  said 
by  saying  that  I  thought  in  time  he  would 
reform.  But  I  regret  to  say  that  his  admis- 
sions here  today  publicly  must  prohibit  any 
hopeful  thought  for  the  future.  If  the  gentle- 
man had  the  interests  of  the  policemen  at 
heart  in  the  matter  of  securing  for  them  an 
increase  of  wages,  he  would  have  approached 
the  matter  in  a  different  way  because  I  be- 
lieve I  am  informed  correctly  when  I  say  that 
by  his  action  today  the  possible  increase  of 
wages  for  the  policemen  in  the  year  1924  is 
practically  nullified.  I  have  been  informed, 
and  I  believe  correctly,  that  a  committee  made 
up  of  members  of  the  Boston  police  force. 
who  are  also  members  of  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  Association  and  the  Legion. 
Post  of  the  Police  Department,  had  appointed 
a  committee  to  wait  on  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner and  present  the  claims  of  the  police- 
men for  an  increase  of  pay,  to  which  I  agree 
with  Coun.  Hagan  they  are  entitled.  But  be- 
cause of  the  premature  explosion  on  the  part 
of  the  people's  only  friend  in  the  Boston  city 
government  the  prospects  of  an  increase  in 
1924  are  practically  nil.  If  the  gentleman 
were  seriously  and  honestly — and  I  say  this 
advisedly — interested  in  the  success  of  the 
plan  to  get  more  money  for  the  policemen, 
there  was  a  course  that  he  should  have  pur- 
sued which  might  have  resulted  in  good  rather 
than  adopting  the  course  he  has  been  pursu- 
ing, for  purposes  of  political  propaganda,  for 
re-election  to  this  body  next  year.  Like  all 
of  the  so-called  conservative  business  men, 
however,  his  first  thought  has  been  of  him- 
self and  of  publicity  that  he  so  sadly  needs, 
looking  to  his  success  in  the  coming  election. 
He  should  have  gone  first  of  all  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  given  him  the  considera- 
tion he  was  entitled  to  of  a  heart-to-heart  talk 
as  to  the  feasibility  of  attempting  to  provide 
the  money  in  some  way  for  an  increase :  and 
then,  with  either  the  100  per  cent  approval  or 
partial  approval  by  the  commissioner,  he 
should  have  approached  the  Mayor  for  his  co- 
operation. But  he  does  not  do  that.  He 
comes  in  here  with  his  order,  written  by  him- 
self, like  all  of  his  orders.  He  never  trusts 
the  members  of  this  body  to  assist  him  in 
drawing  his  orders.  He  never  consults  with 
any  of  the  officials  of  this  body.  All  the  rest 
of  us  consult  with  them  as  to  the  course  to 
pursue  in  certain  matters  that  have  to  do 
with  the  conduct  of  the  city.  But  he  does  not 
do  so.  In  his"  little  office  he  draws  his  orders 
crudely  but  conveying  his  thoughts,  and 
doesn't  dare  to  let  them  see  the  light  of  day 
until  they  are  introduced  here,  for  fear  that 
he  may  lose  a  little  glory  for  himself,  regard- 
less of  the  injury  he  may  do  others.  I  know, 
and  he  ought  to  know,  that  the  prospects  of 
getting  a  proper  and  rightful  increase  of  sal- 
ary for  employees  of  the  Police  Department 
of  Boston  would  have  been  far  brighter  if  he 
had  pursued  a  more  quiet.  I  might  say.  a 
more  conservative,  intelligent  and  sane  meth- 
od of  progress  than  under  the  scheme  he  has 
here.  But  what  is  the  use  of  talking?  The 
gentlemen  has  all  the  intelligence,  the  right- 
eousness and  the  experience,  more  so  than  all 
the  other  members  of  this  body,  and  I  can  say 
without  fear  of  criticism  that  he  is  not  over- 
burdened with  modesty,  nor  shy  of  conceit. 
He  will  consult  with  the  members  of  this  body 
apparently  in  a  friendly  way  concerning  his 
candidacy  for  re-election  and  seek  our  advice, 
apparently  talk  his  candidacy  over  with  us  as 
a  friend,  and  let  us  believe  he  is  friendly,  and 
then  go  out  and  do  things  that  are  diametri- 
cally opposed  to  what  he  has  said.  We  have 
heard  of  the  bird  that  fouls  its  own  nest. 
and  we  know  of  the  member  here  who  fouls 
his.  The  gentleman  has  his  finger  in  every- 
thing. He  reads  the  metropolitan  newspapers 
from  California  to  New  York  with  the  idea 
of  introducing  orders  here,  and  then  tries  to 
draw  orders  which  will  bring  about  here  the 
conditions  that  he  reads  of  there.  He  will 
draft  orders,  for  example,  supposed  to  bring 
about  conditions  that  exist  in  San  Francisco 
or  somewhere  else  on  the  Pacific  coast  without 
inquiring  into  the  question  of  their  feasibility 
here.      Whenever   he    has    an    axe   to    grind    he 
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wants     immediate     action,     but    whenever     an- 
other  member  of   this   body   puts   in  an   order 
that    does    not    agree    with    his    views,    he    im- 
mediately   cries    out,    "Let   us    go   slow  ;    let    us 
inquire    into   this    thing;   let   us    find   out   wli.i1 
it   will   cost.      Let   us   find   out  about   its   feasi- 
bility."     Itut    whenever    he    wants    to    do    any- 
thing  he   rushes   out  to   the  four  points   of   the 
compass,    and    hastily   picks    up    a    little    infor- 
mation   and    immediately    tries    to    put    some- 
thing   in    force    here    without    studying    as    to 
whether  the  conditions  are  the  same  here.    He 
is   simply   carried   along  by   his   inclination,  sel- 
fishly,   because    of    his    conceit    that    he    is    the 
only  member  who  knows  anything  here.     I  did 
not    intend    to    open    my    mouth    today.      I    in- 
tended to   treat  him  with   silent  contempt   con- 
cerning   his    allusion    to    two    members    of    this 
body    before    a    committee    of    the    Legislature 
that   is   sitting  in   recess   time   listening   to   rec- 
ommendations    concerning    a    possible     change 
in   the   charter.      They   sent  to   all   of   us    invit- 
ing  a   statement    of   our   views    and   asking    us 
to   come   there   and   make   constructive   sugges- 
tions.    Hut  the  gentleman  does  not  know  what 
the  word   "constructive"   means.      With   him    it 
is   not   construction,   but  destruction.      He   goes 
up   there   and  out  of   a   clear   sky   attacks   in   a 
ridiculous   manner   two   of   his    colleagues    here. 
He   does   so   unnecessarily,    for   the    purpose   of 
getting    into    the    press.      Why,    gentlemen    of 
the  Council,  I   can  say  without  fear  of   contra- 
diction that  the  gentleman  who  attacked  Coun. 
Moiiiarty    up    at   the    State    House,    the   gentle- 
man who   preceded   me  here   today,   knows   less 
about    the   functioning    of   the    departments    of 
this     city    than     the     newest     member    of     the 
body.      I    say    that   again,    and    repeat   it.      He 
does   not  know   about  the   activities   of  the  dif- 
ferent   departments.      As    to    many    of    the    de- 
partments  he  does   not  even   know   where   they 
are   located.      He   does    not  know,    in   my  opin- 
ion,  that   the   School   Department   is    independ- 
ent   of    this    branch    of    the    city    government. 
He    does   not   attempt   to   learn    anything.      He 
simply   comes   down   here  on   a  Monday  with   a 
handful   of   orders,   and   that   is   all   there   is   to 
it.      If    he    wanted    something    done    he    would 
give  more  serious  consideration   to  the  matters 
that  he  claims   to  be   interested  in.     ne  Bye«u 
about    luxuries.      What    about   the    bathing    pool 
that  you    are    asking   for,   which    is    a   luxury? 
You  say   "Go  slow   on   luxuries,"   and  then  you 
interest  yourself   in   a  bathing  pool   in   connec- 
tion   with    the    Cherry    Street    Playground.      If 
you  went  to   the  Park  Department  or  to  other 
departments,    as    other    members    do,    and    pre- 
sented your   ideas   and   talked  things   over   with 
them    you    would    succeed.      But    you    don't    do 
that.      You    would   rather   not   succeed,   so   long 
as   you   get   publicity.      That   is   proven    by    the 
methods    you    adopt.      Now,    Mr.    President,    I 
have    said    more    than    I    intended    to    say.      1 
have   nothing   but   a   feeling   of  friendship    and 
pity    for    the    gentleman    who    preceded    me — 
pity,    because    he    does    not    realize    that    each 
one   of   us   is   as    human   as   he,   and   that   each 
one    of   us    is    just    as    much    interested    in    the 
progress   of   this   city   as  he  is.     As   far   as   re- 
sults  are   concerned  we   accomplish   at  least    as 
much,   if  not  more.     I  would  say  in  conclusion 
that,   if  the  gentleman   is   simply   interested    in 
advertising     himself     in     connection     with     his 
campaign   for    the    City    Council,   I   advise    him 
to  continue,  to  keep  on  in  the  way  he  is  going, 
provided    he    does    not    care    whether    he    gets 
results   or   not.      But   if  he   really   wants    to   do 
something  for  suffering   humanity,   and   partic- 
ularly  the  police   officers,  let  him  proceed  in  a 
different    way.      Let    him    approach    it    as    he 
would     approach    his    business.       Go     and     see 
the  other   fellow  face  to  face,   and  don't  write 
letters.       Letters    don't    cut    much    figure.      If 
you     want     to     accomplish     something     worth 
while,    put    the    personal    element    into    it    and 
go  to  the  people  who  have  power  to  carry  out 
your    request,    to    do    what    you    wish    to    have 
done,    and    see    if    as    a    result    of    talking    the 
thing    over   with   them   something    may   not   be 
done.     I  trust  that  the  order  will  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  I  would  make  that 
motion   without   prejudice,   because   I   favor   an 
increase  of  wages  for  the  police  officers  and  for 
all  the  other  employees  of   the   City  of   Boston. 


I  do  not  bar  one  of  them.  I  favor  them.  But 
I  do  want  to  have  the  order  referred  there  for 
the  purpose  perhaps  of  considering  amend- 
ments that  may  be  of  benefit  to  other  em- 
ployees  of   the   city. 

Coun.    HAGAN — Mr.    President,    some    men 
there    are    in    this    world    who    as    they    gather 
years    gather    wisdom    with    the    years ;    other 
men    go    through    to    the    end    with    the    sim- 
plicity    if    a    child.      Others   there   are  who   are 
vicious   in   mind,   and   they    always   feel   the  ne- 
cessity   of    indulging    in    personal    attacks.       I 
stood   here   a  few   moments   ago   and   presented 
my    reasons    for    wishing   the    adoption    of   the 
order   by   this   body,    and   I   tried   to   give   some 
reasons    why    Mayor    Curley    should    look    with 
approval  upon  our  suggestion  or  request.    The 
gentleman  stands  here  and  finds  fault  with  me 
because  I  write  my  own  orders  ;  I  do  not  con- 
sult   with   him   or   others  ;   I   do    not   go    to   the 
Mayor's    office   and   get   on    my    knees    and   ask 
him   for  favors.     I  am  not  looking  now,  never 
have   and   never  will,   for   the   crumbs   that  fall 
from    Mayor   Curley's    table   or   from   the   table 
of    any    other    man    who    may    be    Mayor.      I 
have    always    acted    as    a   free    lance    and    as    a 
free  agent  since  I  entered  this  body  nine  years 
ago,   and  I   am  going  to  continue  to   be   a  free 
lance   and  a  free   agent  and  to  follow  my  own 
dictates    of    wisdom    and    conscience,    and    not 
those   of    somebody    else.      The    gentleman    said 
very  little  about  the  meritorious  phases  of  the 
order  as   presented;   99.9   per  cent   of  what  he 
did   say   was    a    personal   and    a   vicious    attack 
upon    me.      That    shows    the    insincerity    of    a 
man   who  has   in   the   past  gained   political    in- 
fluence in  this  community,  but  who  has  gained 
that    influence,    as    I    have    always    thought,    by 
pretending    to   the   people   that  he   was    always 
friendly    to    their    interests.      When    the    time 
comes,    however,    he    means    to    throw    dust    in 
their   eyes    and   dust   in   the   eyes   of  the  public 
at   large,    as    he   is   endeavoring    to   do   now,   in 
living    to    convince    people   that    I    have    some- 
thing   in    view    other    than    what    I    have    de- 
scribed   to    you.      He   has    not    condemned    the 
order,     he    has     not    said     that     it    is     without 
merit.      In    fact,    he    did    say — and    it    was    the 
only    sensible    thing    he   said — that   he    believed 
tht:e    should   be    an    increase    in    the    wages    of 
the     men     in    the     Police     Department.       Now, 
alter    all    is    said    and    done    it    does    not   make 
any    difference    whether    the   gentleman   on   my 
right    (Coun.   Watson)    likes   me   or  not.     It   is 
not    a    particle    of    importance    to    men    in    the 
Police   Department   whether   or  not   that   is   so. 
But  what  is  of   importance   to  them  is,  are  we 
going  to  try  to  do  something  for  them?  There 
is    the    answer    that    I    make    to    you.      Never 
mind  whether  you  like  me  or  not ;  never  mind 
about  personalities.     Let  us  deal  with  the  order 
on   its   merits.     If  it  has  merit  vote  for  it ;   if 
it   has    no    merit    vote    asainst    it.      The    order 
itself,   and   not   Hagan,   is    at  stake.     It   is   the 
policemen  and  their  families  who  need  this  as- 
sistance,  and   this   is   the  time,    and  the   oppor- 
tune  time,   to   come   to    their   assistance,   show- 
ing   the    spirit   which   you    proclaim    on    public 
platforms    whenever   you   have   a   chance   to   do 
so.      Now,   put  the  principles   about   which  you 
talk   so   much   into   practice.      Let   us   see  them 
put   into   action  rather   than   words.     The  gen- 
tleman has  made  some  charge  against  me  con- 
cerning   something    I    said   before   the    Charter 
Commission    that   he    seems    to    think    is    a    re- 
flection   upon    members    of    this    body.       That 
shows   asrain   how   a  man   can   go  off  half-cock, 
as    the    expression    is,    without    knowing    what 
he    is    talking    about.      I    don't    know    whether 
there    was    a    stenographic    report    or    not.      I 
hope    there   was.      But   let   me    tell    the   gentle- 
man that  I  made  no  attack  upon  my  colleagues 
in    this   body.      I   had   read   newspaper   reports, 
and    I    listened    that    day    to    reflections    upon 
the  membership  of   this   body,   but  I   told  them 
that    I    thought    the    body    compared    favorably 
with   the   Legislature  in  its  personnel.     If  that 
is  an  attack  then  make  the  most  of  it.     I  told 
them   what   I   have  said   here,   and  will  repeat, 
that   the   City   Council    in   its   personnel   covers 
a   membership    that   would    and   should    include 
the  different  elements  in  this  community.  I  told 
them    that    I    would   hate   very    much   to   see    a 
City   Council   composed   of   nine  men  like   Mr. 
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Storrow,  while  I  greatly  admire  the  man  -for 
his  business  ability,  wealth  of  public  spirit 
and  the  wonderful  integrity  that  he  has  shown 
through  the  years.  But  such  a  membership 
would  not  reflect  the  different  elements  in 
our  community,  and  I  would  not  want  to  see 
nine  members  like  Mr.  Storrow.  I  said  that 
if  there  were  people  enough  in  this  town  who 
thought  in  the  manner  and  in  the  way  in 
which  Mr.  Watson  thinks,  they  ought  to  be 
represented  in  the  City  Council,  and  that  there 
evidently  were  people  enough  in  this  town  who 
bad  his  viewpoint,  because  whenever  he  was 
a  candidate  for  office  he  was  always  elected. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  was  defeated  once,  you 
know. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Well,  that  was  only  an  in- 
cident. I  said  if  there  were  people  enough, 
Boston  citizens,  who  cared  to  go  to  the  poles 
with  the  viewpoint  of  Coun.  Moriarty,  who 
wanted  to  have  Mr.  Moriarty  as  their  repre- 
sentative in  this  Council.  I  was  just  Demo- 
crat enough  to  want  to  see  the  Boston  City 
Council  composed  of  men  who  would  properly 
represent  the  different  elements  in  our  city 
life.  I  did  say — which  is  perhaps  what  he 
takes  exception  to — that  while  I  and  others 
who  thought  as  I  do  might  deplore  the  wis- 
dom and  judgment  of  some  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston  in  these  matters,  yet  as  good  citizens 
we  must  accept  it,  must  take  what  seemed  to 
be  the  true  reflection  of  their  wisdom  and 
their  sentiment.  Now,  that  is  what  I  said, 
sir,  very  nearly  in  those  words,  and  I  am  re- 
sponsible for  what  I  say  now  and  at  all  times 
and  am  ready  to  look  any  man  in  the  eye  and 
repeat  it  to  him.  But  I  am  not  responsible  for 
what  somebody  else  says  or  for  what  somebody 
else  may  write  in  the  newspapers,  and  I  am  not 
responsible  for  the  attitude  of  any  feeble- 
minded man  who  gets  a  wrong  view  of  what 
I  said  or  who  forms  an  incorrect  judgment 
of  what  I  said.  I  wll  simply  say  that  Mr. 
Sullivan,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  Mr. 
Carven,  the  City  Auditor,  heard  what  I  said ; 
and  if  what  I  did  say  be  any  reflection  on  this 
Council  or  the  members  of  the  Council,  if 
what  I  said  be  treasonable,  then,  gentlemen, 
make  the  most  of  it.  But  those  were  my  sen- 
timents. The  gentleman  who  spoke  last  had 
some  personal  feelings  in  his  system  that  he 
wanted  to  get  out.  I  simply  stand  here  again 
and  ask  him  to  vote  on  the  merits  of  this 
order,  to  consider  the  men  in  the  Police  De- 
partment of  Boston  and  not  Hagan.  Then  if 
we  pass  the  order  and  they  do  not  get  this 
meritorious  increase,  it  is  none  of  his  business 
or  mine.  We  are  doing  our  duty  in  trying  to 
get  it  for  them.  If  somebody  else  fails,  the 
responsiblity  is  theirs  and  not  ours.  My 
friend  on  the  right  (Coun.  Watson)  is  not 
going  to  hide  behind  anybody's  coat  or  skirts 
in  trying  to  duck  that  responsiblity.  He  is 
going  to  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  this  order  and 
by  his  vote  he  is  going  to  reflect  his  senti- 
ments— if  he  votes  "yes,"  that  the  order  has 
merit ;  if  he  votes  "no,"  that  it  does  not  have 
merit.  I  do  not  know  that  the  policemen  are 
going  to  get  it,  but  I  do  know  that  a  move 
must  be  made,  and  I  do  know  that  if  the  nine 
members  of  this  body  will  for  the  moment 
forget  their  political  animosities  and  their 
personal  feelings  and  get  down  to  the  merits 
of  the  order  itself  and  vote  for  it.  it  will  go  a 
long  way  toward  crystalizing  public  opinion. 
I  don't  know  that  it  is  necessary  to  crystalize 
that  public  opinion  as  far  as  the  newpapers 
are  concerned,  because  they  seem  to  be  gen- 
erally in  favor  of  such  action  being  taken  : 
but  it  will  at  least  result  in  erystalizng  the 
opinion  of  the  public,  as  represented  by  us, 
and  will  perhaps  have  a  beneficial  effect  on 
Mayor  Curley.  Let  me  say  that  the  gentle- 
man is  mistaken  when  he  speaks  about  my 
inabilty  to  find  my  way  around  City  Hall. 
There  is  not  a  nook  or  corner  here  that  I 
dont  know,  there  is  not  an  individual  in  the 
service,  I  believe,  that  I  don't  know.  He  un- 
doubtedly did  not  know  that,  but  just  made 
the  charge  in  a  general  way,  hoping  that 
some  mud  would  stick.  Perhaps  I  have  been 
to  the  Police  Commissioner.  The  gentleman 
abuses  me  because  I  have  not,  before  he  asked 
me   whether   I  had.      It   only   shows   that   he   is 


attacking  me  from  the  personal  side,  and  that 
is  made  more  apparent  by  his  reference  to 
what  I  said  about  Coun.  Moriarty  and  him- 
self, when  I  appeared  before  the  Charter  Com- 
mission. The  only  sane  expression  he  in- 
dulged in  was  when  he  said  he  believed  there 
should  be  an  increase  in  the  wages  of  the  po- 
licemen, and  I  now  call  upon  him  to  back  up 
that  belief  by  voting  for  the  order,  because  he 
believes  in  the  object  of  the  order.  Never 
mind  Hagan.  Hagan  is  going  to  live  next 
winter  and  next  year,  whether  the  policemen 
get  their   increase   or  not. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have 
found  out  something  new  today.  I  have  found 
out  that  if  I  am  going  to  be  with  the  police- 
men I  am  going  to  be  sure  of  living  for  another 
year.  I  am  surprised  at  this  order,  but  I  sup- 
pose I  should  not  be  surprised  at  anything 
that  is  introduced  by  the  gentleman  on  the  - 
other  side.  If  I  remember  aright,  at  the  last 
meeting  there  was  an  order  introduced  here 
that  went  to  the  Executive  Committee  with- 
out any  protest  on  the  part  of  the  member 
who  introduced  it.  The  order  was  laid  upon 
the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— At  his  suggestion. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — At  the  suggestion  of 
the  member  of  the  Council  who  introduced  it, 
and  today  another  order  is  introduced  along 
the  same  line.  Why  the  second  order?  If 
he  was  honest  in  his  contention,  when  we 
went  back  into  executive  session  he  would 
have  the  order  that  was  on  the  table  taken 
from  the  table  and  amended,  and  would  talk 
it  ove;-  in  Executive  Committee,  and  if  there 
was  merit  in  his  plan  and  he  could  show  that 
there  was  merit  it  could  be  brought  back  here 
to  the  Council  and  voted  upon  when  we  came 
out  of  executive  session.  But  no,  there  is  no 
thought  of  the  policemen  in  the  gentleman's 
mind.  The  only  thought  is  that  of  advertisng, 
not  only  for  political  office,  but  also  for  busi- 
ness. I  figured  after  the  last  order  that  was 
introduced  here  by  the  gentleman  that  they 
would  have  to  hire  civilians  to  stop  the  Police 
Department  from  going  down  and  purchasing 
the  commodities  that  the  men  sell.  I  thought 
perhaps  that  the  men  might  take  time  off  from 
duty  to  go  there.  But  nothing  like  that  has 
happened.  I  wonder,  if  all  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton could  come  here  and  listen  to  the  elo- 
quence of  the  member  who  has  just  taken  his 
seat,  whether  they  would  think  he  was  any 
more  sincere  than  I  think  he  is.  Of  course, 
I  have  said  on  many  occasions  that  I  have 
felt  that  he  was  not  always  sincere.  I  heard 
him  talking  about  the  appropriation  for  the 
Strandway  in  South  Boston.  I  did  not  hear 
him  raise  his  voice  in  protest  against  spend- 
ing the  money.  If  my  memory  serves  me 
right,  when  the  roll  was  called  for  the  appro- 
priation of  the  money  his  vote  was  "yes."  It 
was  the  same  in  the  matter  of  the  rose  garden 
in  Franklin  Park.  He  was  recorded  on  the 
side  of  the  appropriation.  I  wonder  if  he 
thought  when  he  voted  that  time  that  it  was 
a  luxury  I  remember  back  some  four  or 
five  years  ag^o  that  he  advocated  §5  a  day  for 
the  city  laborer.  It  was  either  the  first  year 
or  the  second  year  that  I  served  in  this  body. 
I  agreed  with  him  that  I  would  be  willing  to 
help  in  holding  up  the  whole  budget  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  the  $5  a  day  for  the  labor- 
ers, but  he  would  not  go  through.  He  says 
that  he  is  not  controlled  by  anybody.  Well, 
if  he  is  not  controlled  by  anybody,  why  doesn't 
he  go  out  and  win  an  election  on  his  own 
merits  ?  Why  does  he  not  go  out  before  the 
people  on  his  own  name,  instead  of  having 
his  name  circulated  to  every  man  and  women 
voter  in  this  city  with  a  vilification  of  men 
who  have  seen  fit  to  run  for  public  office  ? 
Through  that  vilification  of  others  he  has 
been  able  to  sit  here.  Mr.  President,  if  I 
could  not  win  an  election  to  a  public  office 
without  vilification  of  my  brother  memlwrs, 
who  with  me  represent  the  citizens  of  Boston 
in  this  body.  I  would  not  sit  here  as  a  member 
of  the  body.  And  I  say  to  those  men  who  have 
come  here,  men  who  have  been  indorsed  by 
that  same  organization,  men  who  at  the  time 
of  their  indorsement  by  the  organization  did 
not    know    the    type    of    men   with    whom    they 
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were  dealing — I  say  to  those  men  who  have 
broken  from  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion after  being  elected  here  that  they  have 
shown  more  self-respect  than  the  men  who 
have  continually  sneaked,  crawled  and  crept 
for  the  purpose  of  staying  in  public  office. 
There  was  absolutely  no  need  of  this  order 
here  today.  There  was  a  similar  order  lying 
on  the  table.  I  agree  with  everything  that 
Coun.  Watson  said.  Coun.  Hagan  did  mis- 
represent and  vilify  his  associates.  I  take 
this   from   a   newspaper  of  October   10    1923  : 

"Mr.  Hagan  said  that  the  criticism  of  the 
present  Council  went  back  to  the  voters  who 
were  too  lazy  to  go  to  the  polls  but  who  were 
not  too  lazy  to  criticise  the  decisions  of  their 
neighbors  who  did  vote.  'The  Council  repre- 
sented the  people  who  voted,'  he  said.  'If  a 
sufficient  number  of  people  want  Mr.  Wat- 
son, they  ought  to  have  him ;  if  a  sufficient 
number  of  people  want  Mr.  Moriarty  they 
ought  to  have  him,— even  though  I  question 
their  good   taste.'  " 

If  1  remember  aright,  the  member  when  he 
took  the  floor  this  afternoon  based  his  argu- 
ment upon  what  was  said  in  the  newspapers. 
If  I  remember  his  words,  he  said  that  he  was 
quoting  from  editorials.  Of  course,  he  ought 
to  give  that  same  right  to  somebody  else.  If 
he  is  going  to  take  things  from  the  news- 
papers as  being  correct,  why  haven't  other 
members  of  this  Council  the  same  right?  If 
I  had  appeared  before  that  commission  per- 
haps I  might  have  said  the  identical  words, 
with  the  exception  that  the  only  member  of 
the  Council  whom  I  would  have  named  would 
have  been  the  gentleman  who  last  spoke 
(Coun.  Hagan).  So  I  have  no  feeling  now 
in  regard  to  the  gentleman  different  from 
what  I  had  before  he  appeared  before  the 
special  commission  now  in  session  upon  the 
charter.  He  says  that  this  matter  has  be- 
come personal.  I  don't  think  it  has  be- 
come personal.  In  so  far  as  I  am  concerned 
it  becomes  absolutely  not  personal  with  me. 
In  so  far  as  tactics  go,  I  don't  want  to  be 
with  him,  because  I  believe  he  is  absolutely 
insincere  in  95  per  cent  of  the  orders  intro- 
duced here.  My  reason  for  that,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  this :  We  have  here  involved  in  the 
order  that  he  introduces  only  1,400  men. 
The  only  place  where  he  thinks  an  increase 
is  merited  or  deserved,  the  only  place  where 
it  should  be  made,  is  in  the  case  of  those 
1,400  men.  Are  we  to  think  that  the  police- 
men are  to  be  segregated  as  favorites?  I 
wonder  where  all  these  champions  of  the  city 
employees  have  been  for  years  ?  I  have  never 
heard  them  raise  their  voices  in  the  interests 
of  the  laborer,  the  mechanic,  the  clerk,  or  any 
other  city  employee,  until  the  time  of  elec- 
tion or  preceding  an  election.  Not  60  very 
long  ago  eight  members  of  this  Council  and 
the  Mayor  sat  down  in  the  Parker  House 
together,  and  the  Mayor  said,  "I  am  ready 
and  willing  to  answer  all  questions  in  regard 
to  the  budget."  All  were  present  except  Coun. 
Lane,  who  was  not  there,  being  ill  at  the  time, 
or  being  out  of  the  city.  The  fellow  who  is 
hollering  so  loudly  now  was  then  as  meek 
and  mild  as  a  lamb.  We  heard  not  a  word 
from  him  in  favor  of  any  employee  of  the  city, 
nor  any  laborer,  in  the  way  of  a  proposed 
increase.  But  then,  after  the  Mayor  had  gone 
away,  stating  that  he  would  not  give  an  in- 
crease to  the  laborers  at  that  time,  the  same 
man  came  back  here  and  introduced  an  order 
to  increase  the  wages  of  the  laborer  50  cents 
a  day.  Not  playing  politics  !  No,  that  isn't 
playing  politics.  It  is  playing  hypocrisy. 
That  is  what  he  is  playing.  There  is  nobody 
here  who  will  not  agree  that  every  man 
working  for  the  city  deserves  an  increase  in 
wages,  and  I  believe  if  it  was  within  the 
province  of  this  Council  every  member  here 
would  vote  to  increase  the  wages  of  every 
man  and  woman  now  on  the  pay  roll  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Why  wouldn't  it  be  better  to 
sit  down  and  come  to  an  agreement?  All  it 
needs  is  four  votes  to  stop  anything  from  go- 
ing through,  so  far  as  the  finances  are  con- 
cerned, anything  in  the  way  of  luxuries,  until 
something  is  done  to  raise  the  wages  of  the 
people    who    work    for    the    city.      Four    mem- 


bers of  the  Council  could  stop  all  these  lux- 
uries that  the  member  so  ably  spoke  about. 
But,  according  to  my  recollection  whenever 
there  was  anything  that  the  Good  Govern- 
ment members  wanted  they  were  always  able 
to  muster  together  four  votes  in  this  Council, 
and  when  it  came  to  an  issue  my  friend  who 
has  introduced  this  order  was  always  one  of 
the  leaders  in  doing  their  bidding.  He  never 
voted  for  any  man  who  presided  in  that  chair 
who  was  not  a  Good  Government  man.  So 
far  as  the  policemen  are  concerned,  when  he 
speaks  of  the  policemen  he  might  have  thought 
of  them  back  some  few  years  ago.  If  he  had 
thought  of  them  at  that  time  conditions  might 
have  been  different.  We  then  saw  policemen, 
men  with  wives  and  children,  men  who  had 
given  the  best  part  of  their  lives  to  the  serv- 
ice of  the  city,  losing  their  positions  and  un- 
able to  receive  positions  from  employers  in 
this  town ;  the  whole  situation  arising  from 
the  fact  that  they  had  been  unable  to  receive 
the  recognition  they  should  have  received 
from  the  Police  Commissioner  and  from  the 
then  Mayor  of  Boston  and  from  this  Council, 
recognition  and  support.  We  had  the  police- 
men's strike  a  few  years  ago.  At  that  time  I 
did  not  hear  the  man  who  introduces  the  or- 
der today  raise  his  voice  for  the  purpose  of 
bettering  the  condition  of  those  men  in  the 
department.  We  did  not  hear  him  raise  his 
voice  to  make  it  possible  that  the  men  patrol- 
ling our  streets  at  night,  protecting  life,  limb 
and  property,  should  be  given  the  treatment 
they  deserved.  There  was  no  thought  for 
them  at  that  time.  Of  course,  I  suppose  he 
can  come  back  and  say  that  it  is  never  too 
late  to  start.  Yes,  but  if  he  would  start,  let 
him  start  sincerely.  If  he  had  come  in  here 
today  with  that  order  in  his  pocket,  and  then 
when  we  went  into  executive  session,  to- 
gether with  his  brother  members,  had  substi- 
tuted the  new  order  for  the  old  one,  there 
might  have  been  some  merit  in  it.  But,  as 
he  says,  he  is  going  to  make  the  members 
here  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  today.  Well,  it  is 
an  impossibility  for  him  to  compel  us  to  do 
this  or  to  do  that.  I  think  there  is  no  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  who  has  not  got  the  cour- 
age of  his  convictions,  to  either  vote  "yes"  or 
"no"  on  any  order  that  comes  in  here.  Of 
course,  the  members  here  believe  the  police- 
men should  get  larger  wages.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  the  men  who  hold  the  job,  but  the 
position,  and  the  wages  go  with  the  position. 
Hut  why  all  this  hustle  and  bustle  at  this  time? 
I  have  seen  newspapers  change  their  minds. 
That,  too,  has  been  the  case  in  connection 
with  the  Police  Department.  I  remember  be- 
ing criticised  very  severely  by  practically  all 
the  newspapers  in  Boston  for  voting  against 
an  appropriation  for  Station  2.  But,  taking 
one  of  the  papers  that  he  mentions  today, 
there  was  an  editorial  in  the  Boston  Post, 
about  three  years  after  my  oppositon  to  car- 
l-ying  Station  2  into  the  outlying  districts, 
against  moving  the  station  out  of  the  business 
district.  So  newspapers  change  their  minds, 
and  my  brother  here,  who  has  introduced  the 
order,  may  change  his  mind.  I  believe,  as  I 
have  said  before,  Mr.  President,  that  there  is 
no  member  here  who  plays  politcs  to  anything 
like  the  extent  of  the  man  who  has  intro- 
duced this  order.  I  give  him  credit  for  being 
the  best  "pol"  in  here.  He  never  does  any- 
thing, but  always  lights  a  match  and  creates 
a  lot  of  smoke,  and  when  the  fire  is  put  out 
there  has  nothing  come  from  the  smoke. 
Every  increase  that  was  ever  got  by  the  Police 
Department  to  my  knowledge,  or  by  the  Fire 
Department,  to  my  knowledge,  was  always 
agreed  to  without  any  big  newspaper  notori- 
ety. If  it  was  Coun.  Watson  who  introduced 
this  order,  the  newspapers  might  have  taken 
a  different  angle  in  dealing  with  it.  If  it  was 
Moriarty  that  introduced  the  order,  the  news- 
papers might  have  taken  a  far  different  angle 
on  it.  If  it  were  some  other  members  of  the 
Council  besides  the  man  who  has  introduced 
it,  they  would  say  that  we  were  trying  to 
bankrupt  the  city.  But,  of  course,  when  it  is 
done  by  a  man  who  holds  himself  so  sacred, 
so  apart  from  all  the  other  members  of  the 
Council,  the  thing  is  right !     Of  course,  I  don't 
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advertise  in  the  newspapers ;  I  don't  pay 
anything  for  advertisng  in  the  newspapers. 
Maybe  if  I  had  a  little  business  and 
was  advertisng  it  would  be  different. 
I  could  get  onto  the  front  page  more  often 
than  I  do.  I  realize  that  there  never  has 
been  much  printed  in  the  papers  that  was 
detrimental  to  the  member  of  the  Council  who 
has  introduced  the  order.  Hardly  anything 
that  I  say  ever  gets  in,  and  there  are  no 
headlines  about  it.  Of  course,  the  interview 
that  the  Mayor  gave  to  the  newspapers,  which 
was  published  last  Tuesday  morning,  got  under 
the  gentleman's  skin,  and  he  comes  back  here 
today  and  criticises  his  own  vote,  goes  on 
record  as  saying  that  he  has  voted  for  things 
that  he  should  not  have  voted  for,  and  then 
criticises  the  Mayor  for  favoring  luxuries, 
although  himself  taking  a  position  in  favor 
of  other  luxuries.  He  criticises  action  taken 
in  regard  to  a  swimming  pool,  and  also  in 
regard  to  settees  in  the  park.  Nobody  is 
worrying  much  about  sitting  in  parks  at  this 
time  of  the  year.  As  far  as  South  Boston 
is  concerned,  I  feel  that  I  can  speak  for  a 
big  majority  of  the  citizens  of  South  Boston. 
I  have  been  a  candidate  for  public  office  at 
large  three  times  and  have  led  the  ticket 
in  South  Boston  on  those  three  occasions. 
So  I  feel  that  at  least  the  people  there  are 
satisfied  with  my  action.  We  are  satisfied 
with  the  things  that  the  Mayor  has  done  for 
us  and,  so  far  as  taking  crumbs  that  fall 
from  the  Mayor's  table  is  concerned,  that  re_ 
mark  does  not  touch  me  Neither  does  it 
touch  me  if  you  refer  to  taking  crumbs  that 
fell  from  the  table  of  the  last  administra- 
tion, and  in  my  estimation  more  crumbs  fell 
from  that  table  than  from  the  table  of  any 
preceding  administration  that  ever  sat  in  the 
hall.  I  have  just  the  same  feeling  privately 
now  that  I  had  before  for  the  member  who 
sits  opposite  (Coun.  Hagan),  the  gentleman 
who  introduced  this  order,  but  politically  and 
as  a  member  of  the  city  government  I  feel 
that  he  has  absolutely  no  sincerity  in  95 
per  cent  of  the  orders  he  introduces  here. 
I  do  not  give  this  order  as  much  thought  as 
I  would  if  I  felt  that  he  were  sincere.  T 
feel  the  same  way  as  the  councilor  who 
preceded  me  feels  (Coun.  Watson),  that  may- 
be we  are  doing  more  harm  to  the  men  who 
wear  the  uniform  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment than  we  are  doing  good  by  passing  an 
order  of  this  kind.  I  will  never  vote  against 
an  increase  in  pay  for  anybody,  no  matter 
who  he  might  be.  I  will  always  vote  in  favor 
of  giving  anybody  and  everybody  an  in- 
crease in  wages.  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  we  have  a  Police  Department  that  is 
95  per  cent  new  men,  who  clamored  to 
take  the  positions  of  the  men  who  sacrificed 
everything  to  make  -it  possible  to  give  a 
decent  living  to  their  wives  and  children. 
I  would  favor  an  order  giving  additional 
wages  to  the  men  in  the  department.  The 
former  policemen  sacrificed  their  positions  in 
an  endeavor  to  obtain  decent  treatment  for 
themselves  and  their  families.  Now  the  men 
who  took  their  places  are  confirming  the  po- 
sition that  they  took  at  that  time  that  the 
men  who  went  out  on  the  policemen's  strike- 
could  not  live  under  the  conditions  that  we 
as  a  city  government  made  possible  for  them. 
If  there  was  ever  a  confirmation  of  the 
truth,  it  has  now  come — a  confirmation  by 
the  men  who  filled  the  places  of  the  1,400 
men  who  were  sacrificed  by  the  machinery 
of  the  newspapers  of  Boston,  by  the  head- 
lines calling  them  traitors,  by  the  headlines 
comparing  the  men  who  left  their  places  with 
the  Germans  who  were  fighting  our  br>ys  in 
the  trenches.  The  men  who  took  their  places 
are  now  confirming  the  conditions  that  ex- 
isted at  the  time  of  the  policemen's  strike, 
are  proving  that  the  conditons  that  were 
then  said  to  be  unjust  were  unjust.  But  all 
this  talk  is  without  avail.  Before  an  in- 
crease can  be  given  to  any  employee,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Police  Department  more  than 
any  other  department  within  the  control  of 
the  city,  we  first  must  have  the  consent  of 
the    head     of     the     department     and     then     the 


approval  of  the  Mayor,  Then,  if  six  mem- 
bers of  this  Council  vote  "yes"  those1  men  will 
get  an  increase.  But  the  law  does  not  give 
us  power  to  initiate,  and  if  it  were  possible 
for  nine  men  here  to  vote  in  favor  of  giving 
the  policemen  an  increase  it  would  not  mean 
that  they  were  going  to  get  it.  If  we  truly 
represented  all  of  the  people,  instead  of  try- 
ing to  represent  parts  of  the  people,  we 
might  get  somewhere.  I  think  that  th  or- 
der might  be  amended.  Of  course,  I  know 
that  the  member  will  not  allow  his  order  to 
be  amended,  but  I  think  an  amendment  might 
be  made  to  the  effect  that  the  Mayor  and 
heads  of  departments  forego  all  improvements 
for  the  next  year,  and  that  instead  of  im- 
provements being  made  the  wages  of  the  men 
and  women  working  for  the  city  shall  be 
placed  on  a  level  with  those  of  the  men  and 
women  outside  of  municipal  life.  Let  us 
stop  all  improvements  for  one  year  in  order 
to  do  that.  If  the  policemen  are  entitled 
to  an  increase  so  are  the  firemen  entitled 
to  an  increase.  I  think  it  is  more  hazardous 
to  ride  to  one  fire  than  it  is  to  stand  at  a 
corner  and  direct"  traffic  eight  hours  a  day. 
Of  course,  I  may  be  wrong,  but  if  I  had  my 
choice  I  would  stand  directing  traffic.  How- 
ever, we  all  vote  sometimes  for  things  be- 
cause we  take  a  certain  point  of  view  and 
the  other  fellow  does  not  see  it  the  same 
way  that  the  man  who  votes  for  the  order 
sees  it.  But  if  we  are  going  to  single  out 
groups  we  are  not  fair  to  all  the  city  em- 
ployees. If  the  polic:  men  do  not  get  an  in- 
crease this  year  to  $6  a  day,  or  if  they  do 
not  get  it  next  year,  1924,  of  course  Hagan 
will  be  elected  or  defeated  at  the  next  elec- 
tion, and  if  elected  he  may  do  the  same 
thing  that  he  did  with  the  laborers.  He 
advocated  $5  a  day  for  the  laborers  in  1918, 
and  in  1923  he  advocated  $4.50  a  day,  going 
backwards.  So  if  he  is  elected,  and  if  the 
policemen  do  not  get  the  increase,  he  may 
introduce  an  order  next  year  that  they  get 
$5.50  a  day  instead  of  $6.  That  is  the  in- 
sincerity of  the  man — advocating  $5  a  day 
for  laborers  in  1918,  and  then,  under  an  or- 
der which  he  claims  to  have  written  him- 
self, in  1923  advocating  $4.50  a  day  for  the 
laborers.  Those  are  matters  of  record,  as 
shown  by  orders  that  he  says  he  did  not  con- 
sult with  anybody  about,  that  he  did  not  show 
to  anybody,  order  that  represented  his  own 
thought,  orders  that  he  wrote  himself.  No- 
body else  wrote  them  for  him.  So  we  mas' 
find  the  same  change  of  mind  in  regard  to 
this  matter.  The  gentleman  did  not  raise  his 
voice  in  the  interest  of  the  policemen  prior 
to  the  strike..  Apparently  he  is  converted 
to  their  side  now,  but  he  may  have  a  change 
cf  heart  another  year  and  may  go  backwards. 
As  I  say,  we  have  in  mind  that  comparison 
of  the  stand  that  he  took  for  the  laborers, 
in  favor  of  giving  them  $5  a  day  in  1918, 
and  in  favor  of  giving  them  but  $4.50  a  day 
in  1923.  It  took  him  then  from  191S  to  1923 
to  change  hi  mind,  backwards.  He  has  said 
that  he  believes  in  progress,  but  he  didn't  say 
whether  he  believed  in  progress  forward  or 
backward.  In  so  far  as  the  laborer  was  con- 
cerned, he  believes  in  backward  progress.  Now, 
before  election,  he  believes  in  forward  prog- 
res  for  the  policeman.  So  he  is  just  the 
same  as  I  always  thought  he  was.  He  walks 
in  circles  and  meets  himself  coming  back. 
There  is  not  a  bit  of  sincerity  in  any  of  the 
orders  he  introduces  here  I  want  to  say 
that  I  have  courage  enough  to  take  a  stand 
on  this  matter.  I  am  willing  to  vote,  as  I 
voted  on  an  order  that  concerned  the  labor- 
ers this  past  year,  the  same  as  I  voted  in 
the  matter  of  taking  $200,000  from  the  ap. 
propriation  for  the  Fire  Department,  when 
the  gentleman  let  every  other  department  up 
to  "F"  go  by  without  advocating  the  cut  of 
one  cent.  The  downtown  section  had  been 
motorized.  Every  downtown  fire  house  had 
nu-tor  apparatus,  and  he  desired  that  the 
residential  section  should  not  be  motorized, 
advocating  the  taking  of  $200,000  out  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  year  1923.  If  that 
amount   had   been   taken   from    the   budget,    the 
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residential  sections,  that  today  have  been 
motorized  to  the  extent  of  practically  100  per 
cent,  would  not  have  been  motorized.'  Motor- 
ization would  not  have  been  completed  if 
we  had  followed  the  motion  of  the  councilor 
who  has  introduced  this  order.  He  would 
have  us  believe  that  he  introduces  such  or- 
ders and  motions  sincerely,  when  he  is  tak- 
ing things  away  from  the  people..  Of  course, 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and,  of  course,  the 
Good  Government  Association  did  not  think 
that  was  right.  Take  the  two-platoon  system 
for  the  policemen — he  did  not  believe  in  it ; 
the  two-platoon  system  for  the  firemen — he 
did  not  believe  in  it.  But  he  didn't  vote 
either  "yes"  or  "no."  He  ducked  it,  as  is 
the  phrase  in  legislative  bodies.  He  didn't 
vote  at  all.  I  am  sorry  for  the  policemen, 
I  am  sorry  for  the  men  who  are  wearing 
the  uniform,  that  they  have  got  so  wonder- 
ful a  champion  to  bring  about  what  they 
need  so  much.  Hut  I  feel  that  we  will  fight 
so  much  here  that,  insttad  of  the  Mayor  get- 
ting the  blame  for  the  policemen  not  getting 
their  increase,  it  will  come  back  on  the  mem- 
DC  rs  of  the  Council,  with  the  fellow  who  in- 
troduced the  order  getting  his  share  of  the 
criticism  from  the  Police  Department..  Of 
course,  he  will  get  some  advertising.  He  said 
at  the  hearing  at  the  State  House  that  he 
didn't  think  much  of  the  taste  of  those  who 
voted  for  mo.  I  have  a  number  of  friends 
in  the  Police  Department,  and  I  have  the 
same  right  to  tell  those  men  about  the  taste 
of  the  men  who  vote  for  an  insincere  cham- 
pion of  their  increase  in  wages.  If  he  were 
sincere  we  could  go  into  executive  session 
here  and  get  an  agreement  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  that  if  the  Mayor  did 
not  go  through  there  wouldn't  be  anything 
v'lse  go  through,  and  more  men  and  women 
in  the  employ  of  the  city  would  receive  bene, 
fits   as  a   result. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
each  and  every  member  of  the  Council  ap- 
pneiates  the  purpose  and  intent  on  both 
sides  of  the  controversy  but  I  desire  to  place 
myself  on  record  in  the  matter.  I  do  so 
with  the  idea  of  construction,  and  in  what 
I  am  saying  now  I  am  repeating  substan- 
tially what  I  said  in  executive  session  at  the 
last  meeting.  Having  been  aware  of  the 
desires,  and  just  desires,  of  the  members  of 
the  Police  Department  and  of  the  two  vet- 
eran organizations  connected  with  the  Police 
Department,  some  three  weeks  ago  1  con- 
versed with  the  Police  Commissioner  on  the 
possibility  of  securing  a  raise  in  wage;  for 
the  policemen  this  year.  I  talked  the  matter 
over  with  him  at  some  length,  arriving  at 
no  satisfactory  conclusion.  The  matter  has 
now  come  to  such  a  pass  in  the  city,  be- 
cause of  what  has  been  said  here  and  because 
of  the  comments  by  the  newspapers,  that  I 
believe,  in  justice  to  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Council,  and  in  justice  to  the  men 
in  the  Police  Department,  we  should  confer 
with  the  Police  Commissioner  and  hear  what 
he  has  to  say  as  to  the  possibility  of  secur- 
ing a  raise  in  waaes  for  the  men.  At  least 
we  should  get  his  views  for  the  benefit  of 
the  members  of  this  body  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  public.  At  present,  the  public  are 
aware  of  only  one  side  of  the  controversy, 
and  I  think  it  proper  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner should  give  the  public  his  idea  and 
should  state  his  position,  as  to  whether  he 
is  for  or  against  the  proposed  raise  for  the 
policemen.  I  stated  to  the  membe  s  in 
executive  session  two  weeks  ago  the  same 
thing  that  I  am  now  stating.  The  nub  of 
the  situation  lies  with  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, and  I  think  we  should  know  his 
stand  on  the  matter.  Whether  he  would 
favor  giving  the  increase  to  the  men  or  not 
is  not  a  matter  of  public  knowledge;  whether 
he  is  for  or  against  the  raise  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  public  knowledge.  I  think  it  should 
be  a  matter  of  public  knowledge,  and  I 
think  we  should  take  some  means  of  con- 
ferring with  him  in  some  manner.  Possibly 
he   knows   what   the   story    is;    the    public    does 


not  know.  Possibly  he  has  stated  the  situa- 
tion to  some  of  the  veteran  organizations 
in  the  Police  Department,  but  the  people  do 
not  know  what  the  story  is,  and  we  all  know 
that,  men  in  such  a  department  must  pro- 
ceed with  due  caution  and  deliberation,  in 
ord  to     save      their      own      face's.      We      are 

tackling  a  big  issue  here.  We  appreciate  the 
tad  that  it  not  only  made  a  vice  president, 
but  made  a  president  of  th?  United  States, 
and  possibly  it  may  make  a  few  mayors 
around  here  if  we  are  not  careful.  Now, 
to  my  mind,  no  one  has  approached  the  mat- 
ter rightly  here  yet.  I  think  that  we  should 
approach  the  Police  Commissioner  with  the 
idea  of  getting  his  views  on  the  proposition. 
Of  course,  1  am  in  favor  of  the  raise.  As 
I  have  Baid,  three  weeks  ago  I  tackled  the 
situation  that  the  honorable  councilor  from 
Roxbury  said  should  be  tackled,  and  that  is 
what  I  meant.  The-  importance  of  the  mat- 
ter demands  that  we  should  get  in  touch 
with  the  Police  Commissioner  as  well  as 
with  the  Mayor  and  give  the  public  the  en- 
tile Story,  and  then,  having  proceeded  coolly 
and  calmly  in  that  matter  in  this  body, 
luring  the1  commissioner  on  record  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public,  we  can  then  proceed 
to  take  whatever  action  we  may  wish  to  take. 
Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be 
very  brief.  I  wish  merely  to  correct  a  misap- 
prehension that  seems  to  exist  or  some  confu- 
sion that  seems  to  exist  in  the  mind  of  the  gen- 
tleman i  |  |  oun.  Moriarty).  He  takes 
considerable  <  'ception  to  the  fact  that  I  pre- 
'  ori?r  last  week  and  am  pre- 
senting hen  another  order  today.  If  he 
had  followed  closely  the  proceedings  of  last 
week  he  would  have  realized  that  there  were 
objections  made  by  some  members  of  this 
Council,  and  the  consequence  was  that  the 
was  laid  on  the  table  with  the  under- 
ling that  there  would  be  a  new  draft 
submitted  carrying  out  what  was  suggested 
last  Monday.  Therefore  no  exception  can  be 
taken  to  the  introduction  of  this  order  that 
I  have  offeied  today,  when  the  facts  are 
known.  I  want  to  make  a  brief  reply  to  the 
l(  man.  stating  that  I  did  vote  for  the 
Strandway,  the  rose  garden  and  other  luxuries 
that  I  condemned,  that  1  thought  we  might 
have  avoided  or  got  along  without,  simply 
because  I  have  tried  wherever  I  could  do  so 
during  the  administration  of  Mayor  Curley 
not  to  be  antagonistic  to  his  administration. 
I  do  not  want  this  to  be  considered  in 
any  sense  or  in  any  light  as  an  attack  on 
Mayor  Curley.  I  have  neither  the  time  nor 
the  inclination  to  make  such  an  attack.  I 
want  it  considered  simply  as  something  that 
is  a  proper  thing  for  the  members  of  the 
Polica  Department,  and  as  an  attack  on 
nobody.  Let  me  say  likewise  to  the  gentle- 
man that  when  we  attend  social  functions  at 
the  Parker  House  as  the  guest  of  the  Mayor 
it  will  never  be  my  pufpose  to  enter  into 
any  argument  or  controversy  with  my  host. 
1  do  not  believe  in  invisible  government  :  I 
do  not  believe  in  private  sessions  at  the 
Parker  House  where  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor  meet.  I  think  the 
place  to  agitate  public  affairs  is  on  the  floor 
of  the  City  Council  Chamber,  and  I  propose 
now  and  at  all  times  to  reserve  my  right 
to  discuss  public  matters  here  and  nowhere 
else,  unless  I  so  »ee  fit.  I  tried  to  follow 
the  gentleman  opposite  (Coun.  Moriarty) 
who  gave  us  a  beautiful  trip  around  the 
world.  He  touched  on  pretty  nearly  every 
spot,  everything  but  the  Japanese  disaster 
and  I  tried  to  find  where  he  stood  on  the 
order  m  question— for,  I  repeat,  that  is  what 
we  are  to  consider,  and  not  who  presented 
it.  But  the  gentleman,  following  in  th-  line 
adopted  by  his  predecessor,  saw  fit  to  indulge 
in  personalities  and  to  make  an  attack  upon 
me  and  upon  the  Good  Government  Associa- 
tion, a  bugaboo  that  ever  agitates  his  mind 
as  well  as  upon  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
because  I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  that 
body  and  he  is  not.  It  is  net  a  question, 
gentlemen,  of  whether  I  am  sincere  or  in- 
sincere,    whether     this     is     political     or     non- 
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political,  whether  you  like  Hasan  or  whether 
you  don't.  The  question  is,  do  you  like  that 
order?  Will  you  vote  for  it?  I  did  not  say 
that  I  was  going  to  compel  any  or  every 
man  to  vote..  I  would  not  say  that  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  Chamber.  I  s'imply  said 
to  one  man  that  I  wanted  him  to  decide 
whether  he  would  vote  "yes"  or  "no,"  and  I 
do  not  accept  the  interpretation  put  in  my 
mouth,  to  which  I  never  gave  utte:ane2. 
The  gentleman  has  alluded  to  former  condi- 
tions in  the  Police  Department  and  to  present 
conditions.  On  that  subject  I  am  in  hearty 
accord  with  him.  The  old  Police  Department 
were  underpaid,  were  not  treated  right  by 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  That  is  what  brought 
them  to  that  unfortunate  pass.  It  was  the 
drastic  action  they  took  which  was  to  be 
criticised.  They  were  led  on  by  public  agita- 
tors, who  led  them  astray.  It  was  because 
of  what  they  did  that  this  disaster  was 
brought  on  them  and  on  the  fair  name  of 
this  city.  They  were  underpaid,  they  were 
not  properly  taken  care  of  ;  and  I  simply  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  because  former  conditions  in 
the  old  Police  Department  were  not  right  is 
no  reason  why  we  should  continue  to  keep 
present  conditions  in  the  present  Police  De- 
partment on  a  wrons  basis.  The  gentleman 
intimates  that  he  would  like  to  see  other  city 
employees  awarded  an  increase.  Now  let  us 
not  camouflage  this  issue.  If  you  try  to  go 
too  fast  you  soon  run  out  of  breath.  Let  us 
take  one  thing  at  a  time  and  try  to  cover 
them  all  in  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 
This  throwing  of  a  blanket  over  the  entire 
city  forces  simply  means  that  we  will  fall 
by  the  wayside  and  that  nobody  will  get 
anything.  The  meritorious  basis  of  the  order 
in  question  has  not  been  treated  by  the  gen- 
tleman opposite.  He  has  never  said  a  word 
for  or  against  it,  so  far  as  I  was  able  to 
gather.  He  simply  lambasted  Hagan  to  the 
delight  of  his  young  heart,  and  if  he  only 
knew  that  that  sort  of  thing  falls  off  me  like 
water  off  a  duck's  back,  perhaps  sometimes  he 
would  see  the  wisdom  of  ce'asing  his  efforts 
in  that  direction.  He  does  try  to  belabor  the 
Good  Government  Association  at  every  oppor- 
tunity. Why,  if  the  gentleman  would  exer- 
cise the  ordinary  common  sense  of  a  twelve- 
year  old  boy,  he  would  discover  for  himself 
that  my  standing  on  my  feet  here  today  in 
favor  of  this  raise  in  wages  for  the  men 
in  the  Police  Department,  meaning  an  in- 
crease possibly  in  the  tax  levy,  is  looked 
upon  by  the  strong  adherents  of  the  Good 
Government  Association  as  treason.  If  he 
only  knew  it,  in  that  Good  Government  As- 
sociation he  stands  higher  today  in  their  es- 
timation than  I  will.  But  the  gentleman  does 
not  stop  to  reason.  He  only  stops  to  attack. 
And  then  he  talks  about  being  constructive. 
Why,  some  people  don't  quite  grasp  the  mean- 
ing of  a  three-syllable  word.  I  am  sneered 
at  because  I  did  not  vote  for  the  two.platoon 
system  for  the  firemen.  I  was  in  favor  of 
the  two-platoon  system.  I  always  advocated 
it.  I  tried  to  steer  them  into  that  at  the 
time  when  they  were  asking  for  one  day  off 
•in  three.  I  voted  against  the  one  day  off 
in  three.  It  was  in  wartime,  when  men  did 
not  need  more  time,  when  men  were  willing 
to  give  more  time  to  public  work.  They  were 
not  asking  for  increased  wages,  but  for  more 
time  off,  and  many  and  many  a  wife  of  a 
fireman  came  to  me  and  asked  me  to  vote 
against  it,  because  they  would  rather  have 
their  men  on  duty  than  off  duty.  I  would 
have  voted  for  the  two-platoon  system  had 
I  been  here',  but  unfortunately  I  was  called 
out  of  the  city,  and  the  gentleman  knew 
that  at  the  time,  and  yet  he  sneers  at  me' 
hie  now.  He  says  it  is  not  hazardous  to 
do  traffic  work.  I  wonder  if  he  knows  how 
many  accidents  happen  to  the  traffic  officers, 
or  cares  if  he  knows?  I  wonder  if  he 
knows — a  consultation  with  the  Pokice  Com- 
missioner would  assure  him  of  it — that  they 
cannot  keep  a  man  on  a  busy  corner  doing 
traffic  duty  for  more  than  three  hours? 
He  then  has  to  be  relieved  for  one  or  two 
hours'     rest.       Yet     he    says     he    would     stand 


there  for  a  whole  day  and  wouldn't  mind.  He 
would  never  do  'it  the  second  day  and  live 
to  tell  the  tale.  To  my  esteemed  colleague 
opposite  (Coun.  Gilbody),  in  reference  to  his 
suggestion  regarding  the  Police  Commissioner, 
let  me  assure  him  with  every  ounce  of 
sincerity  that  I  have — although  I  am  told 
that  I  have  none — that  I  know  and  he 
knows  that  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston 
is  a  humane  man  who  wants  to  do  what  is 
right,  just  and  proper  by  the  men  in  his  de- 
partment, and  he  has  publicly  so  stated  in 
the  press  within  a  few  days.  If  he  does  not 
take  the  initiative  in  this  particular  matter 
there  may  be  a  reason  why  her  does  not,  and 
I  don't  think  the  destinies  of  men  in  the 
Police  Department  of  Boston  ought  to  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  any  one  man,  whoever 
may  be  Police  Commissioner,  or  of  any  two 
men.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  decided  by  public 
opinion,  and  when  public  opinion  is  aroused 
it  decides  these  matters  ;  for,  after  all  is  said 
and  done,  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body  and  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner are  paid  public  servants,  and  if  it  is 
the  wish  and  will  of  the  people — and  I  have 
not  the  shadow  of  doubt  of  the  opinion  of 
the  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  Boston 
in  this  matter — that  the  policemen  shall  get 
more  pay,  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner will  favor  it.  The  great  majority 
of  the  people  of  Boston  don't  want  to  see  a  man 
performing  an  important  public  duty  in  this 
city  in  this  enlightened  age,  such  a  duty  as  is 
performed  by  our  poiice  officers,  for  $3.83 
a  day.  Personally  I  don't  care  what  it  costs, 
I  don't  care  where  the  taxes  go,  the  City  of 
Boston  must  do  its  duty  by  its  servants. 
I  care  not  what  the  effect  may  be  on  me 
politically  or  otherwise1,  with  the  Good  Gov- 
ernment Association  or  with  the  citizens  at 
large.  If  they  wish  to  retire  me  to  private 
life,  that  is  their  right,  and  if  it  is  their 
will  I  bow  to  it.  It  might  be  the  best  thing 
that   could   happen   to   me. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  moment  ?  Would  you 
be  willing  to  postpone  action  on  the  order 
until  we  send  for  the  Police  Commissioner? 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President.  I  cannot 
agree  to  anything  of  that  sort.  I  want  this 
order  passed  today,  if  you  will  do  it,  by  a 
"yes"  or  "no"  vote  that  expresses  the  minds 
of  the  members  of  this  body.  I  am  going 
to  ask  for  a  vote  on  the  order.  If  your  con- 
science so  dictates,  vote  against  it ;  if  you 
think  it  is  right,  vote  for  it;  or  duck  the 
vote  if  you  so  wish.  But  I  want  a  vote  to- 
day. I  want  the  Boston  City  Council  to 
crystallize  the  public  opinion  on  this  matter. 
I  don't  care  what  the  Police  Commissioner 
thinks,  whether  he  is  in  favor  of  it  or  not. 
I  am  in  favor  of  it,  and  I  hope  you  will 
each  register  your  opinions  upon  it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  motion  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee'. 

Coun.  Gilbody's  motion  was  declared  referred 
to   the  Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
offer  an  amendment  or  a  substitute,  so  that 
action  can  be  taken  upon  this  matter  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  I  would  offer  this  sub- 
stitute order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be 
and  hereby  is  instructed  to  wait  upon  the 
Mayer  and  the  Police  Commissioner  and  urge 
them  to  provide  a  sum  sufficient  in  the  bud. 
get  for  1924  and  1925  to  grant  an  increase 
of  salary  to  the  employees  of  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

The  order  offered  by  Coun.  Watson  was 
declared   referred   to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  while  I  am 
on  my  fet't  1  desire  to  express  myself  con- 
cerning a  few  references  by  the  councilor  on 
my  left  (Coun.  Hagan)  during  his  last  re- 
marks. I  have  no  desire  to  reply  to  his 
attack  on  me  personally.  He  said  that  prac- 
tically all  my  first  remarks  were  personal 
and  he  criticised  me  for  it  and.  of  course, 
all   his   remarks    in    his   second   speech    were   as 
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personal    as    mine    were',    if    mine    were    per- 
sonal      I    <lo    want    to    correct    him    where    he 
says   thai    In-    is    opposed  to    invisible    govern- 
ment.      That    may    be    true    now,    but    it    was 
not   true   in   past   years,   when    the    Good    Gov- 
ernment   Association,    of    which   he    is    a   mem- 
ber   or    :■    creature,    held    their   meetings    each 
Monday     in    the    Parker    House    prior    to    the 
meeting     of    the    Council     and    came    in     here 
with  a  set   program  for  the  day,   riding   rough- 
shod over  the   little,   helpless  minority   of  three 
here    at    times.      When    he    is    in    the    majority 
he'  believes    in    invisible   government,    but  when 
he   is    licked   he   believes    in   coming   out    in   the 
open.     There   was   another   statement    he   made 
that  I  don't   believe  he  meant  to  make.     He  said 
that  wives  of  firemen   went  to  him  and  begged 
him    to     vote    against    the    day    off    in     three, 
as     they     preferred     to     have    their     husbands 
working    rather    than    not    working.       I    don't 
believe    he   quite   meant    that,    because    I   know 
a    great     many     firemen's     wives,     sisters    and 
motheis,     and     I     don't    believe    they     are     so 
ridiculously    inhuman      as    to      prefer    to    have 
their    husbands    on    duty    rather    than    to    have 
them    occasionally     at    the    fireside    with    them 
and  the  children.      Of  course,   he  may    be  stub- 
born, as  usual,  and  say  that  he  meant  it,  but  if 
he  meant   it,  it  is  only  in  line  with  the  95   per 
cent    of    other    ridiculous    statements    that     he- 
makes.      Now    I    claim    to    have    been    a    very 
important   cog    in    the   wheel    that   secured    for 
the  policemen  a   $200  increase  a  few  years  ago 
rather    than    $100,    and    we    did    not    do    it    by 
the     blowing     of     horns      through      the      public 
press    or   by    crabbing    the   proposition,    to    use 
the    vernacular    of    the    day.      But    we    started 
as     the     gentleman,     in     my     opinion,     should 
have   dune   in   connection  with   this   order.     My 
substitute     order    here    indicates     the    way     in 
which     I     believe    it    should    be    done    in    this 
case,   the    procedure   being    similar    to   the    one 
followed    in     that    case.      My    order    provides 
for    a     visit    to    the    Police    Commissioner    and 
the    Mayor,    and    perhaps    by    a    little    change, 
a    little    elimination,    a    little    weighing    of    one 
thing     against    another,     the    disease    may     be 
cured    and    the    policeman    may    get    what    he 
wishes.     1  certainly   believe  that  the  case  of  the 
policeman    is    a    deserving   one.      I    elon't    think 
1     need    say    anything    more.      If    I    say    more 
he   will    say    more,    anel    if   more    is    said    noth- 
ing    will     be     accomplished,     because     I     don't 
think    there    has    been    anything    said   here    to- 
day   that    has    enhanced    the    necessity    of    the 
policeman.      I   do   believe   that   a   personal    visit 
is   far   better   than   a  letter,   however.     I   know 
that   when   people1  come   to   me   for   help,   when 
they    want    a   job    or   a   favor,    and    a    letter    is 
suggested,    they      want    me      to      do    something 
personally.        Letters     don't     mean     anything : 
orders     don't    mean    anything.       You    wouldn't 
sell     any     shoes,     Henry,     by     writing     letters. 
You   have    got    to    get    people    into   your   store 
and   get    the    personal"  element    into    play.      Of 
course,     they     don't    always     get    the     best    of 
it   when    they    get   in   there,    but,    at   the    same 
time,     the     personal     element     enters     into     it. 
Now    let    us    get    at   this    thing    in    the    proper 
way.      Let    us    help    the    policeman.       I    think 
there    is    a    possibility    of    doing    something    if 
President    Lane,    at    the    head    of    our    Council. 
and    you    and    I,    each   one    of    us    to    help,    go 
along,    and    wait    upon    the    Mayor    and    upon 
the    Police    Commissioner,    pleading    with    them 
and   injecting   the   personal   element  that    is    so 
important     in     these'    matters.       I     think     then 
there    will    be    a    possibility    of    getting    some 
increase    for    the    policemen.      Certainly    there 
is   more   chance  of  doing  something  than  there 
is    through    simply    splitting    hairs.      You    may 
get   by   personal    contact  what  you  wish,    or   it 
may   be   a   fifty-fifty    arrangement.      But   their, 
is  a  chance  that  something  will  be  done.     And 
you    will    get    the    glory,    because    you    are   the 
one     who    has     introduced    the    order.       I     am 
not    running    this   year,    and    I    cannot   get   the 
glory    away    from    you,    if    something    eloes    re- 
sult   from    it,     The   order  can    be    passed,    and 
then    the    nine    of    us    can    call   on    the    Mayor, 
and   we    can    call   on    the   Police   Commissioner. 
Perhaps    we    will    get    some    results,    so    that 
the  policeman  will  get  the  increase. 


Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  Presdent,  I  simply  wish 
to  say  that  I  refuse  to  accept  the  order 
offered  as  an  amendment.  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  the  g  ntleman  presenting  anything 
he  wishes  in  his  own  way,  but  I  don  t  want 
anything  hostile  or  confusing  tacked  onto 
this  order  that  I  have  offered.  I  want  the 
Council  to  vote  for  or  against  that  order  on 
its  merits  alone.  I  cannot  agree  to  an  amend- 
ment involving  a  visit  to  the  Mayor  or  to 
the  Police  Commissioner.  I  believe  I  am  en- 
titled to  a  vote  on  the  order  I  have  presented. 
[  do  not  wish  to  have  anything  adopted  as 
an  amendment  that  is  hostile  or  intendeel 
to  confuse  the  issue,  and  I  refuse  to  accept 
it    in    the  form   of   an  amendment. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  understands 
that  Coun  Watson  offers  the  order  only  as 
a  notice  that  he  intends  to  present  it,  and 
that  it  has  been  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  desired  to  have  it  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee  for  con- 
sideration. ,  . 

President  LANE— That  IS  the  way  the 
Chair  understood  it,  and  Coun.  Watson's  order 
has  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
Th?  question  now  comes  on  Coun.  Watson's 
motion  that  the  order  offered  by  Coun.  Hagan 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Is 
there   any  objection  to  that?  _ 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  am  nd  the  order,  with  the  purpose  of  bring- 
ing the  Police  Commissioner  here  this  after- 
noon As  I  stated  in  the  brief  moment  when 
I  was  on  my  feet,  I  talked  with  the  com- 
missioner about  the  possibility  of  a  raise 
and  about  the  possibility  of  a  day  off  in  six, 
and  he  told  me  that  if  he  got  more  money 
he-  would  have  to  put  it  into  the  hire  of 
new  policemen.  He  said  that  the  city  in 
his  opinion  needed  more  policemen  and 
should  not  c<  nsiider  the  question  of  a  raise 
or  a  day  off  in  six  at  the  present  time.  T 
think  if  we  refer  the  order  to  the  committee 
at  the  present  time  we  should  send  for  the 
Police  Commissioner  t^day  and  have  the- 
whole  thing  out  in  public  hearing.  I  offer 
an    amendment    to   that  effect. 

President  LANE — The  question  is  on  Coun. 
Watson's  motion  to  refer  Coun.  Hagan's  or- 
der to  the  Executive  Committee.  Is  there  any 
objection  ? 

Coun.   HAGAN— I  object,   Mr.  President. 
Coun.    GILBODY— Mr.    President,    I    offered 
an    amendment. 

President   LANE — That    comes    later. 
Coun.   GILBODY — An   amendment   along   the- 
line    of    Coun     Watson's    order. 

President  LANE — That  will  be  considered 
in    i  xecutive   session. 

Coun.  Hagan's  order  was  declared  referred 
to   the   Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  what  bc- 
com.s    of   my   amendment? 

President  LANE — That  will  be  taken  up  in 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  you, 
Mr    President,   what  becomes  of  my  order? 

President  LANE — That  has  been  referred  to 
the    Executive   Committee. 

Coun..    WATSON— So    everything    that     has 
been     introduced     has     been     referred     to     the- 
Executive    Committee? 
President  LANE— Yes. 
Coun.  WATSON— That  is   all   right. 
Coun.    GILBODY— Mr.    President,    I    believe 
before    any    action    is    taken    that    the    Police 
Commissioner    should     be     invited    to     appear 
before  the   Executive   Committee. 

President  LANE — The  Chair  now  under- 
stands Coun.  Gilbody  to  make  a  motion  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  be  requested  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Before  any  action  is 
taken,   Mr.   President. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
we  are  a  little'  confused  here.  I  think  Coun.. 
Gilbody  is  within  his  rights  in  making  an 
amendment  to  any  order  submitted  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council,  and  I  believe  that  is 
what  he   is    intending   to   do.     In   asking   that 
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the  order  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan  be 
amended  before  reference  to  any  committee  I 
believe  he  was  within  his  rights,  as  a  matter 
of  fair  play.  It  is  not  a  question  of  trying 
to  take  advantage  of  any  member  of  the 
Council.  An  amendment  of  that  sort  ought 
to  be  submitted  and  vote'd  upon  one  way  or 
the  other..  Personally,  however,  I  believe  in 
voting  for  or  against  Coun.  Hagan's  order 
without  any  amendment  or  without  any  other 
order  being  allowed  to  interfere  with  it.  Of 
eourse,  when  it  comes  to  a  vote  I  will  vote 
as  I  see  fit.  Bat  I  do  think  we  should  vote 
on  Coun.  Hagan's  order  after  such  a  long 
controversy  this  pfternoon.  If  anything  was 
to  be  accomplished  by  some  other  means 
that  has  all  passed  now.  The  flare-up  of 
the  Council  this  afternoon  has  removed  what- 
ever possibility  there  might  have  been  of 
accomplishing  an  increase  in  wage  for  the 
policemen  through  other  me'ans  or  channels. 
We  are  now  confronted  with  Coun.  Hagan's 
order,  and  we  ought  to  be  big  enough  to  vote 
for  or  against  it,  one  way  or  the  other, 
and   let    it   go    at    that. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Gilbody's  amend- 
ment or  motion  has  already  been  referred 
to   the    Executive    Committee,   with   the   others. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  must 
disagree  with  your  honorable  judgment  in  that 
matter.  I  distinctly  moved  an  amendment 
to  Coun.  Hagan's  order,  to  the  effect  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  might  be  invited 
to  meet  us  in  executive  session  this   afternoon. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Gilbody  has  moved 
that  an  invitation  be  extended  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  meet  us  in  executive  session 
this  afternoon.  An  invitation  will  be  ex- 
tended on  behalf  of  the  Council  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  come  down  to  the  executive 
session. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  do  I  under- 
stand that  it  is  settled  that  we  shall  extend 
such    an   invitation  ? 

President  LANE — Yes.  Coun.  Gilbody 
moved  that  the  Police  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested to  appear  before  the  Council  before 
any  action  was  taken.  I  understand  it  to  be 
the  wish  of  the  Council  now  that  an  invita- 
tion be  extended  to  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  appear  before  us  in  executive  session, 
and  the  orders  offered  have  been  referred  to 
the   Executive   Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  orders  are  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  but  I  didn't  know 
of  any  motion  or  vote  being  taken  on  Coun. 
Gilbody's    ameTidment. 

President  LANE — I  put  the  motion,  didn't 
I,  Mr.  Clerk? 

The   CLERK— Yes. 

President  LANE — And  the  motion  was 
carried. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Then  I  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  that  vote. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Hagan  moves  a 
reconsideration  of  the  vote  whereby  the  Coun- 
cil voted  to  ask  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  be  present  at  the  executive  session.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  your  com- 
munication inclosing  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil concerning  the  claim  of  Olive  P.  Gately. 
The  facts  in  the  case  are  fully  set  forth  in  an 
opinion  written  by  my  predecessor,  Arthur  D. 
Hill,  Esq.,  which  formed  the  basis  of  the  veto 
message  of  the  then  Mayor,  Andrew  J.  Peters, 
a  copy   of   which   opinion   I    inclose  herewith. 

Upon  a  thorough  examination  of  the  facts 
in  the  case  I  find  that  I  can  reach  no  conclu- 
sion other  than  that  reached  by  my  predeces- 
sor ;  that  the  order,  if  adopted,  should  be 
vetoed. 

The  Finance  Commission  under  date  of 
March  2,  1921,  recorded  itself  as  opposed  to 
the  adoption  of  the  enabling  act  then  pend- 
ing before  the  Committee  on  Cities.  From 
that  communication  I  quote  the  following 
conclusion  : 

"The  Finance  Commission  .  .  .  for  the 
following  reasons  wishes  to  be  recorded  in 
opposition   to   the  bill. 

1.  If  such  a  mandatory  bill  is  passed  by 
the  Legislature  it  will  in  effect  be  an  interfer- 
ence with  the  judicial  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment  and    with    the   settlements    already   made. 

2.  It  will  force  the  city  to  pay  a  large  sum 
of  money  for  which  there  is  no  justifiable 
warrant  and  will  create  a  most  unfortunate 
precedent  for  the  presentation  of  other  cases 
which   have  been   settled. 

3.  It  will  tend  to  weaken  judicial  settle- 
ments. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  the  City  of 
Boston  has  paid  nearly  $45,000  during  the  past 
twenty  years,  a  schedule  of  which  payments  I 
annex  hereto. 

Regarding  the  further  amount  involved  in 
the  matter,  I  assume  that  the  amount  claimed 
is  approximately  $7,450,  being  the  difference 
between  the  amount  found  to  be  due  to  the 
claimant  by  the  auditor  and  the  amount  for 
which  the  case  was  settled  while  pending  be- 
fore the  Supreme  Court  on  appeal  by  both 
parties  from  the  decision  of  Justice  Fessen- 
den  of  the  Superior  Court,  who  had  found  for 
the  claimant  in  the  amount  of  $18,500.

My  dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  desire  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  tremendous  volume  of  real  es- 
tate transfers  that  have  been  filed  in  this 
office  during  the  current  year.  On  October  1 
the  entry  book  showed  61,526  transactions 
compared  with  47,669  on  the  corresponding 
date  in  1922,  and  the  latter  amount  was  the 
high  record  up  to  that  time.  For  the  full 
year  of  1907,  my  first  year  as  register,  there 
were  only  32,699  transfers,  so  that  the  work 
for  the  current  year  will  be  considerably  more 
than   doubled. 

There  has  been  no  proportionate  incr-ease  in 
the  number  of  clerks  employed,  and  therefore 
the  work  of  recording  the  instruments  has 
necessarily  fallen  behind.  At  the  present  time 
each  day's  new  business  is  larger  than  can  be 
handled  by  the  present  force,  and  the  convey- 
ancers, attorneys  and  patrons  of  the  office  in 
general  are  very  much  inconvenienced  and 
put  to  considerable  expense  by  the  delay 
caused  in  searching  through  the  hundreds  of 
papers  that  are  not  indexed  promptly,  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  clerks  to  perform  the 
work. 

I  inclose  a  copy  of  a  protest  that  was  re- 
ceived recently  from  some  of  the  leading  con- 
veyancers. I  have  assured  them  that  every- 
thing possible  was  being  done  to  expedite  the 
work  of  the  office,  and  have  informed  them 
that  I  would  take  the  matter  up  with  you  at 
the  first  possible  opportunity  to  see  if  addi- 
tional funds  could  not  be  provided  immedi- 
ately to  give  the  public  more  satisfactory 
service. 

I  estimate  that  to  handle  the  business  effi- 
ciently and  expeditiously  funds  should  be  pro- 
vided to  cover  the  compensation  for  the 
months  of  November.  December  and  January 
next,   of  the   following   clerks : 

Three  comparers  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per 
year;  five  indexers  at  the  rate  of  $1,320  per 
year ;  two  registered  land  clerks  at  the  rate 
of  $1,500  per  year;  two  pagers  at  the  rate  of 
$1,320  per  year. 

The  unexpended  balance  in  the  budget  ap- 
propriation "A-l,  Piece  Work,  Copyists,"  is 
$3,303.41.      The    expenditure    under    this    item 
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during  the  current  month  is  $2,521.83  and  with 
the  accumulation  of  business  on  hand  the  next 
three  months'  expenditures  should  be  at  least 
as  large  as  during  the  current  month.  I 
would,  therefore,  request  additional  funds  for 
this   item   of  $5,000. 

By  reason  of  the  hard  usage  during  the 
present  year,  a  number  of  the  typewriters  are 
in  need  of  some  repairs,  and  I  also  request 
that  the  amount  of  $50  be  provided  for  this 
item  under  "General   Plant,  39." 

For  "Printing  and  Binding  B-l,"  an  addi- 
tional  sum  of   $500  will   be  required. 

The  total  number  of  regular  employees  in 
this  department  at  the  present  time  is  74, 
while  the  Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of 
Deeds,  which  transacts  about  the  same  volume 
of   business,   has   a  force   of   88   regular   clerks.

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
serious  objection  to  the  passage  or  the  order, 
except  that  I  would  like  to  suggest  that,  on 
a  matter  of  such  importance,  such  a  momentous 
proposition,  it  might  be  will  to  add  the 
Finance  Commission,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  possibly  the  Governor  or  somebody  repre- 
senting the  Governor,  to  sit  in  conference 
with  the  Commissioner  and  the  Mayor  on  the 
matter.  I  might  also  suggest  that  the  gen- 
tleman might  provide,  through  an  amendment 
to  his  order,  for  a  particular  parking  space  for 
the  pigeons,  squirrels  and  dogs,  permitting  the 
dogs  to  remain  in  their  special  parking  space 
and  the  squirrels  and  the  pigeons  in  theirs. 
Then  we  might  arrange  to  have  the  state- 
militia  ordered  out  on  the  Common  and  Public 
Garden  to  take  care  of  each  one  of  these  reser- 
vations. Tho  gentleman  might  have  his  order 
go  a  little  farther.  He  wants  to  protect  the 
squirrels  and  the  pigeons.  He  might  add 
something  to  protect  the  nuts  on  the  Com- 
mon from  the  squirrels,  as  well.  He  might 
make  some  arrangement  in  his  ortler  to  pro- 
tect the  worms  and  insects  from  the  squirrels 
and  from  the  pigeons,  too.  I  elon't  know  how 
his  order  is  going  to  work  out.  I  do  feel 
that  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner 
will  probably  sit  down  every  day  from  now 
until  springtime,  and  perhaps  by  that  time 
they  may  strike  upon  a  plan  that  will  carry 
out  the  gentleman's  wishes.  I  might  suggest 
that  we  suggest  to  the  Police  Commissioner, 
I  he  Mayor,  and  the  rest  of  those  joining  in 
the  conference,  that  every  man  with  a  dog 
have  a  muzzle  in  his  pocket,  and  the'  minute 
the  elog  puts  foot  on  the  Common  take  the 
muzzle  out  and  put  it  on  the  animal.  It 
seems  to  me  the  order  might  be  made  prac- 
tical if  some  of  my  suggestions  are  lived  up 
to.  This  order  has  much  merit,  I  agree,  as 
much  merit  as  a  lot  of  the  orders  that  the 
gentleman  introduces  ;  and  I  think,  if  we  em- 
body in  the  order  the  provisions  for  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  join  with  the  Po- 
lice Commissioner  and  the  Mayor,  there  may 
be  some  way  of  protecting  the  pigeons  and 
the  squirrels  from  the  dogs.  I  can  hardly 
agree  with  him  that  the  only  dogs  that  go 
on  the  Common  are  Back  Bay  dogs,  as  he  sug- 
gests, brought  there  by  the  ladies  of  the  Back 
Bay.  I  think  the  dogs  on  the  Back  Bay  are 
just  as  human  as  dogs  anywhere  else,  and 
I  think  it  is  wrong  and  an  insult  for  him  to 
place  the  entire  responsibility  on  the  Back 
Bay  dogs,  because  most  of  them  are  toothless, 
like  their  owners.  However,  taking  everything 
into  consideration,  I  don't  think  the  order 
will  do  any  harm,  and  I  am  very  certain  it 
will    do    no    good  ! 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  some  days 
the  gentleman  comes  in  here  with  an  ill 
humor,  and  almost  everything  is  met  with  a 
snarl  or  a  growl.  Today  he  is  in  good  humor, 
and  the  order  I  have  offered  meets  his  facetious 
attitude.      He   says   it   is   a  good   order.      Then, 


why  does  he  indulge  in  the  humor?  What  is 
the  objection  to  the  order?  He  hasn't  an- 
nounced any.  I  have  tried  to  discover  what 
his  objection  was. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  going  to  vote  for 
it,    Henry. 

Coun.  HAGAN — It  cannot  be,  Mr.  President, 
that  possibly  his  objection  to  the  order  is 
that  I  am  trying  to  protect  the  squirrels  from 
being  killed  by  the  dogs,  and  that  he  wants 
the  squirrels  killed,  that  he'  is  afraid  to  go 
on  the  Common,  knowing  the  squirrel's  great 
appetite  for  nuts.  I  think  perhaps  that  is 
the  gentleman's  reason  for  objecting  to  the 
order.  Certainly,  I  think  there  can  be  no 
ether.  I  hope  that  there  will  be  no  further 
objection,  now  that  we  have  retaliated  in  kind. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
was  misunderstood  when  I  said  that  there  was 
some  merit  in  the  order.  I  meant  that  there 
was  some  merit  in  the  disorder,  not  in  the 
order.      However,   I   shall   vote   for  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  speak- 
ing seriously,  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  tho 
order.  I  don't  think  that  dogs  going  through 
the  Common  ought  to  go  through  on  the  end 
of  a  chain.  I  think  the  dog  is  a  pretty 
faithful  friend  of  mankind,  and  whatever 
little  libei  ties  we'  can  give  them  we  should 
give  them,  without  chaining  or  muzzling  them 
more  than  is  necessary.  I  appreciate  the 
fact  that  at  some  seasons  it  might  be  well 
to  do  so,  but  I  think  certainly  to  prevent 
their  running  at  large  through  the  Common 
or  through  our  breathing  spaces  is  inhuman. 
I    am    absolutely    opposed    to    it. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  speaking 
seriously,  as  the  gentleman's  remarks  seem 
serious,  I  thought  the  order  to  be  rather  a 
harmless  order  which  was  humane  in  character. 
We  have  on  the  Common  a  large  flock  of 
pigeons  and  a  number  of  squirrels,  which  are 
quite  tame  anel  which  are  a  great  source  of 
amusement  and  pleasure  to  women  and  chil- 
dren. The  squirrels  have  become  very  tame. 
Now.  dogs  running  at  large  are  killing  the 
squirrels  and  the  pigeons,  and  I  wanted  to 
reduce  that  sort  of  thing  to  the  minimum. 
That  is  the  most  that  I  would  expect  to  do. 
If  dogs  are  to  be  permitted  to  run  at  large 
without  any  restraint,  we  know  that  some 
dogs  are  going  to  get  over  onto  the  Common 
and  the  Public  Garden.  You  cannot  prevent 
it.  But  if  there  was  some  preventive 
measure  adoptee!  to  try  to  reduce  the  evil  I 
have  referred  to,  it  might  meet  what  I  have 
in  mind.  I  think  there  is  plenty  of  space 
where  dogs  can  be  permitted  to  run  at  large 
without  inhabiting  the  Public  Garden  and  the 
Common  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  animals 
and  birds  there,  which  remain  there  all  the 
time.  I  am  sure  that  the  gentleman  is  just 
as  humane  in  his  ideas  and  that  he  would 
not  care  to  see  those  same  squirrels,  which 
are  so  lovable  and  which  the  youngsters  are 
so  fond  of  eliminated  by  the  dogs.  He  does 
not  want  the  dogs  treated  ill.  Neither  do 
I.  I  am  sure  also  that  he  does  not  want  the 
other   animals   treated    ill   by   the   dogs. 

Coun.  GILBODY— Mr.  President,  I  cannot 
see  any  logic  in  the  order.  How  can  you 
restrain  dogs  or  prevent  their  coming  in  con- 
tact with  the  squirrels  and  pigeons  on  the 
Common  and  the  Pubic  Garden  without  some 
enclosure?  We  cannot  expect  the  police  off), 
cers  to  chase'  dogs  around  the  Common  or 
the  Public  Garden  or  to  chase  the  pigeons 
around.  I  think  the  order  is  out  of  place 
in  this  body  and  will  simply  cause  a  certain 
amr-unt  of  ridicule  to  be  cast  upon  the  body 
by  the  outside  public.  I  propose  to  vote 
against   its   passag.e 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have 
wondered  where  the  gentleman  who  offered 
the  order  spends  his  spare  time,  and  at  last 
I  have  found  that  he  spends  it  on  the  Com- 
mon and  the  Public  Garden.

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and  the  Public  Garden  ?  Why  not  arrange 
to  have  every  dog's  teeth  pulled  before  he 
goes  on  the  Common  or  Public  Garden,  and 
then  he  will  be  harmless  ?  I  don't  think  the 
gentleman  is  really  serious  about  the  order. 
If  so,  why  not  have  it  referred  to  Franklin 
Park,  Blackstone  square,  Eagle  Hill,  every 
other  park  and  playground  in  the  city  ? 
Nevertheless,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  or- 
der. It  is  in  line  with  many  of  his  orders, 
but  I   am   going   to   vote   for   it  just  the   same.

SALARIES  AND  COST  OF  LIVING.

Firstv  wages  and  salaries  paid  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Second,  wages  and  salaries  paid  by  New 
York,    Chicago   and   Philadelphia. 

Third,  conclusions  reached  by  recent  com- 
mission considering  the  question  of  wages  as 
affecting  the  cost  of  living. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be 
put  upon  its  passage.  I  would  state  that  the 
reason  why  I  have  presented  this  order  is 
that  the  Council  should  have  before  it  in  the 
consideration  of  the  budget  some  intelligent 
understanding  of  the  wages  and  salaries  paid 
to  city  employees  outside  of  Boston,  so  that 
the  City  of  Boston  may  deal  intelligently  with 
the  question  and  may  pay  as  good  a  wage  as 
the  Commonwealth  and  other  large  metropoli- 
tan cities  in  the  United  States.  You  cannot 
pull  arguments  down  out  of  the  air  :  you  can- 
not manufacture  evidence ;  but  if  we  know 
what  they  are  paying  in  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  in  three  of  the  great  metropoli- 
tan cities  of  the  United  States,  such  as  New 
York,  Chicago  and  Philadelphia,  action  can 
then  be  intelligently  taken  to  put  Boston  on 
an  equal  plane  with  the  Commonwealth  and 
with  three  such  cities.  Therefore,  in  order 
that  the  Council  may  be  able  to  discuss  and 
consider  the  matter  intelligently  when  the 
budget  arrives  I  have  introduced  an  order 
looking  to  the  Statistics  Department  investi- 
gating this  matter  and  giving  us  a  report,  so 
that  we  may  have  the  necessary  information 
before   us   by    the  second    Monday   in   January- 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule.

Dear  Sir,— In  1921-22  there  were  22,564 
patients  treated  in  this  hospital.  In  1922-23 
the  number  treated  was  27,011.  When  the 
budget  was  prepared  for  1923-24  it  was  not 
anticipated  that  this  number  would  be  ex- 
ceeded, as  it  was  felt  that  our  limit  had  been 
reached ;  but  to  date  there  has  been  an  aver- 
age of  eighty-four  patients  daily,  and  today 
there  are  200  patients  more  than  were  in  the 
hospital  on  the  corresponding  day  last  year. 
These  are  being  cared  for  by  moving  the 
beds  closer  together  and  placing  more  cots  in 


the  wards.  Our  daily  average  for  the  year 
will  be  at  least  100  more  than  a  year  ago,  an 
increase  of  10  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
patients.  There  have  also  been  added  more 
nurses  and  employees.  One  year  ago  there 
were  260  nurses  in  this  hospital,  including 
fifty-one  specials.  Today  there  are  284  nurses, 
including   fifty-five  specials. 

To  provide  for  this  emergency,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  request  additional  funds  to  carry 
the  hospital  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

fore the  permanent  pavement  is  laid  next 
spring.  If  the  laying  of  this  length  of  pine 
is  postponed  until  the  1924  contract  it  will 
be  late  in  the  summer  before  the  work  is  com- 
pleted, etc.,  and  therefore  very  uncertain 
whether  the  permanent  paving  can  be  prop- 
erly laid ;  and  as  regards  cost,  labor  condi- 
tions are  such  that  the  prices  paid  next  year 
will  be  at  least  equal  if  not  greater  than  this 
year's  prices. 

$10,000  of  the  $25,000  asked  for  will  be 
used  for  this  pipelaying  and  the  remaining 
$15,000  is  to  permit  the  advertising  now  for 
thirty  16-inch  high  pressure  fire  gates  that 
will  be  required  for  next  year's  work.  If  we 
are  obliged  to  wait  until  February  1  before 
receiving  money  for  this  pupose,  judging  from 
our  past  and  present  experience,  it  will  be 
late  in  the  fall  before  the  gates  are  received, 
and  as  there  are  no  16-inch  gates  on  hand, 
it  will  practically  mean  no  high  pressure  fire 
pipe  laying  in  1924.

of  the  voters  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Chapter  516,  section  1,  is  a  general  act 
reading  as  follows: 

"In  every  city,  and  in  every  town  using 
official  ballots,  in  which  an  accounting  system 
has  not  been  installed  under  the  provisions  of 
section  thirty-five  or  thirty-six  of  chapter  forty- 
four  of  the  General  Laws  or  corresponding  pro- 
visions of  earlier  laws,  there  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  official  ballot  at  the  next  city  election, 
and  in  such  towns  upon  the  official  ballot  for 
the  election  of  town  officials  at  the  annual 
town  meetinc  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  twentv.th.ee.  the  following  question: 
"Shall  the  (city)  or  (town)  petition  for  the 
installation  of  an  accounting  system  by  the 
commonwealth?"  If  a  majority  of  the  voters 
voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative  m 
answer  to  said  question,  then  in  cities  the 
city  council  and  in  towns  the  selectmen  shall 
forthwith  petition  the  director  of  the  divi- 
sion of  accounts  of  the  department  of  cor- 
porations and  taxation  for  the  installation  of 
an  accounting  system  in  said  city  or  town 
under  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  forty- 
four." 
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and  is  apparently  in  conflict  with  section 
23  of  chapter  4S6  of  the  Acts  of  1909  (amend- 
ed charter  of  1909 ) ,  which  confers  upon  the 
City  Auditor  the  power  to  describe  the  form 
in  which  the  accounts  in  the  departments  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk 
shall   be  kept. 

"Section  23.  All  accounts  rendered  to  or 
kept  in  the  departments  of  the  city  of  Boston 
or  county  of  Suffolk  shall  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  and  revision  of  the  city  auditor 
and  shall  be  rendered  and  kept  in  such  form 
as  he  shall  prescribe     .     .     ." 

This  is  a  special  act  applying  only  to  the 
City  of  Boston  and  as  such  it  must  be  con- 
sidered as  being  in  force  until  such  time 
as  some  other  act  of  the  Legislature  evidences 
a  clear  intent  that  the  said  special  act  be 
repealed. 

See  Lewis'  Southcrland  on  Statutory  Con- 
struction,   section    275,    page    531, 

"Unless  there  is  a  plain  indication  of  an 
intent  that  the  general  act  shall  repeal  the 
other  (special  act)  it  will  continue  to  have 
effect  and  the  general  words  with  which  it 
conflicts  will  be  restrained  and  modified  ac- 
cordingly." 

"See  also  the  same  author,  section  278, 
citing  cases  in  which  local  and  special  acts 
were  held  not  to  be  repealed  by  general 
acts. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opnion  that  the 
Act  of  1922  was  not  intended  to  apply  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  did  not  repeal  section 
23  of  the  amended  charter  and  consequently 
the  said  section  23  remains  in  force.  I  am 
further  of  the  opinion  that  the  question 
should  not  have  been  placed  upon  the  ballot 
at  the  city  election   in  1922. 

However,  inasmuch  as  an  expression  of  the 
desires  of  the  voters  of  Boston  was  obtained 
in  this  matter,  anel  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Auditor  have  no  objection,  I  see  no 
reason  why  the  City  Council  may  not  peti- 
tion the  Director  of  the  Division  of  Accounts 
of  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tion for  the  installation  of  an  accounting 
system  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  accordance 
with  that  expressed  desire.

His  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  I 
move  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  same 
committee.

INVESTIGATION     CONCERNING     HOMES. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Planning  Board,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  investigate  what  the 
city  of  Milwaukee  has  done  to  provide  homes 
for  those  of  modest  means,  and  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  whether  some 
such  plan  as  in  effect  in  Milwaukee  might  not 
be  used  in   Boston. 

Passed,   under   a  suspension   of  the   rule. 


HOUSING  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
confer  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  the 
advisibility  of  petitioning  the  Legislature  to 
amend  the  present  statute  which  permits 
municipalities  to  provide  housing  accommoda- 
tions in  time  of  emergency,  and  strike  out 
from  the  present  law  the  word  'temporary, 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
the  law  is  now  worded  so  that  it  prevents  the 
city  from  taking  any  action  that  would  be 
helpful  to  the  people. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  speak  on  both  of  those  orders  at  once,  as 
the  subject  is  pretty  nearly  the  same.  I  think 
it  would  be  well  to  see  if  we  cannot  get  some 
action  from  the  incoming  Legislature  so  that 
the  city  can  do  something  to  help  out  in  the 
emergency  that  is  known  to  exist,  providing 
homes,  modest  homes  for  those  of  modest 
means.  It  seems  to  me  that  everybody  knows 
of  this  necessity,  this  emergency,  and  in 
"everybody,"   I   include   city   officials   and  state 


officials  ;  but  nobody  seems  to  want  to  do  any- 
thing or  to  know  what  to  do.  Everybody  seems 
willing  to  pass  it  along  to  somebody  else.  The 
result  is  that  nothing  is  being  done  in  Boston 
by  either  the  Legislature  or  the  city  govern- 
ment beyond  talking  on  this  matter.  In  con- 
sultation with  the  Corporation  Counsel  he 
gives  me  to  understand  that  the  present  law 
has  a  joker  inserted  in  it,  in  the  word  "tem- 
porary." So  that  the  city  is  under  the  law 
allowed  to  provide  temporary  homes  and  he  so 
construes  and  interprets  the  law  that  we  can- 
not provide  anything  of  a  permanent  nature. 
Well,  these  people  don't  want  to  live  in  tents 
or  shacks  which  we  would  call  temporary 
structures  for  temporary  use.  They  want  to 
live  in  homes,  properly  built  homes.  But  ac- 
cording to  the  Corporation  Counsel's  interpre- 
tation of  the  present  statute  law,  Boston  is 
tied  hand  and  foot  as  far  as  taking  any  action 
is  concerned.  The  object  of  the  order  is  to 
ask  the  Mayor  to  request  the  Legislature  to 
take  action  looking  to  something  being  done 
looking  to  remedy  the  trouble,  and  to  have  the 
Corporation  Counsel  appear  before  the  proper 
legislative  committee  and  see  if  the  law  can- 
not be  amended  so  as  to  remove  the  joker 
that  exists  because  of  the  word  "temporary," 
providing  a  suitable  law  so  that  the  city  can 
take  seme  action.  I  might  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  while  we  here  in  Boston  are  talking  on 
this  matter,  other  cities  are  doing  something. 
The  city  of  Milwaukee  has  got  to  a  state 
where  it  is  providing  a  number  of  homes  of 
the  type  and  character  that  we  have  in  mind 
here,  and  to  meet  the  same  emergency  that 
exists  in  Boston.  What  the  city  of  Milwaukee 
has  done  the  City  of  Boston  can  do.  Some- 
body in  Milwaukee  had  to  take  the  initiative ; 
somebody  had  to  think,  had  to  take  some  ac- 
tion, had  to  do  some  planning,  and  somebody 
did.  Just  who  that  somebody  was,  I  don't 
know,  but  I  think  it  is  the  sentiment  of 
every  member  of  the  body  here  that  Boston 
ought  to  be  doing  something  along  these  lines. 
We  talked  about  this  in  the  early  spring 
months,  in  the  hope  at  that  time  that  per- 
haps something  of  this  nature  might  be  pro- 
vided during  the  summer,  before  the  severe 
fall  and  winter  months  arrive.  We  are  in 
the  same  position  now  that  we  were  the  day 
we  started,  and  nothing  has  been  done.  Noth- 
ing will  be  done,  if  we  are  going  to  continue 
simply  to  talk  about  this  matter  and  not  get 
some  real  action.  It  seems  to  me  reasonable 
and  logical  that  what  some  other  city  has 
been  able  to  accomplish  we  can  likewise  ac- 
complish. We  have  the  City  Planning  Board 
here,  a  body  of  interested  citizens  who  I  am 
sure  will  be  glad  to  investigate  the  Milwaukee 
plan  and  let  us  know  the  result  of  the  investi- 
gation. I  have  personally  looked  into  the  mat- 
ter somewhat  as  well  as  obtaining  what  litera- 
ture I  could  from  the  Milwaukee  city  govern- 
ment :  but  I  would  prefer  to  have  the  City 
Planning  Board  make  this  investigation  and 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  doing  it 
as  promptly  as  possible,  so  that  we  may  be 
able  to  take  some  favorable  action  this  winter 
in  the  line  of  removing  the  emergency  condi- 
tions that  now  exist,  which  are  a  great  source 
of  annoyance  to  a  large  element  of  our  citizen- 
ship. I  have  no  objection  to  having  this  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee.  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, if  that  is  the  wish,  but  if  there  is  no 
objection  to  the  passage  of  the  order  I  would 
ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  that  it  might  be 
iv.it  upon  its  passage  at  this  time.  I  will  not 
press  the  passage,  however,  if  there  is  ob- 
jection. 

The    rule    was     suspended     and    the    orders 
were  passed. 


PAYMENT    FOR    ENGROSSING    OF    RESO- 
LUTIONS. 

President  LANE  offered  the  following  order 
—That  the  expense  of  engrossing  the  resolu- 
tions adopted  on  the  death  of  Hon.  Samuel 
W.  McCall  be  charged  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 
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SALARIES  AND  COST  OF  LIVING. 
Coun.  HEALEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Budget  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
submit  to  the  City  Council  on  or  before  the 
second  Monday  of  January,  1924,  two  reports 
on  salaries  and  wages  received,  respectively, 
by  the  county  and  city  employees,  the  School 
Department  excluded,  said  reports  to  include' 
charts  and  tables  indicating  the  number  of 
employees  receiving  uniform  wages  in  the 
various  departments,  and  other  information  on 
the  following  subjects,   viz. : 

First,  wages  and  salaries  paid  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Second,  wages  and  salaries  paid  by  New 
York,    Chicago    and    Philadelphia. 

Third,  conclusions  reached  by  recent  com- 
mission considering  the  question  of  wages  as 
affecting  the  cost  of  living. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  the  death  of 
Mr.  Koren  took  away  the  leading  light  in  the 
Statistics  Department,  and  I  have  therefore 
introduced  this  order  to  have  the  Finance 
Commission  investigate  the  same  subject  which 
under  an  order  that  I  introduced  two  weeks 
ago  I  asked  to  have  the  Statistics  Department 
investigate. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  you  ask  to 
have  the  information  obtained  returned  on 
what   date  ? 

Coun.  HEALEY — About  the  second  Monday 
in   January. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Are  you  giving  them  time 
enough  to  do  it  ? 

Coun.  HEALEY— I  don't  know.  They  work 
fast. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Well,  it  is  a  pretty  large 
order,  and  I  don't  know  whether  you  are  giv- 
ing them  time  enough  to  do  it  or  not. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  President,  I  am 
satisfied  to  get  the  information  but  I  would 
rather  get  it  from  some  other  source.  I 
think  we  have  a  man  within  our  control,  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  who  could  very  well 
furnish    the   information. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Well,  it  would  be  pretty 
hard  work. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  Mr.  President,  I 
don't  think  the  Budget  Commissioner's  De- 
partment is  at  all  anxious  to  avoid  work.  I 
would  like  to  say  that  I  would  wish  to  get 
information  that  I  would  have  some  faith  in, 
and  I  would  have  no  faith  in  any  recommen- 
dation coming  from  the  Finance  Commission. 
I  heard  the  councilor  say  that  he  introduced 
a  similar  order  here  two  weeks  ago.  I  sup- 
pose I  am  on  record  as  voting  for  it.  If  I 
had  heard  it,  I  would  have  made  the  same 
objection  that  I  am  making  now.  I  feel  that 
the  Budget  Commissioner  is  the  proper  man 
to  furnish  this  information  for  us.  If  his 
department  has  not  got  the  time  he  can  put 
on  some  help.  There  are  more  men  and 
women  loafing  today  than  at  any  time  eince 
the  war.  I  am  informed  that  the  Finance 
Commission  has  just  put  on  twenty.  Of 
course,  they  are  not  subject  to  the  civil  service 
laws,  as  we  are  here.  They  can  do  anything 
they  want  within  their  appropriation  allowed 
by  statute.  But  I  want  to  say  that  I  agree 
with  Coun.  Healey's  idea,  that  we  get  the  in- 
formation, although  I  do  not  agree  with  the 
source  that  he  selects  to  furnish  that  infor- 
mation. I  shall  be  glad  to  vote  for  the  order, 
if  the  information  is  to  be  furnished  through 
any  other  source,  but  if  it  is  to  some  through 
the  Finance  Commission  I  will  have  to  vote 
against  it. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  if  there  is 
no  objection  I  would  ask  that  the  words  "Bud- 
get Commissioner"  replace  the  words  "Finance 
Commission,"    in   the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
would  be  a  mistake  to  send  this  to  the  Budget 
Commissioner — not  but  what  I  have  the  ut- 
most confidence  in  his  ability  to  do  the  work 
and  his  good  intention  to  pursue  the  investi- 
gation suggested.  But  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner has  only  one  employee  in  his  office. 
Now  is  the  busy  season  also  for  that  little  de- 
partment   because    the    department   heads    are 


preparing  their  budget  estimates  and  sending 
them  (o  him  and  he  is  going  to  have  his  hands 
full  to  take  care  of  the  budget  and  have  it  in 
here  within  the  time  required  by  law,  on  March 
1.  As  I  understand  the  position  of  the  gen- 
tleman opposite,  Coun.  Moriarty,  he  has  no  op- 
position whatsoever  to  the  merits  of  the  order 
as  presented  by  Coun.  Healey.  He  is  just  op- 
posed to  the  Finance  Commission  doing  the 
investigating.  Well  that  is  personal  prejudice 
on  his  part.  He  is  entitled  to  have  that  preju- 
dice, but  this  information  is  not  anything  the 
Finance  Commission  are  going  to  conjure  up. 
Coun.  Healey  is  asking  for  facts  and  figures, 
and  that  is  all  anybody  can  give  you  and  all 
that  they  will  give  you.  The  Finance  Commis- 
sion are  by  law  delegated  as  the  investigating 
body  connected  with  the  city  government,  and 
they  are  the  people  who  ought  to  do  this. 
They  are  the  people  who  are  best  equipped  to 
do  this  work,  and  therefore  they  are  the 
people  who  ought  to  have  the  job.  I  don't 
understand  that  there  is  any  opposition  to 
the  merits  of  the  order  at  all,  but  only  as  to 
where  it  shall  be  sent.  Now,  what  is  the  use 
of  sending  this  to  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
if  it  is  beyond  his  capacity  to  return  the  in- 
formation to  us,  at  least  in  reasonable  season  ? 
I  don't  believe  we  would  get  the  information 
for  many  months  after  the  order  was  sent 
down  there,  considering  the  work  that  has  to 
be  done  in  his  office  and  the  fact  that  he  has 
only  one  employee  in  the  office.  The  Finance 
Commission  are  people  who  could  and  would 
readily  send  the  information  to  us.  I  don't 
believe  Coun.  Moriarty  need  have  any  fear  as 
to  what  is  coming  to  us  from  the  Finance 
Commission  in  reply  to  that  order.  It  is  only 
a  question  of  figures,  and  they  are  simply  go- 
ing to  compile  them  and  send  them  in  in  the 
proper  form  That  is  all  he  wants,  all  anybody 
wants,   and   they   will  do   it  for  us. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
glad  that  the  gentleman  opposite  has  the  con- 
fidence he  seems  to  have  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. I  want  to  say  this,  however,  that  I 
have  absolutely  no  confidence  in  them,  and 
that  with  me  it  is  not  a  personal  matter.  It 
is  a  feeling  that  has  come  from  long  experi- 
ence, long  and  bitter  experience.  And  I  want 
to  say  this  to  the  member  on  the  other  side. 
If  it  is  true  that  they  have  put  twenty  girls 
to  work  recently,  I  will  be  willing  to  vote  that 
half  of  them  do  not  belong  in  Boston.  My 
situation  is  this.  Figures  do  not  lie,  no,  but 
certain  people  can  make  figures  lie,  and  I 
would  not  put  it  past  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion to  make  figures  lie.  I  remember,  in  con- 
nection with  a  proposed  appropriation  here, 
and  the  member  of  the  other  side  remembers, 
that  the  chairman  of  that  commission  told  us 
that  if  we  would  appropriate  $50,000  for  an 
investigation  of  the  pension  bill  before  the 
bill  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature,  he 
would  forward  a  copy  to  this  Council,  and 
the  first  time  we  saw  it  was  after  the  Legis- 
lature had  passed  that  notorious  bill.  I  don't 
know  how  busy  the  Budget  Commissioner  is, 
neither  do  I  care.  The  Budget  Commissioner, 
in  my  estimation,  is  just  as  capable  of  select- 
ing extra  help  to  get  this  information  as  the 
Finance  Commission  is,  and  I  think  we  would 
have  some  confidence  in  the  report  that  came 
back  to  us  from  him.  I  don't  know  of  any- 
body here  who  has  not  got  confidence  in  the 
ability  of  the  Budget  Department.  I  don't 
know  whether  I  am  the  only  one  who  has  not 
got  confidence  in  the  Finance  Commission.  I 
cannot  speak  for  anybody  but  myself.  But  I 
have  absolutely  no  confidence  in  that  commis- 
sion. I  am  glad  that  the  gentleman  on  the 
other  side  has  the  confidence  he  seems  to  have 
in  them,  but  in  my  estimation  they  have 
never  done  one  constructive  piece  of  work 
since  they  have  been  in  existence,  and  I  don't 
think  that  they  could  do  the  job  that  Mr. 
Healey  proposes  constructively  if  the  resolution 
goes  through. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  need  of  controversy  over 
this  proposition.  The  mere  fact  that  Coun. 
Healey  accepts  the  suggestion   of  Coun.   Mori- 
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arty  ought  to  be  sufficient.  But  there  is  one 
reason,  from  my  point  of  view,  why  it  should 
go  to  the  Budget  Commissioner.  The  Budget 
Commission  is  an  important  department  of 
this  city.  It  is  a  department  that  has  to  do 
very  intimately  with  vital  statistics,  with  fig- 
ures, wages  and  appropriations ;  and  I  don't 
think  there  is  any  department  in  the  city 
better  fitted  to  get  the  information.  I  don't 
believe  he  will  have  to  increase  his  force1  in 
order  to  obtain  the  information  desired.  If 
he  does,  we  ought  to  put  ourselves  in  the  posi- 
tion of  supplying  the  money  which  will  enable 
him  to  do  it.  The  Finance  Commission  surely 
will  put  on  additional  help  when  they  are 
called  upon  to  do  additional  work  outside  of 
their  routine.  They  always  put  on  somebody 
to  do  the  work.  If  you  will  read  the  City 
Record  of  this  week,  you  will  see,  for  instance, 
that  John  Jones  or  John  Smith  has  been  em- 
ployed to  investigate,  at  $10  a  day  for 
twenty-one  days,  something  like  that,  and 
they  never  go  to  the  civil  service  about  it. 
I  think  myself,  in  order  to  keep  our  depart- 
ments intact  and  to  have  them  do  such  work 
as  naturally  would  come  in  their  line,  we 
should  recognize  the  desirability  of  having  de- 
partments which  deal  with  certain  lines  of  in- 
formation or  figures  make  investigations  along 
such  lines  for  us,  when  we  wish  information. 
As  I  said  in  opening,  the  mere  fact  that  Coun. 
Healey,  who  offers  the  order,  accepts  without 
hesitation  the  proposed  amendment  that  the 
information  be  furnished  through  the  Budget 
Commissioner,  is  sufficient.  Therefore,  I  trust 
that  the  amendment  will  prevail. 

Coun  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  ought  to 
say,  in  order  to  settle  the  controversy,  that  in 
conversation  with  the  Budget  Commissioner,  I 
find  that  he  feels  that  he  will  have  time  suffi- 
cient in  the  next  two  weeks  to  perform  the 
work  required  under  the  order. 

The  amendment  to  substitute  the  words 
"Budget  Commissioner"  for  the  words  "Finance 
Commission"  was  adopted  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule ;  Coun  Hagan  stating  that,  as  a  matter 
of  record,  he  wished  to  be  recorded  as  voting 
"no"  on  the  question  of  sending  the  order  to 
the  Budget  Commissioner,  although  otherwise 
he   favored   the   passage   of   the   order.

PARK  FRONTAGES. 

Coun.  HEALEY.  for  the  Committee  on  Or- 
dinances, submitted  a  report  on  ordinance 
(referred  October  15)  recommending  passage 
of  the  same  in  the1  following  new  draft,  viz. : 

In    the    Year    Nineteen    Hundred    and    Twenty- 
three. 
An   Ordinance   Concerning    Park    Frontages    in 

the  City  of   Boston. 
Be   it  ordained  by   the   City   Council  of   Boston, 
as  follows. 

That  chapter  five  of  the  ordinances  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-two.  an  ordinance 
concerning  park  frontages  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, as  amended  by  chapter  two  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three, 
be  further  amended : 

By  striking  out  section  one  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  the  following : 

Section  1.  No  building  or  structure  or  any 
part  thereof  hereafter  erected  or  altered  on 
land  which  abuts  on  and  has  an  entrance 
into  and  is  within  a  distance  of  one  hundred 
feet  from  the  following  parkways :  The  Fens 
(excepting  Charlesgate  East  and  Charlesgate 
West  from  a  point  one  hundred  feet  north 
from  their  intersection  with  Commonwealth 
avenue  to  Charles  river).  Riverway.  includ- 
ing Audubon  road,  from  Brookline  avenue  to 
Beacon  street,  Commonwealth  avenue  from 
Arlington  street  to  Kenmore  street,  Jamaica- 
way.  Olmsted  Park,  Arborway,  Columbia  road 
on  the  southerly  side  from  Sumner  street 
and  or.  the  northerly  side  from  Boston  street 
to  Marine  Park,  South  Boston,  shall  be  used 
for  a  livery  or  public  stable  or  public  garage, 
or  for  any  mechanical,  mercantile  or  manu- 
facturing purposes,  nor,   excepting  churches  and 
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chapels,  shall  have  the  extreme  height  of 
said  buildings  or  structure  exceed  seventy 
feet  from  the  mean  grade  of  the'  edgestone 
or  sidewalk  on  the  front  facing  said  park- 
way, exclusive  of  such  steeples,  towers,  domes, 
cornices,  parapets,  balustrades,  sculptured  or- 
naments, chimneys  and  roofs  as  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  shall  approve ;  and  no 
roof  on  any  of  the  aforementioned  buildings 
shall  be  used  for  laundry  or  clothes-drying 
purposes. 

By  striking  out  sections  three  and  four. 

By  striking  out  section  five  and  substituting 
therefor   the   following : 

Sect.  5.  No  building  shall  be  erected  or 
placed  upon  premises  within  the  following 
distances  from  the  following  parks  and  park- 
ways :  Rivcrway,  from  Fenway  to  Huntington 
avenue,  twenty  feet ;  Jamaicaway,  from  Hun- 
tington avenue  to  Perkins  street,  twenty  feet ; 
Jamaicaway,  from  Perkins  street  to  Prince 
street,  twenty-five  feet ;  Arborway,  from 
Prince  street  to  Franklin  Park,  twenty-five 
f<  et ;  Olmsted  Park  along  the  northwesterly 
boundary  from  Chestnut  street  to  Francis 
Parkman  drive,  twenty  feet ;  Audubon  road 
on  the  Riverway  from  Brookline  avenue  to 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  twenty  feet ;  Audu- 
bon road  on  the  Riverway  from  Boston  &  Al- 
bany Railroad  to  Beacon  street,  fifteen  feet, 
Commonwealth  avenue,  from  Arlington  to 
Beacon  street,  twenty  feet ;  the  Fens,  twenty 
feet  (excepting  Charlesgate  East  f  rom  Boylston 
street  to  the  Charles  river,  and  Charlesgate 
West  from  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  to  the 
Charles  river,  and  Boylston  street,  south  side 
from  Hemenway  street  to  Fenway ;  Charles- 
gate East  from  Boylston  street  to  Ipswich 
street,  ten  feet ;  and  Boylston  street,  south 
side  from  Hemenway  street  to  Fenway,  fifteen 
feet ;  provided  that  steps,  windows,  porticos 
and  other  usual  projections,  appurtenances  to 
the  front  wall  of  a  building  shall  be  allowed 
where  there  is  a  reserved  space,  that  no 
projections  in  the  nature  of  a  bay  window, 
coiner  bay,  circular  front,  or  octagon  front, 
with  the  foundation  wall  sustaining  the  same 
(such  foundation  wall  being  a  projection  of 
the  front  wall),  shall  be  allowed  (excepting 
oriel  window  above  the  first  story  on  a 
street  corner),  unless  any  horizontal  sections 
of  such  projections  would  fall  within  the  ex- 
ternal lines  of  trapezoids,  the  sum  of  whose 
bases  upon  the  rear  line  of  the  aforesaid 
space  docs  not  exceed  seven  tenths  of  the 
whole  front  of  the  building,  and  the  base  of 
any  one  of  which  trapezoids  does  not  exceed 
eighteen  feet,  and  whose  side  lines  make  an 
angle  of  forty-five  degrees  with  the  base, 
and  each  house  in  a  block  shall  be  considered 
a  separate  building  within  the  meaning  of 
this  section.

BRIDGE    EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ascertain 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  why 
it  is  that  the  City  of  Boston,  paying  half  the 
expenses  of  the  Boston-Cambridge  bridges,  is 
not  entitled  to  employ  one  half  of  the  em- 
ployees working  on   these  bridges. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  mere- 
ly wish  to  repeat  at  this  time  what  I  said  in 
the  executive  meeting,  that,  inasmuch  as  the 
City  of  Boston  is  paying  one  half  the  expense 
of  maintenance  privileges,  in  my  opinion  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  is  not  en- 
titled to  employ  half  of  the  employees  who 
work  on  the  bridges.  The  matter  came  to  my 
attention  in  looking  over  the  pay  roll  book, 
where  I  discovered  that  there  are  twenty-two 
permanent  employees  working  on  those  bridges, 
but  five  or  six  of  whom  at  the  most  are  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  feel  that  we 
are  entitled  to  at  least  one  half  of  the  number 
of  employees  there,  and  also  of  the  laborers 
who  are  working  on  those  bridges  from  time 
to  time.  My  understanding  of  the  matter  is 
that,  while  half  the  expense  of  those  who 
work  as  employees  and  laborers  in  connection 
with  the  maintenance  of  the  bridges  is  borne 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  most  of  those  employees 
are  residents  of  Cambridge.  I  feel  that,  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  we  pay  half  the  ex- 
penses, we  should  be  entitled  to  half  the  num- 
ber of  employees.  That,  to  a  small  degree  at 
least  would  help  alleviate  some  of  the  suffer- 
ing from  lack  of  work  in  our  city.  In  other 
words,  I  see  no  reason  why,  if  jurisdiction  is 
handed  over  to  the  Cambridge  authorities  to 
repair    and    maintain    these    bridges,    for   that 
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reason  Cambridge  should  be  entitled  to  hire 
most  of  the  employees  who  do  the  work  on 
the  bridges.  I  think  we  should  be  entitled  to 
half  of  them.  I  believe  Boston  is  entitled  to 
a  square  deal  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  what  Coun.  Donoghue  has  said,  but  I 
believe  we  ought  to  go  farther.  I  believe  we 
should  request  the  Mayor  to  ask  our  representa- 
tive on  the  Commission  to  see  if  the  abuses 
existing  cannot  be  rectified,  and  to  have  a  re- 
port  in   regard  to   the  same. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


NIGHT   CAR   SERVICE. 

Coun.  MORIARTY  offered  an  order — That 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  be  requested  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  restore  the  all  night  car  service 
starting  from  Adams  square,  Boston. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
matter  in  regard  to  which  I  have  received 
some  newspaper  notoriety.  I  do  not  stay  out 
very  late  myself,  so  as  to  use  the  night  cars, 
but  I  was  surprised,  in  view  of  the  situation 
we  find  here,  to  hear  the  representatives  of 
the  Elevated  today  tell  us  how  they  were  try- 
ing to  satisfy  the  riding  public.  I  see  from 
newspaper  reports  that  there  was  a  commit- 
tee of  the  night  workers  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Newspaper  row  who  waited  upon  the  trus- 
tees and  advocated  the  retention  of  the  night 
cars  running  from  Adams  square,  as  they  have 
for  a  great  many  years,  and  I  understand  that 
the  trustees  turned  their  request  down  and 
said  that  they  were  going  to  continue  to  run 


from  the  subway.  I  think  there  are  many 
reasons  why  they  should  continue  to  run  from 
Adams  square.  I  very  seldom  take  this  floor 
to  advocate  the  interests  of  the  downtown 
district,  but  we  all  know  that  there  are  res- 
taurants located  on  Washington  street  kept 
open  nights  for  the  purpose  of  catering  to 
those  people  who  are  unfortunately  compelled 
to  work  nights  to  earn  their  living,  and  the 
men  and  women  working  nights  down  in  this 
section  and  living  farther  out  in  the  residen- 
tial sections  should  not  be  compelled  to  walk 
from  the  down-town  business  district  during 
the  winter  months  to  the  subway  to  get  their 
cars.  I  feel  that  the  trustees  should  continue 
to  run  the  night  cars  from  Adams  square,  and 
I  believe  if  it  is  possible  to  get  the  Mayor  to 
urge  them  to  do  so  it  may  have  some  result. 
I  trust  that  we  can  bring  back  to  those  people 
who  are  unfortunately  compelled  to  work  dur- 
ing the  night  hours,  into  the  small  hours  of 
the  morning,  those  ears,  running  on  Wash- 
ington street  from  Adams  square,  which  will 
enable  them  to  get  to  their  homes,  as  they 
have  been  able  to   do  for  many  years. 

The   order   was    passed    under   suspension    of 
the  rule.

USE  OF  CITY  MONEY  FOR  COUNTY 
PURPOSES. 

Coun.    DONOGHUE   offered   an    order— That 
the     Corporation     Counsel     be     requested     to 


inform  the  City  Council  whether  or  not 
the  City  Auditor  has  the  right  to  use  money 
raised  by  taxation  for  city  purposes  for  the 
payment    of    county    expenses. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  my  or- 
der is  in  connection  with  the  proposition 
about  which  we  had  some  controversy  a  few 
weeks  ago,  relative  to  the  city  paying  the 
salaries  of  the  county  officers  who  have  been 
appointed  for  the  new  court.  My  conten- 
tion then  was  that  unless  the  City  Council 
appropriated  the  money  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  those  salaries  the  City  Auditor 
or  the  City  reasurer  had  no  right  to  pay 
them.  I  have  been  informed  since  then  that 
the  City  Auditor  and  the  City  Treasurer 
have  been  advised  by  the  Law  Department 
that  they  should  pay  these  moneys.  The 
point  I  raise  is  this :  There  is  a  certain 
amount  of  money  raised  by  taxation  for  city 
purposes,  and  there  is  also  a  certain  amount 
of  money  raised  by  taxation  for  county  ex- 
penses. My  understanding  of  the  situation 
is  that  money  which  is  provided  for  the 
Reserve  Fund  comes  from  the  money  which 
is  raised  by  taxation  for  city  purposes,  and 
I  contend  that  no  payment  of  county  ex- 
penses can  be  made'  out  of  money  which  has 
been  appropriated  through  the  levying  of 
taxes  for  city  purposes.  This  money  is  money 
which  is  provided  for  the  Reserve  Fund, 
city  money,  and  is  being  paid  for  county 
expenses.  I  would  like  to  get  a  ruling  from 
the  Law  Department  as  to  whether  or  not 
they  have  a  right  to  pay  county  salaries  and 
expenses  out  of  money  which  has  been 
raised  for  city  purposes.  I  do  not  believe 
they   have. 

The  order  was   passed. 


SIDEWALK,  TREMONT  STREET, 
WARD  26.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  November  28,  with 
attached  order  in  City  Council  of  Councilor 
Donoghue  requesting  "why  it  is  that  the  City  of 
Boston,  paying  half  the  expenses  of  the  Boston 
and  Cambridge  Bridges,  is  not  entitled  to  employ 
one  half  of  the  employees  working  on  these 
bridges,"  the  following  is  submitted: 

The  preponderance  of  Cambridge  employees  on 
these  bridges  has  been  tiue  for  a  long  period  of 
years,  and  a  slight  improvement  in  the  comparative 
number  of  Boston  men  has  been  noted  from  1906 
where  the  percentage  was  15.8  to  1921,  1922  and 
1923  when  it  was  and  is  27.3.  It  has  been  the 
custom  when  a  vacancy  occurs  on  these  bridges  to 
fill  the  position  from  the  city  where  the  previous 
incumbent  lived  ;  hence  the  original  apportionment 
has  changed  but  very  little. 

Appointments  on  these  bridges  are  jointly  con- 
trolled by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of 
Boston  and  a  representative  of  the  mayor  of 
Cambridge,  and  as  far  as  the  writer  knows,  in  case 
of  a  difference  of  opinion  or  a  clash  between  these 
two  officials  as  to  an  appointment  there  is  no  third 
party  to  whom  to  appeal. 

I  have  been  told  that  frequently  in  the  past  when 
Cambridge  residents  might  be  supplanted  by 
Boston  residents  on  these  bridges  such  offers  were 
refused  by  men  eligible  to  appointment  on  the 
Boston  bridges,  because  the  opportunities  for 
promotion  were  less  and  the  bridges  were  less 
desirable,  and  they  awaited  a  chance  for  appoint- 
ment on  the  Boston  bridges. 

Positions  on  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  Bridges 
are  at  present  considered  undesirable  on  account 
of  the  employees  on  these  bridges  not  being 
included  in  any  pension  scheme  and  in  case  of 
disability  or  incapacity  through  length  of  service 
there  is  no  way  to  retire  them.

"Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  places  itself  on  record  as  being  opposed  to 
the  use  of  'one-man  cars  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
believing  the  same  to  be  dangerous  to  passengers 
and  a  cause  of  blocking  traffic. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Utilities  with  the  hope  that 
said  Board  will  take  prompt  action  m  ordering  the 
removal  of  cars  of  this  type  from  the  streets  of 
Boston."

Dear  Sir, — I  am  replying  to  your  communication 
of  November  26,  1923,  wherein  you  submit  for  my 
opinion  in  behalf  of  theCity  Council  the  following: 
"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  inform  the  City  Council  whether  or 
not  the  City  Auditor  has  the  right  to  use  money 
raised  by  taxation  for  city  purposes  for  the  payment 
of  county  expenses." 

Since  the  enactment  of  chapter  109,  Statute  1821, 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  required  by  legislative 
provision  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk.  By  section  3  of  chapter  34  of  the  General 
Laws  the  City  of  Boston  is  required  to  provide  all 
the  necessary  public  buildings  for  Suffolk  County. 
There  are  numerous  other  statutory  provision 
requiring  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay  the  expenses' 
incurred  by  other  officers  of  Suffolk  County. 
These  statutes  are  not  permissive;  they  are 
mandatory  and  the  City  of  Boston  must  pay  these 
obligations. 

The  City  of  Boston  at  the  beginning  of  each 
fiscal  year  established  a  segregated  budget  based 
upon  the  estimated  requirements  of  the  city  and 
the  county  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  taxes 
assessed  are  appropriated  to  meet  these  expenses, 
together  w-ith  the  state  tax  and  school  require- 
ments. The  amount  which  the  city  may  expend 
for  purely  municipal  purposes  is  limited  by  the 
Legislature.  See  chapter  223  of  the  Acts  of  1923, 
establishing  the  tax  limit  for  the  year  1923  for 
municipal  purposes.  There  is  no  limitation  by 
law,  however,  as  to  the  amount  of  money  which 
may  be  appropriated  for  county  purposes.-  All 
the  bills  of  the  county  must  be  paid  by  the  city 
and  if  the  provisions  of  the  oudget  are  inadequate 
to  meet  these  expenses  the  appropriations  must 
be  increased  from  any  other  available  funds  in 
the  city  treasury.  It  is  immaterial  that  the  money- 
is  raised  in  the  first  instance  for  city  purposes. 
The  obligations  of  the  county  are  the  obligations 
of  the  city.  Any  judgment  against  the  County 
of  Suffolk  would  be  satisfied  in  the  same  way  as  a 
judgment  against  the  city.  See  Boston  v.  Chelsea 
212  Mass.  127;  Hibbard  v.  County  of  Suffolk,  163 
Mass.  34,  39.  In  the  latter  case  the  Court  inti- 
mated that  a  suit  against  the  County  of  Suffolk 
for  the  salary  of  the  steward  of  Suffolk  County 
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Jail  should  have  been  against  the  City  of  Boston 
rather  than  against  the  County  of  Suffolk.  See 
also  Wheelock  v.  Auditor  of  Suffolk  County,  130 
Mass.  486,  in  which  the  Court  held  that  in  a  suit 
by  a  justice  of  the  municipal  court  for  services 
rendered  the  county,  if  such  suit  was  well  founded, 
he  may  recover  judgment  against  the  city  and  levy 
his  execution  upon  the  property  of  any  inhabitant.

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  that  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
I  think  we  ought  to  have  a  chance  to  read  this 
communication  carefully  and  to  discuss  it.  If  a 
communication  of  this  sort  is  sent  in  here  by  the 
Mayor,  and  without  being  read  is  placed  on  file, 
how  is  a  member  of  the  Council  to  know  what  it  is, 
unless  he  is  given  an  opportunity  privately  to_  read 
it?  I  don  t  think  that  is  the  way  to  do  business, 
and  I  make  that  motion. 

The  Clerk  read  the  opinion  in  full. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I _ have 
listened  as  attentively  as  I  could  to  the  reading  of 
the  communication,  which  includes,  of  course, 
very  many  references  to  chapters  of  existing 
statutes  and  to  decisions,  which  nobody  could 
know  about  unless  he  is  a  human  encyclopaedia, 
and  which  we  cannot  carry  in  our  minds.  It  does 
not  seem  to  me,  however,  that  the  question  I  asked 
was  answered  intelligently.  I  asked  whether  or 
not  the  money  which  was  appropriated  for  city 
expenses  could  be  used  for  county  expenses.  I 
know  enough  about  the  law  myself  to  know  that 
these  bills  must  be  paid,  owing  to  the  mandatory 
nature  of  the  legislation  which  affects  these 
particular  transactions.  I  am  not  questioning 
whether  bills  must  be  paid  or  not.  My  point  is, 
how  taxes  are  raised  by"  the  assessors.  Do  they 
levy  the  taxes  in  a  lump  sum,  or  do  they  segregate 
the  tax  question  and  raise  so  much  for  city  expenses 
and  so  much  for  county  expenses;  and  if  they  do 
that,  my  point,  it  seems  to  me,  is  well  taken 
because  I  have  been  informed  since  the  order  was 
introduced  that  the  auditor  has  refused  to  make 
payments  out  of  that  particular  money.  These 
payments  have  been  made  out  of  available  funds, 
so  called,  but  they  have  not  been  made  out  of  the 
particular  amount  of  money  which  was  supposed  to 
have  been  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to 
the  payment  of  county  expenses.  Evidently  the 
auditor  feels  as  I  feel  on  the  matter.  Behind  this 
all,  I  realize,  of  course,  that  it  is  practically  a 
hopeless  fight  to  try  to  get  those  in  authority  to 
refuse  to  pay  these  bills  unless  there  is  some  concrete 
action  taken  by  those  woo  want  them  paid.  But 
I  firmly  feel  that  that  is  the  only  way  in  which  we 
are  ever  going  to  get  a  fair  adjustment  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk  expenses,  as  relating  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  until  such  time  as  we  get  some  one 
who  is  going  to  refuse  to  pay  these  expenses,  unless 
the  attitude  of  the  Legislature  in  the  meantime 
changes  so  that  they  may  give  Boston  a  half  square 
deal,  we  are  always  going  to  do  as  we  have  done  in 
the  past,  and  these  bills  aie  going  to  be  paid.  Of 
course,  I  know  that  any  sort  of  opinion  can  come 
down  from  the  Law  Department— opinions 
which,  to  say  the  least,  will  be  confusing  to  the 
lay  mind  I  realize  there  is  really  nothing  further 
that  I  am  able  to  do  in  this  matter,  but  I  was  in 
hope  that  I  might  get  some  information  as  to 
whether  or  not  they  have  the  right  to  pay  out  of 
money  appropriated  for  city  purposes  county 
expenses,  and  that  question,  to  my  mind,  has  not 
been  answered.  The  Corporation  Counsel  says 
that  that  question  is  immaterial.  In  his  mind  it 
may  lie  immaterial;  in  mine  it  is  not.  I  realize 
that  it  is  only  through  a  so  called  legal  technicality 
that  we  might  be  able  to  prevent  them  from  raiding 
the  treasury  as  they  have  for  years  and  years. 
until  today  it  is  a  crying  outrage,  the  City  of 
Boston  being  compelled  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  entile  County  of  Suffolk;  and,  further  than 
that,  we  find  that  a  great  deal  of  the  income,  so 
called,  which,  if  it  were  applied  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  would  go  a  long  way  toward  cutting  down 
expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston,  is  taken  over  by 
the  state,  and  the  city  gets  but  a  small  share  of  it. 
I  think,  as  I  said  before,  that  there  is  really  nothing 
that  I  can  do.  It  requires  the  action  of  some  one 
in  either  the  City  Auditor  s  or  the  City  Treasurer's 
office,  or  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  to  refuse  to 
pay  these  bills,  and  make  them  go  to  court  in  order 
to  get  the  money.     If  they  do  go  to  court  and  the 


money  has  to  be  paid  out  in  such  way,  regardless 
of  the  act  passed  by  the  Legislature,  it  is  going  to 
call  vividly  to  the  minds  of  the  people  of  the 
entire  state  the  fact  that  Boston  is  making  a 
contest  to  get  that  which  belongs  to  her,  a  square 
deal  from  the  Legislature;  and  until  we  find  some 
one  who  will  make  them  go  that  far,  we  are  never 
going  to  get  any  relief.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  orders  were 
given  their  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  !S,  nays  0. 

The  orders  will  take  their  final  reading  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  from  date. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  MORI  ARTY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to  move  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  vote  whereby  we  voted  to  sell  the  land 
on  Broadway,  C  and  Athens  streets,  South  Boston. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  am  not  prepared  to  vote  on  that  item  to- 
day. 

President  LANE — It  will  not  come  up  for  final 
action  until  two  weeks  from  today. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Of  course,  I  don't  like  to 
vote  "uo,"  and  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  vote  "yes" 
today.  I  want  to  say  that  I  was  partly  responsible 
for  the  purchase  of  that  land  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  gymnasium.  You  men  will  all  remember 
that  I  did  get  an  appropriation  for  a  gymnasium, 
but  because  circumstances  changed  the  appro- 
priation was  transferred  to  many  different  sections. 
Of  course,  I  don't  like  to  take  up  time  here.  There 
was  a  gymnasium  in  that  district  for  many,  many 
years.  Now,  while  I  do  not  feel  that  we  are  going 
to  get  a  gymnasium  there  next  year  or  the  year 
after,  I  do  think  that  the  selling  of  this  property 
will  put  the  thing  farther  and  farther  away  from  a 
possibility  of  our  getting  it.  I  feel  that  the  land 
should  be  held,  that  the  city  owns  other  land  that 
is  not  in  use  and  has  owned  it  for  many  more  years 
than  it  has  held  title  to  this  land,  land  that  it  could 


sell  to  better  advantage  than  it  could  sell  this  piece 
of  property  in  South  Boston,  if  there  is  no  objec- 
tion here  1  would  like  to  have  this  item  laid  over  to 
the  next  meeting,  and  I  will  then  be  prepared  to 
vote  upon  it . 

Coin.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  having  the  matter  lie  over  to  the  next 
i'  i  ci  ing,  l.ul  1  have  in  mind  I  he  lad  that  for  almost 
nine  years,  nearlj  tin  years,  a  lot  of  this  sort  of

I  will  be 
prepared  in  vote  upon  it.  either  "yes"  or  "no," 
but  f  will  make  no  promise  that  1  will  vote  any 
particular  way.  If  my  mind  was  made  up,  I  would 
bi    in.  pa  ed  to  vote  today. 

WATS1  IN — I  didn't  ask  you  to  vote  today. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — No,  but  you  suggested 
(hat  you  would  like  to  have  me  vote  for  i  iii.  item 
today,  (hat  you  hoped  I  might  see  my  way  to  do  so. 

Coun.  WATSON— And  I  still  hopi 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Of  course,  I  feel  keenly 
interested  in  this  one  section.  With  the  assistance 
of  the  oilier  members  of  (he  Council,  we  were  able 
to  gel  the  money.  Again  with  (he  assistance  of 
other  members  of  the  Council,  I  sat  here  and  saw 
the  money  appropriated,  carried  away,  ami  some 
of  n  squandered.  If  I  remember  right,  (here  was 
%  ,  ..iiiio  that  went  to  Eagle  Hill  in  East  Boston,  and 
(hen  (he  next  year  Eagle  Hill  was  taken  away  from 
us  as  a  playground.  The  money  (hat  had  been 
spent  there  had  been  squandered,  in  my  estimation. 
Of  course,  if  this  was  prior  In  election  they  might 
say  that  I  take  the  position  I  do  for  election  pur- 
poses, in  protesting  against  the  sale  of  this  land,  but 
this  is  after  election  now,  and  I  don't  need  to  take 
any  such  position  as  a  matter  of  electioneering.  I 
again  say  that  there  is  land  in  the  city  that  has  been 
owned  by  the  city  longer  than  this 'parcel  of  land, 
that  could  be  sold  to  better  advantage.  Taking 
the  property  I  refer  to,  as  I  understand  it,  a  building 
is  on  the  site  and  the  building  is  let.  All  of  the 
Stores  in  the  building  are  let,  and  in  my  estimation 
it  is  bringing  in  a  revenue  to  (he  city.  I  believe  it 
is  a  good  investment  for  the  city,  in  so  far  as  in- 
vestment is  concerned.  Of  course,  with  the  site 
there,  I  lelieve  that  at  some  time  in  the  future  we 
m»y  be  able  to  get  a  gymnasium  in  the  district  in 
return  for  the  one  that  was  put  out  of  commission. 
I  would  like  tc»go  through  the  district  and  see  what 
the  feeling  is  there,  and  if  I  find  out  that  the  people 
of  the  district  arc  opposed  to  the  sale  of  the  land  I 
will  be  opposed  to  the  sale  of  the  land  here  at  our 
next  meeting.  I  will  lie  prepared  at  that  time  to 
vote. 

Reconsideration  prevailed,  and  the  item  in 
question  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands.

PARKMAN   FUND. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Park- 
man  Fund,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of 
Mayor,  communication  and  order  (referred  today) 
for  appropriation  of  §25,793.85  from  income  of 
Parkman  Fund  for  park  improvements — that  the 
order  ought  to  pass. 

Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
BRICKLEY,  the  order,  which  had  been  laid  on 
the  table  in  executive  session,  was  taken  from  the 
committee,  and  the  question  came  on  its  passage. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want  at 
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this  time  to  withdraw  my  objection  to  this  particu- 
lar proposition,  because  I  have  been  informed 
that  unless  this  money  is  appropriated  before  the 
first  of  the  year  it  will  go  back  into  the  city  treasury 
unexpended.  I  do  not  want  to  be  in  the  position 
of  holding  up  a  small  amount  of  money  like  this 
at  any  one  particular  time,  but  I  do  feel,  and  this 
is  the'particular  thing  I  am  interested  in,  that  this 
money  should  be  appropriated  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  on  the  basis  of  the  estimated  income 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  for  the  entire  year,  and 
that  some  comprehensive  program  should  be 
arranged  setting  forth  how  the  moneys  are  to  be 
spent  during  the  year.  This  being  the  end  of 
the  present  fiscal  year,  however,  it  would  probably 
be  unfair  to  hold  up  this  particular  appropriation 
at  this  time,  I  have  been  assured  that  during 
the  coming  year  a  program  will  be  laid  out  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Park  Board,  showing  just  what 
projects  will  be  taken  care  of  from  the  income 
from  the  Parkman  Fund  during  the  fiscal  year  of 
1924.  That  is  the  principle  that  I  have  stood  for 
from  the  beginning,  and  that  is  the  way  the  matter 
should  be  handled,,  instead  of  taking  each  individual 
amount  which  accumulates  from  time  to  time  and 
disposing  of  it.  We  should  have  a  comprehensive 
system  and  plan  for  the  expenditure  of  these 
moneys.  I  have  been  assured  that  that  will  be 
done  during  the  coming  year.  For  that  reason,  I 
withdraw  any  objection  I  might  have  to  the 
passage  of  this  item  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
ought  to  say  that  a  great  fight  was  made  earlier 
against  spending  the  Parkman  Fund  money  unless 
it  was  already  earned.  The  laying  out  of  a  pro- 
gram at  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  think  would  be 
feasible,  but  two,  three  or  five  years  ago,  perhaps, 
there  was  a  long  controversy  in  the  Council  in 
regard  to  the  matter,  and  they  reached  the  conclu- 


sion that  the  money  would  not  be  appropriated 
until  the  Parkman  Fund  trustees  said  that  it  was 
earned.  I  think  the  decision  reached  some  years 
ago  might  very  properlv  be  returned  to. 

Coun.  WATSON — It  has  already  been  violated 
one  hundred  times. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

FUND. 
The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Offce  of  the  Mayor,  December  17,  1923. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  a  provision  of  the  will  of 
the  late  Abraham  Shuman,  who  for  many  years 
rendered  exceptional  service  to  the  people  of 
Boston  as  chairman  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
Trustees,  the  sum  of  $100,000  was  provided  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  to  be  known  as  "The 
A.  Shuman  Memorial  Building  For  Convalescent 
Men." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  present  hospital  trustees 
it,  would  be  unwise  to  expend  the  money  for  the 
purpose  as  set  forth  in  the  will. 

The  Corporation  Counsel  in  conjunction  with 
the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  has 
drafted  an  order  which  will  make  ivailable  the 
money  in  question,  provided  the  said  order  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Council  and  favorable  action  is 
later  taken  by  the  court.

to  the  Probate  Court  in  and  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk  for  instructions  regarding  the  administra- 
tion of  this  fund; 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  hereby  amends 
its  unconditional  acceptance  of  October  22,  1919, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"That  the  bequest  under  the  twenty-fourth 
clause  of  the  will  of  the  late  Abraham  Shuman, 
by  which  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston,  be  and  hereby 
is  accepted  subject  to  the  issue  of  an  order  of  the 
Probate  Court  in  and  for  the  County  of  Suffolk 
permitting  the  fund  bequeathed  to  be  used  for 
any  of  the  following  purposes: 


1.  For  the  erection  of  a  building  to  he  used  as 
a  maternity  hospital  as  a  department  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  this  building  to  be  known  as  "The 
A.   Shuman  Maternity  House." 

2.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitory  for  house  offcers,  internes 
and  orderlies  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  said  building  to  be  known  as  "The 
A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

3.  For  the  erection  on  the  grounds  of  the  City 
Hospital  of  a  dormitorv  for  female  nurses  engaged 
in  service  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  said  build- 
ing to  be  known  as    'The  A.  Shuman  Memorial." 

4.  For  the  establishment  of  a  fund  out  of  which

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  FIRE  HOUSES.

I  beg  to  add  that  I  have  conferred  with  the 
Fire  Commissioner  and  chief  of  the  department, 
and  we  are  endeavoring  to  work  out  a  program 
whereby  it  may  be  possible  to  use  a  portion  of 
the  property  in  the  custody  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  on  Hancock  street,  Dorchester,  as  a 
site  for  a  new  fire  station.

Dear  Sir, — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  No- 
vember 28,  1923,  inclosing  the  following  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  November  21,  1923: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  reouestcd  to  report  to  the 
iviayor  and  City  Council  as  to  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  present  quarters  of  Ladder  7  and 
Engine  17,  as  the  Dorchester  Board  of  Trade  insist 
that  suitable  quarters  be  provided  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment." 

These  companies  are  stationed  on  Meeting  House 
Hill,  and  there  are  two  buildings  here;  the  engine 
house  of  brick,  which  needs  remodeling,  and  the 
ladder  house  of  wood,  which  is  old,  diminutive,  un- 
sanitary, dilapidated  and  a  disgrace  to  the  city. 
The  whole  plant  should  be  rebuilt. 

The  engine  house  has  a  cellar  under  but  a  small 
portion  of  its  area.  The  ladder  house  has  no  cellar 
at  all,  the  reason  for  this  undoubtedly  being  the 
presence  of  a  ledge  under  the  whole  plant,  making 
excavating  a  very  expensive  proposition  and  there- 
fore avoided  at  the  time  of  construction. 

Some  months  ago  the  conditions  at  this  location 
were  thoroughly  investigated,  and  it  was  decided 
at  that  time  that  a  new  site  was  needed  for  quarters 
for  these  two  companies.  This  decision  was  based 
on  the  following  conclusions: 

1 .  The  physical  make-up  of  the  present  location, 
on  account  of  the  ledge,  prohibits  a  cellar  under  the 
whole  plant,  a  very  necessary  adjunct  to  a  well- 
designed    fire   station. 

2.  The  location  is  such  that  it  i*  not  central  to 
the  greatest  number  of  boxes  to  which  this  appa- 
ratus responds. 

3.  The  present  buildings  are  adjacent  to  the 
Mather  School,  an  immense  grammar  school,  and 
while  we  have  never  had  an  accident,  yet  there  is 
the  possibility  of  one  at  some  future  tim  . 

Therefore  I  would  recommend  that  a  new  site  in 
the  best  possible  location  in  this  vicinity  be  pur- 
chased and  that  a  new  up-to-date  double  fire  station 
be  erected  thereon.     To  erect  this  new  building  will 
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require  an  appropriation  of  at  least  eighty  thousand 
(80,000)  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  purchase  of  a  new- 
site.

ABATEMENT   OF   SMOKE    NUISANCE, 

SOUTH   BOSTON. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  present  herewith  report 
of  the  Health  Commissioner  and  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Special  Service  Department  of  the 
Boston  Edison  Company,  the  same  constituting 
replies  to  interrogatories  contained  in  order  of  the 
City  Council  adopted  under  date  of  November  19, 
1923.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the 
order  passed  on  November  19,  1923,  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston,  relative  to  the  abatement 
of  the  smoke  nuisance  emanating  from  the  Edison 
plant  in  South  Boston,  transmitted  by  you  under 
date  of  November  28. 

On  December  1,  1923,  the  following  report  of 
inspection  was  submitted:  "There  are  six  smoke 
stacks  in  use  and  five  of  them  were  smoking  con- 
tinually during  this  time.  The  smoke  stack  on 
this  building  at  First  and  L  streets  smoked  con- 
tinually from  11  a.  m.  to  12  m.,  emitting  a  dense, 
dark  smoke  which  blew  directly  on  to  the  residences 
on  Broadway,  opposite  Independence  square,  and 
the  front  door  steps  of  these  houses  were  covered 
with  coal  dust  and  fine  cinders.  Between  12  m. 
and  1  p.  m.,  the  stack  was  smoking,  but  the  vol- 
ume of  smoke  was  not  so  heavy.  The  third, 
fourth  and  fifth  stacks  smoked  continually  during 
this  time,  sometimes  for  a  five-minute  duration, 
giving  off  a  heavy,  dark  smoke,  and  at  other  times 
the  volume  of  smoke  was  lighter. 

As  a  result  of  the  above  inspection  report,  a 
regular  "Notice  to  Abate  a  Nuisance"  order  was 
served  upon  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  of  Boston,  70  State  street,  Boston, 
relative  to  property  at  First  and  L  streets,  South 
Boston.  Subsequent  to  the  service  of  this  notice. 
John  Campbell,  superintendent,  Special  Service 
Department  of  the  Edison  Company,  called  upon 
the  Health  Commissioner,  and  confirmed,  in  writ- 
ing, his  explanation  of  conditions.  I  am  inclosing 
copies  of  the  letter  received,  and  will  keep  the 
premises  under  observation  for  further  report.

Gentlemen, — Under  an  indenture  between 
Amor  Holhngsworth,  Sumner  A.  Burt  and  Amor 
I..  Hollingsworth,  all  of  Milton,  and  John  H. 
McKendry  cf  Boston,  entered  into  on  the  sixth 
day  of  August,  IS70,  a  building  was  erected  to 
provide  for  and  promote  the  general  social  and 
moral  well-being  of  the  community  known  as 
Mattapan.  situated  partly  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  partly  in  the  town  of  N.ilton.  This  building 
was  used  for  hall  and  entertainment  purposes  and 
the  trustees  concluded  that  the  Durposcs  of  the 
founder  and  donors  could  no  longer  be  carried 
out  and  petitioned  the  Probate  Court  for  instruc- 
tions as  to  what  disposition  should  be  made  of 
the  property  held  under  the  trust.

TEAMINC  NEGOTIATIONS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  deplore  the 
possibility  of  the  failure  of  negotiations  between 
the  employers  and  the  truck  drivers,  chauffeurs  and 
teamsters  which  may  result  in  the  suspension  of  a 
large  part  of  the  automobile  and  horse-drawn  truck- 
ing in  this  city,  if  a  strike  takes  place,  and  demands 
that  every  possible  effort  be  exerted  by  the  two 
forces  to  the  end  that  there  shall  be  no  interruption 
in  the  present  conditions  as  they  apply  to  teaming 
and  trucking  and  that  the  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy.both  employers  and  employees,  while  thev  are 
protecting  their  own  interests,  do  not  lose  sight  of 
the  public  interests  which  are  paramount  to  the 
interests  of  either  or  both  of  them.     Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Ma>or  be  re- 
quested (unless  he  h?s  already  done  sol  to  call  in 
both  the  mastei  teamsters  and  the  employees  and 
use  his  endeavors  towards  a  settl  ment  of  the 
controversy  and  the  preventing  of  any  strike. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolve  be  forwarded 
to  the  leaders  of  the  employees  and  the  employees. 

Coun.  "WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  realize  full} 
that  this  resolution  may  amount  to  hut  very 
little.  I  also  appreciate  our  lack  of  influence,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  controversy,  nor  are  we  in  any  way  called 
upon  to  assist  in  trying  to  bring  about  the  settle- 
ment of  a  possible  strike  by  the  teamsters  and 
drivers  or  employees  of  the  trucking  interests. 
I  know  nothing  of  the  merits  of  the  controversy. 
I  do  know,  however,-  that  today  $30  per  week  is 
not  a  living  wage  for  the  ordinary  man  of  family. 
I  don't  know  the  salaries  that  the  teamsters, 
truckmen,  drivers  get,  but  if  they  get  less  than 
$30  a  week,  in  my  opinion  they  are  getting  too 
little  money  for  the  labor  they  perform.  How- 
ever, there  is  a  great  mass  who  are  interested  in 
this  controversy,  who  will  perhaps  be  more  affected 
than  either  of  the  immediate  pal  ties  to  the  con- 
troversy. If  this  strike  should  take  place,  either 
through  the  fault  of  the  master  teamsters  or  the 
employees,  the  great  public  is  going  to  suffer. 
They  are  going  to  suffer  not  only  because  industry 
will  be  hampered  and  handicapped,  but  their 
homes  will  be  affected  in  a  general  way.  because 
foodstuffs  will  not  be  delivered  to  the  middlemen 
or  to  the  cold  storage  plants,  and  consequently 
will  not  reach,  the  consumers.  I  have  no  interest 
in  either  of  the  parties  in  the  controversy,  but  I 
do  have  a  great  interest,  and  a  selfish  interest,  in 
the  public.  After  all,  the  teamsters  as  well  as 
the  truck  owners  are  not  the  only  ones  to  be 
considered,  because  the  hardship  and  the  cost 
will  fall  on  the  ultimate  consumer.  It  is  an 
economic  fact  that  whenever  any  increase  of 
wages  or  anything  of  the  sort  takes  place,  when- 
ever a  greater  expense  is  placed  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  manufacturer  or  the  head  of  an  industry, 
in  a  very  short  time  it  lands  squarely  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  consume.,  you,  I  and  the  average 
man  and  woman  in  the  community.  Therefore, 
whether  the  demands  of  the  teamsters  arc  just 
or  not  just  matters  not,  if  an  additional  wage 
scale  is  granted,  the  team  owners  are  not  going  to 
take  the  loss.  They  will  pass  i!  alone.  So  I  do 
think  that  both  sides  to  this  controversy  should 
consider,  and,  if  necessary,  should  be  compelled 
to  consider,  the  great  general  public.  After  all, 
the  general  public  takes  in  the  families  of  the 
workers  on  these  teams  as  well  as  the  team  owners' 
families,  and  those  who  depend  upon  them  for 
existence.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  resolution 
will  pass,  realizing,  as  I  said  in  opening,  that  it 
may  be  of  very  little  importance  and  have  very 
little  influence  in  its  bearing  on  a  strike.  The 
councilor  opposite  (Coun.  Moriarty),  who  is 
very  closely  affliated  with  organized  labor,  was 
not  here  when  I  started  to  speak,  and  I  want  to 


reiterate  that  I  know  nothing  about  the  merits 
of  the  controversy.  I  do  know  that  if  the  men 
are  getting  less  than  $30  a  week  they  are  not 
getting  what  I  consider  a  living  wage.  I  also 
said,  and  I  speak  for  his  benefit,  that  I  think 
there  are  interests  paramount  to  either  those  of 
the  emoloyers  or  employees — that  is,  the  interests 
of  the  public — and  that  their  interest  should  be 
first  considered.  I  sincerely  trust  that  the 
resolution  will  be  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  see  the  resolution  amended.  If  the  coun- 
cilor opposite  will  allow  the  resolution  to  be 
amended,  I  shall  be  glad  to  vote  for  it.  I  would 
say  that  I  will  have  to  vote  against  it  if  it  is  left 
in  the  condition  in  which  it  appears  now.  I 
realize  that  the  general  public  may  be  vitally 
interested  in  so  far  as  a  possible  strike  taking 
place  is  concerned,  but  I  still  realize  that  the 
only  way  in  which  the  men  working  as  teamsters 
and  chauffeurs  for  the  public  interests  of  this 
city  seem  to  be  able  to  increase  their  wages  so 
that  they  may  be  given  a  living  wage  is  to  exert 
their  right  as  American  citizens  and  refuse  to 
work  for  anybody  who  doe:-  not  want  to  pay  the 
wages  that  they  desire.  I  cannot  vote  for  a 
resolution  which  would  expect  them  to  give  up 
their  right  to  protect  their  immediate  families, 
who  are  practically  starving  at  the  wages  that 
are  being  paid  by  the  master  teamsters  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  If  the  resolution  can  be  amended 
so  as  to  request  the  Mayor  to  call  both  sides  into 
his  office  and  see  if  it  is  not  possible  to  avert  a 
strike,  by  coming  to  a  common  understanding,  I 
will  vote  for  it.  Otherwise,  I  will  have  to  vote 
against  the  resolution. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  satisfied 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  undoubtedly  made 
a  move  in  the  direction  suggested  by  the  councilor 
opposite.  I  should  have  very  little  respect  for  his 
intelligence,  wisdom  or  interest  in  the  public  if  he 
had  not  done  it  already.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
what  he  has  already  started  the  machinery  moving 
to  bring  about  such  a  conference.  I  am  not  a 
party  to  it.  My  resolution  does  not  take  sides 
either  way.  But  I  will  be  frank  in  saying  that  I 
sympathize  strongly  with  the  employees,  believing 
that  they  are  not  getting  the  wage  they  should  get. 
The  resolution  merely  asks  that  thev  exert  every 
effort  to  bring  about  such  a  situation  that  a  strike 
will  not  result.  That  is  all.  We  merelv  express 
an  opinion.  Is  there  a  member  of  the  bodv  who 
is  not  wishing  and  hoping  that  the  controversy 
will  end  with  no  strike?  Of  course,  that  is  the 
hope  of  all  of  us,  and  that  is  all  that  the  resolution 
asks.  It  does  not  ask  for  anything  else.  It  merely 
asks  for  a  settlement  of  the  controversy  in  the 
interests  of  the  great  multitude.  I  will  be  frank, 
that  as  between  the  team  owners  and  employees. 
I  am  personally  more  interested  in  the  general 
public  and  my  dear  ones,  as  well  as  they  are 
interested  in  their  dear  ones.  I  don't  desire  to 
enter  into  any  controversy  with  the  gentleman 
opposite  tCoun.  Moriarty),  and  because  he  and  I 
are  of  one  mind  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  a  living 
wage.  The  resolution  merely  asks  that  every- 
thing possible  be  done,  and  that  we  are  standing 
back  of  such  efforts,  to  avert  a  strike,  calling  to 
their  attention  the  fact  that  while  they  have  a 
right  to  protect  their  interests,  and  we  applaud 
them  for  it,  they  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  interests 
of  the  general  public  The  gentleman  has  an 
amendment  to  suggest.  He  suggests  that  this 
resolution  be  amended  so  as  to  bring  the  Mayor 
into  it,  with  a  view  to  a  conference  between  both 
sides.  I  would  suggest  that  he  present  a  new 
order  to  that  effect,  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
take  such  a  step,  I  am,  however,  perfectly  willing 
to  add  to  the  resolution  the  words  that  "His  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  call  upon  the  interested 
parties  to  meet  in  his  office  and  talk  the  matter 
over,"  although  I  am  satisfied  that  that  lias  already 
been  done.  I  don't  think  the  gentleman  is  taking 
the  proper  stand  when  he  says  that  if  such  an 
amendment  is  not  adopted  he  will  vote  against  the 
resolution.  I  don't  think  lie  would  take  that 
position  if  he  considered  the  matter  in  a  careful 
way,  because  the'  resolution  does  not  mean  any- 
thing detrimental  to  the  interests  so  dear  to  him, 
not  a  thing.  The  gentleman  opposite  knows  that  I 
am  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  attitude  lie  takes 
in  regard  to  labor,  but  I  do  know  also  that  the 
public  are  entitled  to  our  support  to  the  extent  of 
doing  everything  possible  to  avert  a  strike  that  will 
lie  a  calamity  from  a  financial  and  economic  stand. 
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point,  as  well  as  from  the  standpoint  of  injury  to 
the  public.  The  merely  financial  standpoint  docs 
not  interest  mc  a  particle,  but  I  am  thinking  of 
possible  suffering  to  the  public.  Coal  might  nut  be 
delivered  to  the  homes  of  worthy  people  who  need 
it;  foodstuffs  might  not  be  taken  from  the  cars 
to  the  storage  warehouses,  and  meat  men,  grocers, 
and  so  forth,  would  be  handicapped,  with  resulting 
great  suffering  to  the  consuming  public.  They  are 
the  ones  to  be  affected,  and,  whoever  is  responsible 
for  bringing  about  a  strike,  it  is  the  public  who  will 
ultimately  suffer.  I  am  hopeful  that,  there  will  be 
no  strike.  I  don't  think  my  resolutions  will  stop 
a  strike  or  bring  one  on,  but  at  least  we  are  showing 
ourselves  to  be  an  important  cog  in  the  wheels  of 
the  government  of  Boston.  We  cannot  sit.  here 
without  attempting  in  some  way  to  avert  such  a 
calamity,  if  possible,  preventing  the  possibility  or 
probability  of  a  strike.  I  do  believe  that,  if  the 
gentleman  would  take  the  position  I  am  taking 
in  this  matter,  he  would  be  doing  the  very  best 
possible  thing  for  his  organization.  I  believe  that 
each  and  every  man  in  his  organization  feels  as  I 
feel  about,  the  matter,  and  as  I  have  expressed  it  in 
the  resolution  I  have  introduced,  that  in  some  ways 
both  parties  should  get  together;  that,  the  public 
should  not  suffer  because  of  any  misstep  or  selfish 
act.  on  the  part  of  either  side.  I  sincerely  trust  that 
the  resolution  I  have  offered  will  be  adopted  as  I 
have  offered  it,  although  I  am  willing  to  add  the 
words  that  we  trust  the.  Mayor  will  do  all  he  can 
to  bring  aoout  a  termination  of  the  controversy 
between  the  interested  parties,  and  thereby  end 
the  possibility  of  a  strike. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
with  Coun.  Watson  in  a  part  of  his  resolution.  I 
agree,  in  so  far  as  the  resolution  itself  is  concerned 
that  it  does  not  mean  a  thing.  I  did  not  know  that 
the  resolution  had  been  introduced  until  I  came 
in  hero  and  heard  the  councilor  talking  upon  it.  I 
do  not  assume  to  be  a  mind  reader.  I  don't,  know 
whether  the  Mayor  has  done  anything  or  has  not 
done  anything.  I  am  not  going  to  assume  that  he 
has  or  has  not  done  anything.  That  is  his  business. 
But  the  resolution  is  here  now,  and  it  is  our  busi- 
ness, and  if  we  are  going  to  do  anything  with  the 
resolution,  and  if  the  resolution  is  going  to  be  of 
any  benefit,  to  the  public,  let  us  make  it  read  as  it 
should  read.  I  suppose  that  75  per  cent  of  the 
master  teamsters  of  Boston  do  not  live  in  Boston, 
and  in  so  far  as  their  receiving  from  us  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  is  concerned,  it  does  not  mean  a  thing. 
I  do  feel  that  most  of  the  men  who  drive  trucks  and 
teams  in  Boston,  drivers  and  chauffeurs,  are 
residents  of  Boston,  and  I  want  to  say  that  I  have 
more  interest  in  them  than  I  have  in  the  master 
teamsters.  But  let  us  not  confuse  the  situation. 
There  is  no  fear  of  the  coal  teamsters  going  out  on 
strike.  The  coal  teamsters  already  have  an  agree- 
ment signed  up,  and  they  are  not  included  in  the 
teamsters  who  are  now  in  controversy  with  the 
master  teamsters  of  Boston.  It  is  the  truck  drivers 
and  also  the  market  teamsters  who  are  interested. 
But  the  situation  is  this.  I  suppose  that  they  have 
had  conferences  and  I  suppose  that  the  master 
teamsters  have  said  to  those  representing  the 
drivers  of  Boston,  "Absolutely  nothing  doing  on 
any  more  money;  nothing  doing  on  the  shortening 
of  hours."  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  against  the 
master  teamsters  when  they  take  such  a  position, 
and  I  am  against,  anybody  else  who  would  stand  in 
the  way  of  the  thing  being  properly  straightened 
out,  whether  the  general  public  or  someboy  else. 
I  am  in  favor  of  shorter  hours,  I  am  in  favor  of  more 
money  for  these  men,  no  matter  what  others  may 
think  about  it.  That  is  the  position  I  have  taken 
from  the  first,  that  was  the  position  I  took  before  I 
became  a  member  of  this  government,  and  I  am 
going  to  be  in  that  position  right  along  after  being 
a  member  of  the  government — that  I  am  in  favor  of 
shorter  hours  for  all  men,  women  and  children  who 
work,  and  that  I  am  in  favor  of  higher  wages  for 
everybody  who  is  unfortunate  enough  to  have  to 
work,  no  matter  what  their  position  in  life  maybe. 
I  don't  want  to  take  away  any  credit  from  the 
member  on  the  other  side.  I  am  satisfied  to  give 
him  all  the  credit.  If  he  does  not  want  to  amend 
the  order,  so  as  to  have  the  Mayor  call  a  conference, 
let  the  Council  have  a  conference  with  representa- 
tives of  both  sides.  Let  us  get  into  it.  If  we  are 
so  much  interested  in  the  public,  let  us  call  both 
parties  in  here  and  tell  them  that  we  are  the 
representatives  of  the  people,  and  ask  them  to  sit 
down  with  us  and  see  if  we  cannot  avert  a  strike  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  But  as  the  resolution  now 
stands,  I  cannot  see  that  it  amounts  to  anything.     I 


don't  want  to  take  away  any  credit  from  the  coun- 
cilor on  the  other  side.  I  do  think  that  he  is  trying 
to  do  everything  in  his  power  to  bring  about  a 
settlement.  I  don't  want  to  belittle  his  effort. 
But,  so  far  as  the  resolution  at  the  present  moment 
is  concerned,  it  does  not  mean  a  thing.  I  suggest 
that  it  be  amended,  either  asking  the  Mayor  to  call 
both  sides  into  cunfere ,  or  making  the  sugges- 
tion that  this  Council,  if  we  can  be  of  service  to  the 
public,  invite  both  parties  to  come  in  and  take  the 
matter  up  with  us.  We  might  be  able  to  bring 
about  some  results.  I  want  to  say  in  conclusion 
that  there  is  nobody,  no  matter  what  the  Boston 
papers  may  say  from  time  to  time,  who  will  go 
farther  to  avert  a  strike  than  will.  I  don't  want 
strikes,  but  I  do  want  to  preserve  the  right  we  are 
entitled  to.  I  don't  want  to  have  the  right  we 
have  in  the  last  resort  taken  away  from  us,  the 
right  that  is  given  to  each  and  every  American 
citizen  to  work  for  whom  he  may  see  fit  at  any  time, 
or  not  to  work,  if  he  does  not  care  to  do  so.  Now, 
if  the  resolution  can  be  amended  in  either  of  the 
respects  I  suggest,  I  will  vote  for  it;  otherwise  I 
will  vole  against  the  resolution  as  suggested. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  suggestion 
made  by  the  gentleman  opposite  is  perfectly  satis- 
factory to  me.  I  don't  know  how  far  we  could  go 
in  the  matter  of  averting  a  strike.  I  think  perhaps 
we  could  go  as  far  towards  a  s»ttlement  that  would 
be  satisfactory  to  both  sides  as  anybody.  But  I  do 
want  to  say  that  the  first  step  in  this  direction 
should  be  an  absolutely  neutral  resolution.  I  trust 
that  the  gentleman  has  not  misunderstood  my 
position  in  regard  to  the  workers.  The  gentleman 
opposite  does  not  for  a  moment  suggest  that  I  do 
not  favor  shorter  hours  and  better  pay  for  the 
workers?  Of  course,  I  do.  Any  man  not  a 
banker  or  broker  could  not  take  any  other  stand 
and  satisfy  his  cor.seiene?.  But  is  there  any 
member  of  this  body  who  cannot  support  the 
language  of  this  resolution?  (Reading  the  resolu- 
tion.) Of  course  we  deplore  the  threatened  situa- 
tion and  of  course  we  have  a  right  to  demand  that 
both  parties  to  the  controversy  exert  every  possi- 
ble effort  to  avert  a  strike  in  the  trucking  business 
in  Boston.  Is  there  anybody  in  this  body  who  will 
not  subscribe  to  those  statements?  Who  will  take 
exception  to  the  fact  that  the  paramount  ones  to  be 
affected  in  the  event  of  a  strike  arc  the  great  public? 
And  the  great  public  in  Boston  all  vote  in  Boston. 
The  great  public  that  I  speak  for  and  that  he  speaks 
for  has  elected  me  to  membersnip  in  this  body,  and 
they  have  just  re-elected  him  for  three  years  more 
as  a  member  of  the  body.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
accept  the  suggestion  made  by  tne  gentleman 
opposite  that  an  acceptable  amendment  be  made 
to  the  resolution,  and  I  feel  that  in  executive  session 
he  and  I  can  frame  a  resolution  along  the  lines  sug- 
gested. I  don't  think  we  ought  to  touch  the 
Mayor's  end  of  it,  because  I  think  I  am  guessing 
pretty  well  and  that  I  am  a  pretty  good  mind  reader 
when  I  guess  that  up  to  the  present  time  tne  Mayor 
has  been  actively  attempting  to  settle  the  contro- 
versy. I  don't  know  about  it,  but  that  is  mv  guess. 
I  am  in  the  Mayor's  office  less  than  he  is.  But 
I  will  be  frank  with  you — I  don't  know  when  or 
how  a  conference  may  have  been  had,  but  I  am 
satisfied,  witn  the  almost  human  intelligence  I 
possess,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  at  tnis  time 
in  close  touch  with  the  interested  parties,  and  that 
if  he  is  not  in  close  touch  with  them  the  interested 
parties  are  trying  to  get  in  close  touch  with  him. 
There  is  no  doubt  about,  that.  Of  course,  this  reso- 
lution means  nothing  to  me  politically.  I  shall  be 
a  member  of  this  body  for  two  years  more,  unless 
Senator  Francis  and  his  colleagues  legislate  us  out  of 
office.  So  there  is  no  politics  in  this  matter  on  my 
part.  I.  am  merely  trying  to  do  what  I  think  is 
right  by  the  public.  I  had  no  opportunity  to  talk 
to  members  concerning  the  resolution.  It  would 
be  better  if  I  had  had  such  an  opportunity,  perhaps. 
But  it  is  a  mild  resolution.  I  did  not  want  to  slop 
over,  but  I  did  want  to  put  the  matter  before  the 
body  for  action.  This  is  a  body  that  always  tries 
to  do  what  it  can  in  the  public  interest.  It  is  a 
sadly  maligned  body.  It  is  the  legislative  branch 
of  the  city  government,  and  it  is  never  given  tne 
credit  it  should  be  given  for  things  that  it  does  and 
tries  to  do.  It  is  a  much  abused  body  and  at  times 
may  make  human  mistakes.  We  all  do  that.  I 
am  interested  in  this  resolution  simply  because  I 
think  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public.  I  do  want 
it  to  pass.  My  interest  is  not  a  selfish  interest. 
But  I  do  think,  when  there  is  a  possibility  or  proba- 
bility of  a  strike  of  this  sort,  we  should  do  all  in 
our  power  to  try  to  avert  it  before  the  die  is  cast. 
I  assume  that  tne  master  teamsters  have  already 
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told  the  men  that  there  will  be  no  increase  of  wages 
or  shortening  of  hours,  I  will  assume,  on  the  strength 
of  the  gentleman's  second  sight,  that  that  is  true. 
Nevertheless,  we  can  go  ahead  favoring  further 
efforts  along  the  line  of  settlement;  and  if  the 
member  will  reconsider  his  statement  about  voting 
against  the  resolution  as  presented,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  co-operate  with  nim  in  any  way  to  draw  a  resolu- 
tion that  will  cover  the  ground  he  wants.  I  will 
try  to  follow  any  suggestion  he  may  make  with  a 
view  to  bringing  about  a  settlement  and  to  avoid 
the  possibility  of  a  strike.  T  sincerely  trust,  in 
View  of  the  fact  that  the  resolution  is  here — a  reso- 
lution which  speaks  for  itself,  which  attacks  no- 
body— that  we  will  take  some  action  upon  it  today. 
The  gentleman  knows  that  I  am  just  as  good  a 
friend  to  organized  labor  as  any  member  of  the 
Council  That  was  my  record  in  the  old  Common 
Council,  in  the  Legislature,  and  in  the  nine  years 
I  nave  been  here.  Every  proposed  pay  increase 
here  I  have  voted  for;  every  opportunity  to  shorten 
the  hours  of  workers  I  have  voted  for.  I  have  been 
a  slave  here  to  those  who  desired  my  services  for 
nine  years.  I  never  dodged  a  vote  or  an  oppor- 
tunity to  help  one  who  desired  my  services,  if  it 
were  in  my  power  to  do  something.  I  am  a  friend 
of  the  worker,  and  the  member  opposite  knows  it. 
I  sincerely  trust,  now  that  the  resolution  is  here, 
that  the  gentleman  will  take  a  step  backward  upon 
his  announced  position  upon  it,  because  it  will  mean 
a  step  forward  in  the  interest  of  the  public.  As  I 
have  said,  there  is  no  politics  in  this.  I  have  still  a 
large  part  of  my  three-year  term  to  serve,  and  tne 
gentleman  is  just  fresh  from  the  people  for  three 
years  more.  This  simply  represents  an  honest 
desire  to  give  our  humble  aid  towards  a  possible 
settlement  or  averting  of  a  strike  by  the  teamsters 
or  a  lockout  on  the  part  of  the  master  teamsters.  I 
trust  that  the  gentleman  will  reconsider  his  posi- 
tion and  will  vote  for  the  resolution,  making  it 
unanimous,  and  then  in  executive  session  I  will  be 
glad  to  frame  an  order  in  consultation  with  him, 
or  have  him  frame  an  order,  looking  to  what  he 
wishes,  and  he  cannot  go  too  far  to  satisfy  me.  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  resolution  will  be  passed  at 
this    time. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  going  to  change  my  mind.  I  don't  want  any 
credit  for  any  resolution.  I  am  not  criticising 
the  member  who  has  introduced  the  resolution; 
I  am  not  saying  that  he  is  not  a  friend  of  labor. 
I  am  not  criticising  anybody,  but  I  say  that  the 
resolution  as  written  is  not  worth  the  paper  it 
is  written  on,  in  so  far  as  doing  anything  for  the 
public  is  concerned.  If  we  want  to  do  something 
for  the  public,  why  not  put  it  into  the  resolution 
and  have  it  over  with?  Otherwise,  the  resolution 
as  presented  will  amount  to  nothing.  It  will 
simply  be  printed  in  the  papers  tomorrow  and,  no 
matter  what  the  councilor  on  the  other  side  says, 
the  general  public  will  say,  "Playing  politics." 
I  will  agree  that  the  gentleman  is  not  doing  so; 
I  will  agree  that  he  is  not  a  candidate,  because 
he  has  two  more  years  to  serve 

Coun.  WATSON— If  I  am  lucky. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— But  I  have  you  beaten  by 
a  year  and  a  month.  I  have  three  years  and  a 
month  to  serve,  unless  the  Legislature  shortens 
our  term.  But  I  am  not  worrying  about  that  so 
much  as  I  am  worrying  about  kidding  myself, 
and  if  I  vote  for  the  resolution  as  presented,  I  am 
simply  kidding  myself,  and  I  think  all  the  other 
members  who  vote  for  it  will  be  kidding  themselves. 
If  we  want  to  do  something,  if  we  want  to  accom- 
plish something,  let  us— and  I  am  willing  that 
the  councilor  on  the  other  side  should  get  all  the 
credit — pass  an  order  or  resolution  requcstinsr  the 
Mayor  to  call  a  conference  of  the  parties,  or  look- 
ing to  this  body  calling  a  conference  of  the  parties, 
and  trying  to  do  something  in  that  way.  If  either 
of  those  suggestions  are  not  put  into  the  resolution. 
I  will  take  my  chance  in  voting  against  it.  I  am 
not  going  to  sav  that  I  have  always  been  a  friend 
of  labor.  The  "best  proof  of  that  lies  in  the  fact 
I  am  an  employee  of  labor,  and  I  am  getting  paid 
every  week,  and  the  Saturday  before  the  city  elec- 
tion'there  was  an  election  for  my  ofFce  and  I  was 
elected  again  for  the  thirteenth  year,  even  beating 
the  councilor's  record.  I  am  not  going  to  try 
to  take  the  teamsters'  business  awav  from  them. 
I  have  not  been  in  conference  with  the  teamsters. 
I  don't  know  how  close  the  master  teamsters  and 
the  men  arc,  whether  they  are  getting  together 
or  not.  Because  an  organization  takes  a  vote  on 
the  question  of  whether  it  will  go  on  strike  does 
not  mean  that  it  will  go  on  strike.  That  is  the 
only  weapon  that  they  have  to  use,  and  I  feel  that 


I  would  rather  sit  down  and  have  the  thing  talked 
over  here  between  the  master  teamsters  and  the 
men  with  us  as  the  Boston  city  government,  or 
have  it  done  through  the  Mayor  s  offce,  than  to 
have  the  resolution  pass  in  this  form.  If  the 
councilor  has  made  up  his  mind  that  he  is  not  going 
to  amend  his  resolution,  I  am  going  to  do  what 
I  said,  vote  against  it.  Everybody  else  here  has 
the  same  right  that  I  have,  to  use  his  own  judg- 
ment. Sometimes  my  judgment  is  good,  and  other 
times  it  is  bad.  So  I  suppose,  taking  twelve 
months  together,  I  make  a  fifty-fifty  break.  I  am 
willing  to  take  my  chance  in  voting  against  it, 
because  in  my  judgment  it  does  not  mean  a  thing. 
If  we  want  to  be  constructive,  want  to  be  of  some 
help,  let  us  call  the  master  teamsters  and  the 
drivers'  committee  in  here  and  have  the  case 
placed  before  us.  But  if  the  situation  is  that  we 
are  going  to  have  an  open  break  here,  we  might 
just  as  well  have  it.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  the  only  bona  fide,  labor  organization 
in  existence  in  this  country,  and  that  they  have 
done  more  for  the  men  and  women  who  work 
than  all  other  organizations  in  existence.  I  am 
going  to  stay  inside  of  that  organization,  and  I 
am  not  going  outside  of  the  organization.  Now,  if 
we  are  going  to  have  a  labor  fight  here,  we  might 
just  as  well  have  it.  I  have  heard  the  councilor 
on  the  other  side  criticise  some  of  the  members 
here  for  not  taking  resolutions  up  with  other 
members  of  the  Council  before  they  were  intro- 
duced. I  am  not  going  to  criticise  the  member 
today.  But  in  his  first  remarks  he  referred  to  me 
as  being  a  member  of  organized  labor,  and  if  he 
had  come  to  me  prior  to  introducing  the  resolution 
I  would  have  suggested  to  him  the  two  things 
I  have  already  suggested.  Of  course,  there  is 
going  to  be  a  show-down  here  in  so  far  as  what 
labor  wants  and  what  labor  does  not  want  is  con- 
cerned. I  am  willing  to  go  to  the  mat  with  any- 
body here,  barring  nobody.  So  if  we  are  going  to 
have  that  open  break  we  might  as  well  have  it 
today,  starting  in  and  having  it  out.  Of  course, 
if  anybody  wants  to  try  to  put  me  in  bad,  he  has 
that  right,  but  I  want  to  say  here  that  I  am  going 
to  protect  myself  against  any  and  all  of  you.  I 
send  that  as  a  challenge  to  any  and  all  of  you,  as 
members  of  the  Council,  for  the  remainder  of  this 
year  and  during  my  term  of  offce  here.  If  any- 
body desires  to  pick  up  the  gauntlet,  he  can  do  so 
at  any  time.  I  still  say  that  if  either  one  of  the 
propositions  that  I  have  put  up  is  not  accepted  I 
will  vote  against  the  resolution  and  talk  against 
it  in  open  council. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man opposite  knows  full  well  that  he  and  I  are  not 
going  to  wrestle  or  go  to  the  mat  together.  He 
knows  that  we  are  too  good  friends  for  that.  I 
said  in  my  opening  remarks  that  I  might  have  and 
perhaps  should  have  consulted  with  other  mem- 
bers in  regard  to  this  matter.  I  am  human,  and 
I  make  errors  which  perhaps  might  be  avoided. 
But  the  resolution  is  here  now,  and  I  am  not  issu- 
ing challenges.  I  am  not  going  to  the  mat  with 
anybody.  This  is  a  harmless  resolution,  one  that 
does  not  mean  anything,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  if 
the  gentleman  should  interview  ten  of  his  asso- 
ciates in  organized  labor,  perhaps  ten  who  are 
teamsters,  asking  them  what  they  want  us  to  do, 
th<y  would  say  that  this  resolution  is  all  right.  lam 
willing  to  gamble  on  that.  But  he  is  so  jealous  of 
their  interests  and  so  watchful  to  protect  them — 
and  I  don't  blame  him  a  bit  for  that — that  he  is 
possibly  afraid  that  there  is  something  in  the 
resolution  detrimental  to  labor.  If  I  thought 
there  was,  I  would  withdraw  it  in  a  moment.  But 
with  what  mind  I  have  I  cannot  see  that  there  is 
anything  here  to  reflect  on  labor.  If  so,  I  want 
to  say  here  publicly  that  it  is  not  my  intention — 
wasn't,  isn't  and  never  will  be  my  intention — to 
put  the  gentleman  opposite  in  wrong,  and  I  don't 
think  I  could  do  so  if  I  desired  to.  His  position 
with  organized  labor  is  so  secure  and  his  work  for 
t  hem  has  been  so  earnest  that  nobody  could  injure 
him  in  any  way,  shape  or  manner  with  his  organi- 
zation or  those  affiliated  with  his  organization,  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  It  would  be 
ridiculous  for  any  one  to  attempt  or  even  suggest 
doing  it.  and  I  would  be  the  last  one  to  attempt  it. 
labor  is  well  protected  by  having  him  here,  and 
he  is  fortified  in  his  efforts  by  having  us  with  him. 
because  we  are  all  interested  for  labor  a*  well  as  he. 
although  not  so  vitally  perhaps.  I  certainly 
would  regret  it  if  the  resolution  would  put  him  in 
wrong.     1  would  do  almost    anything  in    connec-

tion  with  this  resolution  to  avoid  injuring  him. 
Hut  I  cannot  do  it  at  the  expense  of  my  own  con- 
science or  what  I  consider  the  interest  of  the 
public,  and  I  know  he  would  not  ask  me  to  do  so. 
He  thinks  as  much  of  me  as  I  do  of  him,  and  lH- 
would  not  ask  me  to  stultify  myself,  more  than  I 
would  ask  him  to  stultify  himself. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question.     I   understand 

that  the  councilor  is  willing  to  I ad  the  resolution 

so  that  the  Mayor  would  be  asked  to  call  in  both 
sides  to  the  controversy  in  conference, 

Coun.  WATSON — Yes,  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  accept  that,  provided  that  it  does  not  riddle 
the  resolution  to  pieces.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  thing  that  I  have  in  mind  embodied  in  the 
resolution  as  offered  here.  I  would  be  perfectly 
willing  to  have  another  order  or  resolution  offered, 
or  to  have  something  such  as  is  proposed  go  along 
with  this  as  :i  rider,  at  the  same  time,  if  desired. 
Hut  I  won't  want  lo  go  to  work  and  tear  the 
resolution  to  pieces,  because  my  conscience,  my 
desires  and  my  duties  are  just  as  important  to 
me  as  they  are  to  any  member  of  the  body,  I 
would  like  to  know  what  suggestion  might  be 
made  in  that  respect 

Coun.  BHICKLEY— Why  not  refer  the  thing. 
Mr.  President,  to  the  Executive  Committee?  I 
think  that  would  be  a  proper  place  to  thresh  it. 
out,  instead  of  taking  up  the  time  here  in  open 
Council,  if  there  is  no  objection  to  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  am  perfectly  willing  to  do 
anything  that  the  gentleman  who  represents  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  in  the  Council 
wishes. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  don't  represent  the 
Federation  of  Labor  here.  1  represent  James  T. 
Moriarty  here,  and  that  is  all. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  I  am  willing  to  with- 
draw my  motion  to  suspend  tin'  rule,  but  I  don't 
want  to  withdraw  the  resolution,  I  withdraw 
my  motion  to  suspend  the  rule,  and  am  willing  to 
have  it  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
be  reported  back  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  don't  want  the  councilor  opposite  to 
do  anything  he  does  not  want  to  do. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  I  do  want  to  do  it. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — I  made  only  two  requests, 
and  we  have  been  here  talking  about  the  thing 
for  half  an  hour,  and  he  did  not  seem  to  want  to 
take  them  up.  If  he  is  afraid  of  the  resolution 
being  rattled  to  pieces,  I  don't  want  to  touch  a 
word  in  his  resolution. 

The  resolution  was  declared  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

President  LANE — The  matter  has  been  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  the  reference  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Conn.  BHICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  object. 
I  think  that  is  where  it  belongs.  I  move  that  we 
now  take  up  the  calendar. 


POLICE   PAY   IN   LARGE   CENTERS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the 
Police  Commissioner,  through  nis  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  roquesed  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
the  figures  which  he  has  obtained  of  the  wane 
scale  as  paid  to  members  of  the  police  force  in  the 
various  large  centers,  with  the  opinion  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  as  formed  from  an  analysis 
of  the  figures  obtained. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  this  order  as 
just  read  by  the  Clerk  is  a  duplicate  of  an  order  I 
presented  here  some  two  weeks  ago  asking  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  submit  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  figures  that  he  had  obtained  and 
which  he  knew  for  a  positive  certainty  had  been 
obtained  of  tne  wage  scale  as  paid  to  the  patrol- 
men in  other  large  centers  in  the  country.  The 
figures  were  available  two  weeks  ago,  and  I  know 
of  no  reason  why  they  shouldn't  have  reached  this 
body  today.  I  have  no  positive  information  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  has  sent  these  figures  to 
the  Mayor,  but  I  have  a  very  strong  suspicion 
that  such  is  the  case,  and  the  Mayor  has  not  had 
the  courtesy  to  submit  the  figures  to  this  body. 
The  City  Council  is  a  co-ordinate  body  with  the 
Mayor,  sent  here  as  such  by  the  citizens  of  Bos- 


ton, and  we  ought  to  have  available  and  at  our 
command  all  information  upon  this  subject  and 
upon  any  other  subject  that  interests  us.  I  am 
anxious  to  see  these  figures.  I  am  convinced, 
with  the  knowledge  which  I  have  personally  ob- 
tained, that  when  tne  figures  are  sent  in  here  they 
will  show  that  others  of  the  large  cities  of  the 
country  are  more  liberal,  generous,  just  and 
humane  in  the  matter  of  salaries  which  they  are 
paying  to  their  policemen  than  is  Boston.  I  have 
read  in  the  dairy  press  within  the  last  few  weeks 
of  smaller  cities  adjoining  us,  like  Everett  and 
Quincy,  advancing  their  policemen's  wages  be- 
yond the  amount  paid  in  Boston  'oday.      I  listened 

argu between  Coun.  Watson  and  Coun. 

Moriarty  upon  the  tear  tei  wage  scale,  and  I 
heard  the  councilor  on  my  right  (Coun.  Watson! 
make  the  statement  that  today  men  cannot  live 
and  support  their  families  upon  SS30  a  week. 
Thirty  dollars  a  week  is  $1,560  a  year,  and  I  am 
firmly  convinced  and  firmly  agree  with  him  in  his 
conclusion.  Huston,  big  and  generous  as  we 
ought  to  be,  is  paying  the  patrolmen  for  the  first 
year  of  service.  $1,4(10  per  annum,  or  $160  less  per 
annum  than  the  gentleman  says  is  possible  to  live 
upon.  Fourteen  bundled  dollars  per  annum  is 
S3. 83  a  day.  That  is  for  the  first  year.  For  the 
second  year  the  amount  is  $1,500  per  annum,  or 
M  10  a  day;  for  the  third  year,  $1,000  per  annum, 
or  $4.38  a  day;  for  the  fourtn  year,  $1,700  per  an- 
num, or  $4.65  a  day;  and  for  the  fifth  year  $1,800, 
per  annum,  or  (4.93  a  day.  They  nave  to  labor 
and  do  apprentice  work  for  a  period  of  five  years 
before  they  reach  the  maximum.  I  have  an  or- 
der, Mr.  President,  which  I  offered  here  under 
date  of  October  15,  that  the  City  Council  respect- 
fully request  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  tlie  Police 
(  i  mmissioner  to  include  in  the  budget  appropria- 
tion for  the  next  fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  first  year  patrolmen  and  traffic  officers  a  wage 
of  $5  a  day;  second  year  men  to  be  raid  a  wage  of 
$5.50  a  day,  and  third  year  men  to  be  paid  a 
maximum  of  $6  a  day,  reducing  the  period  of  ap- 
prenticeship for  the  present  scale  from  five  years 
to  three  years,  and  going  from  $5  a  day  the  first 
year  to  s.5.50  a  day  the  second  year,  and  S6  a  day 
the  third  year.  That  is  not  too  much:  it  is  not 
enough.  It  does  not  compare  favorably  with 
what  other  large  cities  of  the  country  are  doing 
today.  The  people  of  New  York  city  have  voted 
on  the  subject  by  referendum  and  are  paying  a 
larger  amount  to  the  patrolmen  of  New  York  city 
than  we  arc  asking  for  here  today.  I  think  it  is 
a  modest  request,  I  think  it  is  an  act  of  justice  on 
the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  to  see  that  the 
men  who  are  pursuing  tne  hazardous  career  of 
policemen  in  this  community  should  receive  a 
proper  and  at  least  a  living  wage.  There  might 
have  been  a  time  when  I  would  be  accused  of 
playing  politics  in  arguing  this  way,  but  I  hope 
that  that  feeling  does  not  exist  today.  I  am  con- 
vinced, Mr.  President,  that  the  figures,  which  I 
believe  now  to  be  in  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  are 
being  withheld  from  this  body  for  purposes  which 
are  unfair  and  unjust  to  the  patrolmen  and  the 
policemen  of  Boston,  and  I  am  calling  upon  the 
Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner  again,  mak- 
ing this  second  request  that  the  figures  be  sub- 
mitted to  us,  as  I  would  like  to  receive  those  figures 
and  pass  upon  them  during  the  few  brief  days  that 
I  have  left  as  a  member  of  this  body.  The  argu- 
ment has  gone  forth  from  the  Mayor's  office  that 
he  is  opposed  to  this,  because  the  money  is  not 
available.  I  do  not  agree  with  that,  conclusion, 
and  I  think  every  member  of  this  body  who  cares 
to  do  so  will  find  sufficient  savings  in  the  budget 
for  next  year  available  for  this  meritorious  pur- 
pose. It  may  be  that  this  will  have  to  be  left 
here  as  a  legacy  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Council  of  next  year.  If  so,  I  feel  as  though  I  am 
leaving  it  in  safe  and  proper  hands,  where  these 
men  are  going  to  be  dealt  with  justly  and  are 
going  to  receive  a  fair  degree  of  consideration  from 
you  men  who  have  been  elected  by  the  people  to 
serve  them.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  those 
figures,  which  were  available  three  or  four  weeks 
ago,  will  now  be  submitted  to  this  legislative 
branch  of  the  city  government  for  proper  and  just 
consideration,  in  advance  of  the  budget  coming  in 
here  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  I  think  this  is  the 
time  for  these  matters  to  receive  such  considera- 
tion, and  I  am  in  hopes  that  something  will  develop 
from  this  order  today. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule.

HOUSING     ACCOMMODATIONS,     BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
confer  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  the 
advisibility  of  petitioning  the  Legislature  to 
amend  the  present  statute  which  permits  muni- 
cipalities to  provide  housing  accommodations 
in  time  of  emergency,  and  strike  out  from  the 
present  law  the  word  "temporary,"  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  the  law  is 
now  worded  so  that  it  prevents  the  city  from 
taking  any  action  that  would  be  helpful  to  the 
people. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


MILWAUKEE   HOUSING. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Planning  Board,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  investigate  what  the  city 
of  Milwaukee  has  done  to  provide  homes  for  those 
of  modest  means  and  report  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  whether  some  such  plan  as  in 
effect  in  Milwaukee  might  not  be  used  in  Boston. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  both  of  these 
orders  are  duplicates  of  orders  that  were  presented 
here  by  me  some  weeks  ago.  Some  months  ago 
a  special  committee  was  appointed  by  the  City 
Council,  of  which  I  was  made  chairman,  to  make 
an  investigation  into  the  housing  conditions 
here  and  see  if  anything  could  be  done  which 
would  be  helpful  to  the  community.  I  have  had 
consultations  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  or 
his  officials;  I  have  personally  sought  all  the 
information  I  could  obtain  from  other  cities, 
feeling  that  this  was  a  matter  which  might  be 
dealt  with  in  some  way  next  year.  It  is  a  thing 
which  can  now  be  left  to  the  members  who  will  be 
here  next  year  for  their  consideration,  and  as 
we  are  on  the  eve  of  the  beginning  of  the  legisla- 
tive session,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  request  here 
made  is  reasonable,  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
be  requested  to  have  the  present  statute  amended 
to  conform  to  the  Corporation  Counsel's  own 
idea  of  how  the  statute  should  read.  The  Cor- 
poration Counsel  has  pointed  out  that  Boston 
today  is  permitted  only  to  help  its  people  by 
temporary  places  of  abode,  and  that  the  word 
"temporary"  is  the  joker  in  the  present  statute. 
I  have  asked  that  the  Legislature  through  the. 
Mayor  be  petitioned  to  amend  the  present  statute 
so  that  the  objection  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 

Eoints  out  may  be  overcome  and  that  there  may 
e  some  possibility  of  Boston  doing  something 
which  will  compare  with  what,  is  being  done  in 
other  cities.  The  city  of  Milwaukee  has  ac- 
complished a  great  deal.  I  have  the  literature, 
and  it  is  well  worth  your  serious  consideration. 
I  will  see  that  it  is  turned  over  to  whoever  serves 
on  the  special  committee  dealing  with  the  sub- 
ject for  your  consideration  hero.  What  Mil- 
waukee has  done  Boston  can  do.  Perhaps  Boston 
can  even  do  more  if  the  laws  are  amended  so  as 
to  permit  her  to  do  something.  The  housing 
situation  for  those  of  modest  means,  as  we  all 
know,  long  ago  reached  an  acute  stage,  and  yet 
everybody  seems  to  be  ducking  the  responsibility. 
The  Legislature  does  nothing.  We  hear  talk, 
but  no  definite  action  is  taken,  and  in  the  mean- 
time the  great  public,  those  whom  we  are  sup- 
posed to  serve,  are  suffering  because  nothing  is 
being  done  to  relieve  the  situation,  and  for  their 
benefit.  I  am  in  hopes  that  this  matter  will  be 
treated  with  the  consideration  that  it  deserves. 
One  of  the  most,  important  things  thai  this  Citj 
Council  can  do  next  year  is  to  try  to  relieve  this 
situation.  I  am  re-presenting  these  orders  again 
in  the  hope  that,  some  action  will  be  taken,  if 
only  in  the  way  of  emphasizing  the  necessity  for 
such  action. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PLAYGROUND,  CHAHLESTOWN  HEIGHTS. 

Coun.  WALSH  offered  an  order— That  the  Park 
Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  placing  I  lie  playground  on 
Charlcstown  Heights  in  a  proper  condition. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule.

SALE   OF   COAL   IN   BOSTON. 

Coun.  GILBODY  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  instruct  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  draft  regulations  concern- 
ing the  matter  of  the  sale  of  coal  in  this  city  in 
accordance  with  the  recent  report  of  the  special 
Coal  Commission  of  the  Legislature. 

Coun.  GILBODY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  a  suspension  of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of 
this  resolution,  and  at  the  same  time  call  the 
Council's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  recent 
report  of  this  commission  gave  to  cities  and  towns 
of  the  Commonwealth  the  absolute  power  to 
regulate  the  cost  in  the  sale  of  coal  in  the  respec- 
tive cities  and  towns.  I  do  not  propose  to  take 
the  time  of  the  honorable  body  to  elaborate  on 
the  matter,  but  I  think  the  best  way  for  us  to 
adjust  the  situation  is  to  have  the  Corporation 
Counsel  investigate  the  report  of  the  commission 
and  adjust  the  prices  of  coal,  as  we  find  from  the 
report  of  the  state  commission  that  absolute 
authority  is  vested  in  cities  and  towns  so  to  do. 
I  think  the  measure  is  worthy  of  considerable  con- 
sideration from  members  of  the  Council,  for  we 
find  that  we  are  the  authority  in  the  matter,  that 
we  are  the  body  that  can  give  the  people  of  this 
city  cheaper  and  better  coal,  and  that  we 
are  the  body  that  has  the  entire  jurisdiction  over 
the  sale  of  coal  in  the  city.  I  ask  a  suspension 
of  the  rule,  Mr.  President.

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PAY   FOR   POLICEMEN. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  ordei — -That  the  City 
Council  respectfully  petition  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  honor  the  budget  appropriation  as  made  by 
the  Police  Commissioner  so  that  all  patrolmen  in 
the  Police  Department  will  receive  a  minimum 
wage  of  $1,000  per  annum,  for  their  first  year  of 
service,  and  $1,800  per  annum  for  their  second 
year  of  service  and  $2,000  per  annum  as  a  maximum 
amount  for  their  third  and  further  years  of  service. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
endeavoring  for  some  weeks  to  obtain  from  the 
Police  Commissioner  figures  which  I  believe  he 
has  submitted  to  the  Mayor  showing  the  wage 
scale  of  men  in  the  police  departments  of  other 
large  cities  of  the  country.  Up  to  the  present 
time  those  figures  have  been  denied  to  the  City 
Council,  although  two  formal  requests  have  been 
made  for  them.  I  gather  from  the  newspaper 
reports  that  the  Police  Commissioner  has  finally 
become  aware  of  the  fact  that  Boston  is  not  doing 
its  duty  by  the  members  of  the  Police  Department, 
or  paying  them  an  adequate  salary;  and  therefore 
he  has  notified  the  Mayor  that  he  is  going  to  in- 
clude in  the  budget  appropriation  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  the  minimum 
wage  SI, 000  and  the  maximum  wage  $2,000,  with 
a  graduated  scale  of  three  years  before  the  maxi- 
mum wage  is  reached,  rather  than  five  years,  the 
present  period.  The  object  of  the  order  is  to 
carry  out  the  desire,  will  ami  wishes  of  the  Police 
Commissioner.  While  it  is  mil  a  sufficient  wage 
and  not  what  I  had  hoped  would  be  obtainable  by 
the  men  in  the  department,  and  not  an  amount 
proportionate,  I  think,  to  the  services  which  they 
are  rendering  to  the  city,  yet  it  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  and  I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  have 
an  opportunity  to  co-operate  with  tin-  Police 
Commissioner  and  agree  In  his  wishes  in  the 
matter.  Therefore,  I  ask  the  Council  to  pass 
this  order  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  if  there 
is  no  objection,  so  that  it  may  go  to  the  Mayor 
without  any  delay;  and  let  us  hope,  as  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  that  there  is  a  real  desire,  not 
only  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  but 
on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  to  sec  that 
the  policemen  shall  receive  an  adequate  salary  for 
the  services  rendered  by  them. 

The  question  came  on  suspension  of  the  rule  for 
the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  order  be  laid  on  the  table  for  the  present. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  if  there  is  any 
reason  advanced  showing  why  this  should  be  laid 
on  the  table,  a  good  and  sufficient  reason,  I  might 
be  glad  to  agree  to  it.  No  reason  has  been  ad- 
vanced, however,  bc\ond  making  the  motion  to 
lay  it  on  the  table.  Does  the  gentleman  have  any 
objection  to  giving  the  gentlemen  a  reason  for 
laving  it  on  the  table? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  have  the 
same  reason  for  laying  it  on  the  table  that  the 
introducer  of  the  order  has  for  introducing  it.  I 
don't  want  to  increase  anybody's  pay  if  we  have 
not  got  the  money;  and  so  far  as  increasing  the 
pay  of  these  men  is  concerned,  no  matter  what 
this  Council  does,  it  will  go  out  of  existence  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  January.  The  thirty-first 
day  of  January  is  the  ending  of  our  fiscal  year. 
The  time  to  take  up  increases  is  when  the  budget 
comes  before  us.  It  is  about  time  we  stopped 
trying  to  kid  people  on  the  outside.  This  order 
has  come  in  here  in  three  different  forms.  No 
matter  what  the  vote  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  may  be,  there  is  no  assurance  that  the 
policemen  arc  going  to  get  an  increase.  We  might 
pass  order  upon  order,  not  only  to  give  the  men 
the  wages  that  are  specified  in  this  resolution,  but 
even  more  wages,  and  no  vote  of  ours  would  do 
them  any  good  unless  we  are  in  a  position  to  do 
something  for  them  during  the  budget  session. 
The  resolution  is  of  no  benefit  to  anybody.  It 
does  not  amount  to  the  paper  it  is  written  on,  in 
so  far  as  giving  the  policemen  an  increase  in  wages 
is  concerned,  because  the  police  act  very  specifi- 
cally says  that  when  the  Police  Commissioner  and 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  agree  upon  an  increase  in 
wages  they  can  get  it,  and  they  can  get  it  just  the 
same  as  the  courts  get  it,  without  our  indorsement 
or  even  without  our  vote.  So  I  feel  that  we  are 
only  foisting  something  upon  ourselves  and  giving 
the  newspapers  again  a  chance  to  say  that  some 
members  here  voted  in  favor  of  an  increase  and 
some  others  voted  in  opposition  to  an  increase, 
when  none  of  our  votes  do  the  men  any  good  or 
any  harm. 


The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared 
lost. 

The  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  desire  to 
be  recorded  as  voting  "no"  on  the  order. 


POWER   STATION,   PARKER   HILL. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
Ins  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  ask  the  Fire 
Commissioner  to  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to 
the  advisability  of  establishing  a  power  station  in 
the  vicinity  of  ParkerHill  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  water  pressure  on  Parker  Hill 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  merely 
want  to  say  in  connection  with  this  order  that  it 
was  called  to  my  attention  by  a  Mr.  McLaughlin, 
who  is  the  commander  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  in  the  Roxbury  district,  I  think  the  Roxbury 
Post.  He  informed  me  that  it  had  been  called  to 
his  attention  that  the  water  pressure  on  top  of 
Parker  Hill  is  less  than  five  pounds,  whereas  the 
average  water  pressure  is  about  fifty  to  sixty 
pounds.  Of  course,  we  all  realize  that  on  the  top 
of  Parker  Hill  there  are  located  a  lot  of  hospitals 
and  dwelling  houses,  and  that  conditions  might 
very  well  be  such  that  our  means  of  coping  with 
a  conflagration  there  would  be  absolutely  inade- 
quate, that  it  might  be  absolutely  impossible  for 
the  Fire  Department  to  cope  with  any  substantial 
sort  of  a  blaze.  For  that  reason  I  am  introducing 
this  order  at  this  time.  The  idea  of  the  people 
in  that  district  seems  to  be  that  if  there  were  a 
sort  of  boosting  station  for  the  increase  of  pressure 
located  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  it  would  be  possible 
to  build  up  that  water  pressure  so  that  it  might 
obtain  its  maximum  strength  even  on  the  top  of 
the  hill. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  the  order,  although  I  don't  think  it  is 
necessary.  The  trouble  on  Parker  Hill  is  not 
with  the  pressure.  The  difficulty  of  the  Fire 
Department  is  getting  apparatus  there  at  certain 
times  of  the  year,  when  there  is  snow  or  ice  on  the 
ground.  A  five-pound  pressure,  I  understand,  is 
a  pretty  low  pressure,  but  it  is  not  too  low  to 
enable  the  department  to  cope  with  a  fire,  because 
the  question  of  pressure  does  not  enter  into  it  with 
the  engines  working.  They  do  the  pressure  work. 
There  is  plenty  of  flow  of  water,  but  without  the 
engines  there  would  not  be  any  great  amount  of 
pressure  from  the  hydrants.  That  is  true.  But 
using  the  fire  engines,  there  is  no  trouble  about 
pressure.  However,  it  may  be  that  Mr.  McLaughlin 
knows  the  difficulties  in  Roxbury  better  than  I  do, 
and,  of  course,  I  am  willing  to  vote  for  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

The  tables  listed  below  have  been  prepared  from 
statistics  furnished  by  the  United  States  Bureau 
of  Labor. 

In  the  first  table  the  several  important  items  of 
expenditure  are  apportioned  according  to  "per 
cent  of  total  expenditure"  in  December,  1914. 
This  data  is  chosen  because  it  marks  the  beginning 
of  the  World  War,  to  which  all  subsequent  changes 
in  cost  of  living  may  be  attributed.  It  will  be 
noted  that  "total  expenditure"  as  at  this  date  is 
assigned  the  value  of  100  per  cent. 


The  second  table  indicates  the  per  cent  of  increase 
in  these  several  items  which  occurred  between 
December,  1914,  and  September,  1923,  the  most 
recent  date  for  which  figures  are  obtainable. 

In  the  third  table  the  several  items  are  arranged 
according  to  "per  cent  of  total  expenditure"  in  Sep- 
tember, 1923.  It  will  be  noted  that  total  expendi- 
ture in  this  table  is  the  total  of  100  per  cent  (.the 
basis  used  in  1914J  and  the  average  increase  in  all 
items  up  to  September,  1923.

Later   in    the   session    Coun.    HEALEY   said : 

Mr.    President,    in    addition    to    the    printing 

of   the   matter  referred   to   as   a   city   document 

I  move  that  it  be  printed  in  full  in  the  records 

of  the   City  Council,  because  I  think   it  would 


be  one  of  the  best  things  that  could  be  done 
to  have  this  information  printed  so  that  we 
may  have  it  before  us  for  use  within  a  rea- 
sonable time.  There  will  be  controversy  over 
the  subject  of  wages,  income,  etc.,  upon 
which  this  will  have  a  very  important  bearing. 
Public  documents  at  times  are  not  printed  so 
as    to    be    available    until    five   or    six    months : 
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but  if  this  appears  in  the  records  of  the 
Council  we  will  have  it  available  very  shortly. 
Therefore  I  think  it  would  he  well  to  have  it 
in   the  records  of  the  Council. 

The   Council   voted    to    have    the   communica- 
I  i«'u    printed  in   its  records. 


ELECTION   OF   PUBLIC   UTILITIES 
COMMISSION. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  indorses 
the  petition  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the 
General  Court  for  legislation  that  will  pro- 
vide for  the  election  of  the  members  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  by  a  direct  vote 
of  the  people,  and  that  the  Committees  on 
Legislation  is  hereby  directed  to  appear  be- 
fore the  committee  of  the  Legislature  before 
which  this  petition  will  be  heard  and  urge 
the  passage  of  legislation  which  will  change 
the  present  method  of  the  appointment  of  the 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  by 
the  Governor  to  the  direct  election  of  the 
members  of  such  commission  by  the  people. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  in  order 
that  the  order  may  go  upon  its  passage  at 
this  time.  The  action  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  granting  the  plea  of  the  rail- 
roads of  the  Commonwealth  for  an  increase  in 
rates  of  fare,  in  particular  on  the  twelve-ride 
tickets,  is  very  well  known  to  all.  We  all 
know  that  the  members  of  the  commission  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  confirmed  by 
the  Governor's  Council,  that  they  serve  for 
a  term  of  years,  that  they  are  responsive  only 
to  the  Governor,  and  I  am  informed  that  in 
many  cases  they  are  not  responsive  to  him 
except  wnen  their  reappointment  is  about  to 
be  made.  I  know  many  of  the  members  of 
this  commission,  and  as  individuals  and  gentle- 
men I  have  a  high  regard  for  them,  socially 
and  personally.  My  opinion  of  them  politically 
and  as  public  servants  would  not  sound  well. 
and  certainly  would  not  read  well  in  public 
print  I  am  going  to  discuss  their  action 
on  this  matter,  together  with  their  action  on 
another  matter,  and  I  shall  try  to  control 
myself  in  referring  to  them  as  members  of 
the  commission,  speaking  of  them  in  a  kindly 
way  as  I  know  them  as  individuals  and  socially. 
The  plea  by  the  steam  railroads  of  the  Com- 
monwealth for  higher  rates  was  made  re- 
cently. There  was  a  plea  made  by  the  people 
almost  two  years  ago  for  a  reduction  in  the 
price  of  electricity  to  consumers  of  the  same 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  commission  has 
dillydallied  on  that  proposition  until  now  with- 
out a  decision,  but  that  plea  for  reduction 
in  rates  was  made  by  the  people,  to  whom  this 
commission  is  irresponsive.  The  plea  made 
for  higher  rates  for  the  railroads  was  made 
by  the  corporations,  and  I  might  say  that  it 
may  be  that  the  commission  as  a  whole, 
at  least  a  majority  of  them,  have  shown 
themselves  responsive  to  the  plea  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  corporations  and  have  neg- 
lected to  respond  to  the  plea  of  the  people, 
to  whom  their  first  duty  is  owed.  Today,  with 
the  housing  situation  as  it  is,  and  as  it  has 
been  for  a  few  years  past,  many  citizens  of 
this  community  have  been  driven  to  seek 
homes  in  the  suburbs.  While  they  were  able 
to  get  homes  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston 
at  a  reasonable  rental,  they  did  have  to  pay 
a  little  more  in  the  way  of  transportation, 
but  I  understand  that  the  two  things  balanced 
themselves,  one  against  the  other.  But  this 
increase  of  20  per  cent  in  fares  will  add  a 
burden  to  the  shoulders  of  the  average  man 
and  woman  who  lives  in  the  suburbs  and  uses 
the  steam  railroads,  placing  an  additional 
burden  upon  them  when  they  are  already 
overtaxed.  The  result  will  be  that  they  will 
be  compelled  to  curtail  on  many  necessities 
and  give  up  some  of  the  things  that  they 
now  have.  I  would  like  in  all  seriousness, 
Mr.  President,  to  ask  of  the  powers  that  be 
in  railroad  matters  on   Beacon   Hill,   the  Public 


Utilities  Commission  and  the  Legislature,  why 
there  should  be  any  relief  given  to  the  rail- 
road corporations  or  to  those  who  invest  in 
the  securities  of  such  corporations,  using  their 
own  knowledge  and  wisdom  in  making  their 
investment,  in  order  to  rescue  them  and  pro- 
tect and  guarantee  to  them  a  return  on  the 
investment,  where  there  is  no  such  protection 
or  guaranty  to  the  man  who  operates  a  small 
grocery  store  or  other  establishment  in  the 
community,  or  who  is  connected  with  any 
other  industry?  If  he  fails,  he  is  simply 
allowed  to  go  to  pieces,  to  go  into  bank- 
ruptcy, but  we  are  told  that  they  should 
be  protection  and  guaranty  for  these  others. 
I  see  no  reason  why  the  Legislature  should 
come  to  the  rescue  of  the  public  service  cor- 
porations any  more  than  it  should  come  to  the 
rescue  of  any  business  industry  or  any  in- 
dividual man  or  woman  who  may  be  running 
a  business  in  this  Commonwealth.  But  per- 
haps that  expression  of  my  idea  may  seem 
to  come  close  to  what  is  considered  socialistic. 
That  is  my  opinion,  and  may  be  taken  as 
such,  with  whatever  brand  it  may  be  labeled. 
The  Public  Service  Commission  are  absolutely 
irresponsive  to  the  pleas  of  the  people  on 
anything,  except  when  it  comes  to  proteetng 
dealers  in  stocks  and  bonds,  people  who  are 
influential  They  will  not  allow  stocks  and 
bonds  that  are  not  sound  to  be  sold  in  the 
Commonwealth,  and  they  are  very  vigilant 
in  denying  the  right  of  some  one  else  to  sell 
stocks  and  bonds,  under  the  blue  sky  act. 
unless  they  are  influential.  That  body  should 
be  abolished.  If  we  cannot  have  it  elected  by 
the  people  it  should  be  abolished  and  a  brand 
new  outfit  placed  there,  because  it  has  grown 
dry  and  musty  on  the  job.  The  members  of 
that  commission  speak  and  act  more  auto- 
cratically than  any  judge  in  the  land.  They 
are  arbitrary  beyond  expression  and  they  are 
supreme  in  their  decisions,  being  in  many 
cases  protected  by  statute  from  interference 
of  the  judiciary.  Mr.  President,  no  other  body 
in  this  Commonwealth,  either  individually  or 
collectively,  has  the  power  that  that  board  has; 
no  outfit,  no  individual  in  the  Commonwealth, 
elected  or  appointed,  is  more  autocratic ;  no 
individual,  no  corporation,  no  board  or  com- 
mission, is  more  independent  and  arrogant  and 
less  responsive  to  the  rights,  privileges  and 
interests  of  the  people.  In  view  of  their 
failure  to  properly  represent  and  protect  the 
people's  interest,  we  have  a  most  important 
argumen.t  the  most  important  argument  that 
can  be  presented,  in  the  direction  of  the 
people  selecting  such  officers,  the  same  as 
other  officers.  The  election  of  public  offi- 
cials is  now  recognized  as  sound  doctrine. 
Originally  it  was  considered  socialistic.  I  can 
remember  back  to  a  time  when  I  was  sitting 
in  this  room  as  a  member  of  the  old  Com- 
mon Council,  that  just  prior  to  my  nomina- 
tion and  election  we  were  subject  to  the 
caucus  sytem.  My  friend  the  City  Clerk  re- 
members that  very  well.  In  those  days  a 
few  controlled  things.  I  don't  say  that  they 
did  not  control  them  properly  or  legally, 
but  they  controlled  them.  It  was  the  old  ma- 
chine control.  Then  came  along  the  direct 
nomination  act  for  small  offices,  which  con- 
tinued until  finally  the  Governor  was  nomi- 
nated and  elected  by  a  direct  vote.  The  next 
step  was  the  nomination  and  election  of  United 
States  Senators.  There  is  not  a  reasonable 
man  in  this  community  who  would  take  a 
step  backward  in  the  matter  of  the  direct 
nomination  of  public  officials.  Therefore,  fol- 
lowing that  great,  broad  principle  of  direct 
nominations  and  election,  I  believe  that  the 
present  statute,  which  provides  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  members  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  should  be  abandoned,  repealed, 
and  that  a  new  act  should  be  passed  provid- 
ing that  members  of  that  Board  shall  be  nomi- 
nated and  elected  by  the  people.  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  handful  in  the  community  who 
would  disagree  with  me  in  that  matter,  unless 
they  are  influenced  by  some  unworthy  financial 
interest  or  except  to  make  some  financial  gain 
through  the  continuance  of  this  autocratic,  ar- 
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bitrary     and     -undemocratic     commission,     who 
have  lost  all  touch  with  the  great  body  of  the 
people   in   this    Commonwealth     This   action   of 
theirs    to    my   mind   bears    the   odor   of    a   nice 
little    stock    jobbing    proposition.     I    am    not_  a. 
financier,    and  know  very  little  about  financial 
transactions,   but  I  understand   that  the   inter- 
ests, so   called,   were   able  to   get  hold  of   a  lot 
of   New   Haven   and   Boston   &   Maine   stock    at 
a    low    price,    and    that    when    the    word    came 
that  there  was  to  be  this   20  per  cent  increase 
granted   the   stock    made    a    tremendous    jump, 
enabling  these  people  who  were  handling  large 
blocks    of    stock    of    the    Boston    &    Maine    and 
the  New  Haven  to  get  rich   overnight  because 
of    their    wonderful    guesswork,    plus    informa- 
tion.    I   don't  think  the  members  of  this   body 
will     disagree     with     me     in     commending    his 
Honor   the   Mayor   for  his   vigilance   and   speed 
in    attempting    to    bring    about    a    change    in 
the   Legislature  which   will  do   away  with   that 
autocratic    commission.     There    should    be    no 
time    wasted    in    considering    such    a    measure. 
If  we  adopt  in  this  case  the  principle  of  direct 
nominations    and    selection    it    cannot    fail    of 
good    results,    for   the    reason    that    the    Public 
Utilities    Commission   has    become   a   body   that 
is    of    no    particular    value    to    the    people    of 
the   Commonwealth.     They  have  branded  them- 
selves   as    the    absolute    protectors    and    repre- 
sentatives,   not    of    the    people    of    the    Com- 
monwealth   but    of    the    interests,    those    who 
hold    large    blocks    of    stock.     It    is    true    that 
here  and  there  savings  banks  hold  some  of  the 
New    Haven    stock,    but    they    probably    were 
not    let    into    the    scheme    or    they    might   have 
had  more  of  it  on  their  hands.     But  the  great 
financial    interests    did   have    control    and   were 
well  paid  for  it.     I  think  I  have  covered  about 
all  the   ground  necessary   in  my  remarks  upon 
this    order,   and   I   believe  the   facts   sufficiently 
warrant    a    unanimous    vote    by   my    colleagues 
to    pass    the    order    under    suspension    of    the 
rule.     In  conclusion,  I  want  simply  to  say  that 
I  have  remained  in  this  body  practically   silent 
for    over    a    year    in    the    matter    of    the    at- 
tempted   reduction    of    electric    light    rates    of 
consumers    in    Boston.     I   have   been,    however, 
collecting  data,  and  I  have  been  getting  infor- 
mation   that    I    consider    very    valuable,    which 
later   on   I   will    give   in   this    body,    concerning 
the  action  of  this  same  commission  in  juggling 
the  question   of   the   reduction   of    rates   to    the 
Edison   Company.     They  know  as  well   as   I  do 
that  the  delay  is  unnecessary.     I  will  say  now 
that     I     anticipate     their     decision.     They     are 
going  to  permit  the  Edison  Company  to  charge 
9i    cents    per   kilowatt    hour    for    electricity    to 
the    consumers    of    Boston.     The    Edison    Com- 
pany  is   building   a   ten   million   dollar   plant   in 
Weymouth,     which     inside    of    five     years    will 
control  every  public  lighting  plant  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  and  which,  if  the 
people    are    not    careful,    will    gobble    up     the 
few   municipal    plants    operating    in    this    Com- 
monwealth.    They   are   already   interfering   and 
trying   to   break   down   that  magnificent   public 
lighting   plant   in   Holyoke.     They   are   arrang- 
ing   with    a    private    corporation    to    sell    juice 
for  commercial  purposes,   generated  by  private 
individuals     at    the     canal     in     Holyoke,     at     a 
price  which  means  a  loss,  in  order  to  undersell 
or  nearly   equal   the  price  charged   by   the  mu- 
nicipal   plant.      That   is    what    they    are    doing, 
and   this    Public   Utilities   Commission    is   going 
to  render  a  decision  maintaining   the  objection 
of    the    Edison    Company    to    any    reduction    to 
the   cost  of   electricity   in   Boston.     That    is   be- 
cause  those   with    the   power    to   regulate   rates 
and    service    in    the    Commonwealth    are    irre- 
sponsive   to    the    demands     and    plens    of    the 
public    who    pay    the    bills.     Mr.    President,    I 
trust    that    the    order    will    pass    under    a    sus- 
pension of  the  rule. 

The   motion    to   suspend  the   rules   and   adopt 
the  resolution  was  declared  not  carried. 


Later   in   the   session    Coun.   WATSON   said: 
Mr.    President,    I    move   a   reconsideration    of 
the   vote   whereby   the    Chair   declared   my   mo- 
tion for  suspension   of   the  rules   and  the  pas- 


sage of  the  order  relative  to  indorsing  the 
Mayor's  petition  for  the  election  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Utility  Commission  by 
the  voters  not  carried.  I  have  just  ascer- 
tained that  the  Chair,  to  use  the  vernacular, 
pulled  one  on  me  and  declared  my  motion 
not  carried.  I  therefore  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion, and  if  the  reconsideration  prevails,  then 
a  vote  by  yeas  and  nays  on  the  motion  in 
order  that  the  Chair  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  vote  "no." 

President  LANE — All  in  favor  of  recon- 
sideration say  "aye,"  those  opposed  "no." 
It  is  a  vote,  and  reconsideration  is  granted. 
Now  Coun.  Watson  moves  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  the  resolution.  All  in 
favor  of  the  suspension  of  the  rule  signify 
by  saying  "yes."     The  rules   are  suspended. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr:  President,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  I  anticipate  the  vote  will 
be   on   party   lines. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Watson  moves  the 
passage   of   the   resolution. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  the  vote  being 
as   follows  :

ADVERTISING,    HARVARD    BRIDGE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  petition 
the  present  General  Court  for  legislation  that 
will  permit  the  City  of  Boston  to  advertise 
in  other  publications  outside  the  City  Record 
for  a  second-hand  bridge  to  replace  the  pres- 
ent Harvard  Bridge,  provided,  however,  the 
officials  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  join  in  the 
spirit  of  this  order  and  are  not  satisfied 
with  the  condition  of  the  present  structure. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  pur- 
pose of  this  order  is  to  give  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  try  to  ridicule  the  action  of  the  com- 
mission appointed  by  the  Governor  relative  to 
the  Harvard  Bridge.  Under  the  present  char- 
ter, advertisements  for  bids  involving  anything 
over  a  thousand  dollars  must  be  advertised  and 
printed  in  the  City  Record,  with  a  circulation 
of  thirty-seven  or  thirty-eight.  The  only  time 
when  that  City  Record  gets  into  the  hands  of 
any  one  outside  of  a  few  who  may  want  to 
see  who  gets  an  increase  of  pay  in  the  city 
service,  is  when  somebody  accidentally  drops 
it  in  the  street  and  it  is  picked  up  by  some 
one  who  possibly  may  come  from  another  city 
or  state  and  who  thereby  upon  examining  it 
may  see  what  a  joke  the  Boston  City  Record 
is.  That  commission,  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, was  made  up  of  several  individuals, 
some  academic,  some  serious,  others  perhaps 
technical  experts,  some  who  perhaps  knew 
something  about  building  bridges,  and  probably 
somebody  who  thought  he  could  get  a  chance 
to  obtain  inside  information  on  the  rebuild- 
ing of  that  bridge.  Any  man  or  woman  who 
may  walk  across  Harvard  Bridge  or  who  may 
go  across  in  a  team,  carriage,  street  car,  truck 
or  automobile,  knows  the  condition  of  the 
bridge.  The  councilor  next  to  me  (Coun. 
Walsh)  says  that  people  who  go  across  in 
airplanes  do  not  complain  about  the  bridge. 
That  is  correct.  We  all  kno%v  that  that  bridge 
is  in  a  deplorable  condition,  that  it  is  a  dis- 
grace to  the  community.  Dr.  Vincent  Y.  Bow- 
ditch  has  christened  it  "the  artillery  bridge," 
because  when  the  woodwork  contracts  it  rattles 
like  a  discharge  of  artillery.  Doctor  Bow- 
ditch  says  that  when  you  go  underneath  the 
bridge  you  get  even  more  of  the  effect  of 
artillery.  But  it  is  certainly  a  ricketty  bridge. 
Of  course,  the  first  part  of  that  word  might 
particularly  appeal  to  some  members,  who 
will  recall  a  well  known  beverase  called  a 
"ricky."  I  may  have  to  repeat  that  for  some, 
but  I  see  that  it  got  recognition  from  our 
President !  He  recognized  the  reference  to 
the  "ricky."  Now,  that  bridge  cannot  be  re- 
built. I  am  told  by  scientific,  actual  bridge 
builders.       The     commission     recommends     re- 
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building  it  at  a  cost  of  about  two  million 
dollars,  suggesting  the  narrowing  of  the 
Charles  river  in  order  that  the  span  will  not 
be  quite  so  extensive.  Very  good — two  million 
dollars.  It  will — we  are  told  that  it  will — 
cost  $500,000  to  repair  Hie  bridge  and  put  it 
into  a  condition  that  will  permit  of  its  use  for 
about  five  or  six  years.  Five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  will  take  care  of  a  good  many  things. 
But  I  think  there  is  one  thing  that  we  should 
understand,  and  that  is  the  need  there  is  of 
building  a  first-class  bridge.  That  bridge  is 
dangerous.  You  cannot  go  across  there  in  a 
vehicle  without  danger  of  being  hit  by  flying 
timber.  From  85  to  90  per  cent  of  the  tim- 
bers in  the  flooring  of  the  bridge  are  loose, 
and  yet  this  commission  suggests  rebuilding 
that  bridge !  When  we  were  in  Columbus, 
Ohio,  a  few  years  ago  we  saw  a  few  bridges 
dismantled  and  ruined  by  a  great  flood.  They 
were  somewhat  bent,  it  is  true.  They  were 
lying  there  in  parts  by  the  side  of  the  river, 
or  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  when  we  were 
there.  I  think  we  could  buy  one  of  those 
bridges  for  a  reasonable  price !  I  think  the 
commission  might  recommend  our  buying  a 
bridge  there  for  less  than  $100,000,  straighten- 
ing out  and  putting  it  here,  with  the  idea  that 
anything  would  be  good  enough  for  the  City 
of  Boston !  Mr.  President,  the  bridge  there 
should  be  a  new  bridge.  A  commission  ap- 
pointed by  his  Honor  Mayor  Peters  recom- 
mended what  is  considered  by  architects,  mili- 
tary men,  business  men  and  others  an  ideal 
plan  for  a  memorial  to  those  who  fought  in 
the  late  war  and  who  gave  their  lives  in  that 
great  cause.  It  is  indorsed  by  the  greatest 
architects  in  this  part  of  the  country.  It  will 
cost  probably  about  three  times  the  amount 
that  these  individuals  say  a  second-hand,  re- 
built bridge  would  cofit— about  $6,000,000. 
The  city  of  Cambridge  would  undoubtedly 
welcome  an  opportunity  to  bear  its  share  of 
the  burden  of  a  decent  bridge  between  here 
and  Cambridge.  The  life  of  a  bridge,  Mr. 
President,  is  about  thirty  years.  That  bridge 
was  built  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in 
1887,  being  commenced  then  and  completed  in 
1891,  and  today  I  had  an  interview  with  the 
City  Clerk,  who  at  one  time  was  head  of  the 
Street  Department  in  this  city,  who  told 
me  that  he  had  a  conversation  with 
Wliliam  Jackson,  our  city  engineer  years 
ago,  relative  to  the  repair  of  the  bridge 
on  Shawmnt  avenue  over  the  Albany  Kail- 
road  tracks,  and  at  that  time  raised  the 
question  about  the  advisability  of  doing  any- 
thing there  in  the  way  of  repairs.  Mr  Jack- 
son's answer  was  that  the  life  of  a  bridge  was 
thirty  years.  Therefore,  this  bridge  is  three 
years  beyond  its  death.  It  has  been  for 
thirty-three  years  in  operation  or  partly  in 
operation.  The  information  given  by  Mr. 
Jackson  to  Mr.  Donovan,  our  City  Clerk,  was 
indorsed  by  the  new  engineer  ;  and  Mr.  Whit- 
ney says  that  a  bridge  built  in  1891,  having 
been  built  to  take  care  of  the  traffic  of  those 
days — horse  cars,  light  vehicles,  both  pleasure 
and  truck — is  put  under  a  much  greater 
strain  since  the  advent  of  the  automobile  and 
heavy  trucks  and  cars,  and  he  repeats  that 
thirty  years,  in  his  opinion,  is  the  life  of  a 
bridge  built  like  Harvard  Bridge.  I  don't  know 
how  much  my  ridicule  will  interfere  with  the 
proposed  plans  of  that  commission,  but  I  do 
hope  that  the  Legislature  through  its  commis- 
sion will  permit  Boston  to  advance  rather  than 
to  be  stultfied  and  handicapped  on  every  hand. 
We  have  sot  to  do  things  in  Boston  or  else  we 
are  doomed  as  a  commercial  city.  We  have  an 
opportunity,  for  instance,  to  bring  Mr.  Ford 
here  with  his  plan,  but  when  the  opportunity 
arises  agitation  is  immediately  started  against 
it,  and  the  thing  for  the  time  being  is  off. 
Let  us  seize  such  opportunities  ;  let  us,  if  pos- 
sible, have  Mr  Ford  come  here  with  a  two 
million  dollar  plant  which  will  provide  em- 
ployment for  perhaps  2,500  men  and  women, 
adding  in  many  ways  to  the  revenue  of  this 
city.  Mr.  President,  if  any  words  of  mine  on 
this  subject  will  awaken  the  public  and  the 
Legislature  to  the  necessity  of  a  genuine,  real 


bridge  between  here  and  Cambridge,  I  will  feel 
well  rewarded  for  my  efforts  and,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  now  ask  unanimous  consent  to  with- 
draw  my  order.

PLAYGROUND,  VICINITY  OF  JEFFERSON 
SCHOOL. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Councilor 
BRICKLEY,  to  recall  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  message,  communcations  and  order 
(referred  January  7)  for  $85,000  for  play- 
ground in  the  vicinity  of  the  Jefferson  School, 
Roxbury. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President.  I  made  a 
motion  in  the  Executive  Committee  to  report 
back  "ought  to  pass"  on  the  order.  We 
voted  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.  I  want 
to  be  frank  with  you.  I  have  not  had  one 
single  person,  not  one  person,  approach  me 
for  or  against  the  playground  proposition. 
and  it  is  in  my  immediate  locality.  That  is 
a  strange  condition  of  affairs.  Notwithstand- 
ing that  I  was  perfectly  wiling  to  vote  for 
it.  Coun.  Walsh  desired  further  time  and, 
therefore,  out  of  courtesy  to  him,  I  voted  to 
have  the  matter  laid  on  the  table.  I  do 
not  even  know  the  location  or  the  extent 
of  the  taking.  I  do  not  know  whether  or 
not  the  people  in  that  vicinity  favor  it,  ex- 
cepting in  so  far  as  I  have  heard  from  some- 
body that  has  petitioned  here.  Not  one  gen- 
tleman has  approached  me  en  the  proposition. 
It  is  a  peculiar  condition  of  affairs,  if  there 
is  a  ci-ying  need  for  the  playground  in  that 
locality.  One  of  two  things  is  certain.  Either 
they  are  ignorant  or  they  have  no  desire 
for  my  co-operation.  It  does  not  disturb  me 
which  of  the  reasons  is  the  cause  of  my  not 
having  been  approached.  Now-,  I  do  not  think 
any  harm  can  come  from  leaving  this  mat- 
ter in  the  Executive  Committee.  The  mat- 
ter can  pass  at  a  later  date  just  as  well  as 
now.       Therefore    I    am    opposed    to    recalling 
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it  at  this  time  unless  Coun.  Walsh  desires 
to  withdraw  his  request  to  me  to  lay  the 
matter  on  the  table  until  a  later  time..  If 
he  withdraws  his  request  then  I  will  vote 
favorably. 

Conn.  GILBODV— Mr.  President,  I  feel  not 
quite  in  the  same  condition  as  the  previous 
speaker  but .  in  a  difficult  situation.  We  all 
appreciate  playground  conditions  are  tender 
questions,  not  only  to  the  children  but  to  the 
older  people  as  well.  I  think  we  should  give 
the  people  in  the  different  sections  of  the 
city  cons  ide  ration  also.  Some  few  months 
ago  1  put  an  order  in  this  council  for  a 
playground  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  John's  Church 
in  Roxbury,  where  there  is  and  always  has 
been  a  cry  for  playgrounds  So  far  as  I 
am  aware  the  order  went  to  the  Planning 
Hoard  and  certain  recommendations  were  made 
but  lot iver  been  followed  by  the  adminis- 
tration. I  believe  if  we  are  going  to  im- 
prove certain  sections  of  the  city  we  ought 
to  consider  those  sections  that  demand  it. 
The  councilor  for  that  section  of  Roxbury 
certainly  advances  a  good  argument  when 
he  says  he  lives  in  the  vicinity  and  has  never 
heard  of  this  demand  for  the  playground.  A 
glance  at  the  map  will  show  a  great  deal  of 
vacant  territory  in  the  section  where  this 
is  proposed.  1  think  the  matter  should  be 
laid  on  the  table  until  a  further  investigation 
of  the  entire  mat  bear 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  1  will 
say  that  1  was  satisfied  with  Coun.  Walsh's 
motion  until  I  read  the  letter  that  accom- 
panied the  order  and  then  I  changed.  It 
says  : 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   January  3,   1924. 
To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen, — Some  six  months  ago  a  petition 
was  received  signed  by  4,000  residents  of  the 
Roxbury  section  in  favor  of  a  playground  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Jefferson  School,  Roxbury 
district.  This  petition  was  later  forwarded 
to  the  City  Planning  Board,  who  reported 
under  date  of  September  21  in  favor  of 
acquiring  land  surrounding  the  Jefferson 
School,  with  a  total  area  of  343,600  square 
feet. 

The  City  Planning  Board  further  recom- 
mended that  the  complete  development  of  the 
proposd  park,  which  would  be  about  equal 
distance  from  the  John  J.  Connolly  Park  and 
the  Phillips  Street  Playground,  be  delayed 
until    a    later    time. 

A  tract  of  eight  acres  within  the  city  lim- 
its, the  valuation  of  which  is  as  low  as  the 
tract  in  question,  should  be  taken  at  this 
time  as  it  might  be  impossible  to  even  seriously 
consider  such  a  cause  after  development 
has  been  made  on  any  portion  of  the  area. 
and  I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption 
of   the    accompanying   order.

I  have  here  another  communica- 
tion  from  the  Planning  Board: 

"The  City  Planning  Board  has  given  care- 
ful consideration  to  the  location  of  a  play- 
ground in  the  vicinity  of  Jefferson  School, 
Roxbury,  as  requested  in  petitions  contain- 
ing approximately  4,000  signatures  of  resi- 
dents, of  the  district,  and  begs  to  submit  to 
yen  herewith  a  report  and  recommendation 
based  upon  its  own  investigations  and  con- 
clusions in  the  matter.  In  these  investiga- 
tions the  Board  has  had  the  benefit  of  con- 
ferences with  the  chairman  of  the  Park  De- 
partment, together  with  copies  of  plans  and 
report  submitted  by  their  consultant,  and  es- 
timates of  the  cost  of  grading  and  construc- 
tion as  prepared  by  the  Park  Department 
engineer."

Of  course,  if  you  want  to  be 
ribbed  by  the  .councilor  who  is  sitting  back  of 
you,  then,  of  course,  you  can  be  ribbed,  but 
he  has  only  got  a  short  time  to  continue  to 
rib  you.  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
I  agreed  to  the  delay  until  I  found  that  the 
people  in  the  district  to  the  number — and  I 
am  going  to  take  the  number  as  authentic — 
that  did  sign  that  petition,  that  there  are 
4,000  people  in  that  part  of  Roxbury  that 
desire  a  playground  in  that  near  vicinity. 
For  that  reason  I  am  going  to  vote  for  it, 
but  not  only  for  that  district.  If  Coun.  Gil- 
body,  I  was  about  to  say,  is  able  to  get  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  send  in  another  one  for 
the  part  of  Roxbury   that  he  desires,  for   $60,- 

000  or  $65,000.  I  will  also  vote  for  that  one. 
But  I  am  not  going  to  play  one  against  the 
other.  Some  time  ago  we  had  an  order  in 
here    for    a    playground    at    Forest    Hills.      If 

1  remember  correctly,  accompanying  the  or- 
der   there    was    a    transfer    for    $25,000    that 
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had  been  a  loan  order  that  had  been  pend- 
ing since  1913,  for  a  playground  in  the  Mat- 
tapan  district.  Of  course  the  members  of 
this  Council  saw  fit  not  to  transfer  that 
money  and  Forest  Hills  is  without  a  play- 
ground today.  And  so  is  Mattapan.  So,  if 
we  are  going  to  play  one  part  of  Roxbury 
against  another  part  of  Roxbury,  both  sec- 
tions of  Roxbury  are  going  to  be  left  with- 
out a  playground.  Now,  the  Mayor  has  seen 
fit  to  send  this  in  here,  he  says,  because  he 
has  been  petitioned  by  4,000  people.  Whether 
that  is  the  reason  or  not  it  makes  no  material 
difference  to  me.  The  playground  is  here 
and  I  am  going  to  vote  to  appropriate,  and 
what  good  deed  may  be  done  today  for  the 
people  of  Roxbury  we  will  not  have  to  do 
tomorrow  for  that  section.  This  is  here  and 
has  been  here  for  a  couple  of  •weeks,  or  a 
week,  at  least.  We  have  no  information.  It 
was  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week,  and  there 
is  no  reasonable  request  or  statement  made 
why  it  should  be  held  further.  The  councilor 
who  requested  the  matter  to  be  laid  on  the 
table  has  said  to  me  that  he  has  no  objection 
to  allowing  it  to  go  upon  its  passage. 

Coun.  WALSH— Mr.  President,  I  withdraw 
my  objections   and  will  vote   "yes." 

President  LANE — The  question  comes  on 
taking  from  the  Executive  Committee  the 
matter  of  the  playground  adjoining  the  Jef- 
ferson   School. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

President  LANE — What  is  the  pleasure  of 
the    Council    in    the   matter  ? 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  move  to  amend,  Mr. 
President,  by  .  striking  out  the  words  "for 
a   playground   adjoining   the    Jefferson    School, 


Roxbury  District,"  and  inserting  the  words 
"for  a  playground  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Jefferson  School,  Roxbury  District."  The 
reason  of  that  is,  Mr.  President,  that  I  do 
not  care  to  be  tied ,  up  with  any  land  and 
I  do  not  think  the  Council  ought  to  vote  for 
an  order  that  specifies  the  land.  I  think  it 
is  more  reasonable  to  vote  for  an  order  that 
gives  a  playground  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Jefferson  School,  so  that  if  there  are 
various  lots  to  be  placed  before  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  City  of  Boston  could  accept  the 
best  lot.  It  may  be  that  there  is  no  other 
available  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Jeffer- 
son School,  but  my  amendment  allows  the 
Park  Department  and  the  Street  Commission- 
ers to  take  any  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
school. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey  moves  an 
amendment,  striking  out  the  word  "adjoining" 
and   inserting   the   words    "in   the  vicinity  of." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order, 
as  amended,  was  given  its  first  reading  and 
passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  from  date. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION.

HAGAN,  for 
the  Executive  Committee,  submitted  a  report  on 
the  petition  of  Maybelle  Lyman  (referred  today) 
for  permit  for  children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  to 
appear  at  Fritz-Carleton  Hall,  January  23 — that  a 
permit  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  permit  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 


SALARIES   OF   PROBATION    OFFICERS. 

Coun.  HAGAN,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  communication 
from  the  justice  of  the  Chelsea  District  Court 
(referred  January  14)  relative  to  salaries  of  proba- 
tion officers — recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  Frederick  W. 
Proctor,  Jr.,  and  Ned  F.  Hoyt,  probation  officer 
and  juvenile  probation  officer,  respectively,  in  the 
Chelsea  District  Court,  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of 
$2,400  and  $1,700  per  annum,  respectively,  in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  the  justice  of  said 
court,  said  salaries  to  date  from  February  1,  1924. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
this  order  will  be  rejected.  It  appears  to  me  that 
it  provides  an  increase  in  salary  for  two  probation 
officers  of  the  Chelsea  District  Court,  one  receiv- 
ing an  increase  of  $450  and  the  other  an  increase 
of  $750.  I  think  our  City  of  Boston  is  paying 
enough  salaries  in  other  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth  today,  and  I  feci  that  the  bill  which 
has  been  presented  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
compel  the  city  of  Chelsea  and  the  town  of  Win- 
throp,  which  are  included  in  Suffolk  County,  to 
pay  their  proportionate  expense,  should  pass.  If 
at  this  time  we  are  going  to  vote  for  increases  in 
salaries  of  probation  officers  or  anyone  else  who 
is  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  money,  I  think  we 
are  putting  ourselves  in  a  ridiculous  position  be- 
fore the  Legislature.  I  think  it  is  absolutely  out 
of  the  question  for  us  at  this  time,  with  the  budget 
practically  about  to  be  considered  by  the  Council 
and  with  an  order  issued  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  the  heads  of  departments  that  no  salaries  be 
increased  more  than  $100  per  annum,  with  the 
prospective  laborers'  increase  of  50  cents  per  dayP 
to  pass  an  order  increasing  the  salaries  of  two  men 
in  the  district  court  in  Chelsea,  working  as  proba- 
tion officers,  $450  and  $750,  respectively.  I  think 
no  such  increase  should  be  voted  by  this  Council. 
I  believe  if  the  citizens  of  Boston  have  any  money 
to  spend  they  should  spend  it  to  increase  salaries 
of  citizens  of  Boston,  those  who  live  in  Boston, 
rather  than  those  who  live  in  Chelsea  or  some 
other  place,  simply  because  the  City  of  Boston  is 
compelled  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Suffolk  County. 
I  hope  this  bill  will  be  defeated  and  that  we  will 
register  our  vote  against  it.  It  is  not  sound  busi- 
ness policy.  When  we  are  confronted  by  the  fact 
that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to 
take  care  of  just  increases  for  citizens  of  Boston, 
why  should  we  be  asked  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
these  two  men  in  Chelsea  in  this  manner?  I  think 
the  order  should  positively  be  defeated  and  that 
we  should  show  the  people  of  Beacon  Hill  that 
this  City  Council  refuses  further  to  pay  increased 
salaries  to  citizens  of  Chelsea  or  other  parts  of 
Suffolk  County  other  than  citizens  of  Boston.  If 
we  have  $1,200  to  spend,  let  us  spend  it  to  in- 
crease the  salaries  of  our  own  citizens,  whether  in 
the  Police  or  Fire  Departments  or  some  other  de- 
partment of  the  city.  Let  us  spend  it  to  increase 
their  salaries,  to  give  them  a  decent  living  wage, 
rather  than  to  increase  the  salaries  of  those  who 
do  not  live  in  our  city.  We  should  be  primarily 
interested  in  the  citizens  of  Boston  and  should 
take  care  of  their  needs  first.  Then,  if  there  is 
anything  we  are  compelled  to  do  by  law  after- 
wards, let  us  do  it.  But  don't  let  us  vote  to  in- 
crease the  salaries  of  these  men  outside  $450  and 
$750  a  year,  when  we  are  increasing  the  amount 
paid  to  our  own  citizens  but  $100  a  year.  I  hope 
the  matter  will  fail  of  passage. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  go 
on  record  as  voting  in  favor  of  this,  because  the 
law  requires  it,  that  is  all.  I  think  Boston  ought 
to  look  after  its  own,  but  under  the  law  Boston 
pays  the  bill.  I  regret  that  Chelsea,  Revere  and 
Winthrop  do  not  pay  their  part  of  the  county  ex- 
penses, and  I  think  Coun.  Donoghue  is  right  in 


his  contention.  But  the  trouble  is  that  we  are 
face  to  face  with  the  bill,  and  Boston  must  pay 
the  bill.  Even  though  I  would  like  to  look  after 
our  own  people  first,  because  I  think  that  is  right, 
just  and  equitable,  the  law  is  the  law,  and  we  can- 
not sidestep  it.  If  in  some  way  Chelsea,  Revere 
and  Winthrop  can  be  made  to  pay,  as  I  believe  is 
proposed,  their  proper,  proportionate  part  of  the 
expenses  of  Suffolk  County,  I  think  they  should 
be  so  made  to  pay.  I  agree  with  Coun.  Donoghue 
absolutely  that  it  is  not  right  that  Boston  should 
be  saddled  unduly  with  the  county  expenses,  and 
that  our  duty  should  first  lie  to  our  own  citizens. 
I  certainly  hope  that  the  Legislature  will  soon 
compel  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop  to  pay  a 
part  of  the  county  expenses.  In  the  meantime 
we  are  confronted  by  the  law  and,  therefore,  I  shall 
for  that  reason  alone  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  while  the 
law  may  say  that  the  City  of  Boston  shall  pay  the 
expenses  of  Suffolk  County,  it  does  not  say,  in  my 
opinion,  that  we  shall  increase  the  salaries  of  any 
of  the  present  employees  of  Suffolk  County.  If 
we  were  compelled  by  law  to  pay  these  increases  in 
salaries  there  would  be  no  need  of  the  bill  being 
presented  here  to  the  City  Council  for  acceptance. 
Therefore  I  feel  that  we  are  not  compelled  to  vote 
for  these  increases.  I  know  the  law  says  that  we 
must  pay  the  salaries  of  officials  in  Suffolk  County 
and  the  expenses  of  Suffolk  County,  but  it  does  not 
say  in  any  law  that  we  must  pay  these  increases. 
I  am  contending  against  the  increase  of  the  present 
salaries,  drawing  that  distinction.  We  are  not 
compelled  to  increase  their  rate  of  wage;  we  are 
not  compelled  to  give  them  $450  more  and  $750 
more  at  the  expense  of  the  citizens  of  Boston. 
Irrespective  of  what  anybody  may  consider  to  be 
our  position  under  the  law  in  other  respects,  we 
are  not  compelled  to  vote  for  this  act,  increasing 
these  particular  salaries,  on  the  face  of  it.  Other- 
wise it  would  not  be  in  here. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was. 
passed,  yeas  5,  nay  1.

Dear   Sir, — The   City   Planning   Board    returns 
herewith  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  undpr 
date  of  December  31,  1923,  i.  e.: 

"Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
investigate  what  the  city  of  Milwaukee  has  done 
to  provide  homes  for  those  of  modest  means  and 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  whether 
some  such  plan  as  in  effect  in  Milwaukee  might 
not  be  used  in  Boston," 

and  begs  leave  to  submit  at  the  same  time  a 
statement  of  its  findings  in  the  matter. 

The  Wisconsin  Legislature  in  1919  enacted  a 
law  permitting  cities  and  counties  of  that  state 
to  purchase  preferred  stock  in  copartnership 
housing  companies.  The  Garden  Homes  Com- 
pany was  accordingly  organized  in  1920,  and  the 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and 
the  appropriate  authorities  of  the  county  each 
voted  to  invest  $50,000  in  the  enterprise.  Up- 
wards of  one  hundred  houses  have  been  built  at 
the  present  time,  each  house  containing  five  or 
six  rooms,  representing  an  approximate  total  cost, 
land  and  buildings,  of  from  $4,300  to  $4,700  and 
involving  a  monthly  payment  on  the  part  of  the 
occupants  of  from  $44.50  to  $51  per  month. 

A  statement  in  some  detail  with  regard  to  the 
procedure  and  the  method  of  financing  the  Mil- 
waukee project  is  attached  to  this  report.  (Ap- 
pendix A.) 

In  an  opinion  handed  down  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  in  this  matter  (a  copy  of  it  is  herewith 
submitted,  Appendix  B)  certain  facts  are  clearly 
established,  i.  e.: 

I.  That  present  constitutional  provisions  con- 
fer upon  the  Commonwealth  specifically  the 
privilege  of  "providing  homes  for  citizens' 
(Article  43)  except  "during  times  of  war,  public 
exigency,  emergency  or  distress"  when  the  pro- 
viding of  shelter  is  declared  to  be  a  public  function 
and  therefore  capable  of  being  exercised  by  the 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
(Article  47.) 

II.  That  the  City  of  Boston  could  not  be 
authorized  under  the  present  constitutional  pro- 
visions to  appropriate  money  raised  by  taxation 
to  be  invested  in  such  a  project  as  the  Milwaukee 
plan  of  providing  homes  for  those  of  modest 
means. 

The  City  Planning  Board  has  no  means  of 
passing  upon  the  ultimate  success  or  failure  of 
the  Milwaukee  project,  but  so  far  as  the  City  of 
Boston  is  concerned,  the  further  consideration  of 
any  scheme  which  cannot  be  granted  the  necessary 
legal  authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  would  appear  to  be 
fruitless.

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  attached 
order,   namely : 

"That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report  to  the 
City  Council  as  to  the  advisability  of  establishing  a 
power  station  in  the  vicinity  of  Parker  Hill  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  the  water  pressure  on  Parker 
Hill. 

In  City  Council,  January  7,  1924.     Passed. 

I  submit  the  following  report: 

I  have  had  tests  made  on  the  various  hydrants  at 
the  highest  grades  of  approach  on  the  top  of  the 
hill,  namely,  opposite  the  Elks'  Hospital  on  Parker 
Hill  with  the  following  results: 

Pounds. 
Huntington  avenue  and  Parker  Hill  avenue, 

foot  of  Parker  Hill  avenue 65 

Parker  Hill  avenue  and  Hillside  street 82 

Parker  Hill  avenue  and  Parker  Hill  terrace ....  65 
Parker  Hill  avenue,  opposite  Brigham  Hospital,  20 
Parker  Hill  avenue,  opposite  Elks'  Hospital ...  15 
Sachem  street,  opposite  No.  66,  which  is  about 

a  7  per  cent  grade,  hydrant  being  about  200 

feet  from  the  corner  of  Parker  Hill  avenue ...     48 

It  may  be  readily  seen  that  there  is  an  adequate 
flow  of  water  on  the  hill  under  normal  conditions, 
as  these  pressures  were  taken  between  ten  and 
twelve  a.  m.,  which  would  mean  that  there  would 
be  an  increased  pressure  on  all  the  hydrants  in  that 
vicinity  during  the  night. 

As  to  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  pumping 
station  on  this  hill,  it  would  appear  to  me  to  be 
quite  an  unnecessary  and  costly  scheme,  would  re- 
quire constant  maintenance,  employing  at  least 
four  men  for  a  twenty-four  hour  day. 

In  response  to  an  alarm  of  fire  on  this  hill  we  send 
three  pumps  having  a  test  capacity  of  750  gallons, 
each  of  these  being  sufficient  to  work  at  least  two 
lines  of  ordinary  length,  300  feet  of  250  gallons  each. 

To  solve  this  problem  I  would  suggest  that  an 
equalizer  be  installed,  such  as  we  have  on  the  Belle- 
vue  section,  and  which  answers  all  purposes  for 
this  hill,  and  would  provide  at  all  times  water  in 
sufficient  quantities  for  fire  and  domestic  purposes. 
It  could  be  very  easily  operated  from  the  pumping 
stations  that  we  have  now  in  service  through  a 
line  of  mains  which  would  be  connected  up  for  the 
supply  as  against  the  demand. 

The  fact  that  the  test  shows  fifteen  pounds  on  one 
hydrant  means  nothing  to  be  alarmed  over  as  we 
develop  the  pressure  from  that  fifteen  pounds,  with 
sufficient  quantity,  to  any  desired  pressure,  within 
the  scope  of  the  pump,  meaning  that  we  can  get 
three  hundred  pounds  from  the  pump  and  it  will 
show  only  fifteen  pounds  at  the  hydrant.

REDUCTION     OF     ELECTRICITY     PRICE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Law  Department,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  furnish  the  Council  in  writing  a 
statement  of  the  present  status  of  the  city  s  petition 
for  a  reduction  in  the  present  price  of  electricity . 

The  question  came  on  the  second  reading  ot  the 

""Colin  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  have  waited 
almost  two  years  for  something  tangible  m  the 
wav  of  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  electricity  by 
the  Edison  Company,  asked  for  in  a  petition  pre- 
sented by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  almost 
two  years  back.  The  City  of  Boston  has  con- 
tributed, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  this 
body,  a  sum  rising  $100,000  to  prosecute  the  peti- 
tion, and  today  we  are  in  about  the  same  condition 
that  we  were,  so  far  as  I  know,  when  we  first 
started  the  petition  here  for  a  reduction  in  rates 
It  is  true  that  the  Edison  Company  has  reduced 
the  price  of  electricity  for  lighting  purposes  half 
a  cent  per  kilowatt,  voluntarily,  that  reduction 
taking  place  during  the  first  part  of  the  hearing 
before  that  Board.  They  did  it,  I  presume  in 
their  clever  way,  to  attempt  to  discount  the  city  s 
attempt  to  have  lower  rates  But  the  city  did 
not  fall  for  their  scheme,  and  then  Mayor  Peters 
and  later  Mayor  Curley,  together  with  the  Coun- 
cils of  those  years,  continued  to  keep  the  matter 
alive.  In  fact,  I  spoke,  I  believe,  at  every  meet- 
ing for  eight  or  nine  weeks,  attempting  to  tocus 
the  public  mind  upon  the  conduct  of  this  gigantic 
monopoly,  and  I  think  that  worried  them.  I  have 
remained  silent  on  this  subject  for  nearly  two 
years,  having  no  desire  to  bring  down  possible 
failure  upon  those  who  are  representing  the  city 
before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  because  ot 
anything    I    might   say.     I   judge   now   that   by 


omission  I  have  not  helped  the  cause  any,  because 
we  have  spent  8100,000  and  we  will  have  to  spend 
more.  That  cannot  stop  now.  The  Edison  Com- 
pany's plan  always  is,  and  it  is  true  of  all  great, 
powerful,  public  utilities  and  other  great  corpora- 
tions which  enjoy  rights  granted  them  by  the 
Legislature  or  by  city  governments  in  the  nature 
of  a  monopoly,  to  procrastinate,  delay,  and  put 
every  obstacle  in  the  way  of  those  who  are  prose- 
cuting anything  that  will  benefit  the  taxpayers. 
They  hire  the  highest  priced  experts.  They  buy 
up  experts  who  are  possibly  going  to  be  retained 
by  the  city  or  state,  and  in  every  way  attempt  to 
interfere  with  the  prosecution  by  those  who  at- 
tempt to  get  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  the  com- 
modity that  they  have  a  monopoly  in  selling.  I 
don't  know  whether  all  of  the  blame  can  be  placed 
on  the  shoulders  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion at  the  State  House  or  on  the  Edison  Company 
and  its  employees.  It  may  be  that  there  is  blame 
which  should  be  placed  in  other  localities.  I  ex- 
empt the  Mayor  of  Boston  absolutely  from  my 
suggestion  that  others  may  be  responsible,  and  I 
know  that  this  body  is  immune  from  any  such 
criticism.  But  it  ma3'  be  properly  applied  in 
other  places.  I  will  be  told,  I  presume,  later  that 
Arthur  Dehon  Hill,  for  whom  I  have  great  respect, 
who  was  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city  under 
Mayor  Peters  and  who  through  my  intercession  in 
part  was  continued  as  the  city's  law  representa- 
tive in  the  prosecution  of  the  attempt  to  get  lower 
rates  from  the  Edison  Company  when  he  left  the 
office  of  Corporation  Counsel,  has  been  busy  in 
other  directions.  I  interceded  for  him,  not  that 
he  asked  me  to  do  so,  but  I  believed  he  had  the 
matter  in  hand  and  that  he  should  continue  the 
work,  and  Mayor  Curley  in  his  magnanimous  way 
agreed  to  continue  with  Mr.  Hill  and  has  agreed 
to  let  him  have  all  the  money  he  wishes  in  reason 
to  conduct  the  case  in  a  proper  way.  You  may 
say  perhaps  that  Mr.  Hill  is  delayed  in  outside 
matters.  Undoubtedly  at  present  he  is  so  de- 
layed. But  this  petition  looking  for  lower  rates 
interests  every  individual  in  Boston,  not  only 
those  who  use  electricity  for  commercial  purposes, 
but  those  who  use  it  for  lighting  purposes  and 
those  who  do  not  use  it,  the  reason  why  those  who 
do  not  use  it  are  directly  interested  being  that 
they  do  have  this  interest,  that  where  they  pur- 
chase something  from  a  manufacturing  plant  or  a 
store,  or  where  they  ride  on  trolley  cars  where  juice 
enters  into  the  carrying  on  of  the  business,  the 
price  of  electricity  does  enter  into  the  price  of  the 
article  or  of  the  service  they  get.  It  enters  into 
every  item  of  fuel,  food,  raiment,  housing,  electric 
lighting,  electric  heating  and  electric  power,  and 
therefore  interests  every  individual  in  Boston. 
Everyone  desires  a  reduction  except  those  who 
are  getting  great  profits  from  this  monopoly.  We 
are  helpless.  The  Legislature  makes  it  a  point  to 
take  away  home  rule  from  cities  and  towns,  to 
take  it  away  from  the  great  City  of  Boston,  the 
capital  city  of  New  England,  and  place  it  in  the 
hands  of  those  who  have  the  right  to  control  this 
great  monopoly,  permitting  them  to  so  arrange 
their  business  under  license  from  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  as  to  extend  their  lines  into  other 
states,  thereby  prohibiting  us  in  Boston  from  in 
any  way  having  any  say  concerning  this  great 
commodity.  They  are  now  going  to  interchange 
all  power  with  a  New  York  lighting  corporation. 
When  the  Edison  Company  and  the  New  England 
Power  Company  —  and  they  are  all  one  —  have 
a  surplus  of  juice,  and  there  is  not  enough  juice 
in  New  York,  the  interchange  will  go  that  way. 
under  agreement,  whereby  they  will  be  supplied 
from  here,  and  vice  versa  another  time,  taking  it  to 
New  England  from  there.  There  is  such  an  abso- 
lute monopoly  that  I  doubt  even  though  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  arose  as  one  man  and 
demanded  public  regulation  of  this  great  monop- 
oly, they  could  accomplish  much.  They  would 
be  handicapped  because  of  connections  with 
Rhode  Island  and  New  York.  There  is  already 
a  great  connection,  I  believe,  or  a  plan  for  a  great 
connection  through  Fall  River,  with  Rhode  Island. 
And  so  I  am  anxious,  as  the  public  are  anxious,  to 
sec  something  tangible  in  the  way  of  the  making 
of  progress  in  our  effort  to  reduce  the  rates.  There 
is  no  hope  from  a  plea  on  Beacon  Hill,  not  a 
particle.  There  is  some  hope  from  this  body  here 
and  similar  bodies  in  other  cities  and  towns  in 
New  England.  But  they  are  helpless,  absolutely 
helpless.  I  do  want  to  say,  as  one  member  of 
this  body,  that  I  am  willing  to  go  the  limit  in  the 
matter  of  appropriating  money,  so  far  as  the  City 
Council  may  do  so,  for  our  Law  Department  to 
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prosecute  this  case  to  the  end,  provided  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  is  a  genuine  attempt  made  to 
bring  about  a  successful  contest.  J  won't  say 
that  I  have  my  doubts  about  it  now,  but  I  might 
say,  in  my  usual  way,  that  I  am  suspicious,  which 
I  presume  carries  witli  it  the  implication  that  I 
am  in  doubt  about  it.  Hut  I  do  want  some  in- 
formation, and  not  oral  information  of  which  no 
record  is  made.  I  want  some  information  in 
writing  from  the  Law  Department,  and  they  in 
turn  should  net  something  in  writing  from  (he 
special  counsel  and  from  others  who  arc  prose- 
cuting this  case  for  us.  Mr.  Hill  is  m.w  engaged 
in  a  criminal  prosecution,  stirring  up  the  filth  and 
mud  that  the  people  are  heartily  sick  of.  It.  has 
been  polluting  the  minds  of  the  youth,  as  a  result 
of  the  cases  they  are  prosecuting.  I  have  no  in- 
terest in  the  matter,  I  don't  care  what  they  do;  I 
simply  want  justice  to  prevail.  If  there  are  guilty 
men  on  trial,  they  should  suffer,  regardless  of  their 
influence,  whether  in  Washington,  where  they  are 
stealing  oil  franchises,  or  in  Boston,  where  they 
have  perhaps  done  things  equally  bad  but  on  a 
minor  scale.  I  sincerely  trust,  that  these  words  of 
mine,  rather  lengthy  1ml  spoken  without  heat,  in 
all  seriousness,  will  bring  about  some  activity  in 
I  he  matter  of  giving  to  Boston  citizens  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  price  of  a  product  that  enters  into  our 
very  existence,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  in  order  that  the  order  may  go 
upon  its  passage  at  this  time. 

'The  ruh'  was  suspended  and  the  older  was  given 
its  second  reading  and  passed. 


GAS     WD   ELECTRICITY    CONTRACT. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  and  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
Council  such  data  as  he  may  have,  or  will  have, 
later,  relative  to  the  contemplated  contract  tor 
gas  and  electricity. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  1  realize  that 
we  are  rather  early  in  the  matter  of  the  electric 
lighting  contracts  here,  but  the  gas  contract,  I 
believe,  is  being  considered  or  will  be  considered 
shortly,  and  I  think  the  earlier  we  get  data  on 
these  tilings  the  better.  I  was  present  when  the 
last  contract  was  signed,  and  I  had  the  woo!  pulled 
over  my  eyes.  This  is  a  matter  upon  which  I 
would  like  a  little  more  light. 

The  order  was  passed.

JOHNSON   IMMIGRATION   BILL, 

Coun.  HEALEY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  views  with  disfavor  the  pro- 
visions contained  in  the  Johnson  immigration 
bill,  so  called,  now  pending  before  Congress,  re- 
lative to  the  adoption  of  the  figures  of  the  1890 
census,  as  the  basis  for  the  computation  of  the 
newly  proposed  quota  for  immigrants. 

Whatever  policy  is  to  be  adopted  with  reference 
to  immigration  must  be  one  which  should  equitably 
affect  all  of  our  American  citizenship  as  it  is  con- 
stituted today. 

This  provision  tends  to  give  official  sanction 
to  national  and  lacial  prejudices,  as  well  as  to  put 
the  stigma  of  inferiority  upon  many  elements 
of   our  American   citizenship,   whose  loyalty   has 


been  tested  in  the  furnace  of  war,  and  who  have 
always  contributed  their  full,  share  towards  the 
maintenance  and  preservation  of  our  American 
democracy;  and 

Ordered,  That,  copies  of  this  order  be  sent  by 
the  City  Clerk  to  the  Massachusetts  senators  and 
represi  uta  I  n  ■  ■■  in  Congress. 

Later  in  the  session,  the  resolution  was  with- 
drawn, on  million  of  Coun.  HEALEY,  as  the 
Mayor  had  sent  a  message  and  resolution  to  tin

ACTION   CONCERNING    IMMIGRATION 
BILL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  28,  1924. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  adoption  of  the  amendment 
presented  by  Congressman  Johnson  to  the  immigra- 
tion bill  now  pending  before  Congress  is  so  thor- 
oughly un-Amrrican  and  would  work  such  great 
hardship  to  so  many  people,  that  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  present  population  in  America,  and 
posterity  it  should  be  rejected. 

Conditions  obtaining  in  Southern  Europe  prior 
to  1890  made  it  more  desirable  for  the  inhabitants 
to  remain  in  the  land  of  their  birth.  As  a  conse- 
quence of  this  condition  the  immigration  from 
Italy,  Greece,  Portugal  and  other  countries  in  that 
part  of  Europe  has  been  so  limited  that  an  amend- 
ment to  the  immigration  law  basing  the  admission 
quota  on  the  1890  census,  would  constitute  an 
absolute  prohibition  on  immigration  from  these 
countries.  The  tremendous  immigration  that  has 
taken  place  since  1S90  has  been  largely  based  on  the 
natural  desire  for  improvement  in  condition  in  life. 
It  represents  not  only  a  laudable  but  a  most  com- 
mendatory course  of  action  on  the  part  of  these 
people.  They  have  contributed  to  the  life  of 
America  all  the  splendid  traditions  and  attainments 
of  their  home  lands,  and  a  restriction  such  as  is 
proposed  in  the  Johnson  immigration  bill  would 
result  in  an  immeasurable  hardship  to  a  great 
element  of  liberty-loving  and  law-abiding  women 
and  men. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  resolution.

Whereas,  The  adoption  of  this  basis  would  tend 
to  the  development  of  racial  prejudices  and  stig- 
matize as  inferiors  immigrants  from  southern 
Europe,  be  it  and  it  is  hereby 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Boston  that  any  amendment  adopted  to 
existing  immigration  laws  should  have  as  its  basis 
a  due  and  proper  consideration  for  all  people 
seeking  a  home  in  the  United  States,  and,  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  Boston  through 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  hereby  records  its 
disapproval  by  Congress  of  the  Johnson  Immigra- 
tion Bill  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun-

place  m  the  taking  of  Baid  land  I'm-  a  Police  Head- 
quarters. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following  as  a  sub- 
stitute: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  feels  that  the 
Finance  Commission  is  properly  subject  to  criticism 
for  failure  to  investigate  the  facts  surrounding  the 
selection  of  the  proposed  Park  square  site  for  a 
Police  Headquarters,  and  the  price  agreed  to  be 
paid  therefor. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
substitute  offered  by  Coun.  Watson. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think  any 
winds  of  mine  are  unnecessary  as  to  the  value  of 
such  a  substitute.  I  do  want  to  say  one  word  on 
the  resolutions  presented  by  Coun.  Healcy,  for 
wliich  I  have  offered  a  substitute.  He  makes 
reference  to  figures,  sums  and  facts  in  his  possession 
which  I  have  had  no  opportunity  to  check  up.  I 
presume  they  are  correct,  but  he  is  human,  like 
others,  and  I  think  the  resolutions  he  offers  are  a 
little  too  far  fetched  and  a  little  too  extended  for 
me  to  vote  upon  offhand.  If  they  were  a  little 
briefer  I  might  have  been  able  to  follow  them 
better.  Some  of  them  I  believe  in.  But  the 
whole  blame,  in  my  opinion,  can  be  placed  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  Finance  Commission,  who  should 
have  inquired  into  the  matter,  who  should  have 
obtained  the  facts,  although  they  have  failed  to  do 
it.  I  am  certain  that  if  the  matter  had  to  deal  with 
some  smaller  people  it  would  have  been  pretty  well 
investigated.  I  think  the  Finance  Commission 
can  show  themselves  lax  in  this  matter,  at  least, 
it  may  be  because  Amory  Eliot  and  his  colleagues 
are  in  favor  with  or  at  least  on  speaking  terms  with 
the  Finance  Commission. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  while  I  think 
what  the  member  states  is  true,  nevertheless  I 
think  the  proper  procedure  would  be  to  allow  my 
resolutions  to  go  through  and  then  to  introduce 
what  the  gentleman  has  offered  as  a  separate 
resolution,  if  he  so  desired.  I  would  state  to  the 
gentleman,  if  he  thinks  perhaps  I  may  not  have 
been  correct  in  the  figures,  that  I  received  the 
figures  today  from  the  auditor's  department, 
compiled  by  Mr.  Keenan  down  there  at  the  request 
of  the  City  Auditor.  So  I  think  the  proper  thing 
to  do  would  be  for  the  gentleman  to  allow  the 
resolutions  I  have  presented  to  go  through,  and 
then  present  his  resolutions  independently. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  thinks  that  this 
is  not  really  a  substitute,  but  that  the  resolutions 
offered  by  Coun.  Healey  would  go  upon  their 
passage  or  defeat,  as  the  members  may  elect,  and 
that  then  Coun.  Watson's  resolution  should  still 
be  in  order,  to  be  acted  on  upon  its  merits.  If 
there  is  no  objection,  the  Chair  will  put  the  motion 
of  Coun.  Healey's  resolutions  first. 

Coun.  WATSON— I  would  ask  the  Chair  if  he 
presents  that  statement,  based  on  parliamentary 
rule? 

President  LANE— No. 

Coun.  WATSON  —  On  his  own  personal  views? 

President  LANE— My  own  personal  views.  I 
think  the  paper  offered  by  Coun.  Watson  is  not 
properly  a  substitute  for  the  paper  offered  by  Coun. 


Healey,  and  I  think  the  best  thing  to  do  would  be 
to  act  upon  both  resolutions. 

Coun.  WATSON— How  about  the  propriety  of 
it,  Mr.  President?  I  suppose  a  substitute  is  in 
order. 

President  LANE — A  substitute  is  in  order 
always. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  we  are  both  wrong,  I 
guess. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey  moves  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of  his  resolutions, 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
rather  go  one  step  farther  in  the  matter  of  the 
Finance  Commission  and  ask  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion if  it  has  not  been  brought  out  very  plainly, 
taking  the  facts  as  they  have  come  to  us  from  the 
Law  Department  and  from  the  assessors'  office, 
and  having  in  mind  this  abatement  in  April,  that 
if  the  investigators  for  the  Finance  Commission 
were  on  the  job  they  would  have  petitioned  the 
court  to  enjoin  the  City  of  Boston  from  making  this 
purchase.  I  think  we  ought  to  ask  the  Finance 
Commission  directly  for  a  report  or  send  for  the 
chairman  and  have  him  come  in  here  and  ask  him 
why  they  allowed  this  sale  to  get  by.  Perhaps 
they  will  tell  us,  if  they  know.  Of  course,  they  play 
politics.  They  rob  Peter  to  pay  Paul.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Commission  did  not,  of  course, 
contribute  to  my  campaign,  but  I  do  know  people 
to  whose  campaign  he  did  contribute.  Perhaps 
we  might  find  out  that  he  had  contributed  to  both 
sides.  I  know  that  he  did  contribute  to  one  of  the 
mayoralty  candidates  in  the  last  campaign,  $2.50. 
I  don't  know  whether  he  got  it  from  the  holier-than- 
thou  crowd,  the  men  who  are  trustees  of  the  Park 
Square  Real  Estate  Trust,  written  up  by  the  Boston 
newspapers  as  men  prominent  in  safeguarding  the 
interests  of  the  city,  men  who  advertise  in  the 
Boston  press  for  money  with  which  to  run  a  cam- 
paign for  clean  government,  asking  contributions 
to  the  Good  Government  Association  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  men  to  their  liking.  There  is 
perhaps  a  question  as  to  whether  we  should  pass 
either  of  these  resolutions.  We  have  heard  from 
the  Law  Department  and  have  heard  from  the 
assessors.  I  think,  in  order  to  get  the  whole  truth, 
we  ought  now  to  send  for  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  for  the  chairman  of  the 
Street  Commission,  and  ought  to  find  out  why  the 
city  was  jobbed  by  these  holier-than-thou  men. 
who  have  taken  unfair  advantage  of  the  city.  If 
we  pass  these  today,  of  course  the  sale  has  gone 
through  and,  as  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  told 
us,  it  cannot  be  stopped.  We  have  perhaps  been 
lax  in  our  duty.  Of  course,  the  Supreme  Court 
says  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  selection 
of  sites,  that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  hand  out  the 
money  when  they  ask  us  to  do  it,  and  perhaps  may 
enjoin  us  or  compel  us  to  vote  even  against  the 
oath  we  took  when  we  were  inducted  into  office. 
But  I  think  both  Coun.  Watson's  order  and  Coun. 
Healey's  order  should  lie  upon  the  table  and  be 
taken  up  by  the  new  government.  Then  we  can 
start  the  new  year  by  bringing  them  in  here  and 
having  a  hearing  that  may  result  in  saving  money 
to  the  citizens  of  Boston  in  the  future. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  satisfied 
with  that  solution  of  the  affair.  If  you  desire  to 
have  the  Finance  Commission,  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  the  assessors 
and  the  Law  Department  before  us,  to  go  into 
the  matter  more  fully,  more  fully  even  than  you 
did  today,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  me. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  so  move,  Mr.  President, 
that   both   resolutions   be   laid   on    the   table   ami 

that 

President  LANE — One  thing  at  a  time.  Coun. 
Moriarty  moves  that  Coun.  Healey's  resolutions 
lie  on  the  table. 

The  resolutions  offered  by  Coun.  Healey  were 
laid  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  my  resolutions? 

With  unanimous  consent  Coun.  Watson's 
resolution  was  withdrawn. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— I  would  like  to  make  a 
suggestion,  Mr.  President.  I  feel  that  Coun. 
Watson's  resolution,  so  far  as  the  Finance  Com- 
mission is  concerned,  is  really  the  meat  of  the 
cocoanut.  I  think  he  should  also  allow  his  order 
to  lie  over,  to  lie  in  the  committee,  so  that  it  can 
be  taken  up  later. 

Coun.  WATSON— All  right,  Mr.  President.  I 
reintroduce  it. 
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Coun.  WATSON  reintroduced  the  resolution 
offered  above  as  a  substitute  for  Coun.  Healey's 
resolutions. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  now 
move  that  it  lie  on  the  table. 

President  LANE— The  Chair  suggests  that  both 
resolutions  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, or  they  will  both  die  on  Saturday  when  this 
Council  goes  cut  of  existence.  If  they  are  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  however,  they  will  go  over 
till  next  year. 

Coun.  HEALEY — What  is  the  sense,  of  the 
proposed  action,  Mr.  President,  if  we  do  not  then 
request  the  Finance  Commission  and  others  to 
appear  here?  We  have  made  a  statement,  and 
yet  we  do  not  follow  it  up  by  a  request  or  order 
that  they  appear.  If  there  is  no  request  or  order 
introduced  for  the-  appearance  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  and  others,  I  cannot  see 
the  necessity  of  deferring  this  matter. 

President  LANE — That  can  be  done,  coun- 
cilor, by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HEALEY — I  suppose  it  can  be  done. 
Officially,  I  think,  hojwever,  that  the  Council 
should  go  on  record  as  desiring  to  have  it  done,  if 
we  really  mean  business. 

Coun.  WATSON— Why  not  notify  them  now, 
Mr.  President? 

President  LANE — We  are  not  meeting  in 
Executive  Committee  now. 

Coun.  WATSON— Well,  we  have  a  right  to 
have  another  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  then  to  request  them  to  appear  at  such  time 
as  we  may  wish. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  think 
the  Council  can  instruct  the  Clerk  to  notify  them 
to  come  here. 

President  LANE — On  what  day?  At  what 
time? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Well,  that  is  the  situation. 

Coun.  HEALEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  see 
why  the  passage  of  these  resolutions  affects  the 
matter  at  all,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  pseudo 
investigation  we  had  today  affects  it.  You  may, 
of  course,  take  the  matter  up  when  the  new 
government  comes  in.  I  say  frankly  that  when  I 
presented  my  resolutions  as  a  substitute  I  did  so 
with  the  feeling  that  the  city's  interests  should 
have  been  better  protected,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Assessing  Department,  and  the  Street  Com- 
missioners, in  this  matter,  that  all  should  have 
co-ordinated  more  closely  before  the  land  was 
taken  by  the  Street  Commissioners.  Having 
that  in  mind,  I  desired  to  have  certain  questions 
asked  of  the  officials  who  appeared  here  today, 
and  1  believe  in  taking  that  position,  I  had  the 
correct  point  of  view.  But  that  does  not  pre- 
vrul  the  city  government  from  investigating 
further,  if  it  desires  to,  on  Sarurday  next  or  in 
(lie  next  city  government.  That  is  a  common 
course  of  procedure  in  any  legislative  assembly. 
1  do  not  mean  to  say,  of  course,  that  this  govern- 
ment may  not  take  the  matter  up  from  the  same 
or  from  another  angle, 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  let  me 
say  this.  In  so  far  as  the  spirit  of  Coun.  Healey's 
first  order  was  concerned,  it  called  upon  the  Mayor, 
to  get  his  information,  and  the  order  was  mis- 
leading, because  when  we  went  into  executive 
session,  before  giving  the  party  to  whom  the 
communication  was  directed  an  opportunity  to 
give  us  that  information  through  the  sources 
desired,  we  took  the  step  of  seeking  that  informa- 


tion without  giving  the  "Mayor  an  opportunity 
to  furnish  it  to  us.  That  was  my  reason  for 
moving  that  we  report  back  "Ought  to  pass," 
so  that  I  could  talk  upon  it.  But  Coun.  Healey 
said  he  had  got  the  information  and  was  going  to 
withdraw.  Now,  of  course,  I  am  not  a  mind 
reader.  I  did  not  know  what  Coun.  Healey's 
intentions  were.  I  did  not  know  that  he  had  a 
substitute  resolution  in  his  pocket  which,  after 
he  got  that  information,  he  was  going  to  intro- 
duce. I  took  the  order  that  was  first  introduced 
on  its  face  value.  Maybe  if  we  had  waited  and 
allowed  Coun.  Healey's  order  to  have  gone  on  its 
way,  we  might  have  gotten  more  information, 
or  we  might  not.  I  feel,  however,  as  Coun, 
Healer's  substitute  resolutions  were  the  resolu- 
tions that  followed  the  bringing  in  here  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Law  Department  and  also 
representatives  of  the  Assessing  Department, 
while  the  whole  matter  is  before  us,  Coun.  Healey's 
resolutions  likewise  should  lie  on  the  table,  as 
well  as  Coun.  Watson's,  so  that  we  may  have 
them  both  before  us  at  the  time  when  the  chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Commission  comes  in  here, 
if  he  does,  to  show  the  reasons  why  we  have  gone 
into  the  entire  matter. 

President  LANE — Coun.  Healey's  resolutions 
are  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
Coun.  Watson's  resolutions,  which  he  has  reintro- 
duced, will  also  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  HEALEY— And  is  there  a  request  or 
order  before  the  Council  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  appear  here  at  a  cer- 
tain specified  time  on  this  matter? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  I  will 
say  that  I  will  make  that  request  when  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  goes  into  session  on  Monday 
morning,  a  week  from  today.  I  will  introduce 
an  order  requesting  him  to  be  here  a  week  from 
todav. 

Coun.  HEALEY — And  that  the  business  before 
thp  Executive  Committee  be  transferred  to  the 
new  government? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Yes. 

Both  Coun.  Healey's  and  Coun.  Watson's 
substitute  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PRISONS. 

In  City  Council,  February  2,  1924. 
This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  223  of  the  Revised  Laws 
by  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  which  has  at- 
tended to  its  duty  and  submits  the  following- 
The  institutions  which  the  committee  visited 
were  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  and  the  House 
of   Correction   at  Deer  Island.

House  of  Correction. 
In  accordance  with  the  law,  your  commit- 
tee inspected  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island  and  the  County  Jail  twice  during  the 
past  year.  A  new  policy  was  adopted  of  in- 
viting representatives  of  the  Catholic,  Protes- 
tant and  Jewish  re'.igions  to  accompany  vour 
committee  on  their  visits.  Letters  of  invita- 
tion were  sent  to  His  Eminence  William 
Cardinal  O'Ccnnell,  Bishop  William  Lawrence 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Federated 
Jewish  Charities.  Accordingly  the  following 
ladies  and  gentlemen  met  your  committee  on 
their  annual  and  semiannual  inspection  of  the 
two  institutions  named :  Rev.  Michael  J.  Mur- 
phy, Rev.  L.  Toma.  Mrs.  Francis  E.  Slattery. 
Mrs.  Maurice  J.  Curran,  Rev.  George  Win- 
throp  Sargent.  Miss  Mary  Beard.  Rabbi  Moses 
L.  Sedar.  and  Mrs.  E.  S.  Goulston,  Sr.  The 
reasons  for  the  invitation,  of  course,  are  so 
obvious  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say 
that  the  churches  more  than  any  other  organ- 
ization are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  .he 
inmates  of  our  correctional  institutions,  and 
the  churches  particularly  represent  the  great 
mass  of  the  people  who  are  concerned  for 
the  welfare  of  those  who  are  confined  at  the 
House  of   Correction   and   the   County   Jail. 

We  present  below  certain  statistics  cove;  ing 
the  number  of  inmates  and  other  data  of 
importance,  that  should  be  read  very  carefully 
in   connection   with   the   present   report. 

When  an  inmate  is  booked  at  Deer  Island 
a  physical  examination  of  his  condition  is 
first  made,  a  blood  test  is  taken,  and  if  he 
needs  hospital  treatment,  is  sent  at  once  to 
Long  Island,  where  he  is  kept  under  observa- 
tion   until    his    physical    condition    is    improved. 
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Up  to  1920  such  inmates  were  kept  in  the  hos- 
pital at  Deer  Island,  hut  the  old  wooden  frame 
building  which  housed  the  hospital  was  con- 
demned by  the  Fire  Department  in  that  year, 
so  that  all  patients  are  now  sent  to  Long 
Island   for   treatment. 

During  1923  there  were  no  cases  of  pneu- 
monia, scarlet,  fever,  diphtheria,  grippe,  ty- 
phoid or  typhus,  or  any  other  contagious  dis- 
eases found  among  the  men  (there  are  no 
women  confined  here).  Those  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  were  sent  to  State  Sanatoria,  and 
those  suffering  from  social  diseases  were  im- 
mediately   isolated. 

The  hospital  at  Long  Island  is  recognized 
by  Ihe  American  Medical  and  Surgical  Associ- 
ation as  one  of  high  repute.  The  visiting 
surgical  staff  is  headed  by  Dr.  John  Cunning- 
ham of  Boston,  and  those  associated  with  him 
are  of  equal  prominence. 

During,  the  past  year  four  men  out  of  2,240 
inmates  at  Deer  Island  died,  giving  a  re- 
markable   bill    of    health    for    the    institution. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  health  of 
the  inmates  at  Deer  Island,  something  should 
be  said  of  the  drug  addicts,  all  of  whom  are 
now  iso'ated,  treated  by  the  hospital  physi- 
cians, and  after  being  conditioned  physically 
are  sent  to  the  farm  to  work.  Isolation  is 
the  dominating  note  in  the  treatment  of  these 
men,  who  come  in  as  inmates  in  a  weakened 
condition,  due  to  the  use  of  drugs.  The  old 
feeble  addicts  are  sent  to  Long  Island  for 
treatment  and  are  not  expected  to  work.  Up 
to  recently  the  drug  addicts  were  in  constant 
association  with  the  other  prisoners,  but  un- 
der the  new  policy  have  been  kept  away  from 
contact  with  the  other  men.  Sergt.  Robert 
Caverly  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  ridding  Boston  of 
the  drug  evil.  The  Commissioner  of  Insti- 
tutions, Doctor  Johnson,  is  working  success- 
fully with  him  and  with  the  courts  for  the 
eradication  of  this  drug  evil.  Under  the  new 
system  of  isolation  the  general  condition  of 
the  drug  afflicted  inmates  has  noticeably  im- 
proved. We  heartily  commend  Commissioner 
Johnson  for  his  humane  and  intelligent  treat- 
ment of  those  men,  most  of  whom  have  even 
gained  weight  under  his  administration.  This 
group  has  decreased  in  number  in  a  year  and 
a  half  from  56  to  26,  and  out  of  the  number 
released  during  the  year,  only  one  addict  has 
leturned  to  Deer  Island.  It  may  be  too  early 
to  predict  a  permanent  cure,  but  the  method 
of  handling  this  matter  is  headed  in  the  right 
direction. 

Food.

This  is  the  general  run  of  institutional  food 
throughout  Massachusetts  so  far  as  our  ex- 
amination shows.  It,  of  course,  is  not  the 
robust  food  of  the  worker,  but  it  is  whole- 
some. In  fact,  your  committee  partook  of 
this  food  on  its  visit  and  recommends  it  as 
clean,  well  cooked  and  nourishing.  In  talking 
directly  with  some  of  the  inmates  we  were 
informed  that  although  the  food  was  good,  a 
change  of  diet  would  be  welcome.  In  this 
connection  a  comparison  of  the  menus  at  the 
House  of  Correction  and  the  County  Jail 
would   be   profitable. 

We  desire  to  note  here  that  in  1922  a 
"Suggestion  Box"  was  installed  by  Commis- 
sioner Johnson  at  the  House  of  Correction,  so 
that  complaints  could  be  sent  directly  to  the 
head  of  the  department  by  the  inmates  with- 
out interference  by  any  subordinate  officer. 
Thus  far  the  commissioner  has  received  no 
complaint  on  the  matter  of  food,  so  he  in- 
formed   your   committee. 

Work  of  Inmates. 

The  House  of  Correction  differs  in  one  par- 
ticular from  the  State  Prison,  in  that  the 
terms  of  confinement  are  very  short,  averaging 
for  the  individual  about  thirty  days.  As  a 
result  it  has  been  found  unwise  to  establish 
factory  or  industrial  work.  At  Deer  Island 
there  is  a  small  shoe  shop,  but  the  enlarge- 
ment of  its  functions  is  not  recommended,  as 
skilled  mechanics  are  necessary  in  this  branch 
of  industry.  Almost  all  the  inmates  of  Deer 
Island  work  on  the  farm,  in  the  barn,  in  the 
piggery  and  in  the  stone  shed.  The  farm, 
consisting  of  about  thirty-four  acres,  pro- 
duces all  the  vegetables  necessary  for  the  in- 
stitution. The  cow  barn,  of  cement,  lately 
built  by  the  inmates,  holds  a  growing  herd, 
which  now  numbers  fifty-two.  The  milk 
yield  averages  200  to  400  quarts  a  day,  of 
which  80  quarts  are  sent  to  Long  Island. 
Instead  of  killing  the  calves  the  commissioner 
has  adopted  the  policy  of  increasing  the  num- 
ber of  cows  as  a  direct  benefit  to  the  institu- 
tion under  his  charge.  The  piggery,  which  is 
as  sanitary  and  clean  as  such  a  place  can  be, 
contains  about  five  hundred  pigs.  About 
fifty  thousand  pounds  of  pigs  are  killed  yearly 
for  the  use  of  the  officers,  employees  and  in- 
mates of  the  Island,  and  a  survey  of  the 
menu  will  show  how  frequently  that  product 
is  used  on  the  table.  A  smoke  house  recently 
has  been  established  for  turning  out  hams 
and  bacon,  which  also  are  used  at  Deer  Island 
and  Long  Island.  The  stone  shed  has  been 
reopened  during  the  past  year  and  supplies 
curbing  for  the  Public  Works  Department. 
Some  criticism  has  been  publicly  made  of  the 
return  of  this  industry,  but  it  is  not  justified, 
as  only  men  serving  time  for  non-support,  for 
wife  beating  and  wife  desertion  are  employed 
at   this  work. 

In  connection  with  employment  your  com- 
mittee desires  to  state  that  a  Board  of  Ap- 
peal was  established  this  year  at  Deer  Island 
to  consider  complaints  of  the  inmates  in  the 
matter  of  work.  The  Board  consists  of  the 
master,  the  clergyman  and  the  doctor  at  the 
House  of  Correction.  Any  inmate  with  a 
grievance  may  petition  for  a  hearing  before 
this  Board,  and  if  his  petition  fail  he  may 
take  up  the  case  with  the  deputy  commis- 
sioner,   and    finally    the    commissioner    himself. 

On  the  subject  of  paying  $1  a  day  to  the 
families  of  inmates  for  work  performed  dur- 
ing confinement,  the  commissioner  hopes  that 
it  will  be  possible  to  do  this.  The  program  is 
now  being  considered  in  all  its  aspects  by  the 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  correctional  in- 
stitutions throughout  the  state  and  we  may 
soon   look  for   a  definite  statement. 

Recreation. 
In  the  words  of  the  commissioner,  "the  in- 
mates at  the  House  of  Correction  are,  as  far 
as  possible,  treated  as  normal  men  and  every 
effort  is  made  to  build  up  their  self  respect  and 
their  self  confidence.''  Moving  picture  shows 
are   given   weekly,   minstrel   and    vaudeville   en- 
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tertainments  are  arranged  on  special  occasions, 
and  individuals  and  organizations  also  give 
concerts  for  the  inmates.  The  great  American 
game  of  baseball  is  the  principal  out-door 
sport,  and  contests  in  this  and  other  sports 
are  viewed  by  the  inmates  from  bleachers  re- 
cently   constructed. 

Whether  gymnasium  classes  should  be  es- 
tablished, especially  for  the  younger  men  who 
are  confined,  is  a  problem  which  your  com- 
mittee hopes  the  commissioner  will  work  on 
during  the  coming  year  "A  sound  mind  in 
a  sound  body"  is  a  world  aged  adage.  May 
we  hope  for  some  pronounced  view  on  this 
subject   soon. 

Taken  as  a  whole  your  committee  believes 
that  the  administration  of  the  institution  at 
Deer  Island  is  safe  and  sane.  The  time  given 
for  inspection  was  too  short  for  a  minute  in- 
vestigation, but  whatever  questions  were  asked 
were  answered  and  there  was  no  attempt  at 
concealment.  The  committee  not  only  inter- 
viewed the  authorities  but  also  the  inmates 
in  their  visits  to  the  institutions.  We  believe 
that  Commissioner  Johnson  is  doing  all  that 
is  humanely  possible  to  conserve  and  build  up 
the  character  of  the  inmates  under  his  charge, 
and  in  doing  that  he  deserves  well  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston.

Suffolk  County  Jail. 
The  conditions  here,  so  far  as  the  inmates 
are  concerned,  are  different  in  some  respects 
from  those  prevailing  at  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection. At  the  County  Jail  men  and  women 
are  confined  as  prisoners ;  at  the  House  of 
Correction,  as  already  stated,  there  are  men 
prisoners  only.  At  the  County  Jail  also  there 
are  two  classes  of  inmates,  some  serving  sent- 
ences imposed  by  the  courts,  and  others  re- 
strained there  for  lack  of  bail,  awaiting  trial 
on  appeal  cases.  In  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion all  the  inmates  are  serving  sentences  ;  none 
are  kept  there  except  prisoners.  At  the 
County  Jail  there  are  no  industries  to  keep 
the    inmates    busy,    unless    continuous    cleaning 


may  be  termed  an  industry.  As  expressed  by 
the  sheriff,  "they  clean,  dust  and  wash  the  jail, 
then  they  go  over  the  work  again."  Only  those 
serving  sentences  are  required  to  do  this  work. 
Inmates  held  for  lack  of  bail  are  not  com- 
pelled to  perform  this  labor.  As  a  result  of 
this  continuous  cleaning,  the  County  Jail  may 
be  properly  described  as  "spic  and  span." 
Old  offenders  quite  frequently  appeal  to  the 
judges  of  our  courts  for  sentences  to  the  jail, 
lest  they  be  required  to  work  at  the  House 
of  Correction.  The  sentences  of  the  inmates 
at  the  jail  are  usually  as  short  as  those  at 
Deer  Island  and  therefore  the  policy  of  estab- 
lishing industries  at  the  jail  has  not  been 
seriously  considered.  Under  the  administra- 
tion of  Sheriff  Keliher  improvements  have 
been  made  that  should  be  noted,  viz..  the  in- 
troduction of  running  water  and  a  toilet  in 
each  cell,  the  privilege  of  smoking,  and,  more 
recently,  the  construction  of  a  hospital,  upon 
which  we  shall  later  report.  The  cafeteria 
service,  whereby  each  inmate  walks  to  the 
serving  board,  receives  his  food  and  eats 
it  at  a  common  mess  table,  is  especially  to  be 
commended.  This  is  the  latest  innovation  of 
the  sheriff.  Besides  other  advantages  it  has 
the  definite  merit  of  serving  the  food  hot.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  inmates  serving 
sentences  and  inmates  without  bail  are  served 
from  different  tables.

The  hospital  was  particularly  interesting 
to  your  committee.  The  establishment  of  this 
new  branch  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  last 
year  created  two  opposite  opinions.  Some  of 
our  citizens  believed  that  such  a  hospital  was 
not  necessary,  while  others  took  a  contrary 
view.  As  the  hospital  has  been  only  recently 
in  operation,  the  future  will  answer  which  body 
of  citizens  was  correct-  The  sheriff  has  se- 
cured the  services  of  physicians  and  surgeons 
of  high  repute,  headed  by  Dr.  David  D.  Scannell 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  all  of  whom 
will  serve  without  compensation.  The  hospital 
is   equipped   for  major   and   minor   surgical  op- 
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erations,  has  a  good  laboratory  and  all  other 
necessary  equipment.  The  dental  room  at- 
tached to  the  hospital,  both  sides  of  the  recent 
controversy  doubtless  would  agree,  is  well 
worth  while.  The  medical  examination  and 
treatment  of  the  incoming  inmate  is  prac- 
tically the  same  as  that  given  at  Deer  Island. 
Below  is  appended  a  report  of  the  medical 
cases  treated  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  dur- 
ing the  past  year  ;  list  furnished  by  the  sheriff.

"All  persons  committed  to  the  institution 
are  given  a  superficial  examination  on  the  day 
of  their  commitment. 

"All  persons  suffering  from  the  use  of  nar- 
cotic drugs  are  given  a  special  treatment  by 
the  jail  physician. 

"All  persons  suffering  from  alcoholism  are 
given  treatment  by  the  jail  physician. 

"All  persons  committed  to  the  institution 
for  a  term  of  thirty  days  or  more  are  given 
a  complete  physical  examination,  and  Wasser- 
man  and  sputum  tests  are  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Health.  During  the  period  from  January 
1.  1923,  to  January  1,  1924,  there  were  1,409 
of  these  complete  examinations  made  by  the 
jaiil  physician. 

"During  the  period  from  January  1,  1923, 
to  January  1,  1924,  the  jail  physician  made 
3,580  special  examinations  and  treatments.  In 
addition  to  a  very  large  number  of  alcohol 
cases,  the  following  were  treated  for  other 
ailments."

It  is  hoped  by  the  sheriff  that  an  appropria- 
tion will  be  allowed  in  1924  to  build  a  boiler 
room  outside  the  jail,  as  the  presence  of  the 
heating  plant  in  the  main  building  might  some 
day  prove  disastrous.  Your  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  sheriff  is  right  in  his 
suggestion.  It  was  furthermore  proposed  that 
the  brick  building  facing  the  jail  on  Cam- 
bridge street  should  be  removed.  This  subject 
is  worthy  of  deep  consideration,  but  there  is 
no  such  present  need  of  the  removal  of  this 
building  as  there  is  for-  the  erection  of  a  new 
heating    plant    away    from    the    main    building. 

In  general,  your  committee  commends  the 
administration  of  Sheriff  John  A.  Keliher  as  a 
humane  and  intelligent  one.

CLOSING   PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.   MORIARTY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil be  extended  to  President  Daniel  W.  Lane 
for  the  impartiality  and  ability  he  has  dis- 
played as  presiding  officer  of  this  body. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Clerk,  at  this  time 
I  rise  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  resolution 
I  have  introduced,  thinking  it  would  not  be 
fitting  to  allow  the  President  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  for  the  year  1923  to  leave  the 
rostrum  without  expressing  the  feeling  in  the 
hearts  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council. 
Coun.  Lane  is  leaving  the  presidency  of  the 
Boston  Citv  Council  with  a  full  recognition 
on  the  part  of  the  members  of  his  fairness 
and  impartiality,  which  has  actuated  every 
decision  he  has  had  occasion  to  make  in  this 
body.  Every  member  wishes  him  all  the  good 
luck  possible  during  his  term  starting  on  Feb- 
ruary 4.  All  the  rest  of  us  extend  to  him  our 
best  wishes  as  a  newly  elected  member  of  the 
incoming  body  and  as  the  outgoing  President 
of  the   Council   for    1923. 

Coun.  HEALEY — Mr.  Clerk,  I  desire  to  add 
my  word  of  approbation  of  the  President  of 
this  Council.  Great  as  the  criticism  of  the 
Council  has  been  by  outsiders,  I  want  to  say 
that  our  presiding  officer,  representing  the 
soul  and  spirit  of  the  Council,  has  shown 
that  this  body  occupies  a  position  in  the  City 
of  Boston  equal  to  that  occupied  in  the  state 
by  the  Massachusetts  Senate  or  House  of 
Representatives ;  and  I  trust  that  the  news- 
papers in  their  reports  will  let  the  citizens  of 
Boston  know  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
represents  the  highest  type  of  citizenship  in 
our  city.  I  think  the  citizens  ought  to  know 
that  in  the  election  of  Daniel  W.  Lane  as 
President  of  the  Council  we  elected  one  of  our 
best  members,  and  that  he  has  ably  and  prop- 
erly performed  the  duties  of  his  office  in  a 
manner  that  must  and  should  meet  with  the 
approbation    of   our    citizens. 

Coun.  MORIARTY — Mr.  Clerk,  in  order  to 
further  show  the  President  how  the  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  feel  toward  him, 
I  now  present  to  Coun.  Daniel  W.  Lane  this 
token  of  our  esteem,  with  the  good  wishes  and 
the  good  will  of  the  members  and  officers  of 
this  body.  We  trust  that  as  he  uses  it  in 
the  future  it  may  bring  back  to  his  mind 
during  the  remainder  of  his  days  thoughts  and 
recollections  of  his  associations  with  us  here 
during  his  presidency  and  during  his  term  of 
service   with   us. 

(Coun.  Moriarty  here  presented  to  President 
Lane   a   beautiful   gold    cigarette   case. ) 

The  resolutions  were  passed  by  a  unanimous 
rising   vote. 

President  LANE  said :  Fellow  members  of 
the  City  Council  of  the  year  1923,  after  listen- 
ing to  the  beautiful  encomiums  that  have 
been  showered  on  me  by  the  two  councilors 
who  have  spoken,  I  feel  that  I  do  not  know 
myself,  any  more  than  I  was  able  to  recog- 
nize myself  during  the  last  campaign  when 
one  of  the  newspapers  said  that  I  was  a  very 
prominent  member  of  the  Baptist  Union. 
(Laughter.)  But,  all  joking  aside,  gentlemen, 
I  am  deeply  touched  on  this  occasion  by  the 
good  will  you  have  shown  toward  me,  and  by 
this  beautiful  token  of  your  esteem.  I  have 
endeavored  during  the  few  months  that  I 
have  had  the  honor  to  serve  here  to  be  as 
fair  and  impartial  as  preceding  presiding  offi- 
cers have  been.  During  the  six  years  that  I 
have  been  a  member  of  the  body  I  have  never 
seen  the  time  when  any  member  could  object 
to  the  rulings  of  the  presiding  officer,  and 
with  such  examples  to  follow  I  also  have 
endeavored  to  be  fair  at  all  times.  It  is  with 
feelings  that  I  can  hardly  describe  that  I  now 
tell  you  what  an  honor  I  consider  it  to  have 
been  to  preside  over  you  during  these  few 
months.  It  is  an  honor  that  any  man  might 
well  aspire  to  and  be  proud  of.  I  have  served 
in  several  legislative  bodies — in  the  old  Boston 
Common  Council,  in  the  Massachusetts  Senate 
and  in  the  Constitutional  Convention — and  I 
can    say    truthfully    and    honestly    that    I    have 


never  enjoyed  any  associations  more  than  those 
here  with  you  gentlemen.  The  last  day  of  a 
Council  session  always  carries  with  it  a  touch 
of  sadness,  because  after  you  have  been  serv- 
ing with  one  body  of  men  as  small  as  this 
for  one,  two  or  three  rears  or  longer,  and 
even  one  of  the  membe.s  is  going  to  leave, 
you  cannot  help  feeling  sorry,  no  matter  what 
your  personal  relations  with  the  member  may 
have  been  at  times,  no  matter  whether  you 
voted  with  him  or  against  him.  He  is  still 
one  member  of  a  small  family.  Coun.  Hagan 
is  leaving  us  today,  last  year  Coun.  Ford  left 
us,  and  the  year  before  that  Coun.  Collins 
left  us.  We  did  not  always  vote  with  those 
men,  but  there  was  always  good  fellowship 
among  all  the  members,  and  we  have  missed 
and  will  miss  every  one  of  them.  Not  only 
his  fellow  councilors  are  going  to  miss  Coun. 
Hagan,  but  visitors  to  this  body  are  going 
to  miss  the  passages  at  arms  that  we  have 
at  times  had  occasion  to  see  between  Coun. 
Hagan  and  Coun.  Watson,  and  at  times  be- 
tween Coun.  Hagan  and  Coun.  Moriarty.  I 
know  that  Coun.  Moriarty  is  going  to  regret 
Coun.  Hagan's  loss,  and  I  am  sure  that  Coun. 
Watscn  is.  I  want  to  thank  all  the  people  who 
are  attached  to  the  Council  for  their  kindness 
and  courtesy  to  me.  My  good  friend.  Jim 
Donovan,  the  City  Clerk,  has  always  been  an 
inspiration  to  me.  The  experience  coming 
from  his  many  years  of  service  for  the  City 
of  Boston  has  always  been  at  our  command. 
His  assistant,  Mr.  Wilfred  J.  Doyle,  everyone 
in  City  Hall  respects.  If  they  want  to  know 
what  is  going  on  they  say,  "Let  us  go  and 
find  out  from  Wilfred  Doyle.''  The  City 
Messenger,  Mr.  Leary,  and  his  associate,  Mr. 
Glenn,  have  always  been  most  courteous  and 
obliging ;  and  we  all  appreciate  the  services 
that  have  been  rendered  to  us  by  our  able 
and  efficient  Clerk  of  Committees,  Mr.  Baldwin, 
and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Chisholm.  Every  mem- 
ber appreciates  our  stenographer.  Mr.  Harn- 
den.  We  all  know  what  he  has  done  for  us. 
We  all  know  that  he  has  corrected  our  mis- 
takes in  English  when  we  have  got  up  here 
more  or  less  excited,  not  quite  realizing  what 
language  we  were  using.  When  we  have  read 
it  in  the  City  Record  or  the  minutes  of  the 
City  Council  afterwards,  however,  we  have 
found  that  we  made  beautiful  speeches,  all  due 
to  the  embellishments  of  Mr.  Harnden.  I 
want  to  thank  the  press  for  their  kindness  to 
me  during  the  six  years  I  have  been  here,  and 
I  only  trust  that  I  have  merited  one  half  the 
nice  things  they  have  said  about  me.  We 
cannot,  either,  forget  our  officer  here.  Mr. 
Leahy,  who  has  so  carefully  guarded  us,  and 
the  ether  officer,  not  now  present,  who  has 
kept  people  away  when  we  were  too  busy  to 
see  them.  This  case  which  you  have  given 
me.  gentlemen.  I  shall  always  carry  with  me, 
and  I  shall  always  think,  every  time  that  I 
extract  a  coffin  nail  from  it,  that  my  confreres 
in  the  Council  are  helping  to  bury  me! 
(Laughter.)  Once  more.  I  wish  to  thank  you 
all  for  the  kind  co-operation  I  have  received  at 
your  hands  during  the  rear,  and  I  trust  that 
the  remaining  years  I  have  to  serve  here  will 
be  as  happy  as  the "  past  six.  Gentlemen.  I 
thank   you. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  was  my 
intention  before  you  referred  to  the  departing 
member  to  say  a  word  concerning  that  gentle- 
man, myself.  I  have  in  mind  Coun.  Hagan, 
who  today  severs  his  connection  with  us  as  a 
councilor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  leaving  this 
group.  I  have  had  many  bitter  discussions 
with  him.  Both  he  and  I  have  at  times  had 
occasion  to  show  some  heat  regarding  subjects 
for  debate  in  this  body.  I  have  said  some 
hard  things  concerning  him  and  the  echo  has 
come  back  to  me  from  his  lips  in  equally  hard 
things  that  he  has  said  concerning  me.  My 
differences  with  him,  however,  have  never 
been  other  than  political.  He  has  his  own 
point  of  view,  and  I  have  mine.  I  have  dis- 
agreed with  him  more  times  than  I  have 
agreed  with  him.  and  I  think  in  a  great  many 
rases,   from   my   point    of   view,    I   was   justified.

Hut  I  intend  to  be  fair  with  him  and  to  say 
that  he  has  disagreed  with  me  more  times 
than  he  has  agreed  with  me,  and  as  conscien- 
tiously from  his  point  of  view,  and  has  assured 
me  that  he  felt  confident  that  he  was  right. 
I  want  to  say  here  frankly,  and  the  words  1 
utter  are  as  true  as  a  man  could  utter  under 
any  circumstances,  that  in  Henry  Hagan's  de- 
parture from  this  body  he  has  my  respect  as 
a  man,  and  I  wish  him  Godspeed  in  his  under- 
takings. I  think  the  Council  has  been  better 
for  his  membership,  not  because  of  anything 
constructive  that  he  might  have  suggested  but 
because   through    the   orders   he   has   introduced 


and  the  discussions  that  have  ensued  we  have 
all  been  able  to  get  light  that  we  would  not 
have  otherwise  had.  I  am  not  speaking  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  into  the  public  press, 
or  for  any  other  reason  than  that  today  the 
differences  between  Henry  E.  Hagan  and  my- 
self, politically  and  otherwise,  are  behind  me. 
I  want  him  to  know  that  in  leaving  here  he 
has  my  friendship,  and  I  wish  him  success  in 
anything  he   may   undertake.
